Usually  with  the  passing 
of  the  Old  Year  and  the  be- 
ginning of  the  new,  serious 
minded  folks  are  beset  with 
a  certain  solemnit^^  which 
causes  us  to  do  some  serious 
thinking.  There  are  two 
reasons  for  this,  namely, 
recollections  of  what  our 
life  has  been  in  the  old  and 
apprehensions  as  to  what  it 
may  be  in  the  New. 

When  we  look  back  with 
our  mental  eye,  over  the 
past  year  of  life,  each  one 
of  us  can  see  many  places 
wherein  we  either  said  or 
did  things  which  we  should 
not  have,  or  neglected  to 
say  or  do  things  which  we 
should  have.  Many  oppor- 
tunities have  been  neglec- 
ted and  no  doubt  we  have 
not  borne  our  responsibili- 
ties as  manly  or  cheerfully 
as  we  ought.  Because  of 
these  failures  on  our    part 


we  and  those  with  whom  we 
have  had  contact  and  deal- 
ings have  missed  some 
blessings  that  might  have 
been  ours.  It  seems  at  the 
close  of  each  year  we  dis- 
cover this  to  be  the  case  and 
we  are  made  to  wonder  why 
it  must  be  so  when  it  might 
just  as  easily  have  been 
otherwise. 

On  the  part  of  those  who 
are  trying  to  profit  by  their 
former  mistakes  and  live 
better  lives,  we  believe 
these  shortcomings  are 
largely  the  result  of  the 
weaknesses  of  the  flesh. 
Whatever  these  weaknesses 
may  be  we  all  have  more  or 
less  of  them  and  thus  we 
have  a  continual  struggle 
on  hand  to  live  that  kind  of 
a  life  that  gives  us  a  pure 
heart,  clean  mind  and  free 
conscience. 

Realizing  this  as  we  face 
the  New  Year  with  its

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bilities  we  are  made  to 
wonder  if  we  shall  be  able 
to  do  better  than  we  did  in 
the  past. 

¥/hen  these  mental 
problems  come  flooding  in 
upon  us  at  times,  we  are  apt 
to  become  discouraged, 
grow  careless  and  indiffer- 
ent and  give  up  in  the  battle 
for  right. 

Too  often  in  these 
straggles  in  life  we  depend 
too  much  on  our  own 
strength  and  power  and  as 
a  result  our  failures  are 
more  certain.  Even  though 
we  exercise  will  power  and 
put  our  energies  and  efforts 
back  of  it,  yet  we  m.ust  look 
to  higher  powers  for  the 
needed  strength  and  ability 
to  be  successful  in  the 
Christian  warfare.  David 
said,  ''I  will  lift  up  mine 
eyes  unto  the  hills,  from_ 
whence  cometh  my  help. 
My  help  cometh  down  from 
the  Lord,  which  made 
heaven  and  earth,"  (Ps. 
121:1-2).  Indicating  his 
faith  and  trust  in  God. 

Again  Paul  speaks  thus, 
''But  thanks  be  to  God, 
which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,"  (I  Cor.  15:57). 
Truly  we  ought  to  rejoice

The  following  paper  is 
from  the  minutes  of  last 
General  Conference: 

We,  the  Board  of  Publi- 
cations, in  order  to  properly 
finance  our  publications 
recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  each  congrega- 
tion give  an  offering  in 
June  and  December  of  each 
year  toward  the  publication 
of  the  Monitor,  and  that  we 
allow  them  to  send  in  one 
subscription  for  each  dollar 
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thus  donated,  such  sub- 
scription to  go  to  non-mem- 
bers or  to  members  who 
would  otherwise  not  receive 
the  Monitor.  This  is  not 
to  take  the  place  of,  nor  in- 
terfere with,  regular  paid 
subscriptions. 

2.  Each  congregation 
should  have  an  active  Moni- 
tor agent  to  solicit  regular 
paid  subscriptions.  They 
ought  to  do  this  for  the  good 
of  the  church,  without  com- 
pensation or  pay,  the  con- 
gregation paying  postage  if 
necessary. 

Answer  by  Annual  Meet- 
ing :   Approved. 

The  foregoing  paper  pre- 
sents two  phases  of  activity, 
the  responsibility  for  both 
resting  on  the  congrega- 
tions. First,  each  congre- 
gation is  to  make  a  general 
effort  and  is  to  send  in  the 
funds,  accompanied  by  sub- 
scriptions according  to  the 
limitations  named.  Each 
and  every  congregation 
should  respond,  no  matter 
how  small  the  amount  they 
are  able  to  send.  We  re- 
member what  the  Savior 
said  of  the  widow's     mite! 

Second:  Each  congrega- 
tion is  to  have  an  active 
Monitor  agent,  to  solicit  for 
regularly  paid  subscribers; 
keep  in  mind  that  the    first 


provision  of  the  plan  is  two- 
fold— to  supply  funds,  and 
to  increase  circulation  of 
the  Monitor  Vv/'here  it  may 
do  good;  the  second  pro- 
vision is  to  keep  actively 
going  the  paid-in-full  sub- 
scriptions feature.  I  be- 
lieve the  minutes  is  plain 
and  needs  no  further  com- 
ment, except  perhaps  this : 
Economic  conditions  are 
trying,  but  the  Lord's  work 
should  not  be  suffered  to 
lag;  let  each  one  remember 
that  the  Lord's  work  is  the 
most  important  v/ork  he  or 
she  individually  has  to 
answer  for,  and  therefore 
to  regard  the  injunction 
''Let  every  one  of  you  lay  by 
him  in  store,  as  God  has 
prospered  him.''

Father  and  the  Son  Jesus 
Christ.  Oh,  brethren  and 
sisters,  I  think  when  I  read 
this  wonderful  prayer  of 
our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ,  that  I  can  see  Him 
there  on  His  knees,  looking 
up  into  heaven,  and  His  de- 
ciples  there  with  Him,  and 
the  tears  rolling  down  His 
cheeks,  there  praying  that 
the  love,  the  union,  the  af- 
fection that  He  had  for 
them,  while  with  them 
might  never  be  m.arred,  the 
union    never    be    severed. 
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Yes  that  is  what  He  prayed 
for;  but  brethren,  sister, 
that  is  not  all,  He  prayed  for 
you  and  me  that  this  union 
and  oneness  might  exist 
between  us,  as  He  says,  "I 
pray  not  for  these  alone,  but 
for  all  them  that  shall  be- 
lieve in  Me  through  their 
word,''  or  preaching,  that 
they  all  may  be  one;  as 
Thou  Father,  art  in  Me,  and 
I  in  Thee,  that  they  also 
may  be  one  in  Us;  that  the 
world  miay  believe  that  Thou 
hast  sent  Me.'*  0  the  won- 
derful relationship  that  we 
can  obtain  through  unity  in 
love;  unity  in  obedience. 
For  whosoever  shall  do  the 
will  of  My  Father  which  is 
in  heaven,  the  same  is  My 
brother.  My  sister,  and  My 
Mother,  (Matt.  1:50).  And 
again  we  read  of  the  bless- 
edness that  there  is  in  the 
unity  of  brethren.  ''Be- 
hold, how  good  and  how 
pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to 
dwell  together  in  unity." 
(Psa.  133:1) 

The  love  and  unity  of  true 
believers  will  bring  about 
a  separation  from  unbe- 
lievers, and  that  v>^hich  is 
sinful. 

Be  ye  not  unequally 
yoked  together  with  un- 
believers; for  what  fellow- 
ship     hath     righteousness' 


I  with  unrighteousness;  and 
I  v/hat  communion  hath  light 
;with    darkness.       ''Where- 
fore come  out  from  among 
them,  and  be  ye    separate, 
saith  the  Lord!^    And  touch 

I  not  the  unclean  things,  and 

I I  will  receive  you,  and    ye 
'shall     be     My      sons     and 

daughters,  and  I  vv^ill  be  a 
Father  unto  you  saith  the 
Lord  Almighty.''  (II  Cor. 
6:14-18.) 

"Ye  cannot     serve     two 
masters,  for  either  we  will 
jlove  the  one  and  hate    the 
I  other  or  else  we  will  cleave 
'to  the  one  and  despise  the 
I  other,"  (Matt.  6:24). 
j     Yes  if  we  have  the  love 
i  of  God  in  our  hearts  we  will 
I  not  want  to  be  the  servants 
I  of  sin.     "Know  ye  not  that 
to  VN^hom  ye  yield  yourselves 
servants  to  obey,  his  serv- 
ants ye  are  whom  ye  obey, 
whether  of  sin  unto  death, 
or  of  obedience  unto  right- 
eousness."    (Rom.  6:16). 

If  we  have  crucified  the 
old  man  let  us  keep  him 
crucified.  If  we  have  died 
to  sin  let  us  stay  dead  to  sin. 
If  we  have  buried  the  old 
man  let  us  keep  him  buried. 
Oh,  brethren  and  sisters,  I 
fear  that  v.e  feel  that  we 
have  buried  the  old  man, 
but  too  often  we  go  back 
and  dig  him  up  again,  and 
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let  him  guide  us  wrong  in 
so  doing  we  sever  that  unity 
that  should  exist  between 
the  followers  of  Christ. 
"Seeing  that  ye  have  puri- 
fied yourselves  in  obeying 
the  truth,  through  the  spirit 
unto  unfeigned  love  of  the 
brethren,  see  that  ye  love 
one  another  fervently,'^ 
(I  Pet.  1:22).  Have  we 
fully  purified  ourselves? 
Have  we  obeyed  the  word 
of  God  which  is  truth?  Have 
we  that  unfeigned  love  for 
one  another  as  we  are  com- 
manded to  have?  Do  we  in 
truth  believe  that  "we  are  a 
chosen  generation,  a  royal 
priesthood,  a  holy  nation,  a 
peculiar  people,  that  we 
should  shew  forth  the 
praises  of  him  who  has 
called  you  out  of  darkness 
to  light,''  (I  Pet.  2:9). 

Paul  in  writing  to  the 
church  at  Corinth  says, 
"Now  I  beseech  you  breth- 
ren, by  the  name  of  our 
Lord  Jusus  Christ,  that 
ye  all  speak  the  same  thing, 
that  there  be  no  division 
among  you,  that  ye  be  per- 
fectly joined  together  in  the 
same  mind,  and  the  same 
judgment,''  (I  Cor.  1:10). 
Endeavoring  to  keep  the 
unity  of  the  spirit  in  the 
bond  of  peace,"  (Eph.  4:3). 
"And  grieve  not  the     Ploly 


Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye 
were  sealed  unto  the  day  of 
redemption.  Let  all  bitter- 
ness, and  wrath,  and  anger, 
and  clamour,  and  evil 
speaking  be  put  away  from 
you,  with  all  malice.  And 
be  ye  kind  one  to  another, 
tenderhearted,  forgiving 
one  another,  even  as  God 
for  Christ's  sake  hath  for- 
given vou,"  (Eph,  4 :30-31- 
32). 

Lear  ones  if  we  live  this 
then  we  will  be  gathered  to- 
gether with  those  other 
sheep  and  there  shall  be  one 
fold  and  one  shepherd.  And 
this  is  my  prayer.

PETER'S   GREAT 
COXFESSIOX. 


Grant  Mahan 


The  revelation  made  to 
Peter  of  the  divinity  of 
Jesus  that  day  long  ago 
near  Caesarea  Philippi  v/as 
wonderful,  yet  it  was  far 
from  mieaning  all  that  has 
been  read  into  it  since  that 
time.  The  rock  on  which 
Christ's  church  was  to  be 
built  was  not  just  Peter. 
We  are  told  in  Ephesians 
that  they  were  built  on  the 
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foundation  of  the  apostles 
and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ 
being  the  chief  corner  stone. 
Peter  was  a  man,  a  quick, 
impulsive  man;  and  he  was 
not  always  right  in  his  say- 
ings and  doings.  How^  soon 
after  this  confession  did  he 
fail  to  see  as  the  Master 
saw,  and  w^as  called  Satan 
because  he  opposed  the  suf- 
fering and  death  of  Jesus. 
It  was  love  that  prompted 
him  to  make  this  objection, 
and  his  love  is  to  his  credit. 

There  is  no  place  in  the 
New  Testament  vv^here 
Peter  is  shown  as  being 
supreme  head  of  the  apos- 
tolic band.  He  was  the 
most  ready  speaker,  ahvays 
putting  himself  to  the  fore ; 
and  he  no  doubt  did  this 
because  of  his  love  for 
Jesus.  But  he  v/as  not 
always  right.  He  could  not 
forget  that  he  was  a  Jew, 
and  that  the  Jews  were  the 
chosen  people  of  God.  That 
was  not  to  his  discredit,  for 
it  was  the  natural  thing  for 
him  to  feel. 

The  very  place  where  he 
should  have  stood  forth  as 
the  Prince  of  the  Apostles, 
if  he  had  been  such  was  at 
the  Jerusalem  council.  But 
he  did  not;  he  simply  told 
the  part  he  had  played  in 
opening  the  church  to    the 


;  Gentiles. 

i     At  Antioch  he    was    too 
I  much  a  Jew  to  live  up     to 
I  what  he  really  believed  and 
had  been  doing  until  some 
'  came  down  from  Jerusalem, 
:and  he  feared  to  eat    with 
ithe  Gentiles    before    these 
Jews.     That    was    not    so 
much  to  be  wondered  at,  for 
all  his  life  he  had  lived  that 
:way.     Paul    censured     him 
'for     so     dissemibling,     and 
plainly  wrote  that  he     was 
to  be  blamed.     If  Peter  had 
!been  the  rock     that     some 
I  would  have  us    beheve    he 
,  would  not  have  done  so. 
I      Isn't  it  better  to  look    at 
him  just  as  a  man,  a    good 
I  man,  an  earnest  man,  a  man 
!  w^ho  loved  his  Lord  and  did 
his    best      to    serve    Him, 
rather  than  as  he  has  been 
'held  to  be  by    the    Roman 
|CathoHc        church?       That 
[church  says:  ''All  the  faith- 
ful of  Christ  must    believe 
that  the  Holy  Apostolic  see 
I  and  the  Roman  pontiff  pos- 
jsesses  the  primacy  over  the 
I  whole  wWld;  and  that  the 
'Roman  pontiff  is  the     suc- 
cessor   of    Blessed     Peter, 
Prince  of  the  Apostles,  and 
is  true  Viscar     of     Christ, 
and     head     of    the     whole 
church,     and     Father    and 
teacher  of    all    Christians; 
and  that  full     power     was 
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given  to  him  in  Blessed 
Peter,  by  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  to  rule,  feed  and 
govern  the  universal 
church.'' 

Peter  must  have  had 
great  qualities  or  he  would 
not  have  been  honored  as  he 
was.  He  does  not  need, 
and  if  he  could  speak  he 
vfould  not  ask  for,  the 
honors  that  have  been 
thrust  upon  him.  In  his 
epistle  there  is  nothing  of 
the  kind.  V/hen  he  writes 
of  Paul  he  does  not  say  that 
he  v\^as  over  Paul  in  the 
church.  And  Paul,  in  his 
letter  to  the  Galatians, 
v/rote  of  the  gospel  of  the 
uncircumcision  being  com- 
mitted to  himself  as  the 
gospel  of  the  circumcision 
was  to  Peter.  Peter  was 
impulsive  but  lovable.  He 
was  perhaps  a  bit  slow  in 
realizing  the  full  meaning 
of  the  gospel,  as  v/ere  the 
other  apostles;  but  when  he 
did  come  to  it  he  showed  the 
iitness  of  the  name  which 
the  Lord  ga,ve  him. 

It  v/ill  be  better,  safer, 
not  to  add  to  v/hat  is 
written  about  Peter.  Tra- 
dition is  not  dependable. 
Jesus  did  not  put  Peter  in 
supreme  control,  did  not 
empower  him  to  choose  his 
successor  as  Viscar  of  Jesus 


Christ,  for  Peter  never  was 

that.     Nor  do  we     find     a 

word  about  an  apostle    ap- 

I  pointing  his  own  successor 

I  and  that  successor  his  suc- 

!  cessor,  and  so  on  to  the  end 

j  of  time.     No  Pope  of  Rome 

;has  ever  been  as  great     as 

I  Peter  was,  and    yet    what 

|claim.s       to      pov/er      and 

j  authority  have  been  set  up 

I  in  his    name^    pov/er    and 

'authority      he     never    ex- 

lercised  or  claimed. 

I      Let  us  try  to  realize  what 

I  his  great  confession  means 

i  to  the  world  and  to  us,  if  we 

believe     it     with     all     our 

heart,  and  live  accordingly.

In  writing  on  this  subject 
I  knovv^  I  will  meet  criticism, 
but  I  fear  none  of  that,  I 
cannot  understand  why  it 
should  be  on  such  a  plain 
teaching.  The  ''except''  in 
Matt.  9i:9,  only  applies  to 
the  putting  away.  ''Ex- 
cept it  be  for  fornication/' 
which  is  the  only  legal 
cause  for  putting  away. 
And  in  Matt.  5 :32,  it  is  put 
this  way,  "Saving  for  the 
cause  of  fornication.''  And 
in  every  case  Jesus  says, 
"Whosoever  marrieth  her 
that  is  divorced  doth  com- 
mit adulter}^"  Jesus  for- 
ever bars  marrying  a 
divorced  person.  But 
som.e  folks  contend  that 
some  have  a  right  to  re- 
marry.   Is  God  partial? 

Does  a  brother  have  a 
right  to  that  from  which  a 
sister  is  forever  barred?  For 
Jesus  says.  "Whosoever 
shall  marry  her  that  is 
divorced  committeth  adul- 
tery, Matt,  5:32,  Mark  10:- 
11-12,  Luke  16:18,  and  Paul 
does  not  give  the  right  to  re- 
marry either  in  Rom.  7:2-3 


or  in  I  Cor.  7 :10-11,  nor  any 
place  else.  But  Paul  does 
teach  that  the  marriage 
contract  lasts  so  long  as 
both  parties  liveth,  and  that 
contract  is  not  annulled  by 
divorce,  according  to  the 
gospel,  but  I  will  admit  it  is 
by  the  faulty  civil  law. 

According  to  some  folks 
a  brother  could  marry  five 
wives  or  more,  and  I  have 
reason  to  beheve  he  would 
be  in  the  samie  condition 
the  v/ornan  was  that  talked 
with  Jesus  at  the  well, 
(John  4:17-18). 

A^>ain,  Vv^ould  anyone 
want  a  jury  to  decide 
against  him  on  the 
evidence  of  one  witness 
where  there  might  be  a 
doubt  in  somie  minds,  if  he 
had  five  witnesses  in  his 
favor,  where  there  was  no 
doubt  at  all — I  trow  not. 

Some  refer  us  to  Deut. 
24:1,  but  we  must  all  admit 
there  were  things  allowed 
under  the  old  law  that  are 
not  allowed  under  the 
gospel.  And  again  Jesus 
says,  "Moses  because  of  the 
hardness  of  your  hearts 
suffered  you  to  put  away 
3^our  wives,  but  from  the 
beginning  it  V\^as  not  so," 
(Matt.  18:8)  And  it  is 
this  idea  of  remarriage  that 
has  gotten  the    Church    of 
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The  Brethren,  the  Method- 
ist church,  and  every  other 
denomination,  that  will 
allow  it,  into  confusion,  and 
adulter}^  And  Vv^hen  we 
add  to  this  the  debauchery 
and  shame  that  is  carried  on 
in  our  modern  society,  and 
the  fact  that  many  posing 
as  ministers  of  the  gospel 
are  willingly  performing 
marriages  where  the 
divorced  are  of  that  union. 
Is  it  not  high  time  that  we 
raise  oar  voice  against  this? 

The  marriage  contract 
was  ordained  of  God.  The 
divorce  and  remarriage  is 
of  man.  Shall  the  law  of 
msan  annul  the  law  of  God? 
No,  by  no  means,  and  go  un- 
punished. And  is  it  any 
wonder  that  Jesus  warns 
so  frequently  against  this 
terrible  prevailing  sin  of 
our  day.  So  I  beg  to  differ 
with  those  that  contend. 

'Tf  he  puts  her  away  for 
fornication,  and  marries 
again,  he  does  not  commit 
adultery."  As  remarriage 
is  abvvays  spoken  of  in  the 
gospel  in  the  negative.  And 
nowhere  is  it  sanctioned 
by  Christ  or  any  of  the 
apostles,  and  it  seems  to 
me  Jesus  could  not  have 
made  it  any  plainer,  and  I 
hope  that  all  our  members 
may  be  led  to  see  this  im-

Yes 
there  will  be  a  few  yet  in 
;  the  great  mass  of  those  who 
I  profess   to    be    Christians, 
i faith  will  be   rare.     (Matt. 
17:13-14),  (Luke  13:23-26). 
■  Modernistic      theology, 
rationalism,     higher     criti- 
cism, evolution,     etc.,     are 
drawing  away  the  very  life 
of  the  church.    The  infidels 
were  once  outside    of    the 
i  church,  but  now  they    are 
I  not  only  in    the    churches, 
I  but  they  often  fill  the  most 
I  important     offices.       Faith 
I  in  the  Bible  is  being  under- 
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mined  right  in  our  own 
country,  the  whole  fight  of 
theories  is  against  the  word 
of  God.  In  the  past  the 
church  stood  true  to  God, 
and  the  Bible,  but  now  the 
great  leaders  of  the  modern 
infidelities  are  often  the 
leading  factors  in  the 
visible  church. 

The  worst  enemies  to  the 
home  and  the  church  are  on 
the  inside.  Satan  has  come 
forward  with  his  fiendish 
boldness  and  is  using  these 
leaders  right  in  the  front 
ranks  in  his  fight  against 
the  Bible. 

Right  in  America  we  have 
so  called  Sunda}^  schools 
where  children  are  being 
taught  to  sing  (the  blight 
of  the  world  is  Jesus). 
When  the  foundations  of 
God^s  truth  are  thus  under- 
mined, who  can  stand? 
Look  at  the  conditions 
around  you,  and  then  read 
Peter's  testimony  (II  Pet. 
2 :3  and  Chapter  3 :3).  There 
shall  come  in  the  last  days 
scoffers,  (II  Tim.  3:1-5); 
seducing  spirits  and  doc- 
trines of  devils.  The  spirit 
speaketh  expressly,  that  in 
the  latter  times  some  shall 
depart  from  the  faith.  Are 
we  living  in  these  times? 
Yes  we  find  ourselves  today 
right  in  the  midst  of  them. 


The  scripture  above  re- 
ferred to  reads  more  like 
history  than  prophecy,  Paul 
wrote  this  description 
almost     2,000     years     ago. 

(Pohtical  agitation) 
Matt.  24:7-8.  Since  the 
world  war  the  greatest  war 
in  the  history  of  mankind, 
there  has  been  devastating 
outbreaks  of  pestilence  and 
great  catastrophies.  It  has 
been  said  there  are  more  of 
these  catastrophies  the  last 
f ev/  years  than  in  fifty  years 
before,  it  is  a  tim.e  of  great 
'unrest.  Europe  is  one 
I  whirling  mass  of  unrest,  a 
I  large  part  of  Asia  is  being 
I  drawn  into  it.  The  world 
iv/ar  was  certainly  a  fulfil- 
lment of  Christ's  prophecy, 
I  nation  shall  rise  against 
!  nation  and  kingdom  against 
I  kingdom.  There  were 
|twent3^-two  nations  foes  of 
iHun  autocracy,  when  the 
I  armistice  w^as  signed  eigh- 
jteen  nations  were  at  war 
I  and  four  had  severed  diplo- 
matic relations. 

Every  school  boy  and  girl 
and  most  older  people  know 
that  chronologists  list  the 
assassination  of  Archduke 
Ferdinand  by  a  patriotic 
Serb  student  as  the  first 
event,  the  starting  point  of 
the  World  war.  Back  of 
that  was  a     reason.     That 
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reason  the  daily  press  has 
never  published.  The  reason 
was,  Ferdinand's  intrigue 
with  the  papacy  in  trying 
to  force  on  Serbia,  a  little 
nation  w^here  only  one  in 
every  300  of  the  population 
is  a  Roman  Catholic,  a  con- 
cordat or  treaty  with  the 
Pope  turning  the  school 
system  over  to  Romanism! 
and  putting  the  priests  on 
the  national  payroll.  There  | 
are  22  articles  in  this  con-| 
cordat,  too  lengthy  for  this 
article.  Millions  of  people 
are  in  arms  today  almost 
the  whole  world  is  in- 
volved. The  world  is  sick; 
at  heart  at  these  conditions, 
and  is  looking  to  the  league 
of  nations  as  a  solution, 
then  were  our  only  hope  in 
the  league  of  nations,  then' 
the  Lord  pity  us,  God  has 
a  better  plan.  God's  plan 
is  the  return  of  Jesus  to 
reign  over  all  the  earth. 
The  gospel  to  be  preached 
as  a  witness  (Matt.  24:14) 
to  all  nations,  this  does  not 
mean  that  all  nations  shall 
be  saved,  but  the  gospel 
shall  be  preached  as  a  wit- 
ness, so  they  can  accept  or 
reject  the  truth.  Has  this 
scripture  been  fulfilled  to 
such  an  extent  that  Christ 
may  come  at  any  time? 
Yes,     it    is    true       that 


Afghanistan  is  closed  to 
the  gospel,  it  is  death  to 
enter  as  a  missionary,  the 
fact  this  nation  has  closed 
her  doors  against  the  gospel 
proves  the  gospel  has  come 
to  her  as  a  witness  and  she 
has  rejected  it.  The  same 
could  be  said  of  Tibet. 

The  return  of  the  Jews, 
Bible  students  agree  that 
the  Zion  movement  is  a 
clear  sign  of  the  time  of  the 
end  of  this  aion.  Increas- 
ing riches  of  the  few, 
(James  5:1-5).  It  has  been 
estimated  that  90  per  cent 
of  the  wealth  of  our  nation 
is  under  the  control  of  10 
per  cent  of  the  people.  The 
amassing  of  great  fortunes, 
with  all  the  attendant 
curses  is  another  sign  that 
the  last  days  are  upon  us. 
Ye  have  heaped  together 
treasures  for  the  last  days, 
what  limit  these  colossal 
estates  shall  attain  by  join- 
ing house  to  house  and 
field  to  field  none  can  tell. 
But  we  know  that  ''woe" 
has  been  uttered  concern- 
ing it,  and  that  is  distinc- 
tively a  sign  of  the  last  davs, 
(Isa.  5:8-9).

Whenever  we  see  the 
word  poverty  we  indis- 
tinctly think  of  money.  To 
be  nionevless  and     wealth- 


less  is  indeed  a  tragedy,  but 
it  is  not  the  worst  kind. 
One  may  have  an  empty 
purse  and  a  rich  personal- 
ity, or  vice  versa. 

If  a  man  has  no  wealth, 
but  has  a  chance  to  earn  his 
livelihood,  his  brain  may  be 
filled  with  hope.  For  that 
matter,  the  so  called 
material  vv^ealth  of  this 
earth  has  been  built  up  most 
!  often  through  the  genius 
I  of  poor  men,  who  remained 
I  poor,  yet  made  many  rich. 
I  I  am  thinking  of  the 
I  terrible  poverty  of  our  in- 
^tellectual  lives.  It  causes 
I  me  to  think  of  the  man  who 
ihid  his  lord's  talent  in  the 
'earth.  Yes,  Jesus  said, 
I  "Blessed  are  the  poor  in 
I  spirit  for  theirs  is  the  king- 
Idom  of  heaven."  He  also 
I  gave  us  example  we  should 
I  be  about  our  Father's  busi- 
ness. 

The  ultimate  depths  of 
poverty  are  foun-a  m  bank- 
ruptcy of  moral  character. 
One  may  have  money, 
friends  and  knowledge  but 
he  is  poor  who  is  not  rich  to- 
ward God.

INCREASED    VIGILANCE 


With  the  passing  of  the 
years  and  the  fulfillment  of 
prophecies  regarding  the 
last  days  we  are  reminded 
of  the  approaching  return 
of  our  Lord  to  the  earth. 
There  are  many  passages  in 
the  scriptures  warning  us 
about  our  activities  and 
conduct  in  preparation  for 
this  wonderful  revelation, 
wiiich  it  appears  are  not  be- 
ing taken  into  consideration 
as  they  should.  For  example 
let  us  notice  the  following: 
''Let  us  hold  fast  the  pro- 
fession of  our  faith  without 
wavering;  for  He  is  faithful 
that  promised;  and  let  us 
consider  one  another  to 
provoke  unto  love  and  to 
good  works;  not  forsaking 
the  assembling  of  ourselves 
together,  as  the  manner  of 
some  is;  but  exhorting  one 
another,  and  so  much  the 
more,  as  ye  see  the  day  ap- 


proaching,''  (Heb.  10:23- 
25). 

In  these  verses  several 
important  miatters  are 
given,  namely,  ''Holding 
I  fast  the  faith,"  "Brotherly 
I  consideration,''  "Assemb- 
'ling  for  worship,"  and  "ex- 
hortation." It  is  apparent 
upon  analyzing  these  points 
that  they  cover  every  phase 
and  expression  of  Christian 
life  and  conduct.  That 
these  matters  are  important 
and  necessary  in  the  work- 
ing out  of  our  soul's  salva- 
tion surely  no  one  who  is 
earnestly  seeking  the  truth 
would  deny;  for  we  can  find 
passage  after  passage  re- 
corded from  Matthew  to 
Revelations  advocating  and 
confirming  this  same  kind 
of  doctrine. 

The  tendency  of  those 
professing  Christianity  from 
the  establishment  of  the 
church  up  to  the  present 
time,  has  been  to  drift  away 
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from  these  important 
things.  Because  of  this,  the 
sacred  writings  are  abound- 
ing with  numerous  warn- 
ings intended  to  provoke  us 
to  diligence,  watchfulness, 
care  and  constructive 
effort,  that  we  might  pre- 
serve the  true  faith  in  its 
primitive  purity  to  the  end 
of  time  so  that  whenever 
the  Lord  should  return  His 
people  v/ould  be  prepared 
and  awaiting  Him. 

The  thoughts  in  the  fore- 
going reference  are  con- 
cluded- with  the  statement, 
''And  so  much  the  more  as 
ye  see  the  day  approach- 
ing." It  is  this  thought 
that  we  wish  to  notice 
especially.  According  to 
this  instruction  as  the  ''last 
days''  come  upon  us  and  the 
second  coming  of  our  Lord 
draws  near,  our  diligence 
and  zeal  in  the  working  out 
of  our  soul's  salvation 
should  increase;  our  care 
and  concern  for  the  purity 
and  peace  of  Zion  should  be 
greater. 

V/e  believe  there  is  a 
reason  for  this.  Interpret- 
ing prevailing  conditions 
and  the  trend  of  mankind  in 
general  in  the  light  of 
scriptural  teachings  v/e 
must  admit  that  the  world 
is  gradually  growing  worse. 


j"E\il  men  and  seducers  are 
Iv/axing  worse  and  worse.." 
I  Professing  Christiandom 
j  (v/hich  should  be  the  light 
of  the  world  and  salt  of  the 
earth)  is  groveling  in 
apostacy  and  as  a  result 
spirituality  and  mortality 
are  at  a  lov/  ebb,  while  car- 
nality and  immorality 
abound  with  little  re- 
straint. 

Becav^se  of  this  it  seems 
reasonable  that  greater 
efforts  w^ould  be  requred  to 
live  soberly,  righteously  and 
godly  amidst  such  a  crooked 
and  perverse  generation,  as 
v/ell  as  miaintain  the  true 
faith  of  the  gospel  in  its 
simplicity  and  purity.  From 
this  v/e  can  deduct  some 
logical  conclusions. 

If  it  v/as  necessary  for 
Christ's  follov\^ers  to  come 
out  from  the  world  and  be 
separate,  when  the  v/orld 
was  not  so  wicked  how 
much  greater  the  necessity 
for  such  action  in  the  pres- 
ent age. 

If  in  the  time  of  the  early 
church  they  were  not  to  be 
"conformed  to  this  v/orld," 
but  were  to  "keep  un- 
spotted," what  reasonable 
excuse  can  any  professing 
Christian  give  for  following 
the  fashions,  adopting  the 
customs,  practices  and  fads 
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that  are  dictated  by  the 
world  in  our  day  of  wicked- 
ness? 

If  to  be  a  friend  of  the 
world  made  one  an  "enemy 
of  God"  in  years  gone  by, 
how  can  Christians  in  this 
late  day  ''love  the  world" 
and  be  partakers  of  its 
vanities  and  follies  without 
being  at  enmity  wit'i  God? 

If  it  was  necessary  in  the|r 
time    of    our    forefathers,' 
when  the  Vv^orld  was  not  so 
im^modest  in  dress,  to  have 
an  order  or  specified  cut  of 
dress  in  order  to  maintain  I 
unity  and  carry  out  the  Nev/ 1 
Testament     teachings      on  I 
modesty  and  simplicity    of 
attire;  how  much  more  im- 
portant it  is     for     such     a 
practice,     with     such     im- 
modesty and  vulgarity     of 
dress  as  is  prevailmg  in  our 
day? 

if  our  ancestors  in  t':.e 
faith  felt  it  important  to 
keep  fiction  and  all  such 
questionable  reading    mat- 


ter from  their  children 
when  such  matter  was 
somewhat  censored;  how 
much  we  should  feel  the  im- 
portance of  doing  likewise 
when  there  are  hardly  any 
restrictions  whatever. 

If  it  was  necessary  to 
have  system  and  order  in 
the  work  in  the  church  in 


the  past  and  exercise  dis- 
cipline in  order  to  keep  the 
church  pure  and  in  working 
order,  how  vital  such  mat- 
ters are  in  our  day  when  the 
enemy  is  striving  with  all 
his  power  to  stamp  out  the 
true  faith  from  off  the 
earth. 

If  holy  women  and  the 
mothers  of  the  church  in  the 
past  felt  the  need  of  wear- 
ing the  scriptural  veiling  at 
all  times  in  exercising  in  her 
God  given  sphere  in  rearing 
the  children  and  performing 
her  duties  as  a  helpmeet  in 
the  home  and  abroad  with 
prayerful  gravity  and  fear, 
how  much  more  the  sisters 
of  the  true  church  in  our 
day  should  feel  the  need  of 
such  conduct  when  pro- 
fessing w^omen  in  general 
are  so  brazenly  ignoring  the 
instructions  given  by  her 
Creator  and  God. 

If  our  forefathers  who 
w^ere  men  of  God  were 
offended  at  innovations 
and  departures  from  the 
faith  in  their  day  and  would 
not  tolerate  them,  we 
certainly  have  a  just  right 
to  do  the  same  in  our  day; 
and  if  we  are  men  of  God, 
will  rise  up  and  fight  the 
good  fight  of  faith  for  the 
blood  bought  church  of 
Jesus  Christ  our  redeemer. 
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In  our  day  we  have  too 
many  folks  who  are  not 
using  their  influence  in  the 
right  direction.  This  is 
true  in  our  own  church. 
Even  though  they  may  be 
loyal  to  the  rulings  of  the 
church  themselves,  they  use 
their  influence  in  the  work 
of  our  district  and  annual 
conferences,  to  hinder  any 
action  that  is  aimed  to  bring 
about  a  closer  observance 
of  scriptural  teachings — 
some  even  going  so  far  as 
to  term  those  working 
along  constructive  lines 
'^radicals  or  extremists.'^ 

Viewing  conditions  at 
present  in  the  church    and 


world  in  general,  according 
to  the  scriptures  we  are 
certainly  justified  in 
earnestly  contending  for  a 
closer  observance  of  the 
things  that  are  written  in 
the  word  of  God;  so  let 
others  term  us  what  they 
may,  let  us  continue  to  fight 
for  the  purity  and  peace  of 
Zion  ''and  so  much  the 
more,  as  ye  see  the  day  ap- 
proaching.'' 

''Be  ye  also  patient; 
establish  your  hearts,  for 
the  coming  of  the  Lord 
draweth  nigh."  (James 
5:8). 

THE   8ER3IOX  OX  THE 
MOUXT 


Part  I

This  is  the  longest  and 
fullest  continued  discourse 
that  we  have  upon  record. 
It  is  a  practical  discourse, 
delivered  by  the  Lord  Jesus, 
the  Prince  of  Preachers, 
yea.  He  is  the  eternal  wis- 
dom that  lay  in  the  bosom 
of  the  Father  before  all 
worlds,  and  perfectly  knew 
His  will  (John  1:18). 

Truly  this  sermon  is 
appliable  to  us  as  Dunkard 
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Brethren  members  in  this 
age  in  which  we  are  living, 
and  I  must  v/onder  some- 
times if  we  really  dig  down 
to  the  root  of  this  great 
sermon  and  get  the  lessons 
that  our  Lord  Jesus  meant 
to  teach  us,  as  well  as  His 
deciples  in  that  day. 

He  sat  and  taught  (no 
doubt  that  the  scriptures 
might  be  fulfilled,  Mai.  3 :3, 
where  it  says,  "He  shall  sit 
as  a  refiner,^'  to  purge  away 
tne  dross)  and  surely  He 
will  purge  away  the  dross 
in  our  hves  through  His 
word,  if  rightly  applied  to 
our  very  walk  and  conduct 
in  our  every  day  life. 

In  this  great  sermon  we 
have  eighteen  distinct 
lessons  enforced  or  urged 
in  the  several  sections.  The 
first  lessen  (or  Part  I  as  is 
stated  in  the  onstart)  is 
the  Beatitudes,  which  were 
calculated  to  rectify  the 
mistaken  notions  of  the 
Jews  respecting  Messah's 
kingdom,  (Matt.  5:1-12). 
Christ  begins  His  discourse 
with  blessings  for  He  came 
into  the  world  to  bless  us 
(Acts  3:26).  The  Old 
Testament  ended  with  a 
curse  (Mai.  4:6),  and  the 
gospel  begins  with  a  bless- 
ing; for  hereunto  are  we 
called,  that  we  should  in- 


herit the  blessing.  Each  of 
the  blessings  Christ  here 
pronounces  has  a  double  in- 
tention :  First,  to  show  who 
they  are  that  are  to  be  ac- 
counted truly  happy. 
Second,  what  that  is  where- 
in true  happiness  consists. 
Blessedness  is  the  thing 
which  folks  pretend  to 
pursue;  but  most  mistake 
the  end  and  form  a  wrong 
notion  of  happiness,  and 
then  no  wonder  they  miss 
the  way. 

The  general  opinion  is, 
blessed  are  they  that  are 
rich,  and  great,  and  honor- 
able in  the  world;  that 
spend  their  days  in  mirth, 
and  their  years  in  pleasure; 
who  carry  all  before  them 
with  a  high  hand,  and  have 
every  sheaf  bowing  to  their 
sheaf. 

Now  the  Lord  Jesus 
comes  to  correct  this  funda- 
miental  error.  Blessed  are 
the  poor  in  spirit.  To  be 
poor  in  spirit  is  to  sit  loose 
to  all  worldly  wealth,  and 
not  set  our  hearts  upon  it, 
but  be  contented  with  what 
we  have.  Job  was  poor  in 
spirit,  when  he  blessed  God 
in  taking  away  as  well  as 
giving.  It  is  to  be  humble 
and  lowly  in  our  own  eyes; 
to  be  as  little  children  in 
our  opinion  of     ourselves.. 
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Laodicea  was  poor  in 
spirituals,  wretchedly  and 
miserably  poor,  and  yet  rich 
in  spirit,  so  well  increased 
with  goods  as  to  have  need 
of     nothing,     (Rev.  3:17). 

On  the  other  hand,  Paul 
was  rich  in  spirituals,  ex- 
celling most  in  gifts  and 
graces,  and  yet  poor  in 
spirit,  the  least  of  the 
apostles,  less  than  the  least 
of  all  saints  and  nothing  in 
his  own  account.  This 
poverty  in  spirit  is  put  first 
among  the  Christian  graces, 
because  selfdenial  is  the 
first  lesson  we  must  learn. 
The  foundation  of  all  other 
graces  is  laid  in  humility. 
Then  theirs  is  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

Again,  blessed  are  they 
that  mourn.  Folks  are  apt 
to  think,  blessed  are  the 
merry,  but  Christ  who  was 
Himself  a  great  mourner 
says,  blessed  are  the 
miourners.  There  is  a  sin- 
ful mourning,  which  is  an 
enemy  to  blessedness — the 
sorrow  of  the  w^orld.  There 
is  a  penitential  mourning 
for  our  own  sins,  this  is 
Godly  sorrow;  sorrow  for 
sin,  with  an  eye  to  Christ, 
(Zech.  12:10).  Those  are 
God's  mourners,  who  live  a 
life  of  repentance  and  who, 
out  of     regard     to     God's 


i  honor,  mourn  for  the  sins  of 
others  and  for  their  abom- 
inations (Ezek.  9:4).  There 
is  a  sympathizing  mourning 
for  the  afflictions  of  others 
the  mourning  of  those  who 
weep  with  them  that  weep, 
and  are  sorrowful  for  the 
solemn  assemblies,  and  for 
the  desolations  of  Zion. 
(Zeph.  3:18,  Ps.  137:1.) 
And  those  Vv^ho  weep  over 
lost  souls  as  Christ  wept 
over  Jerusalem.  Now 
these  gracious  mourners 
are  blessed  because  they  are 
like  the  Lord  Jesus,  who 
was  a  man  of  sorrow,  of 
whomi  we  never  read  that  he 
laughed,  but  often  that  he 
wept.  They  shall  be  com- 
forted, perhaps  not  im- 
m.ediately,  but  heaven  will 
be  heaven  indeed  to  those 
who  go  mourning  thither; 
it  will  be  a  harvest  of  joy, 
the  return  of  a  seedtime  of 
tears,  (Ps.  126:5-6);  ^  a 
mountain  of  joy,  to  which 
our  way  lies  through  a  vale 
of  tears,   (ISa.  66:10). 

Blessed  are  the  meek. 
The  meek  are  those  who 
submit  themselves  to  God, 
to  His  word  and  to  His  rod, 
and  follow  His  directions 
and  comply  with  His  de- 
signs, and  are  gentle  to- 
ward all  men  (Tit.  3:2); 
those  who  can  be  cool  when 
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and 


others  are  hot  and  in  their 
patience  keep  possession  of 
their  own  souls.  These 
meek  ones  are  blessed,  and 
shall  inherit  the  earth.  Not 
that  they  shall  alwaj'S  have 
much  of  this  earth  or  of  its 
vain  possessions,  but  they 
shall  have  enough  and  they 
will  be  satisfied  with  what 
God  gives  them,  for  He  has 
promised  to  supply  such 
with  their  temporal  and 
spiritual  needs,  (Ps.  37:25- 
26,  Ps.  27:5). 

Those  who  hunger 
thirst  after  righteousness 
are  blessed.  Righteousness 
is  here  put  for  all  spiritual 
blessings.  They  are 
purchased  for  us  by  the 
righteousness  of  Christ.  We 
should  hunger  and  thirst  to 
have  Christ  made  of  God  to 
us  righteousness,  and  us  to 
be  made  the  righteousness 
of  God  through  Christ,  and 
to  have  our  whole  being  re- 
newed in  righteousness,  so 
as  to  become  a  new  crea- 
ture, and  bear  the  image  of 
God,  and  to  have  an  interest 
in  Christ  and  His  promises, 
and  if  we  really  and  truly 
hunger  and  thirst  after  this 
righteousness,  the  promise 
is  we  shall  be  filled,  and 
therefore  surely  blessed. 

The  merciful  are  blessed. 
The  merciful  are  not  taken 


to  be  the  wisest,  nor  are 
likely  to  be  the  richest. 
Those  are  merciful  who  are 
piously  and  charitably  in- 
clined to  pity,  help,  and 
succor  persons  in  misery. 
We  must  not  only  bear  our 
own  afflictions  patiently, 
but  we  must,  by  Christian 
sympathy,  partake  of  the 
afflictions  of  our  brethren; 
pity  must  be  shown  (Job 
6:14),  and  bowels  of  mercy 
put  on  (Col.  3:12).  We 
must  have  compassion  on 
the  souls  of  others,  and  help 
them — on  those  who  are  in 
w^ant,  and  supply  them, 
which  if  we  refuse  to  do, 
what  ever  we  pretend,  we 
shut  up  the  bowels  of  our 
compassion,  (James  2:15- 
16,  I  John  3:17). 

Draw  out  thy  soul  by 
dealing  thy  bread  to  the 
hungry,  (Isa.  58:7-10).  And 
these  merciful  shall  obtain 
merc}'^,  mercy  with  men,  and 
especially  mercy  with  God. 
For  with  the  merciful  He 
will  show  Himself  merciful, 
(Psa.  18:25).  Whereas 
they  shall  have  judgment 
without  mercy  who  have 
shown  no  mercy. 

The  pure  in  heart  are 
blessed,  for  they  shall  see 
God.  This  is  the  most  com- 
prehensive of  all  the  beati- 
tudes— here     holiness    and 
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happiness  are  fully  de- 
scribed and  put  together. 
True  religion  consists  in 
heart  purity,  the  washing 
of  that  from  wickedness, 
(Jer.  4:14).  We  must  lift 
up  to  God,  not  only  clean 
hands,  but  a  pure  heart, 
Ps.  24:4-5,  I  Tim.  1:5). 
The  heart  must  be  kept 
pure  from  fleshly  lusts,  un- 
chaste thoughts  and  desires, 
worldly  lusts,  covetousness, 
and  all  filthiness  of  flesh 
and  spirit,  all  that  which 
comes  out  of  the  heart  and 
defiles  a  man,  must  be  puri- 
fied by  faith,  and  preserved 
a  chaste  virgin  to  Christ. 
Then  such  shall  see  God, 
see  Him  face  to  face;  see 
Him  and  be  like  Him,  and 
be  satisfied  with  that  like- 
ness, Ps.  17:15). 

None  but  the  pure  are 
capable  of  seeing  God,  nor 
shall  any  unclean  thing 
enter  into  the  New  Jerusa- 
lem. 

Blessed  are  the  peace- 
makers. This  wisdom  that 
is  from  above  is  first  pure, 
then  peaceable.  Christ  was 
the  Prince  of  Peace,  yet  He 
says  He  came  not  to  send 
peace  (Matt.  10:34).  No 
not  peace  with  sin,  we  dare 
not  make  friends  with  sin 
for  the  sake  of  peace,  else 
w^e  should  forfeit  our  peace 


with  God.  We  must  be 
peaceable  with  all  men  so 
long  as  it  does  not  conflict 
with  our  peace  with  God. 
We  must  have  a  hearty 
affection,  desire  and  delight 
for  peace  (Ps  120:7,  Rom. 
14:19).  Then  we  shall  be 
j  called  the  children  of  God, 
heirs  of  God  and  joint-heirs 
with  Christ  to  that  inherit- 
ance an  corruptible,  unde- 
filed,  and  that  fadeth  not 
away  reserved  in  heaven 
for  us.  And  if  we  have 
these  Christian  graces 
rooted  and  grounded  in  our 
very  lives,  there  will  be  no 
queston  about  us  standing 
the  persecutions,  and  suf- 
ferings, and  trials,  and 
the  evil  things  that  are  pre- 
scribed for  us  to  endure, 
and  we  will  rejoice  because 
of  the  fact  that  our  reward 
is  great  in  heaven,  knowing 
also  that  there  is  no  evil  so 
black  and  horrid,  that  has 
not  at  one  time  or  another 
been  said  falsely  of  Christ  in 
the  days  of  yore.

*'And  when  He  had  called 
the  people  unto  Him,    with 
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His  desciples  also,  He  said 
unto  them,  whosoever  will 
come  after  Me,  let  him  deny 
himself,  and  take  up  his 
cross,  and  follow  Me." 
(Mark  8:34).  Jesus  was 
talking  to  a  large  audience, 
consisting  of  His  disciples, 
and  others  who  were  seek- 
ing Him  or  contemplating 
the  acceptance  of  Christ's 
terms  of  salvation.  He 
wanted  all  men  to  be  saved, 
but  they  could  not  be  saved 
with  their  sins.  So  He  was 
teachng  them  what  the 
terms  of  salvation  were.  He 
laid  dov/n  the  same  terms 
for  all.  ''Whosoever,"  in- 
cludes every  man,  woman 
and  child     in     the     world. 

There  is  no  distinction  of 
race,  sex  or  country.  We 
can  not  have  our  own  way, 
please  our  own  selves,  hoard 
up  riches  and  spend  our 
time  in  worldly  pleasures, 
and  be  a  disciple  of  Christ. 
"Whosoever  doth  not  bear 
His  cross  and  come  after 
Me,  cannot  be  my  disciple," 
(Luke  14:27.) 

The  cross  indicates  cruci- 
fixion, which  means  death. 
Christ  bore  His  cross,  and 
died  upon  it.  If  we  would 
follow  Him,  we  must  crucify 
self.  Put  self  interests 
down,  crush  them,  bury 
them  (we  are  buried    with 


Christ  in  baptism,  figura- 
tively) that  we  may  live 
unto  and  for  Christ.  We 
must  yield  (give  up)  the 
carnal,  worldly,  selfish  ex- 
istence, in  order  that  we 
may  obtain  the  spiritual 
life,  which  is  joy  and  peace 
everlasting.  In  other 
words,  yield  our  wills  en- 
tirely to  Christ,  even  as 
Christ  did,  saying  to  the 
Heavenly  Father,  ''Not  as  I 
will,  but  as  Thou  wilt," 
(Matt.  26:39).  Not  My  will, 
but  Thine  be  done,"  (Luke 
22:42). 

But  some  may  say,  we 
can  not  crucify  ourselves, 
that  would  be  suicide, 
which  we  know  is  wrong. 
Jesus  used  the  term  "cross" 
in  a  figurative  sense,  and 
tells  how  we  are  to  ac- 
compHsh  the  implied  cruci- 
fixion. Luke  9:23,  And 
He  said  to  them  all,  "If  any 
will  come  after  Me,  let  him 
deny  himself,  and  take  up 
his  cross  daily,  and  follow 
Me."  So  we  see  it  is  in  the 
practice  of  self  denial,  not 
occasionally  but  every  day, 
that  we  crucify  self — put 
ego  down. 

Self  indulgence  is  not 
Christianity.  The  worst  of 
sinners  practice  self-in- 
dulgence. That  is  easy, 
but  to  deny  ourselves  things 
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that  we  would  like  to  have 
is  not  so  easy.  We  want  so 
many  things  and  some  of 
them  we  do  not  need.  Per- 
haps we  have  a  shabby,  old- 
fashined  car.  We  v/ant  a 
new,  up-to-date  car.  It 
would  cost  a  goodly  sum, 
but  perhaps  we  could 
manage  it.  There  are 
thousands  of  poor  hungry 
children  in  the  world.  Jesus 
loves  them — shall  we  let 
themi  starve? 

We  love  social  indulgence 
wiiich  requires  good  clothes, 
and  expenditures  in  various 
wa^^s.  There  are  many 
precious  souls  v/ho  have  not 
heard  the  gospel.  ''How 
shall  they  hear  without  a 
preacher,  and  how  shall 
they  preach  except  they  be 
sent?''  And  the  evangelist 
can  not  go  without  his  ex- 
penses being  met  in  some 
way.  Jesus  died  for  those 
poor  benighted  souls.  Per- 
haps we  are  longing  for  a 
radio.  Some  of  our  neigh- 
bors have  one  and  we  think 
it  would  be  so  nice  to  have 
one  too.  0,  yes,  it  would 
cost  something,  but — well, 
are  we  going  to  continually 
practice  self-indulgence, 
and  let  the  hungry  perish, 
or  shall  v/e  practice  self- 
denial,  and  use  the  pounds 
or  talent  entrusted  to  our 


care,  in  the  Lord^s  service? 

Do  those    dollars    really 

belong  to  us,  or    are    they 

His,  left  in  our  care  to  be 

used  wisely  for     the     good 

land       salvation     of     other 

I  precious  souls     whom     He 

j loves? 

I  There  are  many  other 
i  w^ays  also,  in  w^hich  we  may 
land  should  practice  self- 
i  denial.  We  can  not  serve 
two  masters.  If  Christ  is 
our  Lord,  let  us  serve  Him.

\  What  is  love?  It  is  a 
I  strong  feeling  of  affection, 
! centered  or  placed  in  a 
j  special  thing  and  manifests 
la  strong  attachment  to  the 
I  thing  that  is  loved.  It  also 
I  embraces  the  idea  of  a 
I  strong  devotion  to  the  one 
loved. 

Love  is  the  basis  of 
union ;  without  love  union  is 
entirely  out  of  the  question. 
Love  is  the  basis  of  agree- 
ment. ''How  can  two  walk 
together  except  that  they  be 
agreed?"  the  Savior  asked, 
and  it  a  question  we  may 
well  consider. 

Love  is  the  state  of  feel- 
ing kindly  toward  others 
and  of  desiring  the  welfare 
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of  all,  as  in  love  and  charity 
for  all  men. 

Love  embraces  the 
thought  of  fondness,  ten- 
derness, friendship,  liking, 
and  affection.  It  might  be 
well  for  us  to  have  a  bigger 
vision  of  all    these   virtues. 

What  about  the  divine 
love  of  God?  It  is  said  in 
I  John  4  that  God  is  love 
and  he  that  dwelleth  in  love 
dwelleth  in  God  and  God 
dwelleth  in  him. 

Love  is  one  of  God's  at- 
tributes and  we  must 
understand  this  attribute  to 
be  unlimited. 

Jesus  Christ  is  the  ex- 
pression of  God's  love  to  us, 
''For  God  so  loved  the  world 
that  He  gave  His  only  be- 
gotten son.'' 

In  this  gift  is  discovered, 
first,  God's  kindness.  In 
Eph.  2  we  find  that  in  this 
gift  He  ''might  shew  the 
exceeding  riches  of  His 
grace  in  His  kindness  to- 
ward us  through  Christ 
Jesus." 

God's  kindness  through 
Christ  is  good  will,  a  dis- 
position which  delights  in 
contributing  to  the  happi- 
ness toward  us.  All  this  is 
exercised  cheerfully,  in  sup- 
plying our  needs. 

In  this  gift  is  found  an 
expression  of  God's  mercy, 


which  is  the  act  of  God  ex- 
tending His  favors  to  man- 
kind, that  the  sinner  might 
be  saved  by  the  washing  of 
regeneration  and  the  re- 
newing of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

In  this  gift  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus  is  found  the 
long  suffering  of  God.  In 
(I  Tim.  1)  we  find  that 
Christ  was  manifest  "that 
He  might  shew  forth  the 
long  suffering  of  God  as  a 
pattern  to  them  that  should 
believe,"  thus  exercising 
patience. 

We  find  also  in  this  gift 
in  Christ  the  compassion  of 
God.  Jesus  one  time  was 
moved  with  compassion  to- 
ward the  multitude,  for 
they  were  scattered  as 
sheep  having  no  shepherd. 
It  was  sympathy  toward 
those  who  had  been  affected 
by  and  through  sin. 

In  this  gift  in  Christ  we 
find  an  expression  of  God's 
pity,  moved  by  the  distress 
of  man  through  sin.  As 
David  one  time  said,  "Like 
as  a  father  pitieth  his  chil- 
dren so  the  Lord  pitieth 
them  that  fear  Him."  So  we 
see  that  the  attribute  of 
love  as  God  possesses  is 
wonderful,  unlimited;  and 
God  does  not  only  possess 
this  attribute,  but  God  is 
love,  and  he  that  has    love 
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has  God. 

Now  is  man  capable  of 
exercising  in  the  love  of 
God?  ''We  love  Him  be- 
cause He  first  loved  us." 

Man  is  a  triune  being: 
the  soul,  spirit,  and  body. 
And  man  is  four-fold  in  his 
capacity.  In  Luke  10:27 
we  have  a  text  direct  to  the 
point.  When  the  young 
lawyer  asked  what  he 
should  do  to  be  saved,  Jesus 
asked  him,  ''How  readest 
thou,  what  is  written  in  the 
law?''  and  the  lawyer  said, 
''Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
w4th  all  thy  strength  and 
with  all  thy  mind;  and  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself.''  This 
text  teaches  that  our 
supreme  affection  must  be 
fixed  on  God. 

V/hat  do  the  scriptures 
mean  when  they  speak  of 
the  heart  in  Matthew  6,  in 
that  sermon  on  the  mount? 
Jesus  said,  ''Lay  not  up 
treasures  upon  earth  where 
moth  and  rust  corrupt  and 
where  thieves  break 
through  and  steal."  He 
tells  us  further  that  we 
should  lay  up  treasures  in 
heaven,  where  "moth  nor 
rust  do  not  corrupt,  neither 
do  thieves  break  through 
nor  steal,  for    where    your 


treasure  is  there  will  your 
heart  be  also." 

Paul  would  say,  "Set  your 
affection  on  things  above, 
not  on  things  on  the  earth," 
so  when  the  scripture 
speaks  of  the  heart  it  has 
reference  to  our  affection; 
therefore  we  should  love 
God  with  all  our  affection. 

Let  us  analyze  this  love: 

1.  "All  thy  soul."  The 
soul  is  an  infinite  sub- 
stantial entity,  and  is  as  en- 
during as  God;  therefore  it 
is  capable  of  loving  God 
supremely,  so  all  the  powers 
of  the  soul  are  brought  into 
operation  toward  God. 

2.  "All  thy  mind."  In 
order  to  be  able  to  love  God 
with  the  mind,  Paul  would 
say,  "Let  this  mind  be  in 
you  which  was  also  in 
Christ."  In  order  to  have 
this  mind,  we  miust  get  rid 
of  the  carnal  mind.  The 
mind  is  made  up  of  different 
units  of  faculties.  There  is 
the  social,  the  selfish,  the 
aspiring,  the  moral,  the 
mechanical,  the  preception, 
and  reason.  There  is  the 
religious.  So  if  the  social 
faculty  comes  to  the  surface 
and  all  the  other  units  are 
supporting  the  social,  the 
individual  has  developed  a 
social  character.  He  meets 
everyone,       shakes     hands 
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freely,  and  he  is  what  folks 
call  now  days  a  good  mixer. 
The  same  thing  is  true  of 
selfish  phase ;  in  this  phase, 
self  is  brought  to  the  sur- 
face and  becomes  the  center 
of  life,  and  all  other  facul- 
ties are  brought  to  support 
and  sustain  this  selfish 
trait. 

Suppose      the      religious 
phase  is  brought  to  the  sur- 
face and  becomes  the  center  j 
of  life  and  all  the  other  at- 1 
tributes  become  sanctified 
and  support  and  sustain  thcj 
religious.     It  follows     that! 
the  entire  mind  is  fixed  on| 
one  thing  and  that  is  to  love 
God  ''with  all  thy  mind."      i 

3.  ''All  thy  strength."! 
What  else  is  this  but  the 
activities  of  life?  It  is  an 
index  of  the  love  of  God  in 
the  heart.  It  is  an  ex- 
ternal manifestation  that 
the  love  of  God  is  in  the 
heart.  For  this  reason 
John  says,  "And  this  is  love, 
that  we  walk  after  His  com- 
mandments. This  is  the  I 
commandment,  that,  as  ye 
have  heard  from  the  begin- 
ning, ye  should  walk  in  it." 
Again  Jesus  says,  "If  ye 
love  me,  keep  my  command- 
ments. He  that  loveth  not 
knoweth  not  God,  for  God 
is  love."  So  in  all  these 
capacities,  we  are  to     love 


God,  and  if  we  thus  love 
God,  I  am  thinking  we  will 
not  have  any  time  to  love 
the  world,  and  the  things  of 
the  world. 

"And  by  this  shall  all  men 
know  we  are  his  disciples  if 
we  have  love  for  one 
another."  John  raised  the 
question  of  how  we  can  love 
God  whom  we  have  not 
seen.  He  says  that  if  a  man 
would  say  that  he  loves  God 
and  hates  his  brother,  he  is 
a  liar. 

We  are  told  to  love  our 
enemies,  bless  those  that 
curse  us,  pray  for  those  that 
persecute  us  and  love  those 
that  accuse  us  falsely.  These 
acts,  when  we  become 
capable  of  performing  them, 
are  truly  love  at  work.

First  we  find  (Luke  22:41) 
the  Master  just  before  His 
crucifixion  kneeled  down 
in  prayer.  Next  we  go  to 
(Acts  7:60)  where  Stephen 
kneeled  in  prayer  for  his 
enemies. 

Next  we  go  to  (Acts 
9:40)  where  Peter  kneeled 
in  prayer.  Next  we  see  in 
(Acts  20 :36  and  21 :5)  here 
we  have  Paul  kneeling  in 
prayer.  Then  again  (Eph. 
8:14)  we  find  where  Paul 
says,  ''I  bow  my  knees  unto 
the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Chrisf 

We  might  give  many 
more  references  in  re- 
gard to  the  above  subject, 
but  w^e  think  enough  has 
been  given  to  convince  any 
honest  candid  mind  as  to 
the  proper  posture  in 
prayer. 

But  someone  sa^^s,  have 
we  nothing  in  regard  to  the 
standng  posture  in  prayer? 

Yes,  read  (Matt.  6:5)  let 
Christ  tell  it  in  His  own 
words. 

But  would  it  do  for  our 
minister  with  that  fine  suit 
on  to  bow  in  prayer?  How 
about  our  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ  bowing  on  the 
ground,  also  Paul,  Peter, 
Stephen     and     a     host     of

Remember,  bowing  is  an 
act  of  reverence.

DESCRIPTION   OF   JEHUS 


J.  A.  Couer 


The  following  epistle  was 
taken  by  Napoleon  from  the 
public  records  of  Rome, 
when  he  deprived  the  city 
of  so  miany  valuable  manu- 
scripts. It  was  written  at 
the  time  and  on  the  spot 
where  Jesus  commenced  his 
ministr^^,  by  Publius  Fer- 
tullus,  the  governor  of 
Judea,  in  the  senate  of 
Rome — Caesar  Emperor. 

It  w^as  the  custom  in  those 
days  for  the  governor  to 
write  home  any  event  of 
importance  which  tran- 
spired while  he  held  office. 
It  reads  as  follows: 

''Conscript  Fathers: 
There  appeared  in  these  our 
days,  a  man  named  Jesus 
Christ,  who  is  yet  living 
among  us,  and  of  the 
Gentiles  is  accepted  as  a 
prophet  of  great  truth;  but 
His  own  disciples  call  Him 
the  Son  of  God.  He  has 
raised  the  dead,  cured  all 
manner  of  disease.  He  is 
a  man  of  stature  somewhat 
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tall  and  comely,  with  a  very 
ruddy  countenance,  such  as 
the  beholder  may  both  love 
and  fear.     His  hair  is  of  the 
color  of  filbert  when    fully 
ripe,     plain     to     his     ears,  j 
thence  downward  it  is  more  j 
orient  of  color,  curling  and; 
v/aving  about  his  shoulders ; !

THE  LAW

The  foundation  of  the 
Sabitariain  error  is  the  idea 
that  the  law  in  all  its  strict- 
ness of  the  old  letter  is 
binding  on  Christians.  The 
term  the  law,  when  used 
with  the  definite  article 
thee,  and  without  qualify- 
ing words  refers  in  nine 
cases  out  of     ten     to     the 
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Mosaic  law  as  Pentateuch, 
(Smith's  Bible  Dictionary) 
Adventists  use  the  term  law 
for  the  ten  commandments 
only  and  refer  to  Matt.  5 :17, 
Psa.  19:7,  Pvom.  7:22. 
I  affirm  the  law  includes 
the  whole  system  of  lav/,  a 
few  examples  of  the  term 
law,  (I  Cor.  14:34).  Women 
are  commanded,  ....  Gen. 
3:16,  is  the  law.  Rom.  7:7, 
I  had  not  known  lust  except 
the  law,  so  Exe.  20 :17  is  the 
law.  Master  which  is  the 
great  commandment  in  the 
law?  Matt.  22:36,  so  Deute- 
ronomy is  the  law,  Deut. 
6:5.  Thou  Shalt  love  thy 
neighbor  as  thy  self.  Matt. 
22:39.  So  Leviticus  is  the 
law.  Lev.  19:18.  The  priests 
in  the  tem.ple  profane  the 
lav/.  Matt.  5:12.  So  Num^- 
bers  is  the  law.  Num.  28:9. 
These  em  traces  all  the  fi  e 
books  of  Moses,  as  the  law. 
Where  the  law  is  spoken  of 
it  refers  indiscriminately  to 
each  and  all  of  the  books  of 
Moses  as  the  law.  Any 
verse  in  any  of  these  books 
is  quoted  as  the  law  because 
it  is  a  part  of  the  law,  the 
law  embraces  ajl  parts  of 
the  law  moral,  civil,  or 
ceremonial,  (Luke  2 :22-24.) 
The  parents  brought  in 
the  child  to  do  sacrifice,  (I 
Tim.  1:9).     The  law  is  not 


made  for  a  righteous  man, 
(moral);  Acts,  23:3,  Com- 
mandest  thou  me  to  be 
smitten  contrary  to  the  law, 
(civil.)  Acts  5:34,  Gamaliel 
a  doctor  of  the  law.  What 
law?  The  whole  Jewish 
law  in  all  its  parts.  There 
is  no  such  thing  as  two 
separate  laws  given  to  the 
Jews.  Adventists  have  in- 
vented the  theory  of  tv/o 
laws  given  at  Sinai,  one 
moral  and  the  other  cere- 
monial, and  use  these  terms 
as  though  the  Bible  were 
full  of  them.  If  there  were 
two  distinct  laws  given  to 
Israel  it  is  strange  there  is 
no  record  of  it.  If  one  was 
abolished  and  the  other  was 
not,  strange  that  Paul  did 
not  make  a  distinction  when 
he  had  so  much  to  say  about 
the  law,  why  did  he  not  say 
we  establish  the  moral  law, 
or  the  ceremonial  was  our 
school  master. 

Neither  Christ  or  the 
apostles  ever  distinguished 
between  the  moral  and 
ceremonial  law  when  they 
spake  of  its  establishment 
or  abolition.  Adventists 
claim  the  ceremonial  law 
was  committed  to  Moses, 
privately  and  was  written 
with  a  pen  (Deut.  31 :9)  and 
was  put  into  the  side  of  the 
Ark  and  was  wholly  cere- 
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monial,  (Deut.  31:26). 
They  say  every  thing  not 
found  in  the  Decalogue  was 
ceremonial,  and  was 
written  by  Moses  in  the 
bock  of  the  law  and  placed 
inside  of  the  Ark.  The 
decalogue  contains  the 
whole  moral  law  was 
written  by  God  Himself  and 
was  in  the  Ark. 

What  did  the  book  of  the 
law  of    Moses    contain,    11' 
Kings  14 :6  says  it  is  written 
in  the  book  of  law  of  Moses, 
and  quotes  Deut.  24:16.    II! 
Chron.  35 :12  says  it  is  writ- 1 
ten  in  the  book    of    Moses,: 
and  refers     to     Lev.     3:3.  | 
Ezra  6:18  says  it  is  written  | 
in  the  book  of  Moses  and  re- ; 
fers  to    Num.    3:6.      Josh,  j 
8:31  quotes  Exe.  20:25    as| 
that  which  is  written  in  the 
book  of  the     law.     I     Cor.  i 
14:34  refers  to  Genesis  3:16| 
as  the  law  it    includes    the 
whole  five  books  of  Moses.; 
The  law  embraces  the  whole' 
law  Gal.  5:3  of  course  some 
precepts     refer     to     moral 
duties,  others  to  civil,  and: 
others  to  ceremonies,     but' 
are  only  parts  of  the  same 
law,  called  as  a  whole    the 
law. 

The  following  passages 
overthrow  the  two  law 
theory,  Matt.  22:36,  which 
is  the  great  commandment. 


these  two  great  command- 
ments were  in  the  law,  but 
neither  of  them  is  found  in 
the  Decalogue,  both  were 
given  by  God  to  Moses 
privately  and  he  wrote  them 
with  a  pen  in  the  book  of 
the  law.

The  most  important  thing 
to  be  considered  on  this 
subject  is  the  cause.  By 
knowing  the  causes  w^e  are 
better  able  to  avoid  them. 
I  believe  all  the  causes  can 
be  traced  to  a  lack  of 
sufficient  faith,  (James 
1:6-7),  "But  let  him  ask  in 
faith,  nothing  wavering,  for 
he  that  wavereth  is  like  a 
wave  of  the  sea  driven  with 
the  wind  and  tossed.  For 
let  not  that  man  think  that 
he  shall  receive  any  thing 
of  the  Lord,"  and  (Mark 
11:24),  "What  things  so- 
ever ye  desire,  when  ye 
pray,  believe  that  ye  receive 
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them,  and  ye  shall  have 
them/' 

We  read  in  John  15:7, 
"If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my 
words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall 
ask  what  ye  will,  and  it 
shall  be  done  unto  you.'^ 
This  does  not  mean  that  just 
anything  at  all  may  be  had 
by  asking,  but  anything 
which  is  consistent  with 
God's  will  to  grant.  (James 
4:3),  "Ye  ask,  and  receive 
not,  because  ye  ask  amiss, 
that  ye  may  consume  it 
upon  your  lusts/'  But  a 
true  Christian  would  not 
ask  amiss,  as  in  this  verse, 
therefore  he  could  ask  what 
he  would,  and  it  v/ould  be 
done  unto  him,  because  he 
would  ask  only  for  that 
which  is  necessary  to  have 
and  is  consistent  with  God's 
will  to  grant.  Could  a  per- 
son ask  God  for  something 
which  he  himself  believes  is 
not  best  for  him  to  have, 
and  yet  have  faith  enough 
to  receive  it?  No,  because 
in  believing  it  not  best  for 
himself,  he  feels  guilty  and 
doubts. 

God  does  not  answer  the 
praters  of  those  w^ho  have 
faith  and  not  works.  As 
long  as  a  person  does  not 
have  works,  he  does  not 
have  sufficient  faith,  be- 
cause faith  without  works 


is  dead.     Works  are  the  life

OX  R  BATTLE  CRY 


In  this  struggle  in  w^hich 
we  are  engaging  in  order  to 
maintain  and  exemplify  the 
true  faith  of  the  gospel  in 
our  day,  nothing  should  be 
overlooked  or  left  undone 
that  would  tend  to  give  us 
greater  assurance  of  our 
effort  resulting  in   success. 

Often  in  great  conflicts 
between  two  armies  when 
the  outcome  seems  very  un- 
certain a  few  expressive 
words  uttered  in  unison  and 
in  great  earnestness  by  one 
side  will  strike  fear  and  dis- 
may into  the  hearts  of  the 
enemy  and  bring  a  remark- 
able victory  to  the  other. 
So  we  have  need  of  a  "battle 
cry.'' 

We  have  in  the  scriptures 
(Judges  6  and  7)  an  illus- 
tration along  this  line  which 
might  be  helpful  to  us  at 
this  time.  To  be  brief,  we 
shall  mention  just  a  few  im- 


portant points.  Here  we 
have  God's  chosen  people, 
who  had  turned  aside  to 
idolatrous  worship  beset  by 
an  enemy,  in  multitude 
without  number,  that 
threatened  to  destroy  them 
completel}^  It  appears  the 
great  men  of  Israel  with  all 
their  forces  were  a  sad 
failure  in  contending  with 
this  enemy.  Israel  cried 
unto  God,  their  prayer  was 
heard  and  plans  for  deliver- 
ance were  forthcoming. 
Gideon,  of  an  undistin- 
guished family,  a  man  of 
valor,  who  considered  him- 
self least  of  his  father's 
house,  was  called  to  be  the 
leader — a  God  called  leader. 
He  rises  up  and  destroys 
Baal's  altar  (the  sin  of  his 
own  city).  The  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  came  upon  him  and  he 
sent  out  a  call  to  rise  up 
against  the  enemy.  Volun- 
teers came  in  too  great  a 
number  for  God  to  prove  his 
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power,  so  after  two  tests 
only  three  hundred  men 
were  qualified  to  serve  in 
battle. 

Gideon  instructed  his 
men  how  to  operate  in 
battle  and  gave  them  their 
''battle  cry''  (The  sword  of 
the  Lord  and  Gideon).  They 
proceeded  to  the  camp  of 
the  enemy  where  each 
soldier  took  his  place  and 
shouted  the  battle  cry.  The 
enemy  was  startled  and 
confused  and  fled  in  terror, 
fighting  amongst  them- 
selves. An  utter  defeat  for 
the  enemy  and  a  glorious 
victory  for  Gideon  and  his 
men,  evidently  with  out  lift- 
ing a  sword.  Through  all 
of  this  can  be  seen  the  hand 
of  the  Lord  working.  Their 
battle  cry  reveals  the  secret 
of  their  success  and  reason 
for  the  victory. 

The  fact  that  they  opera- 
ted in  union  goes  to  show 
they  were  submissive  and 
obedient  to  their  leader. 
''The  sword  of  the  Lord"  in- 
dicating their  faith  in  God 
and  his  power  and  ability 
to  destroy  the  enemy.  "And 
of  Gideon''  showing  their 
respect  for  and  faith  in 
their  God  called  leader. 

Gideon,  though  a  man  of 
valor,  was  simply  a  meek, 
submissive  and  obedient  in- 


strument in  the  hands  of 
God.  These  factors  couched 
in  a  battle  cry,  backed  by  a 
few  faithful,  worked  won- 
ders when  all  the  host  of 
Israel  in  battle  was  a 
failure. 

To  me  this  is  a  typical 
example  of  how  "God  works 
in  a  m^ysterious  way  His 
wonders  to  perform." 

Just  a  little  application 
of  this  to  our  work. 

The  church  (God's  chosen 
people)  has  of  late  years 
turned  aside  to  idolatrous 
worship.  The  enemy 
(modernists)  came  upon  it 
in  such  great  numbers  that 
many  feared  the  true  faith 
would  be  stam.ped  out.  We 
cried  unto  the  Lord,  He 
heard  our  prayer  and 
brought  about  a  means  of 
deliverance.  The  great  and 
talented  leaders  with  their 
forces  were  simply  a  prey 
to  the  enemy.  A  few  men 
of  valor  in  the  church  heard 
the  call  of  God  and  set 
about  to  obey  (launching 
the  Monitor).  They  first 
tore  down  the  "Altar  of 
Baal"  (put  av/ay  the 
modern  innovations  and  de- 
partures from  the  faith). 
The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  came 
upon  them  and  they  sent 
out  the  call  to  rise  up  and 
battle  the  enem.y     (organ- 
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ized  the  Dunkard  Brethren 
church)  a  hearty  response 
was  heard  and  the  arniy  as- 
sembled for  battle.  It  ap- 
pears the  number  was  too 
large  for  God  to  prove  His 
power,  so  there  has  been  a 
testing  time.  The  doubting, 
fearful  and  disloyal  have 
been  sifted  out  and  the 
number  to  attack  the  enemy 
is  small.  Our  leader  (con- 
ference) has  given  us  our 
instructions  and  our  battle 
cry  should  be  'The  sword  of 
the  Lord,  and  of  the  Dunk- 
ard Brethren  church.'' 
This  is  expressive  of  the 
forces  at  work  in  this 
struggle.  The  powder  of 
God  alone  can  give  us 
victory  over  the  enemy. 

From  the  beginning  of 
our  movement  w^e  believe 
the  hand  of  the  Lord  has 
been  working  and  victory  is 
Ot-rs  if  we  but  proceed  as 
did  Gideon  and  his  men. 

The  enemy  and  their 
exalted  leaders  with  all 
their  education,  culture  and 
intellectual  powers  connot 
withstand  the  power  of  God, 
but  will  take  to  flight  in 
confusion  when  confronted 
with  the  sword  of  the  Lord 
in  the  hands  of  a  few  men 
of  valor  who  are  instru- 
ments in  the  hands  of  God. 
So  in  this  Spirit  and  in  this 


Power  let  us  go  forth  to 
meet  the  enemy,  mindful  of 
the  fact  that  we  must  be 
unitedly  obedient  to  the  in- 
structions of  our  leader 
(conference)  in  e>ery  de- 
tail. Each  one  must  take 
his  place  in  the  ranks  for 
battle  and  at  the  command 
bravely  shout  the  battle 
cry.  Although  we  are  few 
in  number  and  the  enemy  a 
multitude  without  number, 
if  we  are  men  of  valor  and 
have  implicit  faith  in  the 
power  of  God  to  put  to 
flight  the  enemy,  our  suc- 
cess is  assured. 

It  is  high  time  that  we 
awake  to  the  possibilities 
that  lie  before  us.  If  we 
are  but  faithful  and  meekly 
yield  ourselves  into  the 
hands  of  the  Lord,  it  may 
be  that  God  will  preserve 
the  "faith  once  for  all  de- 
livered to  the  saints,"  in 
these  last  days  through  the 
instrumentality  of  the 
Dunkard  Brethren  church. 
A  victory  and  a  glorious  ex- 
perience may  be  ours  for  the 
taking.  Let  us  go  forth  to 
battle  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  and  in  His  power. 

Let  your  light  so  shine 
that  your  good  works  may 
be  the  means  of  glorifjnng 
God.

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FAITPI — WHAT    IT    IS 
AND  WHAT  IT  DOES 


J.  F.  Britton 


In  a  cold  stiff  way,  faith, 
is  defined  as  the  belief  of 
testimony,  or  confidence 
placed  in  testimony.  It  is 
understood  therefore  that 
in  the  New  Testament,  the 
terms  ^^faith,'^  ^'belief  ^  and 
^'believing"  refer  to  the 
same  thing,  or  in  other 
words,  faith  means  belief, 
and  belief  means  faith. 

Paul  would  define  faith 
as  being  ''the  substance  of 
things    hoped      for;      the 


evidence  of  things  not 
seen,"  (Heb.  11:1).  This 
is  philosophy,  and  as  good  a 
definition  as  could  be  given, 
but  it  is  not  so  easily  under- 
stood. 

We  view  the  subject  from 
another  angle :  Faith  is  an 
undefinable  quality  of  the 
mind  and  soul,  one  that 
prompts  action  and  causes 
people  to  do  things. 

Faith  is  something  that 
comes  to  a  person.  Paul 
says  (in  Rom.  10:17)  it 
comes  by  hearing  the  Word 
of  God.  It  is  a  product — 
produced  by  the  Word. 

We  are  told  men  believe 
with  the  heart,  then  since 
''believe"  means  "have  faith 
in,"  a  man  has  faith  through 
the  heart.  Faith,  therefore 
is  the  product  of  the  Word 
of  God  in  the  heart.  The 
word  enters  the  heart  by 
hearing  and  reading. 

The  Lord  opened  Lydia's 
heart  and  "she  attended 
unto  the  things  vv^hich  were 
spoken  of  Paul,"  (Acts 
16:14).  Her  heart  was 
opened  by  the  Word  which 
is  declared  to  be  the  "sword 
of  the  Spirit,"  (Eph  6:17). 
It  is  the  instrument  the 
spirit  employs  to  reach 
the  heart.  When  the  heart 
is  once  reached  with  the 
Word  of  God,  accompanied 
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hy  the  influence  of  the 
spirit,  we  have  faith.  Faith 
produces  action,  therefore 
men  who  have  faith,  act. 
They  will  do  something — 
something  that  is  prompted 
by  faith. 

It  was  this  conditon  of 
the  mind  which  made 
Abraham  willing  to  offer 
his  son  Isaac  as  a  burnt 
offering.  It  led  Noah  to 
build  the  ark,  and  made  it 
possible  for  the  Hebrew 
children  to  pass  through  the 
fiery  furnace.  It  prompts  | 
the  best  people  in  the  world 
to  do  things.  It  is  the 
great  influence  in  the  heart 
which  leads  to  repentance 
and  obedience,  i^nd  again 
it  led  the  3,000  converts  on 
the  Day  of  Pentecost  to  con- 
sent to  obey  Peter's  re- 
quirements. Therefore,  it 
was  this  believing  with  the 
heart  that  led  to  every  in- 
stance of  obedience  and 
faithfulness  mentioned  in 
the  scriptures. 

Men  and  women  who 
have  faith  show  their  faith 
by  their  action.  James 
says,  ''I  will  show  you  my 
faith  by  my  works,"  (Jas. 
2:18).  There  is  no  other 
way  of  showing  faith. 

We  judge  faith  just  as  we 
judge  love — by  actions. 
Persons    who    love,     show 


their  love  by  kind  and 
loving  deeds,  and  in  the 
absence  of  manifestations 
of  love,  we  logically  con- 
clude that  there  is  also  an 
absence  of  love. 

In  cold  terms,  we  may 
measurably  define  love,  but 
there  is  no  definition  so 
easily  understood  by  both 
the  learned  and  unlearned 
as  loving  deeds.  There  is 
no  question  about  the  loving 
disposition  of  people  who 
abound  in  good  works. 
What  they  do  is  accepted 
the  world  over  as  proof  of 
their  love.  So  it  is  with 
faith.  Some  people  may 
not  understand  the  defini- 
tion of  faith,  given  in  the 
dictionary;  they  may  not 
understand  Paul's  philoso- 
phical method  of  defining 
faith,  but  they  never  fail  to 
recognize  the  manifesta- 
tions of  faith.  There  is  no 
way  of  defining  faith  so 
clearly  as  by  acts.  Demon- 
strate faith  by  works  and 
that  will  be  the  end  of  all 
controversy. 

No  man  questions  the  ex- 
istence of  faith  where  the 
evidence  is  given  in  the  acts 
for  which  faith  calls,  but  in 
the  absence  of  such 
evidence  it  is  but  natural 
that  we  should  look  for  the 
absence  of  faith,    and    say 
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that  without  works  there 
can  be  no  faith.  One  might 
as  logically  look  for  love 
where  there  are  no  tokens 
of  love,  as  to  look  for  faith 
in  the  absence  of  the  acts 
that  demonstrate  faith. 

The  above  exposition  was 
taken  from  New  Testament 
doctrines  by  Elder  J.  H. 
Moore,  former  editor  of 
Gospel  Messenger.  The  ex- 
position is  a  worthy  com- 
mentary, and  deserves  an 
honest  consideration.  How- 
ever the  writer  feels  to  sub- 
mit a  few  additional 
thoughts. 

Faith  has  been  defined 
as  the  principle  or  cause  of 
action.  And  action  is  the 
developmient  or  result  of 
faith.  Faith  comes  by 
hearing,  and  is  a  mental 
act.  In  its  abstract  sense 
is  inactive  or  dead,  (Jas. 
2:20).  Faith  in  its  concrete 
sense  moves  to  actions.! 
''The  devils  believe,  and 
tremble."  Why  aren't  they 
saved?  Because  their  faith 
is  not  quickened  by  divine 
power. 

It  should  be  noted  that 
Elder  Moore  in  his  exposi- 
tion refers  to  the  ''indefin- 
able something.''  The  idea 
is  well  put,  because  it  shows 
that  faith  is  one  of  those 
spiritual       mysteries     that 


cannot  be  fully  comipre- 
hended  by  the  finite  mind. 
Therefore  faith  is  that  in- 
visible "something"  in  the 
human  heart,  and  when 
quickened  and  actuated  by 
the  Holy  Ghost,  the  in- 
dividual yields  to  the 
dictates  of  the  conscience. 

Hence  faith  in  its  activi- 
ties is  somewhat  like  the 
wind.  Jesus  said  to  Nico- 
demus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews, 
"The  wind  bloweth  where 
it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest 
the  sound  thereof,  but  canst 
not  tell  whence  it  com.eth 
and  v/hither  it  goeth;  so  is 
everyone  that  is  born  of  the 
Spirit,"  (Jno.  3:8).  We 
can  feel  and  see  the  effects 
of  the  wind  in  all  its  fury, 
but  we  cannot  see  the  wind ; 
and  so  we  can  see  faith  in 
its  activities,  in  the  lives  of 
men  and  v/om.en. 

Faith  is  also  somewhat 
like  electricity.  We  behold 
with  wonder  and  amaze- 
ment what  is  being  done  by 
electricity,  but  no  man  has 
ever  seen  electricity.  It  is 
one  of  those  "indefinable 
somethings"  which  we 
know  exists  by  its  wonder- 
ful manifestations.  And  so 
faith  miust,  like  electricity, 
be  quickened,  energized  and 
directed  before  it  will  ac- 
complish the  purpose     for 
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which  God  has  designed  it. 
No  wonder  Paul  ex- 
claimed, ''0  the  depth  of  the 
riches  both  of  wisdom  and 
knowledge  of  God;  how  un- 
searchable are  His  judg- 
ments, and  His  ways  past 
finding  out/'  (Rom.  11:33). 
Amen.

THAT    THKY    MAY    BE 
ONE  AS  WE  ARE

(John  17:21).  ^That 
they  may  all  be  one;  as 
Thou,  Father,  art  in  Me  and 
I  in  Thee,  that  they  also 
may  be  one  in  Us;  that  the 
world  may  believe  that 
Thou  hast  sent  me."  We 
are  living  in  an  age  when 
there  is  much  writing,  and 
talk  about  church  federa- 
tion and  church  union  and 
this  17th  chapter  of  St.  John 
is  usually  given  as  a  proof 
to  support  their  arguments, 
favoring  their  so  called 
church  union.  Let  us  notice 
who  He  is  praying  for, 
(verses  6-9).  First  in  this 
prayer,  I  have  manifested 
Thy  name  unto  the  men 
which  Thou  gavest  Me  out 
of  the  world;  Thine  they 
were,  and  Thou  gavest  them 


Me ;  and  they  have  kept  Thy 
word.  Christ's  prayer  here 
for  union  refers  only  to 
those  who  had  received  His 
word,  kept  (obeyed)  it,  they 
were  one  in  mind,  one  in  de- 
sign, one  in  doctrine,  one  in 
love,  as  Christ  and  the 
Father  are  one. 

The  apostles  taught  one- 
ness, (Eph.  4:3-6),  ''en- 
deavoring to  keep  the  unity 
of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace.  There  is  one  body 
(church),  and  one  spirit, 
even  as  ye  are  called  in  one 
hope  of  your  calling;  one 
Lord,  one  faith,  one  bap- 
tism, one  God  and  Father 
of  all,  who  is  above  all,  and 
through  all,  and  in  you  all." 

(I  Cor.  1:10.)  ''Now  I 
beseech  you  brethren  by 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that  ye  all  speak  the 
same  thing,  and  that  there 
be  no  divisions  among  you; 
but  that  ye  be  perfectly 
joined  together  in  the  same 
mind  and  in  the  same  judg- 
ment.    " 

This  is  a  different  union, 
from  the  socalled  present 
day  method  of  church 
federation  and  church 
union,  which  is  only  a 
feigned  union  and  does  not 
unite  them  in  a  unity  of 
church  doctrine  and  prac- 
tice.    How  many     of     the 
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churches  that  are  advoca- 
ting church  federation,  are 
practicing  the  example  of 
Christ,  given  in  the  13th 
chapter  of  St.  John.  This 
is  one  of  the  things  that 
Christ  prayed  for  in  his 
prayer  for  oneness,  (verse 
8),  'T  have  given  them  the 
words  which  Thou  gavest 
Me  and  they  have  received! 
them.  I  have  given  them 
Thy  word;  and  the  world 
hath  hated  them,  because' 
they  are  not  of  the  world, 
even  as  I  am  not  of  the 
world,  I  pray  not  that  Thou 
shouldst  take  them  out  of 
the  world,  but  that  Thou 
keep  them  from  the  evil. 
They  are  not  of  the  world 
even  as  I  am  not  of  the 
world."'  God  is  calling  out 
a  people  for  His  name,  who 
compose  His  true  church 
and  they  cannot  confed- 
erate with  the  world  out  of 
which  they  have  been 
called.  Sanctify  them 
through  Thy  truth;  Thy 
word  is  truth.  As  Thou 
hast  sent  Me  into  the  world 
even  so  have  I  also  sent 
them  into  the  world. 
Neither  pray  I  for  these 
alone,  but  for  them  also 
which  shall  believe  on  me 
through  their  word.  This 
union  that  Christ  prayed  for 
is  to  be  built  upon  the  word, 


(verses  20-21).  ^^Go  ye 
therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever I  have  commanded  you 
and  lo,  I  am  with  you 
always,  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world,  Amen.'' 

(Matt.  28:19-20.)  Some 
tim.e  ago  I  listened  to  a 
sermon  by  an  ex-college 
president.  He  made  this 
statement,  there  is  no  man 
living  that  can  obey  all  the 
commandments.  I  thought 
that  was  almost  blasphemy 
against  Christ,  and  I  am 
certain  it  was  a  spirit  of 
anti  Christ.  Jesus  taught 
His  disciples  to  teach  the 
people  to  obey  ail  things 
that  He  commanded.  Again 
in  Luke  1:5-6,  a  certain 
priest  named  Zacharias  of 
the  course  of  A-bi'a  and  his 
wife  was  of  the  daughters 
of  Aaron,  and  her  name  was 
Elizabeth;  and  they  were 
both  righteous  before  God, 
walking  in  all  the  com- 
mandments and  ordinances 
of  the  Lord  blameless.  The 
true  followers  of  Christ 
cannot  compromise  with 
those  who  discount  the 
atonement  of  Christ,  and  do 
not   obey  His    word.       (II 
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John  10.)  ''If  there  come 
any  unto  you,  and  bring  not 
this  doctrine,  receive  him 
not  into  your  house,  neither 
bid  him  God  speed  for  he 
that  biddeth  him  God  speed 
is  partaker  of  his  evil 
deeds."  This  may  not  bring 
popularity,  but  it  is  in  keep- 
ing with  Christ's  word.

In  John  14  there  is  some- 
thing that  brings  comfort, 
I  am  sure,  to  every  Chris- 
tian. The  second  verse, 
''In  My  Father's  house  are 
many  mansions;  if  it  were 
not  so  I  would  have  told  you, 
I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for 
you.''  Then  verse  three: 
"And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a 
place  for  you,  I  will  come 
again  and  receive  you  unto 
Myself;;  that  where  I  am, 
there  ye  may  be  also." 

Our  Savior  says  He  has 
gone  to  prepare  a  place  for 
us.  I  think  we  all  agree 
He  is  now,  since  His  ascen- 
sion, with  the  Pather 
making  plans  for  these 
mansions,  but  from  our 
heading  the  part  of  this  text 


we  v/ant  us  to  think  about 
is  the  fact  He  is  coming 
again.  This  we  find  in  this 
third  verse:  "I  vvill  come 
again  and  receive  you  unto 
Myself,  that  where  I  am 
there  3^e  may  be  also." 

This  is  the  teaching  of 
Christ  Himself.  He  was 
talking  to  those  Vv^ho  be- 
lieve in  God  and  believe 
also  in  Me,  which  was 
Christ. 

Now,  just  read  I  Thess. 
4 :15-17.  We  see  in  this  the 
Lord  coming  from  heaven; 
there  is  where  the  disciples 
saw  Him  go  at  His  ascension. 
Now  jast  as  He  said  in  John 
14,  He  would  come  back 
after  His  children,  even  the 
dead  come  forth  and  the 
living  are  changed  in  a 
moment  and  they  all  go  to 
be  with  the  Lord.  I  know 
the  modern  masses  call 
this  the  Rapture,  but  these 
scriptures  call  it  the  second 
coming  of  Christ.  I  fail  to 
find  a  text  that  says  any- 
thing about  the  rapture. 

In  Matt.  24 :37-38  we  are 
told  of  conditions  when  He 
shall  come,  and  this  text  is 
surely  a  reality  right  now, 
but  still  we  know  not  when 
He  will  come.  In  Matt.  24- 
42  here  is  the  important 
thought,  "watch  therefore 
for  ye  know  not  what  hour 
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your  Lord  doth  come." 

No  one  knows  when  He 
will  come,  not  even  the  Son 
Himself,  so  the  main  thing 
is  for  us  to  be  ready,  this 
life  is  the  time  to  get  read}^. 
Get  ready  for  what?  For 
Christ  to  come  after  His 
children,  and  if  we  are 
ready  to  go  when  He  comes 
we  shall  ever  be  with  the 
Lord. 

Read  Luke  9:26,  ^'Who- 
soever shall  be  ashamed  of 
Me  and  of  My  words,  of  Him 
shall  the  Son  of  Man  be 
ashamed."  When  ashamed? 
When  He  shall  come  in  His 
own  glory,  and  in  His 
Father's  and  of  the  holy 
angels."  Who  will  this  be? 
Only  the  ones  who  are  not 
ready  when  Jesus  comes 
after  His  church. 

Hebrev/s  9 :28,  ''So  Christ 
was  once  offered  to  bear 
the  sins  of  many;  and  unto 
them  that  look  for  Him 
shall  He  appear  the  second 
time  without  sin  unto  salva- 
tion." This  surely  v/ill  be  a 
glad  day  for  those  who  are 
ready  and  are  looking  for 
Him.  Brethren,  sisters,  are 
you  lookng  for  Jesus  to 
come  after  the  Christians? 
If  we  are  ready  and  looking 
for  Him,  we  will  rejoice 
when  we  hear  the  sound  of 
the  trumpet  and  the  voice 


of  the  archangel,  and  go  to 
meet  the  Lord,  forever  to 
be  with  Him;  to  me  this  is 
the  second  coming  of  the 
Lord.  Let  us  not  be 
ashamed  of  Him  or  His 
word.  Let  us  study  His 
word  and  obey  it  no  matter 
how  the  world  may  scoff  or 
make  fun,  even  sometimics 
relations  make  fun  because 
we  want  to  obey  His  word. 
But  may  w^e  remember 
obedience  to  His  word  is  the 
thing  that  will  determine 
w^hether  we  are  ready  to  go 
when  He  comes.

Therefore,  my  beloved 
brethren,  be  ye  steadfast, 
unmovable,  always  abound- 
ing in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
forasmuch  as  ye  know  that 
your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in 
the  Lord,  Cor.  15:58.  I 
believe,  as  we  see  the  writer 
of  this  scripture  going  to 
the  high  priest,  desiring 
letters  to  Damascus  to  bring 
Christian  men  and  women, 
bound  to  Jerusalem,  a 
man  very  steadfast  in  his 
belief.  At  that  time  you 
remember  how  he    fell    to 
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the  earth,  he  heard  a  voice 
that  changed  his  very  life 
from  that  time  on.  As  he 
received  instructions  from 
the  Lord,  he  obeyed.  As 
time  went  on,  we  find  Paul 
in  the  house  of  Judas.  We 
find  him  blind.  After  re- 
ceiving sight  at  the  hands 
of  one  of  Christ's  disciples 
he  was  filled  witn  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  he  arose  and 
was  baptized.  And  straight- 
way he  preached  Christ  in 
the  synagogues,  that  He  is 
the  Son  of  God. 

As  w^e  follow  Paul  from 
that  time  on,  through  the 
gospel,  through  trials  and 
tiitulations,  vve  find  him  a 
very  steadfast  man,  earnest 
in  the  things  he  received  of 
the  Lord.  As  we  see  him 
going  from  place  to  place, 
from  church  to  church,  we 
believe  that  Paul  realized 
that  he  had  a  great  work  to 
perform,  for  we  find  that 
Paul  was  sent  to  preach  the 
gospel  of  salvation. 

As  Paul  writes  to  the 
church  at  Corinth,  he  says, 
''I  thank  my  God  always  on 
your  behalf,  for  the  grace 
of  God  which  is  given  you 
by  Jesus  Christ."  I  am 
wondering  if  we  as 
followers  of  Christ,  do 
thank  God  for  his  grace  sent 
to  each  and  eveiy    one    of 


His  followers.  Are  we 
proving  that  our  work  here 
is  not  in  vain?  Paul  in 
Hebrev^s  3:14  says,  'Tor 
we  are  made  partakers  of 
Christ  if  we  hold  the  begin- 
ning of  our  confidence 
steadfast  unto  the  end." 
As  we  study  the  scripture, 
when  was  trie  beginning  of 
our  confidence  in  Christ? 
Was  it  not  when  we  put  our 
trust  in  His  word?  Are  we, 
as  obedient  children  of  God, 
as  earnest  in  the  ^  things 
that  pertain  to  our  soul's 
salvation  as  we  ought  to  be? 
Do  we  hold  fast  the  profes- 
sion of  our  faith  without 
wavering?

Are  we  wilHng  to  stand 
for  the  truth  of  the  gospel? 
We  have  the  same  promise 
that  Paul  had.  Epli.  6:13, 
Wherefore  take  unto  you 
the  whole  armor  of  God, 
that  you  may  be  able  to 
withstand  in  the  evil  days, 
and  having  done  all,  to 
stand.  We  believe  as  we 
look  about  us,  in  every 
direction,  and  in  every 
phase  of  life,  and  see     the 
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fulfilment  of  the  scripture, 
that  Christ's  followers,  as  a 
whole,  must  earnestly  con- 
tend for  the  faith  which  was 
once  delivered  unto  the 
saints.

ABIDING     IX     GOD'S 
TABERNACLE

^^Lord,  who  shall  abide  in 
Thy  tabernacle?  Who  shall 
dwell  in  Thy  holy  hill?'' 
(Psa.  15:1.) 

What  does  it  mean  to 
abide  in  the  Lord's  taber- 
nacle? In  Psa.  61:2-4 
David  says,  ''I  cry  unto  Thee 
when  my  heart  is  over- 
whelmed; lead  me  to  the 
Rock  that  is  higher  than  I, 
for  Thou  hast  been  a  shelter 
for  me,  a  strong  tower  from 
the  enemy.  I  will  abide  in 
Thy  tabernacle  for  ever;  I 
will  trust  in  the  covert  of 
Thy  wings."  David's 
thought  is  that  of  a  rock,  a 
shelter,  a  strong  tower,  a 
tasbernacle,  a  covert — in 
fact,  an  absolute  protection. 
The  tabernacle  is  here  in- 
cluded with  other  places  of 
protection,  showing  that  it 
was  in  the  same  class.  The 
tabernacle    was    a      place 


where  those  whose  hearts 
were  overwhelmed  might 
go  for  comfort.  By  what? 
By  sorrovs^,  by  oppression, 
by  the  accusations  of  the 
devil,  by  trials,  by  tempta- 
tions. We  are  in  a  world 
where  sorrow  will  ever  be 
known;  where  are  found 
the  needy  and  sad  and  lone. 

We  find  sad  and 
needy  people  everywhere. 
Hundreds  are  suffering  in 
the  summer  from  hunger,  in 
winter  from  cold.  Some- 
times it  is  from  laziness  or 
from  mismanagement,  and 
many  times  from  mis- 
fortune. Most  people  try 
to  overcome  their  sorrow  in 
their  own  strength,  but 
they  seldom  succeed.  God 
must  come  to  their  rescue, 
or  rather  the  individual 
must  go  to  Him.  He  must 
flee  to  the  city  of  refuge,  in 
which  the  tabernacle  is 
situated.  God  can  take 
away  all  our  sorrow,  the 
Holy  Ghost  is  our  comforter. 

Who  shall  abide  in  God's 
tabernacle?  First,  ''he  that 
walketh  uprightly."  That 
is,  when  an  issue  is  at  stake 
he  does  not  avoid  it  but 
walks  uprightly  (right  up) 
with  the  help  of  the  Lord 
against  the  mighty.  Praise 
the  Lord. 

Second,  "He  that  worketh 
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righteousness/'  To  work 
righteousness  one  must  de- 
pend on  God  for  help. 

Third,  ''He  that  speaketh; 
the  truth  in  his  heart."    He^ 
does  not  oppose     his     con- 
science, he     obeys    it.     No 
matter      how      righteous 
a  person  may  think  he  is  if: 
his  own     heart     tells     himj 
differently  he  confesses  hisj 
faults  and  makes  his  peace 
with  God  and  man.  i 

Fourth,  ''He  who  does  not| 
backbite  or  take  up  a  re-| 
proach  against  his  neighbor. ! 
Those  who  wait  upon  God! 
and  obey  Him  in  all  things' 
shall  abide  in  His  taber-| 
nacle  and  dwell  in  His; 
holy  hill.  I

''For  God  so  loved  the 
world  that  He  gave  His  only 
begotten  Son,  that  whoso- 
ever believeth  in  Him 
should  not  perish  but  have 
everlasting  life.  For  God 
sent  not  his  Son  into  the 
world  to  condemn  the 
world,  but  that  the  world 
through  Him  might  be 
saved."     (John  3:16-17.) 


This  text  shows  us  God's 
wonderful  love  for  man- 
kind. His  extreme  sacrifice 
to  give  us  salvation,  His 
mercy  to  redeem  us  from 
sin,  His  promise  that  we 
should  not  perish,  giving  all 
who  believe  on  Him  eternal 
life.  Many  people  in  the 
world  today  misuse  the  term 
"salvation"  or  it  would 
seem  so  (looking  at  their 
profession  and  by  the  way 
they  talk)  one  would  think 
that  Salvation  to  them 
means  only  forgiveness  of 
their  sins  which  they  had 
previously  committed. 

Salvation  in  its  fullness 
means  a  home  beyond  this 
life,  or  the  opportunity  to 
spend  all  eternity  with 
Christ. 

Let  us  look  at  Salvation 
in  this  sense,  when  Jesus 
said  "Go  ye  into  all  the 
world  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature,  he  that 
believeth  and  is  baptized 
shall  be  saved,  but  he  that 
believeth  not  shall  be 
damned,"  (Mark  16:16)  in 
this  he  means  not  only  for- 
giveness of  sins.  While  it 
does  mean  that,  it  also 
means  saved  for  all 
eternit}^  Then  when  we 
are  saved  it  will  be  when 
Christ  takes  us  to  the  glory 
world.     "Blessed  are     they 
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that  do  His  commandments 
that  they  may  have  a  right 
to  the  tree  of  life  and  may 
enter  in  through  the  gates 
into  the  city/'  (Re^.  22:14.) 

Let  us  notice  a  few 
scripture  texts  which  teach 
Christ  as  the  way  to  salva- 
tion. We  find  His  advent 
into  the  world  or  His  coming 
into  the  world  as  a  Re- 
deemer and  Savior  v/as 
prophesied  by  the  prophets. 
We  find  Him  prophesied  as 
one  to  build  the  spiritual 
temple  of  the  Lord.  (The 
chijrch)  (Zech.  6:12-13) 
"And  speak  unto  Him  say- 
ing, Thus  speaketh  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  saying  behold  the 
man  whose  name  is  the 
Branch  (meaning  Christ) 
and  He  shall  grow  up  out  of 
His  place,  and  He  shall  build 
the  temple  of  the  Lord. 
Even  He  shall  build  the 
temple  of  the  Lord;  and  He 
shall  bear  the  glory  and 
shall  sit  and  rule  upon  His 
throne  and  He  shall  be  a 
priest  upon  His  throne  and 
the  council  of  peace  shall  be 
between  them  both. 

Again  in  Isaiah  9:6-7, 
'Tor  unto  us  a  child  is  born, 
unto  us  a  son  is  given  and 
the  government  shall  be 
upon  His  shoulders;  and 
His  name  shall  be  called 
Wonderful,  Councellor,  The 


Mighty  God,  The  Everlast- 
ing Father,  The  Prince  of 
Peace,  of  the  increase  of  His 
government  and  peace  there 
shall  be  no  end,  upon  the 
throne  of  David  and  upon 
His  kingdom,  to  order  it  and 
to  establish  it  with  judg- 
ment and  with  justice  from 
henceforth  even  forever." 
We  find  these  prophecies 
have  been  fulfilled,  that 
Christ  the  Branch  came  into 
the  world  and  built  the 
spiritual  temple,  the  church, 
and  that  He  was  the  mighty 
Son  of  God,  and  that  He 
has  brought  peace  to  the 
souls  of  believers  in  His 
name. 

Again  in  (Isaiah    11:10) 

''And  in  that  day  there  shall 

be  a  root  of    Jesse    which 

shall  stand  for  an  ensign  of 

the  people;  to  it    shall    the 

Gentiles  seek,  and  his  rest 

shall     be     glorious.''     This 

I  text  also  refers    to    Christ 

jand  has  been    fuliihed    by 

I  His  coming  and  we  find  in 

jthe  New     Testament     that 

salvation  is  for  Gentiles  as 

well  as  Jews.

In  the  above  texts  we 
have  some  of  the  prophecies 
concerning  our  Savior's 
coming  into  the  world,  and 
if  we  are  acquainted  with 
the  conditions  of  the  world 
in  the  days  of  the  prophets, 
we  remember  how  badly 
they  needed  some  one  to 
bring  them  back  to  God. 
Let  us  look  at  (Jer.  6:13), 
"For  from  the  least  of  them, 
even  unto  the  greatest  of 
them  every  one  is  given  to 
covetousness,  and  from  the 
prophet  even  unto  the  priest 
every  one  dealeth  falsely." 
Sq  we  see  that  people  had 
gotten  away  from  God  and 
needed  salvation.  We  now- 
come  to  the  New  Testament 
times  and  will  acquaint  our- 
selves with  the  life  of  Christ 
and  His  promise  to  man- 
kind as  He  worked  with 
them  in  the  building  and 
establishing  of  His  spiritual 
kingdom,  the  church.  As 
we  now  have  Him  before  us 
as  the  Savior  of  the  world. 
Jesus  speaking  to  the 
woman  of  Samaria.  He 
gives  her  eternal  life.  ^^But 
whosoever  drinketh  of  the 
water  that  I  shall  give  him 
shall  never  thirst,  but  the 
water  that  I  shall  give  him 
shall  be  in  him  a    well    of 


water    springing    up     into 
everlasting  life.  (Jno.  4 :14). 
Remember       our     subject, 
I^^Christ  the  Way  to  Salva- 
tion or  Everlasting     Life." 
'Here  we  find    Himx    giving 
eternal  life,     (Jno.     5:36). 
But  I  have  greater  witness 
I  than  that  of  John :  ''for  the 
I  work  which  the  Father  hath 
I  given  Me  to  finish,  the  same 
!  works  that  I  do  bear    wit- 
I  ness  of  Me,  that  the  Father 
I  hath  sent  me."  (Jno.  6:27) 
''Labor  not  for    the    meat 
that  perisheth  but  for  that 
meat  which  endureth  unto 
everlasting  life  which     the 
Son  of  Man  shall  give  unto 
you;  for  Him  hath  God  the 
Father  sealed." 

Again     in     (Jno.     6:40) 
''And  this  is  the  will  of  Him 
that  sent  Me,     that     every 
one  which  seeth     the     Son 
and  believeth  on  Him  may 
I  have  everlasting  life,  and  I 
j  will  raise  Him  up  at  the  last 
I  day."     Here  again  we  ha^  e 
'  everlasting  life  promised  to 
him     who     believeth.     But 
we  must  not  deceive     our- 
selves as  to  what    believing 
really  is.     Webster  says  to 
believe  is  to  accept  anything 
as  true,  therefore  if  we  be- 
lieve on  Jesus     we     accept 
everything       He       taught, 
otherwise  we  have  not  be- 
lieved.    Confession  alone  is 
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not  believing.  (Jno.  6:47), 
''Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
yoii,  he  that  believeth  on 
Me  hath  everlasting  life.'' 
''I  am  the  bread  of  life.'' 
(Jno.  10:9),  Christ  the 
door,  ''I  am  the  door,  by 
Me  if  any  man  enter  in  he 
siiall  be  saved  and  shall  go 
inandoutand  find  pasture.'' 
Some  people  say  j^ou  do  not 
have  to  belong  to  the  church 
to  be  saved.  Let  us  see 
what  Christ  says  about  it 
in  (John  10:1),  V/e  have 
these  words,  '^Verily,  verily 
I  say  unto  3/0U,  he  that 
entereth  not  by  the  door 
into  the  sheepfold,  but 
climfceth  up  some  other 
v/ay  (sheepfold  meaning 
church)  the  same  is  a  thief 
and  a  robber."  How  ma^'^ 
we  get  into  Christ?  Jesus 
told  Nicodemus,  ''Verily, 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  except 
a  man  be  born  again  he 
cannot  see  the  kine:dom  of 
God,  (John  3:3).  ^  (Born 
again  meaning  both  water 
and  spirit  baptism,  a  new 
birth.)  Therefore  does  it 
take  church  membershp  to 
get  into  the  kingdom?  We 
believe  it  does. 

Again  in  (Rom.  6:3), 
''Know  ye  not  that  so  many 
of  us  as  were  baptized  into 
Jesus  Christ  were  baptized 
into      His     death.''       Does 


I  baptism  get  us  into  Christ? 

I  Yes.     "Not  every  one    that 

Isaith  unto  Me,  Lord,  Lord, 

I  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom 

I  of  Heaven,     but     he     that 

I  doeth  the  v/ill  of  My  Father 

j  which  is  in  heaven."  (Matt. 

17:21).     The    doing    of   His 

will  is  believing    on    Him., 

accepting  Him,  giving     us 

entrance  into  the  kingdom. 

"Jesus  saith    unto    him,    I 

am  the  way,  the  truth  and 

the  life,  no  man  cometh  unto 

the  Father    but    by    Me." 

(John  14:6). 

Christ  the  way  to  salva- 
tion again.  "For  the  S3n 
of  Man  has  come  to  save 
that  which  was  lost."  (Matt. 
18:11).  I  came  not  to  call 
the  righteous  but  sinners  to 
repentance.  "My  sheep 
hear  my  voice  and  I  know 
them  and  they  follow  Me, 
and  I  gave  unto  them 
eternal  liie,  and  they  shall 
never  perish,  neither  shall 
any  man  pluck  them  out  of 
My  Father's  hand."  (John 
10:27-27). 

Again  Jesus  gives  eternal 
life.  Jesus  said  unto  her, 
"I  am  the  resurrection  and 
the  life,  he  that  believeth  in 
Me,  though  he  were  dead, 
yet  shall  he  live,  and  who- 
soever liveth  and  believeth 
in  me  shall  never  die.  Be- 
hevest  thou  this?"      (John 
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11:25-26).  Here  we  have 
believing  again  as  a  part  of 
salvation.  Then  Peter  said 
unto  them,  ''Repent  and  be 
baptized,  (baptized  of  both 
water  and  spirit)  every  one 
of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  for  the  remission  of 
sins,  and  ye  shall  receive 
the  gift  of  the  holy  ghost." 
(Acts  2:38). 

Here  we  have  repentance 
and  baptism  required  be- 
fore receiving  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  Paul  sa^s,  ''But 
ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but 
m  the  spirit,  if  so  be  that 
the  spirit  of  God  dwell  in 
you."  "Now  if  any  man 
have  not  the  spirit  of  Christ, 
he  is  none  of  His."  (Rom. 
8:9).  Therefore  repentance 
and  baptism  (water  and 
spirit)  have  a  part  in  our 
salvation.  So,  we  believe 
that  to  be  saved  and  have 
eternal  life  we  must  get 
into  Christ  by  believing, 
confessing,  repenting  and 
by  being  baptized  into  Him 
by  water  for  the  remission 
of  our  sins.  These  steps 
are  required  that  we  may 
have  access  to  the  blood  of 
Christ  the  scripture  says, 
we  are  saved  by  the  blood. 
Jesus  saves  us  not  because 
of  anything  that  we  have 
done  but  because  of  hi 
mercy. 


"Not  by  works  of  right- 
eousness which     we     have 
done  but  according  to     his 
mercy  he  saved  us,  by    the 
I  washing    of     regeneration 
land  renewing  of  the  Holy 
j  Ghost."    (Titus  3:5)     After 
I  we  have  complied  with  the 
above  steps  then  we  should 
walk  with  him  through  life 
in  loving  obedience  to  all  he 
has  commanded.     Then  we 
will  have  salvation.

BEING  A  (  IIKISTIAN

As    we    come    into    the 


church  we  are  as  new  bom 
babes  desiring  the  sincere 
milk  of  the  Word.  We  can 
not  always  stay  as  babes  but 
grow  in  grace  and  knowi- 
edge  of  our  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ,  (II  Peter 
3:18).  Certain  conditions 
must  prevail  or  proper 
growth  can  not  be  obtained. 
Proper  food  in  the  spiritual 
life  is  just  as  essential  as  it 
is  in  the  natural  life. 

Now  arises  the  question 
where  do  we  get  this  food? 
Do  we  not  receive  a  great 
part  of  it  in  the  house  of 
God  as  we  receive  the 
preached  word.  Where 
are  we  on  the  Lord's  Day? 
Are  we  in  His  service? 
Ministers  of  the  gospel  what 
kind  of  food  are  you  feeding 
your  flock?  Are  you  giving 
them  such  food  that  will 
cause  a  hungering  and 
thirsting  after  righteous- 
ness and  build  them  up  in 
that  most  holy  faith. 

We  must  also  learn  to 
help  ourselves  by  reading 
and  studying  God's  word. 
The  Apostle  Paul  gives  us 
two  commandments  along 
this  line.  (I  Thes.  4:11), 
''And  that  ye  study  to  be 
quiet,  and  to  do  your  own 
business,  and  to  work  with 
your  own  hands,  as  we  have 
commanded  you."    (II  Tim. 
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2:15),  ^^Stucly  to  shevv  thy- 
self approved  unto  God,  a 
workman  that  needeth  not 
to  be  ashamed,  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth." 
We  must  search  the  scrip- 
tures, (in  John  5:39) 
for  in  them  ye  think  ye  have 
eternal  life;  and  they  are 
they  which  testify  of  me." 
(Acts  17:11),  'These  were 
more  noble  than  those  in 
Thessalonica,  in  that  they 
received  the  word  with  all 
readiness  of  mind,  and 
searched  the  scriptures 
daily  to  see  if  those  things 
were  so."  Here  we  see  as 
Paul  and  Silas  were  on  their 
missionary  journey  they  got 
into  trouble  by  preaching 
the  Word.  The  Jews,  be- 
cause of  envy,  started  an 
uproar  among  the  people  so 
Paul  and  Silas  left  Thesso- 
lonica  and  went  to  Berea. 
Here  he  found  people  who 
really  wanted  to  hear  the 
word  of  God  and  were  in- 
terested enough  to  search 
the  scriptures  to  see  if  they 
had  preached  the  truth.  We 
have  many  professing 
Christians  who  attend 
church  regularly  but  fail  to 
search  the  scriptures  to  see 
w^hether  the  minister  is 
giving  them  the  gospel  in 
its  fullness. 

We  also  find  that  prayer 


is  the  very  life  of  a  Christian 
as  air  is  essential  to  sustain 
natural  life  so  is  prayer  to 
preserve  spiritual  life.  We 
very  seldom  hesitate  to  ask 
our  earthly  parents  for 
things  we  want,  how  much 
more  ought  we  to  ask  our 
Heavenly  Father  for  our 
very  needs?  Even  though 
He  does  know  all  our  needs 
are  we  not  willing  to  come 
to  Him  and  thank  Him  for 
all  blessings  and  ask  for  His 
help  and  guidance?  He 
alone  can  help  us. 

Our  desires  are  not  al- 
ways answered.  Why?  Our 
answer  may  be  found  in 
Luke  21 :22,  ''And  all  things, 
whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in 
prayer,  believing,  ye  shall 
receive."  Too  often  we  do 
not  come  to  Him  in  faith  be- 
lieving. 

There  are  certain  signs 
that  a  Christian  wears  that 
people  in  the  world  may 
know  who  they  are  and 
where  they  belong.  To 
those  who  try  to  live  the 
Christian  life  there  is  a  test 
that  each  one  of  us  are  put 
to.

De  we  do  as  Matt,  18 
teaches?  Do  we  go  the 
second  and  even  the  third 
step,  or  do  we  think  once  is 
enough?

Knowing  the  trend  of  i 
professing  Christianity  of  | 
late  years,  we  believe  iti 
would  be  well  to  compare  | 
some  of  the  changes  thatj 
have  taken  place  with  scrip-  j 
tur^il  teachings.  I 

The  subject  vvdiich  we' 
have  under  consideration  j 
here  is  a     very    unpopular; 


one — so  much  so  that  most 
church  bodies  have  dis- 
carded it  as  one  of  the  non- 
essentials of  modern  civil- 
izaton.  The  records  of  most 
existing  churches  would 
show  that  fifty  years  ago 
''nonconformity  to  the 
world''  was  considered  a 
very  vital  matter.  It  is 
astonishing  how  quickly 
som.e  church  organizations 
have  been  led  away  from 
some  of  tnese  important 
teachings  of  the  gospel. 
This  change  that  was 
brought  about  was    spoken 


of  by  its  promoters  as  a 
''transition''  in  the  church; 
a  term  linked  up  with  good 
v/ords  and  fair  speech  to  de- 
ceive the  hearts  of  the 
simiole.  In  fact,  confining 
this  matter  to  our  own 
oarticular  denomination, 
this  "transition"  that  took 
place,  which  resulted  in 
those  innovations  and  de- 
partures from  the  faith 
which  were  responsible  for 
the  organization  of  the 
Dunkard  Brethren  church, 
was  simply  a  well  planned 
program  conceived  and  pro- 
moted by  a  few  educated, 
but  worldly  minded  leaders, 
(false  prophets,  II  Peter  2) 
largely  for  their  own  gain 
and  glory.  As  a  result  of 
their  oratory  (great  swell- 
ing words  of  vanity)  and  in- 
fluence, a  large  majority  of 
the  membership  of  the 
church  were  captivated  and 
became  entangled  again 
with  the  pollution    of    the 
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world.     The  plight  of  such 
is  pitiable  indeed. 

We  read  recently  a  state- 
ment penned  by  one  of  these 
popular  leaders  which  goes 
as  follows:  "The  key  to  the 
large  part  of  our  written 
Dunkard  history  is  the 
struggle  of  a  once 
thoroughly  rural  church  to 
adjust  its  church  methods, 
its  organization  and  its 
thinking  to  a  society  which 
was  rapidly  becoming  an  in- 
dustrial society."  It  is  re- 
markable what  ridiculous 
ideas  some  of  these  popular 
men  are  passing  along  to 
their  followers.  Is  it  pos- 
sible that  the  struggles  re- 
corded in  the  history  of  the 
Dunkard  faith  are  largely 
the  result  of  the  church 
trying  to  adjust  itself  to 
worldly  society?  Again,  is 
it  possible  that  the  methods, 
organization  and  thinking 
of  the  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  are  to  be  determined 
by  worldly  society?  God 
forbid!  Is  it  possible  that 
a  man  claiming  to  be  an  ad- 
herent to  the  Dunkard  faith 
has  become  so  vain  in  his 
reasoning  as  to  advocate 
such  foolishness?  It  is 
nothing  short  of  mockery. 
Let  us  hope  that  folks  who 
read  such  groundless  state- 
ments will  use  their  intel- 


ligence and  not  be  deceived. 
Is  it  possible  that  Jesus 
established  the  church  here 
on  earth  without  instruc- 
tions as  to  m^ethods,  organi- 
gation  or  thinking  of  its 
membership?  Did  the 
apostles  look  to  the  chang- 
ing world  society  to  de- 
termine their  methods  of 
procedure,  organization  or 
thinking  and  were  their 
bitter  struggles  the  result 
of  an  adjustment  of  the 
church  to  harm^onize  with 
surrounding  conditions  or 
influences  of  the  world? 
Nay  verily!  Their  work 
was  separate  and  distinct 
from  the  world  and  as  for 
their  way  of  determining- 
methods,  organization  and 
thinking  they  looked  to 
what  they  had  received  of 
the  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ.  The  Comforter 
(Holy  Ghost)  which  Jesus 
sent  them  taught  them  and 
brought  to  their  remem- 
brance all  things  which 
Jesus  had  said  unto  them. 
It  was  "this  power''  that 
directed  them  and  deter- 
mined their  activities  in 
every  respect  and  not  the 
"world  society''  about  them ; 
and  it  was  this  "separate- 
ness  from  the  Vv^orld"  in 
their  thinking,  speech,  life 
and  conduct  that    brought

upon  them  their  severe  per- 
secutions which  resulted  in 
the  '"Struggles"  which  they 
engaged  in  to  maintain  and 
propagate  that  faith  which 
had  been  delivered  unto 
them,  that  brought  forgive- 
ness of  sins,  regeneration 
(new  life),  jo}'  and  peace  in 
the  soul  with  a  definite  as- 
sjrance  of  everlasting  life 
beyond. 

We  believe  the  true 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  has 
always  been  and  is  at  the 
present  time  directed  in  its 
methods,  organizations  and 
thinking,  yea  all  of  its 
activities  by  the  Spirit  of 
God  in  harmony  with  the 
direct  instructions  of  the 
written  gospel;  for  saith 
the  Lord,  "And  I  will  pray 
the  Father,  and  He  shall 
give  you  another  Comforter, 
that  He  m^ay  abide  with  you 
forever,"  (John  14:16). 
Then  too,  we  believe  the 
tr:  e  church  of  Jesus  Christ 
all  through  the  ages  has 
been  and  is  at  the  present 
time,  "separate  and  dis- 
tinct" from  the  world  in  all 
its  methods,  organization 
and  thinking.  This  is  true 
"Nonconformity."  It  is 
this  "separateness,"  peculi- 
arities of  thought,  speech 
and  conduct  which  are 
characteristic  of  the  Christ 


life,  that  is  bringing  per- 
secution upon  the  faithful 
in  this  period  of  time  and 
causes  them  the  struggles 
which  they  engage  in  to  de- 
fend and  propagate  the  true 
faith  on  the  earth. 

Nonconformity    to      the 
;  world  has  been  one  of  the 
I  essentials  of    the    Dunkard 
;  faith  that  has  caused  some 
j  bitter  struggles  in  the  past. 
I  Thanks  be    to     God     these 
i  struggles  have  not  been  in 
I  vain.     Truly  we  do   rejoice 
I  that  we  have  a  church  body 
I  that  is  earnestly  contending 
for  this  vital  teaching  and 
striving  to  mantain  it  in  all 
jits  phases,     for    saith     the 
scriptures,     "And     be     not 
conformed  to    this    world; 
but  be  ye  transformed     by 
the  renewing  of  your  mind, 
jthat  ye  may  prove  what  is 
khat  good,  and  acceptable, 
land  perfect  will    of    God," 
I  (Rom.  12:2).  In  this  refer- 
ience  we    have    a    definite 
teaching  that  Christians  are 
not  to  be  conformed  to  this 
world.      The     term     world 
has  reference  to  the  unre- 
generated     human    family. 
Let  us  remember  that    the 
"course  of    this    world    is 
evil,    (Eph.  2:2)     yea     the 
"whole  world  li^th  in  wick- 
edness"    (I    John      5:19). 
Why?     Because  the  human 
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family  is  stubborn  and  re- 
bellious and  not  willing  to 
submit  to  the  will  of  God. 
Jesus  testified  of  it,  that  the 
works  thereof  are  evil, 
therefore  the  world  hated 
him,  (John  7:7).  Then 
too,  He  gave  Himself  for 
our  sins,  that  He  might  de- 
liver us  from  this  present 
evil  world.  (Gal.  1:4.) 

''Wherefore  come  out 
from  among  them,  and  be 
ye  separate  saith  the  Lord, 
and  touch  not  the  unclean 
thing;  and  I  will  receive 
you,"  (II  Cor.  6.17).  "As 
obedient  ,  children,  not 
fashioning  yourselves  ac- 
cording to  the  former  lusts 


in  your  ignorance,''  (I  Pet. 
1:14).

jhomLes  and    such    like.     In 
place     of     following       the 
i  dictates  of  the  world  in  its 
Icustom.s,  practices,     styles, 
I  fashions,     habits,      desires, 
'vanity  and  folly,  we     con- 
duct ourselves  according  to 
■  the  dictates    of    the    holy 
jscript^ires  the  man  of  our 
i  counsel  which  is     contrary 
I  to  the  carnal  nature. 
I     In  the  face  of  the  numer- 
jous  definite     teachings     of 
'the  scriptures     along     this 
I  line       the       modern    false 
I  prophets  discard  the  idea  of 
I  nonconformity  to  the  world 
and    try    to    tell    us      the 
struggles  which    Christian- 
ity had  in    the    past    were 
largely  the  result     of     the 
church  trying  to  adjust  it- 
self to  a     changing    world 
society.       Absurd !     Such 
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childish  prattle  makes  one 
blush  for  shame  that  we 
have  men  who  have  no  more 
respect  for  themselves  or 
the  faith  of  their  fathers, 
than  to  cast  such  reflections 
upon  those  God  fearing  men 
of  years  gone  by. 

It  stirs  the  righteous  in- 
dignation of  one  who  has 
convictions  on  these  vital 
matters  to  see  how  lightly 
and  with  what  insulting  im- 
pudence these  modern  de- 
ceivers deal  with  sacred 
and  holy  things.  Un- 
reasonable arguments  as 
such  are,  yet  t-ie  church 
people  in  general  have  given 
way  to  the  pressure  and 
gone  back  with  these  false 
leaders  to  the  ways  of  the 
world  forgetful  of  the 
warning,  ''IBeware  lest  any 
man  spoil  you  through 
philosophy  and  vain  deceit, 
after  the  tradition  of  men, 
after  the  rudiments  of  the 
world,  and  not  after 
Christ,"  (Col.  2:8).  Jesus 
testified  of  the  disciples 
(His  followers),  'They  are 
not  of  the  world,"  (John 
17:16).  Therefore  the 
world  hates  us  as  it  hated 
Him.;  hence  the  persecu- 
tion and  struggles  of  the 
faithful. 

Nonconformity  (to  be 
unspotted  from  the  world) 


is  one  of  the  evidences  of 
pure  religion.  So  let  us 
continue  to  recognize  and 
demonstrate  this  scriptural 
teaching  that  distinguishes 
us  as  a  people  of  God.

13:7)  "Now  I 
ipray  to  God  that  ye  do  no 
evil ;  not  that  we  should  ap- 
pear approved,  but  that  ye 
should  do  that  which  is 
honest,  though  we  be  as 
reprobates." 

We  have  a  great  age  in 
which  to  live,  while  our 
jjocirney  is  not  so  long  it  is 
jan  important  one.  Only  if 
Iw^e  are  honest  may  we  hope 
!to  be  happy  here,  thereby 
Ixuaking  others  happy.  It 
!has  truly  been  said,  '* While 
j  pouring  on  ourselves  the 
I  perfume  of  happiness,  we 
■can't  help  but  spill  a  few 
drops  on  others." 

There  will  be  seven  days 
a  week  of  this  happiness  for 
each  of  us  if  we  apply  the 
above  scripture.  The  most 
of  us  can  be  our  best  on 
Sunday,  and  it's  easy,  but 
the  other  six  may  not  be 
easy.  Here  we  come  in  con- 
tact with  our  business  and 
there  we  find  temptations  oi' 
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divers  sorts.     Here  is  a  real 
test. 

Now  for  the  point  in  this 
article — are  we  really 
'"honest"  in  our  worship? 
Do  we  '"serve  Him  in  sincer- 
ity and  in  truth?''  (John 
24:14).  Do  we  pray  be- 
cause we  want  to  pray  or 
do  we  feel  it  a  duty,  or  is  it 
a  habit?  Surely  the  sinner's 
prayer  in  the  synagogue 
was  an  honest  prayer  as 
Jesus  saw  it  and  not  that 
of  the  Pharisee.  Habit? 
Surely  not,  yet  in  our  giving 
of  thanks  at  meals  does  this 
become  a  habit  or  custom? 
Let  us  be  '"honest." 
Then  in  our  worship  in 
song  in  our  singing  are  we 
"honest"  in  this?  Some- 
times we  think  there  is 
danger  in  this  part  as  mostj 
of  the  people  take  part  in 
singing.  This  is  the  channel 
through  which  more  people 
worship  and  praise  the  Lord 
than  any  other  probably. 
Great  blessings  have  been 
had  through  it  as  men  and 
women  have  been  made  to 
believe  in  Jesus  and  to  re- 
pent. It  has  been  the 
source  of  joy  and  sunshine 
to  the  sick  folks  and  those 
w^ho  are  weary  or  dis- 
couraged. This  talent  that 
the  Lord  has  given  is  indeed 
a       great     blessing.     Just 


what  we  put  into  it  is  what 
we  get  out  of  it  after  all. 

When  we  unite  our  voices 
in  singing  "Jesus  keep  m.e 
near  the  cross,"  do  we  mean 
to  pray  to  Him  a  prayer  as 
we  sing?  Surely,  and 
nothing  more  or  less,  but 
that  we  want  to  be  "nearer" 
the  cross,  and  by  God's  help 
w^e  become  nearer.  Here 
is  the  hymn  that  is  and  has 
been  sacred  to  generations 
of  people  for  ages,  "Nearer 
my  God  to  Thee."  A  hymn 
full  of  inspiration  and 
thought.  The  very  sight  of 
it  is  inspiring  and  helpful. 
Surely  it  will  never  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose. 

In  our  hymns  we  often 
make  confessions  to  God 
which  if  we  are  "honest"  in, 
is  of  great  spiritual  help  and 
growth  as,  "My  faith  looks 
up  to  Thee,"  and  "My  Jesus 
I  Love  Thee,"  and  "We'll 
work  till  Jesus  Comes." 

Then  we  sing  "Faith  of 
Our  Fathers." 

Here  we  come  confessing 
our  faith  in  our  Fathers  and 
our  loyalty  to  God  in  keep- 
ing that  faith.  This  is  a 
wonderful  hymn  of  great 
value  and  especially  in  this 
day  and  age  when  so  many 
people  use  it.  The  hymn  is 
a  popular  one  and  is  sung 
by  all  classes  of    people    in 
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this  day.  Think  of  this, 
'^We  will  be  true  to  Thee  till 
death/'  As  this  song  is  be- 
ing used  I  am  made  to 
wonder  every  time  I  hear  it 
are  we  '^honest"  and  do  we 
do  as  we  are  commanded  in 
the  scripture,  ''To  sing  with 
the  spirit  and  the  under- 
standing." Probably  we 
are  judging  in  the  matter, 
yet  we  fail  to  see  the  proper 
results  or  fruits  of  such  a 
statement  or  promise.  ''We 
had  better  practice  and  not 
preach,  than  to  preach  and 
not  practice." 

"Shall  not  God  search  this 
out?  For  He  knoweth  the 
secrets  of  the  heart."  (Fsa. 
44:21.) 

What  would  be  the  re- 
sults if  the  people  who  s'.ng 
this  hymn  woula  practice 
the  same  "Faith  of  our 
Fathers?" 

No  doubt  we  would  ex- 
perience a  new  day  in  the 
Christian  world,  an  ex- 
perience as  that  of  the  early 
church  on  Pentecost.  Could 
you  imagine  a  communit}^, 
a  country  or  even  a  nation 
or  a  world  like  it? 

So  then  in  our  singing 
and  our  worship  all  to- 
gether, may  we  be  just  a 
little  more  thoughtful  as  to 
its  meaning  and  purpose.  ^ 

What  we  do  or  say  may  it 


be  for  the  honor  and  glory 
of  His  name. 

Let  us  then  be  "honest" 
with  our  Heavenly  Father, 
"honest"  with  our  fellow- 
men  and  "honest"  with  our- 
selves.

"I  press  toward  the  mark 
for  the  prize  of  the  high 
calling  of  God  in  Christ 
Jesus."    (Phil.  3:14.) 

This  text  is  far  reaching. 
Notice  its  impHcation :  Tne 
High  CalHng;  the  Mark; 
the  Prize;  and  the  Press, 
which  implies  an  opposing 
element. 

It  is  indeed  a  high  calling 
when  we  consider  from 
whence  the  call — from  the 
highest  authority  in  heaven 
and  earth.  "Who  hath 
called  us  with  an  holy  call- 
ing, not  according  to  our 
works,  but  according  to  His 
own  purpose  and  grace," 
(II  Tim.  1:9).  Could  we 
appreciate  the  difference 
between  the  One  who  calls 
and  the  called,  it  would 
humble  us  in  the  dust  in 
sack  cloth  and  ashes,  called 
from  bondage  of  sin  to 
freedom.  "Out  of  darkness 
into  this  marvelous  light," 
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(I  Phil.  2:9).  ^^Called  unto 
the  fellowship  of  His  son, 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord," 
(I  Cor.  1-9). 

When  I  think  from 
whence  I  was  called,  it 
makes  me  shudder.  ^'A 
brand  plucked  out  of  the 
fire,"  (Zee.  3-2).  ''Out  of 
the  belly  of  hell  cried  I,  and 
thou  heardest  my  voice." 
(Jno.  2-2.) 

''He  brought  me  up  also 
out  of  an  horrible  pit,  out  of 
the  mirey  clay,  and  set  my 
feet  upon  a  rock,  and 
established  my  going," 
(Ps.  40:2).  For  which  I 
cease  not  to  praise  Him  who 
has  delivered  me.  I  shall 
never  forget  the  day  when 
upon  my  knees,  pressed 
down  under  the  load  of  sin, 
crying  to  Him  for  mercy.  He 
heard  my  cry  and  removed 
the  burden  from  my  heart! 
and  I  went  on  my  v/ay  re-! 
joicing  in  the  Lord.  In| 
this  new  found  relation  to 
Christ  I  turned  my  back  on 
the  world,  the  flesh  and  the 
devil,  and  was  seeking  to 
cultivate  the  spiritual,  in- 
clinations that  have  now 
seemingly  taken  possession 
of  my  life  and  made  the 
world  a  new  world  to  me. 
But  I  soon  learned  from  ex- 
perience that  there  were 
two  natures  in  me — the  one 


spiritual  and  the  other 
carnal.  As  Paul  expressed 
it  "the  flesh  lusteth  against 
the  spirit,  and  the  spirit 
against  the  flesh;  these  are 
contrary  the  one  to  the 
other."  (Gal.  5:17)  hence 
the  continual  conflict.  Were 
it  not  for  the  Holy  Spirit 
w^ho  comies  into  our  lives 
through  the  operation  of  the 
new  birth,  we  would  not  be 
able  of  ourselves  to  gain 
the  victory  over  the  sins  in 
the  flesh.  But  when  Paul 
prayed  to  God  thrice  to  re- 
move the  thorn  in  the  flesh, 
He  answered  his  prayer  by 
saying:  "my  grace  is  suf- 
ficient for  thee."  And  suf- 
ficient grace  is  in  the  Lord's 
store  house  for  all  His  chil- 
dren, whereby  they  may 
overcome  sin,  for  which  we 
praise  the  Lord.  This  is 
what  the  word  "press" 
means  in  the  text,  "Where- 
fore let  us  lay  aside  every 
weight,  the  sin  which  doth 
so  easily  beset  us,  and  let  us 
run  with  patience  the  race 
that  is  set  before  us,  look- 
ing unto  Jesus."  (Heb. 
12:1-2.) 

He  is  the  "mark."  "For 
even  hereunto  were  ye  called, 
because  Christ  also  suffered 
for  us,  leaving  us  an  ex- 
ample that  ye  should  follow 
His  steps,"  (I  Peter  2:21).. 
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Paul  vvas  determined  to  win 
Christ  at  all  hazard;  to  at- 
tain to  the  perfection  that 
is  in  Christ  Jesus,  ''not  as 
though  I  had  already  at- 
tained, either  Vv^ere  already 
perfect;  but  I  follow  after.'' 
*'I  press/'  A  world  of  mean- 
ing is  implied  in  the  word 
''press/'  It  means  His  suf- 
fering as  a  minister  of 
Christ  giving  his  labors; 
stripes  above  measure ; 
frequently  imprisoned;  in 
death  oft;  five  times  re- 
ceived forty  stripes  save 
one;  thrice  was  He  beaten 
with  rods;  once  he  was 
stoned;  thrice  he  suffered 
ship  wreck — a  night  and  a 
day  in  the  deep.  In  journey- 
ing, often  in  perils  of 
waters;  in  peril  of  robbers; 
in  peril  of  his  own  country- 
men ;  in  peril  of  the  heathen ; 
in  peril  in  the  city;  in  peril 
in  the  wilderness;  in  perils 
in  the  sea;  in  peril  among 
false  brethren;  in  weariness 
and  painfulness;  in  watch- 
ing often;  in  hunger  and 
thirst;  in  fasting  often;  in 
cold  and  nakedness,  (II  Cor. 
11).  He  overcome  all  these 
obstacles  and  many  more 
on  his  upward  way  to  reach 
the  "Mark." 

"Christ's  likeness  in  him- 
self." He  could  have 
avoided  all  this  suffering  by 


'rejecting  Christ.  And  he 
could  have  enjoyed  a  high 
position  in  the  ranks  of 
officialdom  amongst  his 
Jewish  brethren  and  kins- 
men, according  to  the  flesh. 
But  what  things  were  gain 
to  him  he  counted  loss  for 
Christ.  He  said,  I  count 
all  things  but  loss  for  the 
excellency  of  the  knowledge 
of  Christ  Jesus,  my  Lord, 
for  whom  I  have  suffered 
the  loss  of  all  things,  and  do 
count  them  but  dung  that  I 
may  win  Christ.  (7,  8 
verses). 

Brother,  sister,  how  much 
have  we  suffered  to  win 
Christ?  Have  we  followed 
our  convictions  by  taking  a 
positive  stand  in  the  defense 
of  the  word  of  God,  or  was 
it  too  much  of  a  cross  to 
"press"  toward  the  "mark" 
on  the  upward  way.  Have 
we  compromised  with  the 
world  to  make  it  easy 
going?  If  we  have,  we  may 
rest  assured  that  it  will  be 
sliding  downward,  instead 
of  making  progress  on  the 
upward  way,  towards  the 
"mark,"  which  is  the  word, 
Christ  Jesus.  'Tea,  and 
all  that  live  godly  in  Christ 
I  Jesus  shall  suffer  persecu- 
Ition."  (H  Tim.  3:12.)  We 
do  not  hear  much  reproof, 
rebuke  and  exortation  from 
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the  pulpit;  and  those  who 
do  are  shelved  as  a  back 
number.  And  those  who 
live  godly  are  often  ostrac- 
ized. But  Paul  pressed 
through  all  these  obstacles, 
looking  unto  Jesus  the 
author  and  finisher  of  our 
faith,  who  for  the  joy  that 
was  set  before  him,  endured 
the  cross. 

Many  bitter  tears  were 
shed  because  of  the  innova- 
tions that  swept  ovver  the 
brotherhood  and  scattered 
the  faithful,  but  these  tears 
were  not  shed  in  vain.  The 
Psalmist  says:  'Thou  tellest 
my  v/anderings;  put  thou 
my  tears  into  thy  bottle ;  are 
they  not  in  thy  book?''  (Ps. 
56:8.)  Will  they  not  bear 
witness  in  the  judgment 
against  the  apostate? 

Why  all  this  suffering? 
That  we  may  gain  the  prize, 
but  remember,  the  prize  is 
on  the  other  side  of  the 
cross,  and  on  the  other  side 
of  the  "mark"  no  cross,  no 
crown,  Jesus  said.  If  any 
man  will  come  after  Me 
let  him  deny  himself,  and 
take  up  his  cross  and  follow 
Me.  This  is  the  price  that 
the  child  of  God  has  to  pay 
to  reach  the  mark  for  the 
prize  that  our  Heavenly 
Father    has    in    slore    for

And  denying  ungodliness 
and  worldly  lust,  we  should 
live  soberly,  righteously, 
and  godly  in  this  present 
world,  looking  with  blessed 
hope  for  ''the  glorious  ap- 
pearing of  the  great  God, 
our  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  who 
gave  Himself  for  us,  that 
He  might  redeem  us  from 
all  iniquity,  and  purify  unto 
himself,  a  peculiar  people 
zealous  of  good  works." 
(Titus  2:12-14.) 

Paul  further  urges  and 
pleads  for  those  spiritual 
dynamics  and  requisites 
which  strengthen,  qualify 
and  encourage  God's  people 
and  enable  them  to  stand 
up  in  opposition  to  "a  dis- 
obedient and  gain-saying 
people,  and  earnestly  con- 
tend for  the  faith  which  was 
once  delivered  unto  the 
Saints."  (Jude  3.)  These 
sacred  virtues  are  attained 
only  through  spiritual 
strength  and  "courage." 
Hence  God's  people  should 
be  courageous  and  un- 
wavering.    "Be  strong  and 


of  good  courage,  fear  not, 
nor  be  afraid  of  them;  for 
the  Lord  thy  God,  He  it  is 
that  doth  go  with  thee;  He 
will  not  fail  thee,  nor  for- 
sake thee.  And  Moses 
called  unto  Joshua,  and  said 
unto  him  in  the  sight  of  all 
Israel,  Be  strong  and  of  a 
good  courage;  for  thou 
must  go  with  this  people 
unto  the  land  which  the 
Lord  hath  sworn  unto  their 
fathers  to  give  them;  and 
thou  shalt  cause  them  to 
inherit  it,"  (Deut.  31:8-7). 
David  cried  out  in  the  midst 
of  tryng  circumstances, 
"Wait  on  the  Lord;  be  of 
good  courage  and  He  shall 
strengthen  thy  heart;  wait, 
I  say  on  the  Lord."  (Ps. 
27:14.)  Again  David  said, 
"Be  of  good  courage  and 
He  shall  strengthen  your 
heart,  all  ye  that  hope  in 
the  Lord."     (Ps.  31:24.) 

Courage  therefore  is  an 
incessant  intrepidity  of  the 
soul  which  creates  and 
quickens  a  tenacious 
"trust"  in  the  veracity, 
grace  and  promises  of  Him 
who  hath  all  power  in 
heaven  and  in  earth.  There- 
fore Paul  could  well  say, 
"We  had  the  sentence  of 
death  in  ourselves,  that  we 
should  not  trust  in  our- 
selves, but  in     God     which 
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raiseth 
livered 
death,  and

ns from  so  great    a 
in 


.,  ....V.  doth  deliver, 
whom  we  trust  that  He  will 
yet  deliver  us."  (II  Cor. 
1:9-10.)  Again  Paul 
wisely  admonishes  saying, 
''Charge  them  that  are  rich 
in  this  Vv^orld  that  they  be 
not  high  minded,  nor  trust 
in  uncertain  riches,  but 
the  living  God,  who 
us  richlv  all  things 
joy."  (rTim.  6:17.) 

We  have  presented  in  this 
article     the     seven     major 
requisites  which    constitute 
a  perfect  Christian.

The  writer  thinking  there 
may  be  some  who  read  The^ 
Monitor  who  do  not  belong 
to  the    Dunkard    Brethren 
church,  that  do  not    under-  \ 
stand  why  we     have     close; 
communion;  and  there  may; 
be  some  in  the  church  who 
do  not  understand,  and  so 
we  will  endeavor  to     show 
gospel  reasons. 

First,  we  ought  to  'Trove 
all  things;  hold  fast  to  that 
which  is  good,"  and  "Let 
a  man  examine  himself,  and 


jso  let  him  eat  of  that  bread, 
i  and  drink  of  that  cup.     For 
I  he  that  eateth  and  diinketh 
unworthily,      eateth      and. 
'  drinketh  damnation  to  him- 
self,    not     discerning     the 
I  Lord's  body,"  (I  Thes.  5:21) 
!(I  Cor.  11:28-29).   Webster 
;  defines  communion  as     "A 
I  body  of  Christians     having 
one  common  faith  and  dis- 
Icipline."     In  other     words, 
I  it  is  a  body  of  Christian  be- 
ilievers  who  believe     alike, 
and  there    is     no     division 
among  them.     That  there  is 
danger  of  committing     the 
terrible  sin  of  eating     and 
drinking  damnation  to  our- 
selves, is  plainly  set  forth  in 
the     text.     The     occasion, 
therefore,  and  that  self  e.K- 
amination,  to  see  if  we  have 
a  communion.     To  sit     to- 
gether at  the  Lord's    table 
indicates  a  communion.  But 
if  there  is  no  union,  there 
can  be  no  communion;  and 
as  such  the    occasion    pre- 
sents a  false  picture.     It  is 
hypocrisy,  and  we     greatly 
fear,  as  a  result,  the  sin    of 
eating  and    drinking    con- 
demnation to  ourselves  will 
follow. 

First  then,  "Examine 
yourselves  whether  ve  be  in 
the  faith."  (II  Cor.  13:5.) 
Unless  there  is  a  union  in 
faith,  there  can  be  no  com- 
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mimion.  It  is  not  possible 
to  commune  with  each  other 
and  not  commune  with 
'Christ.  To  commune  with 
Christ  while  communing 
with  each  other,  we  must 
have  the  faith  of  Christ, 
''the  faith  once  delivered 
unto  the  saints." 

To  be  in  union  with 
Christ  is  to  be  in  union  with 
His  word.  Peter  placed 
himself  at  variance  with 
Christ  on  the  occasion  of 
leet-washing.  To  this 
Christ  promptly  replied,  'Tf 
I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast 
no  part  with  Me.''  This  de- 
fect in  Peter's  faith  quickly 
unfitted  him  to  commune 
with  Christ. 

Second,  our  peace  is  a 
necessary  prerequisite  to 
commune.  Relative  to  the 
world  it  is  simple  enjoined, 
"If  it  be  possible,  as  much 
as  lieth  in  you,  live  peace- 
ably with  all  men,"  (Rom. 
12:18).  But  of  the  church, 
as  mi  embers  of  the  body  of 
Christ,  it  is  imperatively 
enjoined,  ''Be  at  peacie 
among  yourselves."  (Thes. 
5:13).  Christ  says,  'If 
thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the 
altar,  and  there  remember- 
est  that  thy  brother  hath 
aught  against  thee ;  leave 
thy  gift  before  the  altar, 
and  go  thy  way;     first    be 


reconciled  to  thy  brother, 
and  then  come  and  offer  thv 
gift."  (Matt.  5:23-24.)  Our 
peace  with  God,  with  Christ, 
IS  obtained  by  a  living  faith 
in  the  precepts  of  the  gospel. 
led  by  a  meek  and  humble 
spirit. 

Third:  The  communion 
service  being  a  love  feast, 
w^e  examine  to  see  if  we  have 
love,  and  this  love  must  be 
found  in  the  heart.  The 
apostle  bids,  ''Keep  the 
feast,  not  with  old  leaven, 
neither  with  the  leaven  of 
mialice  and  wickedness;  but 
with  the  unleavened  bread 
of  sincerity  and  truth."  (I 
Cor.  5:8.)  The  Jews, 
anciently,  before  their 
feasts,  carefully  cleansed 
their  dwellings  of  all  leaven. 
Before  Christians  can  ac- 
ceptably associate  in  their 
love  feasts  the  heart  must 
be  cleaned  of  all  wicked- 
ness. "Wherefore  laying 
aside  all  mialice,  and  all 
guile,  and  hiq^ocrisies,  and 
envies,  and  all  evil  speak- 
ing, etc."  (I  Peter  2:1.)  By 
this  time,  the  error  of  what 
is  called  open  communion 
ought  to  be  apparent  to  the 
thinking,  unprejudiced 
reader.  Suppose  you  were 
at  a  communion  service,  and 
the  invitation  Vv^as  given  to 
all  to  come  and     commune 
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regardless  of  what  you  be- 
longed to,  the  result  would 
be,  that  ail  those  that  be- 
lieved in  feet  washing, 
would  come  and  take  part, 
and  possibl}'  a  few  would 
come  when  the  Lord's  sup- 
per was  engaged  in,  and 
then  possibly  all  present 
would  come  when  the  bread 
and  wine  was  engaged  in. 
Now  do  you  see  what  would 
happen?  In  this  case, 
could  there  be  a  com- 
munion? If  so,  then  Christ 
is  divided.  His  spirit  is  to 
lead  us.  Did  His  spirit  lead 
when  part  believed  one  wa^' 
and  another  part  believed 
another?  People  in  general 
are  taught  that  communion 
consists  in  eating  bread  and 
drinkng  wine  together.  But 
the  sacred  service  has  a 
much  deeper  signification. 
There  is  a  mind,  a  spirit,  a 
faith,  that  must  be  in  the 
work;  and  these  must  be  in 
Christ.  Two  churches  or 
bodies  of  different  faiths 
may  eat  bread  and  drink 
wine  together,  but  they 
cannot  commune  together, 
because  there  is  no  union. 
I  repeat,  to  have  a  com- 
munion there  must  be  a 
union.  The  minister  that 
teaches  and  practices  v/hat 
is  called  open  communion, 
misleads    his   congregation 


'  as  to  what  constitutes  com- 
I  munion ;  and  he  throws  him- 
self under  the    liability    of 
leading  innocent     souls    .to. 
eat  and  drink     damnation 
to  themselves,    if    so,    the 
!  minister    himself     becomes 
accessory  to  the  woeful  sin. 
We  are  criticized  for    close 
i  communion.     It  is  said    to 
ibe  selfish  and  uncharitable. 
The       careful,       observing 
reader  knows    that    things 
are  not  always  Vv^hat    they 
seem.     There  is     not     the 
hindrance  in    "close     com- 
munion"    usually       repre- 
sented.   None  are  excluded. 
It  is  only  conditional.     The 
conditions     are     faith     in 
Christ,  and  peace  and  love 
v/ith  each  other.     To    have 
I  a  love  feast,  certain  condi- 
tions must  be  met,  so  like- 
;  wise  to  have  a  communlan. 
The  conditions  of    a    com- 
munion must  be     complied 
iwith.     Let  us  see:     ''With- 
jout  faith  it  is  impossible  to 
please  God."  (Heb.  11:16.) 
"Hence,  whatsoever  is    not 
,of      faith    is    sin."     (Rom. 
14:23.)  In  open  communion, 
in  many  instances,  persons 
'are  invited  to  do    that  ^  in 
'which  they  have  no    faith; 
which     is     inviting     those 
I  persons  to     sin.     For     in-

How  can  we     keep     our 
young  people  in  the  church 


has  been  a  question  in  the 
generations  past  for  prac- 
tically all  denominations. 
Many  schemes  of  entertain- 
ment have  been  tried,  some 
of  a  very  questionable 
nature  and  as  we  have 
watched  these  same  young 
people  come  to  mature 
years,  they  still  like  their 
entertainment  of  having 
some  one  make  fun  for 
them;  about  like  the  young 
man  that  gets  to  drinking, 
as  they  get  older  under  the 
same  influence  they  like  it 
a  little  stronger,  in  fact 
many  go  to  the  movies,  Sun- 
day ball  games,  races  and 
even  the  social  dance  and 
still  retai;!  their  names  on 
the  church  record. 

Brethren  and  sisters  do 
you  know  we  ha\  e  the  same 
question  confronting  us  to- 
day as  we  see  hovv  the 
enemy  of  our  souls  is  con- 
stantly placing  before  our 
young  people  entertainment 
even  in  the  name  of  reHgion. 
For  what  purpose?  That 
our  young  people  might  be 
drawn  away  from  Him  wlio 
they  promised  to  be  faithful 
to  till  death. 

What  would  be  the  con- 
sequence if  our  young 
people  were  thoroughly  in- 
doctrinated in  the  teach- 
ing of  the  New  Testament? 
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Which  I  am  afraid  they  are 
not,  at  least  not  as  they 
should  be,  and  as  they  go 
out  in  the  v/orld  and  meet 
temptation  of  life  too  often 
fall,  where  if  they  knew 
God's  will  concerning  them, 
as  they  go  through  life  on 
the  narrow  way  that  leads 
up  the  hill  of  difficulty  that 
they  might  as  it  were  put 
out  their  hand  and  take 
hold  of  the  doctrine  and  be 
able  to  mount  the  obstacle 
that  confronts  them  and  not 
fall. 

I  believe  the  most  com- 
mon obstacle  that  any  of  us 
meet  is  we  let  the  evil  one 
sow  the  little  seed  of  un- 
belief in  our  hearts,  and  we 
are  taught  that  evil  is  like 
leaven,  it  works  without  any 
outside  help  till  all  is 
leavened. 

The  good  seed  don't  work 
like  leaven,  we  must  put 
forth  an  effort  and  feed  on 
the  bread  of  life.

(Rev.  2:9.)  '^I  know  the 
blasphemy  of  them  that  say 
they  are  Jews,  and  are  not, 
but  are  the  synagogue  of 
Satan."

Should  the     church     ex-' 

ercise  force?    In  what  way? 

Can  the    church     discipline 

its  members  without  force? 

Should  the  church  use  force 

in  dealing  with  the  world?', 

These      are      questions  I 
w^hich  have     caused    much; 
discussion  among  professors ' 
of  Christianity  of  late  years 
and  they  are  vital    indeed. 
The  peace  and  purity  of  the 
church  and  her  power  and 
influence  in  the  world  de- 
pend largely    on    how    she 
proceeds  in  this  matter. 

In  the  sense  in  which  we 
are  using  it  Vv^e  understand 
the  term,  ''force"  to  mean 
requiring  o  r  demanding 
certain  things  of  people 
against  their  will  or  wishes. 

It  appears  that  in  con- 
nection with  many  other 
deviations  from  scriptural 
teachings,     the     professing 


Christian  church  has  been 
side  tracked  on  this  im- 
portant matter  too,  much 
to  its  sorrow  and  shame. 
As  a  result  Zion  is  cor- 
rupted and  in  place  of  using 
her  authority  legitimately  in 
controllng  and  regulating 
the  activities  of  its  mem- 
jbership  to  keep  them  in 
'hne  with  gospel  teaching 
that  the  church  may  be  a 
Isoul  saving  institution  and 
stand  out  in  the  world  of 
sin  as  a  light  shining  in 
darkness,  the  professing 
church  has  resorted  to  the 
illegitimate  arm  of  force 
(the  law)  and  is  trying  to 
enforce  upon  the  world  over 
which  it  has  no  lawful  juris- 
diction, things  which  it  does 
not  require  of  its  own  mem- 
bers. This  inconsistency  on 
the  part  of  an  apostate 
church  naturally  causes 
worldly  people  in  general 
to  loseconfidence  in  and  re- 
spect for  professing  Chris- 
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tendom.  This  fact  makes 
it  the  more  urgent  that  we 
as  an  organization  profess- 
ing to  be  the  church  of 
Jesus  Christ  clearly  define 
our  position  on  this  matter 
and  let  it  be  known. 

In  this  as  in  all  other  mat- 
ters, the  position  of  the 
church  should  be  i  n 
harmony  with  that  of  her 
head,  Jesus  Christ,  who 
gave  examples  and  left 
them  on  record  for  our  en- 
lightenment. 

According  to  (John  3:16) 
it  was  love  that  prompted 
our  Creator  to  offer  Jesus 
for  our  salvation  and  it  was 
love  that  prompted  Jesus  in 
all  His  actions  and  caused 
Him  to  make  that  supreme 
sacrifice  for  us;  and  love  is 
the  impelling  motive  back 
of  all  the  activities  of  the 
true  church. 

That  Jesus  exercised 
force  while  engaged  in  His 
ministry  here  is  clearly 
stated.  As  proof  of  this 
we  refer  to  the  following: 
(John  13:1-9).  In  this 
reference  we  have  Jesus 
establishing  in  the  church 
the  ordinance  of  feet  wash- 
ing, an  ordinance  which  He 
had  a  lav/ful  right  to  estab- 
lish. As  He  proceeded  with 
the  work,  "Peter  saith  unto 
Him,  Thou  shalt  never  wash 


my  feet,  Jesus  ansv/ered 
him,  if  I  wash  thee  not,  thou 
hast  no  part  with  Me."  Here 
we  have  the  disciple  resist- 
ing the  lawful  supremacy 
of  his  master.  It  v/as 
against  the  will  and  wishes 
of  Peter  for  Jesus  to  wash 
his  feet  and  he  rebelled 
against  it.  Now  Jesus  did 
not  compel  him.  through 
physical  force  to  submit, 
rather  he  left  it  optional 
with  him,  but  the  Savior  did 
definitely  give  him  to  under- 
stand what  would  be  re- 
quired of  him  to  have  part 
with  his  Savior.  Now  this 
is  one  m.ethod  of  exercising 
force.  It  vvas  not  because 
Jesus  hated  Peter  that  Pie 
m^ade  this  demand  of  him, 
rather  it  was  because  of 
I  His  love  for  His  disciples 
and  the  church  which  He 
was  establishing.  Jesus 
well  knew  for  Peter  to  per- 
sist in  this  stubborn  rebel- 
lious way  would  cause  him 
I  to  lose  his  soul  and  play 
!  havoc  with  the  church. 
j  Therefore  His  love  for  both 
{prompted  Jesus  to  use  this 
'method  of  exercising  force 
I  to  gain  the  desired  end. 
Note  the  result,  ''Simion 
Peter  saith  unto  Him,  Lord, 
not  my  feet  only,  but  also 
my  hands  and  head."  The 
method     used     by       Jesus 
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caused  Peter  to  see  himself 
and  he  promptly  humbled 
him.  self  and  submitted. 
This  was  force  properly 
used  and  it  proved  its 
worth. 

It  seems  since  the  earliest 
history  of  the  church  there 
has  been  those  in  the  church 
who  at  times  resisted  the 
direct  teachings  of  the 
gospel  and  lawful  authority 
of  the  church.  Because  of 
this  it  is  necessary  for  the 
church  to  take  action  for 
the  sake  of  the  individual 
and  the  welfare  of  the 
church.  In  cases  of  this 
kind  the  correct  procedure 
for  the  church  is  not  to  use 
physical  force  and  compel 
the  disobedient  to  submit 
but  simply  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  Jesus ;  clearly  state 
to  the  rebellious  one  what 
is  to  be  required  of  him  and 
leave  the  matter  optional 
with  the  individual.  Thus 
the  church  is  using  force  in 
a  legitimate  vray.  Action 
of  this  kind  causes  the 
offender  to  see  himself 
quicker  than  any  other  way 
and  in  most  cases  will  bring 
repentance  and  submission. 

It  appears  the  early 
church  leaders  proceeded 
in  this  way  for  their  in- 
struction is  on  this  manner, 
(II  Thes.  3:6,  Rom.  16:17, 


III  Tim.  3:1-3,    Eph.  5:11). 

I  In  these  passages  in  regard 
to  those  (in  the  church) 
who  vv'alk  disorderly,  those 
who  cause  offences  contrary 
I  to  sound  doctrine,  those 
I  who  participate  in  the  un- 
I  fruitful  works  of  darkness 
I  and  wickedness  of  these  last 
I  days,  indicating  rebelhon 
'  against  gospel  teachings 
and  lawful  authority  of  the 
church  the  loyal  are  com- 
manded to  withdraw  fellow- 
ship, have  no  fellowship, 
avoid  them,  from  such  turn 
away. 

This  instruction  is  in 
harmony  with  the  Lord's 
m.ethod  of  exercising  force 
in  cases  of  resistance  and 
rebellion.  For  the  church 
to  hold  in  membership  one 
who  rebels  against  gospel 
teachings  not  only  en- 
courages the  offender  in 
his  rebellious  way  but 
brings  disaster  upon  the 
church.  It  is  not  hatred 
that  prompts  discipline  but 
love  for  the  offender  and 
for  the  other  souls  in  the 
church.  That  professed 
Christendom  has  ceased  to 
use  her  legitimate  authority 
in  this  way  is  an  indication 
of  lack  of  concern  and  love 
for  her  membership. 

Then  again  we  have  an 
instance  where  Jesus  used 
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another  method  in  exercis- 
ing force  (John  2:15),  ''And 
when  He  had  made  a 
scourge  of  small  cords  He 
drove  them  all  out  of  the 
temple,  and  the  sheep,  and 
the  oxen;  and  poured  out 
the  changer's  money  and 
overthrew  the  tables/'  Here 
we  have  a  case  where  he 
used  physical  force  and 
cleansed  the  temple.  How- 
ever, there  apparently  was 
no  resistance  on  the  part  of 
the  offending  parties,  hence 
no  actual  combat.  Never- 
theless we  cannot  but  be- 
lieve that  the  Savior  used 
the  ''scourge  of  cords''  and 
the      offenders      felt    the 


effects  and  fled.  What 
Jesus  did  He  did  as  one 
having  authority  and  al- 
though at  times  His  author- 
ity was  questioned,  yet  His 
opposers  could  not  with- 
stand His  power.  The 
thing  that  promoted  this 
act  on  the  part  of  Jesus  was 
this :  the  temple  which  was 
intended  to  be  a  place  of 
prayer  and  worship  was 
polluted  with  merchandis- 
ing interests  in  connection 
with  their  ceremonial  wor- 
ship. The  whole  thing  was 
so  offensive  to  Jesus  that 
he  forcibly  expelled    them. 

That  there  are  times 
w^hen  the  church  must  re- 
sort to  this  method  of  force 
we  believe  is  clearly  given 
in  the  gospel.  Not  that  we 
should  make  a  scourge  of 
cords  and  inflict  physical 
punishment  on  folks  but 
that  the  church  should  use 
her  God  given  power  and 
authority  to  cleanse  herself 
and  put  to  flight  those  that 
would  merchandise  and  cor- 
rupt her. 

The  past  history  of  the 
church  reveals  to  us  the  fact 
that  Satan  has  continually 
been  trying  to  corrupt  the 
church  by  introducing  in- 
novations and  departures 
from  the  original  faith  and 
practice.     His     efforts     in 
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this  line  are  put  forth 
through  members  in  the 
church  who  allow  them- 
selves to  be  deceived  and 
operate  at  his  command. 
The  earty  church  had  this 
condition  to  deal  with  and 
they  evidently  used  this 
method  of  force  to  protect 
the  church  anci  cleanse  it. 
For  reference  along  this 
line  notice  the  folio  ,ving  (I 
Peter  5:9,  James  4:7).  In 
these  references  we  have 
warnings  about  how  Satan 
goes  about  doing  his  work 
and  the  instruction  is  to 
''resist"  him.  In  regard  to 
those  in  the  church  who  are 
wilful  sinners  and  puffed 
up  with  it,  the  instruction 
to  the  church  is  to  deliver 
such  an  one  into  Satan — put 
away  from  among  your- 
selves that  wicked  person. 
This  is  to  be  done  with  the 
''power  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ/'  Thus  the  church 
is  exercising  force  in  put- 
ting away  evil.  Evidently 
Paul  in  his  work  used  this 
force  (I  Cor.  4:18-21,  II 
Cor.  13.)  Here  he  threatens 
those  who  are  obstinate  and 
puffed  up,  warning  them  as 
to  what  He  will  do  if  He 
comes  and  they  do  not  re- 
pent; indicating  that  He 
would  use  ''sharpness"  and 
that  Re  would  not  "spare" 


and  that  He  would  do  this 
according  to  the  "power" 
that  the  Lord  had  given 
Him.  Thus  we  believe  t'.ie 
church  must  use  this 
method  of  force — the  God 
given  power  and  authority 
to  purge  herself  of  wicked- 
ness. 

Now  in  both  these  in- 
stances Jesus  exercised 
force  "within"  the  church. 
In  dealing  with  the  world 
His  methods  were  alto- 
gether different.  He  never 
compelled  anyone  to  live 
righteous,  but  Pie  "re- 
quired" righteousness  of  all 
those  who  would  follow 
Him. 

The  true  church  will  do 
likewise.  It  is  well  known 
that  most  church  bodies  do 
not  exercise  discipline,  in 
place  of  this  they  are  trying 
to  enforce  righteousness 
upon  the  world,  but  this  we 
will  try  to  notice  later.

"Be  not  deceived;  God  is 
not  mocked,  for  whatso- 
ever a  man  soweth,  that 
shall  he  also  reap."  (Gal. 
6:7).  Then  the  apostle 
Paul  tells  us  in  the  8th  verse 
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'Tor  he  that  soweth  to  his 
flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap 
corruption,  but  he  that 
sov/eth  to  the  spirit  shall  of 
the  spirit  reap  life  ever- 
lasting/' 

Dear  reader  the  purpose 
of  this  article  is  this,  first: 
we  are  all  of  us  sowing,  let 
us  be  careful  what  and  how 
we  sow.  Second:  too  many 
of  us  seem  to  think  that  we 
can  get  by  in  this  life  with 
what  we  are  sowing,  or  in 
other  words  go  through 
this  life  without  making 
right  some  of  the  wrongs 
we  may  have  done  our 
fellow  brother,  or  sister. 
We  are  simply  deceiving 
ourselves  and  forgetting 
that  God  is  not  mocked. 

Now  I  would  like  to  give 
a  fev/  illustrations  of  sow- 
ing. A  high  powered  car, 
racing  at  terrific  speed, 
came  plunging  down  the 
street  at  the  same  moment 
that  a  bright-eyed  little  girl 
was  attempting  to  cross. 
No  one  saw  what  happened, 
but  suddenly  there  rang  out 
above  the  din  of  the  street 
a  child's  cry  of  wild  terror, 
and  then  a  mangled  little 
form  lay  between  the  street 
car  rails.  Meanwhile  the 
big  green  car  disappeared. 
For  several  days  the  news- 
papers    were     filled     with 


stories  of  the  tragedy,  for 
the  Ittle  one  belonged  to  a 
well  known  family  of  the 
city. 

Editorials  were  written 
concerning  the  punishment 
that  was  due  a  hit-and-run 
driver.  The  police  searched 
in  vain  for  the  heartless 
person,  but  he  was  never 
found.  The  state  legisla- 
ture was  importuned  to  en- 
act stricter  and  more 
drastic  laws  dealing  with 
the  crime.  But  the  crime 
of  hit-and-run  is  an  old  one, 
and  far  more  common  than 
we  usually  think. 

There  was  that  white 
faced  little  one  tossing  upon 
her  little  bed  in  the  base- 
ment flat.  Plumbing  re- 
pairs were  expensive  and 
the  collection  of  rents  was 
not  easy  in  that  section  of 
the  city.  The  result  was 
that  only  the  very  poorest 
tenants  were  to  be  had  and 
the  property  and  the  ten- 
ants deteriorated  together. 
When  the  httle  one  was 
carried  out  in  her  cheap 
pine  coffin,  no  one  ever  in- 
quired as  to  who  her  killer 
was.  The  newspapers  did 
not  give  a  line  to  it,  but 
someone  was  responsible 
and  he  escaped ! 

Someone  in  the  sacred 
name  of     liberty,     printed 
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and  sold  a  malicious  maga- 
zine v/hich  fell  into  the 
hands  of  a  group  of  school 
boys.  Their  innocen.e  was 
befouled,  their  minds  per- 
verted and  their  souls 
stained  by  its  corrupt  pages 
and  they  went  to  their 
grave  carrying  the  scars, 
but  the  hit-and-run  driver 
wdio  published  the  magazine 
for  profit  was  never  caught. 
He  was  not  even    pursued. 

Someone  whispered  a 
slander  which  involved  one 
of  the  finest  men  of  our 
community.  No  one  took 
the  trouble  to  investigate 
the  facts  and  disprove  them, 
with  the  result  that  an 
innocent  citizen  was  struck 
down  in  the  midst  of  a 
promising  career,  but  the 
hit-and-run  attacker  was 
never  apprehended. 

The  problem  of  living 
would  be  vastly  simpler  if  it 
were  possible  to  make 
every  individual  assume 
responsibility  for  his  own 
driving,  but  a  vast  multi- 
tude of  drivers  escape  all 
penalty — at  least  all  penalty 
but  their  conscience. 

But  God  does  not  forget. 
Even  a  hit-and-run  driver 
cannot  hope  to  evade  him. 

Now  my  dear  reader  have 
you  ever  been  guilty  of  be- 
ing a  ''hit-and-run  driver?" 


Have  you  ever  been  guilty 
of  telling  something  on 
which  you  could  not  prove, 
possibly  you  couldn't  even 
tell  where  you  heard  it,  if 
you  were  taken  to  task  for 
it.  Let  us  remember  that 
even  if  we  are  never  taken 
to  task  for  what  we  say  or 
do  in  this  life,  that  God  will 
hold  us  accountable  in  the 
end.

Does  the  church  depend 
upon  education?  Yes,  and 
no,  (education  signifji^s  to 
impart  knowledge  to;  to 
cultivate  the  moral  or  intel- 
lectual faculties  of;  in- 
struct; ^  train)  (Universal 
Dictionary.)  All  persons 
should  have  a  common 
school  education  at  least, 
for  their  own  personal  good, 
that  they  may  not  be  taken 
advantage  of  by  evil  men. 

We  have  come  to  a  time 
when  men  are  advocating 
the  idea  that  persons  may 
educate  themselves  into  the 
favor  of  God,  and  eliminate 
the  cross,  and  by  moral  and 
intellectual  training  secure 
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salvation.  The  natural 
man  receiveth  not  the 
things  of  the  spirit  of  God; 
you  must  be  born  again, 
John  3 :5.  There  is  no  sav- 
ing merit  in  the  wisdom  of 
this  world,  (I  Cor.  1:19-21). 
For  it  is  written,  1  will  de- 
stroy the  wisdom  of  the  wise 
and  will  bring  to  nothing 
the  understanding  of  the 
l^rudent.  Where  is  the 
wise?  Where  is  the  scribe? 
Where  is  the  disputer  of  this 
world?  For  after  that  in 
the  wisdom  of  God,  the 
world  by  wisdom  knew  not 
God,  it  pleased  God  by  the 
foolishness  of  preaching  to 
save  them  that  believe. 
Christ's  church  is  not  built 
upon  human  wisdom,  (I  Cor. 
1:26-^1).  For  ye  see  your 
calling  brethren  how  that 
not  many  wise  men  after 
the  flesh,  not  many  mighty, 
not  many  noble,  are  called; 
for  God  hath  chosen  the 
foolish  things  of  the  world 
to  confound  the  wise,  and 
God  hath  chosen  the  weak 
things  of  the  world  to  con- 
found the  mighty.  But  of 
him  are  ye  in  Christ  Jesus, 
who  of  God  is  miade  unto  us 
v/isdom,  and  righteousness, 
and  sanctification,  and  re- 
demption, that  according  as 
it  is  written  he  that  glorieth 
let  him  glory  in  the     Lord. 


We  hear  it  emphasized  to- 
day that  the  great  need  of 
the  church  is  leadership, 
telling  us  what  great 
scholars  Moses  and  Elijah 
were  and  what  brilliant  in- 
tellects of  their  day.  God 
supplied  Moses  with  the 
message  to  deliver  to  the 
children  of  Isreal.  He  did  i 
not  learn  it  in  the  Egyptian  11 
school;  I  do  not  remember  | 
of  any  place  in  the  Bible 
w^here  God  has  placed 
emphasis  on  Moses  scholas- 
tic scholarship  qualifying 
him  for  leadership;  but  I 
read  this,  (Heb.  11:23-30), 
By  faith  Moses,  when  he 
was  come  to  years  refused 
to  be  called  the  son  of 
Pharaoh's  daughter;  choos- 
ing rather  to  suffer  afflic- 
tion with  the  people  of  God, 
than  to  enjoy  the  pleasure 
of  sin  for  a  season.  Esteem- 
ing the  reproach  of  Christ 
greater  riches  than  the 
treasures  of  Egypt;  for  he 
had  respect  unto  the  recom- 
pense of  reward,  Moses 
learned  to  honor  God  and 
His  people  from  his  mother 
who  was  a  slave  in  bondage, 
hired  to  raise  the  child. 

We  are  told  the  twelve 
apostles  had  the  finest  uni- 
versity course  with  which 
human  beings  were  ever 
favored,    for    three    years 
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with  the  great  teacher,  the 
son  of  the  living  God.   That 
is     certainly       misleading, 
(University  signifies  an  as- 
semblage of  colleges  or  in- 
corporated  institutions  for 
instruction     in       higher 
branches  of  art     and     em- 
powered to  confer  degrees 
m     several       arts.)        The 
aposles  never  went  to  such 
a  school,  (Acts  4:13).    Now 
when  they  saw  the  boldness 
of  Peter,  and  John  and  per- 
ceived that  they  were  un-i 
learned  and  ignorent  men,j 
they  marveled     and     took' 
knowledge  of     them     that' 
they  had  been  with    Jesus.  | 
The  apostles  were     with! 
Christ  during  His  minister-  j 
ial  work,  before     He     left 
they  were    commanded    to 
tarry  at     Jerusalem     until  | 
they     were     endued      with' 
power  from  on  high.     What  | 
the  church  needs  to  day  is 
spirit  filled  men  who     are 
willing  to  follow  Christ,  who 
are  willing  to  be  led  by  Him 
into  the     fullness     of     His 
gospel.     Jesus  says    follow 
Me  and  I  will  make  you  to 
become  fishers  of  men,    he 
that  followeth  Me  shall  not 
walk  in  darkness  but  shall 
have  the  light  of  life;  take 
My  yoke  upon  you  and  learn 
of  Me,     (James  1-5).       If 
any  of  you  lack  wisdom  let 


him  ask  of  God  that  giveth 
to  all  men  liberally  and  up- 
braideth  not  and  it  shall  be 
given  him.

We  ought 
to  be  glad  the  church  has 
enough  concern  for  us  to  try 
and  keep  us  lined  up  with 
the  gospel,  yes  dear  young 
mem.bers,  in  all  the  church 
asks  of  you,  they  have  your 
good  in  mind,  the  church 
asks  you  to  dress  plain  be- 
cause the  gospel  requires  it 
and  also  it  protects  you 
from  many  worldly  things. 
The  church  asks  you  to 
abstain  from  worldly 
amusements,  and  this  pro- 
tects you  from  many  temp- 
tations. To  any  young  or 
old  it  will  pay  you  if  you 
listen  to  the  church  in  all 
she  asks  of  you  in  any  of 
these  things.  We  all  ought 
to  be  interested  in  the  work 
of    the    church,    do      our 


utmost  to  help  keep  it  as 
clean  and  pure  as  we  can. 
This  vdll  make  our  Chris- 
tian life  a  joy  and  pleasure. 

Those  who  belong  to  the 
church  and  always  find 
fault,  think  the  church  is 
too  strict,  and  asks  too 
much,  too  particular  about 
where  we  go  and  how  we 
dress,  and  how  much  w^e 
mix  in  worldly  amusements 
and  entertainments — these 
folks  have  no  joy  and 
happiness  in  their  Christian 
life.  They  remind  us  of  a 
sheep  killing  dog,  that  slips 
around  shy  and  ashamed. 
The  above  church  people 
when  they  com.e  to  church 
they  are  shy  or  ashamed, 
they  shun  the  elder  or 
others  in  the  church,  be- 
cause they  know  they  have 
not  lived  up  to  the  ideals  of 
the  church  or  the  word  of 
God. 

Only  a  few  years  ago  in  a 
church  where  I  was  elder, 
there  was  a  young  brother 
v/ho  could  not  conduct  him- 
self right  at  church;  he 
thought  the  church  was 
radical,  he  did  things  which 
did  not  please  the  church 
and  finally  because  of  his 
conduct  he  was  expelled.  A 
few  months  ago  I  received  a 
letter  from  this  young  man, 
he  saw  the  folly  of  his  way 
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and  has  come  back  to  the 
church.  He  now  has  a 
different  view  of  the 
church,  and  says  the  church 
is  right  and  he  wants  to  do 
ail  he  can  to  help  Iveep  the 
church  pure. 

I  am  {Sure  the  church  to 
this  young  m.an  is  now  much 
different  from  what  it  was 
beiore.  I  hope  and  pray 
our  young  as  well  as  older 
ones  will  realize  our  con- 
ference and  the  church  in 
general  does  not  make  re- 
quirements of  you  to  place 
burdens  on  you,  but  to  pro- 
tect you  and  to  keep  the 
church  the  kind  of  a  body 
Jesus  wants  it  to  be.  We 
should  be  careful  when  we 
rebel  against  the  work  of 
conference,  or  refuse  to  do 
what  the  church  asks  of  us.

j      Our  exposition     of     the 
seven  requisites  which  con- 
Istitute  a  Perfect  Christian 
I  in  Part  I  was  not  intended 
jto    convey    the    idea    that 
'there  are  no     other    scrip- 
|tural  virtues  to    be    incor- 
1  porated  in  a  Christian's  life. 
Spiritual  perfection  does 
not    come,    in    its    fullest 
sense,    instantaneously,    to 
illustrate:  a  new  born  babe 
may  be  normal  and  perfect 
so  far  as  a  human  being  is 
concerned,  but  unless     the 
I  perfect  child  grows  and  de- 
velops mentally  and  physi- 
:  cally,  it  will  not  mature  into 
'the  lull  stature  of  manhood. 
Hence,  Paul  in  the  text  at 
I  tue  Head  of  this    article    is 
not  urging  us  to     stay     in 
I  childhood,  and  spend  all  of 
our    lives    in      the      first 
I  principles  of  faith,  repent- 
;ance  and  baptism,     but    is 
pleading  for  growth  and  de- 
velopment     in       all       the 
spiritual  virtues:  *'Let  us  go 
on  unto  perfection,"     "till 
we  all  come  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  the  knovv  ledge 
of  the  Son  of  God,    unto    a 
perfect     man,      unto      the 
measure  of  the    stature    of 
the     fullness     of     Christ." 
(Eph.  4:13.) 

Jesus  said,  '*Be  ye  there- 
fore 'perfect,'  even  as  your 
father  which  is  in  heaven  is 
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perfect/'  (Matt.  5:48).  And 
in  Hebrews  12  we  read, 
''Without  holiness  no  man 
shallsee  the  Lord.''  Now, 
in  view  of  these  imperative 
demands  for  perfection  and 
holiness,  it  stands  to  reason 
that  it  is  only  through  faith 
in  the  ''imputed  righteous- 
ness of  Christ"  that  man 
may  become  perfect  and 
holy.  Paul  could  well  say, 
"I  can  do  all  things  through 
Christ  which  strengtheneth 
me,"  (Phil.  4:13).  "For  it 
is  God  which  worketh  in  you 
both  to  will  and  to  do  of  His 
good  pleasure,    (Phil.2:13). 

It  is  therefore,  the  func- 
tioning of  the  spirit  of  God, 
in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  his 
people  that  enables  them  to 
attain  the  spiritual  perfec- 
tion and  holiness. 

The  solution  that  will 
clarify  the  subject  under 
consideration  is  found  in 
(IlCor.  8:12),  "For  if  there 
be  first  a  willing  mind,  it  is 
accepted  according  to  that 
a  man  hath,  and  not  accord- 
ing to  that  he  hath  not." 
Therefore  when  a  man  is 
willing,  submissive  and  can 
truthfully  say,  "Thou  art 
the  Potter,  I  am  the  clay, 
make  me  Lord,  what  Thou 
would  have  me  be,"  and  if 
he  is  sincere  and  has  an  in- 
tense longing  of  the  soul  for 


righteousness,  perfection 
and  holiness,  he  will  get  his 
reward.  For  "Blessed  are 
they  which  do  hunger  and 
thirst  after  righteousness; 
for  they  shall  be  filled," 
(Matt.  5:6).  And  being 
filled  with  the  grace  and 
spirit  of  God,  one  can  "go 
on  unto  perfection,"  by 
"adding  to  their  faith, 
virtue;  and  to  virtue, 
knowledge;  and  to  knowl- 
edge temperance;  and  to 
temperance,  patience;  and 
to  patience,  godhness;  and 
to  godliness,  brotherly  kind- 
ness; and  to  brotherly  kind- 
ness, charity.  For  if  these 
things  be  in  you,  and 
abound,  they  make  you  that 
ye  shall  neither  be  barren 
nor  unfruitful  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,"  (II  Peter  1:5-8). 

As  a  defensive,  one  needs 
to  be  clothed  with  the 
"whole  armiour  of  God,  that 
ye  may  be  able  to  stand 
against  the  wiles  of  the 
devil.  For  we  wrestle  not 
against  flesh  and  blood,  but 
against  principalities, 
against  powers,  against  the 
rulers  of  the  darkness  of 
this  world,  against  spiritual 
wickedness  in  high  places. 
Wherefore  take  unto  you 
the  whole  armour  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  with- 
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stand  in  the  evil  day,  and 
having  done  all,  to  stand. 
Stand  therefore,  having 
your  loins  girt  about  with 
truth,  and  having  on  the 
breast  plate  of  righteous- 
ness; and  your  feet  shod 
with  the  preparation  of  the 
gospel  of  peace;  above  all, 
taking  the  shield  of  faith, 
wherewith  ye  shall  be  able 
to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts 
of  the  wicked.  And  take 
the  helmet  of  salvation  and 
the  sword  of  the  spirit, 
w^hich  is  the  word  of  God," 
(Eph  6:11-17).  Thus 
equipped  and  qualified,  one 
is  ready  to  press  on  toward 
the  goal  for  the  prize  of  per- 
fection in  Christ  Jesus,  sur- 
mounting every  obstacle 
and  discomfitting  every  foe 
and  combatting  and  over- 
coming ''the  lust  of  the 
flesh,  and  the  lust  of  the 
eyes,  and  the  pride  of  life," 
(I  Jno.  2:16)  and  every 
carnality  that  soils  the  soul. 

Thank  God  and  praise 
His  holy  name,  that  ''per- 
fection is  possible"  for  those 
who  have  ''been  crucified 
with  Christ,"  and  "the 
world  is  crucified  unto 
them,"  and  whose  lives  are 
hid  with  Christ  in  God,  (Col. 
3:3). 

And  as  Abraham  was 
justified      through       faith, 


verified  by  his  works,  and  it 
was  "counted"  and  imputed 
unto  him  for  righteousness ; 
and  he  was  called  the  friend 
of  God,  (Jas.  2:23),  in  like 
manner,  those  who     accept 
Christ  in  genuine  faith     in 
I  His     divinity       and       His 
i  vicarious    atonement    that 
iwe  might     stand     justified 
I  and  made  perfect    in    His 
j  righteousness.  "For  by  grace 
iare  3'e  saved  through  faith, 
'and  that  not  of  yourselves; 
it  is  the  gift  of  God;  not  of 
works,  lest  any  man  should 
boast.     For     we     are     His 
workmanship,     created     in 
Christ    Jesus    unto      good 
works,  which  God  hath  be- 
fore     ordained      that    we 
should  walk  in  them."  (Eph. 
2:8-10.) 

Peter  says,  "If  the  right- 
eous scarcely  be  saved, 
where  shall  the  ungodly 
and  the  sinner  appear?" 
(I  Peter  4:18.)  This  text 
verifies  the  fact  "that  the 
I  man  of  God  may  be  'perfect,' 
I  thoroughly  furnished  unto 
all  good  works."  (II  Peter 
3:17.) 

Therefore  it  should  be 
seriously  considered  that  by 
I  virtue  of  divine  authority, 
holiness  and  perfection  are 
both  essential  and  indispen- 
sable in  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion.

I  The  Bible  is  not  a  book 
'of  political  maxims  or 
theories  at  all.  It  is  a  book 
of  living  principles.  Its 
spirit  is  the  spirit  of 
brotherliness  and  good  will. 
It  is  a  summons  to  helpful- 
ness, ''Bear  ye  one  another's 
burdens."  It  is  a  summons 
also  to  self-respecting  in- 
dependence :  "Let  every 
man  bear  his  own  burden." 

It  teaches  charity,  but 
also  justice.  It  calls  us  to 
the  giving  and  serving 
which  the  strong  owe  to  the 
weak,  and  those  who  have 
to  those  who  lack;  but  it 
also  strikes  straight  and 
clear  at  the  moral  defects 
in  individuals  which  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  large  part 
of  the  poverty  and  suffer- 
ing of  the  world;  and  also  at 
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the  moral  and  economic  de- 
fects in  society,  in  business 
relations,  and  in  the  distri- 
bution of  the  common  re- 
sources of  the  world,  which 
are  responsible  for  the  re- 
maining part. 

Christ  is  the  only  hope  of 
individuals  and  society.  And 
the  Bible  is  the  only  book 
which  tells  His  story.  It 
alone  preserves  His  words, 
which  are  spirit  and  life.  It 
alone  records  His  deeds  by 
which  He  saved  the  world 
and  would  save  it  now  if  we 
would  obey  Him. 

The  best  thing  men  can 
do  is  to  spread  the  Bible 
and  to  get  it  read  and 
obeyed.  This  would  be  the 
end  of  hard  times,  of 
poverty,  of  unemployment, 
of  injustice,  or  wrong,  or 
war. 

The  last  place  to  econom- 
ize is  in  our  gifts  to  spread 
over  America  and  the  whole 
world  the  gospel  and  the 
book  which  contains  it.

THE  C IIT  RCH  OF  CHRIST 
AND  rOLITICS 


Of  late  years  it  seems 
there  has  been  a  marked 
change  of  sentiment  in  pro- 
fessing Christendom  as  to 
what  relationship  should 
exist  between  church  and 
state.  This  change  of  senti- 
ment has  resulted  in  a  dif- 
ferent attitude  toward  and 
relationship  with  the  politi- 
cal government.  This  de- 
viation is  in  keeping  with 
the  general  trend  of  the 
church  at  large  in  its 
gradual  decline. 

In  speaking  of  politics  we 
have  reference  to  the  art 
of  government  or  the  ad- 
ministration of  public 
affairs.  That  there  must 
be  a  system  of  government 
for  the  general  welfare  of 
humanity  we  do  not  ques- 
tion. Although  there  are 
different  forms  and  natures 
of  government,  the  primary 


purpose  is  to  have  a  supreme 
power  whose  duty  it  is    to 
enact  rules  or  laws  for  the 
regulation  of  those  under  its 
jurisdiction  and  to  see  that 
I  these    laws    are    enforced. 
I  Thus  human    conduct    can 
I  be  controlled  and  regulated 
i  to  a  large  extent  to  the  good 
I  of       all     concerned.       The 
I  thoughts  we  have  in    mind 
I  mainly  are:     1st,  What  re- 
lationship should  exist  be- 
tween church  and     state? 
2nd,  In  what  do  they  have 
a  common     interest?     3rd, 
Should  the  church  take  part 
in       establishing     political 
government  or  the  adminis- 
tration of  public  affairs? 

As  in  all  other  matters  the 
only  safe  method  of  deter- 
mining these  answers  is  to 
take  heed  to  the  example 
and  instruction  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Head  of 
the  true  church. 

For  information  on  the 
first  question  we  turn  to  the 
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following  scriptural  refer-- 1 
ence  (John   18:36),   ''Jesus : 
answered,  My    kingdom    is| 
not  of  this    world.''    With-| 
out     question     Jesus     had! 
reference     to     the     church  j 
when  he  spoke  this,  and  he| 
definitely  states,  it    is    notj 
"of  this  world;  as  farther! 
evidence     along    this     linej 
Jesus  at  one  time  stated  inj 
speaking  of    his     disciples 
(the  church),  'They  are  not 
of  the  world,  even  as  I  am 
not  of  the    world,''     (John 
17:16).     This     should     be 
evidence  enough     to     con- 
vince us  of  the  fact  that  the 
true  church  is  not  "of"  this 
world. 

Now  political  government 
is  "of"  this  world,  it  cannot 
be  otherwise.  If  all  men 
would  be  in  the  true  church 
of  Christ  there  would  be  no 
need  of  "political  govern- 
ment." This  fact  is  self- 
evident.  The  true  church 
has  government  of  its  own. 
As  long  as  there  are  those  in 
the  human  family  not  will- 
ing to  be  governed  by  the 
will  of  God  as  given  in  the 
gospel,  there  must  needs  be 
political  government;  and 
as  long  as  these  two  powers 
exist  (church  and  state) 
there  will  be  a  relationship 
of  some  nature  existing  be- 
tween the  two.     Returning 


to  our  example,  Christ,  we 
notice  that  He  recognized 
political  government, 
"Render  therefore  unto 
Caesar  the  things  that  are 
Caesar's."  He  was  a  "law 
abiding  citizen."  When 
brought  before  the  governor 
for  trial  Pilate  asked  his 
accusers,  "What  evil  hath 
he  done?"  After  hearing 
the  case  he  declared  Jesus 
to  be  an  innocent  man, 
(Matt.  27).  He  also  paid 
tribute  money,  (Matt. 
17:24-27).  We  find  no 
evidence  in  the  scriptures  of 
any  conflict  between  Christ 
and  the  political  govern- 
ment of  His  day,  neither  do 
we  find  evidences  of  any  co- 
operation between  the  two. 
Each  carried  on  their  work 
separately,  with  no  alliances 
between  the  tvv^o. 

In  answer  to  the  second 
question,  we  notice  there  is 
one  thing  in  which  both 
church  and  state  have  a 
common  interest — the  wel- 
fare of  the  human  family. 
In  this  common  interest 
they  cannot  legitimately  be 
workers  together  and  main- 
tain their  integrity.  Neither 
can  the  one  work  through 
the  other  to  accomplish  their 
designed  mission — t  heir 
methods  of  procedure  and 
work  are  altogether  differ- 
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ent.  The  state  seeks  to 
better  tlie  conditions  of  the 
human  family  through 
'^legislation"  which  requires 
violence  and  punishment  of 
evildoers.  God  has  so 
ordained  that,  "Let  every 
soul  be  subject  unto  the 
higher  powers.  For  there 
is  no  power  but  of  God. 
The  powers  that  be  are 
ordained  of  God.  Whoso- 
ever therefore  resisteth  the 
power,  resisteth  the  ordin- 
ance of  God;  and  they  that 
resist  shall  receive  to  them- 
selves damnation.  For 
rulers  are  not  a  terror  to 
good  works,  but  to  the  evil. 
Wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid 
of  the  power?  Do  that 
which  is  good,  and  thou 
shalt  have  praise  of  the 
same ;  for  he  is  a  minister  of 
God  to  thee  for  good.  But 
if  thou  do  that  which  is 
evil,  be  afraid;  for  he 
beareth  not  the  sword  in 
vain;  for  he  is  the  minister 
of  God,  a  revenger  to  ex- 
ecute wrath  upon  him  that 
d  0  e  t  h  evil."  (Romans 
13:1-4). 

While  the  mission  of  the 
church  is  to  declare  the 
gospel  of  the  Lord  and 
Savior  Jesus  Christ  which 
brings  remission  of  sins  and 
regeneration  to  all  who 
willingly  accept  in  faith  be- 


lieving, and  God  has  so 
ordained  this.  (Matt.  28:19- 
20)   (Acts  10:42-42). 

The  state  strives  to  pre- 
vent evil  doing  forcibly  by 
punishing  evildoers — the 
church  uses  her  energy  in 
converting  wicked  men 
through  the  power  of  God 
which  causes  them  to  wil- 
fully cease  doing  evil  and 
live  righteously. 

In  regard  to  the  third 
question,  we  fail  to  find 
anywhere  in  the  scriptures 
where  Jesus  took  any  part 
wha,tever  in  political  affairs, 
either  in  helping  estabHsh 
political  government  or  the 
administration  of  public 
affairs.  We  do  find  one 
reference  where  a  certain 
man  desired  Him  to  speak 
to  his  brother  that  he  might 
divide  the  inheritance  with 
him.  Jesus  declared,  *'Man, 
who  made  Me  a  judge  or  a 
divider  over  you?"  (Luke 
12:13)  As  much  as  to  say 
He  had  nothing  to  do  with 
such  matters.  Neither  do 
we  find  any  record  where 
Jesus  attempted  to  accom- 
plish His  work  through  the 
state  by  legislation.  Dare 
the  church  proceed  other- 
wise than  her  Lord  and 
Master?  We  believe  if 
Jesus  had  intended  for  the 
church  to     work     through 
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political  government  He 
would  have  started  it  out  in 
that  way. 

From  this  brief  consid- 
eration of  our  exampl'e, 
Christ,  on  these  matters  it- 
appears  that  the  true  church 
of  Christ  should  recognize 
political  government  of 
whatever  form  or  nature  it 
may  be.  We  should  respect 
its  rules  and  regulations, 
pay  taxes  and  in  every  way 
be  peaceable  law  abiding 
citizens.  'Tor  this  cause 
pay  ye  tribute  also ;  for  they 
are  God's  ministers,  attend- 
ing continually  upon  this 
very  thing.  Render  there- 
fore    to     all     their     dues; 


tribute  to  whom  tribute  is 
due;  custom  to  whom  cus- 
tom; fear  to  whom  fear; 
honor  to  whom  honor." 
(Rom.  13:6-7.) 

''Submit  yourselves  to 
every  ordinance  of  man  for 
the  Lord's  sake;  whether  it 
be  to  the  king  as  supreme; 
or  unto  governors,  as  unto 
them  that  are  sent  by  him 
for  the  punishment  of  evil- 
doers, and  for  the  praise  of 
them  that  do  well.''  (I  Peter 
2:13-14.)  We  should  also 
pray  for  our  government. 
"I  exhort  therefore,  that, 
first  of  all,  supplications, 
prayer,  intercessions,  and 
giving  of  thanks,  be  made 
for  all  men;  for  kings,  and 
for  all  that  are  in  authority ; 
that  we  may  lead  a  quiet 
and  peaceable  life  in  all 
godliness  and  honesty."  (I 
Tm.  2:1-2.)  These  points 
seem  to  cover  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of 
Christian  people  toward  the 
political  government  under 
which  they  may  be  living, 
according  to  the  scriptures. 
We  are  well  aware  of  the 
fact  that  this  doctrine  on 
the  m.atter  in  question  is 
contrary  to  the  prevailing 
idea  and  practice  in  the 
professing  Christian  church ; 
nowever  there  is  a  reason 
for  this.     The  worldly  edu- 
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cated  leaders  (modernists) 
of  professing'  Christendom 
who  are  largely  responsible 
for  the  apostate  conditions 
of  so  called  Christian 
churches  have  advocated 
these  spurious  ideas  with 
such  sm.ooth  fair  speech, 
great  sv^/'elling  words  of 
vanity  and  deceptive  argu- 
ments that  the  laiety  has 
largely  been  deceived.  One 
of  the  arguments  used  by 
these  deluded  leaders  in 
advocating  participation  in 
politics  by  the  church  is  this : 
In  order  to  have  ''good'' 
government  we  must  elect 
Christian  men  as  legislators 
and  office  holders,  leaving 
the  impression  that  one  of 
the  features  of  the  church 
in  her  mission  is  to  main- 
tain the  government  of 
state.  This  is  absurd.  We 
fail  to  find  anything  either 
in  example  of  Christ  and 
the  apostles  or  the  written 
gospel  to  sustain  such  a 
theory.  It  simply  means 
this:  usurption  of  the 
power  and  functions  of  the 
state  by  the  church;  thus 
the  church  v/ould  be  en- 
forcing righteousness  upon 
the  people  over  which  it  has 
no  legitimate  jurisdiction. 
Is  it  consistent  with  the 
principles  of  Christ  that  a 
Christian  man  use  violence 


in  punishing  evil  doers  as 
officials  of  the  state  are  re- 
quired to  do?  Nay  verily! 
Again  they  tell  us  if  Chris- 
tian people  do  not  go  to  the 
polls  and  vote  and  make 
good  government  that  our 
political  government  will 
go  to  pieces;  as  much  as  to 
say  that  the  power  of  God 
is  not  able  to  sustain  the 
government  of  state.  If 
Christian  people  fulfill  their 
mission  faithfully,  God  Him- 
self will  see  to  it  that  gov- 
ernment in  the  state  will  be 
provided.     (Rom.  13.) 

The  Protestant  church  in 
the  past  condemned  Catho- 
licism for  its  domination  of 
state  and  yet  they  are  ad- 
vocating and  attempting 
the  very  same  thing.  Usurp- 
tion of  the  authority  of  the 
state  by  the  church  is  one  of 
the  things  that  has  caused 
unconverted  m.en  to  lose 
faith  in  Christianity.  The 
purpose  of  the  church  in 
going  into  politics  was  to 
''clean  up''  the  government 
and  improve  it  and  for  the 
past  quarter  of  a  century 
great  effort  has  been  put 
forth  in  this  line.  The  in- 
creased crookedness,  cor- 
ruption and  lawlessness 
that  has  resulted  speak  un- 
mistakenly  as  to  the  success 
of  the  work.     The  so  called 
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Christian  church  would  do 
well  to  clean  up  the  ungod- 
liness and  corruption  exist- 
ing in  its  own  body.  If  it 
would  do  this  and  in  place 
of  trying  to  mantain  politi- 
cal government  and  enforce 
righteousness  upon  those 
without,  she  would  use  her 
authority  in  maintaining 
government  and  exercise 
discipline  over  those  within 
so  they  live  as  the  gospel 
teaches  it  would  then  com- 
mand the  respect  of  those 
without  and  be  a  power  in 
the  world  to  the  saving  of 
souls. 

The  mission  of  the  true 
church  of  Christ  is  to  ''teach 
and  exemplify"  righteous- 
ness in  all  nations,  not  to 
''legislate  and  force''  right- 
eousness upon  them.

LIGHT    AXD    DAKKXESS 

OR  CHURCH    VXD  THE 

WORLD

"And  there  was  thick 
darkness  in  all  the  land  of 
Egypt  three  days;  they  saw 
not  one  another,  neither  rose 
any  from  his  place  for  three 
days;  but  the  children  of 
Israel  had  light     in     their 
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dwellings."  (Ex.  10:22-23.) 

Nothing  effects  one  so 
much  as  contrast.  There  is 
much  presented  to  us  in  this 
form.  In  this  way  we  are 
deeply  struck  with  the  con- 
dition of  our  first  parents, 
before  and  after  the  fall  in 
the  enjoyment  and  loss  of 
Paradise. 

Thus  too,  the  different 
characters  of  the  righteous 
and  the  wicked  are  more 
striking  in  Cain  and  Abel — 
one  a  murderer  and  the 
other  a  mart3T.  One  a  child 
of  Beelzebub  and  the  other 
one  an  heir  of  glory. 

The  contrast  in  Jacob  and 
Esau — one  engaged  in 
pleasure  of  hunting,  the 
other  seeking  the  favor  and 
blessing  of  God. 

Sometim.es  this  contrast 
was  seen  in  a  larger  scale. 
For  instance,  look  at  the 
families  of  Noah  and  his 
sons,  and  the  whole  world — 
the  one  floating  safely  on 
the  billows  of  the  flood, 
which  involved  the  others  in 
utter  ruin. 

Our  text  leads  us  to  con- 
sider one  of  these  striking 
contrasts.  The  ninth  plague 
is  now  afflicting  the  land  of 
Egypt.  Thick  darkness  is 
covering  the  whole  land; 
horror  is  filling  the  minds 
of  the  Egyptians.     But    at 


this  very  time  the  children 
of  Israel  had  light  in  the'r 
dwellings.  In  this,  God 
made  a  miraculous  and 
striking  difference,  and  in 
this  we  have  presented  be- 
fore us  the  contrast  be- 
tween the  world  and  the 
church.  Or  perhaps,  more 
strictly  speaking,  between 
the  carnal  and  the  renewed 
heart. 

We  want  to  confine  our- 
selves to  this  contrast  as  ex- 
isting between  the  world 
and  the  church.  Egypt  in 
its  darkness  was  a  type  of 
the  world.  It  was  also  in 
other  particulars.  In  its 
tyrannical  dominion,  as  well 
as  in  diversified  idolatry, 
but  in  particular  in  the 
darkness  which  enshrouded 
it. 

We  mean  by  the  world, 
all  responsible  beings  who 
are  living  without  the  fear 
of  God,  and  are  strangers 
to  saving  grace.  They  may 
greatly  differ  from  each 
other.  But  those  who  con- 
stitute what  in  scripture  is 
signified  by  the  world,  re- 
semble each  other  in  this — 
they  are  under  the  dominion 
of  Satan  and  not  the  ser- 
vants of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Now  each  such  individual 
is  a  child  of  the  world,  and 
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the  whole  in  their  collective 
capacity  are  in  darkness. 

Darkness  is  an  emblem  of 
ignorance  and  error,  and  the 
world  is  involved  in  these; 
wise  as  it  regards  literature 
and  science;  but  with  re- 
spect to  God,  their  souls' 
salvation  and  the  religion 
of  Jesus  Christ,  the^^  are  in 
darkness.  Paul  says,  ''God 
hath  delivered  us  from  the 
power  of  darkness  and  hath 
translated  us  into  the  king- 
dom of  His  dear  Son,''  (Col 
1-13).  ''He  that  walketh 
in  darkness  knoweth  not 
whither  he  goeth."  Their 
understanding  is  blind  and 
their  judgments  perverted. 

Darkness  is  an  emblem  of 
guilt,  and  the  world  is  in- 
volved in  this.  Sin  is  the 
work  of  darkness,  and  the 
whole  world  is  guilty  be- 
fore God.  "And  this  is  the 
condemnation — that  light 
is  come  into  the  world,  and 
men  loved  darkness  rather 
than  light,  because  their 
deeds  were  evil."  (Jno. 
3:19.) 

Darkness  is  the  emblem 
of  misery,  and  in  this  the 
world  is  involved.  The 
misery  of  the  people  of  the 
world  arises  from  three 
things :  from  the  accusation 
of  guilt,  the  cause  of  their 
condemnation  as  a  fever,  it 


burns  up  their  spirit,  and 
this  feeling  they  cannot  ex- 
tinguish. 

Second,  from  the  unsatis- 
f3;ing  of  their  portion.  They 
want  happiness,  but  cannot 
find  it.  Their  seeking  and 
striving  is  like  drinking 
ocean  water — it  adds  to 
their  thirst,  or  sinks  into 
wretchedness  as  the 
prodigal,  and  have  not  even 
husks  to  eat. 

Third,  from  the  gloomy 
fears  as  to  the  future.  Bad 
as  the  portion  of  the  world 
is,  it  is  their  best;  it  is  their 
good  things,  but  it  cannot 
be  retained.  Things  that 
are  seen  are  tem.poral,  age 
advances,  death  intervenes, 
the  grave  opens  and  then 
there  is  the  unkonwn,  the 
judgment,  eternity,  and 
they  have  no  light,  no  hope. 
Is  this  not  enough  to  ac- 
count for  the  misery  of  the 
sinner? 

The  Israelites,  with  light 
in  their  dwellings,  were  a 
type  of  the  church.  Who 
constitute  the  church?  The 
spiritual  seed  of  Abraham. 
Those  who  are  born,  not  of 
blood,  nor  of  the  v/ill  of  the 
flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man, 
but  of  God.  Separated  from 
the  world  and  spiritual 
followers  of  the  master, 
they  are  in  the    world    as 
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Israel  was  in  Eg^^ot.  But 
they  are  distinct  and  sepa- 
rate from  it.  They  are  the 
light  of  saving  knowledge. 
They  may  be  far  inferior  to 
the  world  in  rank,  wealth 
and  learning,  but  they  pos- 
sess the  true  knowledge  of 
God  and  His  son.  Paul 
counted  all  things,  but  loss 
for  the  excellency  of  the 
knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus. 
(Phil.  3 :8)  They  know  Him 
as  the  true  Messiah.  They 
know  him  experimentally, 
in  His  power  to  save.  ''One 
thing  I  know,  that  whereas 
I  was  blind,  now  I  see." 
Once  they  were  in  darkness, 
now  they  are  in  the  light; 
delivered  from  the  power  of 
darkness  and  translated 
into  the  kingdom  of  God's 
dear  Son.  They  have  hght 
of  the  divine  approbation. 
How  glorious  to  have  the 
assurance  that  we  are  in  a 
saved  condition;  to  know 
that  we  are  born  of  God  and 
know  His  voice ;  to  know  the 
love  of  Christ  which  passeth 
knowledge!  'Therefore,  be- 
ing justifed  by  faith,  we 
have  peace  with  God 
through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.'^  (Rom.  5:1)  They 
wear  the  robe  of  white, 
washed  in  His  blood.

There  are  many  professed 
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Christians  today,  and  even 
ministers,  who  belong  to 
some  secret  society,  and 
there  is  where  the  Devil  gets 
his  work  in,  for  if  the  pastor 
can  belong  to  them  and  be 
a  Christian,  the  laiety  may 
say,  "If  our  pastor  can  be- 
long, then  it  is  no  harm  for 
us  to!^'  Secret  societies 
must  be  either  Christian, 
non-chrstian,  or  anti-chris- 
tian.  They  must  be  classed 
somie  way,  but  where  to  class 
them  is  what  puzzles  many, 
even  some  professed  Chris- 
tians of  long  standing.  The 
purpose  of  this  article  is  to 
turn  the  light  of  God's  w^ord 
on  secretism  in  general, 
rather  than  the  expression 
of  any  opinion.  Opinions 
of  men  amount  to  but  little, 
but  when  God  speaks  by  His 
infallible  word,  no  wise  per- 
son will  turn  a  deaf  ear,  for 
''He  that  is  of  God  heareth 
God's  word.''  And  the 
following  thoughts  are  in- 
tended for  such.  Bear  in 
mind  that  what  is  said  is  of 
the  institutions  of  secret- 
ism, and  not  of  individual 
members  who  may  be  more 
or  less  deluded,  for  my  heart 
goes  out  in  love  and  sym- 
pathy to  such,  for  we  have 
many  good  friends  who  be- 
long to  these  ungodly  in- 
stitutions ;  and  we  pray  God 


that  this  message  may  en- 
able all  who  claim  to  be  His 
children,  who  are  now^  en- 
tangled in  them,  may  get 
complete  deli\erance. 

"We  WTestle  not  against 
flesh  and  blood,  but  against 
principalities,  against 
powers,  against  rulers  of  the 
darkness  of  this  world, 
against  spiritual  wicked- 
ness in  high  places."  (Eph. 
6:12.)^  Most  all  secret 
societies  are  alike  in 
foundation-principle,  dif- 
fering vastly  in  superstruc- 
ture and  apparent  aims  and 
purposes;  ranging  from  the 
avowed  enemies  of  society 
and  God,  to  those  whose 
ostensible  purpose  is  to  help 
or  assist  man,  society,  and 
God — ^the  latter  being  more 
dangerous  to  the  Christian 
professor,  because  more  at- 
tractive to  him. 

We  shall  therefore  con- 
sider the  secret  societies 
which  require  a  belief  in 
the  Deity  as  essential  to 
membership,  and  who  have 
a  form  of  so-called  worship 
and  prayer,  as  being  a  part 
of  one  great  system,  though 
independent  of  each  other, 
and  all  subject  to  one  great 
federal  headship,  or 
"Deity." 

Though  the  names  of 
some  societies    are    herein 
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mentioned  it  is  not  because 
they  are  special  objects  of 
attack,  or  worse  than 
others,  but  because  the}^  are 
the  parents  from  which  the 
whole  brood  have  sprung, 
and  the  children  have  cer- 
tainly Aped  the  iniquities 
of  the  parents. 

In  1897  there  were  over 
six  millions  of  oath-bound 
people  in  the  United  States, 
and  since  that  date  they 
have  greatly  multiplied, 
especially  in  women's 
lodges,  so  that  a  conserva- 
tive estimate  would  now  be 
from  twelve  to  fifteen  mil- 
lion members.  Ihey  stand 
as  a  povver  in  political,  busi- 
ness, social  and  religious 
life  in  the  United  States. 
They  .affect  politics, 
courts  of  justice,  and  in  a 
degree  dicate  utterances  of 
the  pulpit.  The  question, 
then,  which  confronts  the 
man  or  woman  who  would 
be  a  Christian  is  this:  ''Are 
secret  societies  Christian, 
non-christian  or  anti-chris- 
tian  institutions?"  Upon 
the  determination  of  this 
question  hinges  his  relation- 
ship to  them.  If  they  were 
Christian,  organized  and 
carried  on  for  Christ's 
glory  and  salvation  of  souls, 
then  there  would  not  be  any 
harm  in  them,     but     every 


Christian  should  deem  it  his 
sacred  duty  to  help  them 
along  as  much  as  possible. 
But  if  they  are  anti-Chris- 
tian, then  plainly  the  Chris- 
tian should  have  nothing  to 
do  with  them.  If  already 
joined  to  them,  in  ignorance 
of  their  real  character,  he 
should  at  once  obey  the 
word  of  God  and  ''Come  out 
from  among  them''  and 
"Have  no  fellowship  with 
the  unfruitful  works  of 
darkness,  but  rather  re- 
prove them."  (Eph.  5:11) 
There  can  be  no  middle 
ground — no  united  service 
of  God  and  Mammon.  Jesus 
said,  "He  that  is  not  with 
Me  is  against  Me,  and  he 
that  gathereth  not  with 
Me  scattereth  abroad." 
(Matt.  12:30.) 

We  take  the  broad  ground 
that  secretism  is  not  only 
non-Christian,  but  that  it 
is  anti-Christian,  and  sub- 
mit to  the  reader  three  lines 
of  proof  to  this  effect,  viz. 
(1)  By  their  own  public 
declarations.  (2)  By  the 
word  of  God.  (3)  By  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them. 
P'irst,  by  their  own  declara- 
tions: "Out  of  thine  own 
mouth  will  I  judge  thee." 
(Luke  19:22.)  No  secret 
organization  claims  to  be 
Christian,  though  many    of 
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them  do  claim  to  be  re- 
ligious. Even  Satan  may 
affect  religion,  but  is  none 
the  less  anti-Christian.  We 
know  of  no  secret  society 
that  owns  Jesus  Christ  as 
the  Head  and  Center  of 
their  institution.  We  know 
of  none  that  makes  genuine 
belief  in  Him.,  and  the  doc- 
trine of  the  cross,  a  neces- 
sary requirement  to  mem- 
bership. We  know  of  none 
that  requires  a  public  decla- 
ration of  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  as  God's  Son,  and  His 
work  of  redemption  for 
them  as  a  condition  to  mem- 
bership in  the  order.  We 
know  of  none  that  holds  as 
a  fundamental  tenet  that 
He  is  the  only  way,  the  truth 
and  the  life,  and  that  no 
man  can  come  to  God  inde- 
pendently of  Him.  If  there 
are  such,  they  certainly  are 
not  included  in  the  class 
here  dealt  with. 

Christians  are  those  who 
belong  to  Christ,  and  be- 
cause they  belong  to  Him 
they  follow  Him.  ''My 
sheep  hear  My  voice,''  He 
said,  ''I  know  them,  and 
they  follow  Me;  and  I  give 
unto  them  eternal  life,  and 
they  shall  never  perish, 
neither  shall  any  man  pluck 
them  out  of  My  hand." 
(John  10:27-28.) 


The  first  evidence  is,  they 
do  not  claim  to  be  Christian^ 
though  they  mostly  claim  to 
be  religious.  They  recognize 
a  deity  w^hom  they  approach 
in  prayer,  have  a  form  of 
worship,  have  teachings  of 
morality  for  this  life,  a  hope 
for  the  life  beyond  and  a 
burial  service,  but  all  this 
wholly  independent  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Christ  is  excluded^ 
and  the  blood  of  the  coven- 
ant whereby  the  believer  in 
Him  ''is  sanctified"  (Heb. 
10:28-29)  is  accounted  as 
an  "unholy  thing." 

This  is  the  practice,  if  not 
in  so  many  words,  and  the 
order  forbids  the  mention 
of  Christ's  name  in  any  of 
their  lodge  work  or  prayers 
as  unlawful.  Novv^  my  dear 
reader,  this  is  only  the  first 
part  of  this  article  on  this 
subject,  and  w^e  trust  all 
who  may  read  this,  may 
be  warned  to  keep  out  of 
these  ungodly  institutions.

full  of  wounds,  bruises,  and, 
putrifying  sores,  (Isa.  1:6). | 
the  more  we  must  con-^ 
elude,  the  salt  is  getting;

ing  fewer.  The  doctrine  of 
the  gospel  is  as  salt,  it  is 
relishing  and  preserves  from' 
putrefaction  so  to  speak;  it'

reaches  the  heart,  (Acts 
2:37). 

The  Lord's  covenant  with, 
Aaron  is  called  a  covenant 
of  salt,  (Num.  18:19).  Salt 
as  required  in  all  the  sacri-| 
fices,  (Lev.  2:13),  and  in 
E'/ekiel's  mvstical  temple, 
(Ezek.  43:24).  1

the  doctrine  of  the  gospel,  |

'     teach  it  to  others,  were  as' 


salt.  So  we  as  Christians 
in  this  age  must  be  seasoned 
with  the  gospel,  with  the 
salt  of  grace;  thoughts  and 
affections,  words  and 
action,  all  seasoned  with 
grace,  (Col.  4:6).  Have 
salt  in  yourselves,  else  you 
cannot  diffuse  it  among 
others,  (Mark  9:50). 

What  a  great  blessing 
true  Christians  are  to  the 
world.  Mankind,  lying  in 
ignorance  and  wickedness, 
is  a  vast  heap  of  unsavory 
stuff,  ready  to  putrify;  and 
as  Christ  sent  forth  His 
disciples  in  those  days,  so 
He  intends  His  true 
followers  in  this  dark  age 
to  season  with  knowledge 
and  grace,  (those  who  really 
rehsh  divine  things)  by 
their  lives  and  conduct  as 
well  as  the  doctrine  which 
the  true  Christian  will  pos- 
sess. If  we  as  Christians, 
who  should  season  others, 
are  ourselves  unsavory,  void 
of  spiritual  life  and  vigor, 
our  condition  is  very  sad. 
P'or,  (1)  if  such  salt  is  irre- 
coverable, wherewith  shall 
it  be  salted?  Salt  is  a  remedy 
for  unsavory  meat,  but 
there  is  no  remedy  for  un- 
savory salt.  If  a  person 
can  take  up  and  continue 
the  profession  of  Christian- 
ity, and  yet     remain     flat, 
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foolish,  graceless,  and  in- 
sipid, no  other  doctrine  or 
means  can  be  applied,  to 
make  them  savory. 

(2)  It  is  unprofitable: 
It  is  thenceforth  -  good  for 
nothing;  as  a  man  without 
reason,  so  is  a  Christian 
without  grace.  (3)  It  is 
doomed  to  ruin  and  re- 
jection; it  shall  be  cast 
out  ana  trodden  under  foot 
of  men.  So,  just  as  good 
salt  is  of  great  need  to  pre- 
serve, so  is  bright  light  of 
great  need  to  illuminate. 
All  true  Christians  are  light 
in  the  Lord  (Eph.  5:8)  and 
must  shine  as  lights  (Phil. 
2:15),  Christ  calls  Himself 
the  Light  of  the  World 
(John  8:12),  and  we  are 
workers  together  with  Him. 

The  gospel  is  a  lamp  to 
our  feet  and  a  light  to  our 
pathway,  so  with  Christ  in 
us  and  we  in  Him,  and  His 
living,  abiding  w^ord  in  our 
hearts,  will  make  us  bright 
and  beaconing  lights  in  the 
world,  as  a  city  set  on  a  hill 
cannot  be  hid.  Christ  hav- 
ing lighted  these  candles, 
they  shall  not  be  put  under 
a  bushel,  but  on  a  candle- 
stick. Christ's  churches  are 
the  golden  candlesticks  in 
which  these  lights  are 
placed,  so  that  their  light 
may  be  diffused;  we,    who 


have  embraced  the  religion 
of  our  blessed  Lord,  will  let 
our  light  shine  in  the  world 
before  men,  will  be  to  them 
for  instruction,  direction, 
quickening,  and  .  comfort, 
(Job  29:11),  by  our  every- 
day w^alk,  conversation,  and 
conduct.  To  be  sure  we 
are  not  infallible,  but  we 
must  show  to  the  world  that 
our  highest  aim  is  to  correct 
our  mistakes  if  at  all  pos- 
sible, and  to  exemplify 
Christ  in  our  lives. 

Though  we  may  be  dis- 
abled at  the  present  time, 
a  disabled  person,  is  not 
always  a  dishonest  person, 
(Matt.  18 :23-35) .  We  m.ust 
be  a  light  in  the  comm_unity, 
by  loving  our  neighbors  as 
ourselves.  We  must  be  a 
light  in  the  w^orld  by  mani- 
festing our  love  to  each 
other,  (John  13:35),  and 
last,  but  by  no  means  least, 
we  will  have  our  light  shin- 
ing in  our  homes.  There 
are  folks  who  seem  to  have 
their  lights  burning  ,every 
place  but  in  their  homes; 
the  place  it  is  most  needed, 
it  is  kept  under  a  bushel. 
This  is  indeed  a  sad  picture. 

Listen,  folks !  If  parents 
do  not  diffuse  the  salt,  that 
preserving  power,  and  this 
light,  through  their  lives  in 
the  home,  their  life  will  not 
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count  for  much     anywhere' 
else  (I  Tim.  3:4-5,  Tit.l:6).| 

Let  us  look  at  a  few  ex-; 
amples.    I  must  often  think 
of  that  old  father  Noah;  do| 
YOU  think  that  he  and  his! 
wife  were  a  salt  to,  and    a 
light  in  the     home?       Yea 
verily.     Noah  begat     three 
sons,  and  this  old  patriarch; 
(in  a  world    so    extremely; 
wicked  that     none     w^ould' 
heed  anymore)     saved    his 
entire  household.     To     me 
this  is  a  wonderful  thought.  | 

Parents  today  say  sin  is' 
on  every  hand,  temptation 
on  every  side,  so  many 
things  to  draw  the  young 
people  away,  v/e  can't  raise 
up  children  right  anymore. 
Do  you  know  why?  Chil- 
dren are  not  taught  any- 
more the  unadulterated 
word  in  the  home. 

What  did  the  Lord  say 
concerning  Abraham?  (Gen. 
18 :19.)  Listen,  this  is  what 
He  said,  ^Tor  I  know  him, 
that  he  will  command  his 
children  and  his  household 
after  him,  and  they  shall 
keep  the  way  of  the  Lord,  to 
do  justice  and  judgment." 
Dear  readers,  let  us  ask 
ourselves  this  question,  how 
many  of  us  as  parents  are 
worthy  to  receive  from  the 
Lord  such  commendation 
as  that? 


Listen  to  what  the  Lord 
told  Moses  to  tell  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  (Deut.  6:7), 
"And  thou  shalt  teach  them 
(diligently)  unto  thy  chil- 
dren, and  thou  shalt  talk  of 
them  when  thou  sit  test  in 
thine  house,  and  when  thou 
walkest  by  the  way,  and 
v/hen  thou  liest  down,  and 
when  thou  risest  up."  The 
same  is  demanded  of  us  to- 
day. Are  we  doing  it? 
Read  the  4th  and  6th  chap- 
jters  of  Deut.,  Josh.  24th 
'  chapter,  and  Eph.  6 :4.  This 
would  be  a  solution  of  the 
world's  trouble  today  if 
folks  would  read,  study  and 
do  as  the  Lord  here  com- 
mands. 

Now  let  us  look  at  a  man 
I  who  lost  all  but  two  of  his 
household,  whose  name  is 
Lot.  What  was  wrong 
here  anyhow?  First,  we 
find  Lot  making  a  choice, 
and  he  made  his  own  choice, 
I  too.  Abraham  gave  Lot 
his  choice,  and  just  like 
folks  today,  Lot  considered 
the  secular  things  of  life. 
*  His  choice  was  for  self  and 
secular  gain;  he  chose  the 
well-watered  plains  of 
Jordan  and  pitched  his  tent 
toward  Sodom.  He  for- 
got about  the  spiritual  needs 
of  his  family,  for  the  people 
of  Sodom  were  wicked  and 
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sinners  before  the  Lord  ex- 
ceedingly, (read  Gen.  13th 
chapter)  and  they  vexed 
Lot's  righteous  soul  from 
day  to  day,  until  the  two 
angels  led  Lot,  his  wife  and 
two  daughters  out  of  the 
city  and  commanded  them 
not  to  look  back.  But  this 
mother  looked  back,  she 
remembered  her  children 
back  there.  She  may  have 
thought  of  some  wild  seed 
sown  in  their  lives,  perhaps 
she  might  have  taken  them 
to  places  of  amusement, 
vice  and  folly,  and  put 
things  on  their  bodies  when 
small  that  she  ought  not, 
encouraging  them  to  sow 
their  wild  oats,  as  we  here 
sometimes  say;  however  she 
thought  back,  and  looked 
back. 

Listen,  mothers,  and 
fathers  too  for  that  matter, 
in  this  day  and  age,  will  we 
be  made  to  think  back  some 
day  when  it  will  be  too  late. 
May  we  as  Christians  let  our 
light  so  shine  before  men 
and  especially  in  our  home 
before  our  children  that 
they  may  be  constrained  to 
glorify  our  Father  which  is 
in  heaven.

;  Moses,  and  the  law  of  Moses 
included      the      decalogue. 
(John  7 :19) ,  ^^Did  not  Moses 
give  you  tne  law,    and    yet 
none  of  vou     keepeth     the 
law?''    The  law  which  God 
commanded  by  Moses,  (Neh. 
7:10,        9:12-14,        10:29). 
Moses  said  honor  thy  father 
and  mother,     (Mark  7:10). 
This  is  the  fifth  command- 
ment,    (Heb.    10:28)     ^^He 
that  despised     Moses     law 
I  died  without  mercy."    Per- 
|sons  were  put  to  death  for 
violating  the  decalogue,  put 
to  death  for  breaking     the 
Sabbath,    (Ex.   31:14).     In 
John     8:30-38,     we      read 
Joshua  built  an    altar    ac- 
cording to  the  book  of  the 
law  of  Moses,  now  turn  to 
Ex.  20 :25,  the  very  chapter 
where     the     decalogue     is 
found — this  proves  beyond 
denial  that  the     ten     com- 
mandments are  in  the  law 
of  Moses.     The  law  was  not 
given  till  the  time  of  Moses 
and  Sinai,  (Rom.  5:13-14). 
For  until  the  law  sin  was 
in  the  world,  the  entrance 
of  the  law    is    located    at 
Moses,  again  it    is    located 
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under  the  Levitieal  priest- 
hood, (Heb.  7:11). 

If  perfection  were  by  the 
Levitieal  priesthood  "^  (for 
under  it  the  people  received 
the  lav^)  what  further  need 
was  there  that  another 
priest  should  rise. 

The  giving  of  the  law  is 
located  430  years  after  the 
covenant  with  Abraham, 
this  brings  us  to  the  very 
year  the  Jev/s  came  out  of 
Egypt,  (Ex.  12:41).  Be- 
yond dispute  what  the 
Bible  calls  the  law  was  not 
given  till  Moses,  2,500  years 
after  Adam.  The  law  is 
two  fold  in  its  purpose :  first 
to  restrain  criminals  it  was 
a  ministration  of  death, 
(II  Cor.  3:7).  Paul  states 
what  the  law  was  for,  (I 
Tim.  1:9-10).  Knowing  this 
that  the  law  was  not  made 
for  a  righteous  man,  but  for 
the  lawless,  and  disotedient. 

Wherefore  then  serveth 
the  law?  It  was  added  be- 
cause of  transgressions,  till 
the  seed  should  come  to 
whom  the  promise  was 
made.  (Rom.  5:13-14), 
For  until  the  law  sin  was  in 
the  world;  but  sin  is  not  im- 
puted where  there  is  no  law, 
nevertheless  death  reigned 
from  Adam  to  Moses  even 
over  them  that  had  not 
sinned  after  the  similitude 


of  Adam's  transgression, 
who  is  the  figure  of  Him 
that  was  to  come.  Evidently 
God  put  the  race  on  trial 
from       Adam       to    Moses. 

Second,  the  law  was  our 
school  master  to  bring  us  to 
Christ,  that  we  might  be 
justified  bv  faith,  (Gal. 
3:24-25).  But  after  that 
faith  is  come  we  are  no 
longer  a  school  master,  (the 
law)  (Rom.  7:6.)  But 
now  we  are  delivered  from 
the  law,  that  being  dead 
wherein  we  were  held;  that 
we  should  serve  in  newness 
of  spirit,  and  not  in  the  old- 
ness  of  the  letter. 

New  covenant,  ( Jere.  31  :- 
31-32,  Heb.  8:7-8.)  The 
first  covenant  contained 
ordinances  of  divine  service 
(Heb.9:l),  and  contained 
also  the  ten  commandments 
(Deut.  4:12-14,  5:23,  and 
9:9-10).  How  much  did  the 
covenant  embrace  all  in- 
cluded from  Ex.  19:1  to 
Ex.  24 :8?  The  book  in  which 
it  is  written  is  called  the 
book  of  the  covenant,  (Exe. 
24:7).  The  covenant  was 
national  and  temporal  if 
they  obeyed,  God  would 
drive  out  the  heathen  (Exe. 
23:22-32). 

He  wrote  upon  the  tables 
the  words  of  the  covenant 
the     ten       commandments,

(Exe.  34:27-28).    The    ark 
contained     the      covenant, 
(I  Kings  8:9-21).    The  oldj 
covenant  done  away  (Heb.j 
8:6,9:1-15,  II  Cor.  8:5-14).! 
For  if  that  which    is    done 
away  was    glorious,    much 
more  that  which  remaineth 
is  glorious. 

Christ  is  the  end    of    the 
law,       (Rorn.     10:1).     For 
Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law 
for  righteousness  to     every 
one  that    believeth.     I    do 
not  frustrate  the  grace  of 
God;  for    if    righteousness 
came  by  the  law,  then  Christ 
is  dead  in  vain.     The  Sab- 
bath was  given    to    Israel. 
There  is  no  record    of    the 
Sabbath  being    kept    until 
the  Jews  kept  it,  (Exe.  16). 
It  was  given  to   the    Jews, 
(Exe.  16:29).    The  Sabbath  I 
was  never    given     to     any  I 
other  nation,  (Exe.  31:16).| 
The  Sabbath  is  classed  right  j 
in  with  other     holy     days,  I 
sacrifices,     (Lev.     23:l-i4, 
Num.  28:2-16,  I  Chron.  28:- 
29-31,  II  Chron,  2:4-8),.     It 
was  abolished    with    them, 
(Col  2:14-16).

While  seeing  the  down- 
fall of  the  churches,  and  the 
falling  away  of  the  faith,  I

^'Because  iniquity  shall 
abound,  the  love  of  many 
shall  v/ax  cold,"  (Matt.  24:- 
12).  Webster  gives  as  the 
meaning  of  the  word  in- 
iquity: vvickedness,  unjust, 
unrighteous,  want  of  recti- 
tude and  dishonesty.  How 
often  have  we  seen  it? 

We  shall  find  what  shall 
happen  to  those  turning 
back  after  starting  on  the 
narrow^  way,  from  Luke 
9:62,  ''No  man,  having  put 
his  hand  to  the  plow  and 
looking  back  is  fit  for  the 
kingdom  of  God." 

Oh,  what  a  sad  ending 
when  they  that  turn  aside 
come  before  the  judgment 
bar  of  God,  when  He  shall 
say,  "Depart  from  me,  ye 
that  work  iniquity,  for  I 
never  knew  you."

THE  CHt  RC  H  OF  (  HKIST 
AND  PROHIIilTlON 


Prohibition  is  a  subject  of 
considerable  interest  at  the 
present  tiirie  and  likely  will 
be  for  some  time.  Al- 
though those  forces  foster- 
ing the  reforim  have  been 
successful  in  enacting  legis- 
lation necessary  to  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  desired 
end,  much  trouble  has  been 
experienced  in  the  past 
decade  trying  to  put  into 
effect  this  legislation  in  a 
creditable  and  successful 
manner.  With  all  the 
effort  put  forth  trying  to 
banish  the  liquor  business 
by  enforcing  the  aforesaid 
legislation  it  has  failed  to 
accomplish  the  desired  end 
and  it  appears  that  public 
sentiment  has  changed  to 
the  extent  that  the  prohi- 
bition legislation  is  seriously 
threatened. 

We  cannot  question   but 


what  much  good  has  been 
accomplished  in  this  reform, 
on  the  other  hand  we  are 
well  aware  of  the  fact  that 
many  evils  have  developed 
that  have  been  the  result  of 
this  movement.  As  to 
whether  prohibition  has 
been  for  the  betcer  or  the 
worse  for  our  country  we 
shall  leave  the  reader  to 
decide  for  himself.  This 
we  do  know,  prohibition  has 
failed  to  banish  the  liquor 
business  from  our  land. 
What  we  have  in  mind  now 
is  this:  Why  has  prohibition 
failed  to  accomplish  the  de- 
sired end?  We  beheve  there 
is  a  definite  reason  for  this 
failure  and  shall  endeavor 
to  point  it  out. 

The  prohibition  legisla- 
tion was  brought  about 
largely  through  the  efforts 
of  the  Anti-Saloon  league 
and  it  was  claimed  that  this 
Anti-Saloon  league  was  the 
church  in  action  against  the 
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liquor  business.  Thus,  pro- 
hibition was  the  result  of 
professing  Christendom  ex- 
ercising force  through 
politics.  Here  we  have  an 
example  of  the  church  try- 
ing to  enforce  righteousness 
upon  the  worlds  a  thing 
which  she  has  no  scriptural 
authority  to  do  whatsoever. 
It  is  this  inconsistency 
which  we  believe  accounts 
for  the  lack  of  success  of 
the  prohibition  movement. 

That  strong  drink  is  a 
great  evil  and  an  awful 
curse  to  the  human  family 
we  all  know.  However  we 
fail  to  find  any  place  in  the 
scripture  vs^here  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  church  to  banish 
the  liquor  business  through 
political  legislation. 
Neither  do  we  find  anything 
in  the  example  of  Jesus  or 
the  apostles  to  sustain  such 
a  theory.  We  do,  however, 
find  that  the  scriptures 
teach  temiperance,  not  only 
in  drink,  but  in  all  things. 
Then  too,  it  states,  ''And  be 
not  drunk  with  wine, 
wherein  is  excess."  (Eph. 
5:18).  Also  not  to  keep 
company  or  eat  with  drunk- 
ards 'in  the  church.''  (I 
Cor.  5:11.)  "But  now  I 
have  written  unto  you  not 
to  keep  company,  if  any 
man  that  is  called  a  brother 


be  a  fornicator,  or  covetous, 
or  an  idolator,  or  a  railer, 
or  a  drunkard,  or  an  ex- 
tortioner; with  such  an  one 
do  not  eat/'  Then  too,  it 
definitely  teaches  in  several 
places  that  drunkards  shall 
not  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God,  (I  Cor.  6:10,  Gal. 
5:19-21). 

There  is  another  miatter 
that  ¥/e  notice  too  that 
should  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration. In  the  forego- 
ing reference  drunkenness 
is  classed  with  adultery, 
fornication,  uncfeanness, 
laseiviousness,  witchcraft, 
idolatry,  hatred,  variance, 
wrath,  seditions,  covetous- 
ness,  theft,  envyings, 
murders,  etc.,  nor  is  any 
more  emphasis  placed  on  it 
as  being  a  greater  evil  than 
the  others.  They  are  all 
sins  and  "v/orks  of  the 
flesh."  If  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  church  to  banish  the 
liquor  business  by  enacting 
and  enforcing  political 
legislation  then  Vv^e  must 
conclude  that  it  is  also  her 
duty  to  overcome  these 
other  evils  in  the  same 
manner;  however  the  scrip- 
tures do  not  justify  such 
m.eans.  All  of  these  evils 
were  existing  in  the  time  of 
Christ  but  we  have  no  record 
that  He    or    the    apostles 
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ever  tried  to  overcome  them 
in  such  a  way.  Their 
method  was  entirely  differ- 
ent. They  went  about 
preaching  the  gospel  which 
pointed  out  the  awfulness 
of  these  sins  and  the  punish- 
ment that  v/ould  result  if 
men  would  continue  in 
them.  Their  cry  was  ''Re- 
pent ye,  for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  at  hand,"  and  they 
preached  with  such  power 
and  earnestness  that  men 
were  convicted  of  their  sins, 
repented  and  Vv'ere  baptized 
for  the  remission  of  sins, 
received  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  having  put  to 
death  the  "old  man  with 
his  deeds"  (v/orks  of  the 
flesh)  they  walked  in  new- 
ness of  life  (according  to 
the  Gospel)  (Rom.  6). 

In  those  days  and  under 
such  preaching  men  were 
converted,  received  remis- 
sion of  sins  through  the  ap- 
plication of  the  soul  cleans- 
ing blood  of  Christ  and  will- 
ingly renounced  all  the  un- 
righteous works  of  the  flesh. 
The  transformation  that 
took  place  in  the  lives  of 
those  that  were  converted — 
the  different  life  that  they 
lived  convinced  others  that 
there  was  a  reality  to  the 
religion  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Then  too,    if    any    in    the 


church  were  overtaken  in  a 
fault  they  were  promptly 
der.lt  with  through  dis- 
ciplinary measures  and  the 
church  was  kept  pure.  Thus 
the  church  wielded  an  in- 
fluence for  good  over  evil 
men  that  never  could  have 
been  accomplished  through 
enforced  legislation.  We 
believe  the  true  church  of 
Christ  is  still  operating  ac- 
cording to  the  apostolic 
church.  Here  we  can  see 
the  weakness  and  incon- 
sistency of  popular  profess- 
ing Christendom. 

In  place  of  preaching  the 
gospel  that  points  out  and 
condemns  the  sins  of  men 
land  warns  them  of  the 
wrath  of  God  and  punish- 
ment that  shall  be  the  fate 
!of  unrighteous  men,  the 
modern  hireling  minister 
entertains  his  people  with 
flowery  discussions  o  f 
popular  topics  of  the  day, 
education,  prohibition, 
world  betterment,  science, 
etc.  Invites  and  receives 
folks  into  the  church  (which 
is  largely  a  social  club  or 
literary  society)  without 
conviction  of  sins  com- 
mitted, hence  no  need  of 
repentance  or  baptism  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  there- 
fore no  conversion  or  re- 
generation and  no  change  of 
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life  or  conduct.  As  a  result 
folks  who  join  a  religious 
society  of  this  kind  go  on 
living  just  as  they  did  be- 
fore. They  can  steal,  com- 
mit adultery,  curse,  swear, 
murder,  get  drunk  or  do 
anything  any  worldly  man 
does  and  nothing  is  done. 
Scarcely  any  discipline  in 
the  church  whatever  to  get 
their  membership  to  ^'live 
soberly,  righteously  and 
godly.''  No  requirements 
enforced  in  the  church.  Yet 
they  usurp  the  authority  of 
the  state  and  try  to  enforce 
prohibition  on  the  world 
over  which  it  has  no  legiti- 
mate  jurisdiction.     If    the 


church  v/ould  wield  an  in- 
fluence for  total  abstinence 
or  temperance  in  the  world 
let  it  set  an  example  of  such 
things  in  its  own  constitu- 
ency. To  cast  down  all  dis- 
ciplinary measures  over  its 
own  body  in  these  matters 
and  then  try  to  enforce 
such  things  over  those  with- 
out, is  but  mockery  and 
naturally  m.eets  with  strong- 
opposition. 

If  the  money  and  effort 
used  by  professing  Christen- 
dom to  enact  and  enforce 
prohibition  legislation 
would  have  been  used  in 
cleaning  up  the  ungodliness 
and  corruption,  "within  the 
church"  and  preaching  the 
gospel  of  Christ,  the  results 
would  doubtless  have  been 
more  desirable.  Getting 
men  converted  would  banish 
the  liquor  business,  but  en- 
forcing prohibition  legisla- 
tion has  neither  done  away 
with  liquor  nor  converted 
men.  What  is  worse  the 
inconsistent  activities  of 
professing  Christendom  in 
the  m.atter  has  caused 
worldly  men  to  become 
more  hardened  toward 
Christianity.  Then  too, 
trying  to  enforce  legislation 
brought  about  in  this  man- 
ner has  resulted  in  increased 
lawlessness  and    disloyalty 
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to  political  government. 

Some  of  those  advocating 
and  supporting  prohibition 
v^^ho  were  the  loudest  in 
condemning  liquor  users 
were  just  as  intemperate 
along  other  lines  equally  as 
destructive  to  the  soul  of 
man. 

In  view  of  the  confusion 
and  uncertainty  that  is 
enshrouding  this  matter  as 
a  result  of  the  aforesaid  in- 
consistencies, it  behooves  us 
as  a  body  representing  the 
true  faith  of  the  gospel  that 
we  should  set  a  proper  ex- 
ample before  the  world  in 
this  matter  and  put  forth 
our  efforts  in  a  way  that 
harmonizes  with  scriptural 
teachincrs.

Now  we  are  coming  to 
Part  Two  of  the  above  sub- 
ject, and  we  have  come  to 
the  parting  of  the  ways. 
May  God  show  it  to  you 
clearly,  my  reader.  There 
are  not  two  ways  to  Heaven, 
one  by  way  of  the  cross  and 
one  by  the  way  that  ignores 
the  cross.

Jesus  was  God's  only  Son, 
whom  the  Father  sent  into 
this  world  to  be  the  propitia- 
tion for  our  sins;  to  be  made 
sin  for  us,  that  we  might  be 
saved  through  Him.  There 
is  but  One  who  came  to  seek 
and  to  save  that  which  was 
lost,  and  gave  His  life  as  a 
ransom  for  many.  This, 
once  and  for  all,  sets  aside 
Mohammed,  B  u  d  d  a  h, 
Brahma,  and  Confucius,  as 
well  as  all  other  pretended 
Messiahs  as  ''thieves  and 
robbers,"  and  leaves  Jesus 
Christ  as  God's  only  way 
into  the  kingdom  of  God. 
We  trust  that  none  will  dis- 
pute the  fact  that  God  has  a 
right  to  prescribe  the  way 
by  which  rebellious  man 
may  come  into  His  kingdom 
and  approach  His  presence. 
We  readily  grant  that  right 
to  earthly  kings,  and  surely 
no  reasonable  man  would 
deny  it  to  the  God  who  made 
heaven. 

Now  listen  to  what  secret- 
ism  has  to  say  in  regard  to 
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God's  way.  The  following 
are  to  be  found  in  their 
public  records  on  file  in  the 
great  libraries  of  our  land, 
and  hence  are  not  an  expose 
of  so-called  secrets.  Take 
the  Odd  Fellows  manual 
written  by  A.  B.  Grosh, 
which  is  dedicated  to  all  in- 
quirers who  desire  to  know 
what  the  order  is,  and  this 
has,  we  understand,  been 
endorsed  by  the  Gand  Lodge 
and  hence  is  the  expression 
of  the  lodge  itself.  It  says 
on  page  297,  ''Judaism, 
Christianity,  Mohammedan- 
ism recognize  the  only  living 
and  true  God;  (page  298) 
followers  o  f  different 
teachers,  ye  are  worshippers 
of  one  God  who  is  Father  of 
all,  and  therefore  ye  are 
brethren.''  This  reduces 
Christ  to  a  mere  teacher, 
and  then  puts  Him  on  a 
common  level  vdth  Moham- 
med; and  every  professed 
Christian  member  not  only 
says  "Amen"  to  this,  but 
links  himself  in  a  comm^on 
brotherhood  with  the  haters, 
revilers  and  murderers  of 
his  Christ,  for  such  is  and 
has  ever  been  the  attitude  of 
both  Jew  and  Mohammedan. 
If  you  want  to  find  out 
who  a  man's  God  is,  just 
listen  to  him  praj^,  and  you 
will  soon  learn,  both     who 


his  God  is  and  the  measure 
of  his  faith  in  Him.  In  de- 
termining who  the  God  of 
secretism  is,  we  must  seek 
for  Him  in  their  prayers, 
for  there,  if  anywhere  will 
He  be  revealed.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  for 
the  state  of  Massachusetts 
asked  the  following  question 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  World,  Febru- 
ary 14th,  1889  (Report, 
page  336)  :  "Is  it  lawful  for 
a  chaplain  to  com_mence  and 
finish  his  praver  in  the  name 
of  Christ?"  \i  is  evident 
that  this  question  was  raised 
by  some  chaplain  presuming 
that  at  least  it  was  not  in- 
appropriate nor  unlawful  to 
do  what  we  are  expressly 
commanded  in  the  Bible  to 
do.  Here  is  the  ansv/er  of 
the  lodge  on  this  vital  ques- 
tion: "Our  Order  only  re- 
quires a  belief  in  the  ex- 
istence of  the  Supreme 
Being  as  a  qualification  for 
micmbership,  and  has  no 
affinity  with  any  religious 
sect  or  system  of  faith; 
hence  everything  savoring 
of  sectarianismi  is  not  to  be 
tolerated.  The  words 
system  or  sect  do  not  have 
reference  merely  to  the 
sects  within  the  pale  of 
Christianity,  but  have  a  far 
broader  significance  and  in- 
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elude  all  the  religions  of  the 
world.  In  this  sense  Chris- 
tianity is  a  sect;  hence  it  is 
inexpedient,  and  I  think  un- 
lawful to  make  i3rominent 
reference  to  it  in  lodge 
work.  We  have  Jews,  and 
may  have  Mohammedans 
and  others  of  non  Christian 
sects  within  our  order,  and 
the  rule  applies  to  them 
equally  witn  members  of  the 
Christian  faith." 

Now  my  dear  readers, 
could  language  be  plainer? 
Anything  savoring  of  Christ 
''is  not  to  be  tolerated." 
Unlawful  to  make  promin- 
ent mention  of  the 
name  of  Christ  in  opening 
and  closing  a  prayer!  This 
is  nothing  but  ''crucifying 
Christ  afresh,"  so  far  as 
Odd  Fellowship  is  con- 
cerned. Christian,  how  do 
you  like  to  be  told  that  you 
m.ay  come  in,  but  you  must 
leave  Christ  outside,  that 
they  do  not  tolerate  Him  in 
there?  And  if  you  want  to 
pray  while  within  the  limits 
of  that  oath-bound  order, 
you  must  find  some  other 
name  to  pray  in,  because  it 
is  "unlawful"  to  bring  the 
name  of  Jesus  there! 
Christian  ministers,  ambas- 
sadors of  Christ,  who  have 
learned  to  know  and  love 
Him  above  all  else,  how  can 


you  have  the  heart  and  con- 
science to  stay  in  a  lodge 
that  demands  as  a  price  of 
your  membership  that  you 
"crucify  afresh"  your  Lord 
and  Master?  How  dare  you 
stay  vv^here  your  Lord  is  s.iut 
out?  God  has  highly 
exalted  Him  and  given  Him 
a  name  that  is  above  every 
name.  Secretism  forbids 
His  name.

G.  Mackey,    "Encyclopedia 
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of  Freemasonary/'  pub- 
lished by  Mose  &  Co.  of 
Phiiadelpliia  in  1879.  He 
was  the  Past  General  High 
Priest  and  Secretary  Gen- 
eral of  the  Supreme  Council 
33rd  for  the  southern  juris- 
diction of  the  U.  S,,  and  it 
is  said  put  more  than  ten 
years  ot  labor  on  this  work. 
This  work  is  considered  one 
of  the  best,  if  not  the  best 
authority  on  the  order. 

On    page    594    it    says, 
'Treemasonry  is  a  religious 
institution,  and    hence    its 
regulations     inculcate     the 
use  of  prayer  as    a    proper 
tribute  of  gratitude  to  the 
beneficent  Author  of  life.'' 
Again  page  641 :  ''The     re- 
ligion of  mxasonry     is     non 
sectarian.    It    admits    men! 
of  every  crede     within    its; 
hospitable  bosom.     It  is  not| 
Judaism,  though    there     is! 
nothing  to  offend  the  Jew." 
Nothing  to  offend  the  Jew ! 
Then  there  is  nothing  about 
Christ  in  it,  for  the  Jew^  was 
so     offended     with     Christ 
that  they     considered     the 
only  fit  place  for  Him  was 
on  the  cross.     From     then 
till  now  the  Jew  has  hated 
Christ  and  taught  his  chil- 
dren to  hate  Himi  too.  When 
secretism  advertises  there  is 
nothing  to  offend    a    Jew, 
you  may  rest  assured  that 


there  is  nothing  of  Christ 
about  it,  either  in  name  or 
principle  or  practice.  Again, 
j'Tt  is  not  Christian,  but 
j  there  is  nothing  in  it  re- 
ipugnant  to  ^^^e  faith  of  a 
!  Christian/'  No,  not  if  the 
I  Christian  can  stand  it  to  see 
jhis  Lord  rejected  before  his 
very  e:ves. 

Page  152:  ''Hutchinson 
and  Oliver,  I  am.  constrained 
to  believe,  have  fallen  into 
great  error  in  calling  the 
Master  Mason  degree  a 
Christian  institution.  If 
Masonry  were  simply  a 
Christian  Institution  the 
Brahmin,  the  Moslem  and 
the  Buddhist  could  not  con- 
scientiously partake  of  its 
illumination,  but  its  uni- 
versality is  its  boast;  in  its 
language  citizens  of  every 
nation  may  converse;  at  its 
altars  all  religions  may 
kneel,  and  to  its  creed  every 
faith  may  subscribe." 

Now  let  us  turn  on  the 
light  of  the  inspired  word  of 
God,  which  they  claim  to 
take  as  their  rule  and  guide, 
and  see  how  things  look. 
Jesus  said,  "I  am  the  way; 
no  man  cometh  unto  the 
Father  but  by  Me."  "I  am 
the  door."  "He  that  enter- 
eth  not  by  the  door  into  the 
sheepfold,  but  climbeth  up 
some  other  way,  the  same  is 
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a  thief  and  a  robber.''  (John 
10.)  Secretisrn  teaches 
another  way,  a  door  inde- 
pendent of  Christ.  Is  it 
not  then  clearly  a  ''thief 
and  a  robber?''  Is  it  not  a 
wolf  in  sheep's  clothing?  Is 
it  not  a  false  prophet  lead- 
ing its  votaries  to  trust  in 
a  way  that  ends  in  Hell  in- 
stead of  Heaven?  Jesus 
Christ  taught  that  ''Except 
a  man  be  born  again  he  can- 
not see  the  kingdom  of  God," 
while  secretisrn  "builds  its 
own  ladder  by  which  it  rises 
from  lowest  earth  to  vaulted 
skies"  without  any  new 
birth. 

Millions  of  souls  are  being 
blindly  led  into  the  broad 
way  to  perdition  because 
professing  Christian  minis- 
ters and  laymen  have,  either 
knowingly  or  ignorantly, 
joined  hands  with  the  devil 
to  deceive  the  people  into  a 
way  to  heaven  independent 
of  Jesus  Christ.

A  Reply  to  a  Reader  of  the  Monitor 

A  man  in  Pendleton,  Ind., 
after  reading  my  article  in 
January  15th  Monitor,  who 
claims  to  be  a  Seventh  Day 
Advent,  wrote  me  a  letter 
asking  an  explanation  of  a 
lew  passages  of  scripture. 
The  first  passage  is  Dan. 
9:11.  ''Yea  all  Israel  have 
transgressed  thy  law,  even 
by  departing,  that  they 
might  not  obey  thy  voice; 
therefore  the  curse  is 
poured  upon  us  and  the 
oath  that  is  written  in  the 
law  of  Moses  the  servant  of 
God  because  we  have  sinned 
against  Him."  In  Deut. 
27:15-26  you  will  find  the 
oath  and  curses  of  the  law. 
When  Daniel  wrote  chapter 
9,  about  536  B.  C,  he  lived 
during  the  time  of  the 
Mosaic  law  or  the  law  of 
God  by  Moses,  the  old  cove- 
nant was  not  done  away  un- 
til Christ  came.  The  law  was 
given  by  Moses  but  grace 
and  truth  came  bv  Jesus 
Christ,  (John  1:17)".  Christ 
hath  redeemed  us  from  the 
curse  of  the  law  being  made 
a  curse  for  us.     (Gal.  3.14.) 

The  second  scripture  re- 
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f erred  to  is  II  Cor.  3 :3,  For 
as  much  as  ye  are  manifestly 
declared  to  be  the  epistle  of 
Christ  ministered  by  us, 
written  not  with  ink,  but 
with  the  spirit  of  the  living 
God,  not  in  tables  of  stone 
but  in  fleshly  tables  of  the 
heart.  Paul  is  contrasting 
the  difference  between  the 
la¥7  and  the  new  testament, 
V.  6,  and  in  V.  7,  he  speaks 
of  the  ministration    of    the 

law which  glory    was 

to  be  done  away.  And  in 
y.  11.  For  that  which  is 
done  away,  referring  to  the 
law,  much  more  that  which 
remaineth  is  glorious,  re- 
ferring to  the  new  testa- 
ment referred  to  in  V.  6. 

Paul  does  not  mean  in 
V.  3,  that  God  would  write 
the  ten  commandments  in 
the  heart  of  the  Corinthians 
with  his  holy  spirit,  they 
were  manifestly  declared  to 
be  the  epistle  of  Christ,  who 
is  the  end  of  the  law  for 
righteousness.  You  say  the 
only  reason  that  people 
differ  about  the  ten  com- 
m.andments  is  they  are 
kicking  against  the  pricks 
when  they  come  to  the 
fourth  one  the  Sabbath,  and 
they  try  to  justify  them- 
selves by  twisting  and 
screwing  text  after  text 
that  they  may  teach  that  the 


fourth  is  not  binding,  and 
therefore  annul  the  whole 
law,  or  mix  it  with  the  law 
of  ordinances  that  was 
nailed  to  the  cross.  Col. 
2 :14.  Blotting  out  the  hand 
writing  of  ordinances  that 
was  against  us  which  was 
contrary  to  us,  and  took  it 
out  of  the  way,  nailing  it  to 
His  cross.  If  my  friend  will 
just  read  on  to  the  end  of 
the  17th  verse,  if  he  is  un- 
biased he  may  discern  that 
someone  else  is  tvasting  the 
scripture.  In  V.  16-17, 
Let  no  man  therefore  judge 
you  in  meat,  or  in  drink,  or 
in  respect  of  an  holyday,  or 
of  the  new  moon,  "or  of  the 
Sabbath  days;"  which  are 
a  shadow  of  things  to  come ; 
but  the  body  (church}  is  of 
Christ.  Paul  recognizes 
Christ  as  superceding  the 
whole  law.  Rom.  7,  Where- 
fore, my  brethren,  ye  also 
are  become  dead  to  the  law 
by  the  body  (church)  of 
Christ;  that  ye  should  be 
married  to  another,  even 
him  who  is  raised  from  the 
dead,  that  we  should  bring 
forth  fruit  unto  God.  Rom. 
10 :4.  For  Christ  is  the  end 
of  the  law  for  righteousness 
to  every  one  that  believeth. 
Gal.  3:24-25.  Wherefore 
the  law  was  our  school 
master  to  bring     us     unto 
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Christ,  that  we  might  be 
justified  by  faith.  But 
after  that  faith  is  come  we 
are  no  longer  under  the 
(law)  schoolmaster.  Gal. 
4 :22-31.  Abraham  had  two 
sons,  the  one  by  a  bond 
woman,  and  the  other  by  a 
free  woman,  which  things 
are  an  allegory,  these  are 
two  covenants;  the  one  rep- 
resents the  law  from  mount 
Sinai,  which  is  Agar.  The 
free  woman  was  by  promise 
represents  Jerusalem  which 
is  above,  the  new  covenant 
in  Christ.  What  saith  the 
scripture  cast  out  the  bond 
woman  (the  law)  and  her 
son,  for  the  son  of  the  bond 
Avoman  shall  not  be  heir 
with  the  son  of  the  free 
woman. 

Christ  came  not  to  destroy 
the  law  or  the  prophets  but 
to  fulfill.  (Matt.  5:17, 
Rev.  22:14.)  This  message 
was  written  to  the  churches 
of  Asia,  A.  D.  96,  and  does 
not  m.ention  the  keeping  of 
the  law  of  Moses,  or  the 
observance  of  the  Sabbath 
day,  John  received  this 
message  v/hen  he  was  in  the 
spirit  upon  the  Lord's  day, 
and  not  the  Sabbath  day. 
(Rev.  1:10,  Psa.  118-24.)

This  is  a  wonderful  thought. 
Should  Christ  live  in  us? 
Yes  indeed !  We  are  not  as 
close  to  Jesus  as  we  ought 
to  be  until  Jesus  lives  in  us. 
Then  he  also  says  "the  life 
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I  now  live  in  the  flesh  I  live 
by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of 
God/'  This  is  the  life  we 
live  on  earth  we  live  day 
by  day  directed  by  faith  in 
Jesus. 

I  trust  our  faith  may  get 
stronger  day  by  day.  It 
matters  not  how  close  we 
try  to  follow  Jesus  and  hovv^ 
near  right  we  try  to  live, 
there  will  still  be  those  who 
will  find  fault. 

(Eph.  5:30-32)  '^We  are 
members  of  his  body,  of  his 
flesh,  and  of  his  bones," 
this  is  indeed  a  great 
mystery,  but  a  very  close 
relation  indeed. 

(Col.  1:27)  This  speaks 
of  a  great  mystery  among 
the  Gentiles,  'V/hich  is 
Christ  in  you  the  hope  of 
glory/'  Our  hope  of  glory 
depends  on  whether  Christ 
is  in  us  or  not. 

(I  Peter  4:13),  ''Rejoice, 
inasmuch  as  ye  are  par- 
takers of  Christ's  suffer- 
ings." We  need  not  be 
alarmed  as  Christian  people 
when  we  need  to  suffer  even 
in  this  life  Jesus  was  poor, 
not  even  a  place  to  lay  his 
head,  he  was  treated  ugly, 
untruthful  things  were 
said  about  him,  he  was 
called  craz3^,  and  accused  of 
having  an  evil  spirit— don't 
forget  the    text    says    we 


shall  be  partakers  of  these 
sufferings. 

In  I  John  5:12,  ''He  that 
hath  the  Son  hath  life." 
Eternal  life  is  what  we  want 
and  we  cannot  have  it  with- 
out we  have  Christ. 

(II  John  9)  "He  that 
abideth  in  the  doctrine  of 
Christ,  he  hath  both  the 
Father  and  the  Son."  If 
we  want  Christ  we  must 
abide  in  the  doctrine  of 
Christ  which  is  His  word, 
the  gospel.  There  are  many 
who  claim  to  have  Christ, 
but  are  not  willing  to  obey 
the  gospel,  this  cannot  be.

Adam 
said,  ''This  is  now  bone  of 
my  bone,  and  flesh  of  my 
flesh."  'The  human  pair 
dif iered  from  all  other  pairs, 
that  by  the  peculiar  forma- 
tion of  Eve,  they  were  one.'' 

The  Pharisees  came  to 
Jesus  with  the  question,  'Ts 
it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put 
away  his  wife  for  every 
cause?"  Jesus  sighted  them 
back  to  the  beginning  to  the 
primeval  marriage  law,  the 
original  constitution  of  man 
as  one  pair,  a  male  and  a 
female,  and  said,  ''For  this 
cause  shall  a     man     leave 


father  and  mother  and  shall 
cleave  unto  his  wife,  and 
they  twain  shall  be  one 
flesh,  wherefore  they  are 
jno  more  twain,  but  one 
flesh."  And  in  stong 
emphatic  words  he  said, 
''What  therefore  God  has 
joined  together  let  not  man 
put  asunder."  (Matt.  19:- 
5-6.) 

God  hath  joined  them  to- 
gether, they  are  one  flesh 
and  shall  be  as  long  as  both 
are  in  the  flesh.  Man  is 
forbidden  to  interfere  in  the 
enactment  of  God,  no  act  no 
matter  how  degrading  or 
dishonoring  it  may  be,  no 
po.ver  on  earth  can  put 
them  a  s  u  n  d  e  r.  The 
Pharisees  understood 
Christ's  teaching,  he  had  set 
divorce  aside  and  that  did 
not  suit  them. 

Divorce  and  remarriage. 

The  Pharisees  said  to 
I  Jesus,  "Why  did  Moses  then 
command  to  give  a  writing 
of  divorcement,  and  to  put 
her  away?"  (Matt.  19:7) 
I  Jesus  answered  them, 
I  "Moses  because  of  the  hard- 
[  ness  of  your  heart  suffered 
you  to  put  away  your  wives, 
but  trom  the  begiiuiing  it 
was  not  so."  Marriage  is 
both  a  civil  and  a  divine  in- 
stitution. No  matter  what 
the  human  aspect  may    be, 
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the  divine  aspect  remains 
as  God  fixed  it.  It  was  not 
God,  it  was  Moses  a  civil 
law  giver,  that  gave  them 
permission  to  divorce  their 
wives  and  to  remarry.  It 
was  in  a  crude  age  and  be- 
cause of  the  hardness  of 
their  hearts,  their  inability 
to  endure  the  strictness  of 
the  law,  Moses  suffered 
divorce.  God  suffers  many 
things  that  he  does  not  ap- 
prove. 

Listen  to  Jesus  words, 
''And  I  say  unto  you,  who- 
soever putteth  away  his 
wife,  except  it  be  for  forni- 
cation, and  shall  marry 
another,  committeth  adul- 
tery and  whosoever  marrieth 
her  which  is  put  away  doth 
commit  adultery."  (Matt. 
19:9.) 

Elder  T.  J.  Rosenberg 
in  his  exegesis  on  divorce 
and  remarriage  has  ex- 
plained this  verse  so  clearly 
that  I  give  his  explanation 
here.  ''Except  it  be  for  forni- 
cation,'' is  a  parenthetical 
clause.  A  n  important 
question  is,  to  which  does 
it  refer,  to  the  putting  away 
that  goes  before  or  the 
marrying  again  that 
follows?  To  say  it  refers  to 
or  modifies  both  is  bad 
syntax  and  is  a  violation  of 
the     law       of       language. 


Webster  says  a  parenthesis 
modifies  the  leading  clause. 
The  leading  clause  here  is 
the  putting  away  that  goes 
before.  That  is  the  ques- 
tion raised  by  the  Pharisees. 
It  is  the  subject  that  Christ 
discussed.  It  is  the  question 
he  answered.  Hence  the 
clause  ,  "except  it  be  for 
fornication,''  modify  the 
putting  away;  it  defines 
and  names  what  a  man  may 
put  away  his  wife  for.  This 
is  an  intelligent  answer  to 
the  question  of  the 
Pharisees. 

The  Pharisees  were 
silenced  and  the  desciples 
asked  Him  again  of  this 
matter.  Did  you  say  what 
matter?  It  is  plain  that  it 
was  the  matter  of  putting 
away  and  marrying  another 
person.  Jesus  speaks  in 
strong  plain  words,  whoso- 
ever shall  put  away  his  wife 
and  marry  another,  com- 
mitteth adultery  against  her, 
And  if  a  woman  shall  put 
away  her  husband  and  be 
married  to  another,  she 
committeth  adulter  y." 
(Mark  10:11-12), 

So  we  see  that  anyone 
who  marries  a  divorced  per- 
son committeth  adultery,  be 
cause  the  marriage  contract 
is  for  life;  and  to  marry  a 
divorced  person  is  to  marry 
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some  other  person's  husband 
or  wife.  In  Romans  7:23 
Paul  says,  'Tor  the  woman 
which  hath  an  husband  is 
bound  by  the  law  to  her 
husband  so  long  as  he  liveth ; 
but  if  the  husband  be  dead 
she  is  loosed  from  the  law 
of  her  husband.  So  then,  if 
while  her  husband  liveth, 
she  be  married  to  another 
man,  she  shall  be  called  an 
adulteress;  but  if  her  hus- 
band be  dead  she  is  free 
from  that  law;  so  that  she 
is  no  adulteress,  though  she 
be  married  to  another  man." 
Here  Paul  who  understood 
the  subject  so  well,  declares 
that  only  death  can  annul 
the  marriage  vow,  and  that 
to  marry  a  divorced  person 
is  to  live  in  adultery. 

Putting  away.  ''Whoso- 
ever shall  put  away  his 
wife,  saving  for  the  cause 
of  fornication,  causeth  her 
to  commit  adultery.''  (Matt. 
5:32.). 

Permission  is  given  for 
putting  away  for  the  one 
cause,  but  divorce  is  not 
implied.  In  I  Cor.  15:16 
Paul  says,  "Know  ye  not 
that  your  bodies  are  the 
members  of  Christ?  Shall 
I  take  the  members  of  Christ 
and  make  them  the  mem- 
bers of  an  harlot?  God  for- 
bid.    What?    Know  ye  not 


that  he  which  is  joined  to 
an  harlot  is  one  body,  for 
two  saith  He,  shall  be  one 
flesh."  "But  he  that  com- 
mitteth  fornication  sinneth 
against  his  own  body."  God 
hates  sin  and  he  allows  the 
putting  away  because  of  the 
sin. 

In  1  Cor.  7:11  Paul  says 
in  giving  the  permission, 
"But  if  she  depart,  let  her 
remain  unmarried,  or  be 
reconciled  to  her  husband." 
If  there  should  be  a  subse- 
quent marriage  of  either 
the  husband  or  the  wife  the 
door  of  reconciliation  is 
practically  closed  if  the 
offending  party  should  re- 
pent. 

Forgiveness.  The  Lord 
pointed  out  the  sins  of  un- 
faithful Israel,  joined  to 
Him  in  spiritual  marriage. 
He  said,  "I  swear  unto  thee, 
and  entered  into  covenant 
with  thee,  saith  the  Lord 
God,  and  thou  becamest 
mine."  (Ezekiel  16:8).  "How 
weak  is  thine  heart,  saith 
the  Lord  God,  seeing  thou 
doest  all  these  things,  the 
work  of  an  imperious, 
whorish  woman.  In  that 
thou  buildest  thine  eminent 
place  in  the  head  of  every 
way,  and  maketh  thine  high 
place  in  every  street;  and 
nath  not  been  as  an  harlot, 
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in  that  thou  scornest  hire, 
but  as  a  wife  that  committ- 
eth  adultery,  which  takes 
strangers  instead  of  her 
husband/'  (Ezek.  16:30-32) 
''Only  acknowledge  thine 
iniquity,  that  thou  hast 
transgressed  against  the 
Lord,  thy  Lord,  thy  God  for 
I  am  married  to  you.  Turn, 
0  backsliding  children,  saith 
the  Lord,  and  I  will  bring 
youtoZion/'  (Jer.  3:13-14.) 

When  we  pray  the  Lord's 
prayer  we  say,  'Torgive  us 
our  debts  as  we  forgive  our 
debtors."  Jesus  says,  ''For 
if  ye  forgive  men  their 
trespasses,  your  heavenly 
Father  will  also  forgive  you. 
But  if  ye  forgive  not  men 
their  trespasses,  neither 
will  your  Father  forgive 
your  trespasses."  (Matt. 
6:14-15.) 

Divorce  and  remarriage 
effectually  close  the  door 
of  forgiveness  and  concilia- 
tion. 

Francis  Greenwood  Pea- 
body,  professor  of  Christian 
morals  in  Harvard  univer- 
sity, has  this  to  say  on  the 
question  of  divorce  and  re- 
marriage, "Modern  learn- 
ing, using  the  language  of 
research,  says  the  family  is 
the  unit  of  civilization. 
Jesus  using  the  language  of 
Hebrew  scripture  says,  "The 


twain  shall  become  one 
flesh  ....  what  there  God 
hath  joined  together,  let 
not  man  put  asunder," 
I  (Matt.  19:5-6.)  Unwelcome 
as  the  teaching  of  J  esus  may 
be  to  many  modern  minds,  in 
the  passage  which  pre- 
sents its  mcst  formal  state- 
j  m.ent,  the  teaching  of  Jesus 
begins,  as  it  so  often  does, 
with  a  text  from  the  Hebrew 
scriptures,  which  scriptures, 
as  he  had  solemnly  told  his 
people,  he  had  come  not  to 
destroy,  but  to  fulfil.  He 
which  made  them,  says 
Jesus,  quoting  from  the 
book  of  Genesis,  made  them 
male  and  female,  ....  and 
the  twain  shall  become  one 
flesh,  (Matt.  19:4-5).  The 
unity  thus  formed,  Jesus 
goes  on  to  say,  in  answer  to 
those  who  were  tempting 
Him  is  absolute. 

The  Pharisees  said,  "This 
is  a  harder  doctrine  than 
that  of  Moses,"  and  Jesus 
admits  that  this  is  so. 
"You,"  He  says,  "live  by  the 
law  of  Deuteronomy,  but 
even  in  your  own  tradition 
there  is  the  older  law  of 
Genesis.  Moses  ....  suf- 
fered you  to  put  away  your 
wives;  but  from  the  begin- 
ning it  hath  not  been  so." 
(Matt.  19:8).  Persons  on

William  Harris  was  born  near  the 
settlement  of  Pulaski,  Ky.,  Febru- 
ary 23,  1834,  and  died  January  29, 
\933.  If  he  had  lived  28  days 
longer  he  would  have  been  99  j^ears 
old.  He  was  the  fifth  child  of  a 
family  of  13  children. 

When  he  was  very  young  the 
family  moved  to  Tennessee  where 
he  grew  to  manhood. 

On  December  25,  1856  he  was 
united  in  marriage  to  Mary  E. 
Bolton  with  whom  he  spent  27 
years   of  happy   married  life. 

Shortly  after  his  marriage  Mr. 
Harris  and  his  wife  bade  adieu  to 
their  native  land  and  together  with 
his  wife's  people  migrated  to  what 
was  then  considered  the  "far  v/est," 
locating  in  Cedar  county,  Iowa,  11 
miles  from  the  tov/n  of  Tipton,  in 
the  year  of  1360.  They  made  the 
trip  in  six  weeks  by  covered  wagons. 
Arriving  at  Muscatine,  they  crossed 
the  big  Mississippi  on  a  ferry  boat. 

Their  first  abode  was  a  one-room 
log  cabin.  Some  twenty-seven 
years  later  the  wife  and  mother 
died,  leaving  the  husband  and 
eight  children,  four  sons  and  four 
daughters,  to  journey  on  alone. 

In  the  year  1884  he  came  to 
Dallas  county,  Iowa,  and  on  March 
5th,  1885  v/as  married  to  Sarah 
Hollinger.  To  them  one  daughter 
was  born. 

He  enbraced  the  Christian 
religion  and  united  with  the 
Baptist  church  at  the  age  of  22 
years,  later  transferring  his  mem- 
bership to  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren,  and  until  stricken  with 
age  was  active  in  church  work. 
Some  20  years  was  given  to  work  in 
the  ministry.  He  was  well  versed 
in  the  holy  scriptures  and  retained 


even  to  his  latter  years  its  truths 
and  teaching,  in  the  quoting  of 
which  he  had  few  equals. 

May  23,  1931,  he  united  with  the 
Dunkard  Brethren  church  at 
Dallas  Center,  Iowa.  Although  in 
failing  health  for  a  year  or  more, 
Mr.  Harris  had  been  feeling  about 
as  well  as  usual  until  several  weeks 
ago  when  he  tripped  and  fell.  Al- 
though no  bones  were  broken,  the 
shock  was  sufficient  that  he  did 
not  recover  from  it. 

Those  who  survive  are  three 
sons  and  two  daughters,  nam.ely: 
Elijah  and  William  F.  Harris  of 
Dallas  Center,  la.,  Samuel  of  Min- 
burn,  la.,  Mrs.  Margaret  Long  of 
Casey,  la.,  and  Mrs.  Gertie  Wliiams 
of  Dallas  Center,  with  whom  he 
has  spent  his  declining  years,  and 
by  v/hom  he  has  been  adequately 
and  efficiently  cared  for;  also  17 
grandchildren  and  28  great  grand- 
children. 

Found  among  his  belongings  v/as 
this  bit  of  verse: 
Remiember  me  as  you  pass  by, 
As  you  are  now,  so  once  was  I; 
As  I  am  now,  soon  you  will  be. 
Prepare  for  death  and  follow  m.e. 

The  funeral  was  held  from  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren  Tuesday 
afternoon  conducted  by  his  long 
time  friend.  Rev.  C.  B.  Rowe,  V7ho 
v/as  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev. 
X.  L.  Coppock.  The  body  was 
taken  overland  to  Bennett,  la.,  for 
burial.

IN  MEMORIAM 


Aged  minister  passes  to  reward. 
Elder  Amos  Leedy.  born  in  Ohio 
June  6th  1850  and  died  at  his  home 
near  Leedy,  Okla.,  October  21,  1932, 
aged  82  years,  4  months  and  15 
days. 

He  was  married  to  Sarah  Hunter 
in  1871.    To  this  union  ten  children 
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were  born,  two  dying  in  infancy. 

He  i^  survived  by  his  wife,  eight 
children,  thirty  eight  grandchildren 
and  eight  great  grandchildren. 

He  and  wife  united  with  the 
Church  of  The  Brethren  in  1887. 
He  was  called  to  the  ministry  in 
1888.  He  labored  in  that  office  in 
Illinois  until  after  the  death  of 
his  wife  in  1895.  In  1898  he  went 
to  Oklahoma  and  filed  on  a  claim 
in  Dewey  county  in  1899,  which  was 
his  home  until  he  passed  away. 
The  townsite  of  Leedy  VN^as  staked 
near  his  place  and  for  a  number  of 
years  he  was  postmaster  and  store- 
keeper in  the  little  town,  which  to- 
day bears  his  name  because  of  v/hat 
the  life  of  this  pioneer  was  and  the 
service  he  rendered  to  his  fellow- 
man.  He  led  an  exemplary  life  and 
was  considered  a  devout  Christian 
by  ail  who  knew  him. 

He  was  the  first  minister  there 
and  organized  the  first  Sunday 
School.  He  often  superintended 
two  Sunday  Schools  and  preached 
two  sermons  in  one  day,  walking 
10  to  12  miles  to  do  so. 

In  1903  he  was  married  to  Susan 
Braves.  In  1906  they  moved  to 
St.  Joseph  Mo.,  where  he  labored  in 
the  ministry  nearly  5  years,  then 
his  health  gave  way  and  they 
moved  back  to  their  farm  in 
Oklahoma. 

About  1925  the  Dunkard  Brethren 
church  v/as  organized  at  Elk  City, 
Okla.,  and  at  that  time  he  was 
ordained  Elder.  Having  poor 
health  he  was  not  asked  to  do  much 
work.  In  1930  he  was  in  the 
hospital  41/2  months,  undergoing 
two  operations  and  was  a  great 
sufferer  at  times,  but  bore  it  all 
with  Christian  patience. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in 
Leedy  by  Albert  L.  Williams,  assisted 


by  W.  B.  Gish,  both  of  Thomas, 
Okla.  The  body  was  then  expressed 
to  LaPlace,  Ills.,  where  funeral 
services  were  held  again  and  he 
was  laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery 
nearby.  Sister  Leedy  requests  an 
interest  in  the  prayers  of  all  the 
faithful  ones,  she  being  left  alone.

For  a  number  of  years  the 
popular  leaders  of  profess- 
ing Christendom  have  been 
advocating  the  theory  of 
^^World  Betterment/^  The 
idea  has  been  stressed  in 
both  pulpit  and  press  to 
such  an  extent  that  many 
folks  have  become  confused 
in  regard  to  the  true  mission 
of  the  church.  The  idea  is 
to  reform  the  whole  world 
and  the  cry  of  its  advocates 
has  been  ''Make  the  world 
a  fit  place  to  live  in/'  The 
theory  includes  the  outlaw- 
ing of  war  and  elimination 
of  all  the  other  evils  exist- 
ing in  the  world  and  the 
establishment  of  a  universal 
reign  of  peace  and  right- 
eousness. This  fantastical 
theory  has  been  advanced 
with  great  zealousness  and 
flowery  oratory  and  folks 
have  been  carried  off  their 


feet  for  the  time  being,  with 
the  certainty  of     the     ap- 
proach of  this  "golden  a  .'e." 
It  mio-ht  be  stated  farther 
that  the  theory  includes  the 
thought     that     when     the 
church  succeeds  in     estab- 
jlishing  this  ''righteousness'' 
that  Christ  will    come    and 
begin  His  millenium  reign. 
if  folks  would  just    stop 
and  reason  a    little;    when 
isuch  theories  are  advocated, 
juse  their  God  given  intel- 
lligeice  and  search  the  sjrip- 
'tures,  they  would  soon  dis- 
j  cover  the  vanity  and    folly 
'of  such  ideas.  Such  theories 
are  the  result  of  a  miscon- 
ception or  delusion  on  the 
part    of    modern      church 
leaders  and  is  in     keeping* 
with    the    j3rophecies    and 
warnings  given  us  regard- 
ing the  age  in  which  we  live. 
It  might  be  said  farther 
that  this     ''World     Better- 
ment" according  to  the  plan 
of  its  promoters  is  to  be  at- 
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tained  by  numerous  reform 
movements,  international 
conferences,  and  leagues, 
all  of  which  are  of  a  political 
nature. 

Thus  for  a  number  of 
years  great  effort  has  been 
put  forth  in  this  line  to 
bring  about  the  desired  re- 
sult. In  spite  of  all  this 
(or  as  a  result  of  it)  there 
has  been  a  decided  increase 
in  wickedness  and  corrup- 
tion; a  downfall  of  society 
both  morally  and  spiritually. 
These  facts  of  themselves 
ought  to  convince  people  of 
the  unsoundness  of  the 
aforesaid  plan. 

Really  now,  was  it  the 
mission  of  Christ  in  coming 
to  this  world  to  make  it  a 
better  place  in  which  to 
live?  If  so,  then  we  believe 
it  to  be  the  mission  of  the 
church — in  fact  it  must  be, 
for  Jesus  at  one  time  prayed 
to  the  Father,  ^^As  Thou 
hast  sent  Me  into  the  world 
even  so  have  I  also  sent 
them  (the  church)  into  the 
world,''  (John  17:18). 

In  John  3:16  we  find  the 
following,  ''For  God  so  loved 
the  world  that  He  gave  His 
only  begotten  Son,  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  Him 
should  not  perish  but  have 
everlasting  life.''  From  this 
as  well  as  many  other  refer- 


ences we  find  the  mission  of 
Christ  to  the  world  was  to 
bring  salvation  to  the  world. 
The  curse  of  sin  m.eant 
death  to  the  human  family 
and  it  was  resting  upon  all, 
(Rom.  5:12). 

The  world  was  doom.ed 
because  of  sin  and  Jesus 
came  to  save  the  v/orld.  In 
shedding  His  blood  He  not 
only  atoned  for  the  original 
or  Adam.ic  sin,  but  made  it 
possible  for  men  through 
the  application  of  His  blood 
to  be  freed  from  bondage 
of  sin  and  live  in  soberness, 
righteousness  and  godli- 
ness. Jesus  did  not  save 
men  ''in  their  sins,"  but 
"from  their  sins."  Naturally 
when  wicked  men  through 
the  process  of  regeneration 
turned  from  unrighteous- 
ness to  righteousness  it  did 
make  them  better,  however, 
it  was  optional  with  men  if 
they  would  be  saved  or  not. 
We  fail  to  find  anywhere  in 
the  teachings  of  Jesus  where 
He  gave  encouragement  or 
hope  of  a  better  life  to  any, 
otherwise  than  through  re- 
generation and  there  is  no 
method  of  bringing  this 
about  save  through  the 
gospel  which  is  the  power  of 
God  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth. It  is  through 
obedience  to  the  gospel  that 
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we  can  have  the  atoning 
and  regenerating  blood  of 
Christ  applied. 

From  this  we  telieve  t"e 
mission  of  the  church  is  not 
to  try  to  better  the  condi- 
tions of  men  living  in  sin, 
but  to  get  men  to  forsake 
sin  and     live     righteously. 

Modern  church  leaders 
who  have  rejected  the 
gospel  are  trying  to  save 
men  ''in  their  sins"  through 
political  reforms.  This  re- 
minds us  of  the  scriptural 
warning  in  (II  Peter  2)  in 
regards  to  false  teachers 
who  ''speak  great  swelling 
words  of  vanity  and  allure 
through  the  lust  of  the 
flesh;  promising  others 
liberty  while  they  them- 
selves are  the  servants  of 
corruption." 

World  betterment  may 
be  accomplished  to  some  ex- 
tent through  poHtical  re- 
forms but  that  does  not  save 
the  souls  of  men. 

The  true  church  of  Christ 
is  a  blessing  to  the  world. 
The  salt  of  the  earth,  the 
light  of  the  world,  a  haven 
of  rest  for  the  weary  and 
sin  sick.  But  if  the  salt 
hath  lost  its  savor,  then 
what?  Or  if  the  church 
turn  aside  from  preaching 
the  gospel  and  soul  saving 
to  reform  work  and    world 


betterment,  then  what? 
Existing  conditions  speak 
for  themselves  as  to  the  re- 
sult, for  sad  though  it  be, 
the  ''modern"  form  of 
Christianity  is  a  failure,  its 
power  is  gone,  its  glory  de- 
parted. Then  too,  '  the 
modern  idea  that  the  church 
will  eventually  succeed  in 
eliminating  all  the  evils  of 
the  world  and  establishing 
a  universal  reign  of  peace 
and  righteousness  is  alto- 
gether absurd.  The  scrip- 
tures do  not  teach  such  a 
thing. 

The  prophecies  of  the 
gospel  regarding  the  closing 
of  the  church  age  are 
directly  opposite  to  this 
modern  idea.  In  regard  to 
this  matter  we  are  told  that 
before  the  second  .coming 
of  Christ  there  shall  come  a 
"falling    away,"     "perilous

"evil 


men  and 
seducers  wax  worse  and 
worse,"  "false  teachers," 
and  "because  iniquity  shall 
abound  the  love  of  many 
shall  v;ax  cold,"  also  "as  it 
was  in  the  days  of  Noah  so 
shall  also  the  coming  of  the 
Son  of  Man  be."  The  Bible 
tells  us  that  in  the  days  of 
Noah  "the  wickedness  of 
man  was  great  in  the  earth 
and  that  every  imagination 
of  the  thoughts  of  his  heart 
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was  only  evil  continually." 
Also  that  ''The  earth  also 
was  corrupt  before  God, 
and  the  earth  was  filled 
with  violence."  (Gen.  6.) 

The  human  family  has 
largely  rejected  Christ  and 
His  plan  of  salvation,  there- 
fore the  curse  of  sin  is  rest- 
ing upon  the  world.  Well 
can  it  be  said  that  we  are 
now  living  in  a  day  when 
violence  and  corruption  are 
filling  the  earth.  Because 
of  this  curse  of  sin  the  old 
world  is  doomed.  ''The 
earth  also  and  the  works 
that  are  therein  shall  be 
burned  up/'  (IlPeter  3). 
In  the  light  of  these  plain 


teachings  this  theory  of 
"world  betterment"  is  but 
mockery.  Seeing  the  ful- 
fillment all  about  us  of 
these  prophecies  regarding 
the  tim.e  when  the  Lord  shall 
return  we  as  the  true  church 
of  Christ  should  put  forth 
every  effort  possible  to 
warn  our  fellowmen  to  flee 
the  wrath  to  come  and  ac- 
cept Jesus  and  His  plan  of 
salvation  while  mercy  is  to 
be  found.  Our  aimi  in  these 
perilous  days  should  not  be 
"world  bettennent"  but  to 
get  men  to  prepare  for  a 
"better  world"  as  saith  the 
scriptures,  "Nevertheless 
we,  according  to  His 
promise,  look  for  new 
heavens  and  a  new  earth, 
wherein  dwelleth  righteous- 
ness. "Wherefore,  beloved, 
seeing  that  ye  look  for  such 
things,  be  diligent  that  ye 
may  be  found  of  Him  in 
peace,  without  spot  and 
blameless.  (II  Pet.  3:13-14.)

"He 
that  followeth  Me  shall  not 
walk  in  darkness  but  shall 
have    the    light    of    life." 

Secretism  is  dark,  secret, 
behind  sentinel-guarded 
doors,  and  their  blindfolded 
candidates  know  not  where 
they  go.  God  said,  "I  have 
not  spoken  in  secret,  in  a 
dark  place  in    the    earth," 
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(Isa.  45 :19) ,  and  Jesus  said, 
'*I  spoke  openly  to  the 
world;  I  ever  taught  in  the 
synagogue  and  in  tlie  temple 
whither  the  Jews  always  re- 
sort, and  in  secret  have  I 
said  nothing,''  (John  18:20). 
When  professed  Christian 
ministers  and  laymen  help 
Satan  to  tear  God's  own 
Word  to  pieces,  it  is  time  to 
cry  aloud  and  spare  not. 
They  say  their  god  is  the 
Creator,  the  Supreme  Being, 
the  Architect  Oi  the  uni- 
verse. But  who  is  the 
Creator?  (Gen.  1:1),  ^Tn 
the  beginning  God  created 
the  heavens  and  the  earth." 
If  we  turn  to  John  1 :10,  we 
get  the  clear  statement  re- 
garding Jesus  Christ,  ''He 
was  in  the  world,  and  the 
world  was  made  by  Him. 
Col.  1 :16  says,  'Tor  by  Him 
were  all  things  created,  that 
are  in  heaven  and  that  are 
in  earth,  visible  and  in- 
visible, whether  they  be 
thrones,  or  dominions,  or 
principalities,  or  powers;  all 
things  were  created  by  Him 
and  for  Him."  Again, 
Heb.  1:1-3  further  estab- 
lishes the  fact  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  Creator  and 
Sustainer  of  this  world  and 
of  the  universe.  But  secret- 
ism  rejects  Christ ;  therefore 
it  rejects  as  its  God  as  the

maker  and  builder  of  the 
universe.  "I  and  My  Father 
are  one;"  ''He  that  hath 
seen  Me  hath  seen  the 
Father;"  "He  that  rejecteth 
Me  rejecteth  Him  that  sent 
Me,"  said  the  Lord  Jesus. 
The  oath  of  secretism  is 
contrary  to  scripture,  and  is 
of  such  a  nature  as  to  bring 
every  spirit-taught  child  of 
God  to  see  that  he  has  placed 
his  neck  in  a  yoke  oi  bond- 
age, and  bound  himself  in 
the  closest  bonds  of  fellow- 
ship with  unbelievers,  Jews, 
Mohammedans,  Brahmins, 
and  a  great  horde  of  pro- 
fane, godless  men,  whose 
religion  consists  principally 
in  regalia.  Their  oaths 
range  all  the  way  from 
binding  vows  to  the  strong- 
est oaths  that  is  possible  for 
men  and  devils  to  construct; 
and  the  penalties  range 
from  the  disfavor,  disdain 
and  contempt  of  their 
fellows,  to  t'-^e  most  horrible 
of  deaths.  The  candidate  is 
led  blindfolded  to  the  altars, 
and  the  words  of  the  oath 
given  to  him  a  few  at  a  time ; 
and  under  the  pressure  of 
the  circumstances  he  takes 
oath  to  that  which,  had  he 
known  it,  no  money  could 
have  hired  him  to  take.  In 
no  other  institutions  do  men 
go  blindfolded,  and  obligate 
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themselves  for  life  and 
death  as  here.  What  would 
you  say  of  the  man  or 
woman  who  went  blind- 
folded to  the  marriage  altar, 
and  be  united  in  the  holy 
bonds  of  matrimony  to  a 
person  they  did  not  know? 
Yet  the  initial  step  in 
secretism  is  this  binding 
oath.  Men  do  not  go  blind- 
folded into  business,  unless 
they  are  reckless  gamblers. 
God  does  not  ask  you  to  go 
blindfolded,  but  enlightens 
the  eyes  and  sets  the  light  of 
eternity  before  us.  Jesus 
is  ''the  light  of  the  world.'' 
The  word  of  God  is  preached 
openly.  God  says,  "Look 
unto  Me,  all  the  ends  of 
earth,  and  be  ye  saved ;  for  I 
am  God;  and  there  is  none 
else.''  Secretism  says, 
''Don't  look,"  and  takes 
good  care  that  you  cannot 
see,  lest  you  should  get  a 
glimpse  in  advance  and  turn 
back,  as  miany  have.  Read 
carefully  Matt.  5 :33-37  and 
James  5:12.  How  can  a 
professed  child  of  God  ever 
take  such  oaths  as  are  re- 
quired by  the  various  orders, 
and  still  remain  loyal  to 
Christ?  Now  we  are  going 
to  give  you  what  one  man 
says  who  belonged.  His 
name  is  G.  L.  Hunt,  "I  have 
it  upon  published  authority, 


as  well  as  verbal  expositions 
of  one  order,  that  one  of 
their  oaths  adds  this 
penalty:  the  oath  is  taken 
m  the  presence  of  three  men 
with  drawn  swords,  one 
with  the  point  of  the  sword 
on  his  throat,  another  one 
to  his  heart,  and  another 
drawn  across  his  bowels, 
and  in  that  position  he  binds 
himself  under  the  penalty 
of  having  his  throat  cut  and 
his  tongue  taken  out,  his 
breast  ripped  open,  and  his 
heart  cut  out,  and  his  body 
severed  in  tvv^ain  and  dis- 
emboweled. This  is  on  a 
par  with  the  secret  society 
oaths  that  I  have  taken  in 
various  degrees  in  the  days 
of  my  ignorance  and  blind- 
|ness.  The  Mystic  Shrine  is 
I  an  oriental  degree  of 
Masonry  brought  to  this 
country  from  the  Moham- 
medan Mecca  in  1871  by  the 
actor  W.  J.  Florence,  and  is 
a  purely  heathen  degree, 
and  anti-christian  from  be- 
ginning to  end,  as  the  bind- 
ing clause  of  the  oath  plainly 
reveals.  It  is  as  follows : 
'In  wilful  violation  whereof 
I  incur  the  fearful  penalty 
of  having  my  eyeballs 
pierced  to  the  center  with  a 
three-edged  blade;  my  feet 
flayed,  and  I  be  forced  to 
walk  the  hot  sands  on  the 
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sterile  shores  of  the  Red  Sea 
until  the  flaming  sun  shall 
strike  me  with  a  livid 
plague;  and  may  Allah,  the 
god  of  Arab,  Moslem  and 
Mohammedan,  the  god  of 
our  fathers,  support  me  in 
the  fulfilment  of  the  same. 
Amen,  amen,  amen,  (99).'  " 

They  reject  all  mention  of 
Christ,  and  bow  to  and  ask 
the  god  of  Arab,  Moslem 
and  Mohammed  to  sup- 
port them!  Allah  is  the 
Arab's  god,  Mohammed  is 
his  prophet,  and  the  Koran 
is  his  Bible,  and  ministers 
of  America,  who  profess  to 
be  foUow^ers  of  Jehovah  and 
Jesus  Christ,  His  Son, 
taking  as  their  only  guide, 
the  Holy  Bible,  deliberately 
forsake  it,  and  bow  like 
cringing  slaves  to  Allah, 
Mohammed  and  the  Koran. 
It  should  be  sufficient  to 
convince  any  Christian  that 
the  tree  is  bad,  when  it 
bears  bad  fruit.  Secretism 
never  wins  anyone  to  Christ, 
for  the  very  plain  reason 
that  they  have  NO  Christ  to 
win  them  to. 

A  large  number  of  their 
members  are  blasphemers, 
card  players,  tobacco  users, 
liquor  drinkers  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent.  These  are 
not  the  fruits  of  righteous- 
ness.    My  lodge  experience 


I  was  marked  by  a  steady  de- 

|cline,  a     direct    downward 

ipath  into     sin.     I     readily 

'admit  it  was    not    by    the 

teachings  of  the  order,  but 

by  the  practice  of  those  who 

ruled  its  policies.     In  seven 

years  of  lodge  experience  I 

never  heard  a    minister    of 

the  gospel  open  his  mouth 

in  the  lodge  room  for  Christ 

land  righteousness,  and  not 

one  ever  admonished  me  to 

desist  from  an  evil  hf e.

Jacoby,  assistant  pastor  of 
Mr.     Moody's     church     at 
'Chicago  has  to  say  in  The 
!  Field     and     Work,       their 
I  church  paper: 
I     'T  suppose    I     ought    to 
'know       something      about 
[Masonry,  as  I    have    taken 
some  twelve  or  fifteen  de- 
grees in  it,  and  have    been 
an  officer  of  my  lodge     in 
Guthrie  Center,   la.     Until 
I  was  converted  to  Christ  I 
was  a  notoriously     wicked 
man,  a  gambler,  a  drinker, 
and     dissipated     in     other 
ways  known  to  evil  men.    I 
spent  a    small    fortune    in 
years  of  dissipation  while  a 
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member  of  my  lodge,  and 
yet  no  minister  in  the  lodge 
ever  exorted  me  to  desist 
from  my  reckless  course,  or 
offered  to  direct  me  to  the 
Lamb  of  God  that  taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world. 
Christian  men  tell  me  now 
that  they  join  secret 
societies  that  they  may  in- 
fluence men  for  good.  They 
will  very  soon  lose  their 
spirituality  inside  the 
average  lodge  room.  Of 
course  the  lodge  is  invested 
with  enough  of  formal  re- 
ligousness  to  make  an  ordin- 
ary preacher  feel  at  ease. 
Special  inducements  are 
offered  to  the  clergy  to  join 
and  then  their  names  are 
heralded  for  advertising 
purposes.  After  my  con- 
version to  Christ,  the  lodge 
lost  its  charm  to  me,  and 
many  lodge  scenes  seemed 
a  mockery.  So  long  as  a 
man  is  in  the  broad  road 
that  leads  to  death,  it  may  be 
the  lodge  is  just  as  good  a 
place  as  any,  but  I  pity  the 
poor  starved  child  of  God 
who  seeks  comfort  and 
strength  from  a  society  so 
largely  of  the  godless.''

Inter-church  federations, 
and  church  leagues,  for  this 
and  for  that  are  not  truly 
representative  of  church 
denominations;  nor  are  they 
truly  church  organizations, 
they  are  political  rather 
than  reUgious.  The  need 
of  the  hour  is  to  make  all 
men  see  that  the  world's 
great  need  is  Christ,  the 
problem  concerns  not  only 
the  church  goer,  but  more 
especially  those  who  have 
gotten  off  the  path  of  right- 
eousness, and  who  wander 
idly  through  the  shallow 
shadow  of  materialistic 
notions  that  pervade  the 
world  today.  Before  these 
can  be  rescued,  the  church 


'must  take  stock  of  herself, 

both  of  pulpit  and  pew.  Can 

I  she  meet  the  test  of    God? 

'  Do  ministers  of  today  act  as 

if  getting  the  gospel  of  Jesus 

Christ,  to  the  public  is  the 

most  important     thing     in 

life?     Does    the      average 

j  church  g"oer  attend  religious 

'service  from  force  of  habit, 

!or  because    his    body    and 

spiritual  self    hungers    for 

the  word  of  God? 

If  the  church,  both  pulpit 
and  pew,  does  not  reflect 
the  importance  of  the  gospel 
of  Jesas  Christ,  not  alone 
on  Sunday  but  week  days  as 
well,  how  can  they  pursuade 
'other  people  to  believe  that 
that  message  is  the  greatest 
thing  in  the  world?  P'rom 
what  we  hear  from  the  great 
conventions,  and  what  we 
read  in  the  public  press, 
that  the  church  oi  the  past 
has  been  a  failure,  (tlie 
church  of  Christ  has  not 
failed,  but  man  has  failed). 
They  tell  us  there  must 
jbe  not  only  a  ne.v  super- 
I  structure,  "^  but  a  new 
foundation,  not  only  a  new 
method  but  a  new  and 
essentially  a  different 
motive  power,  that  there 
must  be  a  substitute  for 
faith,  that  we  must  walk 
by  sight,  and  not  by  faith 
in  God  as  He  is  revealed  in 
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the  Bible,  it  is  suggested 
and  openly  proclaimed  by 
many  who  profess  to  be 
Christian.  They  deny  that 
the  Bible  is  the  supernatural 
revelation  of  what  men  are 
to  believe  concerning  God, 
and  of  the  duties  of  what 
God  requires  of  men,  they 
deny  the  Biblical  records  of 
the  creation  and  fall  of  man, 
and  of  the  Virgin  birth, 
atoning  death  and  resurrec- 
tion of  Jesus  Christ,  is  re- 
jected with  all  that  is! 
miraculous  in  Christian ' 
doctrine.  All  the  distinc- 
tive doctrines  are  to  be 
given  up  or  concealed  so 
that  there  may  be  one  great 
church,  is  this  to  be  the 
church  of  the  future? 

Have  we  reached  a  time 
when  faith  must  give  place 
to  worldly  v/isdom?  The 
church  in  the  past  has  not 
accomplished  what  she 
should  have  accomplished, 
but  the  fault  was  not  with 
the  teachings  of  God's  word, 
her  failure  is  not  on  the  ac- 
count of  the  doctrine  of 
Christ,  but  its  lack  of  faith 
in  its  fundamental  doc- 
trines. Increasingknowledge 
of  science,  art  and  philoso- 
phy, has  not  discovered 
anything  that  can  take  the 
place  of  the  great  truths  of 
divine      revelation      as    a 


foundation  for  the  church 
of  the  future.  Other 
foundation  can  no  man  lay 
than  that  is  laid  which  is 
Jesus  Christ,  (Acts  4:11-12, 
I  Cor.  3:11). 

What  the  church  of  the 
future  needs  is  not  more 
knowledge,  more  worldly 
wisdom  or  unity  of  organ- 
ization,    but     more     faith. 

There  seems  to  me  to  be 
an  undue  emphasis  upon 
education  in  contrast  with 
evangelization,  there  is  a 
risk  of  over  emphasizing 
the  educational.  I  just 
recently  read  an  article  on 
the  Fundamentals  in  China ; 
there  are  284  missionaries 
residing  there  connected 
with  the  various  churches 
and  denominations,  and  yet 
after  miaking  all  necessary 
allowance  for  official  and 
administrative  work,  out  of 
the  284  only  four  are  doing 
solely  evangelistic  work, 
(this  has  reference  to 
Shanghai). 

This  same  article  states 
that  in  Canton,  China,  there 
are  over  200  missionaries, 
not  one  of  whom  is  set  apart 
for  purely  evangelistic  work 
in  the  city  itself.  Christ 
the  greatest  of  all  mission- 
aries in  sending  out  his  dis- 
ciples commianded  them  to 
go  into  all  the    world,    and 
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preach  the  gospel,  (Mark 
16:15-16).  This  is  what 
the  world  needs  today.  Men 
who  are  filled  with  modern- 
istic theories,  evolution  and 
socialistic  doctrines  will  not 
preach  Christ,  as  the  only 
way  o±  salvation.  Russia's 
five  year  plan  of  Atheism 
in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
Morning  Post,  London,  an 
article  appeared  which  de- 
clared that  there  are  strong 
indications  of  a  new 
s^^stematic  attack  on  re- 
ligion by  the  Soviet  govern- 
ment which  takes  the  form 
of  a  five  year  plan  of 
Atheism.,  with  the  object  of 
complete  suppression  of  all 
religious  teachings  and  re- 
ligious cults  regardless  of 
their  attitude  to  the  govern- 
ment, by  May  1,  1937,  says 
the  life  faith,  the  decree  has 
not  been  published  but  ac- 
cording to  the  correspond- 
ent it  has  been  sent  to  all 
the  regional  committees  for 
endorsement.  The  terms  of 
this  resolution  are  as 
follows:  On  May  1,  1937 
there  must  not  remain  on 
the  territory  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
R.  a  single  house  of  prayer 
to  God,  and  the  very  con- 
ception of  God  will  be  ban- 
ished from  the  soviet  union, 
as  a  survival  of  the  middle 
ages  which  has  served  as  an 


instrument  for  the  oppres- 
sion of  the  working  classes. 
The  signatures  of  the  de- 
cree include  that  of  Stalin. 
Denton,  Md.

Two  half  dollars  lay  side 
by  side  in  a  certan  in- 
dividual's pocket,  they  were 
the  same  size,  same  counter- 
sign, looked  exactly  alike  in ! 
every  way,  and  were  sup- 
posed to  be  of  the  same 
value.

Daniel  9 :24,  ^^Seventy 
weeks  (weeks  of  years,  490 
years)  are  determined  upon 
thy  people  and  upon  thy 
holy  city  to  finish  the  trans- 
gressions, and  to  make  an 
end  of  sin  and     to     make 
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reconciliation  for  iniquity, 
and  to  bring  in  everlasting 
righteousness,  and  to  seal 
up  the  vision  and  prophecy, 
and  to  anoint  the  most 
holy." 

Here  Daniers  people  are 
promised  four  hundred 
ninety  years  and  are  told 
v^hat  they  are  to  accomphsh 
in  that  period. 

Verse  25 :  ''Know  there- 
fore and  understand  that 
from  the  going  forth  of  the 
commxandment  to  restore 
and  to  build  Jerusalem  unto 
the  Messian  the  Prince  shall 
be  seven  weeks  (49  years) 
and  three  score  and  two 
weeks,"  (434  years).  Add- 
ing we  have  484  years  the 
beginning  of  the  490  years 
before  Messiah  coming. 

Verse  26:  ''And  after 
three  score  and  two  weeks 
(434  years)  shall  Messiah  be 
cut  off." 

Again  by  adding  the  49 
years  spent  in  building  the 
city  we  have  483  years.  This 
makes  the  Messiah  coming 
and  being  cut  off  at  the 
same  year.     This  is  true. 

Jesus  came  according  to 
prophecy.  "Rejoice  greatly, 
0  daughter  of  Zion;  shout 
0  daughter  of  Jerusalem; 
behold,  thy  King  cometh 
unto  thee  . . .  lowly,  and  rid- 
ing upon  an  ass."  (Zeck.9 :9) 


This  prophecy  was  liter- 
ally fulfilled  when  Jesus 
made  His  triumphant  entry 
into  Jerusalem,  while  the 
multitudes  shouted, 
"Hosannnah  to  the  son  of 
David."  This  transpired  a 
very  few  days  before  Jesus' 
crucifixion.  (Matt.  21 :4-ll) 

Here  it  is  clearly  shown 
DanieFs  people,  Israel,  had 
the  promise  of  490  years 
that  at  Jesus'  crucifixion 
they  had  received  483  years 
leaving  them  seven  years 
their  due. 

At  Jesus'  crucifixion  the 
Jews  were  cut  off  and  time 
was  no  longer  credited  to 
them.  About  thirty-seven 
years  A.  D.  70  the  Romans 
under  Titus  destroyed 
Jerusalem  and  the  temple 
and  the  Jews  were  scattered 
among  the  nations  of  the 
earth. 

While  the  Jews  are  cut  off 
and  scattered,  the  church 
will  be  born,  develop  to  com- 
pletion, and  called  to  its  re- 
ward, as  they  are  reinstated. 

"James  answered,  saying, 
men  and  brethren,  harken 
unto  me;  Simeon  hath  de- 
clared how  God  at  the  first 
did  visit  the  Gentiles,  to 
take  out  of  them  a  people 
for  His  name.  And  to  this 
agree  the  words  of  the 
phophets,  (Jer.  30:3,  Amos 
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9:11-14)  as  it  is  written. 
After  this  I  will  return,  and 
I  will  build  again  the  taber- 
nacle of  David,  which  is 
fallen  dov/n,  and  I  will  build 
again  the  ruins  thereof  and 
I  will  set  it  up,  that  the 
residue  of  men  might  seek 
after  the  Lord,  and  all  the 
gentiles,  upon  whom  my 
name  is  called,  saith  the 
Lord  who  doeth  all  these 
things/'  (Acts  15:13-17.) 

Jesus  says  Jerusalem 
shall  be  trodden  down  of  the 
Gentiles,  until  the  time  of 
the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled 
(Luke  21:24). 

Paul  says     blindness     in^ 
part  is  happened  unto  Israel  | 
until    the    fullness   of   the' 
Gentiles  is  come  in.   (Rom. 
11:25). 

Here  the  time  of  the  end 
properly  begins. 

(Dan.  9:27.)  ''And  He 
shall  confirm  the  covenant 
with  many  for  one  week 
(a  week  of  years,  seven 
years)  and  in  the  midst  of 
the  week  He  shall  cause  the 
sacrifice  and  the  oblation 
to  cease  and  for  the  over- 
spreading of  abomination 
He  shall  make  it  desolate 
even  until  the  consumma- 
tion.'' 

Here  is  shown  two  kings, 
confirming  a  covenant  for 
two  kingdoms,     for     seven 


years;  and  that  those  years 
extend  to  the  end  of  the  era. 
After  three  and  one-half 
years  that  covenant  will  be 
broken  taking  away  the 
daily  sacrifice  which  shows 
one  of  the  kingdoms  to  be 
Judea. 

Rev.  13  gives  a  short,  but 
clear  cut  vision  of  those 
kingdoms  and  their  kings, 
all  bearing  the  title  of 
beast.  One  should  study 
the  principles  of  these 
beast  kingdoms  and  the 
character  of  their  kings. 

John  the  revelator,  "Stand- 
ing on  the  sands  of  the  sea 
saw  a  beast  (a  kingdom) 
rise  up  out  of  the  sea  (the 
great  mass  of  confused 
humanity)  having  seven 
heads  and  ten  horns."  The 
description  shov/s  the  vision 
to  be  that  of  the  old  Roman 
empire.  By  referring  to 
chapter  17:7-12  we  find 
that  the  beast  and  one  of  its 
kings  will  be  revived  at  the 
time  of  the  end. 

'And  I  beheld  another 
beast  (a  kingdom)  coming 
up  out  of  the  earth  (the 
earthly  kingdom  of  Judea) 
and  he  had  two  horns  like  a 
lamb  and  he  spake  as  a 
dragon." 

Without  doubt  this  beast 
king  will  spring  from 
Atheist  Jews;     yet     be     a 
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descendant  of  David  by 
blood. 

Compare  this  beast  as 
given  in  the  last  eleven 
verses,  with  the  son  of 
perdition  (II  Thes.  2:3-11) 
you  find  them  to  be  one  and 
the  same.  The  real  personal 
anti-Christ, 

Vv^e  believe  these  beasts 
in  the  fore  part  of  their 
reign  will  tolerate  such  re- 
ligions as  the  Federation  of 
Gentile  churches  and  the 
Masonic  lodge  who  preach 
salvation  (or  its  equivelant 
the  grand  lodge  above)  by 
the  fatherhood  of  God  and 
the  brotherhood  of  man 
without  the  atoning  blood  of 
Jesus. 

In  the  later  half  of  their 
reign  all  worship,  except 
that  of  the  beast  or  his 
image,  will  be  prohibited  by 
a  law  carrying  a  death 
penalty  to  all  who  have  not 
the  mark  of  the  beast. 

The  faithful  remnant  of 
Israel  who  have  been  vv^ait- 
ing  and  watching  for  their 
Messiah  will  have  a  vision  of 
Jesus,  as  Paul  had  when  on 
his  way  to  Demascus.  See- 
ing Jesus  one  will  say  unto 
him,  ^'What  are  those 
wounds  in  thine  hands?'' 
Then  he  will  answer,  'These 
with  which  I  was 
wounded  in  the    house    of 


my  friends.''  (Zech.  12:10, 
13:6.) 

Those  faithful  Israelites 
living  at  the  beginning  of 
the  great  tribulation  will  be 
sealed  for  God  and  protected 
from  the  dragon  for  three 
and  one-half  j^ears.  After 
that  the  Revelator  sees  them 
standng  with  the  Lamb  on 
Mt.  Zion,  the  first  fruits 
unto  God  and  the  Lamb  in 
the  millennium  kingdom. 
SeeRev.  7:2-3, 11:1-2, 12:6- 
14,  14:1-5. 

The  first  beast  will  break 
the  covenant  of  Dan.  9 :27 
by  killing  God's  two  wit- 
nesses that  had  prophesied 
three  and  one-half  years. 
Rev.  11:3-12. 

They  that  dwell  upon  the 
earth  will  rejoice  over  the 
beast's  victory  of  killing 
God's  witnesses.  0,  what  a 
change  after  three  and  one- 
half  days.  That  rejoicing  yAW 
change  into  consternation 
and  condemnation  as  those 
witnesses  raise  and  ascend 
into  heaven.  This  is  not 
the  end.  Harken!  An 
angel  flying  in  the  mndst  of 
heaven  having  the  everlast- 
ing gospel  to  preach  unto 
them  that  dwell  upon  the 
earth  and  to  every  nation 
and  kindred  and  tongue  and 
people 

And     the     third      angel

followed.  Warning  of  the 
awful  doom  awaiting  those 
receiving  the  mark  of  the 
beast  or  worship  his 
image.  See  chapter  14:- 
6-11.  Then  turn  to  chap- 
ter 6:9-11.  There  the  souls 
under  the  altars  are  told  to 
rest  for  a  little  season  (three 
and  one-half  years)  until 
their  fellowservants  and 
their  brethren  should  be 
killed  as  they  had  been  and 
all  things  fulfilled. 

Turning  to  chapter  7 :9-17 
w^e  have  the  vision  of  a  great 
multitude  which  no  man 
could  number,  described  the 
same  as  the  ones  the  angels 
preached  to.  One  of  the 
elders  asks,  what  are  these 
arrayed  in  v/hite  robes  and 
whence  came  they?  The 
answer  comes,  they  are  they 
which  came  out  of  great 
tribulation  and  have  washed 
their  robes  and  made  them 
white  in  the  blood  of  the 
lamb. 

The  church,  typified  by 
the  wise  virgins,  will  put  on 
the  shield  of  faith,  the 
helmet  of  salvation,  and  the 
sword  of  the  spirit.  They 
will  be  looking  and  waiting 
for  Jesus'  coming  for  His 
bride.  As  He  said  before 
He  took  His  departure  from 
this  world. 

''In  My    Father's    house 


(domains)  are  many  man- 
sions; if  it  were  not  so,  I 
would  have  told  you;  for  I 
go  to  prepare  a  place  for 
you.  And  if  I  go  and  pre- 
pare a  place  for  you,  I  will 
come  again,  and  will  receive 
you  unto  Myself,  that  where 
I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also.'' 
I  The  church  will  escape 
I  all  the  sorrows  and  persecu- 
tions of  the  great  tribula- 
tion. She  being  called  to 
her  reward  shortly  before 
or  at  the  time  the  Jews  will 
be  reinstated. 

See  a  vision  of  her  in 
glory,  (Rev.  5:11). 

For  those  wishing  to 
know  the  destiny  of  the  two 
beasts  and  their  servants, 
we  refer  to  Rev.  16:13-14- 
16,  19:11-21,  20:10. 

Of  the  many  signs  point- 
ing to  the  fulfilment  of 
prophecy  of  the  last  days, 
and  time  of  the  end,  we  re- 
fer to  but  two,  the  most 
recent.  The  distress  of 
nations,  with  perplexity,  of 
which  we  hear  much  of  late. 

Men's  hearts  failing  them 
for  fear,  and  for  looking 
after  those  things  which  are 
coming  on  the  earth.  Luke 
21:25-26.

In  a  number  of  issues 
lately  we  have  been  discuss- 
ing some  of  the  unwar- 
ranted activities  of  profess- 
ing Christendom,  some  of 
the  deviations  from  scrip- 
tural teachings  and  the  de- 
plorable conditions  that 
have  resulted  therefrom. 

The     question    is     often 
asked,  ''Who  is    responsible! 
for  these  things?''    After  a 
careful  consideration  of  the ! 
whole  matter     we     believe,' 
there  is  only  one  logical  con- 
clusion.    It  is  as  it  was  in 
the  time  of     Isaiah,     ''The 
leaders  of  this  people  cause 
them  to  err."  (Isa.  9:16.) 

The  innovations  and    de- 
partures    from      scriptural 
teachings,  the     change     in| 
thought    and    practice    of. 
church  people  is  the    result! 
of  teaching  and  this  teach- 
ing has     come     from     the; 


"leaders''  of  the  churches. 

When  Jesus  w^as  engaged 
in  establishing  the  church, 
He  set  apart  certain  men 
whose  duty  it  was  to  preach 
the  word,  teach  and  lead  the 
flock  into  paths  of  right- 
eousness. His  thrice  re- 
peated command  to  Peter 
was,  "Feed  My  sheep." 
Naturally  the  ordinary  rank 
and  file  of  the  church  (the 
flock)  showed  due  respect 
for  those  men  of  God  upon 
whose  shoulders  rested  the 
great  responsibility  of  lead- 
ership, and  looked  to  them 
for  council,  advice  and 
necessary  reproof  and  cor- 
rection. It  will  be  noticed 
too  that  the  faithful  leaders 
of  the  early  church  were  not 
slow  in  giving  admonition 
or  administering  reproof 
when  needed.  As  a  result 
the  church  was  kept  in  line 
with  gospel  teachings,  pros- 
pered and  had  power  and  in- 
fluence in  the     world.     It 
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was  not  long  however,  until 
efforts  of  Satan  to  over- 
throw the  church  began  to 
be  felt.  False  brethren 
crept  in  unawares,  ungodly 
men  who  taught  contrary  to 
what  had  been  received 
from  Christ,  turning  many 
unsuspecting  souls  away 
from  the  truth,  (Jude  1:4) 
(Gal.  2:4). 

Through  all  the  years  in 
the  past  history  of  the 
church  many  false  teachers 
have  arisen  and  great  harm 
has  been  done  and  it  seems 
that  some  ''were  before 
ordained  to  this  condemna- 
tion.'^ Possibly  our  God 
used  this  means  to  try  out 
the  church  in  order  that  the 
faithful  might  be  made 
manifest.  This  warning  is 
given  (I  Peter  2:7)  in  re- 
gard to  false  teachers  and 
their  work  and  of  late  years 
especially,  they  have  become 
numerous,  their  success 
astonishing  and  the  results 
appalling.  In  thinking  over 
this  matter  these  questions 
arise :  Why  is  it  that  leaders 
will  rise  up  and  teach 
falsely,  leading  ^men  away 
from  the  truth?  Is  it  pos- 
sible that  they  are  sincere? 
Do  they  do  it  ignorantly? 
Can  one  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  scriptures 
and  yet    teach    otherwise? 


We  believe  the  v/ord  gives 
us  a  perfect  explanation  of 
this  whole  matter.  In 
speaking  of  conditions  ex- 
isting in  the  evil  days  pre- 
ceding the  coming  of  our 
Lord,  the  apostle  Paul  says 
this,  ''And  for  this  cause 
God  shall  send  them  strong 
delusion  that  they  should 
believe  a  lie ;  that  they  might 
be  damned  who  believe  not 
the  truth,  but  had  pleasure 
i  in  unrighteousness,  (II 
Thes.  2:11-12). 

Now,  a  delusion  is  a  de- 
ception or  misconception. 
Is  it  possible  that  God  will 
deceive  men  and  allow  them 
to  believe  and  teach  lies 
and  thus  perish?  A  just 
and  merciful  God?  Ah,  yes 
indeed  I  He  cannot  do  other- 
wise and  be  just.  The 
reason  for  this  is  plainly 
given:  "Because  they  re- 
ceived not  the  love  of  the 
truth  that  they  might  be 
saved ;  and  because  they  be- 
lieved not  the  truth  but 
hath  pleasure  in  unright- 
eousness.'' 

Another  teaching  in  re- 
gard to  such  men  reads  as 
follows:  "Because  that  when 
they  knev/  God,  they  glori- 
fied Him  not  as  God,  neither 
were  thankful;  but  became 
vain  in  their  imagination, 
and  their  foolish  heart  was

darkened/'  (Rom.  1:21). 
The  situation  presents  itself 
like  this:  God  manifests 
Himself  to  men.  For  the 
invisible  things  of  Him  from 
the  creation  of  the  world 
are  clearly  seen;  (His  eter- 
nal power  and  Godhead) 
and  men  are  without  ex- 
cuse. When  God  manifests 
Himself  to  men  through  the 
''created''  things  and 
through  Jesus  Christ  and 
men  learn  to  know  God,  if 
they  fail  to  be  thankful  for 
this  unmerited  favor  and  do 
not  glorify  God  by  an  un- 
wavering faith,  a  complete 
surrender  and  a  willing 
obedience  to  His  will,  but  be- 
come vain  in  their  imagina- 
tions, ignore  His  mercies, 
question  His  suprem.acy,  be- 
come exalted  in  mind  and 
rebel  against  His  will,  then 
the  very  revelation  that 
should  be  light  and  under- 
standing, darkens  the  fool- 
ish heart  of  the  unbeliever. 
In  the  light  of  these  teach- 
ings the  ''present  Dilemma" 
in  so-called  Christendom  is 
easily  explained. 

It  cannot  be  questioned 
but  v/hat  the  great  worldly 
minded  leaders  of  profess- 
ing Christendom  have  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the 
holy  scriptures.  Many  of 
them  among  the  most  edu- 


cated and  learned  men  of 
our  day.  Then  why  do  they 
teach  contrary  to  the 
written  word,  introduce 
worldly  practices  and  lead 
men  away  from  the  truth? 
Simply  this,  they  have  re- 
jected the  manifestation 
and  revelation  of  God  in  the 
creation  and  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  their  teachings 
plainly  indicate  this.  They 
reject  the  account  of  the 
creation  as  given  us  by  God 
in  Genesis,  thereby  reject- 
ing the  revelation  of  God  in 
the  "created  things,"  then 
too,  they  reject  the  teach- 
ings of  our  Lord  in  the 
gospel,  thereby  rejecting 
the  revelation  of  God 
through  Jesus  Christ. 

God  is  merciful  and  will 
bear  with  rebellious  man 
for  a  time,  but  not  always; 
this  he  plainly  tells  us  in 
(Gen.  6:3).  "My  spirit 
shall  not  always  strive  with 
man."  It  is  apparent  that 
in  these  evil  days  He  has 
ceased  to  strive  with  many 
and  as  a  result  of  their  un- 
belief, vanity  and  exaltation 
of  m.ind  and  continued  re- 
belhon  he  has  not  only 
darkened  their  foolish 
hearts  but  has  sent  them 
strong  delusion  that  they 
should  believe  a  lie. 

And  even  as  they  did  not 
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like  to  retain  God  in  their 
knowledge,  ''God  gave  them 
over  to  a  reprobate  mind,  to 
do  those  things  v/hich  are 
not  convenient/'  (Rom. 
1 :28).  A  ''reprobate  mind" 
is  a  mind  not  capable  of 
sound  reasoning,  so  this 
accounts  for  the  unsound 
theories  and  ideas  being 
advocated  and  introduced 
into  professing  Christendom 
by  these  deluded  leaders. 
In  view  of  these  facts  it  is 
not  surprising  that  socalled 
Christendom  is  in  such  a 
state  of  confusion,  uncer- 
tainty and  ungodliness.  The 
surprising  thing  about  it  all 
is  that  so  many  intelligent,

His  origin?  Who  is  he? 
His  office?  How  does  he 
function?  His  end,  when? 
Where? 

Why  is  there  not  more 
being  written  and  taught 
on  the  subject? 

The  writer  one  time  heard 
a  minister  say,  when  asked 
about  the  subject,  that  he 
was  not  intending  to  be  in 
his  company  and  did  not  in- 
tend to  be  associated  with 
him,  therefore  he  was  not 
interested  in  him.  (Well  I 
am  sure  I  do  not    want    to 
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spend  eternity  with  him, 
but  I  think  to  know  him  is 
to  avoid  him.  I  am  wonder- 
ing whether  their  might  be 
others  who  regard  the  sub- 
ject the  same  way?)  But  he 
confessed  that  it  was  a 
biblical  subject  and  that  he 
was  surprised  when  he  be- 
gan to  examine  the  scripture 
on  the  subject.  I  think  it 
the  duty  of  every  divinely 
appointed  preacher  to  know 
and  be  able  to  impart  in- 
telligence to  all  who 
sincerely  inquire,  so  as  to  be 
able  to  know  his  traps  and 
trickery. 

1st:  His  origin.  In  Isaiah 
14:12  he  is  called  a  light 
bearer,  son  of  the  morning. 
One  of  the  first  in  creation. 
He  was  not  yet  called  Satan. 
In  Ezk,  28:14  he  is  called  a 
Cherub,  endowed  with  great 
power  and  authority,  pos- 
sibly prince  or  ruler  over  the 
primitive  universe,  when  it 
was  a  beautiful  garden  of 
God,  decked  with  beauti- 
ful and  precious  stone.

14:14 
he  manifested  his  real  true 
self  by  showing  his  prin- 
ciple, that  of  force,  greed, 
ambition,  and  sinful 
pleasure.  His  determined 
"I  wills''  are  called  iniquity 


in  Ezk.  28:15,  which  is 
nothing  else  but  sin.  He 
defiled  all  that  he  had  any- 
thing to  do  with.  He  de- 
ceived and  seduced  some  of 
the  angels,  caused  them  to 
be  brought  into  judgmient. 
He  brought  judgment  upon 
himself,  and  caused  the 
earth  to  be  thrown  into  a 
chaotic  state.  God  took 
charge  of  it  and  wrought  it 
into  a  form  and  gave  it  an 
order  again. 

The  Devil  being  cast  out 
of  heaven,  (Luke  10:18)  he 
makes  his  appearance  in  the 
serpent  and  introduced  sin 
into  the  universe.  (Gen. 
3:1).  From  this  time  on 
we  knov/  him  by  the  various 
names  and  learn  his  charac- 
ter.

4:9,  and  Jno.  12:3).  He  is 
the  prince  of  this  world, 
(Jno.  8:44).  He  is  a  liar 
and  a  murderer,  (II  Cor. 
4:4).  He  is  the  god  of  this 
world,  (wicked  mankind, 
unbelievers),  (Eph.  6:12). 
He  is  the  prince  of  darkness, 
(promoter  of  ignorance  and 
superstition).  In  I  Pet. 
5 :8-9  he  is  an  adversary,  and 
a  devourer.     (Mighty    and 
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terrible.)  (I  Jno.  3:8),  He 
is  a  sinner,  (father  of  sin- 
ners). (Rev.  9:11),  He  is 
an  angel  of  the  bottomless 
pit,  (a  destroyer).  (8-12-10) 
An  aecaser.  (20:10)  A  de- 
ceiver. 

3rd:  His  office.  (Matt. 
18:34)  He  acted  as  a  sifter 
of  the  self-confident.  In  Job 
he  W2is  a  tryer.  (I  Cor.  5:5) 
A  destroyer  of  the  flesh  that 
the  soul  might  be  saved,  (of 
those  who  have  confessed 
Christ  as  their  Savior.) 
(Heb.  12:14)  He  also  holds 
the  power  of  death  only  in 
a  limited  degree;  but  the 
notion  that  he  reigns  in  hell 
is  not  biblical.  Some  of  the 
matter  is  that  he  is  to  try 
every  soul  that  comes  into 
this  world,  see  if  they  could 
be  tempted  to  sin  and  re- 
main therein,  for  the  next 
world  is  to  be  free  from  the 
knowledge  of  sin,  its  effects 
or  influence. 

God  also  uses  him  as  the 
instrument  of  judgment, 
which  is  intended  for  cor- 
rection and  not  punishment 
for  justification.  He  also 
operates  the  governments  of 
this  world  for  God.  Thus 
far  we  can  all  agree,  for  we 
can  hardly  do  otherwise 
for  God's  word  is  truth ;  but 
as  to  how  he  functions  may 
cause  controversy,  as  there 


is  such  a  vast  difference  of 
opinions  in  Christendom. 

4th:  How  does  he  func- 
tion? This  to  some  extent 
we  learn  from  experience 
that  man  has  had  with  him 
ever  since  man  has  been  in 
contact  with  the  Devil.  He 
being  a  deceiver,  even 
though  he  had  given  as  a 
sworn  statement  as  to  how 
he  would  do  we  could  not 
depend  upon  it.  God's 
word  is  truth.  We  accept 
His  record  and  testimony. 
His  word  reveals  to  us  that 
the  Devil  works  on  the 
principles  of  power,  greed, 
selfishness,  ambition,  and 
pleasure.  These  principles 
can  only  be  operated 
through  the  unbeliever.  He 
acts  vv^th  man's  hands,  he 
speaks  with  human  tongue 
through  human  lips.  He 
forms  his  thoughts  in 
human  minds.  He  must 
have  human  beings  as  his 
agents. 

St.  Paul  teaches  (Rom. 
6:16)  that  no  one  need  to 
serve  him  that  does  not 
choose  to  be  his  servant. 
His  greatest  power  and  in- 
fluence over  the  Christian 
is  through  false  teaching. 
Deception  is  one  of  his  most 
successful  methods  with 
Christians.

A  LETTER  TO  THE  BIBLE 
MOXITOK 


My  Dear  Bro.  Editor: 

I  received  several  letters 
from  Monitor  readers  re- 
questing m.e  to  give  a 
description  of  the  earth- 
quake in  the  Monitor,  which 
occurred  the  evening  of  the 
10th  of  March,  in  the 
southern  part  of  Los 
Angeles  county,  California. 
The  territory  in  which 
most  of  the  damiage  was 
done  extends  out  from  Long 
Beach  about  twenty  males 
east,  north  and  west.     The 


ocean  is  on  the  south. 

The  instrument  indicated 
that  the  heart  of  the  earth- 
quake was  about  two  miles 
out  in  the  ocean  from  Long 
Beach,  which  would  account 
for  Long  Beach  and  the 
nearby  tovv^ns  being  hit  the 
hardest,  I  want  to  state 
that  I  have  passed  the  85th 
milestone  and  41  years  of 
my  life  I  spent  in  southern 
California,  and  this  is  my 
first  experience  of  an  earth- 
quake that  did  any  damiage. 
I  often  felt  shocks  which 
gave  me  a  peculiar  sensa- 
tion, rather  pleasing,  must 
say,  but  this  one  was  a 
severe  shake,  shaking  as 
though  it  would  never  let 
up  and  then  giving  a  push 
as  if  to  say,  there  now,  will 
you  be  good? 

It  lasted  eleven  seconds, 
but  it  seemed  twenty 
minutes.  The  evening  was 
cool.  I  was  sitting  in  a 
rocking  chair,  reading  in 
front  of  the  gas  heating 
stove.  All  at  once  it  began 
to  shake,  the  house  seemed 
to  be  walking  off,  the  clock 
fell  off  the  shelf  and  broke 
to  pieces;  the  stove  fell  over 
which  was  burning;  the 
chiffonier  fell  over  in  the 
next  room;  the  dishes  fell 
from  the  cupboard  and 
broke;  the  doors  of  the  cup- 
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board    over    head    in    the 
kitchen  flew  open  and  jars 
of  fruit  fell  out  on  the  floor  I 
and  broke.  j 

While  it  was  shaking  I  j 
knew  full  well  that  I  could  j 
not  keep  m^^  equilibrium  so' 
I  held  on  to  the  chair.  After: 
it  quit  shaking  I  turned  off  i 
the  gas  and  set  up  the  stove  | 
and  then  went  out  to  see  if  | 
ni3^  buildings  were  off  the^ 
foundation  and  to  my  great  | 
astonishment  they  had  not' 
budged,  while  my  neighbors'  | 
houses  on  either  side  were 
off  the  foundation.  It  did 
put  my  gas  system  out  of  ^ 
commission.  Surely  the  Lord ' 
dealt  kindly  with  his  un- 
worthy servant. 

Soon  after  the     calam.ity 
all  the  people  were  on    the 
street,  but  no  lamentation' 
or  weeping  was  heard.     The 
people  were  calm  and  com-| 
posed  and  adjusted     them- 
selves to  the    situation    at 
once.     The  gas     at     head-| 
quarters  was  shut    off    at^ 
once  to    prevent    fires.     li 
only  heard  of  two  fires.  The 
people  had  to  do  without  gas 
for  about  two    weeks,    but] 
there  was  plenty    of    loose 
bricks  from  fallen  chimneys 
and  brick  walls     to     build 
stoves  to  do  the  cooking  in 
the  back  yards. 

The  people  did  not  sleep 


much  that  night.  Those 
who  had  autos  drove  to  the 
suburb  and  slept  in  them. 
Some  did  not  sleep  in  their 
houses  for  a  week  but  that 
was  uncalled  for,  it  has 
never  been  known  that  one 
earthquake  of  any  con- 
sequence will  follow 
another.  People  need  not 
fear  coming  to  Long  Beach 
for  such  an  earthquake  may 
not  occur  again  in  fifty 
years. 

The  unemployed  were 
put  to  work  at  once  and  it 
is  remarkable  in  how  short 
a  tim.e  the  city  was  cleared 
of  the  rubbish,  and  the 
people  whose  property  was 
damaged  went  to  building. 

The  brick  buildings  were 
damaged  the  most.  The 
sky  scrapers  from  ten  to 
twelve  stories  were  dam- 
aged the  least.  They  are 
built  of  steel  frame  and 
lined  with  reinforced 
concrete.  I  saw  where  the 
top  of  a  four  story  brick 
fell  on  the  curbing  and 
mashed  three  autos.  To 
drive  over  the  city  the 
following  morning  and  see 
the  damage  would  make 
one's  heart  ache.  Stores 
were  closed  of  necessity  be- 
cause of  the  disarrangement 
of  the  goods  and  the  danger 
of  the  damaged  buildings. 
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It  was  a  blessing  that  it  did 
not  take  place  during  school 
or  business  hours.  There 
are  thirty  thousand  pupils 
attending  the  thirty-five 
schools  in  the  city,  twenty- 
six  of  which  were  de- 
molished. The  sidew^alks 
in  the  main  business  section 
are  well  occupied  with 
pedestrians,  the  falling  of 
bricks  might  have  killed 
thousands,  and  thousands 
of  school  children  killed  and 
crippled,  but  as  it  happened 
while  the  people  were  in 
their  homes  only  about  fifty 
were  killed  and  about  a 
thousand  were  hurt.  Some 
were  hurt  and  killed  when 
running  out  of  the  house  by 
falling  bricks. 

What  made  the  conditions 
worse  the  banks  were  closed 
and  m^any  well-to-do  people 
were  caught  with  little  or 
no  change  to  buy  provisions, 
but  people  from  outside  of 
the  quake  zone  provided 
food  and  bedding  and  tents 
so  none  had  to  suffer. 

This  is  a  city  of  churches 
and  many  of  the  larger 
church  buildings  were  badly 
damaged.  Some  have  to  be 
wrecked.  The  church 
edifice  of  the  Church  of  The 
Brethren  was  damaged  very 
little  and  none  of  the  mem 
bers  hurt. 


Nature  has  various  means 
of  destruction,  cyclone, 
flood,  lightning  and  earth- 
quake. ^'Seeing  then  that 
all  these  things  shall  be  dis- 
solved, what  manner  of 
person  ought  ye  to  be  in  all 
holy  conversation  and  God- 
liness.'^

WHAT  SHALL  WE  DO? 


In  the  course  of  life  when 
confronted  with  problems 
of  serious  reality  the  ques- 
tion arises,  ''What  shall  we 
do?"  Then  we  take  care- 
ful thought  and  seek  ways 
and  means  of  surmounting 
the  difficulty,  nor  do  we 
have  peace  of  mind  or  rest 
until  we  find  some  way  out. 
This  is  not  only  true  in 
matters  pertaining  to  this 
life  but  of  that  which  is  to 
come,  as  well. 

Prevailing  conditions  in 
professing  Christendom  of 
late  years  have  brought 
many  people  face  to  face 
with  problems  of  vital  im- 
portance; so  much  so,  that 
many  serious  minded  folks 
have  halted  and  given  the 
matter  attentive  considera- 
tion. With  the  advent  of  a 
''Deluded  Leadership''  the 
poisonous  virus  of  world- 
liness  was  injected  into  the 


church.  Being  a  very  con- 
tagious malady  and  injected 
in  such  a  sly  and  crafty  way 
it  spread  rapidly.  There 
were  some  very  peculiar 
things  in  connection  with 
the  m.atter,  namely:  its 
sudden  appearance  at 
widely  separated  places 
over  the  brotherhood,  sug- 
gesting the  thought  of  a 
conserted  drive  put  forth 
in  an  underhanded  way. 

Then  too,  many  of  the 
leaders  in  charge  of  the 
activities  of  the  church, 
who  from  outward  appear- 
ances were  free  from  the 
disease  themselves,  proved 
to  be  the  carriers  of  the 
deadly  germs. 

Another  factor  that  made 
the  matter  worse  was  this, 
when  the  malady  would 
break  out  in  a  certain  place 
(usually  in  the  wake  of  a 
visit  of  some  prominent 
leader)  those  in  authority 
in  the  location,  would    re- 
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fuse  to  isolate  or  quarantine 
the  infected  ones  nor  would 
they  apply  the  irnmuning 
serum  of  the  Gospel  to  those 
not  contaminated.  As  a 
result  the  destructive 
element  soon  had  control 
and  the  matter  had  con- 
tinued thus  until  professing 
Chistendom  is  almost  com- 
pletely contaminated.  Of 
course  this  has  resulted  in 
a  period  of  immortality, 
crime,  vulgarity,  depravity, 
and  corruption  referred  to 
in  the  gospel  as  ''Perilous 
days,''  Those  awake  to  the 
conditions  that  are  existing 
are  faced  with  problems  of 
serious  reality  indeed.  Be- 
ing confronted  on  every 
hand  by  these  modernists 
and  their  deadly  theories, 
and  aware  of  the  deception 
and  snares  they  are  crying 
out,  ''What  shall  we  do?'' 
We  are  glad  in  the  face  of 
all  these  problems  that  the 
holy  scriptures  give  us  light 
on  this  matter  and  not  only 
reveal  methods  of  de- 
termining the  malady  in 
others  but  give  us  instruc- 
tions hov/  to  proceed  in  deal- 
ing with  the  situation  in 
order  to  be  free  from  being 
contaminated  or  infected 
ourselves. 

Inasmuch  as    this    is    a 
spiritual  matter  let  us  turn 


to  I  John  4:1-3.  Here  we 
are  instructed,  "Believe  not 
eYerj  spirit,  but  try  the 
SDirits  whether  they  are  of 
God,"  Why?  Because  of 
"many  false  prophets," 

Who  are  these  false 
prophets?  Men  posing  as 
ministers  of  the  gospel. 
How  do  they  operate?  "As 
the  serpent  beguiled  Eve 
through  his  subtility,"  art- 
ful, insinuating,  crafty.  (II 
Cor.  11:3),  "For  when 
they  speak  great  swelling 
words  of  vanity,  they  allure 
through  the  lust  of  the  flesh, 
through  much  wantoness, 
those  that  were  clean 
escaped  from  them,  who  live 
in  error."  (II  Peter  2:18). 
"By  good  words  and  fair 
speeches  deceive  the  hearts 
of  the  simple,"  (Romi. 
16:18). "And  this  I  say,  lest 
any  man  should  beguile  you 
with  enticing  words  through 
philosophy  and  vain  deceit." 
(Col,  2:4-8).  "And  through 
covetousness  shall  they  with 
feigned  words  make  mer- 
chandise of  you,"  (II  Peter 
2:3).  Having  an  inordinate 
desire  for  "filthy  lucre" 
they  operate  in  sheep's 
clothing  resorting  to  pre- 
tense; falcety  and  hypoc- 
risy to  gain  their  ends. 

How  are  we  to  try  these 
spirits?    "For    if    he    that 
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corneth  preacheth  another 
Jesus,  whom  we  have  not 
preached,  or  if  ye  receive 
another  spirit,  which  ye 
have  not  received,  or 
another  gospel,  which  ye 
have  not  accepted,  ye  might 
well  bear  with  him,  for  such 
are  false  apostles,  deceitful 
workers,  transforming 
themselves  into  the  apostles 
of  Christ,"  (II  Cor.  11:4-13) 

''Hereby  know  ye  the 
spirit  of  God;  every  spirit 
that  confesseth  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh 
is  of  God;  and  every  spirit 
that  confesseth  not  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the 
flesh  is  not  of  God ;  and  this 
is  that  spirit  of  antiChrist, 
whereof  ye  have  heard  that 
it  should  come;  and  even 
now  is  it  already  in  the 
world,"  (I  John  4:2-3). 

To  confess  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh 
is  to  recognize  and  accept 
His  plan  of  salvation  as 
given  in  the  gospel  and  this 
is  the  very  thing  that  the 
modern  church  leaders  have 
rejected.  ''Hereby  we  know 
they  are  not  of  God."  We 
are  to  try  the  spirits  by 
comparing  what  they  teach 
with    the     written     gosDel.

trying  the  spirits,  if  we 
should  discover  false  teach- 
ing, disloyalty,  unsound 
doctrine  or  hypocrisy,  the 
instruction  is  thus:  "Not  to 
keep  company"  v/ith  such, 
(I  Cor.  5:11).  "Now  I  be- 
seech you,  brethren,  mark 
them  which  cause  division 
and  offences  contrary  to  the 
doctrine  which  ye  have 
learned;  and  avoid  them." 
(Rom.  16:17)  "If  any  come 
unto  you  and  bring  not  this 
doctrine,  receive  him  not 
into  your  house,  neither  bid 
him  God  speed.  For  he 
that  biddeth  him  God  speed 
is  partaker  of  his  evil 
deeds,"  (II  John  10:11). 
"Having  a  form  of  Godliness 
but  demang  the  power 
thereof;  from  such  turn 
away,"  (II  Tim.  3:5).  "If 
any  man  teach  otherwise 
and  consent  not  to  Vv^hole- 
some  words,  even  the  words 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  to  the  doctrine  that  is 
according  to  Godliness;  he 
is  proud,  knowing  nothing, 
but  doting  about  questions 
and  strife  of  words,  whereof 
Cometh  envy,  strife,  railings, 
evil  surmisings,  perverse 
disputings  of  men  of  corrupt 
minds,  and  destitute  of  the 
truth,  supposing  that  gain  is 
Godliness;  from  such  with- 
draw   thyself,"       (I    Tim. 
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6:3-5). 

It  would  seem  there  is 
enough  given  here  that  no 
one  need  question  long  what 
to  do  when  confronted  by  a 
''deluded  leadership/'  and 
its  accompanying  worldli- 
ness;  the  directions  are 
given  definitely.  It  is  in 
humble  obedience  to  these 
instructions  that  the  Dunk- 
ard Brethren  took  the  stand 
they  did  and  it  is  these  facts 
and  truths  of  the  gospel 
that  we  think  should  be 
kept  before  the  public  in 
these  perilous  days,  but 
alas,  how  many  there  are 
when  confronted  with  such 
vital  matters  will  refuse  to 


act  as  directed  by  the  holy 
scriptures,  but  allov/  them- 
selves to  become  fascinated 
and  deceived  by  these  de- 
luded modernists,  will 
tolerate  and  fellovvVnip  un- 
godliness until  they  are 
swallowed  up  with  the  tide 
of  worldliness  and  give  up 
in  despair.  Oh,  that  men  in 
this  day  v/ould  search  "the 
scriptures''  to  see  if  the 
doctrine  they  are  hearing  is 
that  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  what  startling 
revelations  they  would  find. 

Taking  the  stand  we  have 
has  not  lessened  our 
problems,  we  are  still  con- 
fronted with  the  enemy  and 
his  deceptions,  however,  it 
does  separate  us  to  a  large 
extent  from  his  forces  and 
places  us  in  a  position  to 
successfully  operate  in  pro- 
pagating the  saving  gospel 
of  Christ. 

Praise  be  to  God  that 
obedience  to  His  every  com- 
mand does  give  peace  of 
miind,  freedom  of  con- 
science, comfort,  content- 
ment and  a  definite  hope  of 
everlasting  life. 

And  why  take  ye  thought 
for  raiment?  Consider  the 
lilies  of  the  field,  how  they 
grow;  they  toil  not,  neither 
do  they  spin.

(Matt.  12:40)  ^Tor  as 
Jonas  was  three  days  and 
three  nights  in  the  whale's 
belly;  so  shall  the  Son  of 
Man  be  three  days  and  three 
nights  in  the  heart  of  the 
earth."  The  question  is, 
was  this  literally  fulfilled? 
We  say  yes,  but  can  we 
prove  it.  If  we  follow 
modern  theologians  that 
say  that  Christ  was  cruci- 
fied on  Friday  and  rose  on 
Sunday  morning  we  can't 
get  three  days  and  three 
nights.  So  there  must  be 
a  gross  error  some  place. 

The  scriptures  are  plain, 
but  they  fail  to  see  or  un- 
derstand. I  might  give  the 
outline  of  the  whole  passion 
week,  but  will  only  give  the 
latter  part.  Jewish  time, 
the  day  closed  at  sunset. 
The  Jewish  passover  lamb 
was  slain  on  the  14th  day  of 
the  first  month  (or  Nisan) 
or  Thursda}^  and  eaten  the 
beginning  of  the  night  of 
the  15th  or  Friday.  Christ 
being  the  Passover  lamb 
that  year,  dying  on  the 
cross  when  the  passover 
lambs  were  slain.  Christ 
was  buried  on  Thursday 
evening  that  the  body  might 


not  be  on  the  cross  on  the 
Sabbath  Day,  for  that  Sab- 
bath day  was  a  high  dav, 
(John  19:31).  Why  a  high 
day?  Because  it  was  the 
yearly  Sabbath  Day,  (read 
Numbers  28:17-18)  and  the 
fifteenth  day  of  the  month 
is  the  feast;  seven  days  shall 
unleavened  bread  be  eaten. 
In  the  first  day  shall  be  an 
holy  convocation ;  ye  shall  do 
no  manner  of  service  v/ork 
therein.  That  is  Friday, 
Saturday  was  the  Jewish 
weekly  Sabbath.  Christ 
arose  on  Sunday  morning. 
So  he  was  in  the  tomb 
Thursday  night,  Friday 
night,  Saturday  night,  or 
three  whole  nights,  and  Fri- 
day all  day,  Saturday  all 
day;  so  we  have  three  nights 
and  two  days  and  a  fraction 
of  a  day  which  the  Jews  call 
a  whole  day. 

Also  read  Leviticus  23:- 
6-7.  It  is  plainly  evident 
:that  the  yearly  Sabbath  did 
not  come  on  the  weekly 
Sabbath,  as  the  scriptures 
teach  that  no  work  was  to 
be  done  on  the  yearly  Sab- 
bath. The  law  of  the  weekly 
Sabbath  was  given  in  Ex. 
20:9-10,  wherein  no  work 
was  to  be  done.  The  yearly 
Sabbath  was  quite  different 
and  a  different  law  was 
given  to  obey.

Did  the  Pope  change  the 
Sabbath  ?  Sabitarians  claim 
that  Sunday  came  from  the  | 
Pagans  through  the  Pope 
into  the  church.  Thus  they 
say  the  name,  origin, 
authority,  and  sacredness  of 
the  Sunday  institution  are 
altogether  Pagan.  First, 
what  the  Catechism  says: 
Question — What  are  the 
da^^s  which  the  church  com- 
mands to  be  kept  holy? 
Answer — Sunday  or  our 
Lord's  day,  which  we 
observe  by  apostolic  tradi- 
tion instead  of  the  Sabbath, 
Catholic  Christian  In- 
structed, page  209.  What 
warrant  have  you  for  keep- 
ing the  Sunday  preferably 
to  the  ancient  Sabbath, 
which  is  the  Saturday? 
Answer — We  have  for  it  the 
authority  of  the  Catholic 
and       apostolic     tradition. 

Catholics  claim  their 
church  originated  in  the 
days  of  the  apostles  and  any 
change  made  by  the  apostles 
was  made  by  the  Catholic 
church.  They  claim  they 
changed  the  Sabbath  in  the 
days  of  the  apostles.     Ad- 


ventists  explain  the  Cate- 
chism saying,  the  change 
was  made  by  the  apostate 
Pope  hundreds  of  years 
after  the  apostles. 
The  Adventists,  do  misrep- 
resent the  teachings  of  the 
Catholic  is  shown  by  the 
follov/ing  testimony  of  a 
Catholic  priest:  I  am 
familiar  with  the  claim  that 
the  Pope  of  Rom.e  changed 
the  Sabbath  to  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  such  assertions 
are  wholly  unfounded. 
Catholics  claim  no  such 
things,  but  m.aintain  that 
the  apostles  themselves 
established  the  observance 
of  Sunday,  and  that  we  re- 
ceive it  by  tradition  from 
them;  the  councils  and 
Popes  afterwards  simply 
confirmed  the  keeping  of 
the  day  as  received  from  the 
apostles.  John  Meiler, 
Rector  St.  Johns  church, 
Heildsburg,  Cal.  John 
Ankatell,  A.  M.,  Priest 
Diocese  of  New  York,  in  the 
Outlook  of  July  1889. 

The  Sunday,  the  Lord's 
Day,  we  think  it  was  given 
by  our  Lord  to  the  apostles 
during  the  great  forty  days 
after  the  resurrection. 

The  Sabbath  nailed  to  the 
cross,  (Hosea  2:11),  ^'I  will 
cause  all  her  mirth  days  to 
cease,  her  feast  days,     her 
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new  moons  and  her  Sab- 
baths, and  all  her  solemn 
feasts/'  (Col.  2:14-17), 
''Blotting  out  the  hand 
writing  of  ordinances  that 
was  against  us,  which  was 
contrary  to  us,  and  took  it 
out  of  the  way,  naihng  it  to 
the  cross." 

''Let  no  man  therefore 
judge  you  in  meat,  or  in 
drink,  or  in  respect  of  an 
holiday,  or  of  the  new  moon, 
or  of  the  Sabbath  days;  cast 
out  the  bond  woman,"  (Gal. 
4:30).  This  bond  woman 
represents  the  old  covenant, 
(The  Law)  V.  24,  "Christ  is 
the  end  of  the  law  for  right- 
eousness, to  everyone  that 
believeth."  (Rom.  10:4). 
"Ke  taketh  away  the  first 
that  he  mi^'ht  establish  the 
second,"  (Heb.  10:9). 

The  disciples  met  on  the 
Lord's  day  (Jno.  20:26),  8th 
day  recognized  by  the 
church  fathers  as  the  Lord's 
day  or  Sunday.  Justin 
Martyr,  A.  D.  140:  Trie  first 
day  after  the  Sabbath  re- 
maining the  first  of  all  the 
days  is  called,  however,  the 
eighth  day  according  to  all 
the  days  of  the  cycle,  and 
yet  remains  the  first     dav. 

Barnabus,  A.  D.  120:  We 
keep  the  eighth  day  with 
joyfulness  as  the  day  on 
which  Jesus  arose  from  the 


dead.  Pentecost  comes  on 
the  first  day  of  the  week, 
(Lev.  23:10-16,  Acts  2:1). 
The  first  day  after  the 
seventh  Sabbath  would  cer- 
tainly be  the  first  day. 

The  early  church  did  come 
together  to  worship,  (I  Cor. 
11:17),  "I  praise  you  not 
brethren  that  ye  come  to- 
gether not  for  the  better, 
but  for  the  worse."  (Heb. 
10:26)  '/Forsake  not  the 
assembling  of  yourselves  to- 
gether." This  indicates  their 
customary  meetings.  (Acts 
20:7).  Concerning  collec- 
tion for  the  saints,  (I  Cor. 
16  :l-2)  upon  the  first  day  of 
the  week.  He  also  states 
that  what  he  writes  must  be 
received  as  the  command- 
ment of  the  Lord,  (I  Cor. 
14:37).  That  there  be  no 
gathering  when  I  corne. 

We  have  found  four 
things  the  disciples  did  on 
Sunday:  1st,  they  assembled 
together;  2nd,  they  had  a 
sermon;  3rd,  they  had  the 
Lord's  Supper;  4th,  they 
gave  for  the  poor. 

"But  now  v/e  are  de- 
livered from  the  law,  that 
being  dead  wherein  we  were 
held,  that  we  should  serve 
in  newness  of  spirit,  and 
not  in  the  oldness  of  the 
letter,"  (Rom.  7:6,  II  Cor. 
3:6-12).      —Denton,  Md.

Answer  by  District  meet- 
ing: We  decide  that  mem- 
bers shall  be  prohibited  from 
circulating  papers  for 
signers  without  the  consent 
of  a  majority  of  the  official 
board  of  the  local  church, 
except  petitions  to  District 
or  Annual  meeting. 

Passed  to  Annual  meet- 
ing.

port as  follows: 

Program  for  love  feast : 
1.  Examination  service, 
whether  held  in  immediate 
connection  with  the  ordin- 
ances or  separated  from 
them  by  an  intermission, 
consisting  of  singing;  suit- 
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able  scripture;  pra,yer; 
kneeling;  reading  I  Cor- 
inthians, 11th  chapter,  in 
whole  or  in  part;  examina- 
tion sermon;  examination 
prayer,  kneeling,  privilege 
and  invitation  to  both 
brethren  and  sisters  to  offer 
short  prayers  audibly,  and 
closing  with  the  Lord's 
prayer;  singing. 

2.  Love  feast  service 
proper:  Opening  devotional 
consisting  of  singing;  ap- 
propriate scripture;  prayer, 
kneeling. 

3.  Feet-washing:  Read- 
ing John  1 3,  whole  or  in  part ; 
washing  and  wiping  of  feet. 

4.  Lord's  Supper:  Table 
uncovered;  asking  of  a 
blessing  by  a  minister, 
standing,  while  the  mem- 
bers remain  seated  and  bow 
their  heads;  eating  of  the 
Supper  in  reverence  and 
silence ;  returning  of  thanks 
by  a  minister,  standing, 
while  the  members  remain 
seated  and  bow  their  heads; 
covering  of  tables. 

5.  Communion  of  the 
bread  and  the  cup :  Reading 
of  John  19  or  other  appro- 
priate scripture  while  the 
officiating  Elder  or  minister 
prepares  the  bread  by 
separating  the  strips;  the 
salutation;  asking  a  bless- 
ing on  the    bread    by    the 


officiating  minister,  stand- 
ing and  holding  a  piece 
thereof,  while  the  members 
remain  seated  and  bow  their 
heads;  the  breaking  of  the 
bread  by  each  member  to  the 
next,  brethren  to  brethren 
and  sisters  to  sisters,  the 
officiating  brother  starting 
the  breaking  among  the 
brethren,  and  a  sister,  to 
whom  is  handed  the  bread 
by  the  officiating  brother, 
starting  it  among  the 
sisters ;  asking  a  blessing  on 
the  cup  by  the  officiating 
minister,  standing  and  hold- 
ing the  cup,  while  the  mem- 
bers remain  seated  and  bow 
their  heads;  passing  the 
cup  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  bread,  each  to  the  next 

6.  Closing  devotions : 
Singing;  general  prayer  by 
one  of  the  elders  or  minis- 
ters present,  all  kneeling, 
members  and  others ;  closing 
hymm. 

7.  General:  The  officia- 
ting brother  makes  appro- 
priate remarks  and  gives 
such  suggestions  and  direc- 
tions as  may  be  necessary 
from  time  to  time  during 
the  progress  of  the  services, 
and  he  as  v/ell  as  other  min- 
istering brethren  speak  on 
the  services  as  circum- 
stances allow  during  the 
services ;  during  the  passing 
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of  the  cup  singing  is  thought 
appropriate.  The  clearing 
of  the  tables  may  be  done 
at  such  time  as  suits  the 
convenience  of  the  local 
congregation. 

Equipment — In  order 
that  we  may  think  and  do 
the  same  things  over  the 
brotherhood,  we  believe  the 
equipment  for  love  feast 
purposes  should  be  uniform ; 
we  therefore  recommend 
the  follovving: 

1.  Table  covers  should  be 
wide  enough  to  cover  supper. 

2.  Towels  should  be  of 
sufficient  length  so  that 
they  may  gird  the  user; 
towels  with  strings  or  ties 
should  not  be  used. 

3.  The  vessel  used  in 
washing  feet  should  be  of 
metal  so  as  to  answer  the 
description  of  basin  as 
nearly  as  possible. 

4.  Table  equipment :  The 
soup  should  be  eaten  from  a 
common  and  not  from  in- 
dividual plates  or  dishes,  so 
as  to  correspond  to  the  time- 
honored  practice  of  the 
church  as  well  as  the  scrip- 
ture which  shows  the  dip- 
ping into,  or  eating  from,  a 
common,  not  individual 
dish.

Why  there  are  so  many 
kinds  of  baptism  is  a 
mystery  to  the  writer,  for  if 
we  want  to  have  the  only 
legal  baptism,  then  we  will 
take  the  kind  Jesus  has 
given  us  in  the  great  com- 
mission (Matt.  28:19),  ^'Go 
ye  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost."  Now  in  giving  us 
this  commission,  Jesus  knew 
what  He  was  doing,  and 
wanted  to  make  it  plain  to 
any  one  what  He  meant,  by 
using  the  Greek  word  Bap- 
tizo  to  denote  repeated 
action,  meaning  there 
should  be  one  action  for 
each  person  represented  in 
the  commission. 

The  same  word  is  used  in 
II  Kings  5:10-14,  in  the 
case  of  Naaman    who    had 


leprosy,  it  took  refpeated 
action,  so  the  word  Baptizo 
was  used.  You  will  find 
this  word  used  eighty  times 
in  the  New  Testament,  and 
two  times  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment,and  in  every  place  it 
indicates  repeated  action. 

The  Greek  word  Bapto 
means  to  dip,  but  does  not 
say  how  many  times,  but  in 
using  the  Greek  word 
Baptizo  meaning  repeated 
action,  and  in  English  it 
would  mean  dipping.  Then 
when  we  look  at  the  word 
in  the  light  it  is  written,  we 
are  at  a  loss  to  understand 
why  so  many  try  to  get  out 
of  the  very  thing  that  Jesus 
wants  us  to  do.  Now  let 
us  look  at  it  from  this  stand- 
point. Suppose  we  tell  you 
to  take  any  object  and 
baptize  it  in  water,  then  we 
would  say  to  someone  else, 
you  go  and  take  the  same 
object  and  sprinkle  it  in 
water,  then  we  say  to 
another,  you  go  and  pour 
the  same  object  in  water. 
Do  you  see  what  a  mix  up 
you  get  into?  Now  you  can 
see  that  the  great  commis- 
sion says  to  baptize  them, 
and  if  we  are  to  be  baptized 
then  we  are  the  object  that 
is  to  be  applied  to  the  water, 
and  not  the  water  to  us,  for 
if  we  are  to  be  born  again 
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(born  of  the  water)  how 
can  we  be  born  again  unless 
we  are  conceived  into,  and 
born  out  of  a  thing  that  is 
larger  than  we  are?  Did 
you  ever  hear  of  anything 
in  the  whole  world  that  was 
larger  than  the  thing  that  it 
was  born  of?  We  know  you 
didn't.  Then  why  try  to 
tv/ist  the  Word  to  suit  you? 
Much  could  be  said  on  this 
great  subject,  but  it  would 
take  too  much  space,  but  we 
will  ask  a  few  questions  to 
those  who  believe  in  the 
other  kinds  of  baptisms 
originated  by  men.  First, 
we  will  take  the  single 
immersionists  to  think 
upon : 

1.  Why  did  the  inspired 
writers  discriminate  in 
favor  of  using  Baptizo  in 
preference  to  Bapto  in  writ- 
ing of  Christian  Baptism? 

2.  How  can  a  person  be 
imimersed  into  three  sepa- 
rate beings,  the  Father,  the 
Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost  by 
a  single  act? 

3.  How  can  you  baptize 
as  Christ  commanded  in 
Matt.  28:19  by  a  single  act? 

4.  Can  you  find  a 
sentence  in  English,  Greek 
or  Latin  literature  parallel 
to  the  commission  that  you 
can  perform  by  one  act? 

5.  By  whose  authority  do 


you  baptize?  If  by  Christ's, 
where  does  He  state  this 
authority,  and  how  do  3^ou 
obey  it?  (Read  Matt.  28 :19) 

6.  Christ  calls  His  suf- 
fering in  the  garden  a  bap- 
tism. Matt.  20:22,  Mark 
10 :38.  In  this  baptism  how 
many  times  did  He  bow? 
(Read  Matt.  36:39-44, 
Mark  15 :35-41,  Luke  22 :41) 

7.  Can  you  find  any 
historical  reference  to  single 
immersion  before  it  was  in- 
stituted by  Eunomius  in  the 
fourth  century? 

8.  Can  you  point  to  any 
scripture  that  teaches  one 
action  as  plainly  as  the  com- 
m.  is  si  on  (Matt.  28:19) 
teaches  three? 

Now  for  some  questions 
for  backward  immersionists 
to  think  upon: 

1.  Where  in  the  Bible  is 
there  a  command  to  fall 
backward  in  doing  any  com- 
mand, or  in  any  act  of  wor- 
ship ? 

Where  in  the  Bible  is 
there  an  example  of  any 
man  of  God  falling  upon  his 
back  in  obedience  to  any 
command,  or  in  an  act  of 
worship? 

3.  Since  passing  through 
the  Red  Sea  is  a  figure  of 
Christian  baptism  (I  Cor. 
10:2)  and  the  children  of 
Israel  were  commanded  to 
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''go  forward'^  where  is  the 
authority  for  backward  im- 
mersion? 

5.  Since  Christian  bap- 
tism is  a  planting  ''in  the 
likeness  of  his  death"  (Rom. 
6:3-4-5)  where  is  the 
authority  for  falling  back- 
ward in  baptism? 

6.  Baptism  is  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins.  "Without 
shedding  of  blood  is  no  re- 
mission/' (Heb.  9:22).  "Ihe 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  (shed 
in  his  death)  cleans  us  from 
sin,"  (I  John  1 :7).  In  what 
act  of  baptism  do  you  come 
in  contact  with  that  blood? 

7.  Where  is  baptism  said 
to  be  like  a  burial? 

8.  Can  you  find  any 
historical  mention  of  back- 
ward immersion  before  the 
year  A.  D.  1522? 

9.  What  passage  of 
scripture  caused  you  to 
think  the  action  should  be 
backward? 

10.  Christ  calls  His  suf- 
fering in  the  garden  a  bap- 
tism. Was  His  action 
backward  or  forward? 
Read  Matt.  26:39-44,  Mark 
14:35-41,  Luke  22:41. 

And  now  as  to  those  who 
practice  pouring  for  bap- 
tism, they  have  no  argu- 
ment. We  know  that  some 
have  it  in  their  dicipline  or 
rules  and  regulations,    and 


they  take  it  from.  the 
prophet,  Joel  (Joel  2 :28-29) 
"And  it  shall  come  to  pass 
afterward,  that  I  will  pom- 
out  my  spirit  upon  all  flesh ; 
and  your  sons  and  your 
daughters  shall  phophesy, 
your  old  men  shall  dream 
dreams,  your  young  men 
shall  see  visions;  and  also 
upon  the  servants  and  upon 
the  handmaids  in  those  days 
will  I  pour  out  my  spirit." 
Now  where  do  you  get  any 
water  baptism  out  of  this 
scripture?  Joel  is  simply 
stating  what  God  told  him  to 
say,  and  that  was  that  he 
was  going  to  pour  out  his 
spirit  upon  all  flesh,  and 
there  is  no  water  mentioned 
at  all,  and  this  prophecy  was 
fulfilled  on  the  day  of 
Pentecost,  (see  Acts  2:16- 
17-17). 

Novv^  for  a  few  facts  to 
consider:  (1)  Triune  immer- 
sion can  be  traced  by  history 
to  the  apostolic  age  of  the 
Christian  church.  (2)  For 
the  first  twelve  centuries 
triune  immersion  was  the 
almost  exclusive  mode  of 
baptism.  (3)  The  Greek 
church,  with  a  membership 
of  100,000,000,  reading  the 
original  Greek  language, 
have  always  baptized  by 
triune  immersion.  (4)  John 
the     Baptist     baptized     by 
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triune  immersion  in  the  river 
Jordan.  (5)  Christ  com- 
manded his  disciples  to  im- 
merse all  who  accepted  His 
teaching.  (Matt.  29:19) 
(Baptizo  at  that  time  meant 
everywhere  immerse.)  (6) 
Sprinkling  was  substituted 
for  baptism  by  uninspired 
men,  and  at  first  was 
practiced  only  on  sick  per- 
sons who,  if  they  recovered, 
were  then  immersed.  (7) 
In  no  instance  of  baptism 
recorded  in  the  New  Testa- 
m.ent  is  there  a  single  con- 
dition or  circumstance 
evidencing  that  the  rite  was 
performed  by  sprinkling. 
(8)  All  the  figurative 
language  used  by  Christ  and 
the  apostles  in  reference  to 
baptism  conveys  the  idea  of 
an  immersion.  (9)  No  man, 
by  reading  the  Bible  alone, 
was  ever  convinced  that 
sprinkling  VN^as  the  mode 
practiced  by  John  the  Bap- 
tist or  the  apostles,  but  may 
have  convinced  himself,  and 
been  convinced  from  other 
sources  that  sprinkling  will 
do,  just  as  some  claim,  pour- 
ing will  do,  or  is  good 
enough. 

We  ought  to  listen  to  God 
rather  than  man,  and  my 
heart's  desire  is,  that  many 
who  are  not  accepting  the 
proper  mode,  will  see     the 


error  of  their  way,  and  turn, 
and  come  as  Christ  has  told 
us  in  John  3:5,  ''Jesus 
answered:  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  thee  (Nicodemus) 
except  a  man  be  born  of 
water  and  of  the  spirit,  he 
cannot  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  God.'' 

We  trust  that  every 
reader  of  this  article  who 
has  any  doubt  as  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  our  statements, 
that  they  will  search  the 
scriptures  and  see  whether 
these  things  be  true,  as  they 
did  in  the  days  of  old. 

Our  prayer  is  that  we  all 
may  strive  to  do  more  each 
day  the  things  that  will 
please  our  Heavenly  Father, 
and  at  last  have  one  of  those 
Mansions  which  He  has  pre- 
pared for  all  that  love  and 
serve  Him.

By  faith  Enoch 
was  translated  that  he 
should  not  see  death.  By 
faith  Noah  prepared  an  ark 
to  the  saving  of  his  house. 
By  faith  Abraham  offered 
up  his  only  begotten  son.  By 
faith  Moses  refused  to  be 
called  the  son  of  Pharaoh's 
daughter.  These  are  a  few 
of  the  many  who  prayed 
having  faith  in  God,  who 
through  faith  subdued  king- 
doms, wrought  righteous- 
ness, obtained  promises, 
stopped  the  mouths  of  hons, 
quenched  the    violence     of 
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fire,  escaped  the  edge  of  the 
sword,  out  of  weakness  were 
made  strong,  waxed  valiant 
in  fight,  turned  to  flight  the 
armies  of  the  aliens." 
''Without  faith  it  is  impos- 
sible to  please  God/'

'  out,  and  departed  into  a 
solitary  place  and  there 
prayed."  Christ  is  our  ex- 
ample. David  in  Psa.  55-77, 
"Evening  and  morning  and 

t  at  noon,  will  I  pray,  and 
cry  aloud ;  and  He  shall  hear 
my  voice."  (Luke  18:1), 
"Men  ought  always  to  pray, 
and  not  to  faint."  In  I 
Thess.  5:17,  Paul  tells  the 
Thessalonians  to  pray  with- 
out ceasing. 

Where  should  we  pray? 
Pray  in  secret,  "When  thou 
prayest  enter  into  thy  closet, 
and  when  thou  hast  shut  thy 


door,  pray  to  the  Father 
which  is  in  secret,  and  thy 
Father  which  seeth  in  secret 
shall  reward  thee  openly." 
Christ,  our  example,  prayed 
in  the  river  Jordan,  (Luke 
3:21).  In  the  wilderness, 
(Luke  5:16).  In  the 
moutain  all  night,  (Luke 
6:12).

Peter 
prayed  in  prison.  Daniel 
prayed  in  the  den  of  lions. 

Whom  should  we  pray 
for?  Pray  for  the  sick, 
(Jas.  5:5).  Pray  for  them 
that  despitefully  use  you, 
(Matt.  5 :44).  Pray  one  for 
another,  (Jas.  5:16).  Pray 
for  our  enemies,  (Matt. 
1 5:44).  Pray  for  kings  and 
rulers,  (I  Tim.  2:1). 

What  should  we  pray  for? 
Pray  for  for2"iveness  of  sin, 
(II  Chron.  2:14).  Pray  for 
the  Holy  Spirit,  (Luke 
1 11:13).  Pray  for  deliver- 
'ance  in  the  hour  of  tempta- 
tion, (Jas.).  Prav  for  daily 
bread,  (Matt.  6:11).  Pray 
for  wisdom  and  understand- 
ing, (Jas.  1).  Pray  for 
prosperity  of  ministers  of 
God  and  the  gospel. 

The  thrice  uttered  prayer 
of  Jesus'  agony  should  teach 
us,  first,  a  higher  sense  of 
His  sufferings  for  us; 
second,  that  it  is  not  wrong

Pa.,  care  Mt.  Olivet  camp 
grounds.  The  camp  grounds 
lay  on  the  slope  of  the 
mountain,  the  water  supply 
furnished  by  artesian  well 
delivering  a  continuous  flow 
of  the  best  kind  of  water. 
The  tabernacle  is  well  built, 
seating  capacity  of  1,000 
and  is  equipped  with  in- 
dividual seats. 

The  association  makes  no 
charge  for  the  ground  and 
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will  provide  night  lodging 
at  50c  per  night  (beds  are 
furnished).  They  will  also 
furnish  the  meals  at  $1.00 
per  day  (three  meals).

COXFEREXCE 


The  time  is  again  at  hand 
for  the  assembling  of 
another  Annual  conference. 
A  time  when  w^e  gather 
from  far  and  near  for  an 
infilling  of  heavenly  manna, 
a  time  to  adjust  any  diffi- 
culties that  may  be  hinder- 
ing our  efforts,  to  meet 
many  of  our  beloved  faith 
and  strengthen  those  bonds 
of  fellowship ;  a  time  to  en- 
courage and  build  one 
another  up,  and  lay  plans 
for  the  upbuilding  and  ex- 
tension of  the  kingdom  here 
below;  a  time  when  we 
'Tarry  at  Jerusalem"  as  of 
old. 

As  our  minds  dwell  upon 
this  matter  the  importance 
of  such  a  gathering  is  im- 
pressed upon  us.  The  need 
is  apparent.  In  the  years 
that  have  passed  by  since 
that  first  conference  at 
Jerusalem  many  and  varied 


problems  have  confronted 
the  church,  necessitating  a 
gathering  together  or  con- 
ference in  order  that  these 
problems  could  be  explained 
and  discussed  that  there 
might  be  a  common  under- 
standing of  those  things 
affecting  the  welfare  of  the 
church.  With  a  common 
understanding  of  the  mat- 
ters at  issue,  sound  con- 
clusions can  be  reached  and 
constructive  decisions  made 
giving  general  satisfaction 
and  causing  a  unified  effort 
in  the  church  at  large. 

The  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  had  not  long  been  in 
operation  until  the  enemy 
was  at  work  trying  to  over- 
throw it.  His  efforts  have 
been  put  forth  in  various 
ways;  Severe  persecution, 
false  teaching,  hypocrisy, 
etc.,  and  the  divided  and 
confused  state  of  professing 
Christendom  speaks  for  it- 
self as  to  the  success  of  his 
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efforts.  In  order  to  counter- 
act the  efforts  of  the  enemy 
it  ¥/as  necessary  when 
troubieSj  misunderstand- 
ings, false  teachings,  etc., 
arose  v/ithin  the  church,  to 
have  a  conference  to  decide 
on  those  things  in  question, 
in  order  that  the  work  of 
the  church  might  go  on  un- 
hindered. With  the  pass- 
ing of  time  the  increased 
wickedness  existing  in  the 
v/orld  and  deceptions  of  the 
enemy,  it  has  been  thought 
a  wise  plan  to  have  an  An- 
nual meeting  or  conference 
to  safeguard  the  peace  and 
prosperity  of  the  church  and 
for  many  years  this  has  been 
the  practice. 

In  spite  of  all  that  has 
been  done  in  this  line  the 
enemy  has  been  wonder- 
fully  successful  and  brought 
about  miany  divisions.  The 
tendency  of  most  denomina- 
tions of  late  years  has  been 
to  compromise  v/ith  the 
v/orld.  It  is  this  condition 
in  our  own  experience  that 
caused  us  to  reorganize  as 
a  Dunkard  Brethren  church 
in  order  that  we  might  re- 
miain  true  to  the  faith  of 
the  gospel,  exemplify  and 
propagate  that  faith  on  the 
earth  and  more  successfully 
counteract  the  efforts  of 
the     old     deceiver,     Satan. 


Our  work  thus  far  has  been 
beset  by  grave  problem^s; 
nor  do  we  expect  to  see 
them  lessen  much  if  we  re- 
main true  to  our  mission. 

We  are  apparently  living 
in  the  time,  according  to  the 
fulfillment  of  New  Testa- 
ment prophecy,  just  pre- 
ceding the  second  coming 
of  Christ.  A  time  of  in- 
creased wickedness  in  the 
v/orld  and  tribulation  for 
the  righteous,  so  we  can  ex- 
pect our  problems  to  con- 
tinue and  possibly,  become 
greater.  Y/here  the  '^truth'' 
is  at  stake  the  enemy  works 
the  harder.  This  fact  we 
believe  accounts  for  the  ease 
with  which  many  church 
bodies  get  along.  Satan 
does  not  v/orry  much  about 
a  compromising  church. 
Just  how  Icng  the  Dunkard 
Brethren  church  will  stand 
for  the  ''whole  truth"  re- 
mains to  be  seen.  We  are 
hoping  it  will  continue  to 
the  end.  Our  great  danger 
is,  that  we  becomie  v/eary  in 
the  struggle,  depend  too 
much  on  men,  forget  our 
source  of  power,  become 
fearful  and  compromise 
with  the  enemy.  The 
promise  is  ''He  that  en- 
dureth  to  the  end  shall  be 
saved.'' 

Conferences       are       im- 
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portant ;  much  depends  upon 
the  work  done  there.  If  the 
work  done  is  constructive, 
the  church  will  be  strength- 
ened the  more,  other  vvise 
the  result  will  be  to  the 
contrary.  Knowing  this, 
we  should  approach  such 
m_eetings  in  the  name  and 
fear  of  the  Lord  and  with 
m.uch  praj^er.  One  matter 
is  of  utmost  importance, 
our  need  of  help  from  above, 
Jesus  said,  ''V/ithout  Me  ye 
can  do  nothing." 

This  is  a  solemn  declara- 
tion from  our  Master  that 
should  continually  be  kept 
in  mind,  especially  when  we 
convene  to  look  after  the 
business  of  His  kingdom 
here  below.  We  fear  there 
is  too  much  of  a  tendency 
to  rely  on  "men''  in  these 
problems  and  difficulties  in 
oar  church  v/ork  and  not 
enough  faith  in,  lookng  to, 
and  dependence  upon  God. 
The  ''educated  leadership'' 
of  recent  years  is  largely 
responsible  for  this  and  vv^e 
would  do  well  to  pattern 
more  after  the  God  fearing 
men  of  years  gone  by  in  this 
matter. 

David  said,  ''My  help 
Cometh  from  the  Lord, 
which  made  heaven  and 
earth."  The  apostle  Paul 
declares  the  mighty     signs 


'  and  wonders  that  were  done 
I  through  him  "were  by  the 
'power  of  the  Spirit  of  God," 
and  we  beheve  it  is  this 
power  that  we  are  needing 
in  our  work  today.  To  have 
it,  we  must  allow  the  Spirit 
to  have  full  sway  in  our 
lives.  After  the  departure 
of  our  Savior,  the  disciples 
"continued  with  one  ac- 
cord in  prayer  and  suppli- 
cation." Unity  and 
harm.ony  prevailed  among 
them,  they  were  waiting  in 
faith  believing  for  the  power 
from  above  "and  they  were 
all  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost."  As  a  result  they 
went  abroad  preaching  the 
gospel  v/ith  power,  people 
were  confounded  and 
amazed  and  were  convicted 
of  their  sins.  May  we  not 
pray  and  look  forward  to 
just  such  an  experience  in 
our  midst. 

With  business  and  finan- 
cial conditions  as  they  are, 
our  conference  this  year 
may  not  be  a  very  large 
gathering,  however,  this 
need  not  detract  from  the 
value  of  the  miceting. 

On  that  great  day  of 
Pentecost  the  writer  tells  us 
there  were  "about  an 
hundred  and  twenty" 
gathered  together.

FOR   THE  SEEKER

The  word  ''Seek"  is  found 
well  over  two  hundred  times 
in  the  Bible.  In  a  large 
share  of  instances,  and  al- 
most invaribly  where  it 
appears  in  a  spiritual  con- 
nection, it  is  given  in  the 
form  of  a  charge.  Spiritual 
resources,  so  it  is  made 
clear,  must  be  sought  if 
their  influence  is  to  be 
available. 

Again  and  again  the  as- 
surance is  given  that  those 
who  seek  earnestly  enough 
will  find.  It  was  uttered 
to  the  people  of  Israel  as 
they  looked  eagerly  forward 
to  the  promised  land,  ''But 
is  ...  .  thou  shalt  seek  the 
Lord  thy  God,  thou  shalt 
find  Him,  if  thou  shalt  seek 
Him  with  all  thy  heart  and 
with  all  thy  soul." 

They  were  to  hear  it 
again  in  the  bitter  captivity 
of  Babylon.  It  fell  upon 
the  unheeding  ears  of 
Solomon  as  he  assumed  the 
reigns  of  power;  if  thou 
seek  Him,  He  will  be  found 
of  thee.     And  it  is  written 
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in  the  Psalms,  ''Blessed  are 
they  that  keep  His  testi- 
monies, and  seek  Him  with 
the  whole  heart." 

There  are  varieties  that 
are  changeless,  and  so  it 
comes  that  a  noted  man  has 
recently  said,  ''Our  troubles 
are  due  largely  to  our  fail- 
ure to  possess  ourselves  of 
spiritual  forces  and  to 
utilize  powers  that  are 
always  within  our  reach. 
Because  we  have  not  sought 
them  we  realize  only  faintly 
vWiat  mighty  energies  of 
help  they  can  be/'

when  we  return  to  "the 
doctrine  of  Christ"  can  we 
claim  the  promises  and  shun 
the  punishments  of  the 
"thus  saith  the  Lord"  in 
Lev.

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AN  IXFIRMITY 
SPIRITUAL   BLIXDXESS

The  infirmity  of  spiritual 
blindness  is  very  common 
among  those  who  profess  to 
be  Christians.  For  as  one 
who  was  born  without  eyes 
or  one  who  has  never  had 
the  sense  of  sight,  v/ould  not 
know  what  natural  blind- 
ness was,  neither  would  he 
who  never  was  spiritual  or 
never  had  spiritual  experi- 
ence know  what  spiritual 
blindness  v/as.  One  must 
be  in  a  spiritual  realm  or  at 
least  have  spiritual  experi- 
ence before  he  could  be 
spiritual  enough  to  be 
affected  with  spiritual 
blindness.  Seeing,  hearing, 
tasting,  feeling,  are  senses 
of  the  natural  body;  they 
are  also  characterized  in  the 
spiritual  nature.  We  want 
to  consider  spiritual  blind- 
ness by  referring  to  various 
passages  of  scripture  found 
in  the  inspired  word  of  God. 

(I  Cor.  2:14)  ^'But  the 
natural  man  receiveth  not 
the  things  of  the  spirit  of 
God ;  for  they  are  foolishness 
unto  him;  neither  can  they 
know  them,  because  they 
are  spiritually  discerned.'^ 
(The  unspiritual    man    re- 


jects these  truths  of  the 
Spirit  of  God;  to  him.  they 
are  sheer  folly;  he  cannot 
understand  them.)  This 
man  is  blind  but  I  do  not 
consider  him  spiritually 
blind  for  he  never  v\^as 
spiritual. 

(John  1:5)  ^^And  the 
light  shineth  in  darkness; 
and  the  darkness  com.pre- 
hended  it  not.  Amid  the 
darkness  the  Light  shown, 
but  the  darkness  did  not 
master  if  From  this  we 
learn  that  there  will  be 
those  who  will  know  light 
from  darkness;  this  will  be 
through  the  sense  of  sight, 
an  experience.  The  ques- 
tion is  sometimes  asked,  is 
there  light  without  eyes  to 
behold  it;  or  sound  without 
ears  to  hear  it?  I  contend 
that  there  is  light  even 
though  there  be  no  eyes  to 
behold  it. 

Those  who  have  seen  ''the 
Light''  are  the  subjects  of 
our  discussion,  whose 
spiritual  sight  is  failing, 
blindness  is  creeping  on. 
There  must  be  a  cause  for 
this  ailment,  the  cause  must 
be  known  and  rem^oved, 
then  a  remedy  must  be 
faithfully  applied  or  total 
blindness  will  be  the  result; 
then  this  will  be  a  sad  state 
for  it  will  render  him  useless 
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to  such  as  might  need  his 
help  as  a  guide. 

In  (Matt.  15:8-9-11)  we 
have  a  case  where  tie  Savior 
gives  us  some  instructions 
on  this  subject.  Here  the 
blind  Pharisees  pretend  to 
honor  God  with  words  and 
outward  observances,  v/hile 
their  heart  and  practices  are 
opposed  to  Kim.  He  said  let 
them  alone.  I  understand 
that  Christ  will  not  have  us 
follow  them  or  give  any  at- 
tention to  them.  For  if  the 
blind  lead  the  blind  both  v/ill 
fall  into  the  pit.  This 
should  be  sufficient  warn- 
ing to  the  wise. 

St.  Paul  in  (I  Tim.  4:1-3) 
That  in  later  days,  the  Spirit 
distinctly  declares  certain 
people  will  rebel  against  the 
laith;  they  will  listen  to 
spirits  of  error  and  to  the 
doctrines  that  demons  teach 
through  disputings  and 
argument,  who  have  their 
conscience  seared  and 
hardened.  To  pretend  to 
be  Vv^hat  one  is  not,  and  by 
hypocrisy  and  lying  obtain 
money,  power  and  influence, 
blinds  the  spiritual  vision, 
sears  and  hardens  the  con- 
science. 

Here  is  how  we  may  know 
who  is  safe  to  follow,  how 
we  may  know  those  in- 
firmed  with  spiritual  blind- 


ness (I  John  2:10-11). 
Here  is  how  the  children  of 
God  and  the  children  of  the 
Devil  are  -recognized — any 
one  who  does  not  practice 
righteousness  does  not  be- 
long to  God,  and  niether 
does  he  who  has  no  love  for 
his  brother. 

(II  Pet.  1:5-10)  For  this 
reason  do  we  contrive  to 
make  it  our  whole  concern 
to  furnish  our  faith  with 
resolution;  resolution  with 
intelligence ;  intelligence 
with  self  control ;  selicontrol 
with  steadfastness;  stead- 
fastness with  piety;  piety 
wuth  brotherliness ;  brother- 
liness  with  Christian  love. 
For  as  these  qualities  exist 
and  increase  in  us,  they  will 
render  us  active  and  fruit- 
ful in  the  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ;  whereas 
he  who  has  not  these  by  him 
is  blind.  Spiritual  blind- 
ness is  an  infirmity  of  the 
individual;  although  (Rom. 
11:25,  II  Cor.  3:15-16) 
represents  Israel  (children 
of  Israel)  as  being  spiritually 
blind  and  the  remedy  pre- 
scribed for  them  in  Luke 
4:8  was  for  them  to  look 
upon  Christ  and  accept  him 
and  return  to  their  former 
duty  and  carry  out  their 
commission  to  teach  nations 
to  know  the  true  and  living 
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God.  (Matt.  15:14)  Re- 
cords Jesus  as  saying,  that 
both  leader  and  follower 
are  blind. 

In  (Rev.  3:14-19)  the 
Laodicean  church  was  also 
blind,  but  not  hopeless  for 
Christ  counseled  them  to 
buy  from  him  and  anoint 
their  eyes  then  they  could 
see  again.  Now  it  seems  to 
me  that  Christendom  ought 
to  give  this  remedy  a 
thorough  try-out.  For  some 
reason  Christianity  has  been 
lead  away  from  the  ^'plain, 
simple  and  reasonable'' 
duty  of  that  church  which 
Jesus  gave  a  commission 
to ;  after  several  years  of  ex- 
perience with  this  simple, 
reasonable  service  in  the 
church  St.  Jam.es  says,  that 
pure  unsoiled  religion  in  the 
judgment  of  God  the  Father 
means  this:  to  care  for 
orphans  and  v/idows  in  their 
trouble,  and  to  keep  one's 
self  from  the  stain  of  the 
Vv^orld. 

Now  this  is  not  a  very 
heavy  burden  to  yoke  up  to, 
but  the  burden  that  Chris- 
tianity is  trying  to  carry  is 
more  than  they  will  ever 
be  able  to  put  across — some- 
one will  be  responsible  for 
these  extra  burdens.  Jesus 
did  not  commission  the 
church    to    inaugurate      a 


great  world  peace  program, 
and  raise  a  standard  of  civic 
righteousness  and  social  re- 
forms, to  take  an  active  part 
in  world  betterment,  (just 
remember  that  the  way  of 
the  transgressor  is  hard, 
this  is  the  decree  of  the  Al- 
mighty, and  so  it  is  to  re- 
miain)  and  clean  up  corrupt 
civilization,  or  dispense 
moral  essays  and  ethics. 

I  contend  that  these 
teachers  have  left  the 
straight  and  narrow  way 
that  the  church  is  to  travel 
in,  this  being  true  then  those 
who  follow  these  leaders  are 
also  out  of  the  v/ay. 

The  church's  duty  is  to 
give  a  reasonable  service, 
(Rom.  12:1-3).  To  v/hom? 
First  to  the  household  of 
faith,  then  as  the  Lord  gives 
opportunity.  Brethren  did 
not  the  church  have  power 
and  influence  that  was 
respected  and  held  in  high 
esteem,  v/hen  a  comimon 
people  met  together  and  had 
a  simple  worship,  gave  a 
simple  message  and  in  a 
simple  Vv^ay  gave  service  to 
the  needy,  and  took  care  of 
their  own?  Think  of  the 
methods  employed  now,  the 
county  and  state  take  care 
of  the  needy,  the  orphans 
are  sent  to  the  orphans' 
hom.e,  the  various  fraternal 
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care 


the 


orders  take 
widows. 

Brethren  I  can  remember 
the  time  when  such  a  thing 
was  not  allowed.  It  w^as 
thought  a  disgrace  and  a  re- 
proach on  the  church,  I 
maintain  that  such  is  the 
case  yet  to  those  who  are 
not  spiritually  blind.  But 
the  world  and  politics  need 
their  service  so  much,  and 
with  present  methods  they 
have  plenty  of  time  and 
there  is  v/here  >many  give 
their  service.  The  pastor 
will  announce  to  his 
audience  the  different  com- 
mittee meetings,  the  differ- 
ent club  meetings,  the 
young  peoples  parties,  etc., 
then  the  board  has  ap- 
pointed the  different  Sun- 
days to  preach  on  the 
various  programs  of  the 
church,  and  supply  litera- 
ture for  programs  on  these 
movements;  it  would  sound 
shocking  to  hear  the  minis- 
ter announce  from  these 
pulpits  when  he  makes  his 
announcements,  that  the 
deacons  have  arranged  and 
invite  all  who  can  to  meet 
next  Thursday    at    Brother 

to  cut  wood  for  the 

church,  or  possibly  for  old 

Sister and  the  sisters 

will  meet  and  do  some  sew- 
ing for  some  needy  family, 


or  it  might  be  to  help  gather 
some  one's  crop,  possibly  to 
help  plant.  I  can  remem- 
ber when  such  announce- 
ments were  common. 
Brethren  used  to  do  their 
service  in  a  simple  way.  A 
good  brother  who  has  now 
gone  to  his  reward,  once 
wore  a  new  overcoat  to 
church;  after  the  services 
when  the  preacher  was 
getting  his  overcoat  (which 
was  badly  worn  and  looked 
shabby)  the  good  brother 
asked  the  preacher  whether 
that  was  the  best  overcoat 
he  had,  whereupon  he  re- 
plied it  was.  The  brother 
said,  here  try  this  one  on; 
he  did,  it  fit  him  and  the 
brother  said,  there,  that's 
the  kind  of  an  overcoat  I 
think  you  ought  to  wear. 
Yes,  brethren  used  to  do 
their  service  in  a  simple 
way,  did  not  think  of  doing 
everything  by  giving  money. 
Yes,  methods  have  changed, 
some  think  principles  have 
changed,  but  they  have  been 
led  away  from  them.  The 
ladies  meet  now  days  to 
play  and  dine,  and  devise 
plans  to  make  money  to  send 
away  to  some  far  away 
heathens  where  someone  is 
teaching  them  a  better  civil- 
ization and  talk  about  faith 
and  Jesus  Christ,  after  a  few 
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years  they  come  home  on  a 
furlough  and  to  tell  of  the 
dire  needs  of  the  far  away 
heathens.  (Now  do  not 
understand  that  I  am 
opposed  to  mission  work, 
for  I  am  not,  but  I  believe 
in  a  different  system.) 

The  various  derange- 
ments of  the  eyes  are  also 
typical  in  a  spiritual  sense, 
the  blind  v/ho  cannot  see 
need  to  be  led,  the  far- 
sighted  who  cannot  see 
near  them,  and  the  needs 
that  are  at  home.  God  holds 
us  responsible  for  the  oppor- 
tunities that  are  around  us; 
He  certainly  will  not  tell 
some  one  far  away  to  come 
and  do  our  duties  for  us. 
The  nearsighted  who  can- 
not see  far  away,  spiritually 
applied  he  sees  nothing  but 
his  own  selfish  interest  and 
is  always  upbraiding  the 
poor  and  needy.  The  cross- 
eyed who  do  not  see  as  they 
appear  to  look,  they  see 
other  than  spiritual  things. 
The  m_oon  blind  or  m.oon- 
eyed  cannot  see  well  with 
natural  light  but  see  better 
with  an  artificial  light. 

Nov/  the  world  as  well  as 
Christendom  is  looking  for 
a  way  to  get  out  of  the 
present  world  conditions. 
Now  for  the  spiritual  there 
is  a  simple  way  out,    apply 


the  ointment  until  they  can 
see  to  return  to  the  simple 
duties  of  the  church  that  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  estab- 
lished in  the  world.  I  urge 
that  the  Dunkard  Brethren 
hold  on  to  the  usage  of  the 
church  that  our  fathers 
tried  and  we  know  how 
they  worked.  And  they 
are  yet  highly  spoken  of  for 
I  have  read  three  different 
articles  in  a  farm  magazine 
that  comes  to  my  home,  the 
writer  was  complimenting 
the  mode  of  living  in  several 
com_niunities  that  he  had 
visited  and  before  he  got 
through  he  said  these  people 
were  Dunkards  and  Amish 
Mennonites.  If  the  v/orld 
recognizes  these  virtues  why 
not  more  than  them?  Make 
the  church  a  real  rescue 
station  for  there  are  many 
who  are  looking  for  refuge, 
where  there  is  a  righteous- 
ness that  will  prevail  with 
God,  and  v/here  prayers  are 
heard  and  answered  and 
our  spiritual  needs  supplied.

THE  LORD'S  DAY

The  above  subject  seems 
to  be  a  puzzle  to  some 
people,  and  even  to  some  of 
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our  beloved  members  in  the 
Dunkard  Brethren  church. 
The  question  as  to  whether 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  or 
the  seventh  day  of  the  week 
should  be  the  day  for 
followers  of  Christ  to  wor- 
ship. It  is  surely  plain  if 
we  only  take  the  scripture 
for  it  and  not  some  men's 
opinions. 

The  Seventh  Bay  Baptists, 
Adventists,  and  Sabbatar- 
ians of  all  shades  and  types 
pretend  that  the  keeping  of 
the  first  day  of  tie  week, 
commonly  called  Sunday,  in- 
stead of  the  seventh,  con:- 
monly  called  Saturday,  is 
an  inventon  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  church,  and  that 
Protestants  can  not  prove 
its  observance  through  the 
Bible,  but  only  through  the 
written  or  unwritten  tradi- 
ton  of  the  corrupt  church  of 
Rome.  To  this  we  say  that 
'Sunday,  under  other  nam.es 
is  mentioned  in  the  New 
Testament,  and  that  it  was 
already  kept  and  hallowed 
in  the  time  of  the  apostles. 
The  very  scripture  the  Ad- 
ventists take  for  their  argu- 
ment that  Saturday  is  the 
day  to  keep  or  worship  God 
on,  is  the  very  scripture  that 
condemns  them.  See  (Heb. 
1:8-9-10),  Revised  Version, 
'Tor  if  Joshua    had    given 


them  rest,  he  would  not 
have  spoken  afterward  of 
another  day.  There  re- 
maineth  therefore  a  Sab- 
bath rest  for  the  people  of 
God.  For  He  (Jesus)  that 
is  entered  into  His  rest, 
hath  Himself  also  rested 
from  His  works,  as  God  did 
from  His.''  Now  we  all 
know  that  God  made  the 
earth  and  all  the  things  that 
are  therein  in  six  days  and 
in  (Gen.  2:2)  we  find,  ''And 
on  the  seventh  day  God 
finished  His  work  which  He 
had  made;  and  He  rested  on 
the  seventh  day  from  all  the 
work  which  He  had  made." 
Now  when  God  had  finished 
His  work.  He  rested,  and  He 
rested  on  the  seventh  dav 
and,  (Gen.  2:3)  "And  God 
blessed  the  seventh  day, 
hallow^ed  it;  because  that  in 
it  He  rested  from  all  His 
work  which  God  had  created 
and  made."  Now  if  God 
could  bless  and  hallow  a  day 
in  which  He  rested  after 
working  six  days,  is  it  not 
reasonable  that  Christ 
should  bless  and  hallow  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  be- 
cause this  is  the  day  that 
Christ  finished  His*^  work 
and  rested,  as  God  did  from 
His. 

Christ's  work     was     not 
finished  until  He  arose  from 
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the  dead  to  show  He  was 
the  Resurrection  and  the 
Life,  for  in  Hebrews  it  says^ 
^'He  also  rested  from  His 
work  as  God  did  from  His/' 
Nov/  let  us  see  what  the 
Psalmist  says,  (Psa.  118:22- 
23-24 \  ^^The  stone  which 
the  builders  reject  is  become 
the  head  of  the  corner. 
This  is  the  Lord's  doings;  it 
is  marvellous  in  our  eyes. 
This  is  the  day  which  the 
Lord  hath  made;  we  will  re- 
joice and  be  glad  in  iV  We 
see  here  that  even  David 
had  prophesied  of  this  day 
that  v/as  to  be  made  for  the 
Lord.  Now  let  us  see  what 
John  says,  (Rev.  1:10)  ''1 
was  in  the  Sprit  on  the 
Lord's  Day,  and  I  hear  be- 
hind me  a  great  voice,  as  of 
a  trumipet."  Now  why  did 
John  say  ''the  Lord's  Day," 
why  did  he  not  say,  ''on  the 
Sabbath?"  Well  we  all 
know  that  John  understood 
his  business,  so  he  called  it 
by  the  right  name,  the 
Lord's  Day. 

In  the  primitive  church 
they  miet  on  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  and  if  they  did  not 
meet  for  worship  what  did 
they  meet  for?  In  (I  Cor. 
16:1-2)  Paul  says,  "Now 
concerning  the  collection 
for  the  Saints,  as  I  have 
given  orders  to  the  churches 


at  Galatia,  even  so  do  ye. 
Upon  the  first  day  of  the 
week  let  every  one  of  you 
lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God 
has  pro.spered  him,  that 
there  be  no  gatherings  when 
I  come." 

In  (Acts  20:7)  we  have 
these  words,  "And  upon  the 
first  day  of  the  v/eek,  when 
the  disciples  came  together 
to  break  bread,  Paul 
preached  unto  them,  ready 
to  depart  on  the  morrow; 
and  continued  his  speech 
until  midnight."  We  find 
here  that  they  met  together 
for  worship,  and  you  will 
find  by  reading  a  few  more 
verses  in  this  sam^e  chapter, 
that  Paul  was  a  long  winded 
preacher,  and  one  of  his 
hearers  fell  asleep,  and  fell 
out  of  a  third  story  window, 
and  killed  himself,  and  Paul 
went  dov/n  and  brought  him 
to  life  and  then  went  back 
and  preached  until  morn- 
ing. 

The  writer  wonders  how 
Paul's  preaching  would  suit 
some  people  now  that  can 
not  stay  awake  even  one 
hour?  We  find  also  that 
Paul  condemns  those  that 
contend  for  certain  days, 
etc.,  (See  Gal.  4:10-12,  5:2-6 
also  Col.  2:16-17.)  We  find 
here  the  Pharisees  and  even 
the  Jews  that  had  accepted

Christ  still  wanted  to  hold 
on  to  the  seventh  day,  or 
Jewish  Sabbath,  but  you  will 
find  in  reading  the  above 
named  scripture  that  these 
were  done  away  in  Christ, 
and  now  we  as  His  followers 
are  to  meet  and  worship  on 
the  first  day  of  the  week, 
the  day  He  (Christ)  finished 
His  work  and  rested,  t  .e 
same  as  God  did  from  His, 
hence  we  honor  Him 
(Christ)  by  meeting  in 
worship  to  celebrate,  as  it 
were,  the  day  he  arose,  the 
day  the  Lord  made,  and  we 
surely  ought  to  be  glad  and ' 
rejoice  in  it,  as  David  states 
in  the  Psalms. 

Trusting  this  article  will 
be  plain  enough  that  all  who ! 
read  it  may  not  be  deceived 
by  any  Seventh  Day  ad- 
herents, and  that  we  may 
not  forsake  the  assembling 
of  ourselves  together  as  the 
manner  of  some  is,  and  so 
much  the  more  as  we  see  the 
day  approaching,  is  our 
prayer.

King  Solomon  unfolds  the 
whole  matter,  "When  the 
righteous  are  in  authority 
the  people  rejoice,  but  when 
the  wicked  beareth  rule  the 
people  mourn,"  (Proverbs 
29-2).  "Evil  men  under- 
stand not  judgment  but  they 
that  seek  the  Lord,"  (Prov. 
28:5).  "Righteousness  ex- 
alteth  a  nation  but  sin  is 
a  reproach  to  any  people," 


(Prov.  14-3-1).  "The  Lord 
hath  made  all  things  for 
Himself,  yea,  even  the 
wicked  for  the  day  of  evil," 
(Prov.  16:4).  I  believe  that 
time  has  com.e. 

(II  Tim.  3:1)  "This  know 
also  that  in  the  last  days 
perilous  times  shall  come.

David,  whom 
vv  e  are  told,  was  a  man  after 
God's  own  heart,  delighted 
in  the  words  of  God's  law 
as  given  by  Moses;  so  much 
rather  should  we  rejoice 
and  be  glad  to  be  lead  by 
the  words  of  Jesus,  who  is 
the  Light  of  life.  His  words 
are  of  m_uch  greater  worth 
than  those  of  Moses. 

''For  whatsoever  is  born 
of  God  overcometh  the 
world;  and  this  is  the 
victory  that  overcometh  the 
world,  even  our  faith.  He 
that  believeth  on  the  Son  of 
God  hath  the  witness  in 
himself;  he  that  believeth 
not  God  hath  made  him  a 
liar;  because  he  believeth 
not  the  record  which  God 
gave  of  His  Son."  (I  John 
5:4-10.)  We  are  quite 
plainly  taught  that  without 
faith  it  is  impossible  to 
please  God  for  he  that 
cometh  to  God  must  believe 
that  He  is  a  rewarder  of 
them  that  diligently  seek 
Him. 

Paul,  that  great  apostle 
to  the  gentiles,  plainly 
teaches  that  faitn  cometh 
by  hearing,  and  hearing  by 
the  word  of  God.  Therefore 
it  is  necessary  that  we  hear 
the    plain    v/ords    of    the 
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gospel  which  was  delivered 
to  the  children  of  men  by 
the  great  Light,  which 
lighteth  every  man  v/hich 
cometh  into  the  world  that 
we  m.ay  be  properly  led  in 
the  tr.^e  gospel  tenchlngs, 
which  Jesus  presented  to 
the  world. 

But  let  us  consider  dear 
reader  that  faith  alone  is 
not  sufficient  to  assure  us  of 
the  great  reward  which  is 
promised  to  those  who  are 
willing  to  accept  the  plain 
precepts  which  Jesus  gave 
to  the  children  of  men. 

But  let  us  recall  the  plain 
words  of  James,  ''What  doth 
it  profit  m.y  brethren, 
though  a  man  say  he  hath 
faith,  and  have  not  works?'' 
Can  iaith  save  him?  Even 
so  faith,  if  it  hath  not  wor^s, 
is  dead,  being  alone.  Yea, 
a  man  may  say,  thou  hast 
faith  and  1  have  works; 
show  me  thy  faith  without 
thy  works,  and  I  will  show 
thee  my  faith  by  my  v/orks. 
Thou  believest  that  there  is 
one  God,  thou  doest  well; 
the  devils  also  believe  and 
tremble,  but  wilt  thou  know, 
oh  vain  man,  that  faith 
without  works  is  dead? 
Was  not  Abraham  our  fat'ier 
justified  by  works,  when  he 
offered  Isaac,  his  son,  upon 
the  altar?

DOES  IT  3IATTER? 


Not  long  ago  we  read  a 
statement  with  more  than 
usual  interest.  One  of  the 
great  men  of  our  day, 
Thomas  A.  Edison  was  lying 
on  his  death  bed,  conscious, 
aware  of  the  fact  that  he 
w^oulcl  soon  pass  on  to  the 
great  beyond  and  evidently 
doing  some  serious  thinking. 
Suddenly  he  broke  the  still- 
ness and  voiced  the  medita- 
tions of  his  mind,  "If  there 
is  life  beyond  or  if  there  is 
not,  it  matters  nof  In  this 
frame  of  mind,  doubtful, 
uncertain,  with  no  definite 
outlook  for  the  future  and 
outwardly  with  careless 
ease  he  closed  his  eyes  in 
death.  Thus  a  great  man 
died ;  and  truly  he  was  great 
in  the  estimation  of  his 
fellowmen.  Few  men  have 
contributed  to  the  progress, 
convenience,  and  comfort  of 
the  human  family  through 


invention  anywhere  near 
what  Mr.  Edison  has.  His 
works  have  been  a  blessing 
to  his  fellowmen  in  all  lands. 
The  sad  thing  about  this  is, 
the  blessing  he  bestowed 
upon  his  fellowmicn  was  ac- 
complished outside  of  Jesus 
Christ;  for  he  never  ac- 
cepted Christ  or  made  any 
profession  of  religion  of  any 
kind  (at  least  none  that  was 
reported). 

From  outward  appear- 
ances it  would  seem  he  died 
peaceful  and  without  any 
fears.  If  one  could  have 
known  the  feelings  and 
agitations  of  the  inner  man 
it  no  doubt  would  have  been 
a  different  story.  In  fact, 
the  very  statement  that  he 
made  expressing  content- 
ment and  satisfaction  be- 
trays this  inward  struggle. 

If  he  was  completely 
satisfied  and  it  ''mattered 
not,''  if  there  was  life  be- 
yond, why  think  about    it? 
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Knov/ing  that  he  had  but  a 
few  short  hours  to  spend 
here  why  not  Sjjend  that 
time  in  thinking  about 
things  that  ''mattered/' 
The  very  fact  that  his  mind 
in  these  last  precious 
moments  was  seriously 
occupied  in  thinking  of  the 
future  goes  to  sho¥/  that  it 
''did  matter/'  Mr.  Edison^ 
like  many  other  honorable 
well  meaning  people  that 
live  in  this  world,  was  com- 
pletely engrossed  in  things 
pertaining  to  this  life.  His 
tim.e,  talents  and  energies 
v/ere  spent  in  one  special 
line  of  activity  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  everything  else. 

Apparently  no  serious 
thought  is  given  to  the 
future  welfare  of  the  soul 
until  faced  v^^ith  the  stern 
reality,  death.  At  this  late 
stage  for  one  to  decide  in 
his  mind  that  the  future 
"matters  not''  is  nothing 
short  of  mockery  and  will 
only  add  to  the  penalty 
which  is  due  those  who  do 
not  recognize  and  obey  the 
Creator  and  Ruler  of  the 
universe.  The  striking 
thing  about  this  matter  is, 
how  any  man  can  live  in  this 
dispensation  of  enlighten- 
ment where  Godhasrevealed 
Himself  and  His  will  so 
clearly    with    innumerable 


warnings  as  to  v/hat  the  re- 
sult will  be  if  m.en  reject, 
and  then  completely  ignore 
and  reject  the  revelation, 
love  and  mercy  of  their 
Maker. 

That  there  is  a  God,  all- 
pov/erful  and  supreme  who 
has  created  and  sustains  all 
things,  man  has  known  since 
his  first  existence.  God  has 
revealed  himself  in  definite 
and  indisputable  v/ays.  In 
spite  of  all  this  it  appears 
there  have  been  in  all  ages, 
men  vvho  say,  "there  is  no 
God,"  (Ps,  14:1.)  For  any 
man  to  advocate  such  a 
theory  only  makes  his  folly 
the  greater.  Yes,  there  is 
a  God  who  created  us  and 
did  so  with  a  purpose  in 
mind.  "Thou  art  v/orthy, 
0  Lord,  to  receive  glory  and 
honor  and  power;  for  Thou 
hast  created  all  things,  and 
for  Thy  pleasure  they  are 
and  were  created,"  (Rev. 
4:11).  in  order  that  men 
might  know  that  purpose, 
recognize  and  glorify  the 
Creator,  He  has  revealed 
His  will  through  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  His  only  be- 
gotten Son,  To  miake  the 
matter  the  more  convincing 
to  men,  this  revelation  was 
brought  about  as  a  fulfill- 
ment of  prophecy,  given 
hundreds  of  years     before. 
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Not  only  this,  angels  (mes- 
sengers direct  from  God) 
announced  this  event.  Then 
too,  the  voice  from  heaven 
(God  Himself)  audibly  de- 
clared to  the  world,  "This  is 
My  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I 
am  well  pleased;  hear  ye 
Him/'  (Matt.  17:5.) 

In  fact  so  many  things  in 
connection  with  the  an- 
nunciation, birth,  life, 
death,  resurrection  and 
ascension  of  Jesus  v/ere  of 
a  miraculous  nature  that 
there  is  no  room  whatever 
for  any  sane  man  to  doubt 
the  divinity  of  Christ.  This 
same  Christ  has  pointed  out 
to  the  human  family  all 
things  concerning  the  past, 
present  and  future  which 
are  necessary  for  us  to 
know.  His  soul  stirring 
message  was,  ''repent  ye  for 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at 
hand."  And  ''Seek  ye  first 
the  kingdom  of  God  and  His 
righteousness,  and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto 
you."     (Matt.  6:33.) 

"Ye  must  be  born  again, 
except  a  man  be  born  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he 
cannot  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  God."  (John  3.)  He 
then  offered  His  life  on 
Calvary  that  we  through 
His  atoning  blood  might 
have  remission  of  sins,    re- 


generation and  w^alk  in  nevv^- 
ness  of  life,  and  in  the  fear 
of  God,  in  soberness,  right- 
eousness and  godliness. 
He  also  declared  that  there 
would  be  a  "day  of  judg- 
ment." "The  Son  of  Man 
shall  send  forth  his  angels, 
and  they  shall  gather  out 
of  His  kingdom  all  things 
that  offend,  and  them  v/hich 
do  iniquity  and  shall  cast 
them  into  a  furnace  of  fire ; 
there  shall  be  wailing  and 
gnashing  of  teeth,"  (Matt. 
13:41-42).  Stating  also 
that  the  righteous  should 
have  "everlasting  life"  with 
peace  and  happiness  and 
that  the  unrighteous  would 
be  cast  "into  everlasting  fire 
prepared  for  the  devil  and 
his  angels,"  (Matt.  25). 

The  apostle  Paul  bears 
testimony  along  this 
line  too,  "for  we  shall  stand 
before  the  judgment  seat 
of  Christ,"  (Rom.  14:10). 
"For  we  must  all  appear  be- 
fore the  judgmient  seat  of 
Christ;  that  every  one  may 
receive  the  things  done  in 
His  body,  according  to  that 
he  had  done,  whether  it  be 
good  or  bad,"  (II  Cor.  5:10). 

It  is  these  plain  and 
solemn  realities  that 
thousands  ignore  in  life, 
then  in  the  face  of  death  the 
horrors  of  an    eternity    of 
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torment     fill     them     v/ith 
despair. 

What  a  pity  it  is  that  we 
have  so  many  influential 
men  v/ho  reject  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  which  is  able 
to  save  their  souls.  If  men 
of  the  type  of  Mr.  Edison 
would  use  their  influence  in 
the  cause  of  Christ  what  a 
v/orld  of  good  they  could 
accomplish  that  would  not 
perish  with  the  passing  of 
time  but  would  last 
throughout  eternity.  Cases 
of  this  kind  remind  us  of 
this  scripture,  'Tor  ye  see 
your  calling,  brethren,  how 
that  not  many  wise  men 
after  the  flesh,    not    many 


mighty,  not  many  noble,  are 
called.'^  (I  Cor.  1:26). 

''Be  not  deceived;  God  is 
not  mocked,  for  whatsoever 
a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he 
also  reap.'^  (Gal.  6:7.) 

Does  it  matter  then  if 
there  is  life  bej^ond?  Indeed 
it  does;  prepared  or  unpre- 
pared, it  matters  much! 

Let  us  hear  the  conclusion 
of  the  whole  matter,  "Fear 
God  and  keep  His  command- 
ments ;  for  this  is  the  Vv^hole 
duty  of  man.

3IORE    THAX    FIFTY 
YEAHS  A  PILGRIM

I  united  with  the  German 
Baptist  church  more  than 
fifty  years  ago.  I  stand  for 
my  baptismal  vow  then 
taken.  But  oh,  the  differ- 
ence in  the  vow  and  the 
form  and  the  age  that  they 
were  taken  then  and  now. 
An  Elder's  boy  said  he  was 
baptised  at  the  age  of  six. 
Infant  baptism  pure  and 
simple.  Fifty  years  ago  I 
don't  know  of  any  baptism 
under  fourteen.     They  had

to  come  to  the  line  of  ac- 
countability. In  the  in- 
terrogation the  eighteenth 
:  chapter  of  Matthew  was 
read  and  commented  on, 
then  we  had  to  promise  to 
take  God  as  the  man  of  our 
council  in  all  things,  not  go 
to  war,  not  sv/ear,  acknowl- 
edge ojr  wrongs  to  our 
brother,  etc.  Now  the  in- 
terrogations are  but  a  few 
words  then  they  take  them 
in  the  Vv^ater  and  immerse 
them  so  fast  that  the  minis- 
ter cannot  say  the  words 
fast  enough.  Then  they 
baptized  in  running  water, 
but  now  they  baptize  in  a 
pool  in  the  meeting  house 
and  warm  the  water.  Then 
people  could  see  a  changed 
life,  now  you  cannot.  They 
must  tell  you  that  they  are 
Christians;  then  they  didn't 
go  to  war,  now  they  go  to 
war  and  boost  war;  Then 
the  brethren  were  instruc- 
ted to  dress  plain  and  wear 
the  standing  collar  coat  and 
no  neckties.  Now  the 
preachers  wear  a  laydown 
collar  coat  and  a  Roman 
vest  buttoned  to  the  neck 
and  a  necktie.  In  1923  a 
Brethren  elder  walked  dovv  n 
the  streets  of  Los  Angeles, 
Calif.,  in  the  Chinese  sec- 
tion. He  was  dressed  with 
the  Roman  vest  and  the  lav 


down  collar  coat.  The 
children  greeted  him  as 
"Father"  thinking  him  a 
Catholic  priest. 

You  cannot  tell  them 
from  the  world  by  their 
dress  or  conduct.  The 
sisters  wore  plain  dresses, 
a  prayer  covering  in  wor- 
ship and  plain  bonnets.  A 
few  of  the  official  women 
wore  caps.  Now  the  sisters 
wear  gaudy  dresses  like  the 
world,  no  prayer  covering 
except  at  communion 
service  and  that  so  you  can't 
tell  that  they  are  church 
members. 

Now,  they  have  adultery, 
secret  order  men,  card  play- 
ing, dancing,  lying,  cheat- 
ing, etc.,  etc.,  etc.,  too 
numerous  to  mention,  or  we 
might  say  that  the  church 
and  the  world  are  one. 

At  the  present  time  the 
conscientious  Christian  is 
pushed  to  the  wall;  if  he 
wants  peace  he  dare  not 
open  his  mouth.  But  thanks 
be  to  God  that  there  are 
some  that  have  the  back- 
bone to  defy  the  Devil. 

The  cause  of  so  many 
weak  and  sickly  Christians 
they  follow  man  instead  of 
God.  The  founders  of  the 
church  practiced  single 
mode  of  feet  washing,  it 
was     Conrad     Beisel     that 
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changed  it  and  oh,  the 
trouble  it  caused.  They 
also  used  wine  for  com- 
munion services,  so  did 
Christ,  but  man  got  so  tem- 
perate and  weak  that  he 
had  to  use  grape  juice.  Both 
changes  were  made  since  I 
united  with  the  church.  ^ 

Salaried  miinisters,  fifty 
years  ago  there  was  no 
salaries  paid  and  we  had 
sermons  that  were  worth 
hearing  too.  They  preached 
the  whole  gospel,  not  shun- 
ning to  preach  doctrine. 
Now  we  have  anything  but 
doctrine,  but  money  is  the 
chief  text.  Christ  condemns 
the  hireling  and  we  should 
do  likewise. 

We  have  Evolutionists, 
Modernists,  Post  Millemxal- 
ists,  etc.,  in  the  church  and 
we  cannot  prosper  with  the 
world  or  Antichrist  in  the 
church.  We  are  in  the 
perilous  times,  prophecy  is 
about  all  fulfilled  and  it  is 
as  Christ  said  the  days  shall 
be  shortened  for  the  elect's 
sake  or  no  flesh  would  be 
saved.  There  were  only 
eight  saved  in  the  flood  and 
there  were  only  Simeon 
and  Anna  looking  for  Christ 
when  He  was  born,  and  how 
many  are  looking  for 
Christ's  second  coming  in 
having  their  hearts  cleansed 


from  all  sin.  May  we  be  so 
lucky  as  to  be  among  that 
number.     Amen,

DOES     THE     SCKIPTURE 

TEACH  A  DOUBLE 

STANDARD?

One  for  old  folks,  and 
another  for  young  folks? 

There  are  persons  who 
think  that  young  people  who 
become  Christians,  should 
have  the  privilege  to  engage 
in  worldly  amusements.  The 
question  of  the  correct  at- 
titude of  the  young  Chris- 
tian toward  amusement  is 
of  grave  imiportance  both  to 
the  individual  believer,  and 
to  the  church  in  general. 
Scores  of  professing  Chris- 
tians are  carried  along  by 
the  grov/ing  tice  of  pleasure. 
The  activities  and  interest 
of  the  true  Christian  life  are 
counted  too  dull  and  unin- 
teresting for  the  twentieth 
century  Christians. 

(John  14:6)  Jesus  sa^rs, 
"I  am  the  vs^ay,  (not  the 
ways)  the  truth,  and  the 
life."  All  true  Christians 
must  follow  Jesus,  Pie  is  the 
door  into  the  sheep-fold;  he 
that  entereth  not  by  the 
door  into  the  sheep  fold,  but 
climbeth  up  some  other  v/ay 
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the  same  is  a  thief  and  a 
robber.  If  it  is  salvation 
we  want  to  obtain,  we  must 
enter  the  fold  the  Christ 
way,  (John  10:1-15.) 

With  these  conditions 
v/hat  should  be  the  attitude 
of  the  true  child  of  God? 
Some  ministers  have  said 
the  people  will  have  amuse- 
*  ments,  and  if  the  church  is 
to  hold  the  young  people  she 
I  must  provide  for  their  social 
needs.  The  idea  seems  to 
be  that  to  attract  and  hold 
.  the  young  people  to  the 
church,  v/orldly  amuse- 
ments must  be  brought  into 
the  church,  God's  word  does 
not  countenance  such  a 
miethod  of  attraction  to  the 
church.  Whatsoever  ye  do, 
do  all  to  the  glory  of  God. 
(I  Cor.  19:1-7,  31-33.) 

It  is  not  the  mission  of  the 
church  to  provide  plays  of 
any  kind  for  they  are  con- 
trary to  the  spirit  and  teach- 
ing of  the  New  Testament. 
The  Christian  should  do 
everything  to  tlie  glory  of 
God,  and  God  is  not  glorified 
in  the  play.  We  are  not 
merely  to  ask  ourselves  the 
question,  what  harm  can 
such  play  do?  But  rather 
what  good  can  they  do  in 
the  building  up  of  the 
church?  Our  young  people 
should  be  trained    to    find 


pleasure  in  the  service  of 
God,  not  in  the  service  of 
the  world. 

If  the  elder  members  of 
the  church  would  follow  the 
instruction  given  in  Paul's 
letter  to  Titus  (Chap.  2:1-8) 
a  lot  of  the  present  day 
worldliness  could  be  elimi- 
nated. It  occurrs  to  me 
that  a  lot  of  the  older  mem- 
bers enjoy  the  present  day 
socials  and  plays  as  much  as 
the  young.  If  they  were  as 
much  interested  in  teaching 
their  children  to  live  the 
Christ  life  as  God  required 
of  the  Israelites  there  would 
not  be  so  much  worldhness 
in  the  churches.  (Deut. 
4:8-9)  ''And  what  nation  is 
there  so  great,  that  hath 
statutes  and  judgments  so 
righteous  as  all  this  law 
which  I  set  before  you  this 
day?"  (V.  9)  ''Only  take 
heed  to  thyself,  and  keep 
thy  soul  diligently,  lest  thou 
forget  the  things  thine  eyes 
hath  seen,  and  lest  they  de- 
part from  thine  heart  all  the 
days  of  thy  life;  but  teach 
them  thy  sons  and  thy  son's 
son." 

The  word  of  God  does  not 
teach  that  the  young  people 
are  permitted  to  do  things 
that  the  old  people  must  not 
do,  or  is  wrong  for  them  to 
do.       (Titus    2:1-8)     Paul 
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gives  instruction  which  be- 
come sound  doctrine,  that 
the  aged  men  be  sober, 
grave,  temperate,  sound  in 
faith,  in  charity,  in  patience ; 
and  the  aged  women  like- 
wise, that  they  also  exercise 
themselves  as  becometh 
holiness,  that  they  teach  the 
young  women  to  be  sober, 
ect.,  and  young  micn  like- 
wise exert  to  be  sober 
minded,  in  all  things  shew- 
ing a  pattern  of  good  works, 
in  doctrine  showing  un- 
corruptness,  gravity,  sincer- 
ity, that  they  m.ay  adorn  the 
doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour, 
in  all  things. 

'Train  up  a  child  in  the 
way  he  should  go ;  and  when 
he  is  old  he  will  not  depart 
from  it,'^  (Prov.  22 :6) .  One 
of  the  present  day  needs  is 
parents  v/ho  have  interest 
enough  in  their  children  to 
teach  them  to  live  the  Christ 
life  rather  than  encourage 
them  to  believe  that  Chris- 
tian life  is  too  dry  and 
monotonous  for  young 
Christians  without  having 
entertainments  associated 
with  their  services.  (II  Cor. 
5:14-15).  'Tor  the  love  of 
Christ  constraineth  us;  be- 
cause we  thus  judge,  that  if 
one  died  for  all,  then  w^ere 
all  dead;  and  that  He  died 
for  all,  that  they  which  live 


should  not  henceforth  live 
unto  them.selves,  but  unto 
Him  who  died  for  them.'' 
When  the  vision  of  the 
crucified  Christ  is  lost,  when 
the  vision  of  perishing  souls 
is  lost,  and  the  imperialistic 
plans  of  the  church  become 
a  false  interpretation  of  the 
commission  of  Christ  then 
social  unrest  is  the  inevit- 
able result.

THE    COMMUXIOX

The  Dunkard  Brethren 
church  has  always  observed 
close  comimunion.  That 
was  one  part  of  the  faith 
that  there  was  no  disagree- 
ment on  for  over  two 
hundred  years.  They  im- 
plicitly believed  in  it  and 
taught  the  same  from  the 
pulpit.  As  long  as  there 
was  union  in  the  church 
they  kept  close  communicn, 
but  innovations  and  depar- 
tures in  later  years  have  de- 
stro3^ed  the  idea  of  close 
communion.  When  depar- 
tures and  rebellion  against 
the  established  order  of  the 
church  began  to  be  felt  the 
church  or  its  members 
loosened  their  grip  on  close 
communion,  with  the  result 
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that  members  of  the  church 
ceased  to  regard  it  as 
divinely  arranged,  sacred 
and  holy  service. 

The  thought  gradually 
came  in  that  all  we  have  to 
do  is  to  examine  ourselves 
and  it  seems  that  not  much 
examining  was  done  for 
two  hundred  years. 

Preachers  of  the  Dunkard 
church  preached  and  taught 
close  communion,  then  the 
church  name  beins"  changed 
to  be  known  as  Church  of 
The  Brethren,  a  change 
about  this  time  took  place 
in  the  communion  service. 
Before  this  time  the  church 
could  not  tolerate  depar- 
tures and  worldliness.  Now 
they  commence  to  tolerate 
it,  even  some  preachers  to 
come  out  quite  boldly  for 
liberty  to  members,  even 
Annual  conference  to  very 
mildly  protest  and  in  some 
instances  to  sanction  it  with 
the  result  that  the  church 
drifted  far  from  its  former 
platform  and  the  Bible  in 
com.munion. 

I  freely  say  the  gospel  be- 
cause the  word  has  ever 
taught  close  communion. 
What  else  could  it  teach? 
As  the  members  of  the 
church  of  Christ  we  are  to 
constitute  one  body  and  that 
body  the     body    of    Christ 


which  body  is  supposed  to 
be  peculiar,  called  out  and 
holy.  Then  after  we  have 
made  vows  and  promises  to 
God  and  said  by  word  and 
deed  that  we  would  live 
separate  lives  from  the 
world  and  claimed  to  walk 
in  newness  of  life,  then  how 
can  we  forget  our  sacred 
calling  and  turn  and  com- 
mune with  the  world  or  take 
part  in  open  communion? 

Paul  says,  (I  Cor.  5)  that 
we  are  not  to  take  the  feast 
w^ith  a  lot  of  different  named 
characters  and  I  think  those 
descriptions  cover  the  cata- 
logue of  sin.  He  pointedly 
says  a  little  leaven  leaveneth 
the  v/hole  lump.  What  do 
we  gather  from  this? 
Nothing  else  but  to  com- 
mune with  any  known  sin  or 
apostasy  makes  us  par- 
takers with  them. 

Yes,  we  are  partakers  of 
their  evil  deeds,  we  receive 
the  deed  into  our  own  heart 
and  confirm  them  in  their 
back  sliding  and  worldly 
spirit.  We  shut  up  the  road 
to  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
make  worldlings  believe 
they  are  all  right  and  have 
done  nothing  amiss  by  so 
doing.  We  confirm  them  in 
their  downward  course  and 
sin  of  rebellion. 

Is  it  not  preposterous  that

the  church  was  mistaken  in 
its  course     for     over     t  .vo 
hundred  years  and  that  in 
these  later  years  we    have 
learned  to  do  right?    Is    it 
not  rather  that  the     ¥/orld 
has  side-tracked  us  in  the 
true  purpose  of  communion? 
I  know  of  members  of  a 
certain  church     who     once 
stood    firm    against    open 
communion  who     now    re- 
ceive all  in  holy  communion. 
They  commune  with    lodge 
men,       with     people     who 
frequent  the  ball  room,  the 
Sunday  base  ball,  the  pool 
rooms,      the    theater,    the 
movies,  with  those  that  playj 
cards  and  those  that    deck! 
and  clothe  their  bodies    in! 
the  latest  fashion,     women' 
hats,  neckties,     lov/     neckj 
dresses  and  the  abominable! 
short  skirts  and  no  sleeves.  | 
All  are  received  in  holy  com- 
munion which  course  is  un- 
scriptural  beyond  all  sound 
reasoning,  and  is  ungodly. 
God  never    intended     that 
people       should       separate 
themselves  from  the  world, 
put  away  the  old  man  with 
his  deeds  and    then    tvv^ine 
around  and  receive  him  and 
his  members     again.     The 
devil  and  his  followers  have 
nothing  in     common     with 
true  Christians.     The  idea 
we  learn  from  the  gospel  is 


that  true  telievers  or  Chris- 
tians keep  holy  communion. 
We  understand  being  in 
faith  and  union;  but  be- 
lievers in  union  and  those 
out  of  union  can  never  held 
communion.  You  can  net 
put  union  in  a  body  where 
none  exists  and  a  com- 
munion vdthout  union  is 
absurd. 

I  have  seen  congregations 
where  part  of  the  members 
were  plain  and  dressed  in 
the  order  of  the  church,  the 
other  part  clothed  like  tiie 
world,  went  where  they 
pleased,  acted  and  lived  as 
the  world.  I  have  heard  the 
loyal  ones  lament  over  the 
fallen  state  of  tne  church, 
then  those  loyal  ones  would 
go  and  take  communicn 
with  them.  As  soon  as  the 
feast  v/as  over  they  claimed 
they  were  not  suited  with 
some  of  the  members  for- 
getting that  in  communion 
they  accepted  disloyal  ones 
and  confirmed  them  in  their 
disloyalty,  for  in  communion 
the  loyal  take  the  place  of 
the  disloyal,  the  pare  the 
place  of  the  impure,  the 
holy  the  place  and  standing 
of  the  unholy.  So  the 
church  by  this  process  is 
gradually  brought  to  ruin.

^'Wherefore,  my  beloved 
brethren,  as  ye  have  always 
obeyed,  not  as  in  my 
presence  only,  but  now 
much  more  in  my  absence, 
work  out  your  own  salvation 
with  fear  and  trembling." 

In  this  portion  of  scrip- 
ture Paul  tells  us  to  work 
out  our  own  salvation  with 
fear  and  trembling.  It 
brings  to  us  the  thought  oi 
individual  responsibility. 
We  wish  to  impress  the 
thought  that  we  are  in- 
dividually responsible  for 
our  own  salvation. 

Jesus  says  in  Matt.  16:26, 
'Tor  what  is  a  man  profited 
if  he  gain  the  whole  world, 
and  lose  his  own  soul?  Or 
what  shall  a  man  give  in  ex- 
change for  his  soul?"  This 
clearly  sets  forth  that  we 
can  not  purchase  our  salva- 
tion with  money,  neither 
with  houses  or  lands.  Also 
it  is  up  to  each  one  to  work 
out  his  own  salvation. 

We  are  placed  here  in  this 
world  for  two  purposes,  to 
fit  these  souls  of  ours  for  the 
heavenly  kingdom,  and  to 
glorify  God  our  Maker  and 
Creator.     As  we     fit    our- 


selves for  the  heavenly 
kingdom  or  become  Christ- 
like, submissive,  obedient  to 
God's  will,  we  at  the  same 
time  glorify  God. 

Notice  the  Master,  He 
was  obedient  and  submis- 
sive. 'T  came  not  to  do 
mine  own  will,  but  the  will 
of  Him  that  sent  Me,"  again, 
'Tor  I  have  not  spoken  of 
myself;  but  the  Father 
which  sent  Me,  He  gave  Me 
a  commandment,  what  I 
should  say,  and  what  I 
should  speak."  Then  at  the 
close  of  His  life  He  could 
say,  "I  have  glorified  Thee 
on  the  earth,  I  have  finished 
the  work  which  Thou  gavest 
me  to  do." 

The  poet  says,  "A  charge 
to  keep  I  have,  a  God  to 
glorify,  a  never  dying  soul 
to  save  and  fit  it  for  the 
sky." 

(Jno.  1:11-12)  "He  came 
unto  His  own  and  His  own 
received  Him  not.  But  as 
many  as  received  Him,  to 
them  gave  He  power,  to  be- 
come the  sons  of  God,  even 
to  them  that  beheve  on  his 
name." 

I  believe  we  will  all  agree 
it  is  an  individual  respon- 
sibility to  work  out  our  own 
salvation.  But  can  we  work 
it  out  individually,  by  our 
own    power    or    strength, 
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verily  nay.  Jesus  says  ( Jno. 
10:9)  "I  ame  the  door,  by 
me  if  any  man  enter  in  he 
shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go 
in  and  out  and  find  pas- 
ture.'' 

These  are  very  plain 
words.  We  must  enter  in 
by  the  door,  Jesus  Christ,  or 
by  the  plan  He  has  laid 
down  for  all  mxen.  No 
v/onder  He  says  I  am  the 
Way,  the  Truth  and  the  Life, 
no  man  cometh  unto  the 
Father  but  by  Me. 

Jesus  knew  human  nature 
and  understood  that  man 
needed  encouragement,  he 
needs  to  be  edified,  he  needs 
the  association  of  men  of 
like  precious  faith,  to  help 
him  keep  in  the  faith,  he 
also  needs  things  to  do  that 
he  can  see  and  do  with  his 
his  natural  eyes  and  hands 
that  he  can  better  under- 
stand the  spiritual  teaching 
he  needs.  Hence  the  church 
and  her  ordinances  as  in- 
stituted by  Christ  and  given 
to  us  by  the  apostles. 

The  church  cannot  save 
us  as  individuals,  without 
our  laboring,  striving  or  as 
the  Apostle  Paul  says,  ''I 
press  toward  the  mark  for 
the  prize  of  the  high  calling 
of  God  in  Christ  Jesus.'' 

On  the  other  hand  there 
is  no  chance    of    salvation 


outside  of  the  church.  There 
are  folks  canvassing  this 
country  selling  books,  tell- 
ing folks  it  is  an  individual 
matter,  they  say  we  have 
too  much  organization  now. 

But  let  us  go  with  Him 
who  said,  'T  am  the  -Way, 
the  Truth  and  the  Life.'^ 
When  He  appeared  on  the 
scene  at  the  beginning  of 
His  ministry  He  began 
preaching  and  saying  repent 
for  the  kingdom  oi  heaven 
is  at  hand.  The  first  step 
in  the  door  then  is  believing, 
faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  next 
is  repentance  which  is  a 
cessation  from  sin,  v/ith 
consciousness  and  sorrow 
that  it  is  displeasing  to  God 
and  timing  from  the  lo\e 
and  practice  of  sin,  to  the 
love  of  truth,  practical 
righteousness. 

Then  we  hear  Jesus  say 
(Mark  16:16),  '^He  that  be-, 
lieveth  and  is  baptized  shall 
be  saved;  but  he  that  be- 
lieveth  not  shall  be 
damned.'"  The  next  step 
in  the  door  then  would  be 
baptism^,  Vv^hich  Peter  tells 
us  is  not  the  putting  away 
the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the 
answer  of  a  good  conscience 
toward  God.  It  is  an  out- 
ward manifestation  before 
men,  and  before  God,  that 
we  are  going  to  be  faithful 
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to  God  and  His  word  and 
keep  His  commandments. 

Thus  we  also  enter  into 
covenant  relationship  v/ith 
one  another  as  one  body  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

(I  Jno.  1-7)  ^'But  if  we 
walk  in  the  light  as  He  is  in 
the  light,  we  have  fellow- 
ship with  one  another,  and 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  His 
Son  cleanseth  us  fro;n  all 
sin."  We  can  clearly  see 
individuality  will  not  avail 
us  here,  we  must  have 
fellowship  one  with  another 
in  order  that  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ  may  cleanse  us 
from  all  sin.  Also  notice 
we  must  have  felloA^ship 
one  witn  another,  or  we  can 
not  have  fellowship  with 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

In  order  to  have  fellow- 
ship we  must  be  united.  The 
apostle  Paul  says,  (I  Cor. 
1:10)  ''Now  I  beseach  you 
brethren  by  the  name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  t'lat 
ye  all  speak  the  same  things, 
and  that  there  be  no 
divisions  among  you,  but 
that  ye  be  perfectly  joined 
together  in  the  same  mind 
and  same  judgment." 

When  Christ  established 
His  church  here  on  eart'i 
He  made  provision  for  this 
if  we  study  Matt.  16:19, 
Jno.    20:23.    we    see     the 


supremacy    of    the    church 
over     the     individual       in 
questions  of  privilege     and 
propriety.     In  fact     before 
we  enter  into     church     re- 
lationship we   acknowledge 
oi.Y  willingness  to  conform 
'  to  the  teaching  of  the  scrip- 
j  tares  as  understood  by  the 
I  church. 

The  church  through  con- 
ference has  made  use  of  her 
'privilege  and  duty  in  giving 
I  us  rules  and  minutes.      Not 
in  order  to  show     the     in- 
dividual    her    power     and 
I  authority  over  him,  but  that 
'we  might  be  united,  speak 
the  same  things,     be     per- 
I  f ectly  joined  together  in  tiie 
'  same  mind  and    the    judg- 
'ment,  helping  us    individu- 
!  ally  to  work  out    our    own 
'salvation     with    fear     and 
I  trembling. 

For  instance,  conference 
has  said  that  tiie  bretnren 
wear  plain  clothing,  the 
'coat  with  standing  collar 
be  used,  also  tnat  the 
brethren  wear  their  hair 
and  beard  in  a  plain  and 
sanitary  manner. 

Are  we  zealous  to  carry 
these  decisions  out,  or  are 
we  a  little  careless  about 
the  coat,  and  sometimes 
careless  about  the  hair  and 
beard?  De  we  wear  the 
hair  in  a  plain  way,    or    do 
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we  have  it  trimmed  in  the 
fashion  of  the  world,  parted 
on  the  side  and  fashioned 
like  a  man  of  t'le  world? 

That  the  sisters  att're 
themselves  in  plainly  made 
garments  free  from  orna- 
ments and  unnecessary  ap- 
pendages. Are  we  zealously 
carrying  this  out,  or  do  we 
add  a  little  trimming  here 
and  a  little  there,  and  put 
something  on  the  garments 
so  that  tiiey  are  more  be- 
coming? 

These  are  probably  small 
things  as  some  consider  it. 
Yet  as  I  study  the  scripture 
before  us,  I  believe  Paul  had 
reference  to  the  teachings 
of  the  church  as  well  as  the 
major  principles  of  the  New 
Testament.

Abraham,  Isaac  and 
Jacob,  wherever  they  went, 
offered  sacrifices.  These 
offerings  were  a  most  im- 
portant part  of  the  worship 
of  God.  When  God  through 
Moses,  took  His  people  out 
of  Egypt  where  they  had 
been  in  bondage.  He  ga\e 
them  again  laws  in  regard 
to     offerins;s.     The     lambs 


to  be  offered  must  be  with- 
out blemish,  so  that  they 
would  properly  represent 
the  perfect  Son  of  God. 

Under  the  Jewish  vitual, 
if  one  had  sinned  and  felt 
that  he  needed  forgiveness 
he  brought  his  offering  to 
God,  placing  his  hand  upon 
the  head  of  the  victim,  he 
confessed  his  sins,  which 
Vv^ere  thus  in  a  figure  trans- 
ferred to  the  offering.  The 
life  of  the  victim  was  then 
taken  instead  of  his  own 
life,  which  he  had  forfeited 
through  sin.  Wnen  the 
fullness  of  time  came,  God 
sent  his  Son  into  the  vv^orid 
to  be  the  divine  sacrifice  for 
sin.  Ihe  blood  of  animals 
could  not  really  take  away 
sin,  it  could  only  prefigure 
the  spilt  blood  of  Christ, 
which  was  to  be  shed  for  sin. 

When  John  the  Baptist 
saw  Jesus  coming  to  him, 
he  exclaimed,  ^'Behold  the 
Lamb  of  God  which  taketh

To  be  forsaken  of  God, 
an  experience  which  He 
must  obtain  in  order  to  be- 
comie  a  perfect  Saviour  for 
guilty  sinners  this  broke  His 
great,  loving  heart  and  cut 
short  His  life;  but  the  great 
sacrifice  for  sin  was  now 
made.  The  plan  of  salva- 
tion is  sure  because  nov/ 
complete,  Christ,  the  Son  of 
God,  had  died  for  man,  the 
just  for  the  unjust,  the 
divine  for  the  human. 
That  which  the  sacrificial 
offerings  had  long  pointed 
forv/ard  to  was  now  a 
reality. 

The  offering  of  a  lamb  is 
now  no  longer  required,  but 
we  see  Jesus,  who  was 
made  a  little  lower  than  the 
angels  for  the  suffering  of 


'death,  crowned  with  glory 
'and  honor;  that  He  by  the 
'grace  of  God  should  taste 
I  death  for  every  man,  (Heb. 
=  2:9).  A  worthy  sacrifice 
!has  been  provided  by  God 
'  Himself,  and  He  will  surely 
accept  the  offering  which 
He  has  furnished. 

This  sacrifice  is  always 
ready.  Wherever  we  are, 
whenever  we  will  we  can,  by 
faith,  bring  this  sacrifice 
before  God  in  prayer  and 
plead  the  merits  of  the  Son 
of  God  in  our  own  behalf.

What  should  be  in  the 
stead  of  them?  Let  us  turn 
over  to  Gal.  5:22,  I  find 
these  words,  ''But  the  fruit 
of  the  spirit  is  lo.e,  joy, 
peace,  longsuffering,  good- 
ness, gentleness,  faith, 
meekness,  temperance, 
against  such  things  there  is 
no  lavv^."  This  plainly  tells 
me,  and  I  suppose  you  too, 
that  these  take  the  place  of 
the  f onner  things  in  the  life 
of  the  children  of  God.  (And 
so  may  all  the  D.  B.  brethren 
and  sisters  strive  to  live 
more  closely  to  God  and 
hence  farther  away  from 
the  Devil.) 

''Finally,  brethren,  fare- 
well. Be  perfect,  be  of 
good  comfort,  be  of  one 
mind,  live  in  peace,  and  the 
God  of  love  and  peace  shall 
be  with  you."

THE  EXAMIXATIOX 
SERVICE 


By  J.  J.  Repert 


Its  significance?  When? 
How?  The  authority  for  this 
service  is  found  in  I  Cor. 
11:28.  From  information 
that  St.  Paul  had  received 
about  the  church  and  its 
conditions  at  Corinth,  of 
the  disorders  that  were 
existing.  He  writes  them  a 
letter,  instructing  them 
concerning  these  disorders 
and  the  proper  use  of  the 
Love  Feast  or  Lord's  Supper 
as  Paul  calls  it.  Their 
observance  of  it  he  points 
out  to  them  is  one  oi  t  le 
things  that  needs  to  be  cor- 
rected. After  an  explanation 
of  its  significance  he  in- 
structs them  to  examine 
themselves  to  determine  if 
they  areworthyorin  fit  con- 
dition to  eat  of  the  supper, 
for  this  is  a  divine  ordinance 
and  must  be  observed  with 
reverence  and  respect.  This 
examination  is  an  individual 
matter  before  God,  so  must 


be  performed  with  the  in- 
telligence one  has  on  the 
subject,  and  self  is  the  per- 
son and  not  my  brother, 
neither  can  my  brother  do 
this  examining  for  me.  This 
test  depends  on  miy  con- 
science and  understanding'. 
God  intends  for  us  to  learn 
and  practice  righteous  judg- 
ment upon  ourselves,  tnere- 
by  proving  to  him  that  w^e 
are  honest  and  capable  for 
this  we  must  be  before  He 
can  trust  us  to  judge  angels 
or  help  to  judge  the  world. 
It  seems  that  the  conduct 
of  the  church  at  Corinth  fur- 
nished the  only  occasion  to 
discuss  this  part  of  the 
ordinance.  It  appears  that 
this  took  place  about 
twenty-six  years  after  the 
first  Lord's  Supper  was 
observed  and  there  is  no  ac- 
count of  any  instruction 
being  given  for  a  self  ex- 
amination in  preparation  f or 
this  supper  or  feast;  al- 
though the  Jev\^s  were 
familiar  with  a  custom  of 
house  cleaning  on  the 
approach  of  the  days  of 
unleavened  bread,  it  is  said 
that  they  were  very  scrupu- 
lous about  it  that  t'^iey  swept 
it  clean,  searched  •  every 
crack  and  crevice  even  lit  a 
candle  and  examined  the 
dark  corners  to  be  sure  that 
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all  leaven  was  removed. 

The  different  ordinances 
and  doctrines  of  tae  church 
were  treated  and  explained 
as  time  went  on,  and  as  the 
occasions  demanded.  This 
condition  at  Corinth  appears 
to  be  the  first  and  only 
occasion  that  demandei  a 
thorough  explanation  of  the 
subject. 

Now  the  letter  states  that 
there  are  other  conditions 
existing  there  at  Corinth 
that  the  self-examination 
will  not  set  right  for  he  said 
that  the  rest  he  would  set 
in  order  when  he  arrived  in 
person.  His  letter  indicates 
that  if  his  instructions  are 
carefully  heeded  they  can 
safely  eat  the  Lord's  Supper 
without  any  further  damage 
to  the  church.  Then  the 
question  naturally  will 
arise,  v/hat  points  are  we  to 
examine  ourselves  on? 

Since  we  have  offered  our 
body  a  living  sacrifice  ac- 
cording to  Rom.  12 :1,  and 
has  it  been  accepted  then 
there  is  nothing  back  be- 
yond that  that  V\^e  v/ill  need 
to  examine  ourselves  on, 
Again  when  we  give  our- 
selves to  the  God  wholly  and 
unreserved  then  all  we  have 
and  are  belongs  to  God  and 
we  do  not  give  to  Him 
what  is  already  His  and  ex- 


pect Him  to  receive  it  as  a 
gift.  When  we  have  once 
offered  ourselves  and  God 
accepts  us  then  if  we  err  or 
sin  John  says  we  have  an 
advocate  v/ith  the  Father 
who  will  intercede  for  us,  if 
we  employ  him  to  do  so,  tliis 
is  our  privilege  as  well  as  a 
duty  and  should  not  v/ait 
from  one  Love  Feast  to 
another  to  acknov/ledge  our 
sins  to  God,  but  right  now 
pass  judgment  on  such 
deeds,  ask  our  advocate  to 
recognize  our  confession 
and  intercede  on  our  behalf. 

After  the  church  visit  is 
made  the  first  point  I  would 
recommend  to  you  for  ex- 
amination is  our  relation  to 
God  as  an  adopted  child  into 
His  family,  have  I  revered 
Him  as  a  father?  Call  to  re- 
membrance the  baptismal 
vow,  the  church  covenant, 
remember  that  we  promised 
to  forsake  the  sinful 
pleasures  that  we  once  in- 
jdulged  ourselves  in,  we 
promised  to  denounce  Satan 
and  all  his  sinful  pleasures, 
now  have  we  been  faithful 
in  this  our  promise  or  have 
we  been  parading  sin  and 
boasting  of  the  sins  we  once 
committed? 

Another  point  I  would 
consider,  my  relation  to 
Christ     as     the       church's

affianced  husband,  the 
church  is  represented  as  a 
body,  an  organism,  and  not 
an  organization  for  organ- 
ization is  earthly  cr  of  this 
world;  although  we  use 
methods  that  organizations 
use,  the  church  is  repre- 
sented as  a  lady  who  is  en- 
gaged to  be  married,  her 
affianced  is  gone  away  to  a 
far  country  to  prepare  a  ne  ,v 
home  for  them  to  live  in. 
When  He  left  He  left  this 
word,  that  His  Father  s 
house  had  many  mansions  in 
it,  but  He  did  not  say  that 
He  was  going  to  clean  one 
of  those  up  for  Him  and  His 
new  bride,  but  that  He  was 
going  to  prepare  a  new  place

Now  this  lady  promised 
that  she  would  w^ait 
patiently,  and  be  faithful  to 
Him  until  He  would  return. 
Have  I  done  this  or  have  I 
been  flirting  with  the 
world?  Might  I  have  be- 
come too  familiar  wit'i  the 
world  as  Paul  mentioned  in 
I  Cor.  11:16-23.  Verses 
24-33  suggest  this  question 


to  consider  for  examination, 
how  have  I  acted  toward  my 
brethren,  have  I  acted 
brotherly  towards  them? 
Have  I  manifested  an  inter- 
est in  their  welfare,  been 
kind  and  loving  towards 
them? 

Another  point  in  my  re- 
lation to  the  Vv^orld,  v/hat  do 
I  owe  the  world?  Jesas 
said  that  we  are  to  be  a  light 
to  the  world,  the  world 
looks  to  the  church  for  sal- 
vation and  she  has  a  divine 
right  to  expect  the  church 
to  show  her  the  way. 

Christianity  is  a  life  and 
not  a  clothing,  v/e  are  to 
clothe  Christianity,  then 
what  kind  of  an  impression 
do  we  make  upon  those  who 
seek  salvation?  For  they 
are  the  only  ones  we  are 
responsible  for.  God  so 
ordained  that  the  word  is 
to  be  preached,  He  provided 
preachers  for  this  purpose, 
then  all  v/ho  are  in  this 
calling  are  under  a  solemn 
obligation  to  rightly  divide 
the  word  of  truth,  that 
sinners  may  know  where, 
and  how  to  find  sahation. 

Have  I  been  faithful  in 
my  charge?  I  am  to  ex- 
amine myself  on  this  point. 
What  about  the  ordinances 
that  the  church  is  to 
observe,  have  I     faithfully

and  joyfully  observed  them 
or  have  I  been  careless  and 
indifferent  about  them  and 
thereby  brought  reproach 
UiOon  them?  Have  I  faith- 
fully abstained  from  all  un- 
lavv^ful  things  and  temper- 
ately and  moderately  used 
the  lawful  things?  Ex- 
amine yourself  on  t  lis  point. 
Ask  yourself  the  question, 
what  does  your  conscience 
say  about  the  matter?  Do 
not  violate  your  conscience, 
be  honest  If  it  says  goilty, 
make  your  confession  to 
God,  authorize  your  Advo- 
cate to  intercede  for  you, 
He  will  only  be  too  glad  to 
do  so.  Here  rememfcer 
that  excuses  are  not  confes- 
sions, they  are  reasons,  your 
God  knows  them;  when  I 
confess  I  am  guilty,  that  is 
passing  judgment  upon  my- 
self, the  God  does  not  need 
to  judge  me.  If  the  con- 
science says  not  guilty  then 
thanks  be  to  God  the  Holy 
Spirit  has  accomplished  its 
work. 

Now  there  are  three  steps 
to  take  in  the  preparatory 
services  before  eating  the 
Lord's  Supper:  (1)  The 
church  sends  out  her 
deacons  and  they  visit  every 
member,  interrogating  them 
on  three  points:  (a)  As  to 
their  faith,  is  it  gro  ving  or 


diminishing?  (b)  As  to  their 
I  peaceful  relationship,     and 
i  (c)   as  to  the     desire     for 
'spiritual  development.  This 
is  the  sweeping  act,  or  tie 
house  cleaning,  the  remov- 
ing of  the  leaven,  for  Jesus 
said  that     leaven     is     the 
symbol  of  malice,    ill    will, 
hypocrisy  and  hatred,     and 
this    undoubtedly    must  be 
removed.     The  deacons  re- 
'port  the  condition    to    the 
church;     if     all     is       well, 
"Thanks  be  to  Go  3,''    then 
proceed  to  the  neit  step,  if 
not  all  lawful  efforts  must 
be  used  to  get  things  right. 

(2)  Then  to  the  exami- 
nation services,  this  should 
be  done  and  given  amiple 
time  before  the  Love  Feast 
to  give  time  for  meditation, 
prayer,  and  self-examina- 
tion, I  have  always  felt  that 
several  days  before  hand  is 
not  too  long.  This  is  now 
the  individual's  part  alone 
with  God  and  the  Holy 
Spirit  v/ho  will  help  you,  and 
also  comfort  you. 

(3)  The  next  act  is  the 
cleansing  act,  feet  washing. 
Now  if  this  is  humiliating  be 
sure  that  humiliation  dees 
its  perfect  work,  and  thank 
God  for  it,  but  it  is  not  an 
act  for  humiliation,  it  is  a 
cleansing  act  and  should  be 
regarded  as  a  privilege  for 
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this  is  God's  part,  He 
cleanses  that  which  we  can 
not,  the  secret  faults  that 
David  speaks  of. 

Now  then,  when  these 
three  steps  are  faithmlly 
taken  all  is  well  and  ready. 
Now  there  is  no  lawful 
reason  for  any  of  the  mem- 
bers to  stay  away  from  t'le 
Lord's  Sapper;  to  do  so  is 
an  evidence  of  stabtornness, 
rebellion,  insubordination, 
and  it  is  a  sign  to  the  angels, 
for  they  know  not  the 
thougts  or  intents  of  tne 
heart.  God  says  that  I  try 
the  reigns  and  search  the 
heart;  the  angels  will  have 
to  record  what  they  find 
and  that  certainly  will  be  a 
bad  record  to  face. 


that  was  experienced  where 
this  ordinance  was  abused, 
physical  sickness  and  e.en 
physical  death,  Jesas  of 
course  called  it  only  sleep; 
but  nevertheless  it  was  a 
cessation  of  life  both 
physical  and  spiritual.  Now 
for  our  spiritual  edification 
ths  is  a  serious  matter.

Through  the  providence 
of  a  kind  and  merciful 
Heavenly  Father  v/e  were 
again  permitted  to  journey 
from  far  and  near  and  as- 
semble in  another  Annual 
conference ;  then  homeward, 
to  arrive  in  safety  without 
any  misfortune  or  sorrow 
whatsoever.  For  this, 
another  manifestation  of 
the  love  and  concern  of  our 
God  for  His  children,  our 
hearts  overflow  with  praise 
and  gratitude. 

For  the  benefit  of  our 
readers  who  were  not  per- 
mitted to  make  the  journey 
and  enjoy  the  conference 
with  us,  we  feel  to  write  a 
few  lines  and  record  some 
observations  by  the  way  and 
at  the  meeting  as  may  seem 
appropriate. 

It  was  our  happy  lot  with 
wife  and  family    to    spend 


the  week  previous  to  our 
conference,  journeying 
throuR'h  and  visiting  in  the 
beautiful  mountains  and 
valleys  of  the  East. 

As  there  had  been  heavy 
rains  and  favorable  grow- 
ing conditions  the  vegeta- 
tation  in  mountains  and 
valleys  alike  was  especially 
beautiful.  As  we  journeyed 
along  beholding  the  natural 
scenic  beauty  all  about  us 
we  were  made  to  marvel  at 
the  handiwork  of  the 
Creator  and  Sustainer  of 
the  universe.  In  every- 
thing could  be  seen  the  un- 
mistakeable  imprint  of  His 
being.  The  trickling  moun- 
tain streams,  the  tall  slender 
pines  that  scented  the  air 
with  their  fragrance,  the 
rhododendrons,  laurel  and 
other  beautiful  flowers,  the 
songs  of  the  birds,  the 
barren  and  wooded  peaks, 
the  jagged  rock  cliffs,  yea, 
the    whole    panorama      of 
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nature  revealed  and  de- 
clared to  us  in  unmistakable 
terms,  as  we  passed  by,  the 
''eternal  power  and  God- 
head'^  of  God,  (Rom.

Our  first  visit  was  with 
relatives  and  friends  in  the 
Shenandoah  Valley  of 
Virginia.

faith,  who  are  still  tilling 
the  soil  and  living  lives  of 
honesty,  simplicity  and  non- 
conformity to  the  world. 
Thus  these  great  principles 
of  the  Christian  faith  are 
being  perpetuated  while 
generations  come  and  go 
and  those  who  are  pos- 
sessors of  this  faith  are 
passing  on  with  a  lively  hope 
and  definite  assurance  of 
everlasting  life. 


From  here  v/e  journeyed 
on  to  Washington,  D.  C., 
where  the  great  statesmen 
of  our  country  direct  the 
affairs  of  the  government 
under  Vv^hich  we  live.  There 
are  many  things  of  interest 
in  this  gTeat  city,  some  of 
which  we  think  are  good 
while  others  we  v/ould  rather 
not  see.  The  public  build- 
ings are  beautifully  con- 
structed, built  for  perma- 
nence and  everything  well 
kept.  It  is  v/orth  while  to 
say  the  least  to  sojourn  for 
a  time  in  this  beautiful  city. 
Of  late  years  many  new  and 
imposing  public  buildings 
have  been  constructed. 
Somehow  we  feel  greater 
economy  could  have  been 
shown  in  this  line,  to  the 
good  of  all  concerned.

We  do  feel  hovN^ever, 
that  any  nation  that  bases 
its  hopes  for  prosperity  upon 
intoxicating  liquors  is  to  be 
pitied  indeed.  This  is  only 
another  matter  that  points 
out  to  us  the  degraded  and 
depraved  condition  of  the 
human  family  in  spite  of  all 
their  boasted  education, 
culture  and  ref inem.ent. 

After  a  brief  stay  here  we 
hastened  on  through  the 
pleasant  and  fruitful 
valleys  of  Maryland  and 
spent  a  night  with  some  of 
the  brethren  and  sisters 
near  Lewistowm. 

Our  next  stop  was  at 
Waynesboro,  Pa.,  where  we 
enjoyed  a  communion 
service  and  other  services 
of  worship  connected  there- 
with. Occasions  of  such  a 
nature  with  many  gathered 
from  far  and  near  are  wort'i 
while  indeed.  We  shall  not 
soon  forget  the  loved  ones 
at  that  place. 

From  here  we  made  a 
hasty  trip  to  Lancaster 
county,  Pa.,  where  we  en- 
joyed an  evening  of  worship 
with  the  brethren  at  that 
place  and  relaxed  for  a  bit 
amidst  the  kindness,  love 
and      hospitality      of     the 


"Pennsylvania  Dutch.'' 

We  then  proceeded  to  Mt. 
Olivet  camp  grounds     near 
;  Dillsburg,     Pa.,       arriving 
Monday  evening,  June  5th, 
to  find  m.any  of  our  beloved 
faith  already  on  the  grounds 
I  enjoying  the  services  in  pro- 
'gress.      Services      in      the 
tabernacle      Monday     and 
Tuesday  both  day  and  eve- 
ning   consisted     of      song 
service,  prayer  and  preach- 
ing. 

On  Wednesday  the  busi- 
ness session  opened  with 
most  of  our  Elders  present 
and  our  brotherhood  in 
general  well  represented. 
We  rather  thought  that  pre- 
vailing conditions  in  busi- 
ness and  financial  matters 
would  seriously  affect  the 
attendance  of  conference 
this  year  but  somehow  the 
good  Lord  provided  that 
our  congregations  in  general 
were  fairly  well  repre- 
sented. Not  so  many  from 
some  sections,  but  most  of 
the  congregations  with  a 
representative  or  two  at 
least.  With  this  we  were 
well  pleased. 

The  sermons  delivered  by 
the  brethren,  we  believe, 
were  largely  sound  doctrine 
and  edifying  to  the  hearers.

Is  there  an  approaching 
crisis? 

All  things  with  which 
men  have  to  do  reach,  sooner 
or  later,  a  turning  point  in 
their  course  or  progress.  It 
matters  not  that  an  institu- 
tion or  organization,  had  a 
divine  or  a  humian  origin,  or 
a  good  motive  which    gave 
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rise  to  it,  observation  and 
history  prove  that  humanity 
is  too  irresolute,  too  un- 
certain and  too  unstable  to 
continue  for  long  such  good 
purpose  or  motive.  Soon 
there  will  be  a  tendency  to 
side-step  and  drift  from  the 
original  intent  and  aim  for 
which  the  movement  was 
launched.  Left  to  the 
direction  and  administra- 
tion of  successive  genera- 
tions of  men,  this  would 
seem  inevitable. 

One  or  more  generations 
may  continue  with  the  same 
end  in  view,  but  as  time  goes 
on  those  in  charge  will, 
through  outside  influences, 
deviate  little  by  little  and 
drift  away  from  the  goal 
set  by  those  who  started  the 
movement.  Thus  a  crisis 
must  be  reached  in  the  pro- 
gress of  any  such  organiza- 
tion. 

The  history  of  the  race  is 
largely  an  account  of  a 
series  of  failures.  Tribes, 
nations,  kingdoms,  empire: 
have  arisen,  grown,  flour- 
ished for  a  time,  crumbled 
and  perished.  Wise  states- 
men, kings  and  emporers 
have  established  govern- 
ments oyer  powerful  nations 
which  soon  went  to  pieces 
when  left  to  others.  Homes 
and  estates  have  been  built 
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up  at  great  expense  of 
money,  time  and  labor,  only 
to  be  left  to  improvident  and 
wasteful  posterity. 

Solomon,  as  he  thought  of 
this  tendency  said,  'Tea,  I 
hated  all  my  labor  which  I 
had  taken  under  the  sun: 
because  I  should  leave  it 
unto  the  man  that  shall  be 
after  me.  And  who  knoweth 
whether  he  shall  be  a  wise 
man  or  a  fool?  Yet  shall  he 
have  rule  over  all  my  labor 
wherein  I  have  labored,  and 
wherein  I  have  shewed  my- 
self wise  under  the  sun." 

The  kingdom  of  united 
Israel  reached  the  zenith  of 
^  its  prosperity  under 
'Solomon  and  his  expressed 
[forebodings  came  true  in 
his  own  son  who  proudly 
and  foolishly  refused  the  ad- 
vice of  the  older  men  of  the 
most  experience.  This 
brought  a  great  misfortune 
to  the  kingdom  which  David 
and  Solomon  had  built  up. 
Two  weaker  kingdoms  were 
established,  and  though  as 
time  went  by  they  had  some 
good  kings  and  priests,  and 
God  blessed  them  accord- 
ingly, yet  they  did  not  stem 
the  tide  toward  idolatry  and 
the  tendency  was  gradually 
toward  the  evil.  Their 
history  is  a  sad  record  and 
ended  in  their  subjugation 
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and  slavery  to  idolatrous 
people  round  about  them.  It 
has  been  similarly  true  of 
all  the  great  nations  of 
ancient  history  and  we  all 
believe  that  a  like  fate 
awaits  those  that  flourish 
now.  How  soon  we  do  not 
knovv^ 

God  works  in  mysterous 
ways  ''His  wonders  to  per- 
form." He  has  never 
abandoned  the  race.  He 
says,  ''They  that  honor  Me 
I  will  honor.''  He  has  had 
men  in  all  ages  who  have 
feared  Him  and  walked  in 
His  way.  Some  of  these  He 
has  entrusted  with  special 
work  to  be  continued  by 
their  descendants.  Few  of 
such  descendants  have  done 
this  for  any  great  while  with 
the  same  degree  of  trust  in 
God.  Soon  they  wavered 
and  swerved  from  the 
course,  purpose  and  ex- 
ample of  their  fathers  and 
predecessors. 

Now,  as  in  the  case  of 
nations,  so  too  there  must 
come  a  time  when  a  crisis 
must  be  reached  in  the 
history  of  the  Christian 
church.  The  scriptures 
teach  this.  One  of  the  pur- 
poses of  these  articles  is  to 
try  to  show  in  what  way  we 
are  nearing  this  crisis.  I 
would  like  to     assure     the 


readers  of  my  kindly  feeling 
for  those  who  would  differ 
and  can  not  see  it  in  this 
light. 

When  Jesus  our  Lord  and 
Master  left  the  world  He 
gave  the  promise  to  His 
people  that  He  would  be 
with  them  to  the  end  of  the 
age.  The  end  of  the  age 
has  not  yet  come.  His 
longest  recorded  discourse 
was  given  in  ansv/er  to  three 
questions,  namely;  "When 
shall  these  things  be,  (that 
of  the  destruction  of  the 
temple  and  of  Jerusalem) 
and  what  shall  be  the  sign  of 
Thy  coming,  and  of  the  end 
of  the  world?"  He  told  of 
many  great  happenings 
which  must  come,  and 
solemnly  charged  them  to 
watch,  for  as  a  snare  these 
things  should  come  upon 
the  world.  What  He  said 
as  to  Jerusalem  and  the 
Jewish  people  was  fulfilled. 
His  prophecies  and  warn- 
ings regarding  the  end  of 
this  dispensation  must  come 
sooner  or  later. 

There  are,  I  believe,  many 
indications  that  we  are  ap- 
proaching the  time  of  the 
end.  Daniel  was  told  that 
these  indications  should  be 
sealed,  closed  up  until  "the 
time  of  the  end,"  (Dan. 
12:4-8).     Also  that  none  of 
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the  wicked  should     under- 
stand, but  only    the     wise. 
Tnere  are  numerous  scrip- 
tures in  both  the  Old    and 
New^      Testaments      which 
point  unmistakably  to     the 
great  events  of  this  period. 
Paul  speaks  of  the    ''latter 
times,"       and       ''perilous 
times,"  of  the  "last  days." 
He  names  a  list  of  nineteen 
sins  as  characteristic  of  and' 
indicating  such  a  time.    The 
phrase  "the  last    days"    as 
used  in  the  Bible  may  refer! 
in  some  places  to  a    longer! 
period  as  man  would  reckon 
time,  but  usually  it  points  to ' 
a  time  just  previous  to  and' 
leading-  up  to  the    close    of 
this  dispensation. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to 
say  much  about  the  second 
coming  except  to  point  to 
t-ie  thought  that  the  tread 
of  the  churches  is  toward  a 
lukewarm,  self-complacent, 
self-sufficient,  formal, 
worldly  and  spirit-forsaken 
condition,  and  that  this  all 
indicates  that  we  are  near- 
ing  this  time.  The  winking 
at  or  open  acceptance  of 
"Modernist"  doctrines,  so 
widely  disseminated  from 
the  seats  of  learning,  even 
many  theological  schools 
portends  the  rejection  by 
the  church  of  the  truly  life

message 


of    the 


gospel.  In  this  respect  we 
are  facing  a  situation  un- 
like and  unknown  before  in 
the  church's  history.  The 
reader  may  differ  as  to  this 
but  we  will  speak  of  this 
farther  on. 

Two  meanings  attach  to 
the  word  church  in  scrip- 
ture. Primarily  and  in  the 
strictest  sense  it  means  an 
inner  circle  of  believers  in 
Christ,  that  elect  of  God,  the 
called  out  of  the  world,  a 
people  who  worship  God  ac- 
cording to  His  word.  In 
another  sense  it  may  mean 
the  visible  organized  body. 
Many  in  this  organized  body 
may  be  unfaithful  to  the 
purpose  of  the  church  and  to 
Christ  its  head. 

Through  the  influence, 
control  and  guidance  of  such 
unfaithful  members,  whole 
congregations,  even  whole 
divisions  of  the  church  may 
be  led  in  greater  or  less  de- 
gree away  from  God  and 
into  a  rejection  of  the  true 
message  and  purpose  of  the 
church.  This  is  a  most  im- 
portant truth  which  should 
be  understood  by  every 
member.  Otherwise  we 
cannot  know  our  individual 
responsibility  in  the  work- 
ing out  of  our  salvation. 

Because  of  their  proof  of 
the  above  statement  and  be- 
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cause  of  their  making  clear 
of  the  true  status  and  re- 
lation of  groups  or  of  in- 
dividual members  in  the 
church  toward  Christ,  we 
wish  to  call  special  attention 
to  the  message  to  the  seven 
churches.  They  are  perhaps 
the  most  important  com- 
munications to  the  church  in 
God's  revelation  to  man. 
They  set  forth  the  revela- 
tion of  congregations, 
groups  and  individuals  and 
how  these  are  and  will  be 
regarded  by  the  Head  of  the 
church. 

In  sending  these,  His  last 
messages,  our  Lord  and 
Savior  appeared  in  a  most 
impressive  and  glorified 
state.  He  pointed  out  just 
what  was  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  each  of  the 
churches.  He  said  to  each, 
'T  know  thy  v/orks/'  He 
knew  then,  and  He  knows 
now  the  exact  state  of  all 
congregations  and  divisions 
of  His  church.  He  knows 
the  standing  of  each  mem- 
ber. None  may  deceive 
Him,  because  He  knows. 
No  boasting  of  what  we  are 
doing  or  have  done  will  help 
us. 

The  condition  of  each 
church  was  pointed  to  at  the 
time.  This  is  supposed  to 
have    been  about  A.  D.  96. 


Studying  these  messages  we 
see  how  the  enemy  of  God 
and  of  the  church  had  suc- 
ceeded in  injecting  his  evil 
influences  into  these 
churches  even  before  the 
last  of  the  apostles  had  gone 
to  their  reward. 

The  facts  are  sad  to  con- 
sider. The  first  one  had 
lost  her  first  love ;  and  going 
down  the  list  the  state  upon 
the  whole  grows  steadily 
worse.  Not  one  of  them 
had  aught  to  boast  of.  The 
last  especially  was  in  a 
pitiable  condition.  But 
this  one  did  the  most  boast- 
ing. True,  some  were  highly 
commended  for  certain 
traits  and  for  some  faithful 
members  Smyrna  and 
Philadelphia  in  particular. 
The  latter  of  these  two  had 
a  special  door  of  opportunity 
open  to  her  which  none 
could  shut,  but  withal  she 
had  but  little  strength.  V/e 
will  notice  one  special 
promise  made  to  this 
church.  ''Because  thou 
hast  kept  the  word  of  my 
patience,  I  also  will  keep 
thee  from  the  hour  of  temp- 
tation, which  is  to  come 
upon  all  the  world,  to  try 
them  that  dwell  upon  the 
earth.''  Other  scriptures 
teach  of  a  time  of  tribula- 
tion, a  time  of  temptation 
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which  is  to  be  world  wide 
and  which  is  to  try  the  in- 
habitants of  the  world. 
This  church  was  to  be  kept 
from  this  time.  A  warning 
too  was  given  her,  ''Behold 
I  come  quickly."

CHRISTIAMTY  VS. 
3IODERX  LIBERALI83I

(I  Cor.  15:1-11)  ''More- 
over, brethren,  I  declare 
unto  you  the  gospel  which  I 
preacned  unto  you  which 
also  ye  have  received  and 
wherein  ye  stand ;  by  which 
also  ye  are  saved  if  ye  keep 
in  memory  what  I  preached 
unto  you,  unless  ye  have  be- 
lieved in  vain.  1^  or  I  de- 
livered unto  you  first  of  all 
that  which  I  also  received, 
how  that  Christ  died  for  our 
sins  according  to  the  scrip- 
tures; and  that  He  was 
buried,  and  that  He  rose 
again  the  third  day  accord- 
ing to  the  scriptures:  And 
that  He  was  seen  of  Cephas, 
then  of  the  twelve.  After 
that  He  was  seen  of  above 
five  hundred  brethren  at 
once;  of  whom  the  greater 
part  remains  unto  this 
present,  but  some  are  fallen 
asleep.    After  that  He  was 


seen  of  James;  then  of  all 
the  apostles.  And  last  of 
all  He  was  seen  of  me  also, 
as  of  one  born  out  of  due 
tim^e."  When  you  get  under- 
neath the  pecularity  of  ex- 
pression used  everywhere 
today  to  the  real  underlying 
issue,  you  discover  that  the 
redemptive  Christian  re- 
ligion is  being  attacked 
within  the  church  by  a 
totally  different  type  of 
religious  thought  and  life, 
by  a  modern  non-redemp- 
tive religion  w^hich  is  at- 
tacking Christianity  at  its 
root  and  is  called  by  various 
names.  It  is  called  Modern- 
ism. It  is  called  Liberalism. 
By  what  ever  name  the 
movement  may  be  called, 
the  root  of  the  movement  is 
found  in  naturalism,  the 
denial  of  the  entrance  of 
any  creative  power.  Let  me 
quote  from  a  fundamental 
chart.  God  has  no  exist- 
ence apart  from  the  uni- 
verse and  never  had,  the 
latter  is  eternal.  There 
never  has  been  a  creation. 
God,  infinite  and  eternal 
energy — not  a  person,  such 
teaching  denies  the  per- 
sonality of  God,  and  His 
work  of  creation.  (Gen. 
1:1)  "In  the  beginning  God 
created  the  heaven  and  the 
earth.''    "All    scripture    is 
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given  by  inspiration  of 
God/'  (II  Tim.  3:16). 

Bear  friend  and  reader, 
is  it  not  safer  to  follow  the 
One  whom  the  Vv^ord  tells  us 
that  God  the  Father  sent 
into  the  world  to  save, 
(John  3:16-17.)  A  time  to 
reaffirm  faith.  I  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  we 
have  reached  a  tim_e  when 
we  must  reaffirxTi  our  faith 
in  things  that  are  absolutely 
essential  to  Christian  faith; 
and  one  of  these  is  the 
virgin  birth  of  our  Lord  and 
Savior  Jesus  Christ.  There 
has  been  for  years  a  wide 
spread  effort  to  set  aside 
authority  of  God's  word, 
exaulting  the  writings  of 
men  to  a  level  of  the  book  of 
God,  in  other  cases  they 
would  bring  down  the  book 
of  God  to  a  level  of  the  books 
of  men,  in  either  case  the 
effect  is  the  same,  the 
authority  of  the  word  of 
God  is  destroyed. 

Reasons  for  faith  in  the 
virgin  birth.  I  want  to  give 
you  some  simple  reasons 
why  I  believe  the  virgin 
birth.  First  of  all  the 
records  of  His  birth  are 
stamped  with  the  seal  of 
heaven.  When  you  read 
the  stories  of  Matthew  and 
Luke  of  the  virgin  birth  of 
Jesus  you  recognize  a  touch 


that  stamps  them  as  divine. 
And  then  again,  I  believe  in 
that  story  of  that  birth  for 
the  sam.e  reason  that 
Matthew  did.  He  believed 
it  was  the  fulfilment  of 
prophecy  made  750  years 
before,  ''A  virgin,"  said  God 
to  Isaiah,  ''shall  conceive 
and  bear  a  son,  and  shall 
call  His  name  Emmanuel." 
(Isa.  7:14,  Luke  1:26-35) 
Modernism  teaches  a  virgin 
birth  and  a  literal  resurrec- 
tion are  no  essential  part  of 
Christian  faith,  they  hold 
that  recorded  miracles  of 
Christ  are  merely  legendary 
exaggerations  of  events  that 
are  entirely  explicable  from 
natural  causes.  "Such  are 
false  apostles,  deceitful 
Vv^  0  r  k  e  r  s,  transforming 
them.selves  into  the  apostles 
of  Christ."  (II  Cor.  11:13.) 
These  ministers  of  liberal 
theology  are  using  their 
scholastic  education  trying 
to  disprove  the  truthfulness 
of  God's  holy  word.  With 
all  their  fault  finding  and 
criticism,  they  have  not  dis- 
proven  one  single  miracle  of 
Christ  to  be  untrue.  It  is 
nothing  less  than  modern 
infidelity  within  the  church 
trying  to  destroy  and  bring 
reproach  upon  the  cause  of 
Christ,  who  by  their  pro- 
fession are  expected  to  up- 
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hold.  (Jude  ^  1:4)  'Tor 
there  are  certain  men  crept 
in  unawares,  who  w^ere  be- 
fore of  old  ordained  to  this 
condemnation,  ungodly 
men,  turning  the  grace  of 
Oi'.r  God  into  lasciviousness, 
and  denying  the  only  Lord 
(jiod,  and  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  new  birth.  This 
work  of  Christ  is  applied  by 
the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  in 
the  new  birth,  you  will  hear 
very  little  about  the  new 
birth  in  modern  preaching, 
but  at  the  center  of  Chris- 
tianity are  the  words,  ''ye 
must  be  born  again."

A  rKOFOLM)  QUESTION

"What  shall  we  say  then? 
Shall  we  continue  in  sin, 
that  grace  may  abound?" 
(Rom.  6:1.) 

A  profound  question, 
fraught  with  serious  and 
awful  consequences. 

In  order  that  the  reader 
may  get  the  vital  gist  and 
truth  of  this  subject,  they 
should  read  carefully  t'le 
whole  fifth  chapter  of 
Romans,  and  note  tiie 
climax  in  the  20th  and  21st 
verses. 


Now  then,  what  shall  we 
say ;  in  view  of  the  foregoing- 
truths,  and  especially  the 
fact  that  where  s  i  n 
abounded,  grace  did  much 
more  abound.  Shall  we 
continue  to  live  in  sin,  that 
grace  may  the  more 
abound?  God  forbid ;  surely 
not;  for  that  v/ould  be  act- 
ing not  only  against  the 
abounding,  but  against  all 
operations  of  grace,  against 
what  is  professed  and  most 
earnestly  desired  by  all 
true  christians. 

We  have  looked  to  Christ 
to  be  delivered,  not  only 
from  the  punishment,  but 
from  the  power  of  sin.  For 
us,  therefore,  to  continue  in 
it,  that  grace  might  be  dis- 
played in  its  forgiveness 
would  be  not  only  wicked 
but  absurd.  It  would  be 
acting  against  the  great 
object  of  our  desires  and 
eiiorts;  we  that  are  dead 
to  sin,  that  have  from  a  dis- 
covery of  its  evil  and 
malignant  nature;  heartily 
renounced  it,  and  separated 
ourselves  from  it. 

''Know  ye  not,  that  so 
many  of  us  as  were  baptized 
into  Jesus  Christ,  were 
baptized  into  His  death?" 
(Rom.  6:3.) 

The  primary  meaning  of 
death  signifies  separation, 
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^^Therefore  we  are  buried 
with  Him  by  baptism  unto 
death:  that  like  us  Christ 
was  raised  up  from  the  dead 
by  the  glory  of  the  Father, 
even  so  we  also  should  walk 
in  newness  of  life/'  ^Tor 
if  we  have  been  planted  to- 
gether in  the  likeness  of 
His  death,  we  shall  be  also 
in  the  likeness  of  His  resur- 
rection." (Rom.  6:4-5.) 

These  texts  denote  and 
implies,  that  by  virtue  of 
the  strength  of  grace 
over  sin,  through  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Holy  Spirit;  a 
sinner  is  separated  from  a 
life  of  sin,  with  all  its  evils 
and  carnalities;  and  has 
been  inducted  into  a  life  of 
righteousness  and  holiness. 
^'Therefore  if  any  man  be  in 
Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature : 
old  things  are  passed  away; 
behold,  all  things  are  be- 
come new."    (II  Cor.  5:17.) 

Yes,  a  new  creature, 
''Created  in  Christ  Jesus 
unto  good  works."  Hence 
a  new  relation,  and  a  new 
system  of  living.  Former 
views  and  feelings  with  re- 
gard to  spirital  things  are 
changed;  become  new.  He 
seeks  new  ends;  has  a  new 
rule  of  action  and  pursues 
a  new  course  of  conduct; 
has  new  joys  and  new 
sorrows,  new  hopes  and  new 


fears,  new  relations  and 
new  prospects  and  hopes  of 
eternal  life.  Because  he 
has  covenanted  with  God 
in  Christ  Jesus  to  pledge  his 
allegiance  to  his  service  and 
kingdom.  Hence  he  seeks 
to  please  his  Lord,  and  the 
church  by  observing  the 
requisitions  of  the  gcspel  of 
Christ. 

Therefore,  my  dear 
brethren  and  sisters,  our 
attitude  and  the  disposition 
of  the  question,  ''Shall  we 
continue  in  sin,  that  grace 
may  abound?"  will  deter- 
mine our  future  destination, 
for  weal  or  woe.

RIGHTPX)rSNE8S,     DOES 
IT  DENOTE  SALVATION 
FULL  AND  COMPLETE?

For  I  say  unto  you  that 
except  your  righteousness 
shall  exceed  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  Scribes  and 
Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  case 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven,  (Matt.  5:20.)  In 
the  first  place  according  to 
the  expression  of  Jesus 
there  must  have  been  at 
least  some  trace  of  right- 
eousness in  those  Scribes 
and     Pharisees,     but     not 
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sufficient  to  qualify  them  for 
the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
Therefore  the  expression 
"except."  In  the  second 
place  did  obedience  to  the 
Mosaic  law  denote  right- 
eovsness?  Yes.  Full  and 
complete?     No. 

Then  in  the  third  place, 
what  is  it  that  makes  right- 
eousness full  and  complete? 
I  find  the  word  righteous- 
ness mentioned  in  the  scrip- 
tures not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  ten  times. 
The  word  righteousneess  is 
mentioned  under  a  great 
many  different  heads,  and 
covers  a  vast  scope  of  terri- 
tory. 

In  the  fourth  place,  did 
ohedienc  to  the  law  qualify 
or  fit  a  person  to  stand  in 
the  presence  of  the  Lord? 
If  so,  then  naturally  we 
would  suppose  obedience  to 
the  law  would  denote  right- 
eousness. Were  not  those 
Scribes  and  Pharisees  strict 
for  the  letter  of  the  law? 
Yes,  but  the  letter  only.  So 
this  begins  to  explain  to  me 
why  Jesus  did  denounce  the 
righteousness  of  the  Scribes 
and  Pharisees,  and  said  ex- 
cept your  righteousness 
should  exceed  theirs  ye  can 
in  no  sense  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.  Moral- 
ity denotes     righteousness. 


good  works  denotes  right- 
eousness, but  neither  or  all 
of  these  will  of  themselves 
qualify  or  fit  any  person  to 
stand  in  the  presence  of 
God;  but  righteousness 
when  it  is  properly  sup- 
i  ported  by  the  commands  of 
J  esus  Christ  will  fit  anyone 
to  stand  in  the  presence  of 
God,  but  it  took  the  death 
I  of  Jesus  Christ  on  the  cross 
I  to  make  the  righteousness 
of  Christ  perfect  through 
suffering;  making  salvation 
possible  or  in  other  words 
making  spiritual  deliver- 
ance from  sin  and  death 
possible.  Therefore  making 
salvation  through  right- 
eousness perfect  by  the 
I  atoning  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  on  the  cross. 

Take  for  instance  Matt. 
22:4,  all  things  are  ready. 
Did  it  not  take  the  cross  to 
make  all  things  ready?  If 
all  things  were  ready  just  at 
the  time  Jesus  spoke  those 
words,  then  it  looks  to  us 
that  it  would  be  easy  enough 
to  make  the  cross  and  the 
personality  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  a  non-essential,  but 
,  that  we  dare  not  do.  Again, 
does  believing  in  Jesus 
Christ  denote  righteous- 
ness? Yes.  But  is  that 
sufficient?      No. 

(Rom.  10:10)  "For    with 
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t'le  heart  man  believeth 
unto  righteousness,  and 
vvith  the  mouth  confession 
is  made  unto  salvation.'' 

Belief  has  its  place  in 
righteousness  but  it  takes 
confession  before  salvation 
can  be  complete.  What 
was  wrong  with  Nico- 
demus?  He  v/as  beyond  a 
doubt  a  righteous  man,  a 
moral  msm,  a  learned  man, 
and  possessed  all  of  the 
characteristics  of  righteous- 
ness in  his  day,  but  Jesus 
rather  inferred  that  he 
lacked  something.  Jesus 
told  him  that  except  a  man 
be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
spirit  he  could  not  see  the 
kingdom  oi  heaven. 

Do  we  have  any  account 
that  .Nicodemus  e .  er  ad- 
hered to  the  instruction  of 
Jesus  and  received  that 
birth?  Not  to  my  knowl- 
edge, and  in  fact  was  that 
birth  possible  at  that 
moment?  I  doubt  it,  but 
this  much  was  possible, 
Nicodemus  couli  have  con- 
lessed  the  Christ,  but  I  have 
no  account  that  he  ever  did. 
Therefore  did  his  righteous- 
ness culminate  into  salva- 
tion? We  have  no  direct 
knowledge,  and  according 
to  the  attitude  that  those 
Pharisees  took  tow^ards 
jesus  had  Nicodemus    con- 


fessed Jesus  as  the  Christ, 
He  likely  would  have  been 
put  out  of  the  temple. 

My    dear    brethren    and 
sisters  have  we  not  parallel 
cases  of    Nicodemus    right 
among  us,  even  in  some  of 
our  own  homes?    Are  there 
not  many  of  our  loved  ones, 
in     some     cases     children, 
other  cases    even    a    com- 
panion,  the  wife  or  husband, 
brother  and  sister,  neighbor 
and  dear    friends?     I    am 
sure  many  could    be    easily 
mentioned  should  they  lay 
I  aside  all     Vv^orldlmess     and 
amusements  and  entertain- 
ments    and     pledge     the  r 
allegiance  whole  heartedly 
I  to  do  all  the  commands    of 
'Jesus  Christ,  how  soon  they 
j  would  go  out  at    the    back 
idoor  01  society. 
i      I  am  sure  Vv^hen  I  consult 
i  Webster's  dictionary,  I  can 
!  prove  much  that  is  ^oing  on 
I  in  the  form  of  religion  that 
I  denotes  righteousness,    but 
righteousness    only    is      a 
means  to  an  end;  but  salva- 
tion which  is  spiritual  de- 
liverance from  the  curse  of 
sin  and  death  is    rooted    in 
the  cross  of  Jesus     Christ, 
and  tiie  new  birth    by    the 
Holy    Spirit,     The    natural 
man    is    spiritually     dead, 
destitute  of  spiritual  life. 
I  know  there  are  by    far 
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too  many  trusting  only  in 
water  baptism.  I  know 
that  water  baptism  has  its 
place  and  is  a  means  to  ?.n 
end,  but  water  bap- 
tism alone  will  not  save 
anyone.  Water  baptism 
denotes  death  and  resurrec- 
tion. Baptism  of  t'le  Holy 
Spirit  denotes  life  everlast- 
ing'. 

John  said,  ^'Behold  the 
lamb  of  God  which  taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world." 
Note  John  didn't  say  sins, 
but  sin;  there  was  one  sin 
that  rested  on  everyone  and 
nothing  but  the  atoning 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  the 
lamb  oi  God  could  atone  for 
that  sin.  Therefore  t^iere 
could  not  have  been  salva- 
tion full  and  complete 
previous  to  that  time. 

The  question  will  no 
doubt  arise  in  the  mind  of 
some,  what  about  the 
millions  that  lived  and  died 
before  the  cross?  That  I 
am  not  directly  able  to 
answer,  but  this  much  I  cun 
sure  of:  God  has  already 
made  a  way  for  those  who 
put  their  trust  in  Him.  As 
to  the  exact  plan  in  this 
case  I  am  willing  to  leave 
that  with  Him  who  doeth  all 
things  w^ell. 

So  the  encouraging  part 
of  it  to  me  is  to  know    that 


Jesus  was  willing  to  go  to 
the  cross  and  atone  fcr  that 
sin,  and  not  for  that  sin  only 
but  for  t'::e  sins  of  all  that 
will  believe  on  His  name 
after  that;  and  friends 
there  are  so  many  things 
that  came  under  Christ's 
personal  observation  that 
He  censured  of  which  w^e 
have  parallel  cases  right  be- 
fore our  eyes  this  very  day 
and  year. 

Please  go  with  me  to 
Matt.  22,  that  chapter  be- 
gins with  a  parable  and 
ends,  ''No  man  could  answer 
Him  a  word  neither  durst 
any  man  from  that  day  forth 
ask  Him  any  more  ques- 
tions." So  as  I  gather  the 
expression  from  this  verse 
that  Jesus  silenced  the 
Sadducees  and  Pharisees  to 
the  extent  that  they 
challenged  Him  no  more 
openly. 

"Then  spake  Jesus  to  the 
multitude  and  His 
desciples,"  (Matt.  23:1).^  I 
gather  from,  the  expression 
here  that  Jesus  is  not  ad- 
dressing the  Pharisee,  but 
the  multitude  and  Plis 
desciples.  I  picture  in  my 
mind  that  I  can  see  the 
Pharisees  in  the  back 
i  ground  perfecting  their 
plans  to  crucify  Him,  and  I 
I  also  picture  in  my  mind  that 
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God  sees  in  our  day  the 
same  V\^orks  of  the  Pharisees 
but  the  God  of  this  world 
(II  Cor.  4:4)  has  so  blinded 
the  minds  of  the  m^asses  of 
so  called  Christiandom  that 
they  fail  to  see  it.  The  evil 
one  has  so  diluted  the 
doctrine  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment with  his  doctrine  of 
deception  that  thousands 
are  being  deceived. 

''Woe  unto  you  Scribes 
and  Pharisees;,  hypocrites 
for  ye  shut  up  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  against  men  (do 
let  us  all  mark  the  expres- 
sion) for  ye  neither  go  in 
yourselves  neither  suffer 
them  that  are  entering  to 
go  in."  That  is  a  most 
solemn  statement,  but 
nevertheless  it  is  a  fact.  The 
sad  part  of  it  is  we  are 
facing  the  very  situation, 
and  some  of  it  right  in  our 
own  homes. 

I  am  certain  that  it  is 
more  prevalent  since  the 
coming  out  of  the  Dunkard 
Brethren  church  than  it 
was  before.  I  know  there 
are  many  that  would  be 
glad  to  renew  their  bap- 
tismal vow  and  rene  vv  their 
covenant  relationship  with 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  but 
because  of  some  restraining 
they  fail  to  do  so. 

''For  ye  devour  widows' 


houses       and     make     long 

I  prayers,''    etc.      Have    we 

[not  parallel  cases    of    this 

I  right  in  our  midst?      Is    it 

[not  a  fact     right     in     this 

so-called  Christian  America 

this    is    going    on?     How 

many  church  denominations 

in  America  are  not  in  league 

one  with  another  in     some 

way  anS  the  lodges  as  well? 

When  we  take  in  consid- 
eration the  education  and 
culture  and  the  millions  of 
Bibles  we  have  I  dare  say 
those  Pharises  hold  the  pre- 
eminence over  us  gentiles 
both  as  a  church  as  well  as 
nationally. 

Read     (Matt.    24:27-29) 
also  (II  Tim.  3:4-5).    Many 
other  scripture  texts  could 
easily  be  referred  to.     The 
j  righteous  is  found  not  less 
than  100  times  in  the  Bible 
jand  the    expression    right- 
'eousness  not  less  than  110 
times,  and  the  word  salva- 
tion not  less  than  94.     I  am 
I  sure  that  by  far  too  many  of 
!us  church  folks  are  in  the 
dark  relative    to    the    real 
fundamental  teachings     of 
I  many  of  the  expressions  in 
I  the  word  of  God.     May  we 
study  it  more  and  more.

The  righteous  are  greatly 
concerned  as  to  the  second 
coming  of  Christ.  There  is 
a  reason  for  this;  the  second 
coming  of  Christ  is  the  con- 
summation of  theChristian's 
hope;  the  event  which 
changes  the  Christian's  ex- 
perience from  mortality  to 
immortality,  from  the 
sorrows,  labors,  privations 
and  agonies  of  the  present 
liie  to  the  joys  and  everlast- 
ing happiness  of  the  life  to 
come.  Other  hopes  are  set 
before  us  in  the  scriptures 
but  the  hope  of  the  coming 
Christ  is  the  crowning  hope 
of  all,  in  that  it  ushers  in  all 
other  hopes. 

Christians  should  not  only 
look  for  the  appearing  of 
Christ,  but  they  should  loye 
to  contemplate  upon  it. 
What  mxan  was  a  more  true 
and  devoted  fellower  of 
Christ  than  the  apostle 
Paul?  To  him,  in  life  and 
in  death,  the  coming  of 
Christ  was  a  joyful  theme, 
a  blessed  hope,  as  he  drew 
near  to  the  end  of  his 
laborious  life,  and  was  soon 
to  stand  by  the  headsman's 
block,  the  thought  of  the 
coming  of  his  divine  Master 


filled  all  the  chambers  of  his 
soul  with  gladness.  This 
righteous  judgment,  so  full 
of  hope  and  promise  to  the 
children  of  God,  brings  to 
those  who  have  slighted  the 
gracious  offer  of  salvation 
and  have  followed  their  own 
evil  ways,  no  ray  of  hope,  no 
joy,  no  blessedness;  nothing 
but  destruction.  The  heart 
that  will  not  be  moved  to 
repentance  by  the  love  of 
God  can  be  reached  in  no 
other  way. 

Jesus  says  His  coming 
will  be  to  the  wicked  like  the 
flood  which  destroyed  the 
unbelieving  and  wicked 
antedilvians  who  mocked 
Noah  and  rejected  his  mes- 
sage of  warning  (Luke  17:- 
26-27.) 

Paul  says  you  who  are 
troubled  rest  with  us,  when 
the  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  re- 
vealed from  Heaven  with 
His  mighty  angels,  in  flam- 
ing fire,  taking  vengeance  on 
them  that  know  not  God, 
and  obey  not  the  gospel  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  (Rev. 
6:14-17.) 

^'Every  mountain  and 
island  shall  be  moved  out 
of  its  place  and  the  wicked 
will  pray  for  the  rocks  and 
mountains  to  fall  upon  them 
and  hide  them  from  Him 
that  sits  upon  the     throne 
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and  from  the  v\^rath  of  the 
Lamb. 

II  Pet.  3:10  tells  us  "The 
day  of  the  Lord  will  come 
as  a  thief  in  the  night  and 
the  heavens  shall  pass  away 
with  a  great  noise  and  the 
elements  melt  with  fervent 
heat,  the  earth  also  and 
w^orks  that  are  therein  shall 
be  burned  up/'  and  Isaiah 
24:1-4  tells  us  in  that  day 
the  world  will  be  empty  and 
turned  upside  down.  We 
then  look  for  a  new  earth 
v/herein  dwelleth  righteous- 
ness then  the  stain  of  sin 
wdll  never  be  permitted  to 
enter  this  new  earth  for 
trie  holy  city,  new  Jeru- 
salem will  come  down  on 
it,  then  the  tabernacle  of 
God  will  be  v/ith  men  and 
God  will  dv/ell  with  His 
people  and  he  will  be  their 
God  and  God  will  wipe  av/ay 
all  tears  from  their  eyes  ana 
there  shall  be  no  more 
deaths,  neither  sorrows  nor 
crying,  neither  shall  there 
be  any  more  pain  for  tiie 
former  things  have  passed 
away  and  He  that  sat  on  the 
throne  said,  ''Behold  I  make 
all  things  new  and  he  said 
unto  me  write:  for  these 
are  true  and  faithful." 
(Rev.  21:1-6.) 

Yes,  Christ  is  soon  coming 
and  when  He  comes  it  will 


be  the  same  One  who  Vv/'alkei 
the  earth  a  stranger;  the 
same  One  who  ascended  to 
heaven  in  the  sight  of  His 
astonished  and  sorrowful 
desciples ;  the  same  One  that 
died  on  the  cross  that  we 
might  live,  yes  it  will  be  the 
same  Jesus.  You  know  He 
told  His  apostles  He  would 
come  again. 

The  angel  said  He  would 
come  again,  in  like  mianner 
as  He  went.  Oh,  what  a 
wonderful  thought  that  this 
same  Jesus  is  our  brother. 
John  says  (Jno.  3:1-2)  ''Be- 
hold what  manner  of  lo  v  e 
the  Father  hath  bestowed 
upon  us,  that  v/e  should  be 
called  the  sons  of  God; 
therefore  the  world  kno  ,v- 
eth  us  not,  because  it  knew 
Him  not."  Beloved  now 
are  v/e  the  sons  of  God? 
Now  when  Jesus  comes  ac- 
com.panied  by  ten  thousand 
times  ten  thousands  and 
thousands  of  thousands, 
with  all  this  shining 
heavenly  host,  in  all  His 
own  glory  and  His  Father's 
glory,  He  will  indeed  be 
wrapped  in  a  blaze  of 
boundless  glory,  and  V\^e 
shall  see  Him. 

What  a  thought,  see  Him 
as  He  is,  but  this  is  too  much 
for  our  understanding  we 
must  Vx^ait  for  the  glad  day 
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of  His  actual  corning,  when 
our  eyes  may  behold  Him 
in  all  His  splendor,  ''for  it 
doth  not  yet  appear  what 
we  shall  be;  but  we  know 
tliat  when  He  shall  apperr 
we  shall  be  like  Him ;  for  we 
shall  see  Him  as  He  is." 
(I  John  3:2.)

The  word  ''therefore'' 
means  ''for  that  reason," 
standing  by  itself  is  mean- 
ingless, but  when  found  in  a 
setting  like  in  Romans  12 :1 
it  puts  a  world  of  meaning 
in  it.  "I  beseech  you  there- 
fore brethren  by  the  mercies 
of  God,  that  ye  present  your 
body  a  living  sacrifice,  holy,  | 
acceptable  unto  God,  which  I 
is  your  reasonable  service."! 

The  word  "therefore"  in 
this  scripture  stands  like  a 
searchlight  revolving  on  a' 
pedestal.       It  is  casting  its 
rays  back  to  latter    part    of  ^ 
the    first    chapter    of    the: 
letter.     (The  author    steps' 
over  the  9th,  10th  and  11th  j 
chapters,     which       are 
parenthetic,  and  takes     up 
the  line  of  thought  that  he 
dropped  at  the  end  of  the 
8th  chapter.)     And     there 


you  see  your  photo !  What 
a  miserable  sinner  you  are, 
in  the  catalogue  of  sins 
nam.ed  there.  It  is  bound  to 
match  3^our  picture,  vou 
cannot  escape  it.  The  late 
Sam  Jones  said  in  one  of  his 
sermons,  "When  he  saw  his 
sins  in  the  light  of  the 
gospel,  he  did  not  compare 
to  the  meanest  beggar  in 
the  south."  And  Paul  who 
was  a  selfrighteous  Phari- 
see before  his  conversion, 
when  he  saw  himself  in  the 
light  of  the  gospel  he  de- 
clared himself  the  chief  of 
sinners.  When  I  saw  my 
picture  I  abhorred  it,  so  will 
each  accountable  individual 
if  he  will  view  his  moral 
standing  in  the  same  light. 
"As  it  is  written,  there  is 
none  righteous,  no,  not  one. 
They  are  all  gone  out  of  the 
way,  they  are  together  be- 
come unprofitable;  there  is 
none  that  doeth  good,  no 
not  one,  for  all  have  sinned 
and  come  short  of  the  glory 
of  God."  Is  this  not  an 
awful  picture  of  the  human 
race?  Notwithstanding 
God  did  not  cast  them  off, 
but  notice,  "Being  justified 
freely  by  His  grace  through 
the  redemption  that  is  in 
Christ  Jesus,  whom  God 
hath  set  forth  to  be  a  pro- 
pitiation through  faith     in 
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His  blood,  to  declare  His 
righteousness  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins  that  are 
past  through  the  forbear- 
ance of  God/' 

Is  this  not  a  sufficient 
reason  for  the  word  ^'there- 
fore^' in  the  text?  That  God 
should  receive  such  a 
miserable  sinner  and  justify 
him  by  His  grace  tarough 
faith,  and  being  justified 
by  faith,  having  peace  with 
God  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  That  he 
should  present  his  body  a 
living  sacrifice,  holy,  ac- 
ceptable unto  God;  justified 
as  though  he  had  never 
sinned. 

No  wonder  Paul  thought 
the  Holy  Spirit  implores  tie 
bloodwashed  sinner  by  the 
mercies  of  God  these  un- 
merited favors,  to  perform 
this  sacrificial  service  in  re- 
turn for  it,  which  is  reason- 
able. 

But  this  is  not  all.  Ihe 
rays  of  this  searchlight  are 
falling  on  the  5th  chapter. 
Justification  by  faith.  Also 
on  the  6th  chapter  where 
this  same  person  is  declared 
dead  to  sin,  and  buried  with 
Christ  in  baptism,  raised  up 
with  him  from  the  dead, 
walking  in  newness  of  life. 
Is  this  not  sanctification 
pure       and     simple?     And 


that  is  not  the  end  of  it,  the 
rays  are  falling  on  the  8th 
chapter,  where  there  is  no 
condemnation  to  them 
which  are  in  Christ  Jesus, 
receiving  the  spirit  of  adop- 
tion, sonship,  heirs  of  God 
and  joint  heirs  with  Christ. 

'Them  whom  He  called 
He  also  justified  and  whom 
He  justified  them  He  also 
glorified."  Look  at  it, 
from  degradation  into  which 
sin  has  brought  him  to  justi- 
fication, to  sanctification, 
to  glorification,  not  through 
any  merits  from  the  human 
side,  but  alone  by  the 
mercies  of  God,  in  behalf  of 
which  Paul  makes  this 
stupendous  claim,  '1  be- 
seech you  'therefore.'  "  Be- 
cause of  all  this  that  the 
I  Lord  has  done  for  the 
sinner,  for  you,  present  your 
I  bodies  a  living  sacrifice  holy, 
i  (here  Paul  is  alluding  to  the 
daw  which  demanded  the 
'very  best  of  the  flock  with- 
out a  blemish  for  a  sacri- 
fice to  God,  otherwise  it 
would  not  be  acceptable). 

Notwithstanding  this 
enormous  demand  that  I 
shall  turn,  not  my  spirit 
only,  not  my  soul  only,  but 
by  body  to  God,  so  great  a 
sacrifice.  Yet  it  is  no  com- 
parison to  what  the  Lord 
has  done  for  us.     "He  that 
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spared  not  His  own  Son  but 
delivered  Him  up  for  us  all." 

The  phrase,  "If  the  heiirt 
is  right  all  is  right,"  will  not 
hold  water,  the  Lord  wants 
the  body  also.  The  text  is 
connected  with  another 
sentence  wth  the  conjunc- 
tion ''and"  be  not  con- 
formed to  this  world,  the 
first  is  positive,  t.  e  second 
negative,  the  modernist  says 
the  New  Testament  teach- 
ing is  positive  only.  Such 
teachings  are  playing  smas/i 
with  the  churches,  for  a 
Chrstian  professor  to  be 
conformxed  to  the  world  is 
like  a  maimed  offering  un- 
der the  law,  not  acceptable 
to  God.  In  fact  it  is  a  sin  of 
contempt  not  to  respect  t  lis 
appeal.  The  world  that  now 
is,  this  present  state  of 
things,  is  as  much  opposed 
to  the  spirit  of  genuine 
Christianity,  as  the  world 
that  then  was  in  Paul's  time. 
Pride,  luxury,  vanity,  ex- 
travagance in  dress  and 
riotous  living  prevail  now 
as  they  did  then,  and  are  as 
unworthy  of  a  Christian 
pursuit  as  they  are  injurous 
to  his  soul  and  hateiul  in 
the  sight  of  God. 

The  command,  ''Be  ye  not 
conformed  to  this  world,"  is 
expressing  a  broad  principle. 
It  is  not  safe  for    the    in- 


dividual to  decide  what  is 
worldly  and  wdiat  is  not. 
The  gospel  lays  down  broad 
principles  of  right,  leaving 
it  with  the  church  to  decide, 
to  discipline,  to  lay  down 
rules  by  which  these 
principles  may  be  most  suc- 
cessfully carried  into  effect. 

In  my  opinion  ch  arches 
which  have  dropped  dis- 
cipline have  made  a  great 
mistake,  the  appearance  of 
their  members  over  which 
the  church  has  no  control 
now,  proves  the  correctness 
of  the  assertion. 

Paul  is  now  turning  the 
searchlight  on  the  practical 
part  of  the  Christian  re- 
ligion. He  makes  a  strong 
appeal.  "I  beseech  you 
therefore  by  the  mercies  of 
God,  that  you  present  your 
bodies."  It  means  to  bring 
your  whole  being  into  action 
in  the  service  of  God,  to 
turn  a  deaf  ear  to  this 
strong  appeal  is  a  contempt- 
ible sin.

AS  WE  SEE  IT 

The  conference  of  1933  is 
now  a  matter  of  history  and 
although  in  these  strenuous 
days  our  time  for  cahn  re- 
flection is  very  limited,  we 
have  given  some  thought  to 
the  events  of  the  meeting, 
the  work  done  and  the  re- 
salt  that  can  be  expected 
therefrom. 

For  any  degree  of  success 
in  a  work  like  that  in  which 
w^e  are  engaged  there  must 
be  unified  effort  put  forth 
in  a  clearly  defined  and 
commonly  understood  line 
of  activity,  and  from  the 
beginning  of  our  work  as  an 
organized  body  it  has  been 
our  constant  aim  to  become 
more  united  in  thought  and 
work.  Because  of  the  many 
differences  of  thought  and 
practice  among  our  people 
over  the  brotherhood  that 
resulted  from  the  world- 
ward  drift  of  the  church  for 


many  years  it  has  taken 
considerable  time  to  become 
united  and  work  together 
properly. 

The  ^'Declaration  of 
Principles"  later  supplanted 
by  the  ''Dunkard  Brethren 
'Church  Polity"  had  served 
I  well  to  unite  us  in  the  work 
!  to  a  large  extent.  The  con- 
I'ferences  thus  far  have  con- 
tributed to  that  end  and  ap- 
parently the  late  conference 
[iias  done  muca  in  this  line. 
jThe  Monitor  has  been  a 
great  help  in  presenting 
truths  and  molding  senti- 
ment to  unify  us  and  we  be- 
lieve the  Holy  Spirit  has 
been  a  mighty  power  striv- 
ing among  us  that  v/e  may 
think  and  act  as  one  man  in 
Christ  Jesus.  With  a  com- 
plete submission  to  the 
prompting  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
the  desired  end  may  be 
gained  we  are  sure. 

Just  how  complete  our 
success  in  this  line  will  be. 
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remains  to  be  seen.  This  we 
knov/,  we  are  headed  in  the 
right  direction  and  are 
gaining  ground.  Several 
things  in  the  past  have 
proven  quite  a  hindrance  to 
our  work.  In  a  movement 
of  this  kind  there  is  need  of 
a  leadership  that  is  ''sound 
in  the  faith/'  men  of  good 
judgment  who  v/ork  to- 
gether harmoniously.  To 
our  sorrov/,  some  of  our 
Elders  have  not  been  men 
of  this  type.  It  seems  from 
what  has  f ollov/ed,  not  all  of 
our  Elders  came  over  with 
a  pure  motive;  this  only 
miade  it  the  harder  for  those 
who  were  sincere  and  in 
earnest  in  the  w^ork,  as  it 
resulted  in  strife  and  con- 
tention and  other  things 
m.ore  disgraceful.  Then 
too,  it  seems  there  were 
differences  of  interpreta- 
tion on  some  of  the  matters 
stated  in  our  original  plat- 
form and  this  too  caused 
differences  of  practise  and 
contention.  Also  at  various 
places  troubles  arose  which 
were  not  taken  care  of 
promptly  and  at  times  good 
judgment  was  not  exercised 
in  carrying  out  disciplinary 
measures  to  the  extent  that 
at  some  points  the  work  was 
seriously  harmed  if  not  com- 
pletely     ruined.      These 


matters  caused  num.erouB 
queries  to  be  brought  to  our 
conference  for  several  years 
and  in  the  past  some  have 
not  willingly  submitted  to 
the  rulings '  of  conference 
and  in  all  these  cases  it  has 
been  necessary  for  the 
church  to  take  action  to 
safeguard  our  work.  This 
has  caused  m.ore  or  less  con- 
fusion and  uncertainty. 

These  various  matters 
which  have  arisen  have  been 
'magnified  by  our  opposers 
I  and  circulated  far  and  wide 
!  to  discourage  interested 
j  parties  from  taking  the 
stand  with  us.  Neverthe- 
less the  work  goes  on  and  if 
,  the  v/ork  of  the  1933  con- 
jference  has  been  as  it  ap- 
I  pears  there  may  be  brighter 
I  days  ahead.  From,  all  ap- 
:pearances  there  seemed  to 
j  be  a  better  feeling  in  the 
Elders'  body  at  the  close  of 
the  meeting  than  hereto- 
fore. 

The  spirit  of  the  meeting 
during  the  business  session 
was  far  better  than  at  some 
times  in  former  conferences 
we  think,  and  the  business 
transacted  v/as  constructive 
and  will  have  a  tendency  to 
unite  us  more  firmly  in  the 
work.  One  matter  very  en- 
couraging was  this,  in  the 
discussions  on  the  different 
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matters  at  issue,  the  pre- 
vailing mind  was  con- 
tinually in  favor  of  having 
our  decisions  as  near  the 
teachings  of  the  scriptures 
as  possible. 

Then  too,  it  seemed  to  be 
the  mind  of  all,  that  what- 
ever conference  decided, 
they  intended  to  abide  by  it 
and  put  it  into  practice. 
This  has  been  one  of  our 
weaknesses,  a  failure  on  the 
part  of  some  to  abide  by  the 
rulings  of  the  church. 

With  greater  harmony 
prevailing  we  naturally 
could  expect  to  accomplish 
more. 

There  are  times  when  one 
is  mistaken  in  forming  con- 
clusions on  general  appear- 
ances and  the  work  of  open 
conference,  at  least  this  has 
been  the  case  with  some  in 
years  gone  by.  We  have 
seen  the  time  when  a  few 
influential  men  in  the 
Eldership  in  order  to  gain 
certain  ends  would  resort  to 
underhanded  methods  and 
work  things  through  open 
conference  in  a  way  that 
appeared  fine  but  later  re- 
sulted to  the  contrary.  In 
view  of  what  we  have  seen 
in  the  past  we  believe  it  well 
for  the  sake  of  the  church 
to  weigh  matters  well  and 
keep  our  eyes  open  for  any 


sly  or  crafty  moves  through 
anyone  in  our  midst,  for  the 
enemy  of  truth  and  right- 
eousness has  not  ceased  his 
operation  whatever.  Al- 
though we  have  succeeded 
largely  in  removing  our- 
selves from  his  operations  in 
this  line  by  our  re-organiza- 
tion, yet  it  behooves  us  to 
be  continually  on  guard  lest 
he  succeed  in  establishing 
his  agents  and  operations 
among  us  and  sidetrack  the 
work  which  means  so  much 
to  us. 

At  the  different  points 
over  the  brotherhood  it  can 
be  noticed  whenever  the 
leaders  w^ere  men  who  v/ere 
sound  in  the  faith,  loyal  to 
the  cause,  used  good  judg- 
ment in  proceeding  with  the 
work  and  exercised  dis- 
cipline promptly  and  prop- 
erly when  needed,  the  work 
has  grown  and  prospered; 
when  this  was  not  the  case 
the  result  was  to  the  con- 
trary. The  experience  in 
the  work  thus  far  should  be 
valuable  to  us  in  the  future, 
at  least  we  should  profit  by 
the  mistakes  of  the  past. 

As  we  see  it,  according  to 
general  appearances  and  the 
work  of  open  conference  our 
work  at  the  present  has  a 
brighter  aspect.  However, 
should  there  have  been  any 
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injustice  shown  or  any  work 
done  under  false  pretense  or 
hypocrisy  we  will  have  to 
suffer  for  it  later  on. 

Taking  everything  into 
consideration,  we  can  at 
least  proceed  with  optimism. 

In  connection  with  this  a 
word  about  the  work  of  the 
Monitor  we  think  in  place. 
During  the  past  year  our 
office  of  publication  was 
changed  without  any  inter- 
ruption in  the  work  or 
serious  delay  in  getting  the 
paper  out  during  the  trans- 
action. This  was  due  to  the 
cooperaton  of  Bro.  Kesler, 
the  printers  and  all  con- 
cerned. 


Vv^e  have  passed  through  a 
year  of  unusual  and  trying 
circumstances  and  condi- 
tions. From  v/hat  we  have 
learned  most  church  publi- 
cations have  lost  out  con- 
siderable in  circulation  dur- 
ing this  period.  In  spite  of 
all  the  difficulties  we  have 
encountered  the  Monitor 
has  increased  in  circulation 
in  the  past  eight  months  by 
several  hundred.  This  is 
due  to  the  cooperation  and 
tireless  effort  of  all  con- 
cerned in  its  welfare.  We 
receive  many  letters  from 
our  readers  in  which  they 
tell  us  how  much  they  en- 
joy reading  the  Monitor  and 
of  its  value  to  them,  so 
certainly  our  efforts  are 
v/orth  while.  If  v/e  can  in- 
crease the  circulation  dur- 
ing a  period  of  business  and 
financial  conditions  such  as 
the  past  year  has  been,  then, 
with  a  more  unified  effort 
on  the  part  of  our  people  in 
general  we  ought  to  accom- 
plish greater  things  in  the 
future. 

At  the  present  time  there 
are  a  number  of  renewals 
standing  out,  some  for 
several  months  back.  If 
you  are  interested  and  con- 
cerned about  the  welfare  of 
the  Monitor  do  your  part 
and  renew  promptly.

It  is 
not  for  me  to  try  to  trace 
the  periods  outlined  by  each 
of  these  churches  as  given 
in  the  messages.  I  think 
some  writers  have  done  this 
with  more  or  less  success. 
But  the  state  of  the  last 
named  church,  that  of 
Ladoicea,  certainly  fits  in 
with  the  great  flood  of 
teaching  in  both  the  Old 
and  Nev/  Testament  regard- 
ing the  actual  condition  of 
religion  and  of  religious  be- 
lief and  practice  at  the  close 
of  the  Christian  age.  This 
is  referred  to  in  numerous 
places  in  the  prophetic 
writings. 

There  was  found  by  the 
Master  in  each  of  the  seven 
churches  some  of  God^s 
people,  unless  it  was  the  last 
one.  If  each  of  the  congre- 
gations were  prophetic  of 
the  church  down  the  cen- 
turies and  outlined  different 
periods,  perhaps  there  has 
been  more  or  less  overlap- 
ping of  these  periods.  We 
have  noticed  that  a  special 
promise  was  made  the  Phila- 
delphia church,  that  she 
should  be  delivered  or  kept 
from  the  world-wide  tribu- 
lation which  should  come  on 
all  the  world  to  try  them 
that  dwell  upon  the  earth. 


This  is  doubtless  the  same 
''great  tribulation"  of  v/hich 
our  Lord  spoke  and  of  which 
He  said  that  if  the  ''days 
were  not  shortened  no 
flesh  should  be  saved.'' 
This  is  largely  the  subject 
of  the  book  of  Revelation. 
There  will  be  some  of  those 
of  the  Philadelphia  period, 
though  they  be  few  and  of 
little  strength,  who  will  be 
kept  from  this  time  of 
trouble.  Their  time  will  ex- 
tend into  the  timic  of  the 
lukewarm,  self-satisfied 
and  blind  state  of  the 
Laodicean  church  and 
period.  In  this  time  the 
Master  stands  at  the  door,  is 
kept  out  but  knocks  for  ad- 
mittance with  a  special 
promise  to  any  who  would 
open  the  door. 

Nov/  there  is  not  one  word 
in  praise  or  commendation 
of  this  church.  Her  state 
as  portrayed  is  pitiable  in 
the  extreme.  She  does  not 
know  her  real  condition. 
She  boasts  of  her  riches  and 
her  good  fortune.  Doubt- 
less she  rejoiced  that  she 
was  not  like  her  sister 
church  at  Smyrna,  in  tribu- 
lation and  poverty.  Material 
wealth  suited  her  better 
than  the  riches  of  grace 
possessed  by  the  Smyrna 
church.     Her    wealth,    her 
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pride,  her.  self-esteem,  had| 
blinded  her  eyes,  and  the; 
Master  did  not  say  of  her  as 
rie  did  of  the  Philadelphia 
church:  ^'Thou  hast  kept  My 
word,  and  hast  not  denied 
My  name."  She  did  not 
receive  the  promise:  ''Be- 
cause thou  hast  kept  the 
word  of  My  patience,  I  also 
will  keep  thee  from  the  hour 
of  tem.ptation."  She  had  no 
such  promise.  Her  methods 
were  far  superior,  as  she 
thought,  to  the  church  of 
'little  strength.'^  B  u  t 
withal  she  did  not  know 
that  she  was  "wretched,  and 
miserable,  and  poor,  and 
blind,  and  naked."  How 
v/ell  it  all  fits  in  with  the 
Bible  teaching,  when  the 
perilous  times  would  come 
and  men  would  have  "a 
form  of  godliness,  but  deny 
the  power  thereof." 

As  long  as  God  has  a 
people,  a  church  in  the 
world  who  are  fairly  repre- 
sentative of  Him,  and  are 
fulfilling  His  purpose  to  a 
reasonable  degree  in  calling 
out  of  the  world  a  people 
for  His  name  and  who  are, 
as  He  intended,  truly  the 
light  of  the  world,  just  so 
long  will  He  spare  the  world 
and  the  church  to  continue. 
When  this  is  no  longer  true, 
there  is  no  reason  why    He 


should  allow  them  to  con- 
tinue. There  remains 
nothing  for  a  lifeless,  luke- 
warm church  but  that  it 
should  be  spued  out  of  His 
mouth. 

History  repeats  itself,  and 
this  is  the  way  God  has  dealt 
with  man  in  the  several 
dispensations.  He  extends 
to  His  people  opportunity  to 
fulfill  His  will  and  be  a 
blessing  to  the  v/orld;  but 
when  they  fail  to  do  this, 
why  should  He  allow  them 
to  continue.  He  has  been 
long-suffering  and  of  tender 
mercy,  and  as  long  as  there 
was  prospect  or  hope  He  has 
shown  His  willingness  to 
endure  the  weaknesses  of 
jmien  and  allow  them  more 
■opportunity.  Like  a  good 
'physician.  He  has  been  will- 
ing to  prescribe  for  the  sick 
as  long  as  there  is  hope  of 
recovery.  When  He  has 
seen  that  the  case  is  hope- 
less, then  He  has  taken  steps 
to  bring  about  better  con- 
ditions. 

This  is  the  gist  of  the 
records  of  God's  dealings 
with  men.  This  is  the 
theme  of  the  book  of  Revela- 
tion. It  is  the  revelation  of 
Jesus  Christ.  While  it 
describes  the  sickness  and 
death  pang  of  our  civiliza- 
tion, it  points  us  to  the  dawn 
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of  the  morning  and  the 
rising  of  the  ^^bright  and 
morning  star/'  when  the  Son 
of  God  yAII  establish  His 
glorious  kingdom  and  reign 
with  His  people. 

The  Laodicean  period 
means  a  time  when  the 
church  no  longer  represents 
the  Christ  in  the  world,  is 
no  longer  the  light  of  the 
w^orld,  but  is  spiritually 
dead,  and  there  is  no  longer 
a  reason  for  continuing  the 
church  age. 

When  Jesus  found  no 
fruit  on  the  fig  tree  He 
said :  "No  man  may  eat  fruit 
of  thee  henceforth."  When 
the  husbandmen  in  posses- 
sion of  the  vineyard  refused 
the  owner  any  fruit  and 
stoned  and  slew  his 
servants,  and  lastly  his  son, 
there  was  nothing  left  to  do 
but  to  ''Miserably  destroy 
those  wicked  men,  and  let 
out  his  vineyard  to  others.'' 
So  God  dealt  with  the  Jews 
as  a  nation,  of  whom  Jesus 
spoke  this  parable.  When 
ten  righteous  people  could 
not  be  found  in  Sodom,  it 
was  destroyed  with  fire  and 
brimstone  from  heaven.  In 
the  days  of  Noah  when  God 
looked  down  from  heaven 
and  ''saw  that  the  wicked- 
ness of  man  was  great  in 
the  earth,  and  the  imagina- 


tion of  his  heart    was    evil 

continually,  He  spared  not 

the  old  world,    but     saved 

Noah  the  eighth  person,    a 

preacher  of    righteousness, 

bringing  in  the  flood  upon 

the  world  of  the     ungodly.

Man  has  been  created  and 
endowed  with  a  volitional 
faculty,  that  constitutes 
man  as  a  free  moral  agent, 
with  the  ability  and  power 
of  choosing  or  refusing. 
Hence  if  folks  go  to  hell,  it 
is  because  they  choose     to 


take  the  way  that  goes  to 
hell.  This  fact  is  illustrated 
and  verified  in  the  case  of 
Abraham  and  Lot  as  re- 
corded in  the  13th  chapter 
of  Genesis. 

When  there  arose  trouble 
and  controversy  between 
Abram's  herdsmen  and 
Lot's  herdsmen,  Abrarn 
said  to  Lot,  "Let  there  be  no 
strife,  I  pray  thee,  between 
me  and  thee,  and  between 
my  herdsmen  and  thy  herds- 
m.en;  for  we  are  brethren. 
Is  not  the  whole  land  be- 
fore thee?  Separate  thy- 
self, I  pray  thee,  from  me; 
if  thou  wilt  take  the  left 
hand,  then  I  v/ill  go  to  the 
right;  or  if  thou  depart  to 
the  right  hand,  then  I  will 
go  to  the  left." 

And  Lot  lifted  up  his  eyes 
and  saw  the  great  fascina- 
ting, financial  and  social 
possibilities,  of  those  fertile 
plains  and  valleys  of  the 
Jordan.  "Then  Lot  chose 
him  all  the  plain  of  Jordan," 
and  "dwelled  in  the  cities 
of  the  plain,  and  pitched 
his  tent  toward  Sodom." 
Hence  the  sequence  of  the 
story  of  Lot,  showing  that 
he  chose  "The  Way"  that 
resulted  in  his  loss  and  de- 
struction of  his  life's  work 
and  accumulation. 

And  so  it  is;  that  "There 
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is  a  way  which  seerneth 
right  unto  a  man/'  simply 
because  it  looks  good,  and 
allures  with  fascination: 
but  alas,  ''the  end  thereof  is 
the  'Way  of  Death\'' 

Therefore  Jesus  urges  by 
sa^/ing,  "Strive  to  enter  in 
at  the  strait  gate,  for  wide 
is  the  gate,  and  broad  is  the 
way  that  leadeth  to  destruc- 
tion, and  many  there  be 
which  go  in  thereat;  be- 
cause strait  is  the  gate,  and 
narrow  is  the  way,  which 
leadeth  unto  life,  and  few 
there  be  that  find  iV 

Are  we  to  understand 
that  Jesus  beclouded  the 
narrow  way  in  obscurity, 
that  few  could  find  it?  God 
forbid;  Jesus  taught  in 
positive  terms. 

The  key  that  opens  the 
strait  eate  is  found  in 
(Matt.  3:7-10).  "But  when 
He  sav/  many  of  the  Phari- 
sees and  Sadducees  come  to 
His  baptism,  He  s^id  unto 
them,  0  generation  of 
vipers,  who  hath  v/arned 
you  to  flee  from  the  WTath 
to  come?  Bring  forth  there- 
fore fruits  meet  for  re- 
pentance: and  think  not  to 
say  within  yourselves,  v/e 
have  Abraham  to  our 
father;  for  I  say  unto  3^ou, 
that  God  is  able  of  these 
stones  to  raise  up  children 


unto  Abraham.  And  now 
also  the  ax  is  laid  unto  the 
root  of  the  trees:  therefore 
every  tree  v/hich  bringeth 
not  forth  good  fruit  is  hev/n 
down,  and  cast  into  the 
fire.'' 

Jesus  confirmed  John's 
exposition,  when  He  said  to 
Nicodemus,  "Verily,  verily, 
I  say  unto  thee,  except  a 
man  be  born  of  water  and  of 
the  spirit,  he  cannot  enter 
into  the  Kingdom  of  God." 
(Jno,  3:5.)  These  texts 
sets  before  us  the  irrefut- 
able fact  that  man  must  be 
regenerated  through  re- 
pentance and  be  born  of 
v/ater  and  of  the  Spirit, 
which  alone  qualifies  him  to 
enter  through  the  "strait 
gate."  It  should  be  noted 
I  that  Jesus  said,  "Strive  to 
I  enter  in  at  the  'strait  gate'." 
I  And  inasmuch  as  there  is 
great  sorrow,  anguish  and 
|strivin-:s,  in  natural  birth, 
hence  Jesus  said,  "A  woman 
when  she  is  in  travail,  hath 
sorrow,  because  her  hour  is 
come;  but  as  soon  as  she  is 
delivered  of  the  child;  she 
rernembereth  no  m.ore  the 
anguish,  for  joy  that  a  man 
is  born  unto  the  world." 
(Jno.  16:21.)  So  it  is  with 
the  sinner;  the  keenest 
anguish,  sorrow  and  striv- 
ing' of  a  sinner  has    always 
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been  the  birth-time  of  his 
spirit"-ial  life. 

The  directions,  character 
and  conditions  of  the 
''Narrow  Way"  are  set  forth 
in  (Isaiah,  35:8-10),  ''And 
an  highway  shall  be  there, 
and  a  way,  and  it  shall  be 
called  the  way  of  holiness; 
the  unclean  shall  not  pass 
over  it;  but  it  shall  be  for 
t -lose :  the  wayfaring  men, 
though  fools,  shall  not  err 
therein.  No  lions  shall  be 
there,  nor  any  ravenous 
beasts  shall  go  up  thereon, 
it  shall  not  be  found  there; 
but  the  redeemed  shall  v/alk 
there;  and  the  ransomed  of 
the  Lord  shall  return,  and 
come  to  Zion  with  songs  and 
everlasting  joy  upon  their 
heads:  they  shall  obtain  joy 
and  gladness,  and  sorrow 
and  sighing  shall  flee  away." 
The  ritual  of  conduct  and 
piety,  of  those  who  travel 
the  narrow  way,  are  specif- 
ijally  and  explicitly  set 
forth,  and  specified  through 
the  sacred  pages  of  the  New 
Testament. 

Jesus,  my  all,  to  heaven  is  gone, 
He  whom  I  fix  my  hopes  upon; 
His  track  I  see,  and  I'll  pursue 
The  Narrow  Way,  till  Him  I  view. 

The  way  the  holy  prophets  went; 
The  road  that  leads  from  banish- 
ment, 
The  King's  highway  of  holiness, 


I'll  go,  for  all  His  paths  are  pea-^e.

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From  II  Thes.  2 :8-9  it  is 
clear  that  the  closing  days 
of  this  era  are  to  be  charac- 
terized by  special  manifes- 
tations of  Satanic  power  in 
connection  with  the  lavvdess 
one,  mentioned  as  to  be  re- 
vealed shortly  before  the 
Lord  Himself  appears  to  put 
down  that  which  will  then 
be  dominant.

Even  him  whose  coming  is 
after  the  working  of  Satan, 
with  all  power,  and  signs, 
and  living  v/onders.'^ 

Now  this  last  sentence  is 
very  similar  to  one  used  in 
connection  with  the  Lord 
Jesus  Himself  in  Acts  2:22, 
''Ye  m.en  of  Israel,  hear 
these  words.  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  a  man  approved 
of  God  among  you,  by 
miracles  and  wonders  and 
signs  which  God  did  by 
Him,''  etc.,  but  we  notice 
that  the  one  is  Christ,  and 
the  other  is  Antichrist.

upon  them."  (Deut.  18:9) 
"When  thou  art  come  into 
the  land  which  the  Lord 
thy  God  giveth  thee,  thou 
shalt  not  learn  to  do  after 
the  abominations  of  those 
nations.  There  shall  not 
be  found  among  you  any 
witch,  or  a  charmer,  or  a 
consulter  with  familiar 
spirits,  or  a  wizard,  or  a 
necromancer.  For  all  that 
do  these  things  are  an 
abomination  unto  the  Lord; 
and  because  of  these  abomi- 
nations the  Lord  thy  God 
doth  drive  them  out  before 
thee."  (Chapter  20:16-18) 
"But  of  the  cities  of  these 
people  which  the  Lord  thy 
God  doth  give  thee  for  an 
inheritance,  thou  shalt  save 
alive  nothing  that  breatheth 
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but  thou  shall  utterly  de- 
stroy them  ....  that  they 
teach  you  not  to  do  after  all 
their  abominations  v/hich 
they  have  done  unto  their 
gods;  so  should  ye  sin 
against  the  Lord  your  God/' 

(Isa.  8:19)  ^^And  when 
they  shall  say  unto  you,  seek 
unto  them  that  have 
familiar  spirits,  and  unto 
wizards  that  peep,  and  that 
mutter  should  not  a  people 
seek  unto  their  God?  For 
the  living  to  the  dead  (that 
is,  shall  the  living  apply  to 
the  dead?)  to  the  law  and 
to  the  testimony;  if  they 
speak  not  according  to  this 
v/ord,  it  is  because  there  is 
no  light  in  them..''  (Chap- 
ter 19:3)  '^And  the  spirit  of 
Egypt  shall  fail  in  the  midst 
thereof,  and  I  will  destroy 
the  council  thereof;  and 
they  shall  seek  to  the  idols 
and  to  the  charmers,  and  to 
them  that  have  familiar 
spirits,  and  to  the  wizards. 

(Chapter  29:4)  ^'And 
thou  shalt  be  brought  down, 
and  shalt  speak  out  of  the 
ground,  and  thy  speech  shall 
be  low  out  of  the  dust,  and 
thy  voice  shall  be,  as  of  one 
that  hath  a  familiar  spirit, 
out  of  the  ground,  and  thy 
speech  shall  whisper  out  of 
the  dust."

again    in     (chapter  5:6-7) 
''When  he  (the  man  v/ith  an 
unclean  spirit)  saw    Jesus 
afar  off,  he  ran,  and    wor- 
shipped Him,  and  cried  with

a  loud  voice,  and  said,  what 
have  I  to  do  with  Thee, 
Jesus,  Son  of  the  most  high 
God?"  etc;  and  so  now, 
persons  having  to  do  with 
unclean  spirits  may  pay 
homage,  for  a  purpose,  to  a 
name  they  both  hate  and 
fear;  but  their  so  doing  can 
in  no  way  alter  the  true 
character  of  their  course. 
Besides,  it  will  only  be  for  a 
few  moments;  very  shortly 
the  name  of  Christ  will  be 
discarded  altogether,  and 
the  thing  assume  its  legiti- 
mate status,  as  being 
opposed,  and  that  diamet- 
rically so,  both  to  Christ 
Himself  and  Christianity. 
That  the  agency  must  be 
Satanic,  and  the  spirits  evil, 
is  clear,  since  God  could  not 
forbid  or  condemn  that 
which  Vv^as  the  work  of  His 
own  Holy  Spirit,  and  ac- 
cording to  His  own  mind 
and  v/ill;  for  there  is  but 
one  Holy  Spirit,  and  neither 
angels  (unfallen,  we  mean) 
nor  the  departed  spirits  of 
good  mien  could  possibly  be 
found  sanctioning,  or  in  any 
way  seeking  to  help  forward 
that  which  their  blessed  God 
has  denounced  as  being 
abominable  in  His  sight. 

We  have  discussed  only 
two  points  so  far,  and  will, 
if  the  Lord  permit  finish  of 


the  next  two  points  in  part 
two  of  this  subject.  Our 
prayer  is,  that  any  who  may 
read  this  article,  who  have 
been  tampering  with  this 
part  of  Satan's  device  to  de- 
ceive, may  break  away  from 
same,  and  study  the  Word, 
so  you  may  knov/  whether 
or  not  they  are  the  Spirit  of 
God  or  the  spirit  of  Satan.

Now  that  our  conference 
is  past,  v/e  launch  out  into 
the  w^ork  of  another  year. 
Plans  and  arrangements 
having  been  made  for  our 
activities,  it  remains  for  us 
to  execute  or  carry  into 
effect  the  rulings  of  our 
governing  body  that  the 
desired  result  may  be  at- 
tained. Thus  we  proceed 
to  carry  forth  and  demon- 
strate to  a  lost  and  sinsick 
world  the  soul  saving  gospel 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
The  Monitor  if  properly 
directed  and  supported  will 
be  of  great  value  in  expos- 
ing deception,  hypocrisy 
false  teaching  and  asso- 
ciated evils,  and  in  advanc- 
ing and  establishing  truth. 

In  constructing  a  building 
for  permanence  a  solid 
foundation  is  essential.

tion.    In  thinking  over  the 
situation  as  we  view  it  we 
lean     think    of    no    better 
'scriptural  reference     as    a 
j  basis  for  our  discussions  as 
I  we  go  forth  than  is  given  us 
by  the  faithful  soldier  of  the 
I  cross,  Paul.     ''Nevertheless 
I  the     foundation     of       God 
standeth  sure,  having    this 
seal,  the  Lord  knoweth  them 
that  are  his,  and,  let  every- 
one that  nameth  the  name 
of     Christ     depart       from 
iniquity.^'      (II  Tim.  2:19.) 

In  the  chapter  from  which 
this  passage  is  taken  we  find 
the    apostle    Paul     giving 
Timothy  some    exhortation 
regarding  his     manner     of 
life  and  conduct  as  a  minis- 
ter of  the  gospel  of  Christ, 
'which  would  do  us  all  good 
I  to      meditate      upon.      In 
' several    verses    preceeding 
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the  one  which  we  have  in 
mind  particularly,  Paul 
warns  Timothy  about  pro- 
fane and  vain  babblings  and 
false  teachings,  which  were 
already  abounding  to  the 
extent  that  the  faith  of 
some  had  been  overthrown; 
after  dwelling  upon  this 
briefly  he  declares  in  no  un- 
certain terms,  ^^Nevertheless 
the  foundation  of  God 
standeth  sure/' 

We  understand  from  this, 
that  although  some  had 
erred  concerning  the  truth 
and  were  engaging  in  pro- 
fane and  vain  babblings  and 
false  teachins,  it  was  not  a 
matter  that  should  affect  or 
alter  the  faith  of  Timothy 
or  his  work  but  that  he 
should  continue  in  the 
things  which  he  had  been 
taught  of  Paul,  commit  the 
same  to  faithful  men  who 
should  teach  others  also,  and 
thus  the  work  should  go  on 
and  the  true  faith  be  per- 
petuated; that  Jesus  Christ 
the  crucified  and  resur- 
rected should  be  preached 
that  through  Him  remission 
of  sins  and  eternal  life 
might  be  had  of  all  men 
everywhere  if  they  would 
repent  and  be  obedient  to 
the  gospel.

Will    The    Gates    of    Hell 
Prevail? 


God  in  His  word  has 
frequently  admonished  His 
people  to  be  faithful  in  their 
service  to  Him.  He  has 
warned  of  the  numerous 
temptations  and  snares 
along  the  way  of  life.  He 
has  told  us  that  many  not 
heeding  these  warnings 
would  fall  into  sin  and  bring 
upon  themselves  His  dis- 
favor. It  has  always  been 
needful  that  such  warnings 
should  be  given.  Many 
have  been  saved  by  taking 
heed  of  them.  Many  more 
have  been  lost  by  heedlessly 


paying  no  attention  to  them. 

'     If  there  ever  was  a  time 

jwhen  the  warnings  of    the 

'word  of  God  should  be  held 

before  the  people,  it  is  now. 

'  It  is  a  time  when    so    few 

,  want  to    hear    them.     The 

:  people  in  the  churches  want 

I  to  hear     ''smooth     things" 

!from  their  ministers.     The 

'ministers,  in    meeting    the 

\  demand,     are    prophesying 

j  ''smooth  things."    They  give 

the  people  what  they  want. 

In  trying  to  make  the  world 

better  they  have  made  the 

church  worse.     Instead    of 

Vv^arning  sinners  to  forsake 

the  world  and  turn  to  Christ 

for  the  salvation    of    their 

souls,  they  have  invited  the 

worldly  into  the  church  to 

help  the  church  "make  the 

world  a  fit  place  to  live  in." 

Instead  of  the  church  being 

in  the  world  to     save    lost 

sinners  of  the    world,    they 

have  opened  the  flood-gates 

and  let  the  world  into  the 

church.     The  church  is  thus 

getting  on  a  level  with  the 

world,  and  both  must  meet 

disaster. 

But  the  reader  may  ask, 
is  not  all  this  contrary  to 
jwhat  Jesus  has  said?  "The 
j  gates  of  hell  shall  not  pre- 
|vail  against  the  church." 
No,  it  is  not,  when  we  keep 
!  in  mind  the  true  meaning  of 
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the  word  ^'church."  The 
gates  of  hell  will  not  prevail 
against  the  faithful,  those 
who  steer  clear  of  the 
''world''  and  the  ''flesh  and 
the  devil/' 

Many  are  saying  that  we 
have  always  had  evil  not 
only  in  the  world  but  right 
among  God's  people,  right 
in  the  church.  Hence  there 
should  be  no  cause  for  alarm 
or  special  apprehension. 
Some  say  it  could  not  be 
expected  that  all  the  good 
seed  sown  would  bring  a 
bountiful  harvest.  Some  of 
it  would  fail.  Also  that 
good  and  bad  fish  were 
taken  in  the  net,  and  there 
were  foolish  virgins  among 
the  wise.  It  is  the  good  and 
bad  together  and  "rightly 
so"  as  one  brother  said. 
Hence  we  are  told  that  we 
should  not  be  discouraged, 
but  be  optimxistic  in  the 
thought  that  the  gates  of 
hell  shall  not  prevail. 

To  a  certain  degree  all 
this  is  good  advice.  But 
many  make  use  of  this  pas- 
sage in  a  careless  way.  We 
hear  it  many  times  when 
something  is  said  of  things 
in  the  church  that  ought  not 
to  be.  Members,  ministers 
and  writers  have  been 
blamed  and  reproached  for 
trying  to  oppose  evils  in  the 


church.  They  have  been 
called  trouble  makers  and 
fault  finders.  It  is  to  be 
v/ondered,  if  those  who  talk 
so  had  been  in  some  of  the 
seven  churches,  whether 
they  would  not  have  thought 
the  head  of  the  church  a 
"fault  finder"  because  He 
was  so  careful  to  point  out 
and  reprove  the  irregulari- 
ties and  evils  in  those 
churches.  He  had  said  be- 
fore that  the  gates  of  hell 
should  not  prevail  against 
His  church.  Why  then  did 
He  not  let  it  go  at  that  in- 
stead of  finding  fault  with 
many  in  the  church?  Well, 
this  may  be  the  way  men  do 
generally  (especially  the 
time-savers),  but  it  is  not 
God's  way.  Neither  is  it 
the  way  He  wants  His 
people  and  His  ministers  to 
do. 

Some  there  are  who  seem 
to  think  that,  as  the  gates 
of  hell  shall  not  prevail,  we 
ought  to  be  complacent  and 
optimistic  and  do  nothing 
and  say  nothing.  If  the 
wolves  get  some  of  the 
sheep,  others  will  be  left. 
We  may  expect  some  bad 
fish  and  foolish  virgins.  We 
may  expect  there  will  be 
tares  among  the  wheat.  All 
this  may  be  true,  but  God 
does  not  want  it  so.     If    it 
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had  not  been  that  "men 
slept''  when  they  should  not, 
the  enemy  would  not  have 
had  a  chance  to  sow  so  much 
of  his  seed,  and  there  would 
not  be  so  many  tares  among 
the  wheat. 

But  men  are  apt  to  be 
lenient  toward  influential 
members  or  groups  of  mem- 
bers in  the  church.  This  is 
especially  so  if  these  are  in 
the  majority  or  in  the 
ascendancy.  This  accounts 
for  some  surprising  things 
found  among  God's  people 
in  all  ages.  It  accounts  for 
bad  conditions  among  the 
seven  churches.  Man  is 
too  flexible,  too  pliable,  too 
plastic. 

It  is  truly  comforting  to 
know  that  the  gates  of  hell 
shall  not  prevail  against  the 
church,  in  the  sense  it  was 
meant.  But  it  is  inexcus- 
able that  those  who  occupy 
positions  of  influence  in  the 
church  should  just  driit 
along,  doing  and  caring 
nothing  that  the  church  is 
gradually  being  led  in'o 
worldliness  and  unbelief.  It 
is  next  to  traitorous. 

I  have  read  an  article 
pointing  out  three  examples 
of  a  ''runaway."  First  a 
boy  of  eighteen  who  left  a 
good  home  and  an  aged  and 
overworked  father  to    take 


a  job  in  the    city, 
married 


Second, 
a    young    married    woman 
with    a    nicely      furnished 
home       and       a       devoted 
husband,  who  allowed  her- 
self    to     become     restless, 
purposeless,  unsettled     and 
discontented.       Third     a 
minister       who     for     long 
occupied  a    pulpit    and    a 
position  of    influence    and 
honor,  even  to  having     his 
sermons  quoted  in  the  ne  .vs- 
papers.     He  was    a    ''run- 
away" because    there    was 
[nothing  in  what  he  did  or 
jSaid  to    indicate     that    he 
thought  people  should  ever 
ran  away    from    anything. 
This  is  like  a  vast    number 
of  preachers,  and  especially 
many  hirelings. 
I     Bat  it  may  well  be    said 
I  that  there  is     no     promise 
that  the  gates  of  hell  may 
'not      prevail     against    in- 
I  dividuals,        congregations 
'and  whole     branches     and 
divisions  of    the     so-called 
I  church.     There  are  so  many 
evidences  of    this,    and    so 
many  examples  in  the  scrip- 
.  tures,  that  we  should  be  led 
I  prayerfully  to  invoke  divine 
help  and  grace  day  by  day. 
"Let  him  that  thinketh    he 
standeth,  take  heed  lest  he 
fall."     This  is  no  less  appli- 
cation to  congregations  and 
churches      than      to      in- 
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dividuals. 

As  we  follow  the  history 
of  the  church  down  the 
centuries  after  she  recei  ei 
from  her  head  those  last 
messages^  we  must  think 
that  many  times  the  organ- 
ized body  of  the  church  as 
known  to  the  world  has  so 
far  departed  from  her 
message,  purpose  and  mis- 
sion that  she  was  in  her 
outward,  visible  form  no 
longer  the  bride  of  Christ 
and  the  light  of  the  world. 
The  light  that  was  in  her  (in 
so  far  as  concerns  those  who 
led  and  directed  her  affairs 
and  ruled  and  governed  her) 
was  darkness. 

Where  was  the  church 
during  that  cheerless  and 
dismal  period  knov/n  as  the 
dark  ages?  Did  the  gates 
of  hell  prevail?  Yes;  it 
must  have,  so  far  as  her 
leaders  and  rulers  were  con- 
cerned. Can  any  one  be- 
lieve that  the  cold,  formal, 
corrupt  and  persecuting 
organization  known  as  the 
church  at  that  time  was 
Christ's  church?  His  bride? 
No,  we  cannot  believe  it. 
Where,  then,  was  the  church 
against  which  the  gates  of 
hell  did  not  prevail? 

Again,  may  we  ask,  where 
v^^ere  the  people  of  God  in 
the  days  of  Ahab  and  Jeze- 


bel with  all  their  idolatrous 
prophets?  V/here  was  God's 
church  v/hen  Elijah,  hated, 
haunted  and  in  hiding, 
ansv/ered  God's  question, 
''What  doest  thou  here, 
Elijah?"  By  saying  to  God : 
'T  have  been  very  jealous 
for  the  Lord  God  of  Hosts; 
for  the  children  of  Israel 
have  forsaken  thy  covenant, 
thrown  down  thine  altars, 
and  slain  thy  prophets  with 
the  sv/ord;  and  I,  even  I 
only,  am  left ;  and  they  seek 
mj  life  to  take  it  away."  If 
we  can  find  the  church  here, 
perhaps  v/e  could  find  it 
during  the  dark  ages  or  in 
any  period.  And  God 
found  it  for  Elijah.  How 
comJorting  to  the  prophet 
must  His  words  have  been. 
'T  have  left  Me  seven 
thousand  in  Israel,  all  the 
knees  v/nich  have  not  bowed 
unto  Baal,  and  every  mouth 
which  hath  not  kissed  him." 
The  nation  could  yet  be 
spared  for  a  time  with  such 
a  number  of  God's  people 
left.  They  were  the  ''salt" 
which,  with  God's  help  and 
with  His  true  prophets, 
could  preserve  the  nation 
for  a  timxe. 

So  it  must  have  been  in 
any  age  of  the  church.  God 
had  a  people,  a  church  com- 
posed of  the  true  and  faith- 
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ful,  though  they  may  have 
been  few  and  of  little 
strength,  perhaps  not 
recognized. 

As  we  think  of  the  cor- 
ruption among  officers  of 
the  law  who  will  take  bribes 
for  protecting  criminals  and 
violators  of  the  laws  they 
are  paid  to  uphold,  v/e 
wonder  where  is  the 
strength  of  a  people?  How 
long  can  this  continue? 
Just  so  long  as  God  deems 
that  he  has  enough  of  the 
upright  and  honest  to  pre- 
serve a  hope  for  the  better. 
So  long  will  He  hold  His 
judgments. 

So,  often  it  may  be  with 
the  church.  Many  times 
those  who  were  the  pre- 
serving salt  were  not  the 
ones  who  ruled  and  led  and 
were  paid  to  admiinister  the 
affairs  of  the  church.  It 
was  S3  during  the  dark  ages. 
It  was  so  in  the  days  of 
Elijah.  And  it  was  so  with 
the  church  at  Sardis.  She 
had  a  few  names  left  who 
had  not  drifted  with  the 
leaders  into  that  formal 
worship,  retaining  a  name 
that  she  lived  but  was  dead. 
So  we  see  that  the  church 
against  which  the  gates  of 
hell  will  not  prevail,  the 
church  which  will  be  recog- 
nized by  Christ,  may  not  be 


the  same  as  that  which    is 
I  thought  of  and  esteemed  by 
men.

Repentance  is  not 
only  Godly  sorrow,  but  a 
Godly  sorrovs^  worketh  re- 
pentance to  salvation  not  to 
be  repented  of,  but  the 
sorrow  of  the  world  worketh 
death  says  the  apostle. 

Then  it  takes  faith,  re- 
pentance and  baptism  to 
bring  about  conversion.  The 
word  says  bring  forth  fruits, 
meat  for  repentance.  If 
we  shov/  fruits  of  repent- 
ance then  repentance  is 
made  manifest  in  us  and  if 
we  show  no  fruits  of  re- 
pentance there  is  no 
evidence  no  one  can  turn 
to  God  without  repentance. 
We  are  then  made  willing 
to  accept  the  whole  counsel 
of  God.  Then  true  conver- 
sion is  an  entire  change 
made  in  the  person,  it  turns 


the  whole  person  over,  body, 
soul  and  spirit,  as  the 
apostle  hath  said,  so  we  also 
should  walk  in  newness  of 
life. 

Jesus  taught  that  con- 
version went  before  pardon, 
then  too,  conversion  is  a 
change  of  heart.  Then  if 
no  conversion,  no  pardon. 
If  the  heart  is  changed  our 
manner  of  life  will  also  be 
changed.  Our  Saviour  hath 
truly  said,  ''A  good  man  out 
of  the  good  treasure  of  his 
heart  bringeth  forth  that 
which  is  good;  and  an  evil 
m.an  out  of  the  evil  treasure 
of  his  heart  bringeth  forth 
that  which  is  evil." 

A  man  may  make  a  pro- 
fession and  claim  to  be  con- 
verted, but  if  we  see  no 
change  in  his  life  and  he 
looks  and  acts  like  he  did 
before  and  loves  the  sinful 
amusements  as  before  we 
must  surely  conclude  there 
is  no  evidence  of  conversion. 

The  scriptures  teach  a 
change  of  life  and  practice. 
No  matter  how  loud  a  pro- 
fession a  person  may  make, 
no  one  who  reads  and  be- 
lieves the  Bible  has  any  con- 
fidence in  his  profession 
unless  there  is  a  change  in 
the  life.  He  then  is  willing 
to  accept  the  whole  doctrine 
of  Christ  and  to  observe  all 
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t-iings  that  He  has  com- 
manded. He  is  also  willing 
to  suffer  reproach  for  the 
nam.e  of  Jesus  and  take 
upon  himself  the  self-deny- 
ing principles  in  God's  word, 
the  teachings  of  Christ  were 
never  popular  with  the  spirit 
of  this  world  and  never  Vvill 
6e.  The  things  that  are 
popular  with  the  world  are 
of  man. 

Now  the  truly  converted 
find  more  real  enjoyment 
than  they  ever  had  before, 
they  have  a  hope  which  is  an 
anchor  to  the  soul  and  are 
now  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord ;  but  there  is  a  war- 
fare on.  We  should  go  on 
to  perfection,  there  is  no 
place  to  stand  still.  The 
truly  converted  and  true 
volunteers  make  soldiers  for 
the  Lord. 

Without  any  doubt  there 
is  much  preaching  in  the 
world  to  no  good  purpose. 
The  gospel  says  ''by  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them.'' 
The  apostle  hath  truly  said, 
'The  husbandman  that 
laboreth  must  first  be  a  par- 
taker of  the  fruit."  A 
person  can  not  well  teach 
what  he  does  not  practice; 
this  is  why  there  is  so  much 
preaching  to  no  purpose, 
but  only  to  be  popular  with 
the  world.     The  word  says 


come  out  from  among  the 
world  and  be  ye  separate 
and  let  your  light  so  shine 
that  it  can  be  seen  of  men. 

If  a  mian  does  not  obey  the 
commandments  he  can  not 
consistently  teach  them,  if 
he  does  not  practice  feet- 
washing  as  instituted  in 
the  house  of  God,  he  dare 
not  teach  it.  The  Savior  in 
St.  John  15th  says,  "Verily, 
verily  I  say  unto  you  he  that 
believeth  on  Me  the  works 
that  I  do  shall  he  do  also." 
And  one  of  the  works  that 
Christ  did  was  to  wash  the 
desciples  feet. 

Now  in  the  above  we  see 
that  Christ  says  we  ought 
to  wash  one  another's  feet; 
ought  is  binding  and  if  he 
does  not  salute  his  brethren 
with  a  holy  kiss  or  kiss  of 
love  how  can  he  teach  it? 
If  his  mode  of  dress  is  still 
of  the  world  how  can  he 
teach  Christ's  doctrines  of 
non-conformity  in  dress? 
If  he  does  not  bear  non-re- 
sisting principles  he  will  not 
teach  them. 

Now  he  that  honoreth  not 
the  Son  the  same  hath  not 
the  Father  is  scripture,  and 
if  he  does  not  give  equal 
honor  to  the  Father,  Son  and 
Holy  Ghost  in  his  baptism 
he  will  not  teach  that  and  in 
fact  if  he  has    never    truly 
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repented  and  been  born  of 
water  and  of  the  blood  or 
spirit  of  Christ  we  can  not 
expect  him  to  teach  it. 

Obedience  is  the  best 
evidence  of  faith  we  have. 
There  seems  to  be  so-called 
great  evangelists  in  this  old 
world  who  do  not  preach 
any  particular  doctrine 
but  strongly  impress  upon 
the  minds  of  the  many 
hearers  the  great  need  of 
having  their  names  on  some 
church  record  and  pay  the 
pastor,  then  say  if  the  heart 
is  right  that's  all,  and  claim 
great  numbers  regardless  of 
hov7. 

It  is  a  very  doubtful 
question  if  ever  they  them- 
selves have  been  truly  con- 
verted and  if  they  were  be- 
lievers. Some  have  fallen 
back  to  become  unbelievers 
in  a  great  sense,  they  may 
federate  and  unionize  but 
God  never  gave  man  his  own 
choice  except  on  two 
occasions  David  was  given 
choice  out  of  three  plagues 
for  numbering  the  people, 
famine,  sword  and  pesti- 
lence. The  Israelites  were 
told  by  Moses  to  choose  for 
themselves,  ^'Choose  ye  this 
day  whom  ye  will  serve.'' 

We  have  that  choice  to- 
day. He  whom  God  hath 
sent  speaketh  the  words  of 


God,  the  apostle  Paul 
shunned  not  to  declare  all 
the  counsel  of  God.  Now  if 
we  claim  to  be  Christians 
we  should  have  Bible 
evidence  to  prove  it.  Much 
is  said  from  the  pulpit  about 
joining  church  and^  being  a 
church  m.emiber,  but  not 
much  said  about  being  a 
Christian.  That  is  about  as 
far  as  the  teaching  some- 
times go. 

The  first  principles  of  the 
doctrine  of  Christ  are  over- 
looked and  miany  people  de- 
pend upon  the  pastor  for 
their  knoYvledge  but  we  are 
commanded  to  search  the 
scripture  for  ourselves  and 
not  depend  on  an  arm  of 
flesh.

The  major 
part  of  this  modern    skep- 
tical infidelity     has     crept 
into  the  churches  by  leaders 
who  are  supposed  to  be  rep-' 
resentatives  of  Jesus  Christ, 
who  have  received    a    feAv| 
man     made     degrees,     and! 
thereby  conclude  that  they! 
know    more     than      Christ; 
Himself,  they  are  included' 
in  the  class  spoken  of  in  II 
Pet.      2:1-2.      But      there 
were  false     prophets     also 
among  the  people,  even  as 
there  shall  be  false  teachers 
among    you,     who    privily 
shall     bring    in     damnable 
heresies,  even  denying    the 
Lord     that    bought     them, 
and  bring  upon  themselves 
sv  ift  destruction.

Man  is  under  a  process  of 
evolution  which  has  neither 
beginning  nor  end,  he  is  a 
passing  form  of  universal 
energy  without  free  will. 
Again  they  say  God  has  no 
existence  apart  from  the 
universe  and  never  had,  the 
latter  is  eternal,  there  never 
has  been  a  creation.  If 
such  teaching  is  true  the 
history  of  creation,  both  of 
the  world  and  of  man  w^ould 
be  an  untruth,  (Rom.  3 :3-4) 
for  v/hat  if  some  did  not 
believe,  shall  their  unbelief 
make  the  faith  of  God  with- 
out effect?  God  forbid;  yea, 
let  God  be  true,  and  every 
man  a  liar.  (John  1:3-4) 
^^All  things  were  made  by 
Him;  and  without  Him  was 
nothing  made  that  v/as 
made.  In  Him  was  life  and 
the  life  was  the  light  of 
men."  V.  10.  ''He  was  in 
the  world  and  the  world  was 
made  by  Him,  and  the  world 
knew  Him  not." 

Modernists  say  Christ  was 
a  master  product  of  evolu- 
tion. In  the  work  of  re- 
demption the  gospel  of  gore 
is  an  entirely  out  worn 
dogma.  The  ''slaughter 
house  religion"  belongs  to 
the  dark  ages. 

The  soul  of  mancanonlybe 
cleansed  through  the  clean- 
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sing  power  of  Jesus  Christ, 
through  His  atonement, 
(I  John  1:7)  ^'But  if  we 
walk  in  the  light  as  He  is 
in  the  light  we  have  fellow- 
ship one  with  another,  and 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ 
His  Son  cleanseth  us  from 
all  sin:'  (II  John  2:2-4) 
And  He  is  the  propitiation 
for  our  sins;  and  not  for 
ours  only,  but  also  for  the 
sins  of  the  whole  world.  And 
hereby  we  do  know  that  we 
know  him,  if  we  keep  his 
commandments.  He  that 
saith,  I  know  Him,  and 
keepeth  not  his  command- 
ments, is  a  liar,  and  the 
truth  is  not  in  him,'' 

Modernism  teaches  that 
Christ  was  the  flower  of 
humanity — a  man  so  good 
His  deluded  follewers  took 
Him  for  a  God.  These 
modern  deceivers  w^ould  rob 
God  of  His  glory  and  man 
of  his  salvation,  and  exalt 
themselves  as  being  equal 
to  the  true  God,  in  every 
way  except  they  are  wiser.

a  still  greater  mistake  is 
that  the  utterances  of  Jesus 
Christ  are  subject  to  re- 
vision by  man.  The 
moment  you  take  that  posi- 
tion you  have  eliminated  all 
the  authority  of  Jesus 
Christ,  you  have  Him  a  crea- 
tion of  man  and  not  the 
power  of  God  unto  salva- 
tion. There  are  men  today 
who  tell  us  Jesus  was  mis- 
taken which  to  you  and  me 
is  blasphemy,  because  we 
believe  in  the  finality  of  the 
utterances  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  that  when  He  had 
spoken  that  ends  it,  that  is 
final  with  me.  I  am  willing 
to  risk  my  eternal  destiny 
on  what  Jesus  has  spoken. 

You  must  believe  in  the 
sjfficiency  of  the  inspired 
Vv^ord  of  God,  otherwise  you 
have  no  Christianity.  He 
spake  as  never  man  spake. 
(Rev.  1:3)  ^'Blessed  is  he 
that  readeth,  and  they  that 
hear  the  words  of  this 
prophecy,  and  keep  those 
things  whch  are  written 
therein  for  the  time  is  at 
hand.

Now  we  will  go  to  the 
second  part  of  this  article, 
and  in  considering  our  third 
point,  we  will  show  ycu  that 
good  men  upon  earth  have 
always  avoided  and  kept 
clear  of  such  practices,  and 
where  power  was  possessed, 
put  the  thing  down;  if  they 
acted  thus  upon  earth  in 
obedience  to  the  will  of  God, 
it  would  be  monstrous  to 
suppose  that  they  would 
change  their  conduct  and  if 
able,  when  out  of  the  body, 
fly  in  the  very  face  of  the 
God  whom  here  they  had 
delighted  in  honoring  and 
obeying,  by  assisting  to  keep 
up  amongst  men  on  earth 
practices  so  hateful  and  dis- 
honoring to  Him. 

The  case  of  Saul  or  the 
case  of  SamueFs  appearing 
to  Saul,  through  the  ap- 
parent agency  of  the  witch 
of  Endor,  was  clearly 
ordered  and  appointed  of 
God  Himself,  and  not  the 
result  of  anything  the 
woman  or  Satan  had  done. 
The  woman  herself  was 
alarmed  at  the  apparition, 
and  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
(see  I  Sam.  28:12). 


Samuel  also  said  to  Saul,

10:13  it  is 
stated  as  follows:  ''So  Saul 
died  for  his  transgression 
which  he  committed  against 
the  Lord,  even  against  the 
word  of  the  Lord  which  he 
kept  not,  and  also  for  asking 
council  of  one  that  had  a 
familiar  spirit,  to  inquire  of 
it;  and  inquired  not  of  the 
Lord;  therefore  He  slew 
him." 

We  will  not  contrast  the 
case  of  Manasseh,  the  son  of 
Hezekiah,  and  Josiah,  the 
grandson  of  Manasseh;  the 
former  being  one  of,  if  not 
the  most  wicked  king  (un- 
til he  repented),  and  Josiah 
a  God  fearing  king.  Theh' 
historv  is  recorded  in  II 
Kings*^  21-23,  and  also  II 
Chron.  33-35.  Of  Manasseh 
it  is  said  (II  Kings  21 :2-12) 
that  he  did  evil  in  the  sight 
of  the  Lord,  after  the 
abominations  of  the  heathen 
whom  the  Lord  cast  out  be- 
fore the  children  of    Israel. 


He  worshipped  all  the  hosts 
of  heaven,  and  served  them. 
He    made    his    son      pass 
through  fire,  and  observed 
times,  and  used     enchant- 
ments,      and     dealt     with 
familiar      spirits      and 
wizards.   He  wrought  much 
wickedness  in  the  sight    of 
I  the  Lord,  to  provoke  Him  to 
!  a  n  g  e  r.     And      Manasseh 
'seduced  them  to    do    more 
evil  than  did     the     nations 
whom  the  Lord     destroyed 
before  the  children  of  Israel. 
And  the  Lord  spake  say- 
ing,    ''Because     Manasseh, 
king  of  Judah,    hath    done 
these      abominations,    and 
hath  done  wickedly  above  all 
that  the  Amorites  have  done 
,  (see  Deut.  18,  etc.)     which 
I  were  before  him  there,  I  am 
bringing     such     evil     upon 
Jerusalem  and  Judah   that 
whosoever    heareth    of    it 
both  his  ears  shall  tingle." 
Now  contrast  this  with  what 
'is  recorded  of  Josiah  (chap. 
22:2).     He  did  that    which 
I  was  right  in  the  sight  of  the 
Lord,  and  walked  in  all  the 
jWays  of  David  his     father, 
and  turned  not  aside  to  the 
right  or  to  the  left.     (Chap. 
^23:24-25),    "Moreover    the 
j  workers      with      familiar 
'spirits,  and  the  wizards,  and 
jthe  images,  and  the     idols, 
land  all    the    abominations 
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that  were  spied  in  the  land 
of  Judah,  and  in  Jerusalem, 
did  Josiah  put  away,  that 
he  might  perform  all  the 
words  of  the  law  which  were 
written  in  the  book  that 
Hilkiah  the  priest  found  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord.  And 
like  unto  him  was  there  no 
king  before  him,  that  turned 
to  the  Lord  with  all  his 
heart,  and  with  all  his  soul, 
and  with  all  his  might,  ac- 
cording to  all  the  law  of 
Moses;  neither  after  him 
arose  there  any  like  him/' 
What  a  contrast  is  here! 
The  one,  along  with  other 
wickedness,  practices  spirit- 
ualism, the  other  puts  it  all 
away,  as  being  hateful  to 
the  Lord. 

And  so,  in  every  case,  not 
one  truly  God  fearing  man 
whose  history  is  recorded  in 
scripture  can  be  produced 
evidencing  that  any  such 
practices  were  resorted  to 
by  such;  whereas  with 
wicked  and  ungodly  men 
the  thing  was  common. 

But  the  case  of  Manasseh, 
after  his  repentance  and 
restoration,  makes  this  the 
more  evident  for  he  then 
immediately  set  to  work  to 
undo  all  the  wickedness  he 
had  previously  committed 
and  put  the  thing  away.  In 
I  Tim.  4:1,  the  apostle  Paul 


states,  "Now  the  spirit 
speaketh  expressly  that  in 
the  latter  times  some  shall 
depart  from  the  faith,  giving 
heed  to  seducing  spirits,  and 
doctrines  of  devils.''  So  we 
need  not  be  surprised  at  th^t 
which  is  developing  all 
around. 

We  have  now  but  one 
more  statem.ent  to  which  to 
draw  your  attention,  the 
fourth,  which  runs  thus: 
"That  a  relapse  on  the  part 
.of  professing  Christians  into 
sich  practices  is  a  sure 
symptom  of  approaching 
judgment,  and  that  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  those  who 
do  so  now,  in  spite  of  present 
light  and  the  possession  of 
the  living  oracles  of  God  are 
fearfully  greater  than  the 
responsibilities  of  those  who 
have  done  or  do  such  things 
amidst  the  darkness  of 
heathen  superstition  and 
idolatry." 

That  which  we  have  pre- 
viously advanced  v/ill,  we 
trust,  have  convinced  you 
that  spiritualism,  so  called, 
is  forbidden  of  God,  and  is 
an  abomination  in  His  sight, 
and  that  a  continuance  of 
such  practice  will  bring 
judgment  in  the  end. 
Spiritualism  however  much, 
as  a  blind,  it  may  link  the 
name  of  Christ    therewith, 
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is  a  point  blank  departure 
from  Christianity,  and  must 
finally  meet  its  doom  in  the 
judgment  of  God;  and  there 
is  no  escape  other  than  that 
of  repentance  and  forsaking 
the  whole  thing.  The  rapid 
spread  of  spiritualism,  and 
the  easy  way  in  which 
people  allow  themselves  to 
become  insnared  therein, 
speak  volumes  as  to  how  far 
already  multitudes  have  let 
slip  the  teachings  and  warn- 
ings of  Christianity,  and  to 
what  an  alarming  extent 
the  professed  faith  has  been 
undermined. 

Spiritualism  is  but  one  of 
the  many  indications  of  the 
now  rapidly  aproaching 
apostasy  of  11  Thess.

If  you  will  turn  to  Isa. 
60:2,  you  will  see  that  the 
second  verse  runs  thus: 
''For  behold,  the  darkness 
shall  cover  the  earth,  and 
gross  darkness  the  people; 
bet  the  Lord  shall  arise  upon 
thee,  and  His  glory  shall  be 
seen  upon  thee."  If  you 
will  read  the  verse  in  its 
connection  with  what 
follows  you  will  perceive 
that  the  prophet  is  looking 
forward  to  the  time  when 


the  house  of  Israel  is  to  be 
restored  to     its     place     of 
supremacy     amongst       the 
nations     and      when       the 
promises  made  to  their  fore- 
fathers will  have  their  full 
accompHshment.     Read  this 
whole  chapter,     there     are 
many  good    thoughts    con- 
stained  therein. 
'     See    II      Thess.      2:8-12 
where  men  are  spoken  of  as 
being  given  up  of  God  to  a 
strong  delusion,  that     they 
should  believe  a    lie,     that 
they  might  be  damned  who 
believe  not  the  truth,     but 
had  the    pleasure    in    un- 
righteousness.    Such  is    to 
be  the  end  of  Christendom, 
that  most    highly    favored 
portion  of  the  human  race, 
the  darkness  becoming    so 
gross  that  a  man    will    be 
I  worshipped  as  God  upon  the 
I  earth,  as  stated  in  verses  3 
'  and  4 :    ''Let  no  man  deceive 
you  by  any  means;  for  that 
day  shall  not  come    except 
there  come  a  falling  away 
first,  and  that  man  of  sin  be 
revealed — the  son  of  perdi- 
tion, who  opposeth  and  ex- 
alteth  himself  above  all  that 
lis  called  God,    or    that    is 
worshipped;  so  that  he     as 
God  sitteth  in  the  temple  of 
I  God,  showing  himself  that 
iheisGod."    I    repeat    that 
,  the  rapid  progress  of  spirit- 
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ualisrn  is  but  an  indication 
of  the  foretold  darkness 
which  is  to  close  the  history 
of  Christendom. 

Oh,  who  can  measure  the 
guilt  of  those  who  wilfully 
take  up  with  demonolatry, 
in  spite  of  the  scathing  de- 
nunciations of  the  living 
oracles  of  God,  and  in  the 
midst,  too,  of  that  light  that 
still  radiates  from  the  face 
of  Him  who  is  indeed  Him- 
self Vr.e  brightness  of  glory, 
and  the  express  image  of 
God's  person? 

It  is  shocking  to  see  a  man 
intoxicated  at  any  time,  but 
it  is  more  so  to  see  him  in- 
toxicated in  broad  daylight, 
and  VN^ith  the  sun  shining  in 
mid-heaven;  so  likev/ise  is 
it  shocking  to  find  men 
amidst  the  darkness  of 
heathenism  even  practicing 
such  customs,  but  to  see 
men  engaged  therein  where 
the  name  of  Christ  is  knov/n 
and  where  the  living  oracles 
of  God  are  possessed,  link- 
ing the  name  of  Christ,  and 
the  scriptures  too  therewith, 
is  a  thousand-fold  more  so, 
and  may  be  truly  character- 
ized as  being  appalling 
wickedness. 

And  now  my  dear  readers 
we  trust  that  if  any  of  you 
have  been  meddling  in  any 
such  works  of  darkness,  you 


will  turn  from  it  and  ask 
God  to  forgive  you  for  so 
doing.  There  is  much  more 
that  could  be  said  about  this 
religion  of  Satan,  but  let 
this  be  enough  for  this  time.

''It  thou  shalt  confess 
with  thy  mouth  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  thou  shalt  be- 
lieve in  thine  heart  that  God 
hath  raised  Him  from  the 
dead,  thou  shall  be  saved," 
(Rom.  10:9). 

2.  Of  what  is  a  confes- 
sion of  Chrst  an  evidence? 

''Whosoever  shall  confess 
that  Jesus  is  the  son  of  God, 
God  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he 
in  God,"  (I  Jno.  4:15). 

3.  What  is  our  duty  re- 
garding our  faults? 

''Confess  your  faults  one 
to  another,  and  pray  for  one 
another,"  (Jas.  5:16). 

4.  What  duty  is  con- 
nected with  confession? 

i     Restitution,  (Num.  6:10). 

I     5.     Name  some     confes- 

'  sions  mentioned  in  the  Bible 

which  were  unavailing. 

'     Balaam's,  (Num.  22:34); 

Achon's,        (Johs.      7:20); 

Saul's,  (I  Sam.  15:22). 

6.  What  was  wrong  with 
these  confessions? 

They  were  simply  the 
acknowledgement  of  sins 
which  could  no  longer  be 
hid ;  not  the  expression  of 
penitent  hearts.  Are  forced 
confessions  worth  anything? 
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Only  as     a     preventive     of 
other  sins. 

7.  Should  the  church  ex- 
act confessions  from  erring 
members? 

The  church  should  try  to 
bring  such  members  to  re- 
pentance, and  accept  a  con- 
fession of  sins  as  an 
evidence  of  penitence. 

8.  What  of  those  who 
refuse  to  confess? 

''He  that  covereth  his  sins 
shall  not  prosper,"  (Prov. 
28:13).  No  man  with 
hidden  sins,  unconfessed, 
can  ever  hope  for  divine 
favor.  (Josh.  7:10-13). 

9.  Should  all  sins  be 
confessed  openly? 

All  public  transgressions, 
or  the  knowledge  of  w^hich 
is  liable  to  become  public, 
should  be  confessed  before 
the  public.  Since  there  is 
restitution  in  confession  it 
should  go  at  least  as  far  as 
the  offense.  When  private 
sins  are  fully  repented  of 
and  confessed  before  God, 
judgment  and  circum- 
stances should  determine  as 
to  how  much  farther  the 
confession  should  extend. 

10.  How  far  should  the 
church  bear  with  offending 
members  who  stubbornly 
refuse  to  confess  their  sins? 

That  depends  upon  the 
gravity  of  the    offense    or 


offenses,  the  nature  of  the 
individual,  surrounding  cir- 
cumstances, etc.  Always 
give  the  offender  the  bene- 
fit of  the  doubt  where  doubt 
exists,  but  never  condone 
sin  where  it  is  positively 
known  to  exist.  The  follow- 
ing scriptures  throw  some 
light  on  the  subject:  Matt. 
18:17;  Luke  13:6-10;  Gal. 
|6:L

Him  (Christ)  that  He 
"made  the  worlds."  That 
Christ  was  the  brightness  of 
His  glory"  and  the  express 
image  of  God  Himself  and 
that  he  was  upholding  all 
things  "by  the  word  of  his 
power."  Furthermore,  that 
He  (Christ)  by  Himself 
purged  our  sins,"  then  sat 
dov/n  on  the  right  hand  of 
the  Majesty  on  high.

Thus  in  simple  and  easily 
understood  terms  we    have 
the  indestructible    founda- 
tion of  God    revealed    and 


presented  to  us.  In  connec- 
tion v/ith  this  however  it  is 
stated  "And  are  built  upon 
the  foundation  of  the 
apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus 
Christ  himiself  being  the 
chief  cornerstone."  (Eph. 
2:20). 

Thus  we  have  included  in 
this  sure  foundation  the  in- 
spired writers,  "the  apostles 
and  prophets"  which  join  up 
with  the  chief  cornerstone" 
to  make  a  foundation  that 
is  complete  and  perfect. 

In  this  revelation  which 
was  given  us  through  the 
apostles,  prophets  and 
Christ  we  have  the  explana- 
tion of  all  things  necessary 
for  men  to  know. 

It  starts  out  with  the 
solemn  declaration,  "In  the 
beginning  God"  drawing  a 
line  or  boundary  beyond 
which  the  human  intellect 
cannot  penerate.  Then  it 
is  revealed  how  all  things 
which  exist  were  created 
and  the  climax  of  this  whole 
procedure  was  the  creation 
of  man  who  was  made  in 
the  image  and  likeness  of 
God.  Every  created  thing 
was  given  a  sphere  of  activ- 
ity in  the  fulfilment  of 
which  the  Maker,  God,  was 
glorified.  As  a  result  of 
man  violating  His  instruc- 
tions   he    fell    from      his 
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original  state  of  purity  and 
holiness  and  was  alienated 
from  his  Maker. 

Then  we  have  the  record 
of  how  men  multiplied  upon 
the  face  of  the  earth,  their 
proneness  to  become  ex- 
tremely wicked,  the  rise  and 
fall  of  nations ;  the  merciful 
dealings  of  God  with  the 
fallen  race  climaxing  in  the 
gift  of  His  only  begotten 
Son  for  their  complete  re- 
demption if  they  willingly 
accept  and  in  faith  believ- 
ing obey  the  instructions 
given  in  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion given  us  in  the  gospel 
which  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation  to  everyone 
that  believeth.

During  the  last     twenty 
years  when  so  many  things  | 
of  a  worldly    nature    were  I 
introduced  into  the  church,^ 
causing  offense.     In  order  j 
to  stem  the  tide  of  opposi-; 
tion,  ministers  would  stress! 
love  and  the  spirit  of    for-i 
giveness  intheirsermons,in-' 
directly  casting     reflection! 
on  those  offended,  as  if  they 
lacked  love  and  the  spirit  of 
forgiveness,  for  not     over- 
looking      the     innovations 
which  caused    not    a    few 


heart  aches  and  division  and 
furthermore  the  offended 
being  accused  of  being 
fault  finders  thereby  intimi- 
dating them  to  file  objec- 
tions, so  that  all  recourse 
for  redress  seemed  to  have 
been  cut  off.  This  put  me 
to  thinking. 

It  seems  to  me  when  the 
one  offended  is  reproved 
and  the  offender  justified 
is  one  sided  and  unfair.  I 
find  in  God's  word  that  for- 
giveness is  required  on  con- 
ditions. On  what  terms  are 
m.an's  sins  forgiven?  Only 
on  condition  that  he  repent 
and  ask  forgiveness.  ''A 
broken  and  a  contrite 
heart,''  that  is  the  essential 
and  just  requirement. 

Jesus  said,  ^'Take  heed  to 
yourselves.  If  thy  brother 
trespass  against  thee  re- 
buke him  and  if  he  repent 
forgive  and  if  he  trespass 
against  thee  seven  times  a 
day  and  seven  times  in  a  day 
turn  again  to  thee,  saying  I 
repent,  thou  shalt  forgive 
him."  (Luke  17:3-4. 

If  the  offender  would  not 
repent  and  not  ask  to  be 
foregiven,theoffendedone  is 
not  required  to  forgive.  Is 
it  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
man  is  required  to  be  more 
generous  than  his  God? 

A  child  of  God  is  of    the

Father  and  is  like  Him  and 
has  His  spirit  of  compassion 
and  is  always  ready  to  for- 
give those  who  come  with 
words  of  repentance.  The 
most  bitter  wrongs  are  for- 
gotton  and  the  hardest 
heart  is  melted  when  the 
offender  says  in  humble 
contrition,  ''I  am  sorry,  for- 
give m.e."  But  there  are 
offenders  who  will  not 
humble  themselves.  They 
vdll  not  repent  nor  ac- 
knowledge their     offenses. 

Notice  what  Jesus  has  to 
say  about  such  offenders: 
''It  is  impossible  but  that 
offenses  will  com_e ;  but  v/oe 
unto  him  through  whom 
they  come.  It  were  better 
for  him  that  a  mill  stone 
were  hanged  about  his  neck 
and  he  cast  into  the  sea, 
than  that  he  should  offend 
one  of  these  little  ones.'' 

The  late  Bro.  McCann  in 
his  book  "The  Lord  our 
Righteousness/'  puts  the 
blame  for  causing  division 
where  it  belongs.  Where  he 
refers  to  Paul  showing  the 
true  spirit  of  Christian 
sacrifice,  when  he  offers  to 
give  up  eating  meat  for  the 
good  of  his  weak  brothers. 
''If  this  spirit  can  be  im- 
bibed by  every  brother  and 
by  every  sister  who  calls 
Jesus     Lord    and    Master, 


troubles  will  not  grow  into 
divisions  neither  will  the 
church  drift  worldward. 
To  seek  not  our  own  but 
another's  good  will  settle 
with  ease  the  following 
questions:  The  use  of  wines 
and  liquors  as  a  beverage; 
the  use  of  tobacco;  the 
wearing  of  gold  and  costly 
array;  the  dressing  for 
fashion;  the  playing  of 
cards,  pool  and  the  like  for 
pastime ;  the  going  to  parlor 
dances,  balls,  shows, 
theaters  and  parties;  and 
the  duty  of  hearing  the 
church  on  all  questions 
where  principle  is  violated. 
The  gospel  lays  down 
broad  principles  of  right, 
leaving  it  with  the  church 
to  formulate  rules,  to  make 
discipline,  to  lay  down  laws 
by  which  these  principles 
may  be  most  successfully 
carried  into  effect.  He 
furthermore  states,  "In 
proportion  as  a  church  fails 
to  recognize  this  principle 
she  fails  in  compactness  of 
organization,  in  unity  of 
work,  and  in  proper  dis- 
cipline." This  was  written 
thirty-six  years  ago,  when 
the  denomination  of  which 
Bro.  McCann  was  a  mem- 
ber had  rules  and  discipline, 
but  it  would  not  fit  in  now. 
It  is  sound  and  reasonable 
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doctrine,  notwithstanding. 

The  persons  offended  are 
often  accused  of  causing 
disturbances  in  the  church 
for  stating  their  objections' 
to  worldly  movements  in- 
troduced that  in  their  judg- 
ment are  not  in  harmony 
with  gospel  teaching  and  are 
severely  criticised  for 
changing  church  relation- 
ship when  in  their  judgment 
believe  that  they  can  live 
closer  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Bible, 

Bro.S.N.  McCann  has  this 
to  say  in  his  book,  ''We  illus- 
trate the  position  of  the 
true  child  of  God  by  the 
following  diagram,  (he 
draws)  one  large  cone  and 
a  number  of  small  ones. 
The  small  cones  a,  b,  c,  rep- 
resent the  creeds  of  the 
world;  the  large  cone  with 
the  word  Bible  printed  all 
over  it  represents  God's 
people,  those  who  do  not 
their  own  wills  but  the  will 
of  God. 

''Let  cone  'a'  represent 
the  Mormon  church — they 
have  some  Bible.  Under 
their  preaching  a  man  be- 
lieves and  resolves  to  follow 
Christ  in  all  things.  In- 
stead of  looking  to  Joseph 
Smith  and  following  their 
creed,  he  looks  to  Christ. 
The  Mormon  church  will  not 


hold  the  man,  but  he  presses 
on  as  light  opens. 

"Let  cone  'b'  represent 
the  Methodist  church,  this 
is  the  next  best  light  that 
the  individual  sees.  If  he 
looks  to  Christ  and  His 
word,  willing  to  follow 
where  he  leads,  the  Method- 
ist church  will  not  hold  him; 
but  as  soon  as  he  can  get 
nearer  to  Christ  he  goes. 
But  if  the  man  looks  to  John 
Wesley  or  to  the  Methodist 
discipline  he  is  lost  in  creed- 
isrn. 

"Let  cone  'c'  represent 
still  another  church  that  is 
the  next  best  light  that  the 
individual  gets,  and  he  at 
once  presses  to  it,  still  look- 
ing to  Christ  and  the  word 
for  guidance,  that  church 
will  not  hold  him  if  he  can 
get  nearer  to  Christ,  but  if 
he  looks  to  some  man  or  the 
teaching  of  the  church  and 
reasons  the  word  away,  he 
is  lost  in  creedism,  salvation 
is  impossible  to  him/' 

We  might  go  on  picturing 
cones  until  the  thousands  of 
orders  or  denominations 
were  referred  to,  but  the  in- 
dividual would  find  no  per-  i 
manent  home  in  any  one  of  f 
them  until  he  found  the  one 
with  Bible  written  all  over 
it  and  all  through  it. 

God  has  a  people  that  are 
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filled  with  His  spirit  and 
yet  who  live  His  word  in  the 
little  as  well  as  the  great 
things,  creeds  and  -isms  will 
not  hold  him  when  he  can 
get  nearer  to  Christ's  v/ord. 
The  true  child  of  God  may 
be  found  wherever  you  find 
a  man  willing  to  come  to  the 
light  as  fast  as  he  can  see  it. 
''If  there  be  first  a  wilhng 
mind,  it  is  accepted  accord- 
ing to  that  a  man  hath,  and 
not  according  to  that  he\ 
hath  not.  Remember  that 
a  true  child  of  God  is  always 
ready  and  willing  to  accept! 
light  and  to  get  it  even 
though  it  causes  him  to  for- 
sake father  and  mother, 
though  it  isolates  from  chil- 
dren and  kindred,  and 
causes  his  name  to  be  cast 
out  as  evil."  (Matt.  10:- 
35-39.) 

The  idea  that  a  man 
should  not  change  church 
relationship  is  a  wrong  one. 
If  a  man  is  willing  to  follow 
Jesus  he  must  change 
church  relationship  when- 
ever he  can  get  nearer  to 
Christ.  The  man  who  wills 
to  sacrifice  God's  word 
rather  than  church  relation- 
ship belongs  to  an  ism  and 
he  cannot  be  a  true  child  of 
God,  ''Lord  not  my  will,  but 
Thine  be  done,"  means  to 
say.  Lord,  Lord  and  do  what 


Jesus  says.     (Matt  7:21.)

This  scripture  is  spoken 
directly  to  the  followers  of 
Christ,  by  the  apostle  Peter, 
to  those  who  have  obtained 
like  precious  faith  v/ith  us, 
according  as  His  divine 
power  has  given  unto  us  all 
things  that  pertain  to  life 
and  Godliness  urging  them 
to  careful  attention  in  living 
the  Christian  life,  in  V.  21 
says :  For  it  had  been  better 
for  them  not  to  have  known 
the  way  of  righteousness 
than  after  they  have  known 
it  to  turn  from  the  holy 
commandments  delivered 
unto  them.  In  our  medita- 
tion of  the  Epistles,  of  the 
Apostle  Peter,  and  also  of 
the  present  conditions  of 
worldliness  permitted  and 
upheld  in  the  Church  of  The 
Brethren,  without  protest, 
where  I  formerly  held  my 
membership.  They  certainly 
have  lost  their  claim  as  be- 
ing a  Church  of  protest; 
(Two     Centuries    of      the 
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Church  of  the  Brethren, 
page  22-25.)  For  if  after 
they  have  escaped  the 
pollutions  of  the  world 
through  the  knowledge  of 
the  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ,  they  are  again  en- 
tangled therein,  and  over- 
come, the  latter  end  is 
worse  with  thern  than  the 
beginning,  (Again  I  quote 
from  pages  36-27.)  They 
were  a  plain  people,  the 
spirit  in  which  they  were : 
born  and  the  purpose  for! 
which  they  came  into  being  | 
demanded  an  earnest,  plain,  | 
simple  life.  The  clothing  I 
of  the  soul  in  the  beautiful  | 
vestments  of  righteousness; 
was  of  untold  more  value 
and  concern  to  them  than 
the  clothing  of  the  body. 
Even  an  inclination  of  their 
part  to  go  with  the  changing 
fashions  of  the  world  would 
have  been  grossly  inconsis- 
tent v/ith  the  principle  on 
which  they  started  out  and 
would  have  been  most  dis- 
astrous in  its  effects  on 
their  mission  and  work.  It 
is  just  as  impossible  today 
to  live  after  the  dictates  of 
worldly  pride  and  fashion 
and  at  the  same  time  live  a 
life  consecrated  to  God. 

If  the  church  organized 
in  1708  was  built  on  the 
foundation     (Christ)       1st 


Cor.  3:11,  and  stood  for  the 
whole  gospel  for  two  cen- 
turies before  permitting 
the  doctrine  of  modernism 
or  liberalism,  in  its  results 
to  cause  worldliness  and 
pride,  v/hich  resulted  in  a 
reorganization  knov/n  as 
the  Dunkard  Brethren 
church,  accepting  the 
doctrine  and  ruling  of  the 
1708  organization  to  the 
year  1911  when  the  worldly 
element  was  in  control  of 
the  former  organization.  If 
the  1708  organization  was 
the  true  followers  of  Christ 
in  obedience  to  His  word  be- 
fore they  apostatized,  cer- 
tainly the  Dunkard  church, 
who  reorganized  and  ac- 
cepted the  doctrine  of  the 
former  church  must  be 
justified  in  contending  for 
the  faith  once  delivered  to 
the  saints. 

There  are  many  who  are 
on  the  wrong  way  and  are 
not  satisfied  with  existing 
conditions  where  they  are 
but  lack  courage  to  take 
their  stand  for  what  they 
know  to  be  right.  To  follow 
Jesus,  requires  us  to  travel 
on  the  straight  and  narrow 
way.  (Matt.  7:13-14),  En- 
ter  ye  in  at  the  strait 
gate;  for  wide  is  the  gate, 
and  broad  is  the  way,  which 
leadeth  to  destruction,  and 
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many  there  be  which  go  in 
thereat;  because  strait  is  the 
gate  and  narrow  is  the  way 
which  leadeth  unto  life,  and 
few  there  be  that  find  it. 

Dear  brethren,  why  halt 
between  two  opinions?  If 
the  Lord  be  God  follow  Him, 
but  if  Ba-al,  then  follow 
him.  (I  Kings,  18:21.)  What 
fellovv^ship  hath  righteous- 
with  unrighteousness,  and 
what  communion  hath  light 
with  darkness.  (II  Cor. 
6:14-17.)  Wherefore  come 
out  from  amiong  them,  and 
be  ye  separate,  saith  the 
Lord,  and  touch  not  the  un- 
clean thing;  and  I  will  re- 
ceive you 

God  wants  His  true 
followers  to  separate  them- 
selves from  those  who  dis- 
obey His  word.  For  the 
time  is  come  that  judgment 
must  begin  at  the  house  of 
God,  and  if  it  first  begins  at 
us,  what  will  be  the  end  of 
them  that  obey  the  gospel 
of  God.  May  God  give  de- 
liverance to  those  who  are 
in  bondage,  for  if  they  are 
freed  by  the  gospel,  then 
are  they  freed  indeed.

Some  Bible  teaching  on 
the  great  apostasy. 

The  word  ''apostasy"  is 
not  a  Bible  word,  though 
what  it  means  is  a  Bible 
teaching.  It  means  the 
forsaking  of  scriptural 
principles.  ''A  total  de- 
parture from  one's  faith  or 
religion."  There  are  many 
scriptures  pointing  to  the 
thought  that  in  ''the  last 
days"  there  is  to  be  a  great 
turning  away  from  the  faith 
of  the  word  of  God.  Jesus 
and  the  apostles  have 
emphasized  in  their  teach- 
I  ing  that  Antichrists,  false 
■teachers  and  deceitful 
[workers  should  be  numerous 
,  before  and  near  to  the  close 
of  the  Christian  age. 

In  II  Thes.  2:1-4  we 
gather  that  Paul  wished  to 
correct  a  misconception  and 
quiet  the  fears  of  the 
Thessalonians  regarding  the 
nearness  of  "the  day  of 
Christ."  He  says:  "Let  no 
man  deceive  you  by  any 
means;  for  that  day  shall 
not  come,  except  there  come 
a  falling  away  first,  and 
that  man  of  sin  be  revealed, 
the  son  of  perdition."     Two 
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happenings  were  pointed  to 
before  the  day  of  Christ 
should  come.  First:  a  fall- 
ing away,  or  as  in  the  re- 
vised ''the  falling  away." 
Second:  ''The  man  of  sin'' 
to  be  revealed.  Moffatt's 
translation  of  the  whole 
passage  reads:  "With  re- 
gard to  the  arrival  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  our 
Master  before  Him,  I  beg  of 
you,  brothers,  not  let  your 
minds  get  easily  unsettled 
or  excited  by  any  spirit  of 
prophecy  or  any  declaration 
or  any  letter  purporting  to 
come  from  me,  to  the  effect 
that  the  day  of  the  Lord  is 
already  here.  Let  nobody 
delude  you  into  this  belief, 
whatever  he  may  say.  It 
will  not  come  till  the  re- 
bellion takes  place  first  of 
all,  with  the  revealing  of! 
the  lawless  one,  the  doomed 
one,  the  adversary  who 
vaunts  himself  above  and 
against  every  so-called  god 
or  object  or  worship, 
actually  seating  himself  in 
the  temple  of  God  with  the 
proclamation  that  he  him- 
self is  God." 

There  are  very  significant 
teachings  in  this  passage 
which  should  greatly  inter- 
est us  all.  Before  Christ  is 
to  come  there  will  be  a 
great  apostasy,  a  great  fall- 


ing away  or  rebellion 
against  the  truth  and 
against  any  god  or  so-called 
god  and  with  the  declara- 
tion that  man  is  God.  Not 
only  will  there  be  unpre- 
cedented vv^orldliness  in  the 
church  as  pointed  to  in  the 
message  to  Laodicea  with 
the  Savior's  name,  authority 
and  presence  denied,  but 
there  v/ill  be  an  utter 
abandonment  of  the  doc- 
trines held  by  the  church 
down  through  the  centuries. 
This  will  all  m.ean  a  wider 
spread  of  the  doctrines  of 
"Modernism,"  if  not  the  pre- 
vailing belief  in  these 
doctrines  over  the  world. 
It  will  mean,  doubtless,  a 
denial  by  the  church  leaders 
generally  of  the  inspiration 
of  the  scriptures,  the 
divinity  of  Christ,  His 
supernatural  birth.  His 
expiatory  death,  His  resur- 
rection, the  creation  accord- 
ing to  Genesis,  fall  of  man 
and  all  such  fundamental 
teachings  of  the  Bible.  It 
will  m.ean  that  men  accord- 
ing to  this  "New  Theology" 
are  not  sinners  in  need  of  a 
Savior,  but  must  work  out 
their  own  salvation  and 
destiny  through  education 
and  science.  No  longer  will 
men  need  to  repent  or  obey 
the  gospel. 
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Already  these  teachings 
are  spreading  world-wide, 
many  so-called  religious 
leaders  in  universit'es  and 
theological  schools  are 
boasting  about  the  pro- 
gress of  this  "Liberal 
Theolog}^"  Those  who  hold 
to  the  old-time  teachings 
handed  down  to  the  church 
through  the  centuries  are, 
in  educated  circles,  con- 
sidered to  be  behind  the 
time.  They  are  thought  by 
many  to  be  uneducated, 
even  ignorant  as  well  as 
dogmatic.  Everybody  is 
supposed  these  days  to  be 
tolerant  toward  those  who 
can  no  longer  endorse  the 
faith  as  formerly  taught  in 
the  churches.  This  is  what 
makes  the  outlook  especially 
dark  at  this  time. 

Surely  we  are  living  in 
perilous  times.  Surely  we 
are  nearing  the  ''day  of  the 
Lord,'^  and  the  ''falling 
away"  from  the  faith  is  now 
come  to  pass.  "Now  the 
Spirit  speaketh  expressly, 
that  in  the  latter  times  some 
shall  depart  from  the  faith, 
giving  heed  to  seducing 
spirits,  and  doctrines  of 
devils."  (I  Tim.  4:1.)  This 
time  must  be  here.  Men 
have,  and  boast  about,  the 
"Form  of  Godliness,  but 
deny  the  power."  This  "new 


theology,"  this  "modern- 
ism," has  power  and  in- 
creasing power  w  i  t  h 
men,  but  it  has  no  power 
with  God  in  the  saving  of 
souls. 

The  situation  in  Russia 
at  this  time  looks,  to  a 
marked  degree,  like  a  ful- 
fillment of  the  scripture  in 
Thessalonians.  The  Rus- 
sian authorities  are  doing 
all  they  can  to  "oppose  and 
exalt  themselves  above  all 
that  is  called  God,  or  that  is 
worshipped."  They  have 
decreed  that  "there  must 
not  remain  on  the  territory 
of  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  on  May  1, 
1937  a  single  house  of 
prayer  to  God,  and  the  very 
conception  of  "God"  will  be 
banished  from  the  bound- 
aries of  the  Soviet  Union,  as 
a  survival  of  the  middle  ages 
which  has  served  as  an  in- 
strument for  the  oppression 
of  the  working  masses." 
This  decree  is  said  to  cover 
one-sixth  of  the  land  surface 
of  the  earth.  It  is  made  un- 
lawful to  teach  any  child  a 
single  verse  of  scripture. 
It  is  claimed  that  no  such 
precedent  can  be  found  in 
the  history  of  the  world, 
that  all  the  people  of  a 
nation  were  forbidden  to 
worship  any  form  of  deity. 
The  Russian  will  have     no 
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God  of  any  conception. 

The  people  of  all  nations, 
even  heathen  nations,  have 
worshipped  one  or  more 
gods  of  some  kind.  But 
the  Russians  will  have  none. 
One  writer  says  if  they  v/or- 
ship  at  all  it  is  a  man,  and  a 
dead  man  at  that.  In  great 
numbers  they  gather  in 
reverence  before  the  dead 
body  of  Lenin  which  has 
been  embahned  and  encased 
in  glass. 

Since  starting  this  anti- 
God  movement  a  few  years 
ago  it  is  estimated  that 
twenty-five  millions  of 
atheists  between  the  ages  of 
fifteen  and  twenty-five  have 
been  reared  up  in  Russia, 
and  younger  ones  coming 
on.  These  are  entirely  loyal 
to  the  system  even  though 
'It  enslaves  them  body,  soul, 
and  spirit.''  In  a  university 
a  two-year  course  is  offered 
granting  ''the  degree  Doctor 
of  Atheism.''  No  pains  are 
spared  in  spreading  this 
terrible  system  broadcast 
in  every  nation  of  the  world. 

In  carrying  out  their  de- 
cree "It  is  proposed  to  an- 
nihilate all  religious  schools 
by  depriving  all  the  "servi- 
tors of  religious  cults"  of 
their  allowances  of  food  and 
the  necessities  of  life." 
Whether  or  not  the  dictator 


of  Russia  is  some  kind  of  a 
forerunner  of  the  Anti- 
christ, he  is  thus  emplojdng 
the  tactics  of  that  terrible 
personage  as  pointed  to  in 
Rev.  13.  Atheism  is  in  this 
case  the  "mark  of  the 
beast."  None  may  buy  or 
sell  without  it. 

Since  Paul  says  that  the 
Antichrist  must  be  revealed 
along  with  the  "falling 
away"  some  might  ask,  who 
is  he?  All  must  admit  the 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  an 
explanation.  Of  him  we 
know  nothing  except  what 
is  said  of  him  in  the  scrip- 
tures. Opinions  differ.  I 
believe  he  will  be  a  world 
dictator  with  power  to  say 
what  shall  be  or  not  be 
among  men.  He  will  be  a 
persecutor.  He  will  be  a 
superman  or  at  least  de- 
ceive men  into  believing  he 
is  such.  He  will  claim  that 
he  is  God.  And  he  will  fight 
against  God,  against  Christ, 
and  seek  to  destroy  the  wor-^ 
shippers  of  God.  Doubtless 
he  will  come  out  of  a  league 
of  nations  or  some  world 
court. 

With  some  example  of 
dictators  now  among  the 
nations  and  with  men 
aspiring  for  such  positions, 
and  others  now  advocating 
their  needs,  why  should  it  be 
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thought  either  impossible 
or  improbable  for  such  a  one 
to  arise.  Paul  says  he  must 
be  revealed.  God  is  being 
denied  and  man  is  being 
exalted.  Ministers  are 
learnedly  discoursing  about 
the  ''divinity  of  man''  and 
the  ''humanity  of  God." 
They  are  telling  us  in  great 
confidence  that  Christ  is 
divine  and  in  the  same  sense 
•man  is  divine.  With  many 
such  blasphemous  teachings 
coming  from  leaders  in  the 
churches  and  from  uni- 
versities and  theological 
schools,  and  such  doctrines 
spreading,  do  we  think  it 
impossible  for  the  world  and 

I  a  back-sliding  church  to 
turn  to  just  such  an  Anti- 
christ as  is  described  in  the 
Bible.  Refusing  to  hold 
fast  to  the  name  of  Christ 
and  denying  His  faith,  they 
turn  to  the  proud  "lawless 
one,  the  son  of  perdition." 
Our  Lord  said  to  the  Jewish 
leaders:  "I  am  come  in  My 
Father's  name,  and  ye  re- 
ceive me  not:  if  another 
shall  come  in  his  own  name, 
him  ye  will  receive,"  (Jno. 
5:43). 

Just  a  few  words  as  to 
"the  day  of  the  Lord."  It 
designates  the  time  of  judg- 
ments   upon     an     ungodly 

i    world.    If  the    reader    will 


trace  the  words  through  the 
Bible  he  will  see  in  the  many 
passages  how    terrible    are 
these  judgments  to  be  visited 
!  upon  the  people  and  nations. 
I  can  point  to  two  or  three 
'only.     "Woe  unto  you  that 
j desire  the  day  of  the  Lord; 
to  v/hat  end  is  it    for    j^ou? 
The  day  of  the  Lord  is  dark- 
ness, and  not  light.  .  .  .  Shall 
'not  the  day  of  the  Lord  be 
I  darkness,    and    not    light, 
leven    very    dark    and    no 
'brightness  in  it?"      (Amos 
5:18-20.)  "Alas  for  the  day; 
for  the  day  of  the  Lord  is  at 
hand,  and  as  a  destruction 
for  the  Almighty    shall     it 
come."     (Joel  1:15.) 

The  time  is  a  time  of 
darkness  because  the  light 
of  the  gospel  of  Christ  is 
obscured.  Steps  must  then 
be  taken  to  restore  the  light. 
"For  behold,  the  darkness 
shall  cover  the  earth,  and 
gross  darkness  the  people; 
but  the  Lord  shall  arise  upon 
thee,  and  His  glory  shall  be 
seen  upon  thee."  (Isa. 
60:2.)  Man  has  obscured 
the  light  and  it  must  be  re- 
stored by  the  returning 
Redeemer.  (See  verse  20  of 
chapter  59.)  It  shall  then 
be  said:  "Arise,  shine;  for 
thy  light  is  come,  and  the 
glory  of  the  Lord  is  risen 
upon  thee."    Omak,  Wash.

Sin  is  any  word,  action, 
commission  or  desire  con- 
trary to  the  law  of  God.

Paul  in  writing  to 
the  Romans  (5-19)  said  that 
in  one  man's  disobedience 
many  were  made  sinners 
and  this  sin  was  communi- 
cated to  the  whole  human 
family.  The  psalmist  David 
realized  this  when  he  said 
(51:5),  '^Behold  I  was 
shapen  in  iniquity  and  in  sin 
did  my  mother  conceive 
me.''  James  1 :15  says,  ''Sin 
when  it  is  finished  bringeth 
forth  death." 

Sin  and  death  entered 
into  the  world  by  the  malice 
of  the  devil  and  Adam  by 
his  disobedience  and  yield- 
ing to  the  temptation  of 
Satan  has  made  us  all  guilty 
in  the  eyes  of  God.  Now 
what  is  the  remedy? 

God  looked  down  on  this 
sin  cursed  earth  and  so 
loved  the  world  that  He 
gave  His  only  begotten  Son 
that  whosoever  believeth  on 
Him  might  not  perish  but 
have  everlasting  life.  ( Jno.

That  she  was  desirous 
of  a  better  life  and  that  He 
was  the  Christ,  (John  4) 
and  she  immediately  left 
her  water  pot  and  went  into 
the  city  and  told  her  ex- 
perience and  many  came 
unto  Him.

I  chaeus,  a  publican,  a  sinner, 
I  a  man  who  had  come  to  his 
wealth  possibly  through  dis- 
honesty, yet  when  he    con-

of  Man  has  come  to  seek  and 
I  to  save  that  which  is  losf 
I  (Luke  19:9-10.) 
'     The  thief  that  was  cruci- 
fied along  side     of     Christ 
j  confessed  his  guilt  and  just 
.reward  for  his  deed    asked 
i  Jesus  that  he    might    have 
I  mercy  for  him.    Jesus  said, 
'  'Today  shalt  thou  be    with 
Me     in    paradise.''     (Luke 
1 23 :42-43.)  As  Jesus  hung  on 
I  the    cross    suspended    be- 
tween heaven  and  earth  he 
prayed  for     his     assassins,

To  our 
sorrov/  however,  it  seems  in 
our  efforts  to  provide  safe- 
guards in  our  work  there 
has  been  a  tendency  of  some 
who  seemingly  have  imbibed 
of  the  modernistic  and  un- 
safe theories  to  the  extent 
that  the  progress  of  the 
work  has  been  hindered. 

Thus  we  have  noticed 
when  matters  have  con- 
fronted us  which  have  re- 
quired system,  order  and 
discipline  some  have  con- 
tended that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  be  so  exact  or  strict 
in  regard  to  these  ''little 
matters''  and  thus  have  on 
some  things  prevented  a 
definite  and  clear  decision 
and  understanding.  This 
we  think  is  not  for  the  best. 
It  will  be  remembered,  years 
ago  with  the  coming  of 
these  modernistic  ten- 
dencies this  same  argum.ent 
was  noticeable  and  in  time 
prevailed  to  the  destruction 
of  the  building.     So  we  feel 
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it  necessary  to  throw  out  a 
word  of  warning  for  all  to 
be  on  the  lookout  for  any 
unsound  doctrine  that  may 
confront  us  and  be  pre- 
pared to  overthrow  it.  With 
system,  order  and  discipline 
as  given  us  in  the  gospel  we 
can  have  unity  and  harmony 
and  grow  ''unto  an  holy 
temple  in  the  Lord,"  with- 
out it  we  shall  have  strife, 
contention  and  confusion 
and  our  building  shall  not 
stand.

TRENDS 


Progress  of  Unsafe  Trends 


We  have  discussed  the 
turning  point  or  crisis  which 
must  be  reached  before  the 
church  can  finish  her  course. 
It  is  thought  that  we  ought 
to  be  able  to  get  our  bear- 
ings and  determine,  if  pos- 
sible, whither  we  are  bound, 
and  what  may  be  expected 
just  around  the  bend  in  the 
road.  This  cannot  be  un- 
less we  believe  in,  and  are 
willing  to  consult  our  guide- 
book, the  word  of  God.  Its 
instructions  alone  must  be 
depended  upon  to  serve  as 


guide-posts  as  to  our  course 
and  how  far  we  have  come. 
!  It  is  not  claimed  that  we 
have  had  such  fulfilment  of 
scripture  prophecy  as  to 
conclude  unmistakably 
that  the  crisis  of  which  we 
have  spoken  is  now  upon  us. 
This  cannot  be  so  definitely 
determined.  No,  not  yet. 
Many,  perhaps  we  might  say 
most,  of  the  prophecies  re- 
lating to  such  a  time  are  to 
be  fulfilled  when  this  time 
arrives  or  just  previous  to 
it.  There  will  then  be  no 
mistaking  their  import  on 
the  part  of  the  wise  and 
true  child  of  God.  The 
trend  toward  the  final  con- 
summation is  what  we  are 
concerned  with.  How  long 
it  will  be  we  know  not.  But 
great  events  come  fast  in 
our  day,  and  we  cannot  tell 
what  a  day  or  a  year  will 
bring  forth. 

If  it  is  shown  that  we  are 
moving  toward  a  certain 
point,  it  is  certain  we  will 
reach  the  point  sooner  or 
later,  unless  we  face  about 
or  change  the  course.  It  is 
folly  to  close  our  eyes  and 
ears,  as  so  many  seem  to  be 
doing,  and  just  follow  with 
the  crowd  because  there  is 
a  crowd. 

The  Bible  most  certainly 
teaches  that  in  the    end    of 
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our  age  the  great  mass  of 
the  people  will  be  blinded 
with  a  false  hope.  Many 
leaders  in  the  churches^  and 
especially  in  the  seats  of 
learning,  are  fast  turning 
or  have  already  turned  from 
the  true  source  of  light  and 
wisdom,  the  eternal  word  of 
God.  Ignoring  and  ridicul- 
ing the  teachings  of  the 
Bible,  many  have  blinded 
their  eyes  through  their  so- 
called  enlightenment,  which 
men  have  founded  on 
hypotheses,  speculations, 
guesses  and  conjectures.  If 
the  blind  lead  the  blind,  will 
they  both  not  fall  into  the 
ditch?  ^'Beware  lest  any 
man  spoil  you  through 
philosophy  and  vain  deceit, 
after  the  tradition  of  men, 
after  the  rudim_ents  of  the 
world  and  not  after  Christ.'' 
(Col.  2:8.) 

It  is  not  an  agreeable 
task  to  point  to  the  failings 
of  the  church  membership, 
and  especially  of  the 
leaders.  It  is  more  pleas- 
ant to  think  and  speak  of 
their  steadfastness,  de- 
votion and  spirituality.  We 
knov/  the  Master  rejoiced 
when  He  could  give  such 
loving  words  of  encourage- 
ment and  promise  to  the 
faithful  m.embers  in  the 
seven  churches.     In     their 


poverty  and  weakness  He 
gave  them  what  they 
needed.  His  words  are  for 
all  such  in  every  age.  On 
the  other  hand,  He  did  not 
hesitate  to  point  to  what 
was  not  praiseworthy.  He 
knew  every  motive  and 
what  was  in  man,  and  He 
did  not  cast  about  for  som.e 
excuse  to  be  ''tolerant/'  In 
warning  the  unfaithful  He 
did  not  mince  words  or  leave 
them  to  guess  at  His  mean- 
ing. The  v\^arnings  He  gave 
in  these  messages  and  to  His 
disciples  while  yet  in  the 
world,  and  such  as  have 
been  given  by  all  who  have 
patterened  after  Him  have 
no  doubt  saved  countless 
souls  from  eternal  ruin. 

Those  who  stand  by  and 
see  the    encroachments    of 
worldliness  and  false  teach- 
ings in  the  church,  and  say 
nothing  to  warn  the  people, 
cannot  claim  Christ  for  their 
exam^ple.       Such     as       are 
leaders  and  will  do  this  are 
'betraying  the  trust  of  their 
high     calling.     They       are 
like    shepherds    who      flee 
when  the  wolf     comes     to 
I  devour  the  sheep.     They  are 
faithless  watchmen  who  will 
jnot  warn  the  people    upon 
the  approach  of  the  enemy. 
The  blood  of  the  slain  will 
'be Required  of  them.     (See 
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Eze.  33.) 

But  to  be  more  explicit; 
if  the  leading  churches  of 
our  time  have  drifted  into 
worldliness  and  are  now 
drifting,  as  we  believe  they 
are,  into  inexcusable  un- 
belief, should  it  not  be 
known?  And  it  is  known. 
Not  by  all,  no,  for  some  will 
not  see  it.  But  many  in  the 
churches  have  given  warn- 
ing. Some  books  have  been 
published,  and  the  editors 
and  v/riters  of  a  few  re- 
ligious papers  have  spoken 
with  no  uncertain  emphasis 
in  exposing  the  apostasy  in 
these  churches.  It  certainly 
seems  a  poor  time  for  the 
smaller  denominations  to 
start  following  in  the  lead 
of  these  larger  churches. 
It  is  more  in  keeping  with 
true  wisdom  for  them  to 
stand  by  their  principles 
and  ''fce  watchful,  and 
strengthen  the  things  that 
remain." 

Being  swayed  and  led  by 
outside  influences  has  ever 
been  a  source  of  danger  to 
God's  people.  This  danger 
in  great  degree  faces  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren.  In 
more  ways  than  one  the 
leaders  are  desirous  of  be- 
ing, if  possible,  like  other 
churches.  Farther  on  I 
wish      to    notice    how    in 


methods  and  in  the  message 
of  the  church  this  is  having 
,  an  effect  that  is  not  good. 
i  If  I  have  understood  the 
!  claim  of  the  Dunkard 
[Brethren  movement,  they 
were  founded  mainly  upon 
the  plea  of  uncontrolled 
worldliness  in  the  Church  of 
the  Brethren.  I  will  say 
nothing  for  or  against  this 
plea  at  the  time  it  was  made. 
Bat  novv^,  this  is  only  one  of 
the  pleas  which  might  be 
entered.  We  now  have  not 
only  worldliness  to  a  degree 
unknown  in  the  past,  but 
we  have  other  systems  of 
teaching  which  are  unsafe 
for  the  reason  that  they  are 
un-Biblical. 

Many  congregations  in 
the  larger  churches  have 
been  turned  over  to  minis- 
ters who  have  accepted  the 
theory  of  evolution  as  to  the 
origin  of  animals  and  man. 
Many  others  will  say 
nothing  against  it  lest  they 
appear  uneducated.  The 
same  is  true  of  many  in  my 
own  congregation.  It  should 
be  known  by  all  that  before 
one  can  accept  such  theories 
he  must  first  be  led  to  dis- 
credit the  scriptures.  If 
any  one  can  discredit  the 
Bible  so  as  to  be  led  into 
this  evolutionary  belief  he 
will  find    it    comparatively 
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easy  to  imbibe  what  we 
might  call  the  milder  teach- 
ings of  the  ''Modernist/^ 
Having  reached  this  stage, 
there  is  really  no  stopping 
place  for  such  a  one.  The 
Bible  to  him  gradually  be- 
comes no  longer  authority 
for  the  settlement  of  any 
question  with  any  degree  of 
certainty.  He  is  now  adrift 
upon  the  broad  sea  of  un- 
certainty, easily  carried 
about  by  most  any  wind  of 
doctrine  having  behind  it 
some  theory  of  science. 

P  0  s  t-millennialism  i  s 
another  system  of  teaching 
which  has  spread  through 
the  church  in  recent  years. 
Many,  while  not  accepting 
the  teachings,  have  regarded 
it  is  not  harmful,  and  have 
thought  those  holding  such 
views  should  teach  them 
with  no  opposition.  In  a 
way  I  have  so  thought  my- 
self. To  such  an  attitude 
may  be  attributed  the  un- 
precedented spread  of  many 
perverting  doctrines  in  the 
last  quarter  of  a  century. 

Looking  now,  as  regards 
this  teaching,  at  the  unsafe 
methods  pursued  in  spirit- 
ualizing and  making  figura- 
tive numerous  plain  scrip- 
tures, and  seeing  the  effect 
this  is  having  with  those 
who     have     accepted      the 


doctrine  I  have  concluded 
that  it  has  served  no  more 
and  no  less  than  as  an  open- 
ing vv^edge  into  the  evolu- 
tionary and  modernistic 
theories.  The  same  miethods 
are  pursued  in  promoting 
belief  in  each  of  these  doc- 
trines. This  is  to  lead  to- 
ward discrediting  the  scrip- 
tures. For  this  reason  they 
seem  to  stand  together  and 
fit  into  each  other. 

Other  installments  of 
these  articles  will  be  con- 
cerned with  the  subjects 
mentioned,  namely,  worldly 
evolutionary  and  modern- 
istic trends  in  the  church. 
As  set  forth  it  is  believed 
these  are  gradually  and 
rapidly  tending  toward  the 
final  state  of  departure, 
which  the  word  of  God 
teaches  v/ill  be  rife  at  end 
of  the  Christian  dispensa- 
tion. 

I  hope  I  may  not  be  out  of 
place  in  calling  attention  to 
a  few  of  the  evidences  of 
these  things  in  our  de- 
nomination, and  a  few  of 
the  extremes  to  which  they 
have  led  miany  of  the  leaders 
in  other  churches.

''He  Slid,  I  am  the  voice  of 
one  crving  in  the  wilder- 
ness/' Vno.  1:23.) 

There  was  a  report  cur- 
rent in  Jerusalem  that 
caused  quite  a  stir,  a 
mysterious  preacher,  a 
cryer  in  the  wilderness  of 
Judea.  He  is  preaching 
the  baptism  of  repentance 
for  the  remission    of    sins. 

His  message  as  well  as 
His  appearance,  work  and 
success,  perplexed  the 
higher  ups  in  Jerusalem. 
They  at  once  decided  that  a 
committee  of  Priests  and 
Levites  be  appointed  to  go 
and  learn  if  possible  who 
this  remarkable  person 
might  be.  Since  this  was 
at  an  age  that  the  people 
were  looking  for  the 
Messiah,  the  question  arose 
who  knows  but  what 
this  is  the  one  which  is  to 
come. 

When  the  committee  ap- 
proached John  they  plyed 
him  with  many  questions. 
Who  art  thou,  mysterious 
preacher?  Art  thou  the 
Christ?  Art  thou  one  of  the 
prophets,  or  art  thou  per- 
chance EHas? 


No,  answered  John,  I  am 
neither  one  of  the  prophets 
nor  the  Messiah,  I  am  no 
one,  I  am  the  voice  of  one. 

Notice  John's  modest 
manner  in  the  presence  of 
these  prominent  persons 
from  the  city.  Would  he 
have  possessed  an  exalted 
spirit  so  prevalent  in  this 
age  in  the  rank  and  file  of 
the  ministry  he  would  have 
introduced  himself  some- 
thing like  this:  ''I  am  he  of 
whom  it  is  written,  'Behold, 
I  send  my  messenger  before 
the  face  of  the  Messiah.  I 
am  John  the  Rabbi,  Rabbi.'" 
But  John  was  no  one,  simply 
the  voice  of  one. 

If  there  was  any  honor- 
able title  attached  to  his 
name  he  left  that  to  the 
Lord,  who  said,  "Verily,  I 
say  unto  you,  among  them 
that  are  born  of  women 
there  hath  not  risen  a 
greater  than  John  the 
Baptist."  Truly  he  that  will 
humble  himself  shall  be  ex- 
alted. 

In  the  23rd  chapter  of 
Matthew  in  the  first  para- 
graph Jesus  refers  to  those 
who  occupy  the  office  of  the 
ministry  who  possessed  an 
exalted  spirit,  who  loved  the 
uppermost  seats  at  feasts 
(banquets)  and  the  chief 
seats  in  church,  and  greet- 
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ings  in  public  places,  and  to 
be  called  of  men  Rabbi, 
Rabbi.  These  titles  of 
honor  and  dignity,  Clark 
says,  were  in  great  vogue  in 
our  Lord's  time,  sam.e  as 
D.  D.  and  Rev.  in  our  day. 

But  Jesus  said  to  his  dis- 
ciples, ^'But  be  not  ye  called 
Rabbi,  for  one  is  your 
master  even  Christ,  and  all 
ye  are  brethren.''  In  order 
to  grasp  the  full  meaning  of 
these  words,  ''And  all  ye  are 
brethren,"  one  must  empty 
himself  of  self,  then  they 
v/ill  sink  dovv^n  deep  into  the 
innermost  feeling.  Think 
of  the  heavenly  feeling 
3^ou  experienced  at  a  love 
feast,  v/here  the  Holy  Spirit 
was  prevailing  the  audience, 
where  we  were  sitting  to- 
gether in  heavenly  places, 
where  nothing  w^as  done 
through  vain  glory,  but  in 
lowliness  of  mind,  one 
esteemed  the  other  better 
than  himself,  where  all  v/ere 
equal  in  Christ  Jesus.  What 
a  glorious  experience!  A 
foretaste  of  heaven. 

If  Jesus  was  here  now  He 
would  say  to  His  followers. 
Be  ye  not  called  Doctors  of 
Divinit^^,  for  there  is  only 
one  Divine  Physician,  Jesus. 
Nor  reverend,  for  there  is 
only  one  who  is  ''Holy  and 
Reverend."      (Ps.     111:9). 


"All  ye  are  brethren,"  Christ 
closes  the  paragraph  in 
which  He  refers  to  these 
titles  of  honor  and  dignity 
by  saying,  "But  he  that  is 
greatest  am.ong  you  shall 
be  your  servant,  and  who- 
soever shall  exalt  himself 
shall  be  abased  and  he  that 
shall  humble  himself  shall 
be  exalted,"  so  we  see  the 
way  to  arrive  at  the  highest 
degree  of  dignity  in  the 
sight  of  God,  is  to  be  willing 
to  becom.e  the  servant  of 
all.  Nothing  is  more  hate- 
ful in  the  sight  of  God  than 
pride.  There  is  no  minister 
in  the  church  of  Christ  that 
deserves  a  higher  commien- 
dation  from  the  Lord  than 
John  the  Baptist,  and  he 
said,  "I  am.  no  one  only  the 
voice  of  one,  crying  in  the 
v/ilderness,  preaching  re- 
pentance to  prepare  the 
hearts  of  the  people  for  the 
reception  of  their  Savior, 

About  thirty-five  years 
ago  I  visited  a  Brethren's 
school  in  the  east,  a  teacher 
pointed  out  a  student  whom 
he  said  was  aiming  for  a 
D.  D.  degree,  he  said,  do  you 
know  what  D.  D.  stands  for 
in  the  Church  of  The 
Brethren?  "Death  to 
Dunkerism."  I  did  not 
comprehend  the  truth  of 
the  expression  at  the  time, 
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neither  did  I  expect  to  live 
to  see  the  truth  of  the  ex- 
pression verified.  Sure 
enough,  the  higher  educa- 
tion with  its  accompani- 
ments has  gotten  control  of 
the  church  and  has  killed 
the  true  spirit  of  brother- 
hood, dropped  the  token  of 
brotherly  love,  the  kiss,  and 
scattered  the  flock.  But 
thanks  be  to  God,  Ee 
gathers  together  His  sheep 
from  here  and  there  and 
brings  them  into  His  fold 
where  they  can  enjoy  sea- 
sons of  refreshing  froii  the 
presence  of  the  Lord  as  of 
yore,  and  appreciate  the 
promise  of  the  Lord,  ^Tear 
not  little  flock,  for  it  is  your 
Father's  good  pleasure  to 
give  you  the  kingdom."

THE    II AXDICAPPED 

MOTHER'S  TRIALS  AND 

REWARD 


Eear  readers,  brethren 
and  sisters  in  the  Christ :  In 
I  the  hope  of  helping  some 
I  anxious  inquirer,  I  write 
[these  facts:  In  my  school- 
I  boy  days  I  lived  in  and  with 
I  the  family  which  I  now  de- 
scribe. From  the  parents, 
I  from  others  who  came  from 
.the  same  locality,  and  from 
'personal  contact  of  more 
I  than  seven  years  I  learned 
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substantially  this  (for 
brevity  I  will  call  the 
parents  John  and  Mary) : 

John  was  a  country  lad, 
son  of  a  Methodist  class 
leader,  honest,  of  excellent 
habits,  a  ''moder'  young 
man,  a  non-Christian,  Mary 
was  a  devout  Christian. 
They  were  married — each 
probably  expected  to  easily 
win  the  other  to  his  (or  her) 
religion.  They  were  early 
settlers,  farmers,  in  Illinois. 
John  w^as  very  untidy  and 
immodest  in  his  home  but 
strictly  against  the  ^^social 
sin.'^  Mary  was  tidy,  an 
exemplary  Christian,  a 
church  lover,  and  so  far  as 
possible,  a  strict  observer  of 
the  sanctiity  of  Lord's  Day. 
But  John  thought  other- 
wise. He  taught  that  the 
vilest  criminal  and  the 
holiest  saint  would  equally 
share  ineffable  glory  in 
heaven;  his  life  and  his 
religion  exactly  agreed.  He 
usually  arose  very  early 
Sunday  morning  and  (1) 
left  home  before  anyone  else 
awoke,  leaving  no  clue  to 
his  whereabouts  until  his 
return,  generally  late  at 
night;  or  (2)  ''Hurrah  boys, 
we  must  plant  corn,  build 
fence,  stack  grain,"  or  some- 
thing else  to  keep  busy  all 
day.     The  rest  of  the  week 


he  rose  any  time  from  seven 
to  ten  a.  m..,  and  retired  any 
time  before  midnight.  In 
short,  an  hour  lost  on  Sun- 
day ¥7as  irreparable — worse 
than  ten  hours  lost  other 
days.  He  v/as  just  as 
irregular  with  m_eals,  v/ork, 
and  sleep.  He  was  a  super- 
fine blacksmith,  a  very  poor 
farmier,  and  a  poorer  man- 
ager of  his  business. 

Mary  rose  early  the  year 
around-— four  to  six  a.  m.— 
worked  unceasingly — ex- 
cept for  meals— until  about 
10 :30  p.  m.  She  did  the 
housework  for  the  entire 
family,  including  spinning 
her  own  yarn,  knitting  and 
darning  the  hosiery,  making 
and  miending  nearly  all  the 
clothes  until  yarn  v/as  m.ade 
by  machinerj^ — about  when 
her  eleventh  child  was  born. 

She  also  milked  from 
three  to  five  cows,  morning 
and  evening,  fed  the  hogs, 
calves,  and  hens,  and  heed 
in  the  garden.  I  have  never 
known  a  more  faithful, 
affectionate,  patient,  self- 
sacrificing  wife  and  mother, 
a  more  perfect  ''love-slave'' 
to  her  entire  family.  John 
required  the  girls  to  work 
in  the  field  much  of  the 
time. 

Timie  passed  on.  Bill,  the 
oldest,  served  in  the     Civil 
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war  from  1861  to  1865,  in- 
cluding 15  months  in  rebel 
prisons  which  reduced  his 
weight  over  50  per  cent. 
Mary  v/orried  almost  inces- 
santly during  this  time, 
while  John  seemed  undis- 
turbed. John  loved  Union 
soldiers — except  his  '^Biir' 
— and  small  children — ex- 
cept his  own.  He  once 
m^ade  a  box  cradle  for  baby, 
but  Mary  rocked  it  too  maich 
to  suit  him,  so  he  knocked 
the  rockers  off.  When  a 
little  baby,  five  or  more 
months  old,  disturbed  his 
night  slumbers  he  would 
take  it  from  Mary,  spank  it 
severely,  hand  it  back  to 
Mary  and  go  to  sleep.  Her 
begging  and  pleading  for 
baby  w^ere  in  vain. 

John  w^as  not  wilfully  bad, 
malicious;  he  meant  to  be, 
and  doubtless,  actually 
thought  he  was  good  to  his 
family.  But  he  was  a  very 
poor  provider  in  fuel,  food 
and  raiment.  If  Mary  asked 
for  a  little  meat  or  for  a 
calico  dress  she  was  liable 
to  be  told,  ''Your  are  always 
wanting  something  to  eat 
up  or  wear  out."  Neither 
Mary  nor  the  children  re- 
ceived half  as  good  treat- 
ment as  they  were  entitled 
to  as  mere  slaves.  In  short, 
John  was  a  tyrant,  an  awful 


i  fault-finder,  blamed    Mary 
and  the  children  for    every- 
thing, accepted  no  blamie  to 
himself,  never    offered    to 
kiss  Mary,  and  very  seldom 
igave  her    or    a    child    the 
slightest  compliment.       He 
utilized  his  evening  (if    at 
jhome  and  not     asleep)     in 
scolding  and    fault-finding. 
Even      after    retiring,    he 
•  would  lie  awake    and    tell 
'  Mary  of  her  faults,  her  f ail- 
lures  here,  there,  and    else- 
!  where,  emphasizing  her  ''re- 
;ligion."     Mary  would  lie  by 
him  and  cry,  weep,  and  cry 
but  would    not    retaliate — 
that    would    be     sin,     she 
:  thought. 

,nov/  ''young  folks;"  not  one 
was  a  Christian;  all    loved 
'dancing — an    almost      un- 
'  pardonable     sin     to     their 
i  mother.     But,  against    her 
own  wishes,  she  would  help 
them  to  dress  neatly,  to  ap- 
pear   well    and    unembar- 
rassed.    I  think  this  helped 
her  much — every  child  loved 
her  dearly. 

I  The  nearest  known 
church  services  were  nine 
miles  distant;  this  was  pro- 
hibitive. Grieving  over  the 
lost  condition  of  her  family, 
yet  standing  alone,  she 
started  her  family  altar  in 
this  way;  after    all    others 


Bill  and  four  others  were 
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were  in  bed,  the  lights  out, 
she  very  timidly  prayed  to 
God  to  save  her  children. 
Preaching  and  Sunday 
school  came  within  four  or 
five  miles.  Riding  in  an 
old  farm  wagon  on  rough 
pine  board  seats  of  various 
lengths,  she  attended  these 
services  with  her  children- 
two  of  whom  won  premiums 
for  learning  Bible  verses. 
Later,  pioneer  evangelists 
started  a  "revival''  near  her 
home;  she  and  her  children 
attended.  One  night,  in- 
tensely burdened,  she 
fought  the  battle  of  her  life 
against  Satan.  The  struggle 
was  intense  until  the  Lion 
of  Judah  broke  Satan's 
chain  and  the  Holy  Spirit 
came  in  mighty  power. 
Mary's  victory  was  com- 
plete. 

What  about  her  children? 
Well,  one  was  converted, 
then  another,  and  another 
until  nine  came  to  Christ. 
From  well  knovv^n  facts,  it  is 
fairly  certain  that  all  these 
nine  will  meet  "mother"  in 
heaven.

The 
church  has  toiled  and    suf- 
fered, and  is    not    without 
great  honor  among  us    to- 
day; but  it  behooves    us    to 
realize  that  she  is  facing  the 
powers  of  darkness  in  these 
times,  in  a  way  she    never 
I  has  before,  at  least  that  calls 
for  heroism,  if  she  is  to  ful- 
fill the  purpose  that  was  in 
the  mind  of  Christ  when  He 
jSent  her     forth     into     the 
world.     The   church   which 
,  was  in  the  ages    hidden    in 
I  in  God,"  but  later  revealed 
to  men  on  earth,  has  in    our 
day  become  so  hidden  in  the 
world,  that     we     use     the 
phrase  the    rediscovery    of 
the  church.     We  would  stir 
the  Christian  of  our  day  to 
a  realization  that  the  schools 
and  social  clubs  cannot    be 
!  classed  in  the  same  category 
I  with  the  church.    They  can 
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not    rightfully    be    repre- 
sented as    on    an    equality 
with  the  church,  they    are 
enterprises  of  human     de- 
vising. 

During  the  war  many  en- 
terprises, some  commend- 
able and  some  the  very 
opposite  classifying  the 
church  as  only  one  of  the 
valuable  institutions  of  a 
community,  placing  the 
church  on  a  level  with  other 
public  institutions,  which 
has  taken  an  astonishing 
hold  upon  the  people.  If 
we  are  to  re-discover  the 
church  we  must  cast  away 
the  rubbish  v/hich  was 
thrown  over  her  VN^hen  she 
was  classed  on  the  low  level 
with  modern  Christendom. 

We  must  get  beneath  the 
surface.  (Eph,  1:22-23), 
''And  hath  put  all  things 
under  His  feet,  and  gave 
Him  to  be  head  over  all 
things  to  the  church,  which 
is  His  body,  the  fullness  of 
Him  that  filleth  all  in  all.'' 
V/e  must  discard  the  idea 
that  high  school  boys  may 
deliver  addresses  on  how  to 
conduct  the  church,  and 
that  the  church  is  the  out 
rigger  of  popular  amuse- 
ments. 

The  church  was  dear  to 
the  heart  of  Christ.  (Eph. 
5:25-26),     ''Husband     love 


your  wives,  even    as    Christ 
also  loved  the  church,    and 
gave  Himself  for  it,  that  He 
might  sanctify  and  cleanse 
it  Vvith  the  v/ashing  of  water 
by  the  word,''    (I  Cor.  1:2), 
"Unto  the  Church  of    God 
v/hich  is  at  Corinth,  to  them 
that  are  sanctified  in  Christ 
Jesus,  called  to  be  saints," 
I  Men  v/ho  are  not    gathered 
I  out  of  men,  are  not  of  her.

STANDING   THE  STOR3I 


While  our  minds  are 
dwelling  upon  the  matter  of 
a  ''sure  foundation"  and  a 
"safe  building"  we  think  it 
well  to  notice  the  reason 
why  it  is  so  important  that 
men  should  exercise  care  in 
these  lines.  One  of  the 
main  things  that  should  be 
taken  into  consideration  in 
constructing  a  building  is 
the  matter  of  safety.  In 
order  to  provide  this  neces- 
sary feature  the  foundation 
and  building  should  be  such 
that  it  w^ill  withstand  the 
severest  storms  for  storms 
Vv^U  come.  This  is  true  with 
our  spiritual  building  and  it 
is  because  of  the  ''storms" 
and  "fiery  trials"  which 
come  that  men  should  ex- 
ercise such  care.  "Where- 
fore take  unto  you  the  whole 
armour  of  God,  that  ye  may 
be  able  to  withstand  in  the 
evil  day,  and  having    done 


all,  to  stand."  (Eph.  6:13.) 
The  divided  state  of  so- 
called  Christendomi  with  the 
confusion  and  uncertainty 
prevailing  only  make  the 
matter  of  safety  as  regards 
our  foundation  and  build- 
ing the  more  urgent.  In- 
deed, in  the  light  of  scrip- 
tural teachings  regarding 
the  days  in  which  we  are 
I  now  living  we  believe  it  high 
I  time  that  all  professors  of 
Christianity  should  pause 
for  a  bit  and  give  serious 
thought  to  the  safety  of 
their  spiritual  building.  It 
is  a  vital  matter;  the  wel- 
fare of  our  never  dying  souls 
is  at  stake.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  all  the 
different  bodies  posing  as 
the  church  of  Jesus  Christ 
claim  to  be  upon  the  "sure 
foundation"  and  that  their 
building  is  "safe."  There 
being  so  many  differences  of 
belief  and  practice  it  is  cer- 
tain that     all     cannot     be 
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right  neither  can  there  be 
"right"  in  all  the  churches 
as  is  claimed  by  some. 

Therefore  it  remains  for 
the  individual  to  search  the 
scriptures  in  order  to  find 
the  "sure  foundation/'  "the 
true  faith"  and  the  "safe 
building."  In  this  matter 
we  are  instructed  thus: 
"Examine  yourselves, 
whether  ye  be  in  the  faith." 
(I  Cor.  13:5.)  Would  to 
God  that  all  men  vi^ould 
follow  this  instruction  and 
search  for  themselves  in 
place  of  following  other  men 
who  so  often  prove  to  be 
false  teachers.  In  all 
m_atters  that  arise  in  such 
an  investigation  the  only 
safe  plan  to  follow  is,  "What 
saith  the  scripture?"  To 
the  earnest  and  sincere 
seeker  a  "thus  saith  the 
Lord"  will  settle  all  contro- 
versy. 

On  the  matter  which  is 
before  us  Jesus  gives  us 
some  important  instruction 
as  follows:  "And  why  call 
ye  Me  Lord,  Lord,  and  do 
not  the  things  which  I  say? 
Whosoever  cometh  to  Me 
and  heareth  My  sayings,  and 
doeth  them,  I  will  shew  you 
to  who  he  is  like ;  He  is  like 
a  man  which  built  an  house, 
and  digged  deep,  and  laid 
the  foundation  on    a    rock, 


and  when  the  flood    arose, 

the  stream  beat  vehemently 

upon  that  house,  and  could 

not  shake    it;  for    it    was 

founded  upon  a  rock.     But 

jhe  that  heareth  and    doeth 

not,  is  like  a  man  that  with- 

1  out  a  foundation    built    an 

j house    upon      the      earth; 

!  against  which  the     stream 

'did  beat    vehemently,    and 

|im_mediately  it  fell;  and  the 

iruin    of    that    house    was 

great."  (Luke  6:45-49). 

According  to  the  words  of 
our  Master  here  it  Vs^as  but 
;  mockery  on  the  part  of  men 
'to  call  upon  Him  as  their 
I  Lord  if  they  were  not 
i  obedient  to  His  teachings. 
I  This  being  the  case  it  is 
j  certain  that  the  great 
I  majority  of  the  so-called 
I  Christian  churches  of  today 
!  are  but  mocking  God  simply 
I  because  they  have  rejected 
jthe  plain  and  simple  teach- 
jings  of  the  Master  as  given 
I  in  the  Gospel,  yet  they  pro- 
^fess  to  be  the  true  church 
of  Christ. 

Then  the  Master    follows 

up  with  an  illustration  that 

presents  the  matter  we  have 

jin  mind  very     well.     Here 

He  clearly  states  that  those 

who  hear  and  obey  are  those 

I  that    build     on     a    "sure 

I  foundation"     and    have    a 

'"safe  building"     and    that 
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those  who  hear  but  do  not 
obey  are  without  a  founda- 
tion and  their  building  is 
unsafe.  So  then  by  exercis- 
ing faith  and  being  obedient 
to  the  gospel  we  can  with- 
stand the  storms  and  fiery 
trials  that  shall  come  upon 
us. 

There  is  another  thought 
here  we  wish  to  notice  too. 
In  the  foregoing  illustration 
the  one  building  was 
founded  upon  a  rock,  the 
other  was  built  upon  the 
earth.  In  other  words 
''God'^  constructed  the  one 
building,  (when  man  yields 
and  submits,  he  becomes  an 
instrumxent  in  the  hands  of 
his  Maker)  and  m.an  con- 
structed the  other  (used  his 
own  ideas  and  theories). 
Result:  The  building  of 
God  stood  the  test  while 
man's  building  went  down 
and  the  ruin  was  great. 
When  we  view  the  religious 
situation  in  the  light  of  this 
teaching  it  is  alarmiing.  It 
is  very  evident  that  the 
leaders  of  most  denomina- 
tions have  lost  faith  in  God 
and  His  word  and  are  teach- 
ing and  leading  their  people 
astray.  In  place  of  build- 
ing safely  according  to  the 
revelation  of  God  they  are 
building  according  to  the 
ideas  and  theories  of  unre- 


generated  m.en.  In  view  of 
this  nothing  else  but  dovvm- 
fall  and  ruin  can  be  ex- 
pected. 

It  was  this  situation  that 
caused  the  D  u  n  k  a  r  d 
Brethren  to  take  the  stand 
they  have.  We  have  come 
out  from  among  the  con- 
fused mass  01  so-called 
Christendom,  have  declared 
our  implicit  faith  in  God  as 
our  Creator,  Jesus  Christ  as 
our  redeemer  and  the  gospel 
as  the  will  of  God  for  men  in 
all  ages  and  it  is  because  of 
this  stand  v/hich  we  have 
taken  before  m.en  that 
places  us  in  such  disrepute. 

The  evil  power  spoken  of 
in  the  gospel  that  shall  arise 
in  the  last  days  has  already 
gained  such  control  of  the 
professing  church  that  any 
people  that  will  contend  for 
the  whole  truth  is  oppressed 
and  persecuted;  and  we  be- 
lieve the  present  condition 
is  only  the  ''beginning  of 
sorrows.'' 

We  find  that  the  way  of 
faith  and  obedience  is  a  way 
of  storms  and  fiery  trials. 
For,  ''We  must  through 
much  tribulatons  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God,"  it  has 
always  been  so,  for  in  olden 
times  we  are  told,  "And 
others  had  trials  of  cruel 
mocking  and  scourging,  yea, 
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moreover  of  bonds  and  im- 
prisonments :  They  'were 
stoned,  they  were  sawn 
asunder,  were  tempted, 
were  slain  with  the  sword, 
they  wandered  about  in 
sheep  skins  and  goat  skins; 
being  destitute,  afflicted, 
torm.ented,  (Of  whom  the 
world  was  not  worthy), 
they  wandered  in  deserts 
and  in  mountains,  and  in 
dens  and  caves  of  the 
earth;^    (Heb.  11:36-38.) 

"Yea,  and  all  that  will  live 
Godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall 
suffer  persecution,'^  (II 
Tim.  3:12.) 

"Forasmuch      then      a  s 


Christ  hath  suffered  for  us 
in  the  flesh,  arm  yourselves 
likewise  v/ith  the  same 
mind;  for  he  that  hath 
suffered  in  the  flesh  hath 
ceased  from  sin.*'  (I  Peter 
4:1). 

¥/e  are  now  entering  into 
a  period  of  stormis,  troubles 
and  fiery  trials  as  a  result 
of  our  v/ithdrawal  from  and 
opposition  to  the  present 
apostate  church.  Although 
we  have  declared  our  faith 
and  have  been  trying  to 
build  safely  it  remains  to  be 
seen  if  our  faith  is  great 
enough  and  our  obedience 
to  the  word  suffcient  to 
carry  us  through  intact. 

A  matter  has  arisen  of 
late  in  our  nation  which  is 
worthy  of  a  brief  considera- 
tion in  connection  vdth  the 
foregoing.  A  plan  has  been 
devised  by  men  whereby 
promise  is  gven  that  we  can 
return  to  prosperity  if 
everybody  will  "sign  up" 
and  work  under  the  "seaF' 
of  the  "N.  R.  A/'  According 
to  the  plain  an  abundance 
of  food  stuff  is  to  be  de- 
stroyed in  order  to  raise  the 
prices,  when  thousands  are 
I  suffering  for  the  necessities 
;of  life.  Then,  the  "boycott" 
is  to  be  resorted  to  in  order 
to  intimxidate  folks  and  force 
them  under    the    aforesaid 
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plan.  Upon  a  little  thought 
it  can  be  seen  that  these 
matters  and  others  con- 
nected with  this  plan  are 
contrary  to  the  teachings  of 
Christ  therefore  a  Christian 
man  cannot  partake  of  it. 
It  is  purely  a  ^'political'' 
matter  and  in  all  probability 
is  a  step  leading  up  to  the 
•'^Mark  of  the  Beast.''  If  we 
are  ever  to  experience  peace 
and  prosperity  in  this  world 
it  will  be  when  men  accept 
the  plan  as  given  in  the 
gospel  of  Christ. 

May  we  all  be  men  of 
faith,  conviction,  courage 
and  fearlessly  stand  for  the 
gospel  and  its  plan  of 
justice,  truth  and  mercy  for 
peace  and  prosperity  on 
earth  and  life  everlasting 
beyond. 

We  are  told  (Heb.  6)  that 
*'God     made    promise       to 
Abraham''  and  that    when 
Abraham  had  patiently  en- 
dured,    he     obtained      the' 
promise.     In  like     manner 
the  instruction  com.es  to  us 
who       are       now       living. 
''Blessed  is  the  man  that  en- 
dureth      temptation ;       for 
when  he  is  tried,  he  shall  re- : 
ceive    the    crown    of    life,! 
which       the       Lord       has; 
promised  to  them  that  love 
Him.  (James  1:12.)

Transitions 

Before  following  along 
the  lines  mentioned  in  the 
last  article,  it  seems  some 
explanation  should  be  made 
as  to  the  position  taken  and 
why  these  articles  are 
written  and  permission  is 
secured  for  their  printing 
in  the  Bible  Monitor.  Some 
have  seemed  to  wonder 
about  my  church  relation- 
ship. Also  some  ask,  if  I 
have  not  been  affiliated 
with  the  Dunkard 
Brethren  ?  Why  my  articks 
are  sent  to  this  paper?  This 
has  been  made  clear  in  con- 
nection with  two  or  three 
articles  printed  heretofore. 
I  will  say  more  as  to  this. 

At  the  age  of  sixteen  I 
accepted  the  faith  of  the 
Brethren,  now  known  as 
Church  of  The  Brethren. 
At  nineteen  I  was  elected  to 
the  ministry,  and  for  forty 
years  have  done  what  little 
I  could  to  build  up  the  in- 
terest of  the  church.  For 
the  past  twenty-two  years  I 
have  ministered  to  the  little 
flock  of  like  precious  faith 
in  this  place. 

From  the  first  I  have  be- 
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lieved  that  our  church 
leaders  of  the  past  have 
handed  down  to  us  the 
principles  of  truth  founded 
on  the  word  of  God.  At  the 
cost  of  great  sacrfice  and 
devotion  they  have  left  us  a 
goodly  heritage,  which  is 
worthy  of  the  best  and 
sincerest  efforts  we  can 
make  to  maintain  and  pass 
it  on  to  our  children  and  to 
the  world.  Those  who  can 
see  it  in  this  light  I  cannot 
but  regard  as  my  brethren. 

But  certain  influences 
have  been  w^orking  for  many 
years,  which  have  brought 
about  changes  in  the  belief 
and  practice  of  the  church. 
We  are  being  frequently 
told  that  we  are  passing 
through  a  period  of  ^^transi- 
tion.'' This  is  very  true. 
We  -are  also  told  that,  if  we 
can  but  adapt  ourselves  to 
the  changes  as  they  come, 
all  will  go  on  smoothly.  This, 
too,  is  probably  correct. 

Other  churches  have  had 
their  transition  experiences. 
When  all  in  these  churches 
have  adapted  themselves  to 
the  changes,  things  have 
worked  along  smoothly.  But 
when  there  were  those  v/ho 
could  not  do  this,  divisions 
have  resulted.  The  facts 
are  that  there  have  been  so 
many    '^transitions,"      and 


divisions  and  sub-divisions 
have  been  so  frequent  that 
It  v/ould  seem  that  most 
anyone,  whether  religiously 
inclined  or  not,  could  hardly 
fail  to  find  a  church  to  suit 
him. 

But  transitions  continue. 
There  seem-s  to  be  no  end  to 
them.  The  other  churches 
have  set  the  pace  and  the 
Church  of  The  Brethren  and 
other  of  the  smaller  de- 
nominations are  following 
their  lead.  Probably  the 
greatest  transition  of  the 
Christian  age  is  now  con- 
fronting us  and  knocking 
for  recognition.  It  is  hoped 
the  meaning  of  this  state- 
ment will  be  made  clear  as 
we  proceed. 

Not  all  changes  are  harm- 
ful. Some  of  them  are. 
The  harmful  changes  have 
not  usually  come  without 
opposition  on  the  part  of 
some  of  the  membership. 

There  were  changes  in  the 
atitude,  the  belief  and  the 
practice  of  most  of  the 
seven  churches.  And  these 
changes  were  harmful.  This 
we  learn  from  the  reproofs 
of  the  great  Head  of  the 
church.  All  of  the  seven 
had  faithful  and  commend- 
able members  except  the 
last  one.  If  there  were 
any  such  at  Laodicea    they 
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are  not  mentioned.  This 
church  had  gone  the 
farthest  of  any  in  making 
changes,  and  she  seems  to 
have  completely  adapted 
herself  to  them,  and  Vv^as 
not  in  the  least  troubled  or 
concerned  about  them.  This 
attitude  was  her  great  mis- 
fortune. 

Let  us  glance  at  others  of 
the  seven.  Some  of  these 
had  staunch,  trustworthy 
members  who  were  un- 
v/avering  and  loyal  to  the 
truth  and  the  practice  of  the 
church  as  handed  down 
from  the  apostles.  This, 
too,  can  be  said  of  them 
when  the  majority  of  the 
membership  and  even  the 
leaders  had  side-stepped 
and  deserted  the  true  wor- 
ship. This  was  greatly  to 
their  credit  that  they  re- 
mained loyal  to  truth,  and 
the  highest  praise  was  ac- 
cordeJ  them  by  the  Master. 
They  were  like  the  seven 
thousand  in  the  day  of 
Elijah.  In  their  example 
we  have  lessons  to  the  chil- 
dren of  God  in  all  ages. 
From  it  we  learn  that  no  in- 
dividual or  group  is  excuse- 
able  in  going  wrong  because 
others  do. 

But  we  can  not  conceive 
of  these  faithful  ones  being 
unconcerned      about       the 


changes  in  the  church 
which  brought  the  severe 
rebuke  of  their  Lord  and 
Master.  They  must  have 
jdone  what  they  could  to 
i  stem  the  tide  of  encroaching 
I  evils.  If  they  separated 
themselves,  we  have  no  ac- 
count of  it.  If  the  admoni- 
tions given  had  been  heeded, 
there  of  course  would  have 
been  no  need  of  a  separa- 
^tion.  If  the  admonitions 
jhad  not  been  heeded,  and 
[conditions  had  grown  worse, 
i could  they  have  been  blamed 
I  for  separating?  They  doubt- 
less found  comfort  in  en- 
couraging one  another  ac- 
cording to  Mai.  3 :16. 

Now  my  thought  is  that 
we  are  entering  or  have  al- 
ready entered  a  period  of 
''transition"  portra3'ed  by 
the  state  of  Laodicean 
church.  Great  portions  of 
the  leading  churches  have 
reached  such  a  state,  if  in- 
deed they  have  not  gone  far 
beyond  it.  Some  have 
settled  down  seemingly  to 
the  thought  that  it  is  not 
only  the  normal  state,  but 
the  most  fortunate  in  the 
church's  history.  Many 
smaller  denominations  are 
following  suit  and  are  get- 
ting there  fast. 

This  has  not  all  come 
about  without  some    delay. 
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A  majority  must  first  be 
favorable  to  such  progres- 
sive changes.  When  this 
majority  was  secured  the 
changes  have  come.  With 
the  majority  is  the  balance 
of  power.  It  could  hardly 
be  otherwise.  It  seems 
there  is  a  human  weakness 
in  the  outstandnig  belief 
that  the  majority  must  be 
right.  A  cause  is  thought 
to  be  vindicated  when 
favored  by  the  majority. 
Hence  the  enemy  is  never 
satisfied  with  a  minority. 
He  always  works  for  the 
majority,  and  he  usually 
succeeds,  soon  or  late. 

Again,  if  there  are  those 
who  oppose  an  evil  when  in- 
formed that  it  exists,  their 
influences  does  not  count 
for  much  when  not  so  in- 
formed. They  usually  go 
with  the  crowd.  This  is  a 
very  sad  situation.  It  is 
the  cause  for  many  of  the 
radical  changes  in  attitude 
and  belief  in  the  church. 
Many  are  kept  in  ignorance 
until  unsafe  stages  are 
gradually  reached  or  de- 
veloped. It  is  a  situatiion 
which  confronts  us  nov/. 
Many  in  the  church  do  not 
see  the  danger  ahead. 
Hence  they  are  wiling  to 
stand  with  the  majority  or 
with  certain  leaders  rather 


than  incur  their  displeacure. 
As  we  face  the  facts  we 
find  the  church  in  thesa 
respects  like  some  of  the 
seven  churches.  There  are 
harmful  changes  in  the 
teaching,  the  attitude  and 
practice  n  our  brotherhood. 
We  have  namied  some  of 
these.  Gradually  a  majority 
have  either  favored  these  or 
have  assum.ed  an  attitude  of 
indifference.  The  salaried 
pastors  have  fallen  in  line. 
This  they  must  do  as  a  rule, 
or  make  room  for  those 
v/ho  will. 

We     have     reached     the 
point  where  those  who  will 
stand  in  opposition  to    the 
!  things  mentioned  must  drop 
lout  of    favor.     There     are 
members  in    nearly    every 
I  congregation,    as    well    as 
I  ministers  and    elders    here 
and  there,  who  have  found 
;  there  is  little  they    can    do 
I  other  than    register    their 
!  protests.     Many     are     dis- 
heartened.     We    can    but 
wish  that  all  possible  might 
be  said  and  done  for  their 
encouragement.    They  have 
I  the  choice  of  falling  in  line 
I  with  the  trend,  whatever  it 
m.ay  be,  or  of  taking  a  back 
'  seat. 

There  has  been one avenue 
of  influence  which  has  been 
more  potent  for  the  uphold-

ing  of  the  time-honored 
principles  for  which  the' 
Church  of  The  Brethren  has! 
stood  in  the  past  than  the 
church  paper.  Its  influenece 
has  been  felt  in  every  con- 
gregation. For  long  it  has 
served  as  a  unifying  medium 
and  for  the  establishm_ent  of 
the  micnibership  in  the  doc- 
trines of  the  church,  and  for 
holding  them  forth  to  the 
world.  The  former  veteran 
editor  while  serving  forj 
more  than  a  third  of  a; 
century  probably  did  more 
to  confirm  the  membership 
in  the  doctrines  of  the 
church  than  any  man  living' 
or  dead.  And  he  has  con- 
tinued to  v/rite.  But  as  one 
elder  said  to  me  years  ago: 
"Brother  Moore  reminds  me 
of  a  man  out  in  a  wilderness  | 
lifting  up  his  voice,  but  none  | 
parang  any  attention.''  In' 
some  ways  his  has  seemed  to 
be  a  voice  in  a  wilderness. 
Through  the  Gospel  Mes- 
senger our  former  vmters 
were  enabled  to  mould 
sentiment  as  in  no  other 
way.  Through  its  columns 
many  of  them  have  opposed 
the  unwholesome  trends  in 
the  church.  They  thus  were 
able  to  counteract  wrong 
teachings  and  to  check 
worldly  tendencies.  But 
these    same    writers    have 


found  that  if  they  would 
speak  through  the  church 
paper  they  must  be  more 
and  more  careful  not  to 
oppose  the  general  trend. 
The  Messenger  has  been 
liberalized.  Occasionally 
an  article  has  appeared  in 
opposition  to  doctrines  al- 
ways held  by  the  church. 
Writers  have  had  their 
articles  rejected  when  writ- 
ing in  defense  of  long-estab- 
lished teachings  in  the 
church.  There  is  a  decided 
lack  of  space  for  such. 

A  prominent  elder  sent 
me  a  printed  resolution 
passed  by  the  elders  and  the 
District  meeting  of  two  ad- 
joining districts.  It  is  an 
outstanding  protest  against 
m.any  forms  of  worldliness 
in  the  church.  It  of  course 
seems  out  of  date  now,  hav- 
ing come  before  these  dis- 
tricts eight  years  ago.  I 
can  at  this  time  quote  only 
the  first  paragraph  and  the 
third  resolution  which  bear 
on  the  thought  we  are  con- 
sidering : 

''At  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Elders  of  eastern  and 
southern  Pennsylvania  a 
committee  was  appointed  to 
suggest  some  recommenda- 
tions to  these  two  State  Dis- 
tricts, which,  if  adopted, 
should  be  helpful  in    stem- 
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ing  the  tide  of  v\^orldliness 
that  is  making  such  rapid 
encroachments  into  the 
sacred  precincts  of  the 
church/' 

3rd— 'Tv^e  appeal  to  the 
publishing  house  to  open  the 
columns  of  the  'Gospel  Mes- 
senger' to  a  defense  of  these 
doctrines  (of  the  church) 
and  to  refrain  from  publish- 
ing articles  discrediting  our 
Annual  m.eeting  decisions.'' 

Reading  these  resolutions 
only  shows  how  far  we  have 
come  in  the  last  eight  years. 
How  much  effect  they  had 
at  the  time  I  do  not  know. 
As  the  years  have  passed 
there  has  been  no  improve- 
ments in  an3^thing  pointed 
to.  Nothing  seemingly  is 
thought,  said  or  done  about 
them  now.  As  to  opening 
the  columns  of  the  church 
paper,  things  have  come  to 
such  a  pass  that  writers 
have  become  entirely  dis- 
couraged in  any  effort  to 
oppose  any  of  the  forms  of 
worldliness  m  e  n  t.i  o  n  e  d 
Three  ways  are  made  use  of 
in  discouraging  these 
writers,  by  rejection,  by  cut- 
ting out  matter  and  by  hold- 
ing articles  one  to  two  years 
or  more. 

To  those  who  have  in- 
quired as  to  why  some 
writers  have  dropped  out  of 


the  church  paper,  I  think 
this  is  a  sufficient  explana- 
tion.

FOOLISH  TALK

I     In    his    letter    to      the 
'Ephesians  Paul   condemned 
'several  habits  that    people 
have;  and  among  them  was 
I  that  of  foolish  talking  and 
\  jesting.     There  are  so  many 
things  condemned    in     the 
New  Testament  which  pro- 
fessing Christian  people  en- 
'gage  in    very    freely,    and 
I  among  them  all  it  is    to    be 
'doubted  whether    there    is 
one  m.ore  common  than  this 
I  one  which  we  wish  to    con- 
sider. 

It  might  be  well    if    we 

would  acquire  the  habit  of 

asking  ourselves  why  we  do 

,  the  tilings  that  we    do.     If 

we  were  to  do    that,    it    is 

probable    that    we    should 

I  leave  undone  many  of  these 

I  things.    This  foolish  talking 

land  jesting,  I  believe,  is  one 

'  of  them.     I  do  not  know  of 

I  anyone  who  does     not     at 

j  times  engage    in    it.     But 

why?    Sometimes  it    seems 

to  be  done  in  order  to  cheer 

others  up,  make  them  look 

on  the  bright  side  instead  of 

I  the  dark  side. 
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The  desire,  in  itself,  is  not 
bad,  rather  it  is  a  desire 
which  all  of  us  should  have. 
But  I  believe  there  are 
better  way  to  cheer  people 
up  than  by  talking  foolishly 
or  jestingly  to  them. 

This,  of  course  has  refer- 
ence principally  to  those 
who  have  taken  upon  them- 
selves the  cross  and  all  that 
it  means.  And  especially 
ought  we  to  remember  that 
such  talk  is  "not  conveni- 
ent'*' in  the  church.  Yet, 
before  entering  the  house 
of  worship,  people  stand 
around  and  gossip;  there  is 
laughing  and  jesting  until 
the  singing  begins  and  they 
know  it  is  time  for  services 
to  begin.  Does  this  man- 
ner of  doing  prepare  one  for 
worship?  After  engaging 
in  such  idle  talk  are  we 
really  prepared  to  enter  the 
house  of  God  and  worship 
Him? 

And  then  after  the 
services  so  many  of  the  con- 
gregation begin  the  samiC 
round  of  foolish  talk.  The 
sermon  is,  apparently,  for- 
gotten. Is  it  any  wonder 
that  there  is  so  much  com- 
plaint about  the  sermons 
when  there  is  so  little 
preparation  on  the  part  of 
the  congregation  for  wor- 
ship?   We  cannot    get    the 


'good  out  of  the  service  un- 
less we  have  prepared  oar- 
selves  for  it.  No  good  thing 
that  we  are  to  receive  of  the 
Lord  comes  to  us  without 
j  our  doing  our  part ;  and  it  is 
I  no  more  true  of  anything 
than  of  the  sermon.  We 
need  to  think  on  these 
things,  and  then  change 
our  ways  when  we  go  to 
church.  We  need  to  prepare 
our  hearts  and  minds  for 
I  the  message  and  the  bless- 
I  ing  we  are  supposed  to  get, 
and  surely  will  get  every 
jtime  we  go  up  to  the  house 
of  the  Lord  to  worship,  if 
we  have  sought  Him,  prayed 
to  Him  to  prepare  us  for  the 
service  before  going  there. 
But  this  is  not  enugh. 
One  must  continue  to  hold 
the  blessing  after  having  re- 
ceived it  in  the  service ;  and 
lit  cannot  be  held,  kept,  when 
foolish  talking  and  jesting 
are  engaged  in  as  soon  as 
the  services  are  over.  How 
often  have  we  heard  such 
talk  and  laughter  im- 
mediately after  service  is 
dismissed.  The  inspiring 
words  are  forgotten,  which 
could  not  have  been  the  case 
if  they  had  been  received  as 
they  should  have  been. 
There  is  room  for  a  wonder- 
ful amount  of  improvement 
in  the  way  we  act  before,  in 
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and  after  our  church 
services.  Sometimes  there 
are  those  who  are  not  ready 
to  stop  talking  of  the  things 
of  their  pleasure  even  when 
the  minister  is  ready  tj  be- 
gin the  services. 

If  we  would  but  prepare 
for  services  before  we  go  to 
theni^  not  delaying  the 
preparation  until  we  are  en- 
tering the  church,  there  is 
no  doubt  but  that  we  should 
receive  greater  blessing 
while  there,  and  which 
would  abide  with  us  when 
v/e  depart  from  the  house  of 
the  Lord. 

¥/e  cannot  really  worship 
if  vv^e  attend  to  these  things 
only  a  short  time  during  the 
service;  the  Spirit  does  not 
move  in  and  out  in  that 
way;  He  abides  in  or  out; 
in  if  we  are  spiritually 
minded,  but  out  if  we  are  not 
spiritually  minded. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  for  the  child  of  God 
"foolish  talking''  is  ''not 
convenient''  at  any  time. 
Just  before  these  v/ords 
Paul  v/rote  of  certain  things 
that  v/ere  not  to  be  men- 
tioned among  Christians, 
and  I  am  sure  we  do  no 
violence  to  the  text  when  we 
say  that  foolish  talking  is 
one  of  the  things  that  should 
not  be  heard  amion^-  God's 


people.  It  will  do  all  of  us 
good  to  ''think  on  these 
things/'  The  prohibitons 
given  us  v/ere  not  given  us 
that  we  might  be  less  joy- 
ful, but  that  our  joy  might 
be  full. 

T  h  e  r  e  is  som.ething 
seriously  wrong  with  us  if 
we  cannot  enjoy  ourselves 
without  "foolish  talking  and 
jesting,"  Our  life  is  to  be 
a  happy  one,  and  it  v/ill  be 
such  if  we  are  "filled  v/ith 
the  Spirit,"  And  besides 
the  effect  a  change  in  our 
mianner  of  conversation 
would  have  upon  us,  it 
would  benefit  miore  than 
ourselves.

Shepherds  were  just 
ordinary  people  just  like  we 
are.  They  knew  right  and 
wrong  for  they  were  Je;vs, 
conseqvently  they  were 
versed  in  the  Bible,  being 
gailty  of  wrong  doing  and 
because  of  their  guilty  con- 
science they  were  sore 
afraid  when  that  heavenly 
vision  appeared  to  them. 
Human  beings  are  afraid  of 
everything — they  fear  their 
parents,  of  poverty,  of  dis- 
ease, of  old  age,  of  death 
and  of  their  own  conception 
of  God  waiting  on  the  other 
side  of  death  to  punish  them 
for  what  they  have  dons  on 
this  side. 

Fear  is  the  fruit  of  sin 
and  inasm.uch  as  all  have 
sinned,  all  are  under  bond- 
age of  fear.  Under  the  old 
dispensation  man  knew  God 
as  a  God  of  vengence,  but 
in  the  angel  introducing  the 
gospel  he  calmed  their 
troubled  spirits  by  saying.

THE  GOSPEL  MINISTER'S 
DUTY 


Because  of  existing  con- 
ditions in  church  and  state 
we  think  it  well  to  call  the 
attention  of  our  readers  to 
the  matter  of  the  duty  or  re- 
sponsibility of  the  ministry, 
when  confronted  with  such 
conditions.  We  were  re- 
minded of  the  need  for  a 
discussion  on  this  matter 
some  months  ago  through 
some  correspondence  with! 
one  who  did  not  like  the  at- 
titude of  the  writers  in  our 
columns  on  prevailing  con- 
ditions. In  giving  his; 
objections  the  party  made' 
the  following  statement :  ''It  | 
is  the  ministers'  duty  to 
preach  the  gospel  and  not 
condemn  other  folks.''  In 
making  this  statement  he 
was  evidently  voicing  the 
sentiment  of  a  great  multi- 
tude, for  it  seems  a  great 
majority  of  the    professors 


of  Christianity  feel  just  that 
way  about  the  matter.  Such 
a  statement  and  such  a  feel- 
ing only  bespeaks  apostasy 
and  delusion. 

It  is  true,  we  are  living  in 
a  day  when  men  posing  as 
ministers  of  the  gospel  have 
become  educated  and 
learned  and  can  make 
flowery  lectures  and  dis- 
courses on  subjects  from  the 
Bible  and  elsewhere,  dis- 
playing w^onderful  oratori- 
cal ability  and  they  can  do 
so  without  any  offense 
whatever  to  anyone.  They 
have  been  so  instructed  and 
trained  that  they  can  read 
a  passage  from  the  Holy 
scriptures  and  then  explain 
it  in  such  a  sly  and  crafty 
way  that  the  real  meaning  is 
hidden  from  the  unsuspect- 
ing hearer.  Thus,  they  can 
wrest  the  scriptures  and 
make  it  suit  everybody, 
hence  none  are  condemned 
nor    offended;    but    what 
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about  such  men?  The 
apostle  Paul  says,  ^'For  such 
are  false  apostles,  deceitful 
workers,  transforming 
themselves  into  the  apostles 
of  Christ.'^  (II  Cor.  11:13). 
It  is  just  such  false  teachers 
that  have  caused  the  present 
state  of  apostasy  and  de- 
lusion. We  have  numerous 
warnings  given  us  on  this 
matter  a  few  of  which  we 
quote : 

''Beware  of  false  prophets, 
which  come  to  you  in  sheep's 
clothing,  but  inward  they 
are  raving  w  o  1  v  e  s.'^ 
(Matt.  7:15.)  ''And  many 
false  prophets  shall  rise,  and 
shall  deceive  many,''  (Matt. 
24:11.)  "For  there  shall 
arise  false  Christs  and  false 
prophets;  and  shall  shew 
great  signs  and  wonders;  in- 
somuch that,  if  it  were  pos- 
sible, they  shall  deceive  the 
very  elect,"  (Matt.  24:24.) 
"For  false  Christs  and  false 
prophets  shall  rise,  and 
shall  shew  signs  and 
wonders,  to  seduce,  if  it 
were  possible,  even  the 
elect;  but  take  ye  heed:  be- 
hold, I  have  foretold  you  all 
things,"  (Mark  13:22-23.) 
"But  there  were  false 
prophets  also  among  the 
people,  even  as  there  shall 
be  false  teachers  among  you, 
who  privily  shall    bring    in 


damnable  heresies,  even 
denying  the  Lord  that 
brought  them,  and  bring 
upon  themselves  swift  de- 
struction." (II  Peter  2:1.) 
In  spite  of  all  these  warn- 
ings people  have  taken  right 
up  with  these  modern  de- 
ceivers. 

Can  a  minister  preach  the 
whole  gospel  in  its  simplic- 
ity and  purity  without  con- 
demning sin?,  Did  Jesus 
cry  out  against  sin?  "But 
woe  unto  you,  Scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites!  For 
ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  against  men;  for  ye 
i  neither  go  in  yourselves, 
'■neither  suffer  ye  them  that 
;  are  entering  to  go  in.  Woe 
'unto  you.  Scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites,  for 
ye  devour  widows'  houses, 
and  for  a  pretense  make 
long  prayers;  therefore  ye 
shall  receive  the  greater 
damnation.  Woe  unto  you. 
Scribes  and  Pharisees, 
hypocrites!  for  ye  compass 
sea  and  land  to  make  one 
proselyte:  and  when  he  is 
made,  ye  make  him  twofold 
more  the  child  of  hell  than 
vourselves,"  (Matt.  23:- 
13-15).  Did  the  apostles? 
"Ye  stiffnecked,  and  un- 
circumcised  in  heart  and 
ears,  ye  do  always  resist  the 
Holy  Ghost ;  as  your  fathers 
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did,  so  do  ye.  Which  of  the 
prophets  have  not  your 
fathers  persecuted?  And 
they  have  slain  them  which 
shewed  before  of  the  coming 
of  the  Just  One :  of  whom  ye 
have  been  now  the  betrayers 
and  murderers:  Who  have 
received  the  law  by  the  dis- 
position of  angels,  and  have 
not  kept  it.  When  they 
heard  these  things,  they 
were  cut  to  the  heart,  and 
they  gnashed  on  him  with 
their  teeth.''  (Acts  7 :51-54.) 

"For  what  the  law  could 
not  do,  in  that  it  was  weak 
through  the  flesh,  God, 
sending  His  own  Son  in  the 
likeness  of  sinful  flesh,  and 
for  sin,  condemned  sin  the 
flesh."  (Romans  8:3.)  "He 
that  believeth  on  him  is  not 
condemned;  but  he  that  be- 
lieveth not  is  condemned 
already,  because  he  hath  not 
believed  in  the  name  of  the 
only  begotten  Son  of  God." 
(John  3:18.) 

Anyone  with  any  knowl- 
edge of  the  book  knows  well 
that  the  Gospel  condemns 
sin.  Then  how  can  any 
minister  preach  the  truth 
without  crying  out  against 
sin. 

We  all  know  we  are  living 
in  a  day  of  immorality, 
vulgarity,  violence,  iniquity, 
yea,     extreme     wickedness 


and  every  true  minister  of 
the  gospel  is  duty  bound  to 
cry  out  against  the  appalling 
conditions  and  warn  people 
to  flee  the  wrath  to  come. 
Yet,  in  the  face  of  such 
conditions  few  indeed  in  the 
ministry  today  are  raising 
their  voice  and  throwing 
out  a  warning. 

Most  of  them,  especially 
the  hirelings  are  seemingly 
content  with  keeping  the 
people  entertained  by  giving 
them  smooth  and  pleasant 
discourses  o  n  popular 
worldly  topics  and  a  round 
of  social  services,  programs, 
etc.,  are  provided  to  satisfy 
the  carnal  appetites  so  that 
everybody  has  a  good  time. 
Spiritual  life  cannot  exist 
much  less  develop  under 
such  circumstances.  Is  it 
any  wonder  the  professing 
church  has  lost  its  power 
and  influence  in  the  world? 

The  message  to  the 
prophets  of  old  was,  ^'Cry 
aloud,  spare  not,  lift  up  thy 
voice  like  a  trumpet,  and 
shew  My  people  their  trans- 
gression, and  the  house  of 
Jacob  their  sins."  (Isa. 
58-1.)  Then  there  was  a 
great  responsibility  con- 
nected with  this  matter  too. 
"Son  of  Man,  I  have  made 
thee  a  watchman  unto  the 
house  of  Israel;     therefore 
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hear  the  word  at  My 
mouth,  and  give  them  warn- 
ing from  me.  When  I  say 
unto  the  v/icked,  Thou  shalt 
surely  die;  and  thou  givest 
him  not  warning,  nor 
speakest  to  warn  the  wicked 
from,  his  wicked  way,  to 
save  his  life;  the  same 
wicked  man  shall  die  in  his 
iniquity;  but  his  blood  will 
I  require  at  thine  hand." 
(Ezekiel  3:17-18.) 

To  the  minister  of  the 
gospel  in  this  age  the  mes- 
sage is:  '1  charge  thee 
therefore  before  God  and 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
shall  judge  the  quick  and 
the  dead  at  His  appearing 


and  His  kingdom.  Preach 
the  word :  be  instant  in  sea- 
son, out  of  season;  reprove, 
rebuke,  exhort,  with  all 
long  suffering  and  doc- 
trine.''

does  not  pay  to  disobey 
God's  word,  though  it  may 
seem  unimportant  to  us. 

(I  Kings  13.)  God's 
message  to  Jeroboam  for  his 
idolatry.  ^There  came  a 
man  of  God  out  of  Judah,  by 
the  word  of  the  Lord  unto 
Bethel.  Jeroboam  stood  by 
the  altar  to  burn  incense. 
The  man  of  God  cried 
against  the  altar  in  the  word 
of  the  Lord;  when  this  idola- 
trous king  heard  the  mes- 
sage he  became  enraged  and 
put  forth  his  hand  from  the 
altar,  and  said  lay  hold  on 
him,  and  his  hand  which  he 
put  forth  against  him 
withered  up  so  that  he  could 
not  pull  it  in  again  to  him." 
This  man  of  God  was  in- 
structed to  eat  no  bread  in 
the  land  and  not  to  return 
home  by  the  way  he  came. 
There  was  an  old  man  who 
had  two  son,  that  were  pres- 
ent and  saw  what  hap- 
pended  to  Jeroboam,  who 
returned  home  and  told 
their  father  what  had 
happened.  When  he  learned 
which  way  the  man  of  God 
went  he  went  after  him,  and 
found  him  resting  under  an 
oak  tree,  and  prevailed  upon 


I  him  to  return  with  him  and 

j  have  something  to  eat.     The 

'man  of  God  said  the    Lord 

commanded  him  not  to  eat 

bread  or  drink  water  in  the 

land  and  to  return  home  by 

'  another  way.     This  old  man 

said,  "I  am  a  prophet  as  you 

'  are,  and  an  angel  told  me  to 

bring  you  back  and  give  you 

something  to  eat."  But    he 

lied     unto     him,     and     he 

listened      to      this      lying 

prophet,  and  after  eating  he 

started  on  his  journey  home, 

and  a  lion  slew  him.     What 

is  the  lesson? 

This  man  of  God  delivered 
the  message  but  did  what 
jthe  Lord  told  him  not  to  do 
on  his  return  back,  and  lost 
his  life  in  disobeying  the 
Lord. 

(I  Sam.  15.)  The  Lord 
sent  Saul  through  Samuel  to 
destroy  the  Amalekites, 
man  and  beast.  When  Saul 
returned  he  told  Samuel  he 
had  performed  the  com- 
mandment of  the  Lord  ac- 
cording to  his  word.  Samuel 
said  what  means  the  bleet- 
ing  of  the  sheep  and  the 
lowing  of  the  cattle,  and 
Saul  said  the  people  spared 
them  putting  the  blame  on 
the  people,  for  his  dis- 
obedience. Because  he  dis- 
obeyed the  Lord  he  lost  his 
kingship. 
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Dear  reader,  if  you  are 
disobeying  God's  word  what 
vvill  you  do  in  the  end  there- 
of?

The   Teaching-   Largely 
Abandoned. 


Certain  influences  have 
contributed  toward  the  con- 
ditions which  are  now  con- 
fronting us.  One  of  these  is 
that,  in  largely  copying 
after  the  methods  and  mes- 
sages of  the  other  leading 
churches,  many  of  our 
church  leaders  are  relin- 
quishing the  teaching  which 
should  distinguish  us  from 
them.  We  are  thus  drift- 
ing along  in  the  same  direc- 
tion. This  would  not  be  so 
bad  as  it  is  if  the  other 
churches  were  not  them- 
selves drifting  away  from 
the  Bible  doctrines  which 
they  formerly  held. 

Instead  of  our  ministry 
and  leaders  being  concerned 
with  delivering  the  message 
of  the  church  and  confirm- 
ing the  young  people  and 
the  members  in  our  doc- 
trines as  founded  on  the 
gospel,  many  of  them  have 


so  fallen  in  with  the  world 
I  that  there  is  little  difference 
!  between  their  message  and 
that  of  others.  Many 
members  do  not  see  but 
that  the  doctrines  of  one 
church  are  about  as  good  as 
those  of  another.  Some 
have  so  expressed  them- 
selves. And  if  there  is  little 
or  no  difference  in  the 
teaching,  why  is  it  not  true? 
Then  our  plea  for  the  whole 
gospel  is  not  well  founded. 
We  profess  to  believe  the 
doctrines,  but  through  our 
neglect  to  teach  them  they 
are  becoming  a  dead  letter. 
Many  members  are  far  from 
knowing  what  the  church 
doctrines  are,  much  less 
understanding  why  we  hold 
to  them. 

Paul  said,  ''I  have  not 
shunned  to  declare  the 
whole  counsel  of  God."  '^I 
am  not  ashamed  of  the 
gospel  of  Christ."  In  this 
I  connection  it  might  be  said 
that  here  is  a  great  danger 
to  a  minister.  When  he  be- 
comes neglectful  in  his 
teaching,  he  will  next  show 
indifference,  next  he  will 
shun  the  teaching,  next  he 
will  be  ashamed  of  it,  and 
finally  he  will  turn  against 
it  and  seek  to  nullify  and 
[destroy  it.  One  may  thus 
I  become  an  enemy    to     the 
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truth.  Example  of  such 
a  progression  in  this  wrong 
direction  might  be  pointed 
out.  We  can  not  love  the 
gospel  of  Christ  unless  we 
are  willing  to  respect  it, 
willing  to  teach  it,  willing  to 
sacrifice  for  it,  and  willing 
to  lose  the  esteem  of  men  in 
order  to  stay  by  it. 

Such  requirements,  it 
\¥Ould  seem,  make  too  great 
a  demand  upon  the  fidelity 
of  many  ministers.  The 
unpopular  and  humble 
doctrines  of  Christ  do  not 
suit  the  minds  of  men 
generally,  and  there  is 
always  an  urge  to  loosen  up 
and  modify  them,  is  not  to 
abandon  them.  In  this  day 
of  affiliations  and  confed- 
erations it  is  easy  to  fall  in 
line  with  the  modified 
doctrines  of  the  other 
churches.  To  place  much 
emphasis  upon  the  plain 
teachings  handed  down 
from  Mark  and  his  humble 
followers  is  too  much  for 
many  in  this  day  of  rapid 
transitions.  It  is  easy  to 
say  that  many  gospel  re- 
quirements are  not  suited  to 
our  day  and  time. 

For  some  years  there  has 
been  noticed  this  side-step- 
ping in  our  teaching.  Its 
influence  was  then  felt  and 
occasionally  writers  for  the 


church  paper  would  express 
their  apprehension  as  to  the 
outcome  of  this  lack.  Then 
as  now  many  felt  no  concern 
and  others  hailed  it  as  a  very 
desirable  change.  The 
passing  of  a  few  years  some- 
times gives  us  a  better  view 
as  to  developments  when  we 
take  a  look  back  and  m.ake 
some  comparisons.  Not  so 
much  for  criticism  as  to  take 
a  look  at  the  v/ay  this  lack  of 
teaching  was  regarded.  Let 
us  go  back  only  eight  years. 

I  will  quote  from  Elder 
H.  C.  Early,  Messenger 
February  1925.  His  pur- 
pose was  to  quiet  the  fears 
of  those  who  might  have  any 
misgivings  as  to  the  lack  of 
teaching  the  doctrines  of  the 
church  at  that  time.  We 
were  assured  there  was  no 
cause  whatever.  He  called 
attention  to  the  "Brethren's 
Card''  as  printed  in  the 
church  paper  occasionally. 

The  "Brethren's  Card" 
set  out  the  following  as  the 
doctrines  of  the  Church  of 
The  Brethren:  1.  Inspira- 
tion of  the  Bible;  personal- 
ity of  the  Holy  Spirit;  the 
virgin  birth;  the  deity  of 
Christ ;  the  sin-pardoning 
value  of  the  atonement;  His 
resurrection;  His  ascension 
and  personal  visible  return ; 
resurrection  of  the  just  and 
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unjust. 

2.  New  Testament  rites ; 
baptism  of  penitentbelievers 
by  triune  immersion  for  the 
remission  of  sins;  feet- 
washing;  love  feast;  com- 
munion; Christian  saluta- 
tion ;  proper  appearance  in 
worship ;  anointing  the  sick ; 
laying  on  hands. 

4.  Opposes:  carnal  war- 
fare; violence  in  disputes; 
intemperance  in  all  things; 
going  to  law,  especially 
against  Christian  brethren; 
divorce  and  remarriage  ex- 
cept for  the  one  scriptural 
reason ;  every  form  of  oath ; 
membership  in  secret,  oath- 
bound  societies;  games  of 
chance  and  sinful  amuse- 
ments ;  extravagance  in 
dress." 

This  is  not  quite  all  of  the 
card.  I  would  agree  that 
this  is  good,  a  fine  outline  of 
doctrines  for  a  church  to 
hold  and  teach.  But  he 
says:  ^'Is  it  true  that  these 
doctrines  are  not  held?  Not 
believed?  Not  taught?  If 
so  it  is  information  to  me,  I 
confess.  This  body  of 
doctrine  is  published  fre- 
quently in  the  Gospel  Mes- 
senger   In  fact  it    is 

kept  before  the  whole 
church  in  this  way  almost 
constantly.  These  doctrines 
are  severally  and  repeatedly 


discussed  at  length  through 

'the  church  paper    by     our 

j  ablest  writers  and  from  our 

I  pulpits      by      our      ablest 

preachers.     The  conference 

has  taught  them Has 

the  conference  ever  been 
asked  for  the  scriptural 
authority  for  any  one  of 
them?  Has  the  Bible 
grounds  for  any  one  of  them 
ever  been  questioned?  Not 
to  my  knowlege.  They  are 
settled  doctrines  in  the  faith 
and  practice  of  the  church/' 
If  this  had  been  written 
thirty  or  forty  years  ago  it 
perhaps  would  have  been  in 
place.  But  it  v/as  putting 
it  somewhat  strong  even  for 
eight  years  ago.  The  results 
were  showing  then.  But 
how  about  the  present?  Let 
the  reader  who  knows  the 
facts  go  over  the  list  and 
compare  notes.  Is  this 
"body  of  doctrine"  kept  be- 
fore the  whole  church 
almost  constantly?  Are 
they  severally  and  re- 
peatedly discussed  at  length 
in  the  church  paper  by  the 
ablest  writers?  Let  those 
who  have  been  readers  the 
last  five  years  go  over  the 
ground.  How  many  have 
been  treated  by  the  able 
preachers  and  writers? 
Some  have  been  rarely  and 
indirectly    treated.      Some 
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not  at  all,  while  others  have 
been  turned  out  the  back 
door  by  having  articles 
written  and  printed  against 
them.  How  many  are  now 
considered  no  longer  to  be 
''the  faith  and  practice  of 
the  church''  in  many  con- 
gregations? It  is  now  in- 
formation to  Brother  Early 
that  some  of  these  are  not 
held?  Not  believed?  Not 
taught? 

But  he  thinks,  "While 
there  was  more  teaching  in 
our  distinctive  doctrines  in 
the  past  than  now,  (eight 
years  ago)  the  teaching 
given  them  today  is  abler, 
more  comprehensive,  more 
appealing  ....  The  teachers 
now  have  great  advantage 
over  their  fathers,  and  their 
teaching  ought  to  be  better, 
and  it  is  better — better  on 
the  whole  and  on  particular 
subjects.''  It  is  not  fully 
known  just  how  compre- 
hensive some  of  the  "able 
teaching"  is  even  on  other 
than  the  distinctive  doc- 
trines. 

One  other  quotation:  "If 
there  are  teachers  and 
preachers  and  leaders  in  the 
church  who  no  longer  be- 
lieve sincerely  in  her  doc- 
trines, it  is  a  serious  situa- 
tion. Whatever  may  be  the 
duty  of  a  leader  under  such 


a  condition,  one  thing  is 
I  clear :  when  he  ceases  to  rep- 
resent in  heart  the  people 
he  serves,  after  all  reason- 
able effort  is  made  at  ad- 
justment, he  should  cease  to 
be  a  leader  to  them.  If 
these  men  no  longer  believe 
in  the  church's  teachings 
why  don't  they  withdraw? 
Why  don't  they  go  else- 
where? That  would  be 
easy." 

Yes,  it  would  be  easy,  and 
it  would  be  good  for  the 
church  if  they  did.  But 
observation  proves  that  such 
leaders  do  not  do  this.  They 
never  think  of  such  a  thing. 
Why  did  not  the  leaders  at 
Sardis  and  Laodicea  with- 
draw before  they  corrupted 
those  churches?  If  there 
had  been  enough  of  the  true 
members  they  could  have 
asked  them  to  withdraw. 

It  would  have  been  their 
duty  to  expel  them  after 
reasonable  effort  at  adjust- 
ment, but  it  was  not  done, 
and  everyone  knows  why. 

Why  is  it  that  ministers 
in  the  leading  churches  do 
not  withdraw  after  imbibing 
the  modernist's  doctrine 
and  openly  denying  the 
teaching  for  which  those 
churches  have  always  stood? 
One  writer  tells  of  an  effort 
to  unite  the  churches  in  a 
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certain  state  with  a  view  to 
oust  such  unblievers.  It 
was  found  after  a  time  that 
the  leaders  of  the  move- 
ment had  to  keep  still  or  be 
ousted  themselves.  When 
at  first  ministers  in  certain 
churches  would  fall  in  with 
tjnitarian  belief  it  was  easy 
to  expel  them.  Later  it  was 
found  this  could  not  be  done, 
and  finally  true  ministers 
who  would  uphold  the  doc- 
trines of  their  church  were 
driven  from  their  pulpits  to 
make  room  for  the  liberal- 
istic  theologians. 

This  is  the  situation  that 
now  confronts  the  religious 
world.  In  the  larger 
churces  unbelievers  and 
open  defiers  of  the  formerly 
established  doctrines  and 
authorities  in  those 
churches  have  entrenched 
themselves,  and  it  is  a  vain 
delusion  to  hope  they  will 
withdraw. 

I  would  say  again,  it  is  a 
poor  time  to  start  following 
the  lead  of  these    churches

Human  nature  has  been 
very  much  the  same  in  all 
ages.  Some  people  will 
stand  true  and  sound  in  the 
faith  of  the  gospel,  no 
matter  what  comes.  There 
was  Job,  it  seemed  like 
everything  went  against 
him,  even  his  own  family. 
Yet  he  would  not  forsake 
God. 

Then  Daniel  was  another, 
who  trusted  God  to  the  ex- 
tent he  would  face  the  Lion 
rather  than  cease  to  worship 
God.  Paul  was  another  who 
suffered  all  kind  of  persecu- 
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tion  and  yet  remained  true 
to  God.  There  are  a  few 
persons  that  could  not  be 
moved,  there  are  many 
others  that  could  be  moved. 

Then  there  are  records 
where  men  started  out  to 
do  God's  will,  and  would 
then  fall  and  turn  back.  On 
one  occasion  when  Christ 
was  teaching  there  was  a 
number  said  ''this  is  a  hard 
saying,''  and  turned  back 
from  following  him.  It 
seems  it  has  always  been  the 
inclination  of  people  to  look 
upon  the  requirements  of 
God  as  being  too  hard.  They 
are  still  that  way. 

Many  churches  must 
think  the  requirements  of 
the  gospel  too  hard,  at  least 
they  are  not  willing  to  do 
what  the  word  says.  Which 
understands  best  our  needs, 
God,  or  man?  I  am  sure  God 
understands  best. 

The  word  says,  ''His  v^^ays 
are  as  much  higher  than 
ours,  as  the  heavens  are 
above  the  earth." 

The  children  of  Israel  are 
another  example  of  human 
nature.  After  they  had 
been  down  in  Egypt  for 
some  time  in  bondage  work- 
ing as  slaves  God  heard  their 
cries  and  groanings,  and 
planned  a  way  to  deliver 
them  from  this  unpleasant 


life.  Worked  wonders 
right  before  their  eyes  and 
all  the  time  in  every  move 
the  power  of  God  was 
shown,  but  still  after  they 
were  led  out  into  the  wilder- 
ness and  things  did  not  go 
to  please  them  they  began 
to  murmur  and  complain, 
and  in  Ex.  16:3,  they  really 
longed  again  for  the  flesh 
pots  of  Egypt. 

There  is  a  comparison 
here.  The  children  of 
Israel,  and  some  folks  who 
started  out  with  the  Dunk- 
ard  Brethren.

Since  the  separation  a 
few  years  ago,  it  is  evident 
the  other  church  has  grown 
still  more  worldly,  and  be- 
come more  modern  at  a 
rapid  rate  and  we  are  made 
to  wonder  how  anyone  could 
desire  to  turn  back.  I 
thank  God  that  would  be 
far  from  my  desire.  I  feel 
sure  we  have  seen  enough  of 
the  power  of  God  manifest, 
and  had  enough  rich  bless- 
ings since  we  have  stepped 
out  for  a  more  loyal  walk 
with  God.  It  seems  no  one 
would  now,  as  it  were  long 
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for  '*the  flesh  pots  of 
Egypt/'  I  too  wonder  why 
some  folks  want  to  be 
Dunkards  and  still  hanker 
after  and  want  so  many  of 
the  modern  things  of  the 
other  churches  in  our  Sun- 
day School  and  church. 

When  folks  begin  to  want 
things  so  modern  and  try  to 
keep  up  with  other  churches 
and  when  folks  begin 
making  threats  they  will  go 
back,  if  you  don't  do  so  and 
so.  I  wonder  whether  their 
motive  was  right.  Then  too, 
when  folks  are  not  willing  to 
line  up  and  work  in  harmony 
with  the  gospel  as  believed 
by  the  church,  there  surely 
is  something  wrong. 

Even  though  some  of 
these  conditions  may  exist. 
I  feel  all  the  loyal  churches 
and  members  should  press 
on  and  not  only  live  true  to 
the  church  themselves  but 
demand  discipline  be  en- 
forced, and  if  folks  do  not 
want  to  be  Dunkards  the 
church  can  do  them  no  good, 
neither  will  they  do  the 
church  any  good.  Let  us 
press  on  in  defence  of  the 
gospel  and  the  church.

I  think  many  times  people 
hesitate  to  deal  with  the 
word  ^'perfect''  because  they 
think  it  means  something 
that  cannot  be  improved, 
but  not  so.  It  is  mostly 
used  as  meaning  complete, 
and  sometimes  used  as 
j  meaning  faultless  or  blame- 
illess.  Thank  God,  we  can 
'live  perfect  (complete)  lives 
in  His  sight,  walking  ac- 
1  cording  to  His  leadings. 
I  But  no  Christian  can  be 
able  to  live  such  a  life  that 
j  man  will  not  find  fault  with 
him.  So  did  they  find  fault 
with  Christ,  our  perfect  ex- 
ample.    (Heb.  5:9). 

Sometimes  we  are  pointed 
to  Rom.  3:10,  ^'As  it  is 
written,  there  is  none  right- 
eous, no  not  one."  Also  the 
23rd  verse,  'Tor  all  have 
sinned,  and  have  come  short 
of  the  glory  of  God."  Let  us 
read  all  the  chapter  and  see 
who  this  refers  to.     It  is  re- 
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f  erring  to  man  in  the, 
natural  state  before  he  is; 
justified  through  faith  in! 
Christ,  sinful  men,  not  re- 1 
generated  persons.  I  am 
sure  no  Christian  would  j 
want  to  be  classified  as  such  I 
mentioned  in  this    chapter.] 

In  Phil.  3,  Paul  says  he 
counts  all  things  but  loss  for 
Christ,  that  he  might  win 
Christ,  and  attain  unto  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead. 
We  will  notice  verses  11  and 
12,  ''If  by  any  means  I 
might  attain  unto  the  resur- 
rection of  the  dead;  not  as 
though  I  had  already  at- 
tained, either  were  already 
perfect;  but  I  follov/  after,  if 
that  I  may  apprehend  that 
for  which  also  I  am  appre- 
hended of  Christ  Jesus.''  He' 
says  he  had  not  already  at- 1 
tained,  or  were  already  per- 1 
feet,  as  referring  to  the  per- 
fect state  of  man  in  the 
resurrection.  But  further 
on  in  the  15th  verse,  includ- 
ing, himself  he  says,  ''Let  us 
therefore  as  many  as  be 
perfect,  be  thus  minded: 
and  if  in  anything  ye  be 
otherwise  minded,  God  shall 
reveal  even  this  unto  you.'' 
Read  the  whole  chapter  to 
get  the  full  meaning  of  it. 

Jesus  told  the  rich  young 
ruler  if  he  wanted  to  be 
perfect  to  sell  all    he    had 


and  give  to  the  poor,  and 
follovs^  Him.  But  he  trusted 
in  his  riches  and  was  not 
v/illing  to  give  up  all  for 
Christ.  If  vv^e  haven't  con- 
secrated our  all  to  Christ, 
we  will  also  be  lacking  and 
not  perfect.  It  takes  a  full 
surrendered  life,  God  wants 
all,  or  none  of  our  lives. 

Christ  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice  for  us,  will  we 
sacrifice  for  Him?  God  is 
not  satisfied  with  anything 
less  than  our  best  for  Him. 
Do  we  always  do  our  best  in 
everything  we  do?  I  am 
afraid  we  fall  short  many 
times.  But  remember  we 
are  not  pleasing  God  then. 
How  much  better  the  world 
would  be  if  every  professed 
Christian  would  always  do 
their  best.  One  time  when 
I  v\^as  in  a  service,  after 
singing  a  song  the  chorister 
asked  how  many  did  their 
best  in  singing,  only  one 
hand  went  up  that  I  could 
see.  Sometimes  it  would 
only  take  a  little  more  effort 
to  do  our  best,  and  how 
much  greater  the  result 
would  be.  This  is  a  very 
fitting  verse  for  many 
occasions :  "Therefore  to 
him  that  knew  to  do  good 
and  doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is 
sin."^    (Jas.  4:17.) 

Faith  v/as  made    perfect 
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(complete)  by  works  when 
Abraham  offered  Isaac. 
(Jas.  2:21-22.),  Instead  of 
offering  Isaac  in  deed,  he 
offered  up  his  own  will,  that 
is  the  first  sacrifice  we 
should  lay  on  the  altar. 

In  II  Cor.  13:11,  Paul  is 
telling  the  brethren  to  be 
perfect,  (complete,  or 
blameless)  be  of  good  com- 
fort, be  of  one  mind,  live  in 
peace,  and  that  God  would 
be  with  them.  They  must 
have  been  lacking  in  their 
Christian  life  as  Paul 
further  wishes  the  perfec- 
tion in  verse  9. 

There  are  so  many  good 
references  and  scriptures  on 
this  subject,  but  we  will 
come  to  a  conclusion  and 
sum  up  some  things  which 
are  perfect. 

First  of  all,  God^s  will, 
laws,  and  works  are  perfect. 
(Rom.  12:2,  Ps.  19:7,  Deut. 
o2:4)  And  still  men  find 
fault  with  Him.  I  think  a 
very  common  thing  in  which 
many  people  find  fault  with, 
is  the  weather.  Remember 
how  the  children  of  Israel 
murmured  against  God's 
doings?  They  were  also 
punished. 

We  have  perfect  peace  by 
trusting  in  Him.  (Isa. 
26:3.) 

Faith  made  perfect  thru 


works,   (Jas.  2:22). 

Perfect  love,  (I  Jno.  2:5, 
I  Jon.  4:12-18). 

If  we  are  faithful, 
patience  will  have  it's  per- 
fect work,  (Jas.  1:4). 

Perfect  gifts,  (Jas.  1:17). 

With  all  this  before  us, 
and  the  promise  that  God's 
grace  is  sufficient,  we 
should  be  able  to  live  per- 
fect lives,  complete  in  the 
fullness  of  Christ.  (Eph. 
4:12-13.)  Epaphras  as 
servant  of  Christ,  prayed 
fervently  that  the  Colossians 
might  stand  perfect  and 
complete  in  all  the  will  of 
God.  (Col.  4:12.)  We 
should  not  get  discouraged 
if  we  miake  mistakes,  our 
mistakes  should  not  lower 
our  standard  or  take  us 
downward,  but  should  be 
stepping  stones  taking  us  on 
higher  ground.  We  can 
profit  by  our  mistakes.  By 
overcoming  little  things  it 
is  easier  to  overcome  greater 
obstacles.  A  perfect  Chris- 
tian will  manifest  a  perfect 
life  for  Christ. 

We  have  this  blessed 
promise  in  Jude  24th  verse, 
"Now  unto  Him  that  is  able 
to  keep  you  from  falling, 
and  to  present  you  faultless 
before  the  presence  of  His 
glory  with  exceeding  joy.'* 

I  thank  God  that    He    is 
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able  to  keep  us  from  falling, 
even  if  we  are  in  the  city,  we 
can  shine  for  Him.  He  is 
an  everywhere  present  God. 
Praise  His  name  for  giving 
strength  and  courage  to 
stand  for  the  things  w^e 
know  to  be  rignt.  My  prayer 
is  that  every  member  of  the 
church  will  see  the  need  of 
living  a  life  complete  in 
Christ,  alv/ays  doing  their 
best,  and  v/hat  they  know  to 
be  right.

THE  SEKMOX  OX  THE 
3IOUNT 

Part  III — 3Iatt.  5:lT-30

In  this  lesson  we  have 
the  permanency  of  the  law 
declared,  like  the  great 
Law-giver,  it  is  holy  in  its 
character,  it  cannot  change, 
and  it  demands  purity  in  all. 

The  rule  which  Christ 
came  to  establish  exactly 
agreed  with  the  scriptures 
of  the  Old  Testament,  here 
called  the  law  and  the 
prophets.  Therefore  He 
protests  against  the  thought 
of  cancelling  and  weakening 
the  Old  Testament:  ^^Think 
not  that  I  am  come  to    de- 


stroy    the     law     and     the 
prophets." 

Christ  commands  nothing 
now  which  was  forbidden 
either  by  the  law  of  nature 
or  the  moral  law,  nor  for- 
bids anything  which  those 
laws  had  enjoyed.  It  is  a 
great  mistake  to  think  he 
does,  and  he  here  takes  care 
to  rectify  the  mistake,  ^'I 
am  not  come  to  destroy." 
The  Savior  of  souls  is  the 
destroyer  of  nothing  but  the 
works  of  the  devil;  of 
nothing  that  comes  from 
God,  much  less  of  those 
excellent  dictates  which  we 
have  from  Moses  and  the 
prophets.  No,  He  came  to 
fulfill  them. 

(1)     To  obey  the     com- 
mands of  the  law,    for    He 
was  made  under    the    law, 
:(Gal.  4:4.)     He  in  all     re- 
spects yielded  obedience  to 
the  law,  honored  His    par- 
'ents,  sanctified  the  Sabbath, 
'prayed,  gave  alms,  and  did 
I  that  which    never    anyone 
I  else  did,   obeyed  perfectly, 
land  never  broke  the  law  in 
I  anything. 

I  (2)  He  made  good  the 
,  promises  of  the  law,  and  the 
j  predictions  of  the  prophets, 
I  which  did  all  bear  witness 
of  Him. 

(3)  He  answered  the 
types  of  the  law ;  He  did  not 
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make  void,  but  made  good, 
the  ceremonial  law,  and 
manifested  Himself  to  be 
the  substance  of  all  those 
shadows. 

(4)  He  filled  up  the  de- 
fects of  it,  and  so  completed 
and  perfected  it.  We  may 
consider  the  law  as  a  vessel 
that  had  some  water  in  it 
before,  Christ  came  not  to 
pour  out  the  water,  but  to 
fill  the  vessel  up  to  the  brim. 
Before  Christ  came  the  New 
Testament  was  in  the  (Old) 
conceived.  Now  since 
Christ  has  come  the  Old  is 
in  the  New  revealed.  The 
gospel  is  the  time  of  refor- 
mation, (Heb.  9:10.)  So 
He  asserts  the  perpetuity  of 
it,  ''Till  heaven  and  earth 
pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittle 
shall  in  no  wise  pass  from 
the  law,  till  all  be  fulfilled.^^ 
For  what  is  it  that  God  is 
doing  in  all  the  operations 
both  of  providence  and 
grace,  but  fulfilling  the 
scripture? 

Heaven  and  earth  and  the 
fullness  thereof  shall  be 
wrapped  up  in  ruin  and  con- 
fusion, rather  than  any  of 
God's  word  should  fall  to  the 
ground.  The  word  of  the 
Lord  endures  forever,  both 
that  of  the  law  and  that  of 
the  gospel,  and  He  shall 
stand  by  and  maintain  every 


iota  and  tittle  of  His  law. 
He  gives  it  in  charge  to  His 
disciples,  and  tells  them  the 
great  danger  of  the  neglect 
and  contempt  of  it:  ''Who- 
soever shall  break  one  of 
these  least  commandments 
and  shall  teach  men  so,  he 
shall  be  called  least  in  the 
kngdom  of  Heaven.'' 

Note:  among  the  com- 
mands of  God,  there  are 
some  less  than  others — none 
absolutely  little,  but  com- 
paratively so.  Folks  jit  is 
a  dangerous  thing,  in  doc- 
trine or  practice,  to  disannul 
the  least  of  God's  com- 
mands, to  break  them,  that 
is,  to  go  about  either  to  con- 
tract the  extent,  or  weaken 
the  obligation  of  them. 
Whosoever  does  so,  will  find 
it  is  at  his  peril.  It  is  some- 
thing more  than  transgress- 
ing the  law,  it  is  making 
void  the  law,  (Ps.  119:126.) 

It  is  imprudence  enough 
to  break  the  command,  but 
it  is  a  greater  degree  of  it  to 
teach  men  so.  They  that 
do  so,  shall  be  called  least  in 
the  kingdom  of  heaven,  in 
the  kingdom  of  glory;  they 
shall  never  come  thither,  but 
be  eternally  excluded. 

The  prophet  that  teaches 
these  lies  shall  be  the  tail 
in  that  kingdom,  (Isa. 
9:15.)     Nothing      makes 
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ministers  more  contemptible 
and  base  than  corrupting 
the  law,  (Mai  2:8-11). 
Those  who  encourage  sin, 
and  put  contempt  upon 
strictness  in  religion  and 
serious  devotion  are  but 
dregs  in  the  church,  dregs 
in  the  community,  yea  dregs 
in  the  nation. 

Folks  are  complaining  of 
the  depression  of  the  nation 
today.  I  am  not  too  sure, 
but  we  might  be  coming  to 
a  time  like  the  Lord  told 
Jeremiah  concerning  the 
prophets  that  prophecy  lies 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
He  told  them,  ''By  sword 
and  famine  shall  those 
prophets  be  consumed  and 
the  people  to  whom  they 
prophesied.''  (Read  Jer. 
14:13-16.) 

When  we  take  a  retro- 
spective view,  and  we  need 
not  look  back  very  far 
either,  for  it  is  right  on  our 
heels,  all  around  us.  Minis- 
ters who  were  once  of  our 
own  faith  who  once  clung 
so  tenaciously  to  the  com- 
mands and  precepts  of  our 
blessed  Jesus,  now  trample 
them  under  foot,  saying 
they  are  not  necessary  any 
more.  They  even  confess 
the  church  is  drifting  but 
continue  using  all  their 
power  and  energy    to    get 


souls  into  such  a  church. 
Folks,  I  wouldn't  stay  in  a 
thing  that  was  drifting 
without  hope  much  less  try 
to  get  my  friends  in.  But 
they  are  throwing  out  every 
inducement  to  get  folks  in, 
and  what  is  happening? 
They  make  them  two-fold 
more  the  child  of  hell  than 
themselves.  (Matt.    23:15.) 

I  must  just  wonder  some- 
times what  the  answer  of 
such  seducers  will  be  in  the 
great  day  of  all  days.  When 
we  think  of  the  goodness  of 
God,  how  he  has  blessed 
humankind,  and  our  blessed 
Jesus,  He  has  done  so  much. 
He  gave  His  life  for  the 
human  race,  and  is  still  at 
the  right  hand  of  God  inter- 
ceding in  our  every  behalf. 
Indeed  it  seems  to  me  that 
if  the  spirit  does  not  lead 
folks  anymore,  the  goodness 
of  the  Lord  ought  to  lead 
them  to  repentance.  ''But 
if  not  then  after  the  hard- 
ness and  impenitence  of 
their  hearts,  they  treasure 
up  unto  themselves  wrath 
against  the  day  of  wrath 
and  revelation  of  the  right- 
eous judgment  of  God." 
(Rom.  2:4-11.) 

Beloved,  there  is  an  awful 
day  coming,  and  it  may  not 
be  far  distant,  and  it  is  a 
wonderful  thing  to  pervert 
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the  immutable  word  of 
eternal  truth,  yet  it  is  be- 
coming a  i^revalent  practice ; 
the  Spirit  says,  '^women 
should  have  the  prayer  veil 
on  their  heads  ;^'  man  says, 
''carry  it  in  your  pocket  or 
hymn  book  or  pocket  book." 
The  Spirit  says,  ''Greet  one 
another  with  a  holy  kiss;"| 
man  says,  "Not  so,  you  will  | 
thereby  incur  disease/'  The 
Spirit  says,  "Elders 
shall  do  the  anointing;''  man 
says,  "Anybody  can  do  it." 
The  Spirit  says.  Abstain 
from  all  appearance  of  evil ;" 
man  says,  "Mingle  with,  and 
be  partakers  with  the 
sinner."  The  Spirit  says, 
"We  are  to  be  seasoned  with 
the  salt  of  grace  and  truth 
and  present  our  bodies  a 
livmg  sacrifice  unto  the 
Lord,  and  not  to  conform 
them  to  the  world;"  man 
says,  "Nothing  to  it,  religion 
is  in  the  heart."  Precisely 
so,  but  those  who  speak  thus 
evidence  that  the  Devil  is 
living  in  their  hearts.  He 
is  their  leader,  he  is  their 
dictator,  he  is  their  per- 
suader. They  are  living 
under  his  directions  and 
whose  would  they  be  but 
his? 

There  are  wonderful 
judgments  of  the  Lord  pre- 
scribed against  those    who 


thus  pervert  God's  holy 
word.  (Read  Jer.  23,  Gal. 
1:6-8.) 

But  those  who  do  and 
teach,  live  up  to  what  they 
preach  are  truly  great;  they 
honor  God,  and  God  will 
honor  them,  (Sam.  2:30). 
And  they  shall  shine  as  the 
stars  in  the  kingdom  of  our 
Father.  But  our  righteous- 
ness must  exceed  that  of 
the  Scribes  and  Pharisees, 
or  we  shall  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  Heaven.  What 
was  wrong  with  these  sects? 
They  fasted,  prayed,  gave 
alms;  they  were  very  punc- 
tual in  observing  the  cere- 
monial appointments;  they 
were  strict  in  the  letter,  but 
void  of  the  spirit;  in  their 
religion  they  sought  for  the 
praise  and  applause  of  men; 
they  had  a  form  of  Godliness 
but  denied  the  power  there- 
of; they  were  very  strict  in 
teaching  others,  but  they 
said  and  did  not.  (Read 
Matt  23.) 

Do  we  have  any  people 
like  that  today?  I  say  yea, 
verily!  And  Jesus  says  to 
this  class  of  people,  "Ye 
serpents,  ye  generation  of 
vipers,  how  can  ye  escape 
the  damnation  of  hell ?"  So 
how  shall  our  righteousness 
exceed  that  of  these  sects? 
Here  is  the  answer : 
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O,  for  a  heart  to  love  my  God! 
A  heart  from  sin  set  free; 
A  heart  that  always  feels  the  blood 
So  freely  shed  for  me. 

A  heart  resigned,  submissive,  meek, 
My  dear  Redeemer's  throne, 
Where  only  Christ  is  heard  to  speak, 
Where  Jesus  reigns  alone. 

A  humble,  lowly,  contrite  heart. 

Believing,  true  and  clean; 

Which  neither  life  nor  death  can 

part 
From  Him  that  dwells  within. 

A  heart  in  every  thought  renewed, 
And  filled  with  love  divine; 
Perfect,  and  right,   and  pure,   and 

good, 
A  copy  Lord  of  thine. 

If  this  is  our  earnest  de- 
sire and  prayer  to  God,  what 
a  wonderful  church  we  will 
have,  for  He  has  promised, 
if  we  ask  in  faith  believng, 
we  shall  receive.

With  the  development  of 
conditions  in  our  land  of 
late  years  many  who  have 
been  striving  to  be  faithful 
followers  of  the  Christ  have 
been  confronted  with  trying 
problems.  Some  have  been 
able  to  find  a  way  out  of 
their  perplexing  situations 
while  others  are  seemingly 
unable  to  do  so  and  are  try- 
ing to  make  the  best  of  mat- 
ters as  they  are,  in  the  hope 
that  the  providence  of  God 
will  in  time  give  them  re- 
lief. We  believe  those  who 
are  doing  the  very  best  they 
can  under  the  circumstances 
shall  be  rewarded  through 
the  goodness  of  God  in  due 
season,  if  they  but  exercise 
sufficient  faith.  In  the 
meanwhile  all  who  possibly 
can,  should  lend  a  helping 
hand  and  strive  to  en- 
courage the  troubled  ones 


to  be  faithful  and  true  and 
not  give  up  the  struggle. 

What  we  have  in  mind 
mostly  just  now  is  this: 
With  the  worldward  trend 
of  the  church  of  late  years 
and  matters  that  have  de- 
veloped as  a  result  of  it 
many  sincere  and  honest 
members  of  the  church  who 
want  to  remain  true  to  their 
'  baptismal  covenant  with 
Iheir  God  and  work  out  their 
salvation  in  fear  and  tremb- 
ling, have  found  themselves 
'isolated  from  those  of  like 
'precious  faith  and  despised 
and  rejected  of  the  worldly 
element  that  gained  con- 
trol of  and  appropriated  the 
lawful  authority  of  the 
faithful  ones. 

Thus,  there  are  many 
scattered  here  and  there 
over  the  brotherhood  who 
cannot  enjoy  meeting  in 
worship  and  experience  the 
association,  fellowship  and 
communion  which  they  once 
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had  the  privilege  of  doing. 
Business,  financial  and 
other  matters  being  as  they 
are,  many  of  such  feel  they 
cannot  leave  their  present 
places  of  abode  and  as  a  re- 
sult they  must  struggle  on 
as  best  they  can  until  some 
way  opens  for  them. 

It  is  to  those  v/ho  find 
themselves  so  situated  that 
we  especially  pen  these 
lines,  and  v/e  Vv^ish  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  words 
of  the  apostle  Paul  to 
Philem.on,  his  fellow  laborer. 
'Taul,  a  prisoner  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  Timothy  our 
brother,  unto  Philemon  our 
dearly  beloved,  and  fellow 
laborer,  and  to  our  beloved 
Apphia,  and  Archippus  our 
fellov/  soldier,  and  to  the 
church  in  thy  house;  grace 
to  you,  and  peace  from  God 
cur  father  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.''  (Phil.  1:3). 
In  connection  with  the  fore- 
going greeting  at  the  onset 
of  this  epistle  you  will  notice 
he  speaks  of  'The  church  in 
thy  house"  and  it  is  this 
thought  v/hich  we  feel  can 
be  studied  with  profit  by  all 
of  us. 

Evidently  the  apostle  was 
imprisoned  at  the  time  of 
this  writing  and  was  not 
permitted  to  enjoy  worship- 
ping with  his     co-workers. 


In  this  grievous  situation 
v/e  find  him  engaged  in 
prayer  and  writing  letters 
jto  those  of  like  precious 
!  faith  encouraging  them  to 
i  steadfastness  and  sacrificial 
'service  in  the  cause  of 
I  Christ.  This  not  only 
I  proved  to  be  a  blessing  to 
I  his  followers  but  the  Lord 
Istrengthend  him  and  gave 
him  joy  and  consolation  al- 
though in  bonds. 

In  view  of  the  situation 
that  confronts  us  at  the 
present  time  we  feel  im- 
pressed to  ask  those  who  are 
isolated  from  others  of  like 
precious  faith,  what  about 
"the  church  that  is  in  thine 
I  house?'' 

Just  in  v/hat  way  are  you 
rasing  your  influence?  Are 
'you  fellowshipping  and  en- 
couraging those  innova- 
tions and  departures  from 
the  faith  that  have  de- 
stroyed the  power  and  in- 
fluence of  the  church  or 
have  you  withdrawn  your- 
self from  these  unfruitful 
workers  of  darkness,  mean- 
while reproving  them  in 
conversation  and  life?  Are 
you  unequally  yoked  with 
unbelievers  or  are  you 
standing  aloof  and  showing 
your  colors  as  Daniel  of  old? 
Have  you  purposed  in  your 
heart  that  you  will  not  de- 
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file  yourself  with  these 
modern  deceptions  of  the 
evil  one?  It  appears  with 
the  gradual  decline  in 
spiritual  life  of  late  years 
that  folks  have  neglected  to 
a  large  extent  religion  in 
the  home,  when  in  reality, 
there  is  where  we  should 
find  its  greatest  expression. 
Somehow  the  idea  has  de- 
veloped with  professors  of 
Christianity  that  the  church 
house  is  the  only  place  for 
worship  and  engaging  in 
reHgious  activities.  As  a 
result  many  of  the  homes 
have  become  mere  places  of 
abode  where  the  inmates  are 
so  engrossed  in  the  temporal 
affairs  of  life  that  the 
spiritual  side  is  given  very 
little  thought,  much  less  ex- 
pression. 

Christian  marriage  is  a 
sacred  rite,  the  Christian 
home  is  a  sacred  institution 
and  here  the  religion  of 
Jesus  Christ  should  show 
forth  its  reality.  Here, 
continual  prayer  should  be 
made  and  hymns  of  praise 
should  be  sung.  Here  is 
where  the  life  giving 
principle  of  the  Lord  and 
Savior  should  be  instilled 
into  the  hearts  and  lives  of 
the  little  ones,  that  they 
may  learn  to  reverence  and 
respect  God,  the  church  and 


their  parents.  Here  is 
where  love  should  abound 
and  peace  and  happiness 
prevail.  Here  the  word  of 
God  should  be  read,  studied 
and  applied. 

In  view  of  these  facts, 
what  about  ''the  church  that 
is  in  thy  house?''  Are  you 
engaging  in  regular  and 
earnest  prayer  in  behalf  of 
the  church,  your  home,  your 
little  ones,  and  all  men 
everywhere?  Do  you  sing 
the  songs  of  Zion  that  carry 
our  minds  away  from  the 
troublesome  affairs  of  life 
and  point  us  to  the  skies? 
Do  you  show  forth  in  your 
daily  life,  your  speech,  your 
dealings  with  those  about 
you  those  inward  graces 
that  distinguish  you  as  a 
follower  of  the  Christ?  Do 
you  prove  your  loyalty  to 
Christ  and  His  church  by 
conforming  to  the  regula- 
tons  that  are  designed  to 
keep  us  in  peace,  without 
spot  and  blameless? 

It  might  be  well  for  each 
of  us  to  ask  ourselves  the 
question,  'if  every  member 
would  be  just  like  me,  what 
kind  of  a  church  would  my 
church  be?" 

Do  you  remember  the 
"Lord's  Day"  and  keep  it  as 
a  day  of  rest  and  worship? 

Even  though  there    may 
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be  but  few  in  number  in  our 
home  that  are  believers,  our 
Saviour  says,  ^Tor  where 
two  or  three  are  gathered 
together  in  My  name,  there 
am  I  in  the  midst  of  them/' 
(Matt.  18:20,) 

So  we  have  the  privilege 
and  opportunity  of  engag- 
ing in  v/orship  in  our  own 
homes  and  if  necessary  en- 
gaging in  the  sacred  ordin- 
ances of  the  church,  assured 
that  the  Lord  will  be  with 
us,  and  that  to  bless,  if  we 
come  together  in  His  name. 

Regardless  of  the  con- 
ditions that  arise  about  us 
the  faithful  child  of  God 
should  continue  to  show  his 


devotion  to  his  Saviour  and 
keep  burning  the  fires  of 
spiritual  life. 

May  we  not  all  work  to 
this  end  and  ''take  heed  to 
the  church  in  our  owm 
house.'' 


A  THIEF

One  of  the  disagreeable 
things  that  come  to  pass,  is, 
when  we  are  robbed  of  our 
valuables.  Things  of  great 
value  men  and  wom.en  put 
under  lock  and  take  every 
precaution  to  prevent  the 
thief  from  taking  them 
av/ay  from  them.  As  I  lay 
awake  last  night  it  dawned 
upon  me,  that  it  would  be 
well  to  call  our  attention  to 
the  fact,  that  there  is  a  thief 
who  should  be  arrested  at 
once  lest  he  will  rob  the 
church  of  peace  and  unity 
which  would  take  the  very 
power.  May  we  all  be  on 
the  alert  and  if  need  be 
watch  day  and  night  lest  he 
miay  rob  us  of  our  strong- 
hold. 

The  thief  I  refer  to  is  the 
thief  of  inconsistency. 

I  feel  sure  that  many  of 
us  could  recall  the  havoc 
this  thief  has  done  in  years 
past  in  other  organizations. 
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Surely  inconsistency  has 
robbed  many  an  organiza- 
tion of  love,  unity,  peace  and 
power.  Jesus  recognized 
this  condition  when  he  dis- 
covered that  there  was  a 
class  of  people  who  were 
busily  engaged  in  trying  to 
pull  motes  out  of  the  eyes  of 
others  and  did  not  first  re- 

\  move  the  beam  that  was  in 
their  own  eyes.  (Matt.  7:5.) 
And  again  in  Matt.  23,  Jesus 

*  points  out  a  people  that 
made  a  loud  profession  and 
stood  high  in  the  religious 
world,  and  who  found  much 
to  do^  but  what  they  did  do 
was  to  work  on  the  outward 
to  the  making  of  a  display 
and  neglect  the  cleansing  of 
the  inside.  Therefore  Jesus 
rebuked  them  and  spake  in 
unquestionable  terms  when 
he  said,  ''Woe  unto  you 
Scribes  and  Pharisees, 
hyporcrites,  cleanse  that  first 
which  is  within  that,  that 
which  is  without  may  be 
clean  also."  Does  it  seem 
reasonable  that  these 
Scribes  and  Pharisees  should 
have  the  upper  seats,  when 
they  are  like  whited 
sepulchres,  which,  indeed 
•  appear  beautiful  outwardly 
but  are  within  full  of  dead 
men's  bones?  Is  it  consist- 
ent that  the  blind  should 
lead  the  blind,  or  that  they 


should  compass  land  and  sea 
to  make  a  proselyte  and 
when  he  is  made,  make  him 
twofold  more  the  child  of 
hell  than  they  themselves? 

Is  it  consistent  for  any 
one  to  say,  I  am  a  Chris- 
tian, when  they  have  not 
the  spirit  of  Christ?  Incon- 
sistency is  very  often 
hypocrisy  and  both  of  these 
have  often  robbed  others 
from  confidence  and  joy, 
'that  should  be  theirs. 

You  may  have  had  the 
experience  in  past  years, 
when  you  have  had  all  con- 
fidence in  someone,  but  in 
I  course  of  time  inconsistency 
has  visited  you  through  this 
individual  and  has  robbed 
you  of  all  the  confidence  and 
love  you  had  in  and  for  that 
person. 

It  is  inconsistent  for  any- 
one to  say,  I  love  the  church, 
when  he  will  not  abide  by 
her  adopted  rules  and  regu- 
lations, but  will  simply 
continue  to  do  according  to 
his  own  personal  views  ajid 
wishes. 

May  God  help  each  of  us, 
that  we  may  recognize  the 
value  robbed  from  other 
organizations  through  the 
thief  of  inconsistency  and 
may  we  prove  our  love  to 
God,  the  church  and  the 
people  by  living    consistent 
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lives,  which  bars  inconsist- 
ency and  unifies  us  in  ac- 
cepting the  rules  and 
regulations,  which  in 
harmony  with  the  gospel, 
the  church  has  adopted. 
Jesus  said,  ''It  were  better 
that  a  millstone  were 
hanged  about  his  neck  and 
and  he  be  cast  in  the  depth 
of  the  sea,  than  to  offend 
one  of  these  little  ones/' 
(Disturb  and  rob  him  of  his 
peace.) 

My  dear  reader  beware  of 
the  man  or  woman  that  has 
for  his  or  her  associate  the 
thief  of  inconsistency.

And  this  is  only  a  partial 
list  of  departures  from  our 
former  conservative  rulings. 
Admitting  that  these  con- 
ditions do  not  all  exist  in  all 
of  the  state  districts,  or  con- 
gregations at  least  many  of 
them  do  not  exist  in  many 
of  them  and  is  well  known 
by  the  church  leaders 
generally,  and  are  directed 
largely  by  them. 

The  above  departures  and 
conditons  have  been  the 
cause  of  The  Dunkard 
Brethren  Church  to  obtain 
a  charter  and  re-affirm 
and  practice  as  we  as  con- 
servatives declare  that  we 
must  do  to  be  safe  for  the 
approval  of  Christ  our  Re- 
deemer. 

The  church  which  Christ 
established  was  to  ''be  with- 
out spot  or  wrinkle  or  any 
such  thing."  How  can  it  be 
with  all  the  above  worldly 
innovations  dominant  in  it?

Some  of  tlie  Extremes  of 
Worklliness 


A  good  many  years  ago 
the  readers  of  our  church 
paper  would  occasionally 
have  their  attention  called 
to  what  was  then  considered 
to  be  the  extremes  of  world- 
liness  in  some  of  the 
churches  of  that  time. 
Church  socials,  bazaars, 
banquets,  rummage  sales 
and  all  church  entertain- 
ments were  then  considered 
to  be  a  desecration  of  the 
house  of  God  when  held  in 
the  church.  None  of  the 
things  were  then  permitted 
in  any  of  the  churches  of 
our  people.  Writers  would 
point  out  the  evils  of  such 
things  and  warn  against 
them  in  no  uncertain 
language.  Many  would  do 
this  yet  if  they  could.  But 
it  cannot  be  done. 

Such  things  have  become 
entirely  commonplace  in 
those  churches  we  have  pat- 
terned after  in  these  things. 
I  mean  these  churchs  now 
have  gone  far  beyond  and 
are  exploring  new  fields  for 
drawing  larger  crowds  and 
raising  more  money.  I  think 


we  are  coming  along. 

Like  all  ''transitions" 
these  things  did  not  come 
into  the  churches  without 
opposition.  The  older 
readers  of  the  Messenger 
will  remember  that  certain 
books  were  highly  recom- 
mended to  our  people,  books 
which  had  been  written  in 
opposition  to  such  worldly 
trends  in  the  churches. 

'Twenty  Objections  to 
Church  'Entertainments,'' 
was  written  by  a  Methodist 
minister,  and  no  doubt  was 
well  received  by  the  most 
spiritual  in  the  churches. 
Perhaps  it  did  much  good  in 
checking  and  counteracting 
the  trend.  "Mr.  World  and 
Miss  Churchmember"  was 
another  good  book,  as  was 
"From  the  Ballroom  to 
Hell."  These  books  were 
well  distributed  from  the 
publishing  house  among 
our  people.  They  are  now 
so  far  as  I  know  out  of  print, 
and  for  the  most  part  for- 
gotten. There  is  perhaps 
nothing  to  take  their  place 
and  serve  their  purpose. 
Doubtless  now  the  sale  of 
such  books  would  be  too 
meager  to  justify  their 
writing. 

I  think  that  those  things 
mentioned  came  rather  slow 
to  the  other    churches     at 
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first.  Church  balls  and 
card  parties  were  probably 
unknown.  As  the  restraints 
were  gradually  removed, 
they  spread  more  rapidly. 
It  is  to  be  wondered  whether 
any  church  at  first  ever 
made  such  rapid  changes 
along  such  lines  as  has  the 
Church  of  The  Brethren  in 
the  last  twenty-five  years. 
The  other  churches,  after 
which  we  have  patterned, 
have  of  course  progressed 
just  as  fast  and  are  now  far 
ahead. 

To  show  in  part  just  how 
far  these  other  denomina- 
tions have  gone  I  have 
thought  it  good  to  make 
some  quotations  from 
Harold  Bell  Wright's  book, 
''God  and  the  Groceryman." 
It  is  thought  that  the  com- 
ments and  utterances  of  the 
different  characters  picture 
approximately  the  actual 
situation  in  the  churches  at 
the  time  this  book  was 
written.  It  certainly  would 
not  be  creditable  to  the 
author  to  malign  or  misrep- 
resent the  ministers  and 
churches  by  overdrawing 
the  details.  His  intent 
seems  to  have  been  not  so 
much  to  criticise  and  con- 
demn the  ministers  and 
churches  as  to  take  to  task 
or  upbraid  the  system    and 


methods  under  v/hich  they 
must  work.  It  is  supposed 
that  the  "church  news 
items"  of  advertisements  of 
their  services  were  collected 
from  the  papers  as  repres- 
sented.  The  book,  I  think, 
was  written  about  fifteen 
years  or  more  ago.  Hence 
it  is  not  up-to-date.  But  it 
would  seem  that  hardly  any- 
thing could  more  disclose 
the  utter  lack  of  spirituality 
unless  it  would  be  to  add  to 
this  v/orldliness  the  latest 
fads  in  ''Modernism. ''  We 
can  hope  these  are  the  ex- 
tremes in  the  larger  city 
churches.  The  smaller 
town  and  rural  churches 
can  hardly  keep  up  in  such 
a  game. 

The  author  makes  all  the 
comments  that  are  neces- 
sary. 

"I  confess  that  the  church 
don't  mean  to  me  what  it 
did  to  my  parents.  I  don't 
seem  to  get  anything  out  of 
our  services.  I  don't  be- 
lieve our  young  people  get 
much  out  of  the  church, 
either.  I  believe  that  is 
why  they  don't  go  more — 
because  the  church  means 
nothing  to  them." 

"There  is  no  question  that 
the  church  has  lost  its  in- 
fluence upon  the  younger 
generation  at  least." 
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''The  church  is  failing  to 
hold  its  own  membership  to 
the  fundamental  teachings 
of  Jesus — we  all  realize 
that  in  our  own  lives/' 

''The  preachers,  almost 
universally,  preach  things 
which  they  themselves  do 
not  believe,  but  which  they 
must  teach  to  satisfy  the 
theological  requirements  of 
their  superior  denomina- 
tional officers—and  thus 
hold  their  positions/' 

"As  long  as  the  church 
makes  a  mock  of  its  own 
religion  it  cannot  expect 
the  world  to  believe  in,  or 
even  respect  it/' 

"Church  news  items." 
"Don't  go  to  the  ....  church 
expecting  to  sleep.  Pastor 
....  will  preach  a  great 
wide-awake  series  of  popu- 
lar Sunday  night  sermons. 
This  church  is  famous  for 
the  gospel." 

"An  up-to-date  Jazz  band 
furnishes  the  music  at 
services  in  the  fashionable 
....  church  on  invitation  of 
the  pastor.  Other  jazz 
musicians  will  appear  in  the 
church  during  the  year." 

"Bible  class  to  hear 
eugenics  discussed." 

"Ghastly  means  of  ending 
life — given  in  play  to- 
morrow. A  rope,  a  gun,  a 
razor,  a  dagger,  gas,  a  drink 


of  poison — all  means  to  an 
end  of  life.  The  C.  E. 
society  will  present  the  play 
Thursday  night. 

"Broncho  Jack,  here  to 
hog-tie  souls  of  men- — I  will 
ride  human  herd  here  and  I 
promise  to  hog-tie,  bull-dog 
and  scratch  the  devil  every 
evening." 

"The  public  is  cordially 
invited  to  hear  this  mag- 
netic, humorous,  young  min- 
ister." 

"The  meeting  for  men  and 
boys  will  be  a  thriller.  There 
will  not  be  a  dull  moment 
throughout  the  day." 

"Battling  pastor  ....  vs. 
Beelzebub.  The  Reverend 
.  ...,  fighting  parson  cor- 
nered the  Prince  of  Dark- 
ness, grabbed  him  by  both 
horns  and  twisted  his  neck 
until  the  entire  valley  re- 
verberated with  the  strident 
sounds  of  Satanic  screams." 

"Pastor  seeking  to  learn 
life's  greatest  kick,  offers 
cash  awards  for  best  answer 
to  question,  'How  is  one  to 
get  a  kick  out  of  life?" 

"Varied  Bill  for  Vaude- 
ville :  Different  features 
each  evening  will  mark

Then  why  don't  you  comie 
into  the  main  tent?  Be  a 
sport  and  give  him  a  chance. 
He  will  not  take  the  fun  out 
of  life.  He  will  add  to  it. 
If  He  should  fail  your  case 
you  v/ill  have  lost  nothing, 
and  the  experience  will  at 
least  give  you  something  to 
talk  about.  Comxe  to  church," 

"The  modern  church,  by 
inviting  Young  Am.erica  to 
accept  the  Christian  religion 
for  fun,  has  driven  Young 
America  to  seek  its  fun  else- 
where. Under  this  ruinous 
comipetition  the  modern 
church  is  everything  else 
but  a  place  to  worship.  It 
is  a  place  of  entertainment, 
a  social  center,  the  head- 
quarters of  a  theological 
camp,  a  parade  ground,  an 
amusement    hall,    a    show 

house The  spirit  of  the

*'For  though  we  walk  in 
the  flesh  we  do     not    war 


after  the  flesh:  (For  the 
weapons  of  our  warfare  are 
not  carnal,  but  mighty 
through  God  to  the  pulling 
down  of  strongholds)  cast- 
ing down  imaginations  and 
every  high  thing  that 
exalteth  itself  against  the 
kowledge  of  God  and  bring- 
ing into  captivity  every 
thought  to  the  obedience  of 
Christ;^     (II    Cor.  10:3-5.) 

The  Christian's  life  is  a 
warfare,  'That  thou 
mightest  war  a  good  war- 
fare/' was  Paul's  charge  to 
his  son,  Timothy,  v/hom  he 
exhorted  to  ^'endure  hard- 
ness as  a  good  soldier  of 
Jesus  Christ"  and  to  ''fight 
the  good  fight  of  faith."  We 
are  thrilled  by  his  last  testi- 
mony to  him,  "For  I  am  now 
ready  to  be  offered,  and  Vie 
time  of  my  departure  is  at 
hand.  I  have  fought  a  good 
fight,  I  have  finished  iriy 
course,  I  have  kept  the 
faith."

shipwreck,  a  night  and  a 
day  I  have  been  in  the  deep 

in  perils  of  waters,  in 

perils  of  robbers,  in  perils 
by  mine  own  countrymen, 
in  perils  by  the  heathen  .... 
in  perils  among  false 
brethren;  in  weariness  and 
painfulness,  in  hunger  and 
thirst in  nakedness."

"Put 
ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  make  no  provisions  for

down  of  strongholds  the 
Christian  ambassador  is  in- 
vincible and  irresistible.

Then  we  find  Jesus  the 
great  Light  of  the  world, 
coming  on  the  stage  of 
action,  and  ''from  that  time 
began  to  preach,  and  say  re- 
pent, for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  at  hand."  (Matt. 
4:17.) 

John  the  baptist  had  al- 
ready been  sent  forth  to  pre- 
pare the  way  of  the  Lord, 
and  to  let  the  world  know 
there  was  one  greater  than 
himself  coming  whose  shoe 
latchet  he  was  not  worthy  to 
unloose.  Repentance  means 
a  reformation  of  life,  cease 
to  do  evil  and  learn  to  do 
good.  Jesus  makes  repent- 
ance a  necessity,  what  He 
once  said  regarding  those 
who  were  killed  by  the  fall- 
ing of  the  tower  of  Siloam, 
applies  to  all.     ''Except  ye 


repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise 
perish."  (Luke  13:5.) 

Furthermore,  when  the 
Master  sent  His  apostles 
into  all  the  world  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature 
he  said  unto  them  that  re- 
pentance and  remission  of 
sins  should  be  preached 
among  all  nations,  begin- 
ning at  Jerusalem. 

Then  Peter  in  his  famous 
address  on  Solomon's  porch 
told  the  people  that  they 
should  "repent  and  be  con- 
verted, that  your  sins  may 
be  blotted  out,  when  the 
times  of  refreshing  shall 
come  from  the  presence  of 
the  Lord."  (Acts  3:19.) 

Peter  would  have  the 
people  very  plainly  under- 
stand that  repentance  was 
one  of  the  necessary  steps  in 
the  process  of  conversion. 
The  apostle  Paul  looked 
upon  repentance  as  an 
essential  part  of  the  gospel, 
for  in  his  address  on  Mar's 
Hill  he  said,  "God  com- 
mandeth  all  men  every 
where  to  repent."  (Acts 
17:30.) 

This  doctrine  as  one  of  the 
divinely  apointed  conditions 
of  pardon  was  urged  by 
Peter  on  the  day  of  Pente- 
cost. To  those  inquiring 
after  the  way  of  salvation 
he  said,    "Repent    and    be 
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baptised  every  one  of  you, 
in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ, 
for  the  remission  of  sins, 
and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost/'  (Acts 
2:38.) 

If  what  Peter  said  was 
true,  and  it  sure  was,  for  he 
spoke  as  he  was  directed  by 
the  Holy  Spirit,  it  plainly 
follows  that  without  re- 
pentance there  can  be  no 
salvation  from  sin.  The 
person  who  would  be  saved 
must  not  only  believe  in 
Jesus,  but  they  must  repent. 
There  must  be  a  Godly 
sorrow  for  sin,  and  a  turn- 
ing away  from  a  life  of  sin, 
to  be  followed  by  a  life  of 
faithfulness.  It  j  is  not 
sufficient  to  cease  doing 
evil.  There  must  be  meats, 
fruits  for  repentance;  this 
means  faithful  obedience 
willing  to  follow  in  the  steps 
of  the  Savior. 

Let  us  hear  the  conclusion 
of  the  whole  matter :  'Tear 
God,  and  keep  His  command- 
ments; for  this  is  the  whole 
duty  of  man.'*'  (Ecclesias- 
tics 12:13.)

5.  Is  divorce  therefore 
unscriptural? 

Yes. 

6.  Did  not  Moses  sanc- 
tion divorce? 

Moses  permitted  it  be- 
cause of  the  hardness  of  the 
hearts  of  the  people,  ''but 
from  the  beginning  it  was 
not  so."    (Matt.  19:8.) 

7.  What  did  Christ  call 
the  putting  away  of  a 
companion? 

Except  for  the  one  cause 
of  fornication.     He     called 
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it  adultery.  (Matt.  19.9). 

8.  What  does  he  call 
marrying  divorced  persons? 

He  calls  it  adultery. 
(Matt.  5:32,  19:9,  Mark 
10:11,  Luke  16:18.) 

9.  V/hat  is  the  proper 
thing  to  say  of  those  who 
?re  living  together  as  hus- 
band and  wife  while  one  or 
both  of  them  have  a 
divorced  companion  living? 

They  are  living  in  adul- 
tery. 

10.  Have  not  the  civil 
authorities  the  power  to 
grant  divorces  and  author- 
ize remarriage? 

'^What  therefore  God  hath 
joined  together  let  not  man' 
put  asunder.''  (Matt.  19:6.) 

11.  How  then  shall  we 
regard  the  second  alliance? 

The  same  as  if  no  second 
marriage  ceremony  had 
been  performed. 

12.  What  about  divorced 
people,  any  way? 

Let  them  remain  un- 
married, or  else  be  recon- 
ciled to  their  former  com- 
panions.    (I  Cor.  7:11.) 

13.  What  about  plural 
marriages? 

Like  divorces,  they  were 
permitted  under  Old  Testa- 
ment authority,  but  under 
the  New  it  is,  ''Let  every 
man  have  his  own  wife,  and 
every  woman  have  her  own 


husband."  (I  Cor.  7:2) 

14.  What  does  a  laxness 
in  marriage  vows  indicate? 

It  indicates  a  condition  of 
inward  decay  which  is  not 
good. 

15.  What  sin  was  men- 
tioned in  God's  indictment 
against  the  anlidiluvians? 

They  were  loose  in  the 
marriage  vows.  (Gen.  6:- 
1-8.) 

16.  What  was  the  cause 
of  the  downfall  of  Samson, 
of  Solomon  and  finally  of  all 
Israel? 

They  were  loose  in  the 
marriage  vow. 

17.  What  great  sin  lies 
at  the  root  of  the  decay  of 
all  fallen  or  falling  nations? 

Looseness  in  the  marriage 
vow. 

18.  Why  does  this  sin  so 
vitally  affect  the  existence 
and  power  of  nations? 

Because  it  is  connected 
with  the  very  vitals  of  moral 
purity.  The  very  fact  that 
the  marriage  vow  is  lightly 
regarded  shows  that  this 
moral  purity  is  gone.  This 
gone,  the  home  is  destroyed, 
destroy  the  home,  and  you 
destroy  the  nation. 

19.  How  may  the  minds 
of  the  people  be  gotten  right 
on  the  marriage    question? 

If  such  a  thing  is  possible, 
it  will  be  by    teaching    the 
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sacredness  of  the  marriage 
vow,  and  by  planting  our- 
selves upon  gospel  grounds 
in  that  the  idea  of  re- 
marriage among  divorced 
persons  is  entirely  banished. 

20.  What  two  restric- 
tions did  the  Israelites  have 
on  this  question? 

Marriage  with  the 
heathens,  (Deut.  7:1-3,  Ez. 
9:1-3)  and  marriage  with 
near  relatives.  (Lev.  18.) 

21.  From  what  stand- 
point is  marriage  with  near 
relatives  objectionable? 

It  multiplies  and  intensi- 
fies family  weaknesses. 

22.  From  what  stand- 
point is  marriage  with  the 
heathens  objectionable? 

It  leads  believers  away 
from  God. 

23.  Was  not  Ruth  con- 
verted through  the  in- 
fluence of  the  family  among 
whom  she  married? 

Yes.  Here  and  there  you 
find  a  case  where  a  child  of 
God  marries  a  worldling  and 
it  ends  alright,  but  where 
you  find  one  case  like  that, 
you  will  find  a  number  that 
turns  out  bad.  Shall  we 
justify  mixed  marriages  be- 
cause of  Ruth  and  close  our 
eyes  to  the  fate  of  all  Israel? 

24.  Then  may  it  not  be 
well  to  advise  only  those 
who  are  strong  minded  and 


well  established  in  the  faith 
to  marry  out  in  the  world, 
and  thus  win  souls  for 
Christ? 

Let  all  such  take  a  lesson 
from  Samson  the  strongest 
man,  and  Solomon,  the 
wisest  man.  Listen  to  the 
voice  of  Nehemiah :  ''Did  not 
Solomon,  king  of  Israel,  sin 
by  these  things?  Yet  among 
many  nations  was  there  no 
king  like  unto  him,  who  was 
beloved  of  his  God,  and  God 
made  him  king  over  all 
Israel :  nevertheless  even 
him  did  outlandish  women 
cause  to  sin." 

25.  What  advice  has  the 
New  Testament  to  give? 

''Be  not  unequally  yoked 
together  with  unbelievers.'' 

(II  Cor.  6:14.)   Marry 

only  in  the  Lord.''  (I  Cor. 
7:30.) 

26.  Then  what  about 
those  who  are  already  un- 
evenly yoked? 

Let  them  make  the  most 
of  circumstances.  Read 
answer  to  this  question  (I 
Cor.  7:12-14.) 

27.  What  is  the  best 
safe -guard  against  mixed 
marriages? 

Avoid  the  unequal  yoke 
in  associations. 

28.  Would  not  that  be 
selfishness? 

You  may  be  sociable  and 
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friendly  with  all  people 
without  attempting  to  court 
all  people. 

29.  At  w^hat  age  should 
people  begin  to  consider  the 
marriage  question? 

When  the  body  is  fully 
matured  it  is  a  permission 
from  God  to  consider  the 
question,  all  other  questions 
being  favorable. 

30.  ^  V/hat  are  the  chief 
objections  to  early  marri- 
ages? 

A  lack  of  sober  judgment 
and  interference  with 
physical  development. 

31.  Is  it  obligatory  that 
all  marriageable  people 
marry? 

No,  some  of  the  noblest 
Christian  workers  we  have 
ever  seen  were  never 
married. 

32.  Would  it  not  be 
better  to  marry  unbelievers 
than  to  remain  single  all 
your  lives? 

Better  remain  single  all 
your  lives  than  to  be  tied  to 
someone  who  is  liable  to 
make  your  life  a  failure,  or 
your  posterity  a  generation 
of  infidels. 

33.  How  may  we  know 
what  is  the  best  thing  to  do? 

Obey  God's  word,  follow 
His  directions,  accept  His 
leadings,  and  He  will  lead 
you  into  positions  where  you 


will  be  of  the  highest  pos- 
sible service  to  Him.

THE  GOSPEL  CURE 


In  these  troublesome  days 
many  and  varied  are  the 
plans  suggested  and  ad- 
vocated by  men  to  better  the 
conditions  of  the  human 
family.  For  a  number  of 
years  great  effort  has  been 
put  forth  by  rulers  and 
statesmen  to  enact  law^s 
calculated  to  bring  peace, 
happiness  and  prosperity  to 
the  nations.  In  spite  of  all 
this  it  appears  that  condi- 
tions have  continually 
grown  worse. 

At  the  present  time  we 
are  confronted  with  grave 
situations  indeed  and  it 
seems  as  if  the  more  men  do 
to  bring  relief  the  more 
complicated  and  uncertain 
the  matter  becomes.  Thus 
the  world  travels  on  in  its 
mad  rush  in  sin  and  folly. 

It  would  be  wise  in  the 
face  of  existing  conditions 
for  people  to  stop  and  con- 


sider why  it  is  that  these 
conditions  have  arisen,  re- 
move the  cause  and  apply 
a  proven  remedy.  With  the 
intelligence  which  men 
possess  in  this  enlightened 
age  and  an  open  Bible  be- 
fore us  which  is  a  direct 
revelation  from  God  there  is 
no  reason  why  we  should  be 
confused  or  in  darkness  re- 
garding conditions  as  they 
now  exist.  Jesus  testified 
of  Himself,  ''I  am  come  a 
light  into  the  world,  that 
whosoever  believeth  on  me 
should  not  abide  in  dark- 
ness.'^  (John  12:46).  Then 
again,  ''If  I  had  not  come 
and  spoken  unto  them,  they 
had  not  had  sin,  but  now 
they  have  no  cloak  for  their 
sin.^'  (John  15:22.)  This 
"light"  reveals  very  clearly 
the  reasons  for  prevailing 
conditions. 

What  is  it  that  has  given 
rise  to  these  great  social, 
economic  and  moral  issues 
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anyhow?  For  an  answer  to 
this  v/e  turn  to  the  word  of 
God.  ''From  whence  come 
wars  and  fightings  among 
you?  Come  they  not  hence, 
even  of  your  lusts  that  war 
inyourmembers?'^  James4 :1 

When  we  turn  the  light  of 
the  gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  on  this  condition  of 
darkness  and  despair  we  can 
easily  see  that  all  these  de- 
plorable conditions  have 
come  about  as  a  result  of  the 
conduct  of  men. 

''He  that  believeth  on 
Him  is  not  condemned :  but 
he  that  believeth  not  is  con- 
demned already,  because  he 
hath  not  believed  in  the 
name  of  the  only  begotten 
Son  of  God.  And  this  is 
the  condemnation,  that  light 
is  come  into  the  world,  and 
men  love  darkness  rather 
than  iight,  because  their 
deeds  were  evil.''  As 
a  result  of  this  re- 
jection of  the  light,  man- 
kind is  steeped  in  sin,  and 
vulgarit}^,  immorality  and 
violence  are  in  evidence 
everywhere.  If  we  would 
rid  ourselves  of  these  evils 
it  is  evident  the  sinful 
nature  of  men  must  be 
changed.  The  gospel  very 
clearly  sets  forth  a  plan  or 
process  of  faith  and 
obedience  which     puts     to 


death  this  carnal  nature  in 
all  who  humbly  follow  it  and 
regenerates  them  in  such  a 
way  that  they  lose  their  de- 
sire for  sin  and  walk  in 
newness  of  life. 

It  also  sets  up  a  standard 
of  life  for  men  to  follow 
which  is  acceptable  in  the 
sight  of  God  and  results  in 
peace,  happiness  and  pros- 
perity. If  all  men  would  ac- 
cept the  light  and  be 
obedient,  we  would  have  no 
social,  economic  or  moral 
issues  to  deal  with  what- 
ever. However,  men  are 
not  willing  to  accept  the 
light  but  walk  after  the 
imagination  of  their  own 
hearts,  according  to  the  lust 
of  the  flesh,  the  lust  of  the 
eye  and  the  pride  of  life ;  as 
a  result,  these  vital  prob- 
lems arise  and  men  suffer 
for  it.  It  is  now  as  in  the 
days  of  Noah  "men  have 
corrupted  themselves  on  the 
face  of  the  earth.''  From 
all  appearances  this  genera- 
tionhasaboutgone  the  limit. 

It  might  be  well  for  us  to 
take  heed  to  some  instruc- 
tions given  to  the  Israelite 
nation.  "If  My  people, 
which  are  called  by  My 
name,  shall  humble  them- 
selves, and  pray,  and  seek 
my  face,  and  turn  from 
their  wicked     ways;     then 
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will  I  hear  from  heaven,  and 
will  forgive  their  sin,  and 
will  heal  their  land.''  (II 
Chron.  7:14.) 

The  history  of  the  human 
family  has  been  about  the 
same  in  all  ages.  When 
people  fear  God  and  keep 
His  commandments  they 
enjoy  peace,  happiness  and 
prosperity  but  when  they 
become  proud,  stubborn  and 
rebellious,  strife,  sorrow 
and  adversity  are  sure  to 
follow.  For  several  years 
amidst  these  adverse  con- 
ditions people  have  been 
looking  forward  and  hoping 
for  better  tim^es;  yet  they 
keep  on  living  in  the  same 
way  which  brought  these 
conditions  on.  Surely  if  we 
are  going  to  expect  any 
change  for  the  better  people 
must  face  about,  turn  from 
their  wicked  ways,  seek  the 
Lord  and  His  ways  of  right- 
eousness, truth,  justice  and 
mercy.  ''If  we  confess  our 
sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just 
to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and 
to  cleanse  us  from  all  un- 
righteousness." (I  John 
1:9.) 

The  whole  matter  rests  in 
the  hands  of  the  human 
family.  The  mercies  of  God 
are  still  extended  toward  us. 
The  power  of  God  is  able  to 
set  everything  in  the  world 


in  order.  The  blood  of 
Christ  is  sufficient  to  atone 
for  the  sins  of  every  nation 
and  every  individual.  So 
why  not  apply  the  gospel 
cure  and  bring  back  peace, 
happiness  and  prosperity  for 
all  men. 

''Wash  you,  make  you 
clean;  put  away  the  evil  of 
your  doings  from  before 
mine  eyes;  cease  to  do  evil; 
learn  to  do  well ;  seek  judg- 
ment, relieve  the  oppressed, 
judge  the  fatherless,  plead 
for  the  widow.  Come  now 
and  let  us  reason  together, 
saith  the  Lord :  though  your 
sins  be  as  scarlet,  they  shall 
be  as  white  as  snow;  though 
they  be  red  like  crimson, 
they  shall  be  as  wool.  If 
ye  be  willing  and  obedient, 
ye  shall  eat  the  good  of  the 
land.  But  if  ye  refuse  and 
rebel,  ye  shall  be  devoured 
with  the  sword;  for  the 
mouth  of  the  Lord  hath 
spoken  it."     (Isa.  1:16-20.)

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WHERE  THE  SUNDAY 
SCHOOL  HELPS

The  Dunkard  Brethren 
church  recognizes  the  need 
of  the  Sunday  School  by  out- 
lining methods  of  organiza- 
tion, providing  lessons  for 
study,  and  by  conducting 
schools  in  her  local  congre- 
gations. Wherein  is  the 
Sunday  School  needed  or 
helpful?  What  is  the  mis- 
sion or  purpose  of  the  Sun- 
day School? 

We  call  attention  to  three 
avenues  in  which  the  Sun- 
day School,  if  properly  con- 
ducted, supplies  a  need  and 


thus  accomplishes  her  pur- 
pose. 

First :  The  Sunday  School 
teaches  children  the  Bible. 
As  early  as  1789  annual 
conference  minutes  show 
that  the  church  realized 
that  the  hom.es  in  general 
were  failing  to  carry  out  the 
commands  in  Deut.  6:4-9 
and  Eph.  6:4.  The  result 
of  this  failure  was  that  the 
children  became  coarse, 
vulgar  and  sinful  in  their 
manner  of  living.  The  ad- 
vice of  the  church  was  that 
there  should  be  more  teach- 
ing of  the  children  in  the 
v/ord  of  God  so  as  to  pro- 
voke them  to  love  God  and 
appreciate  His  word,  which 
are  steps  toward  the  desired 
end — the  salvation  of  their 
souls. 

The  attitude  of  present 
day  homes  to  the  above 
named  scriptures  is  no 
better  than  it  was  in  1789, 
and  therefore  the  Sunday 
School  of  today  has  an 
opportunity  and  a  duty 
along  the  line  of  teaching 
children  the  Bible.  Not 
only  that  they  may  know 
what  the  Bible  contains,  but 
also  that  they  may  learn  to 
live  earnest  Christian  lives 
in  obedience  to  the  com- 
mands. 

Second :       The      Sunday 
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School  teaches  young  people 
and  instills  in  them  specific 
Christian  principles  and 
Christian  ideals  of  life. 
Children  in  the  home,  and 
young  people  in  society  and 
in  the  business  world  need 
to  learn  the  difference  be- 
tween modern  worldly 
principles  and  methods 
taught  by  Christ  and  the 
prophets. 

As  the  Sunday  School 
teaches  children  the  charac- 
ter studies  of  the  Bible  and 
the  teachings  of  Jesus  in 
the  New  Testament,  they 
will  learn  to  love  unselfish- 
ness, humility,  industry, 
honesty,  courage,  purity, 
trust  and  such  like  virtues 
so  much  lacking  in  many  of 
the  young  people  of  today. 
The  Sunday  School  has  a 
golden  opportunity  and  a 
serious  responsibility  along 
this  line,  and  the  Lord 
blesses  her  efforts  with 
visible  results. 

Third:  The  Sunday 
School  teaches  young  people 
about  the  church,  her  origin, 
ordinances,  and  saving 
power,  and  thus  helps  to 
prepare  them  to  become  the 
future  pillars  of  the  church. 
As  young  people  learn  how 
the  church  was  instituted, 
what  her  ordinances  are, 
and  where  the  Bible  teach- 


ing on  each  of  these  is,  they 
will  begin  to  think  that  the 
church  is  for  them  and  will 
then  find  their  place  in  it. 
While  engaging  in  the 
sacred  ordinances  they  will 
recall  that  in  the  Sunday 
School  they  learned  why 
these  are  observed  and  what 
they  mean  and  will  there- 
fore enjoy  them  all  the  more 
and  will  go  forth  living  the 
graces  taught  by  the  formal 
ceremonies. 

Because  the  Sunday 
School  has  taught  the  value 
of  the  church  and  brought 
to  light  the  gospel  teaching 
on  the  ordinances  to  be 
observed,  those  accepting 
the  plan  of  salvation  and  en- 
tering the  church  are  now 
happy  in  the  service  of  the 
Master  and  made  to  resolve 
that  the  church  of  their 
fathers  is  their  church  and 
that  it  shall  not  perish  from 
their  several    communities. 

Is  our  Sunday  School  a 
real  help  to  the  cause  of  the 
Master  and  in  the  pro- 
moting of  His  kingdom?  Are 
all  of  us  doing  our  part  to 
make  our  Sunday  School  a 
success?  The  good  accom- 
plished by  a  good  Sunday 
School  is  not  measured  in 
dollars  and  cents  now,  but 
will  be  revealed  in  eternity 
only.

In  this  discussion  of  the 
trends  of  the  churches  the 
aim  is  to  try  to  ascertain  not 
only  the  way  the  churches 
are  trending  and  the  ex- 
tremes to  which  some  have 
gone,  but  also  to  determine 
some  of  the  contributing 
causes.  The  purpose  shall 
be  to  follow  along  these 
lines. 

The  terrible  arraignment 
of  the  churches  and  minis- 
ters for  their  part  in  the  ex- 
tremes of  worldliness  as 
quoted  in  the  preceding 
article  is  softened  somewhat 
by  placing  the  blame  upon 
the  system  rather  than  the 
teachers.  I  offer  one  other 
quotation  because  it  bears 
upon  what  is  in  mind  for 
this  article.  ^The  fault  lies 
not  with  the  teachers,  but 
with  the  system  under 
which  they  are  compelled  to 

teach Many  a  minister 

faces  his  audience  with  a 
heavy  heart  because  he 
longs  to  teach  the  simple, 
unassailable,  character- 
building,  saving  truths 
which  he  has  from  his 
Master,  and  for  which    he 


knows  the  people  hunger. 
But  he  cannot.'' 

It  is  sad  to  think  of  min- 
isters being  so  hampered 
v/ith  a  system  that  hinders 
them  from  preaching  the 
message  their  Master  would 
have  them  deliver  to  the 
people.  In  many  a  case  it  is 
true.  With  the  system  the 
hearers  to  a  great  extent 
have  the  main  say  as  to  v/hat 
the  message  from  their 
preacher  shall  be. 

In  the  past,  when  God  had 
a  message  for  His  people, 
He  never  left  them  to  decide 
what  it  should  be.  It  was 
neither  left  to  the  message- 
bearer  nor  to  the  hearers. 
God  Himself  has  made^  the 
message  for  the  minister, 
and  he  is  answerable  to  God 
for  the  delivery  of  it,  and 
not  to  the  hearers. 

The  system  of  salaried 
pastors  which  has  been 
I  worked  out  by  the  churches 
'has  reversed  this  order  and 
placed  the  people  in  the 
churches  in  such  position 
that  they  can  in  the  main 
prescribe  to  the  preacher 
the  kind  of  message  they 
want  from  him. 

I  would  not  say  that  the 
hearers  have  no  resposibility 
as  to  the  message.  Every 
individual  member  in  each 
congregation,  including  the 
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minister,  is  responsible  to 
God  to  the  extent  of  his  in- 
fluence in  doing  all  he  can 
that  the  gospel  of  Christ, 
pure  and  simple,  shall  be  be- 
lieved, taught  and  upheld  in 
his  congregation.  No  one 
can  shift  this  responsibility 
to  another. 

The  system  we  are  discus- 
sing places  a  pecuniary  in- 
terest before  the  minister 
which  is  apt  to  be,  and  I  be- 
lieve usually  is,  a  special 
temptation  to  him.  Not 
only  so,  but  this  financial 
consideration  or  contract 
between  the  minister  and 
his  hearers  is  apt  to  be,  and 
usually  is,  made  use  of  by 
them  as  a  leverage  in  bring- 
ing him  into  line  with  what 
they  desire.  If  there  are 
evils  in  the  church  which 
the  minister  should  seek  to 
correct,  he  is  at  a  great  dis- 
advantage, because  people 
as  a  rule  will  not  pay  a  man 
to  oppose  or  thwart  their 
v/ishes.  It  is  hard  enough 
for  the  true  minister  to  stem 
the  tide  of  evils  without  be- 
ing bound  by  such  a  system. 
It  is  doubly  hard  when  he 
must  choose  between  a 
straightforward  presenta- 
tion of  the  gospel  of  Christ 
or  modifying  its  teaching  to 
suit  perhaps  a  majority  in 
the  church. 


Not  one    minister    in    a 
dozen,    perhaps,    but    will 
choose  the  latter  alternative. 
Such  a  course  will  soon  have 
a  harmful  effect    upon    his 
life  and    conscience.     Con- 
tinuing, he  in  time  becom.es 
not  a  leader,  but  a  follower 
of  the  wishes  of  men.     With 
him  it  is  "like  people     like 
priest.'^     (Hos.  4:9.)     If  he 
does  not  please  those    who 
are  to  contribute  the  money 
I  to    pay    his    salary,      and 
evSpecialy  the  ones  who  have 
:been  authorized  to  bargain 
I  Ynth  him  for  his  services  at 
i  a  stipulated  price,  he  knov/s 
that  he  cannot  continue  for 
I  long  in  the  service  of  that 
congregation. 

j     After  observing  the  work- 
|ing  of  this  so-called    ''pas- 
toral system"  and  all  that 
'must  go  along    with    it,    I 
I  firmly  believe  that  no  other 
influence  has     contributed 
'  so  much  toward  the    break- 
ing down  of    the    wall    of 
i  separation      between      the 
I  church  and  the  world.       It 
!  serves  to  tie  up  the  minister 
!  so  that  he  is  no  longer  a  free 
'man  in  Christ  Jesus.     As  we 
'have  seen,    the    order    has 
been  reversed  and  he  must 
"study  to  show  himself  ap- 
proved" unto    man    rather 
than  God.     The  longer    he 
works  under  the  system,  the 
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easier  will  it  be  for  him 
gradually  to  fall  into  line 
with  whatever  the  majority 
or  the  most  influential  wish 
to  ring  into  the  program  of 
the  church. 

Large  amounts  of  money 
are  required  for  the  salary 
and  to  carry  on  the  church 
work  in  the  most  approved 
fashion.  The  more  money 
that  can  be  raised,  the 
larger  will  be  the  salary,  the 
more  up-to-date  the 
preacher  and  the  more 
elaborate  the  church  pro- 
gram. The  necessity  for 
raising  this  money  requires 
that  every  influence  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  all  in 
the  church,  and  as  many  of 
those  outside  as  can  be,  to 
induce  them  to  contribute 
as  much  as  possible.  Some 
preachers,  we  are  told,  may 
receive  as  much  as  $10,000 
to  $15,000,  while  some  of 
their  brethren  would  be  glad 
to  get  $500  to  $600  per  year. 
It  is  simply  ''big  preach,  big 
pay,  little  preach,  little  pay.'' 
And  all  depending  largely 
upon  the  ability  of  the 
preacher  to  please  the 
people. 

It  is  easy  to  see  how 
questionable  means  of  rais- 
ing money  are  apt  to  go 
hand  in  hand  with  such  a 
program  and  gradually  lead 


the  church  into  competition 
with  the  world  in  furnishing 
entertainment  for  the 
pleasure-loving  and  the 
amusement-seeker.  Many 
worldly  professors  and  non- 
professors  v/ill  be  the  more 
liberal  because  their  giving 
enables  them  to  be  enter- 
tained v/hile  at  the  same 
time  they  think  they  are 
helping  the  cause  of 
religion. 

Paul's  second  letter  to 
Tim.othy  points  to  situations 
which  would  overtake  the 
church.  In  the  third  chap- 
ter he  speaks  of  perilous 
times  of  the  last  days  and 
gives  a  long  list  of  charac- 
teristic evils  and  conditions. 
He  said  men  would  have  a 
form  of  godliness  but  deny 
I  the-  power.  Evil  men  and 
seducers  would  wax  worse 
;and  worse,  deceiving  and 
[being  deceived.  In  the 
fourth  chapter  he  follows 
with  these  solemm  words: 
''I  charge  thee  therefore  be- 
fore God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  shall  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead  at  His 
appearing  and  His  kingdom ; 
preach  the  word ;  be  instant 
in  season,  out  of  season;  re- 
prove, rebuke,  exhort  with 
all  long  suffering  and  doc- 
trine ;  but  after  their  own 
lusts    shall    they    heap    to 
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themselves  teachers,  having 
itching  ears;  and  they  shall 
turn  away  their  ears  from 
the  truth,  and  shall  be 
turned  unto  fables." 

How  is  a  preacher  to  carry 
out  these  instructions  when 
hampered  with  the  thought 
that  his  position  and  con- 
tinuance in  the  congregation 
depends  upon  how  well  he 
may  suit  the  majority  of  his 
hearers  or  the  "board"  who 
hired  him  to  take  charge  of 
the  church? 

If  he  has  accepted  the 
care  of  a  worldly  church, 
like  the  Sardis  or  Laodicean 
churches  for  example,  hovv^ 
would  he  eliminate  the 
v/orldliness?  Would  they 
pay  him  a  salary  for  his  at- 
tempts to  do  this?  He  would 
not  last  long  with  them,  but 
would  have  to  compromise 
or  move  on. 

There  are  few  positions 
open  to  people  of  our  time 
and  offering  good  salaries 
for  the  services  of  men  in 
which  such  men  can  expect 
to  do  work  with  no  special 
care  to  please  those  who  do 
the  hiring.  A  preacher 
offering  his  services  under 
such  terms  is  no  exception. 
The  salary  offers  an  easy 
way  to  control  the  minister. 
Once  such  a  bridle  is  upon 
him,  he  will  be  guided    the 


more  readily  as  a  rule.  The 
more  he  can  conform  to  their 
wishes,  the  better  they  will 
like  him.  It  will  be  very 
difficult  for  a  minister  to 
preach  for  a  congregation 
free  of  charge  when  he  will 
stand  against  anything 
wanted  by  a  majority.  How 
then  can  he  expect  them  to 
pay  him  a  salary  under  such 
conditions? 

As  a  church,  step  by  step, 
grows  more  worldly  and 
more  lax  in  her  efforts  to 
call  sinners  to  accept  the 
gospel  terms  of  salvation 
and  to  become  separate 
from  the  world,  gradually 
will  such  a  church  cease  to 
relish  the  cross-bearing 
doctrines  of  Christ.  Being 
willing  to  pay  a  minister  to 
give  w^hat  is  relished,  the 
time  arrives  when  they  will 
not  endure  sound  doctrine, 
and  they  will  turn  away 
their  ears  from  the  truth. 
The  old,  time-honored  prin- 
ciples of  truth  have  lost 
their  charms  to  such  a 
church,  and  ministers  are 
looked  for  who  have  been 
developed  to  meet  their  de- 
mand, men  who  love  to  have 
their  ears  tickled,  listening 
to  the  praise  of  men  rather 
than  the  praise  of  God. 

With  the  worldly  trends 
and  with  apostaties  spread- 
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ing  conditions  religiously 
are  more  or  less  as  they 
Vv^ere  in  the  days  of  the  Old 
Testament  prophets.  Once 
in  a  while  we  hear  one  or 
another  of  these  prophets 
referred  to  as  a  ^^pastor''  in 
their  time.  When  these 
prophets  preached,  it  some- 
times happend  that  they 
were  glad  to  escape  with 
their  lives  or  without  being 
imprisoned.  Very  different 
were  they  from  the  pastor 
of  today.  They  preached, 
but  never  stopped  to  collect 
a  salary.  Just  imagine 
Elijah,  Jeremiah,  Ezekiel  or 
any  of  the  others  asking  the 
people  to  pay  them  for  de- 
livering God's  message ! 

There  was  a  time  when 
the  Church  of  The  Brethren 
stood  aloof,  paid  little  at- 
tention to  and  was  little  in- 
fluenced by  the  surrounding 
denominations.  I  have 
spoken  of  the  attitude  we  at 
one  time  took  toward  church 
entertainments  and  ques- 
tionable amusements  in  the 
churches.  Until  recent 
years  we  would  have 
nothing  to  do  with  such 
things.  Along  with  the 
more  conservative  in  the 
other  churches  we  did  what 
we  could  against  them. 

But  finally  pastors  were 
sought  for  some  of  the  con- 


gregations, and  gradually 
many  of  these  things  were 
^  introduced  into  som.e  of  the 
I  congregations.  Others  de- 
sired more  liberty  to  follow 
in  the  same  way.  The  more 
'conservative  and  the  elders 
'generally  were  averse  to 
allov/ing  liberties  toward 
any  worldly  tendencies.  But 
sentiment  was  growing  to- 
ward the  pastors.  For 
obvious  reasons  their  need 
was  boosted  by  the  schools 
and  schoolmen. 

Seeing  how  it  had  been 
working,  the  more  liberal 
favored  the  pastor.  They 
had  found  that  it  furnished 
a  convenient  method  for 
displacing  the  elders  with 
the  more  liberal  pastors  and 
to  thus  opening  the  way  for 
many  things  to  their  liking. 
These  things  have  led  world- 
ward.  Gradually  the  bars 
have  been  let  dov^n  and  we 
have  gone  on  following  in 
the  way  of  the  other 
churches.  Now  many  would 
deem  it  uncharitable,  if  not 
unchristian,  to  v/arn  against 
such  worldliness,  even 
though  the  extremes  may  be 
ten  times  worse  than  they 
were  when  we  thought  we 
should  do  so. 

There  are  those  who  be- 
lieve the  scriptures  teach  a 
salary  for  pastors  in  all  local 
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churches.       This     may     be 
treated  in  the  next  article.

There  is  one  thing  I  can 
commend  the  Catholic  for, 
they  do  not  think  their 
people  are  married  unless 
the  priest  marries  them. 

Marriage  is  sacred,  it    is 
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holy,  then  how  careful  all 
people,  young  and  old, 
should  be  as  they  enter  into 
it.

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PRAYER 


Christian  prayer  is  the| 
language  of  the  human  | 
heart,  addressed  to  God 
through  Christ.  It  speaks 
to  Him  of  sins,  fears,  trials, 
wants;  it  supplicates  His 
pardon,  and  seeks  His  favor. 
It  is  humble,  earnest,  be- 
lieving, submissive. 

It  is  humble.  It  is  the 
offering  of  a  contrite  spirit. 
''The  sacrifices  of  God  are  a 
broken  spirit,  a  broken  and 
a  contrite  heart,  0  God, 
Thou  wilt  not  despise."  An 
acceptable  prayer  was 
offered  in  these  words,  ''God 
be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner." 

It  is  earnest.  Realizing 
His  pressing  necessity,  the 
suppliant  pleads  as  for  his 
life.  We  read  of  one,  "who 
in  the  days  of  his  flesh,  when 
he  had  offered  up  prayers 
and  supplications,  with 
strong  crying  and  tears, 
unto  Him  that  was  able  to 
save  him  from  death,  was 
heard  in  that  he  feared." 
Many  have  followed  his  ex- 
ample. 

Our  Saviour  has  set  us  the 
same.  He  sometimes  con- 
tinued all  night  in  prayer; 
and  on  one  occasion  the 
agony  of  His  soul  was  such 
that  He  "prayed  the  more 
earnestly,  and  His     sweat 


was,  as  it  were,  great  drops 
of  blood  falling  down  to  the 
ground."  The  effectual 
fervent  prayer  of  the  right- 
eous man  availeth     much." 

It  is  believing.  "He  that 
cometh  to  God  must  believe 
that  He  is,  and  that  He  is  a 
rewarder  of  those  that 
diligently  seek  Him.."  Christ 
said,  "What  things  soever 
ye  desire,  when  ye  pray,  be- 
lieve that  ye  receive  them, 
and  ye  shall  receive  them." 
It  is  an  insult  to  God,  to  ask 
Him  to  fulfill  His  promises, 
without  believing  that  He 
will  do  so.  As  unbelief  is 
the  parent  sin,  and  faith  the 
parent  grace,  it  is  only  as 
we  pray  in  faith  that  we  can 
pray  aright,  and  thus  avail 
with  God. 

It  is  submissive.  We 
should  prav  earnestly  for 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
|"Hov/  much  more  shall  your 
I  heavenly  Father  give  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask 
Him."  We  should  ask  for 
earthly  blessings,  with  a 
deep  conviction  of  our  in- 
capacity to  know  what  is 
best  for  us,  and  with  sub- 
mission to  the  ultimate  de- 
cisions of  divine  wisdom. 
However  earnestly  we  may 
desire  what  we  seek,  we 
should  say,  as    Christ    did, 
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'^Nevertheless  not  as  I  will, 
but  as  Thou  wilt/' 

Such  is  the  spirit  of 
Christian  prayer.  We  add, 
that  it  may  be  private,  social 
or  public. 

Private  prayer  is  the 
offering  of  an  individual 
heart  alone  to  God.  This 
is  the  spring  of  all  true  de- 
votion. Christ  uttered  a 
severe  rebuke  upon  those 
who  pray  to  be  seen  of  men. 
''And  when  thou  prayest, 
thou  shalt  not  be  as  the 
h^^pocrites  are ;  for  they  love 
to  pray  standing  in  the  syna- 
gogues and  in  the  corners  of 
the  streets,  that  they  may 
be  seen  of  men.  Verily,  I 
say  unto  you  they  have  their 
reward.  But  thou,  when 
thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy 
closet,  and  vdien  thou  hast 
shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy 
Father  which  is  in  secret, 
and  thy  Father  which  seeth 
in  secret  shall  reward  thee 
openly.''  In  the  closet  the 
heart  opens  all  its  wants, 
freely  confesses  its  sins,  and 
pours  out  its  desires,  with  a 
freedom  enjoyed  only  in 
secret. 

Jesus  was  m_uch  alone  in 
prayer.  .  Social  prayer  is 
the  united  offering  of 
several  hearts.  Of  this 
kind  is  family  prayer.  Chil- 
dren can  scarcely    enjoy    a 


greater  blessing,  than  that 
of  being  daily  conducted  by 
Christian  parents  to  the 
throne  of  grace  at  the 
famxily  altar. 

Long  after  their  parents 
have  become  silent  in  the 
grave,  they  v/ill  remem.ber 
their  prayers  with  gratitude 
and  joy.  On  the  contrary, 
the  divine  malediction  will 
fall  alike  upon  heathen  and 
upon  prayerless  families. 

'Tour  out  thy  fury  upon 
the  heathen  that  know  Thee 
not,  and  upon  the  families 
that  call  not  upon  thy 
name."  Public  prayer  is 
the  united  offering  of  the 
hearts  of  God's  people,  when 
assembled  in  his  house  of 
worship. 

The  m.ost  beautiful  and 
comprehensive  model  of 
public  prayer  is  furnished 
in  the  words  of  Christ  Him- 
self. In  this  form,  of  the 
Lord's  prayer,  are  embraced 
most  of  the  essentials  which 
usually  enter  into  the  public 
petitions  of  Christians. 

Through  prayer  and 
praise  the  mind  is  turned  to 
God  as  the  source  of  all 
blessing.  Feelings  of  de- 
pendence and  gratitude  are 
enkindled.  Answer  to 
prayer  prepares  the  soul  to 
receive  yet  larger  gifts  of 
the  Spirit,  and  with  them  all 
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needed  blessings.     Praise  to 
His  holy  name.

I  thought  this  article  was 
good  to  pass  on  to  the  Moni- 
tor. It  is  alarming  to  see 
the  decline  in  the  spiritual 
life  in  these  days.  How  easy 
it    is    to    talk    about    the 
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weather,  the  depression, 
etc.,  instead  of  religious  in- 
terests and  the  Bible.  Let 
us  guard  our  conversation 
so  it  will  be  of  some  help 
to  someone,  something  that 
w^ill  be  encouraging  and  up- 
lifting. Then  after  it  is 
over  with  we  can  think  how 
much  better  we  feel  since 
we  talked  to  that  person  or 
group  of  people.  I  can  re- 
call many  conversations 
which  have  been  a  help  to 
me.  ''Seeing  then  that  all 
these  things  shall  be  dis- 
solved, w^hat  manner  of  per- 
son ought  ye  to  be  in  all  holy 
conversation  and  Godli- 
ness.'^  (II  Pet.  3:11.) 

So  many  professed  Chris- 
tians are  ''forsaking  the  as- 
sembling of  themselves  to- 
gether" in  worship.  A 
church  in  the  city  near  here, 
has  dismissed  services  for 
the  summer,  and  probably 
many  others  have  too.  The 
members  are  too  busy 
taking  in  worldly  amuse- 
ments and  pleasures  to  go  to 
church.  Then  too,  the  pas- 
tor must  take  his  vacation. 
There  is  no  time  to  quit 
preaching  and  teaching 
God's  word  in  this  sinful 
generation. 

Sometimes  the  devil  gets 
us  to  think  we  feel  too  bad 
to    go    to    church    or    the 


weather  is  too  bad,  but  no 
matter  how  the  weather,  or 
if  we  aren't  feeling  well  we 
will  be  at  work  on  Monday. 
Let  us  be  careful  that  we 
aren't  more  concerned  about 
the  temporal  affairs  than 
the  spiritual.  Possibly  we 
might  go  other  places  in  the 
evenings  but  can't  get  to 
prayer  meetings  for  some 
excuse  or  other.  I  think 
prayer  meeting,  if  rightly 
conducted,  is  a  good  thing, 
as  we  can  discuss  God's 
word  and  there  also  is 
power  in  united  prayer.  See 
what  united  prayer  did  for 
the  apostles  who  were  in 
prison. 

People  now  days  are 
somewhat  hardened  to  most 
any  kind  of  sin.  Let  us  be 
careful  that  we  as  Chris- 
tians do  not  get  hardened  to 
the  little  sins  round  about 
us,  for  it  is  the  little  foxes 
that  spoil  the  grapes. 

What  a  hindrance  to  the 
good  influence  of  the  church 
and  the  influence  of  the 
offender  when  church 
troubles  are  talked  about 
and  passed  on  to  others,  as 
well  as  discussing  the  faults 
of  others.  Let  us  take  it  to 
the  Lord  in  prayer  and  leave 
it  with  Him,  after  we  have 
done  what  we  could. 

How  often  we  hear    pro- 
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fessors  say  ^'I  know  I  should 
do  better"  or  ''go  to  church 
more"  or  something  like 
that.  But  as  long  as  they 
do  not  act,  it  remains  a  sin. 
''Therefore  to  him  that 
knoweth  to  do  good,  and 
doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin." 
(James  5:17.) 

Might  we  all  seek  for  a 
holier  and  miore  righteous 
life  is  my  prayer.

THAXKSGIYIXG 


With  the  approach  of  this 
season  of  the  year,  because 
of  a  custom  of  long  standing 
in  our  land,  our  attention  is 
called  to  the  need  of  a 
special  giving  of  thanks.  In 
view  of  this  we  think  it  well 
to  send  along  a  few  thoughts 
in  keeping  with  this  subject. 
Because  of  our  proneness  to 
forget  and  become  careless 
and  indifferent  in  matters 
of  importance  such  as  this, 
we  need  to  be  reminded  and 
exhorted  from  time  to  time. 

That  there  is  need  for  the 
children  of  God  to  give 
thanks,  we  cannot  question. 
The  scriptures  tell  us,  ''In 
everything  give  thanks;  for 
this  is  the  will  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus  concerning 
you.^^  (IThes.  5:18.) 

Naturally  when  we 
through  our  Savior  become 
meek  and  submissive  and 
obedient  to  the  will  of  God 


this  responsibility  is  incum- 
bent upon  us.  Not  only  are 
we  commanded  thus,  but 
Jesus  and  His  faithful 
followers  in  the  early  church 
have  given  us  examples  in 
this  line.  In  regard  to  our 
Lord,  the  gospel  says,  ''He 
took  the  cup  and  gave 
thanks.  When  He  had  given 
thanks.  He  took  bread  and 
gave  thanks — after  the  Lord 
had  given  thanks,'^  etc.,  and 
the  apostles  in  like  manner. 
It  would  be  surprising  to 
many  if  they  would  just  sit 
down  with  their  Bible  and 
look  up  the  references  on 
this  subject,  to  find  how 
often  the  giving  of  thanks 
is  mentioned. 

It  might  be  well  for  us  to 
take  account  of  our  own 
conduct  and  see  just  how 
well  we  are  complying  with 
the  foregoing  reference 
from  I  Thes.  and  the  ex- 
ample given  us  by  them  of 
old.     When  we  pause    and 
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consider  the  commandment 
it  soon  dawns  upon  us  that 
it  covers  a  wide  scope.  In 
''everything  give  thanks/' 
Though  it  may  be  well  for  us 
to  observe  a  special  day  of 
''Thanksgiving"  it  can  easily 
be  seen  from  what  we  have 
given  us  in  precept  and  ex- 
ample that  the  giving  of 
thanks  is  a  daily  requisite. 
For  a  little  more  light  on 
this  subject  we  turn  to  I 
Tim.  2:1-4.  "I  exhort 
therefore,  that,  first  of  all, 
supplications,  prayers,  in- 
tercessions, and  giving  of 
thanks  be  made  for  all  men; 
for  kings,  and  for  all  that 
are  in  authority;  that  we 
may  lead  a  quiet  and  peace- 
able life  in  all  Godliness  and 
honesty.  For  this  is  good 
and  acceptable  in  the  sight 
of  God  our  Savior;  who  will 
have  all  men  to  be  saved, 
and  to  come  unto  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  truth.''  Here 
we  are  told  that  in  connec- 
tion with  prayer,  "First  of 
all"  giving  of  thanks  should 
be  made  for  all  men.  This 
'^alls  our  attention  to  the 
words  of  our  Master,  "Seek 
ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God, 
and  His  righteousness." 
Surely  Thanksgiving  is  one 
of  the  first  requisites  in  the 
righteousness  of  the  king- 
dom of  God. 


It  would  be  impossible  to 
enumerate  all  the  things  for 
which  each  one  should  be 
thankful,  though  we  can 
point  out  a  few  for  which  we 
should  all  be  thankful.  In 
the  first  place  we  should  be 
thankful  for  our  Savior  who 
brought  from  heaven  to 
earth  a  saving  gospel  and 
who  atoned  for  our  sins  by 
the  shedding  of  His  own 
precious  blood.  Well,  can 
we  declare  from  the  depths 
of  our  heart  as  one  of  old, 
"Thanks  be  unto  God  for 
His  unspeakable  gift."  (II 
Cor.  9:15.)  One  cannot 
imagine  the  darkness  and 
despair  of  the  human  family 
were  it  not  for  this  Man  of 
G  a  1 1  i  1  e  e,  "Who  hath 
abolished  death,  and  hath 
brought  life  and  immor- 
tality to  light  through  the 
gospel."  Then  too,  how 
thankful  we  should  be  that 
this  gospel  has  been  handed 
down  to  us  in  this  late  age 
in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  of 
Satan  to  destroy  it.  Since 
this  gospel  has  been  given  to 
us  so  freely  how  gladly  we 
should  embrace  it  and  with 
what  joy  and  thanksgiving 
should  we  live  its  teaching. 

The  apostle  Paul  at  one 
time  declared,  "But  thanks 
be  to  God,  which  giveth  us 
the    victory    through    our 
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Lord  Jesus  Christ/'  (I  Cor. 
15:57.)  And  again,  ''Now 
thanks  be  unto  God,  which 
always  causeth  us  to 
triumph  in  Christ  and 
maketh  manifest  the  Savior 
of  His  knowledge  by  us  in 
every  place.''  (II  Cor  2:14.) 
Truly  we  should  all  rejoice 
because  of  this  'Victory" 
which  we  have  in  Christ 
Jesus.  That  through  Him 
in  like  manner  v/e  can 
triumph  over  death,  hell  and 
the  grave  and  be  presented 
faultless  before  God  our 
Maker  with  exceeding   joy. 

I  am  sure  God  is  well 
pleased  with  thanksgiving 
that  is  genuine  and  given  in 
sincerity  and  meekness. 
Hovv^ever,  it  is  possible  to 
offer  thanks  that  are  not 
acceptable.  Jesus  at  one 
time  declared  after  this 
manner,  ''Well  hath  Esaias 
prophesied  of  you  hypo- 
crites, as  it  is  written.  This 
people  honoreth  me  with 
their  lips,  but  their  heart  is 
far  from  me.  Howbeit  in 
vain  do  they  worship  me, 
teaching  for  doctrines  the 
commandments  of  men." 
(Mark  7:6-7.)  Knowing 
this  we  should  be  sure  that 
our  thanksgiving  is  not  only 
"lip  service"  but  genuine 
and  from  the  "heart." 

True       thanksgiving      is 


voluntary  acknowledge- 
ments and  confessions  with 
gladness  to  God  for  his 
manifold  blessings  and 
mercies. 

Although  we  are  living  in 
a  time  when  it  seems  the 
whole  world  is  in  a  turmoil 
and  many  are  in  sorrow  and 
suffering,  yet  we  should  not 
be  forgetful  to  daily  offer 
thanks  and  praise  to  Him  in 
whom  we  live  and  move  and 
have  our  being.  Likely  if 
we  would  be  more  grateful 
and  appreciative  to  our 
Maker  for  what  we  enjoy, 
our  blessings  in  the  future 
would  be  greater.

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IS  JESUS  OUR 
SUBSTITUTE? 


B.  F.  Masterson 


The  word  ''substitute/'  as 
defined  by  Webster  means, 
''one  taking  the  place  of 
another/'  Some  Bible 
students  take  the  position 
that  He  is  not  our  substitute 
while  others  claim  that  He 
is.  I  heard  a  learned  Bible 
man  say  that  the  word  sub- 
stitute is  not  found  in  the 
Bible.  True,  but  we  find 
the  meaning  of  the  word, 
expressed  again  and  again 
in  the  New  Testament.  For 
instance,      "In     due     time 


Christ  died  for  the  un- 
godly.''(Rom.  5:6.)  Clark's 
Commentary  says,  "Accord- 
ing to  the  best  Greek 
writers  it  should  read,  'In 
due  time  Christ  died  in- 
stead of  the  ungodly'."  This 
language  expresses  the 
meaning  of  one  taking  the 
place  of  another,  which  is 
the  definition  of  the  word 
"substitute." 

In  the  eighth  verse  of  the 
above  named  chapter,  the 
same  v/ords  occur,  "In  that 
while  we  were  yet  sinners 
Christ  died  for  us."  Jesus 
says,  "This  is  My  body  which 
is  given  for  you."  (Luke 
22-19.)  Paul  repeats  the 
words,  "This  is  My  body 
which  was  broken  for  you," 
(I  Cor.  11:24).  Again  he 
says,  "For  I  delivered  unto 
you  first  of  all  that  which  I 
also  received,  how^  that 
Christ  died  for  our  sins."  (I 
Cor.  15:3.)  Again  he  says, 
"For  the  love  of  Christ  con- 
straineth  us,  because  we 
thus  judge  that  if  one  died 
for  all  then  were  all  dead, 
and  that  He  died  for  all, 
that  they  which  live  should 
not  henceforth  live  unto 
themselves,  but  unto  Him 
who  died  for  them  and  rose 
again."  (II  Cor.  5:14-15.)  It 
seems  to  me  that  this 
language  conveys  the    idea 
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of  substitution.  '^If  one  died 
for  all  then  were  all  dead." 

During  the  Civil  war  a 
certain  man  was  drafted,  he 
paid  a  man  to  take  his  place, 
his  substitute  lost  his  life  in 
a  battle,  the  man  was 
drafted  the  second  time,  he 
refused  to  serve  on  the  plea 
that  he  was  dead.  From 
the  fact  that  his  substitute 
died  for  him  (or  in  his 
stead)  on  the  battle  field, 
his  plea  held  good  in  law. 
So  a  Christian  is  dead,  con- 
sidered so  in  the  eyes  of  the 
law  of  God  and  to  a  sinful 
world,  because  Jesus,  his 
substitute,  died  for  him  on 
the  cross.  This  seems  to  be 
the  strength  of  PauFs  argu- 
ment when  he  says,  'Tf 
one  died  for  all  then  were 
all  dead."  'Tor  3^e  are  dead, 
and  your  life  is  hid  with 
Christ  in  God."  (Gal.  3:3.) 

I  was  a  sinner,  under  the 
sentence  of  eternal  death. 
I  could  find  none  of  my 
fellows  to  take  my  place,  for 
all  were  criminals  and  under 
the  same  sentence.  All  but 
Jesus,  who  was  without  sin, 
consequently  He  was  the 
only  fit  subject  to  die  in- 
stead of  the  sinner.  To 
demonstrate  how  exceed- 
ing sinful — sin  is  in  God's 
estimation  the  punishment 
for  sin  had  to  be  equal,    if 


possible  to  the  enormity  of 
the  crime,  therefore  Jesus 
the  substitute,  had  to  suffer 
the  most  ignominious  death. 

Paul  says,  "It  was  accord- 
ing to  the  scriptures  how 
that  Christ  died  for  our  sins, 
no  doubt  He  was  alluding 
to  Isa.  53:5-8.  ''He  was 
wounded  for  our  transgres- 
sion, he  was  bruised  for  our 
iniquities  the  chastise- 
ment of  our  peace  was  upon 
Him  and  with  His  stripes  we 
are  healed.  For  He  was 
cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the 
living,  for  the  transgression 
of  my  people  was  He 
stricken." 

The  scriptures  quoted, 
with  many  others  that  could 
be  quoted,  express  the 
meaning  of  Jesus  taking 
the  place  of  the  sinner. 
"For  Christ  also  hath  once 
suffered  for  sin,  the  just  for 
the  unjust  that  He  might 
bring  us  to  God."  (I  Peter 
3:18.) 

A  minister  declared  from 
the  rostrum  that  he  did  not 
believe  in  the  substitution- 
ary death  of  Jesus,  because 
it  was  contrary  to  His  sense 
of  justice.  If  the  gospel 
was  strictly  based  on  justice 
it  would  be  no  improvement 
over  the  Mosiac  dispensa- 
tion. 

Justice  would     still     de- 
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mand  the  sentence  of  death 
for  sin.  Praise  God  that 
justice  and  mercy  met  on 
the  cross.  Jesus  our  right- 
eousness, paid  the  debt, 
therein  He  made  a  display 
of  His  mercy,  He  gave  His 
life  voluntarily  as  a  sacrifice 
for  sin,  and  God  accepted 
the  sacrifice,  surely  God  can 
not  do  an  injustice. 

''Jesus  was  made  a  surety 
(or  mediator)  of  a  better 
testament.''  (Heb.  7:22.)  ^ 

''Him  who  knew  no  sin 
He  made  to  be  sin  on  our  be- 
half, that  we  might  become 
the  righteousness  of  God  in 
Him.  (II  Cor.  5:24.)  Clark's 
commentary  says  it  should 
read,  "He  made  to  be  a 
sacrifice  for  sin,  for  us." 
some  take  an  extreme  view 
of  this  text,  claiming,  "That 
our  sins  were  imputed  to 
Christ,  and  that  He  was  a 
proper  object  of  the  indig- 
nation of  divine  justice,  be- 
cause he  was  blackened  with 
imputed  sin  and  that  Christ 
may  be  considered  as  the 
greatest  of  sinners,  because 
all  the  sins  of  mankind  were 
imputed  to  Him  and 
reckoned  as  His  own.  That 
God  accounted  Christ  the 
greatest  of  sinners,  that  we 
might  be  supremely  right- 
eous and  thus  confound  sin 
with  the  punishment  due  to 


sm. 

This  is  an  extreme  view  of 
substitution,  as  far  from 
gospel  teaching  as  the  ex- 
treme opposite  view.  We 
understand  the  Bible  to 
teach  that  Christ  suffered  in 
our  stead,  died  for  us,  bore 
our  sins,  (the  punishment 
due  to  them)  in  His  own 
body  upon  the  tree,  for  the 
Lord  laid  upon  Him  the  in- 
iquities of  us  all,  (that  is  the 
punishment  due  to  them) 
by  making  His  life  an  offer- 
ing for  sin  and  healing  us  by 
His  stripes. 

Insofar  He  took  the  place 
of  the  sinner  and  the  de- 
finition of  the  word  "sub- 
stitute," is  "one  taking  the 
place  of  another."  He 
suffered  and  died,  of  which 
the  sinner  was  guilty.  He 
took  his  place. 

But  God  commendeth  His 
love  toward  us,  in  that  while 
we  were  yet  sinners.  Christ 
died  for  us,  much  more 
then,  being  now  justified  by 
His  blood,  we  shall  be  saved 
from  wrath  through  Him. 
(Rom.  5:8-9.) 

The  dictionary  of  the 
Bible  by  Smith,  explains  the 
atonement  of  Christ,  "His 
covering  or  expiating  the 
sins  of  men,  by  suffering  as 
their  substitute."  John  the 
Baptist  points  to  Him  saying, 
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''Behold  the  Lamb  of  God 
which  taketh  away  the  sin 
of  the  world."  (Jno.  1:29.) 
This  he  said  in  allusion  to 
the  paschal  lamb  of  which 
Jesus  was  the  antetype. 
'^Christ  hath  redeemed  us 
from  the  curse  of  the  law, 
being  made  a  curse  for  us, 
for  it  is  written,  cursed  is 
every  one  that  hangeth  on  a 
tree."     (Gal.  3:13.) 

We  copy  from  Schaff 's  en- 
cyclopedia. The  Enselieie 
doctrine  taught  that  sin  is 
debt  (guilt) ;  that  under  the 
government  of  God  it  is  ab- 
solutely necessary  that  this 
debt  should  be  paid,  ie.,  that 
the  penalty  incurred  by  the 
guilt  of  sin  should  be  suf- 
fered; that  this  necessity 
has  its  ground  in  the  in- 
finite perfections  of  the 
divine  nature;  that  this 
penalty  must  be  inflicted 
upon  the  sinner  in  person 
unless  a  substitute  can  be 
found  having  all  legal  quali- 
fications for  his  office.  This 
was  alone  realized  in  Jesus 
Christ  a  divine  person  em- 
bracing a    human    nature. 

This  has  subsequently 
been  adopted  in  the  creeds 
of  the  entire  Christian 
church.

IS  SCRIPTURE 
SUFFICIEXT 


Grant  Mahan 


These  days  most  things 
are  questioned,  and  we  need 
to  question  many  things,  for 
we  must  test  what  is  pro- 
posed to  us  before  commit- 
ting ourselves  to  it  unre- 
servedly. And  yet  there  are 
many  things  which  we  can 
trust  implicitly.  We  must 
distinguish  some  authority 
is  good,  can  be  depended  on, 
and  other  authority  is  good 
for  nothing  but  to  be  re- 
jected. 

We  should  divide  author- 
ity into  two  classes.  Man's 
authority  and  God's  author- 
ity. We  can  often  trust 
man's  judgment  when  it  is 
a  question  of  worldly  busi- 
ness. But  when  it  comes  to 
the  things  of  the  world  to 
come,  we  can  trust  only 
what  the  Lord  has  said. 
And  yet  how  often  are  we 
asked  by  an  inquirer  after 
a  command  of  the  New 
Testament  is  given,  ''What 
do  you  think  of  that,  is  it 
meant  for  us  in  these  days?" 
It  is  strange  that  we  call 
ourselves  Christians  and  yet 
think  more  of  man's  opinion 
of  some  of  the  command- 
ments than  we  do  of  God's 
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plain  word. 

It  ought  not  to  be  so  with 
us ;  it  must  not  be  so  with  us, 
if  we  expect  our  service  to 
be  well-pleasing  to  the  Lord. 
His  commands  are  not  ad- 
visory, but  obligatory.  He 
would  not  have  given  them 
if  He  had  not  desired  and 
intended  them  to  be  obeyed 
by  those  who  profess  to  be- 
lieve on  Him.  I  cannot 
conceive  of  Jesus  coming  to 
earth  to  give  command- 
ments to  men  and  leaving  it 
optional  with  men  whether 
they  should  obey  them  or 
not.  Of  course  we  can  re- 
fuse to  obey,  but  we  cannot 
refuse  to  obey  and  be  true 
to  our  profession  of  faith. 
It  is  good  to  remember  that. 

We  cannot  be  men- 
pleasers  and  God-pleasers  in 
these  matters.  Many  things 
that  we  do  as  men  want  us 
to,  please  the  Lord.  But 
many  things  we  leave  un- 
done to  please  men,  dishonor 
God  and  destroy  our  in- 
fluence in  the  kingdom.  We 
can  put  it  down  as  a  fact 
that  we  have  no  choice  when 
the  Lord  speaks.  It  is 
obedience  He  wants;  just  as 
much  now  as  in  the  day 
when  Saul  chose  to  offer 
sacrifice  rather  than  obey. 

Too  often  people  are  told 
that  the    commands    were 


given  for  the  age  and  the 
people  to  whom  they  were 
spoken,  but  not  for  these 
modern  days — things  have 
changed.  They  have  indeed. 
But  one  thing  does  not 
change,  and  that  is  the 
teaching  of  Christ.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  when  He 
says  that  the  words  which 
He  spoke  shall  judge  us  in 
the  last  day.  Do  we  be- 
lieve that  statement?  If 
we  do,  why  do  we  still  per- 
sist in  asking  man  whether 
''he''  thinks  we  must  obey 
the  command? 

The  days  of  our  years  on 
earth  are  a  testing  time,  to 
see  whether  we  will  obey. 
And  the  time  we  spend  in 
asking  about  the  Lord's 
commands  instead  of  doing 
them,  is  wasted  worse  than 
wasted ;  it  is  like  the  talent 
laid  up  in  a  napkin— it  but 
served  to  condemn  the  man 
who  had  failed  to  do  as  he 
was  bidden  to  do. 

The  world  and  the  flesh 
have  too  strong  a  hold  on  us, 
and  so  we  do  not  obey  with 
full  faith  the  command- 
ments of  our  Lord.  And 
disobedience  means  dis- 
aster, final,  irrevocable  dis- 
aster. It  is  our  Lord's  will 
that  is  to  be  done;  not  the 
will  of  man;  He,  not  man, 
will  be  the  judge  to  decide

HOW  READEST  THOU?

In  the  August  15th  issue 
of  The  Monitor,  you  will 
notice  a  piece  of  poetry, 
headed  ''How  Readest 
Thou?''  selected  by  Ida  M. 
Roberts,  and  the  writer 
would  just  like  to  say  thanks 


for  such  a  good  selection,  for 
it  has  much  meaning  in  it  to 
those  who  are  interested  in 
the  Lord's  work. 

This  article  will  be  on  the 
same  line,  except  it  will  not 
be  in    poetry. 

In  reading  the  Bible,  we 
find  in  Prov.  22:6  it  says, 
''Train  up  a  child  in  the 
way  he  should  go,  and  when 
he  is  old,  he  will  not  depart 
from  it."  Now  how  do  we 
read  this  scripture,  and 
what  does  it  mean  to  us,  and 
our  children?  Does  it  mean 
we  should  just  read  it  over 
lightly,  and  pay  no  attention 
to  it,  and  just  let  our  chil- 
dren do  as  they  please,  and 
dress  as  they  please?  Or 
does  it  mean  what  it  says? 
How  many  of  us  believe  and 
practice    what    it    means? 

The  writer  believes  just 
what  it  says,  and  unless  we 
practice  what  we  believe  in 
this  matter,  we  believe  we 
will  be  held  accountable  for 
the  loss  of  our  children  to 
the  church.  We  believe  we 
are  responsible  for  our  chil- 
dren as  long  as  they  are  un- 
der our  control  or  care  and 
we  should  bring  them  up  in 
the  home  in  the  way  they 
should  go,  and  we  do  not 
believe  it  consistent  to  teach 
or  preach  plainness  in  dress, 
and  then  let  our  boys  wear 
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ties,  and  perhaps  go  to  Sun-  i 
day  base  ball  games,  or  our' 
girls  to  have  their  hair  I 
bobbed,  and  rolled  socks, 
and  any  other  unbecoming 
style  of  the  world. 

It  seems  strange  to  us 
that  so  many  Elders,  even 
in  the  Dunkard  Brethren 
church,  seem  afraid  to  en- 
force the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  church.  Is  it 
because  they  are  afraid  of 
hurting  someone's  feelings? 
Was  Christ  afraid  He  would 
hurt  Peter's  feelings  when 
He  said  to  him,  ''Get  thee 
behind  Me  Satan,"  or  when 
He  called  the  Pharisees 
''Generation  of  vipers?"  We 
could  name  many  other  in- 
stances. 

The  reason  we  are  men- 
tioning the  Elders  here  is, 
that  they  should  be  an  ex- 
ample in  bringing  up  their 
children  in  the  way  they 
should  go,  and  then  other 
officials,  and  down  to  and 
including  the  laiety  should 
fall  in  line,  but  don't  expect 
the  laiety  to  set  the  example 
for  the  Elders,  ,and  others 
for  that  would  be  incon- 
sistent, yet  it  might  be  true 
in  some  places.  In  Eph. 
6-4  we  find,  "And,  ye 
fathers,  provoke  not  your 
children  to  wrath;  but  bring 
them  up  in  the  nurture  and 


admonition  of  the  Lord." 
Now  honestly,  does  that 
mean  that  we  should  put 
hats  on  our  girls  and  ties  on 
our  boys,  and  keep  them 
there  until  they  come  into 
the  church,  so  everybody  can 
see  what  a  big  change  they 
have  made?  That  is  about 
as  logical  as  a  father  or 
mother  saying,  "Let  them 
sow  their  wild  oats  while 
they  are  young,"  but  re- 
member that  whatsoever  we 
sow,  that  shall  we  also  reap. 
How  does  such  doctrine 
compare  with  Deut.  6 :6-9, 
"And  these  words  which  I 
command  thee  this  day, 
shall  be  in  thine  heart;  and 
thou  shalt  teach  them 
diligently  unto  thy  children, 
and  shalt  talk  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thine  house, 
and  when  thou  walkest  by 
the  way,  and  when  thou 
liest  down,  and  when  thou 
riseth  up.  And  thou  shalt 
bind  them  for  a  sign  upon 
thine  hand,  and  they  shall 
be  as  frontlets  between 
thine  eyes.  And  thou  shalt 
write  them  upon  the  posts 
of  thy  house,  and  on  thy 
gates." 

We  believe  we  are  in  the 
last  days,  and  according  to 
scripture,  "Children  will  be 
disobedient  to  parents." 
but  is  that  said     that    the 
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fathers  and  mothers  in  the 
Dunkard  Brethren  church 
cannot  control  their  chil- 
dren? It  seems  in  many 
homes  the  children  have 
their  parents  under  control 
instead  of  the  parents  the 
children.  It  is  a  pitiable 
condition  we  are  in,  and  who 
is  to  blame?  We  all  should 
know  that  where  there  is 
disobedience  in  the  home, 
there  is  about  the  same 
amount  of  disobedience  in 
the  church,  for  no  church 
can  rise  above  the  homes 
that  constitutes  the  church, 
and  no  nation  can  rise  above 
the  homes  that  make  that 
nation,  and  just  because  the 
nation  and  world  in  which 
we  are  living  is  growing 
worse  and  worse,  that  is  no 
reason  why  we  should  let 
the  church  go  along  with  it. 
The  church  should  be  kept 
as  pure  as  it  can  possibly  be 
kept,  but  we  cannot  keep  it 
pure  if  we  are  not  in  unity. 
Our  prayer  is  that  we  all 
may  see  the  beauty  of  living 
just  a  little  bit  closer  to 
Christ  each  day,  and  if  we 
do,  then  we  believe  every 
brother  and  sister  will  re- 
store the  family  altar  that 
has  been  broken  down;  and 
don't  think  for  a  moment 
that  your  children  are  too 
young  or  too  old ;  if  you  do, 


then  read  your  Bible  more, 
then  you  will  learn  that  we 
should  praise  the  Lord  at  all 
times,  and  under  all  circum- 
stances, 'Tor  without  Him 
we  can  do  nothing." 

Fathers  and  mothers,  you 
ought  to  appreciate  the 
efforts  that  are  put  forth  in 
trying  to  line  up  your  chil- 
dren in  the  church,  instead 
of  finding  fault  with  the  de- 
cisions of  the  church.  Such 
work  will  never  get  you  or 
your  children  anywhere. 
We  should  be  of  the  same 
mind  when  it  comes  to 
church  work,  and  without 
unity,  we  cannot  expect  to 
prosper  as  we  should,  and 
no  real  Christian  will  fight 
against  the  enforcement  of 
any  Annual  Conference  de- 
cisions. We  believe  the 
Dunkard  Brethren  church  is 
getting  closer  to  the  way 
that  the  Lord  would  have 
us,  but  look  out,  just  when 
we  think  we  are  doing 
pretty  well,  then  is  when  the 
Devil  gets  busy.  We  should 
all  pray  for  our  leaders,  our 
Elders^  that  they  may  be 
strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in 
the  power  of  His  might,  and 
that  they  may  rule  their 
own  house  well,  so  they  can 
be  better  prepared  to  rule 
the  Church  of  Christ.

In  this  day  and  age  in 
w^hich  we  are  living  a  large 
per  cent  of  the  people  have 
become  discouraged  about 
the  conditions  existing  in  the 
w^orld  today.  They  are 
worrying  as  to  what  is  going 
to  happen  next,  or  what  will 
become  of  them  if  things 
don't  change.  They  are  de- 
pending wholly  on  the  presi- 
dent of  our  land  for  relief 
instead  of  praying  to     God 


for  help  and  deliverance. 
They  do  not  stop  to  think 
that  things  must  come  to 
pass.  Why  should  we  as 
Christians  have  this  to 
worry  about,  it's  fulfillment 
of  prophesy.  Some  of  them 
really  admit  that  a  higher 
power  must  take  hold  of 
things  before  long,  but  they 
make  no  preparation  for  the 
second  coming  of  Christ. 

Christ  when  here  on  earth 
dealt  so  faithfully  with  His 
disciples,  He  told  them  of 
some  of  the  things  that 
would  come  to  pass  or 
happen  to  them  if  they 
would  be  a  follower  of  His. 
He  told  them,  'Tf  the  world 
hate  you,  ye  know  that  it 
hated  Me  before  it  hated 
you."  (John  15:19.)  We 
know  then  that  if  all  goes 
weu  with  us,  no  opposition 
comes  across  our  path¥/ay 
and  everybody  pats  us  on 
the  back  for  everything  we 
say  or  do,  that  we  surely 
must  be  of  the  world.  We 
cannot  expect  to  go  to 
heaven  on  flowry  beds  of 
ease. 

He  even  said  they  would 
suffer  persecution  to  the 
extent  that  they  would  be 
put  out  of  the  synagogue. 
They  also  would  be  killed 
and  they  that  killed  them 
would  think  they  were    do- 
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ing  God's  will.  Christ's 
followers  have  been  counted 
as  sheep  for  the  slaughter. 
History  tells  us  that  all  of 
the  apostles  were  put  to 
death  but  one. 

Jesus  was  dealing  with 
people  like  you  and  I.  They 
too  would  oftimes  become 
discouraged.  In  John  16:33 
Jesus  is  speaking  to  His 
disciples,  "These  things 
have  I  spoken  unto  you,  that 
in  Me  ye  might  have  peace. 
In  the  world  ye  shall  have 
tribulation,  but  be  of  good 
cheer,  I  have  overcome  the 
world.''  Some  timics  when 
some  little  persecution  or 
trial  comes  our  way  we  are 
ready  to  give  up  and  become 
discouraged;  we  don't  even 
stop  to  realize  that  Jesus 
overcome  the  world.  If  we 
would  live  Godly  in  Christ 
Jesus,  we  shall  suffer  per- 
secution. Trials  if  we  over- 
come them  only  make  us 
stronger  for  what  is  still 
ahead  of  us.  But  if  we 
yield  to  the  temptations  of 
this  world  it  weakens  us  to 
the  extent  that  it  is  much 
harder  for  us  to  face  the 
next  trial. 

Jesus  on  His  last  visit  to 
Jerusalem,  standing  on  the 
Mount  of  Olives,  wept  over 
the  city  with  heart  broken 
compassion,  ''0   Jerusalem, 


Jerusalem,  thou  that  killest 
the  prophets,  and  stonest 
them  which  are  sent  unto 
thee,  how  often  would  I 
have  gathered  thy  children 
together,  even  as  a  hen 
gathereth  her  chickens 
under  her  wing  and  ve 
would  not."  (Matt.  13:37.) 
It  is  not  His  will  that  any 
one  should  be  lost  but  all 
must  come  by  the  way  of 
the  cross. 

We  sometimes  may  feel 
like  we  are  standing  alone 
and  have  not  a  friend  on 
earth,  then  it  is  that  we 
should  stop  and  take  a  look 
at  that  lonely  figure  in  the 
garden,  that  night  of  His 
betrayal  and  crucifixion  all 
of  His  beloved  disciples  had 
even  forsaken  Him.  Not  a 
friend  on  earth,  yet  He  was 
one  without  sin,  no  guilt 
was  found  in  Him  and  yet 
all  the  world  turned  against 
Him.  Could  we  but  put  the 
trust  and  confidence  in  our 
God  that  Jesus  did.  He  knew 
it  was  His  Father's  will  that 
He  should  give  his  life  for 
the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

In  these  days  we  see  so 
many  that  have  once  made 
their  choice  for  Christ  and 
now  have  forsaken  Him  and 
have  gone  back  to  follow  the 
ways  of  the  world.  If  we 
would  only    get    closer    to 
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Christ,  not  only  closer  to 
Christ  but  be  in  Him.  That 
is  the  trouble  with  the  pro- 
fessed people  of  today,  they 
are  still  outside  of  Christ. 
We  then  would  have  some- 
one by  us  to  fight  the  battles 
of  life. 

Be  of  good  cheer,  did  not 
Jesus  when  here  on  earth 
point  out  to  those  swollen 
with  pride  that  the  meek 
should  inherit  the  earth. 

How  truthfully  H  e 
answered  them  at  His  trial 
when  they  asked  Him  if  He 
was  the  Son  of  God,  yet  He 
was  mocked  for  the  truth. 
Jesus  did  all  to  hold  His 
disciples  true  and  get  them 
ready  for  that  last  week's 
crisis.  They  really  did  not 
understand.  He  faced  a  sad 
hour  and  especially  when 
He  saw  that  all  had  for- 
saken Him.  He  took 
courage  because  He  knew  it 
was  the  Father's  will  that 
all  should  come  to  pass. 

From  the  view  point  of 
men  it  looked  as  though 
Jesus'  work  was  ended  or 
destroyed,  but  Jesus  was 
victorious  over  death,  hell 
and  the  grave.

(Acts 
14:22)  ''We  must  meet 
much  tribulation  to  enter 
the  Kingdom  of  God." 
(Rom.  5:3),  "Knowing  that 
tribulation  w  o  r  k  e  t  h 

patience."  (Rom.  8:35), 
("Shall  tribulation  separate 
us  from  the  love  of  God," 
(I  Thes.3:4),  "For  verily 
when  we  were  with  you; 
we  told  you  before  that  we 
should  suffer  tribulation 
even  as  it  come  to  pass,  and 
ye  know."  (Rev.  7:13-14) 
"And  one  of  the  elders 
answered  saying  unto  me, 
what  are  these  which  are 
arrayed  in  white  robes? 
And  whence  come  they? 
And  I  said  unto    him.    Sir

In  this  issue  will  be  found 
a  selected  article  ''Boring 
From  Within''  which  points 
out  to  us  conditions  that 
have  developed  in  profes- 
sing Christiandom  as  viewed 
by  those  who  profess 
Atheism;  nor  do  we  believe 
the  argument  is  without 
foundation.  In  fact,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  statements 
are  true,  sad  as  it  is.  In 
many  ways  it  seems  as  if 
those  outside  of  the  pales 
of  the  so-called  Christian 
church  have  a  clearer  pre- 
ception  of  conditions  exist- 
ing in  the  church  than  most 
of  the  members  do.  There 
is  a  reason  for  this,  too.  To 
a  large  extent  the  ordinary 
rank  and  file  of  the  mem- 
bership in  most  of  the  de- 
nominations are  kept  in 
ignorance  by  a  leadership 
that  has  ''soldout"  to 
"Modernism.''    Through 


their  influence  and  efforts 
the  church  has  been  to  a 
large  extent  sidetracked 
and  corrupted. 

This,  to  the  writer,  is 
nothing  more  or  less  than 
the  ''Mystery  of  iniquity" 
(II  Thes.  2)  which  has  been 
at  work  in  the  church  since 
its  early  history  and  has 
]  gradually  gained  control  of 
the  professing  church, 
bringing  into  subjection 
through  deception  most  of 
the  denominations,  which 
apparently  is  leading  up  to 
the  revelation  of  that 
"wicked  power"  which  from 
all  appearances  shall  shortly 
come  into  control  in  the 
earth. 

With  the  diversity  of 
thought  and  teaching  exist- 
ing within  so-called  Chris- 
tendom and  the  confusion 
and  unrest  that  prevails  we 
would  do  well  to  take  heed 
to  the  warning  given  us  in 
the  gospel    regarding    such 
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matters.  ''Beloved,  believe 
not  every  spirit,  but  try  the 
spirits  whether  they  are  of 
God;  because  many  false 
prophets  are  gone  out  into 
the  world.  Hereby  know 
ye  the  Spirit  of  God;  every 
spirit  that  eonfesseth  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the 
flesh  is  of  God ;  and  every 
spirit  that  eonfesseth  not 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in 
the  flesh  is  not  of  God;  and 
this  is  that  spirit  of  anti- 
Christ,  whereof  ye  have 
heard  that  it  should  come; 
and  even  now  already  is  it  in 
theworld.'^  (I  John  4:1-3.) 
The  thought  we  v/ish  to 
point  out  especially  in  this 
passage  is  this,  ''every  spirit 
that  eonfesseth  not  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the 
flesh  is  not  of  God.''  "Who 
is  a  liar  but  he  that  denieth 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ?  He 
is  antichrist  that  denieth 
the  Father  and  the  Son.'' 
(I  John  2:22.)  We  believe 
these  references  point  out 
to  us  the  beginning  of  this! 
"Mystery  of  iniquity"  which 
is  now  termed  "modern- 
ism." John  tells  us  regard- 
ing this  "spirit  of  anti- 
Christ,"  "and  even  now  al- 
ready is  it  in  the  world." 
Webster  tells  us  an  "anti- 
Christ"  is  an  opponet  of 
Christ.    During  His  sojourn 


on  earth  Jesus  had  many 
opponents  or  enemies  and 
they  eventually  crucified 
Him ;  nevertheless  His  work 
went  on  as  the  church  pro- 
ceeded to  carry  out  the  mis- 
sion given  it  by  Christ  Him- 
self. 

Naturally  the  enemies  of 
Christ  became  the  enemies 
of  the  church  and  the 
opposition  of  these  enemies 
has  been  felt  through  all 
the  ages  since.  Thus  the 
church  has  been  opposed  by 
infidelity,  atheism  and 
many  other  "isms"  from 
without.  However,  a  n 
organized  body  of  believers 
working  in  union  with  God 
and  one  another  could  con- 
tend successfully  with  these 
evil  forces  attacking  it  from 
without  and  grow  and  pros- 
per. Satan, the  leader  of 
all  these  evil  forces  knew 
this  well  and  set  about  to 
work  "within"  the  church. 
In  this  as  is  his  custom 
Satan  has  operated  in  a  sly 
and  crafty  way  through 
some  of  the  most  prominent 
religious  leaders.  It  ap- 
pears one  of  his  most  suc- 
cessful plans  was  "educa- 
tion," (a  man  made  plan  of 
cultivating  and  enlighten- 
ing the  human  intellect?) 
This  resulted  in  men  becom- 
ing exalted    in    mind    and 
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thus  were  an  easy  prey  for 
the  sly  deceiver,  who  caused 
them  to  question  and  doubt 
the  simple  truths  revealed 
in  the  Bible.  The  record  of 
creation,  the  miraculous  in- 
tervention of  the  power  of 
God  in  dealing  with  the 
human  family  as  recorded 
in  the  Old  Testament,  the 
virgin  birth,  the  divinity  of 
Christ,  the  atonement,  etc., 
have  all  been  given  special 
investigation  by  these  de- 
luded men  who  have  found 
that  these  records  are  not 
authentic  and  thus  they  re- 
ject them.  Likewise  the 
commandments  of  the 
gospel  as  essential  to  the 
salvation  of  the  human 
family  are  found  non- 
essential. Having  reached 
this  state  these  deluded 
leaders  set  about  to  ''en- 
lighten" Christendom  in 
these  matters,  operating  in 
accord  with  their  leader, 
Satan,  with  cunning  crafti- 
ness, gradually  sowing  the 
seed  of  doubt  and  disbelief 
which  has  brought  about  the 
innovations  and  departures 
from  the  faith  so  much  in 
evidence. 

It  is  this  very  condition 
that  caused  the  Dunkard 
Brethren  to  take  the  stand 
they  have  and  it  is  this  con- 
dition   that      makes      the 


struggle  so  hard  to  uphold 
truth  and  righteousness. 
Unconsciously  the  great 
majority  of  professors  of

Deny- 
ing Christ  in  the  name  of 
Christ. 

Truly  this  is  "modern- 
ism." 

In  view  of  the  appalling 
condition  may  we  not  put 
forth  every  effort  to  expose 
this  monster  that  is  exploit- 
ing so  many  well  meaning 
people,  destroying  their 
spirituality  and  blasting 
their  hopes  of  eternal  life.

(Heb.  2-3)  Hov7  shall  we 
esca}3e  if  we  neglect  so 
great  salvation? 

When  we  look  into  this 
subject  of  so  great  import- 
ance our  best  efforts  fall  far 
below  just  demands  of  the 
theme.  Nothing  can  be 
saved  which  has  never  been 
lost,  or  is  in  danger  of  be- 
ing lost.  If  the  human 
family  would  realize  their 
lost  condition,  eternally  lost 
before  it  is  forever  too  late. 
It  is  plain  that  man's  salva- 
tion is  the  subject    of    the 


text.  But  is  man  lost  and 
if  lost  in  what  sense  is  he 
lost.  We  read  in  Matt. 
18-11,  'Tor  the  son  of  man 
came  to  save  that  which  was 
lost.''  It  is  man's  life  that 
is  lost  natural  or  bodily  life, 
but  is  man's  life  lost?  It  is, 
for  death  has  passed  upon 
all  m.en  the  sentence  of 
bodily  death.  It  is  ap- 
pointed unto  man  once  to 
die;  dust  thou  art  and  unto 
dust  shall  thou  return.  If 
any  suppose  the  death  of  the 
body  to  be  a  small  thing;  let 
such  a  one  go  to  a  well  filled 
graveyard  and  pass  one 
hour  in  serious  meditation 
in  this  silent  city  of  the 
dead.  Let  him  think  of  the 
tears  that  have  fallen  there, 
of  the  sighs  of  anguish  that 
have  reluctantly  escaped 
from  broken  hearts,  let  him 
think  of  the  innocent  beauty 
and  loveliness  that  lie 
buried  there,  of  the  hopes 
and  joys  that  have  been 
driven  from  the  heart  by  the 
hand  of  the  destroyer,  and 
then  let  him  ask  himself  if 
the  wages  of  sin  is  a  thing  of 
small  account. 

Death  here  writes  his 
name  anew,  every  passing 
season  in  the  fresh  mounds 
raised  above  the  dead,  and 
does  not  the  voice  of  reason 
whisper    into    the    ear    of 
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every  passerby  the  solemn 
words,  "This  place  is  wait- 
ing for  you/' 

Nov/  the  apostle  says,  it 
doth  not  yet  appear  what 
we  shall  be,  but  we  know 
that  when  He  shall  appear 
we  shall  be  like  Him,  for  we 
shall  see  Him     as     He     is. 

Another  apostle  writing 
on  the  same  subject  says. 
He  shall  change  our  vile 
bodies  that  they  may  be 
fashioned  like  unto  His 
glorious  body."  Does  this 
not  show  that  this  salvation 
is  a  great  one,  but  I  have  as 
yet  but  touched  the  hem  of 
the  garment,  and  indeed  in 
our  low  state  of  mental 
power  here  we  are  barely 
able  with  the  highest  and 
broadest  reason  of  thought 
to  lay  hold  of  more  than  the 
hem  of  the  salvation  gar- 
ment. Heaven  is  His  throne 
and  earth  is  His  footstool. 
We  have  been  of  the  body 
lost  by  sin,  we  turn  to  the 
spiritual  life  lost  by  sin. 
Paul  says  to  be  carnally 
minded  is  death;  now  what 
is  it  to  be  carnally  minded? 
Paul  answers  us  in  a  general 
way  that  it  is  enmity  against 
God.  Those  who  are  car- 
nal minded  cannot  love  God, 
nor  take  pleasure  in  His 
service.  The  spiritual  life 
is  lost  by  sin.     Man's  love  is 


perverted,  it  is  turned  from 
;the  Lord  and  his  neighbor, 
I  and  directed  to  self  and  the 
'world.

BORING  FROM  WITHIX 


The    hardest    enemy    to 
fight  is  the  enemy    within. 
This  applies  to  the    enemy 
within  ourselves,    and    the 
enemy  within    the    church.  I 
It  is  of  the  latter  that    we| 
think  of  particularly  at  the  i 
moment.     An  enemy  in  the  i 
guise  of    a    friend    is    the' 
subtlest  of  all  enemies.  The 
church  can  meet    the    foes 
that  are  without,  and  over- 
come the  direct  onslaughts 
of  Satan,  but  she  succumbs 
in  a  multitude  of    cases    to 
the  insidious    boring    from 
within  of    the    modernists. 
The  modernist  is  the  ally  of 
the  atheist.     We  do  not  say 
that  of  ourselves.     Here  is 
our  authority  in  an  extract 
from  the  last  report  of  the 
American   Association    for 
the       Advancement       o  f 
Atheism. 

''The  Modernists  seem  to 
attack  Atheism  only  to 
screen  their  own  unbelief. 
No  better  proof  of  this  con- 
tention that  the  church  is 
losing  can  be  given  than 
that  the  Modernists  are  now 


in  control  of  all  the  larger 
Protestant  denominations 
and,  working  from  the  in- 
side, discredit  the  basic 
teachings  of  Christianity  in 
the  name  of  Christianity.  In 
this  grand  farce,  fortu- 
nately for  us,  the  dumb 
Fundamentalists  through 
contributions  pay  for  the 
destruction  of  their  own  be- 
lief in  the  the  Bible  as  a 
superhuman,  infallible  book. 
The  Modernists  are  superior 
in  strategy.  When  recently 
President  Smith  twitted  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Riley  with  these 
facts,  the  Fundamentalists, 
leader  boasted  of  what  he 
would  do  at  the  recent  an- 
nual conference  in  Wash- 
ington of  the  Northern 
Baptists.  But  at  that  and 
the  other  denominational 
conventions  this  spring  the 
Fundamentalists  were  de- 
feated. They  are  hopelessly 
beaten.  They  cannot  vote 
the  Modernists  out  and  dare 
not  themselves  withdraw. 
These  two  groups  are  held 
together  by  real  estate. 

''Higher  critics  within  the 
church,  carrying  on  the 
work  of  Voltaire,  Paine,  and 
Ingersoll  in  milder 
language,  it  is  admitted, 
have  made  many  Christians 
so  ashamed  of  their  creed 
that  we  now  hear    of    that 
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acme  of  absurdity,  a  'creed- 
less  faith' — of  persons  who 
believe,  without  believing 
anything.  Thus  Christian- 
ity slowly  dissolves. 

''But  the  good  work  of 
these  Modernists  not  only 
does  not  lessen  the  need  of 
Atheist  propaganda  but  in- 
stead serves  to  emphasize 
its  importance.  Though 
its  activities  are  on  a 
smaller  scale,  the  advance 
guard  is  always  the  most 
important  unit  in  the  army. 
We  must  continue  to  lead 
the  way." 

Could  anything,  we  ask, 
be  more  pathetic  than  this? 
Christ  is  again  wounded  in 
the  house  of  His  friends. 
P'or  the  atheist  blatantly  an- 
nouncing his  disbelief  in  the 
Christian  revelation  of  God 
we  can  have  a  certain 
amount  of  respect.  At  least 
one  knows  where  he  stands. 
For  the  Modernist  who 
bores  from  within,  who  ac- 
cepts a  stipend  from  a 
church  founded  upon  the  in- 
fallible word  of  scripture 
which  he  is  pledged  to  up- 
hold, and  then  subtly  under- 
mines faith  in  the  essential 
things  of  Christianity  we 
have  no  respect  whatsoever. 
Protestant  pulpits  across 
the  American  continent  are 
in  too  many  cases  filled  with 


ministers  who  are  unitar- 
ians at  heart  though  render- 
ing a  lip  service  to  the  creed 
of  the  church  to  which  they 
belong. — Gospel  Herald.

THE  (  APTIVE  MAID

Now  Naaman,  captain  of 
the  host  of  the  king  of  Syria, 
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was  a  great  man  with  his 
master,  and  honorable,  be- 
cause by  him  the  Lord  had 
given  deliverance  unto 
Syria ;  he  was  also  a  mighty 
man  in  valor,  but  he  was  a 
leper.  And  the  Syrians  had 
gone  out  by  companies,  and 
had  brought  away  captive 
out  of  the  land  of  Israel  a 
little  maid;  and  she  waited 
on  Naaman's  wife. 

She  said  unto  her  mis- 
tress, ''Would  God  my  Lord 
were  with  the  prophet  that 
is  in  Samaria,  for  He  would 
recover  him  of  his  leprosy.' 
(II  Kings  5:1-2-3.) 

Naaman  was  a  great  man, 
he  was  the  king's  chief  com- 
mander, what  we  would  call 
his  right  hand  man,  honor- 
able, because  by  him  the 
Lord  had  given  deliverance 
unto  Syria.  He  was  also  a 
mighty  man  of  valor,  but  he 
was  a  leper,  a  loathsome, 
miserable  disease.  The 
Lord  used  him  as  an  instru- 
ment to  deliver  his  country 
from  the  enemy,  and  he  did 
not  even  know  the  Lord. 
He  was  a  talented  man, 
withstanding  there  was  a 
"but''  in  his  life,  which 
spoiled  his  happiness. 

There  is  a  ''but"  in  every 
person's  life.  There  is 
always  something  that 
hinders  one  from  being  con- 


tented ;  I  would  be  satisfied 
"but,"  "but."  God  removed 
the  "but"  from  Naaman's 
life  through  the  prophet,  so 
it  can  be  removed  from  your 
life  through  the  Great 
Prophet,  Christ  eJesus.  God 
be  praised,  "In  Him  we  are 
complete."  (Col.  2:9.) 

Leprosy  is  a  type  of  sin, 
"Sin  has  left  a  crimson  stain 
He  washed  it  white  as 
snow."  The  prophet  was 
lauded  because  this  honor- 
able man  v/as  so  miracu- 
lously healed  from  an  in- 
curable disease,  but  the  one 
at  the  bottom,  who  showed 
him  the  way  to  recovery 
from  this  deadly  disease  is 
lost  sight  of.  The  little 
[  maid  of  Israel  is  the  star  in 
I  this  drama,  side  by  side 
I  must  run  the  record  of 
I  Israel's  little  maid  and 
I  Syria's  famous  captain;  the 
[misfortune  of  one,  as  well 
as  the  good  fortune  of  the 
other. 

This  is  the  lesson,  "No  life 
is  too  insignificant  for  the 
attention  of  the  most  high, 
no  sphere  is  too  circum- 
scribed for  the  display  of 
principles  to  draw  forth 
God's  praise  or  condemna- 
tion." 

The  great  contrast,  one 
all  that  heart  could  wish 
for,  the  other  deprived  of  all 
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that  the  heart  holds  dear. 

Naaman,  a  g  e  n  e  r  a  1_ 
honored  and  feared.  The: 
maid  taken  captive,  de-j 
prived  of  parents  and  home 
and  associates,  her  life 
obscure,  lowly  and  un- 
noticed. The  contrast  be- 
tween their  spiritual  con- 
dition is  just  as  striking  as 
their  outward  circum- 
stances, notwithstanding 
his  prosperity,  he  had  a 
rooted  sorrow  which  turned 
honors  to  ashes,  robbed  him 
of  true  enjoyment  and  filled 
his  soul  with  bitterness; 
notwithstanding  in  all  her 
afflictions  she  posessed  a 
secret  which  turned  her 
grief  to  joy  which  enobled 
her  life  and  filled  her  heart 
with  peace.  So  full  and 
glorious  was  the  blessing 
which  she  owned  that  she 
dispensed  it  to  Naaman  and 
give  the  proof  that  the  life 
and  well  being  of  great  and 
small  are  knit  together  by 
the  hand  of  God. 

To  this  girl  there  was  no 
place  like  her  home  amongst 
the  hills  of  eastern  Pales- 
tine, never  was  there  a 
happier  home  for  the  fear  of 
God  was  its  firm  founda- 
tion, righteousness  its  house 
and  love  its  atmosphere. 
Her  father  was  an  Israelite 
indeed,  but  he  was  faithful, 


he  could  not  go  to  Jerusalem 
but  remembered  the  words 
of  Solomon  at  the  dedica- 
tion, 'The  heavens  of 
heavens  cannot  contain  thee 
much  less  this  house  which 
I  have  built." 

Such  a  home  was  the 
heavenly  starting  point  of 
the  life  for  this  girl.  How 
greatly  blessed  are  they  who 
start  out  on  the  ocean  of  life 
from  such  a  home. 

Consider  her  training. 
According  to  the  divine  law 
her  father  must  have  taught 
his  children  all  of  the  laws 
of  God;  he  would  speak  to 
them  of  God's  redeeming 
love  revealed  in  the  history 
of  his  people.  The  Syrian 
soldiers  came  along  and 
took  her  along.  That  was 
a  sad  parting,  a  goodbye 
that  was  never     forgotten. 

How  mysterious  it  must 
have  been  to  one  of  her 
simple  faith.  If  God  was 
her  God,  and  her  father's 
God  and  the  God  of  her 
people,  why  did  He  allow 
this  misfortune?  These  are 
hard  questions,  many  such 
have  been  put  in  all  ages  by 
the  tried  and  afflicted 
people  of  God.  A  little 
child  can  put  them  but  who 
can  answer  them? 

Naaman,  no  doubt  saw 
something  unusual  in     this 
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girl,  he  took  her  to  his 
house.  This  great  city  of 
Damascus  where  Naaman 
lived  had  no  charms  for  this 
maid,  in  a  strange  land  and 
a  strange  tongue,  no  one  to 
whom  she  mxay  unburden 
her  heart,  the  sense  of  lone- 
liness must  have  been 
oppressive. 

Often  homesick  there,  it 
was  some  consolation  to  slip 
to  the  house  top  and  look 
towards  Mt.  Lebanon. 
There  in  secret  she  would 
pray  to  her  God,  His  word 
hid  in  her  heart  now, 
show^ed  its  power,  it  was 
bread  and  water  sustaining 
her  faint  spirit,  giving  her 
strength  to  bear  up  under 
her  sorrows,  it  was  a  wall 
around  her  keeping  her 
from  many  evils.  Idolatry 
in  this  land,  she  abhored  it; 
she  maintained  her  in- 
tegrity. It  w^as  not  long 
until  she  noticed  a  gloom 
cast  over  Naaman's  house. 
Her  master  a  leper! 
^'Would  God  my  Lord  were 
with  the  prophet  that  is  in 
Samaria  for  He  would  re- 
cover him  of  his  leprosy.'' 

He  finally  became  willing 
to  stoop  so  low  as  to  accept 
the  simple  remedy,  he  was 
made  whole  and  returned 
with  great  joy  and  con- 
fessed the  God  of  Israel. 


But  think  of  the  girl,  how 
her  heart  was  filled  with 
joy  when  the  question  was 
answ^ered,  why  God  has  thus 
dealt  with  her.  It  was 
through  her  afflictions  that 
one  great  m.an  was  healed 
and  made  to  believe  in 
Israel's  God.

Webster  defines  this 
word  thus  (Forfeited,  to 
lose  the  right,  by  error  or 
fault  or  offense).  I  have 
been  informed  by    some    of 
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the  ministers  of  the  Church 
of  The  Brethren  that  we 
Dunkard's  have  forfeited 
our  right  and  claim  to 
church  property. 

Now  let  us  examine  and 
see  where  the  property  be- 
longs. Church  houses  that 
were  built  forty  and  fifty 
years  ago  belonged  to  the 
German  Baptist  church. 
Under  her  influence  and 
teaching  wife  and  I  joined 
the  church  July,  1881.  The 
church  house  was  a  plain 
house  and  a  plain  people 
worshipped  there.  The 
spirit  of  which  they  were 
born  and  the  purpose  which 
they  manifested  demanded 
an  earnest,  plain,  simple 
life.  Even  an  inclination 
to  go  with  the  changing] 
fashion  of  the  world,  would 
have  been  inconsistent  with 
the  principle  and  practice  of 
the  church.  j 

The  church  always    pro-i 
tested  against    innovations, 
that    were    slyly    creeping  j 
into       the     church.       The: 
leaders  would  say  that  the' 
church  is  going  through    a| 
transition,  that  the     times 
have  changed,  that  we  are! 
behind  the  time;  this  they 
did  in  order     to     get     the 
majority  of  the    church    to 
follow  them  in  their    error 
and    offense     against    the 


principle  and  practice  of  the 
old  church. 

I  suppose  that  the  church 
of  the  Brethren  are  through 
the  transition,  surely  they 
have  changed  from  a  plain 
church  to  a  fashionable 
church.  (Here  are  the 
evidences.)  The  worldly 
instrument  of  music  in  one 
corner  with  a  little  bunch  of 
expert  singers.  Paul  said, 
I  will  sing  with  the  spirit 
and  I  will  sing  with  the  un- 
derstanding also,  (I  Cor. 
14:15). 

Hats  have  taken  the  place 
of  bonnets,  prayer  covering 
or  caps  are  junked  in  the 
rag  sack.  The  men  wear 
fashionable  coats  and  up  to 
date  neckties. 

The  old  Sugar  Grove 
church  house  was  dedicated 
by  our  forefathers  for  no 
other  purpose  than  to  wor- 
ship God  in  it,  but  today  her 
doors  are  opened  for  a  house 
of  sport  and  entertainment.

Faithful  Enoch 
walked  with  God,  by  faith 
he  was  translated  that  he 
did  not  see  death.  Finally 
as  men  began  to  multiply 
upon  the  earth  sin  and 
wickedness  increased,  faith 
began  to  decrease.

nations.  He  traveled  on  at 
God's  command  full  of  faith 
in  God  and  His  promise.  As 
he  traveled  he  had  no  heir, 
finally  a  famine  came  upon 
the  land  and  he  was  driven 
into  Egypt,  here  he  proved 
faithful  to  God,  he  was  sent 
out  of  Egypt  by  Pharaoh,  a 
rich  man.  Abram  moved 
into  the  land  of  Canaan  full 
of  faith  without  an  heir, 
later  God  visited  Abram 
and  Sarai,  renewed  His 
covenant,  changed  their 
names  to  Abraham  and 
Sarah,  promising  them  a 
son.

!  Old  Testament  times    were 

full  of  faith  in  God  and  his

j  Let  us  turn  over  to  the 
'  New  Testament.  When  the 
!  word  of  God  came  to    John 

the  Baptist  he  being  full  of 

faith  began  to  preach,  teach

40  days  and  40  nights  He 
was  very  hungry,  then  the 
tempter  came  and  said,  if 
Thou  be  the  Son  of  God, 
command  that  these  stones 
be  m_ade  bread.

2:18) 
"Yea  a  man  may  say,  thou 
hast  faith,  and  I  have 
works;  shew  me  thy  faith 
without  thy  works,  I  will 
shew  thee  my  faith  by  my 
works." 

Leaves  all  to  follow 
Christ.  (Matt.  8:2) 
"Another  of  His  disciples 
said  unto  Him,  Lord  suffer 
me  first  to  go  and  bury  my 
father,  but  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  follow  Me,  and  let  the 
dead  burv  the  dead."  (Mark 
10:28)  "Then  Peter  began 
to  say  unto  Him,  lo,  we  have 
left  all,  and  have  followed 
Thee."  Jude  exhorts  us 
and  tells  us  that  we  should 
earnestly  contend  for  the 
faith  once  delivered  unto 
the  saints.  Again  Jesus 
said  if  ye  had  faith  as  a 
grain  of  mustard  seed,  ye 
say  unto  this  mountain,  re- 
move hence  to  yonder  place, 
and  it  shall  remove.  If  we 
cannot  move  these  natural 
mountains,  we  should  be 
able  to  help  remove  these 
mountains  of  pride,  worldly 
pleasures,  vice  and  wicked-

A  3rE3IORABLE  BTRTH 


''Now  the  birth  of  Jesus 
Christ  was  on  this  wise; 
when  as  His  mother,  Mary, 
was  espoused  to  Joseph,  be- 
fore they  came  together,  she 
was  found  with  child  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.''

this  newborn  king  and  pre- 
sent him  with  many  rich 
gifts.  Soon  the  event  was 
noised  abroad  and  appar- 
ently great  excitement  pre- 
vailed. Some  received  the 
news  with  great  rejoicing 
and  gladness  while  others 
were  troubled  and  still 
others  wondered  at  those 
things  that  w^ere  told  them. 
As  we  read  the  accounts 
given  by  the  different 
writers  pertaining  to  this 
event  and  matters  con- 
nected therewith,  v/e  are 
made  to  marvel  at  the 
mysterious  ways  of  the 
Lord  God.  Just  how  the 
Holy  Ghost  could  come  upon 
this  viro'in  and  the  power  of 
the  Highest  overshadow 
her  that  she  should  conceive 
and  bring  forth  a  son  we 
cannot  understand;  nor  do 
we  doubt  the  truthfulness 
of  the  account.  Far  be  it 
from  us  that  we  should  even 
question  the  inspired  word 
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of  God. 

The  angel  Gabriel  in  in- 
forming Mary  of  that  which 
would  come  to  pass  with 
her,  assured  her,  ^'For  with 
God  nothing  shall  be  impos- 
sible/'' (Luke  1:37.)  This 
assurance  by  this  glorious 
messenger  from  the  throne 
of  God  satisfied  Mary  and 
it  satisfies  all  who  have  an 
active  faith  in  the  true  and 
living  God.  Despite  all  the 
contradiction  of  unbelievers 
the  virgin  birth  is  one  of  the 
miiraculous  interventions  of 
the  Higher  Power  that  con- 
vinces us  of  the  divinity  of 
the  Christ  child  which  is 
just  as  true  as  ail  the  other 
inspired  teachings. 

We  are  made  to  marvel, 
too,  when  we  think  how  this 
glorious  king  of  kings  was 
born  in  a  stable,  wrapped  in 
sv/addling  clothing  and  lain 
in  a  manger — how  His  birth 
was  hidden  from  the  king 
and  his  counsellors  and  re- 
vealed to  the  lowly  shep- 
herds through  the  medium 
of  a  heavenly  messenger,  ac- 
companied by  a  multitude  of 
the  heavenly  host — how 
wise  men  from  the  east  be- 
held and  were  guided  by  the 
star  while  others  were  ap- 
parently ignorant  of  its 
presence.  No  doubt  there 
is  a  reason  why  these  things 


were  done  thus.  His  birth 
was  truly  in  keeping  with 
His  life  and  mission  here  on 
earth,  in  all  meekness  and 
humility,  yet  with  a 
grandeur  that  inspired  those 
with  whom  He  came  in  con- 
tact, with  av/e.  Then  too, 
like  His  birth,  the  calling 
v/hich  we  have  in  Christ 
Jesus  is  largely  hidden  from 
the  proud  exalted  and  the 
great  men  of  the  earth.  This 
was  true  in  the  days  of  the 
early  church  and  it  is  today. 
^Tor  ye  see  your  calling, 
brethren,  how  that  not 
many  wise  men  after  the 
flesh  not  many  miighty,  not 
many  noble,  are  called:  But 
God  hath  chosen  the  foolish 
things  of  the  world  to  con- 
found the  wise;  and  God 
hath  chosen  the  weak  things 
of  the  world  to  confound  the 
things  that  are  mighty.'' 
(I  Cor.  1:26-27). 

It  was  true  in  the  time  of 
the  ministry  of  Christ.  ''At 
that  timie  Jesus  answered 
and  said,  I  thank  Thee,  0 
Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  because  thou  hast  hid 
these  things  from  the  wise 
and  prudent,  and  hast  re- 
vealed them  unto  babes." 
(Matt.  11:25). 

The  wise  men  had 
evidently  been  studying  the 
prophecy  pertaining  to    the 
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coming  of  this  King  in  faith 
believing,  and  watching  for 
the  star  which  was  to 
signify  the  event,  and  the 
Lord  revealed  it  to  them, 
v/hile  doubtless  it  was 
hidden  from  the  unbeliev- 
ing. Thus  we  have  an 
example  of  the  value  of  ac- 
cepting divine  revelation  in 
all  meekness  and  fear 
studying  to  understand  it 
and  looking  for  its  fulfill- 
ment.

If  the  shepherds,  the  wise 
men  and  the  heavenly  host 
could  rejoice  with  exceeding 
great  joy  and  gladness  at 
the  birth  of  this  infant  in 
fulfillment  of  the  promise 
of  God,  then  how  much 
greater  should  be  our  joy 
and  rejoicing  in  celebrating 
His  birth  when  we  not  only 
have  knowledge  of  His  birth, 
but  of  His  life.  His  teach- 
ings. His  death.  His  resur- 
rection. His  ascension  and 
His  promise  to  return  again 
to  receive  those  who,  (like 
the  wise  men)  prepare  in 
faith  believing. 

With  the  record  that  is 
left  us  in  the  gospel  of  the 


many  events  in  connection 
with  the  sojourn  of  our 
Master  here  on  earth  which 
is  convincing  to  us  that  He 
was  the  Son  of  God,  the 
simple  means  which  He 
provided  which  gives  remis- 
sion of  sins,  freedom  of  con- 
science and  hope  of  ever- 
lasting life  and  the  promises 
given  to  all  those  who  will- 
ingly and  earnestly  accept, 
truly  we  ought  to  rejoice 
and  magnify  His  name  as 
we  pause  to  observe  the  an- 
niversary of  his  birth. 

If  the  faithful  in  ages  of 
the  past  could  rejoice  in 
the  promise  of  a  coming 
Messiah  and  the  faithful 
living  at  the  time  of  His 
birth  hearlded  the  fulfill- 
ment oi  that  promise  in  a 
visible  Christ  with  exceed- 
ing great  joy,  then  the 
faithful  of  this  late  age  can 
rejoice  not  only  in  the 
promise  and  the  fulfillment 
thereof,  but  in  other  great 
promises  which  are  yet  to  be 
fulfilled. 

With  these  few  thoughts 
may  we  not  approach  the 
anniversary  of  this  memor- 
able birth  which  means  so 
much  to  those  who  believe 
in  and  accept  the  inspired 
Word,  with  thoughtful  con- 
sideration, that  we  observe

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and  reverence  and  may  we 
not  all  declare  as  the  angels, 
''Glory  to  God  in  the  highest, 
and  on  earth  peace,  good 
will  toward  men."

The  word  occurs 
but  once  in  the  Bible,  where 
Paul  warned  the  Colossians 
to  beware  lest  any  man  spoil 
them  through  philosophy 
and  vain  deceit,  after  the 
tradition  of  men,  after  the 
rudiment  of  the  world  and 
not  after  Christ.  (Col.  2:8.) 

I  am  impressed  with 
Paul's  words  in  the  first 
verse,  'Tor  I  would  that  ye 
know  what  great  conflict  I 
have  for  you."  The  in- 
ference is  that  he  was  agon- 
izing at  a  throne  of  grace  in 
behalf  of  the  Colossian 
brethren,  shovving  his  deep 
concern  for  their  spiritual 
welfare,  ''A  faithful  shep- 
herd will  watch  over  his 
flock,  as  thev  that  must  give 
account."     "(Heb.   13:17.) 

He  knew  their  good  order 
or  church  government  and 
the  steadfastness  of  their 
faith  in  Christ,  but  he  also 
knew  the  opposition  they 
had  to  meet,  which  was  not 
of  a  physical  nature  but  of 
an  intellectual  character, 
men  of  worldly  education, 
with  enticing  or  persuasive 
words  and  so  called  philo- 
sophical reasoning.  He  ad- 
monished them  ''to  be 
united  in  love,"  for  in  union 
there  is  strength  "and  that 
they  may  possess  all  the 
riches  of  the  full  assurance 


of  understanding  to  the  ac- 
knowledgement of  the 
mystery  of  God  and  of 
Christ."  And  he  wants  them 
to  know  that  worldly  phil- 
osophy is  not  founded  on 
the  true  wisdom  which  per- 
tains to  eternal  salvation  of 
man,  but  in  Christ's  phil- 
osophy are  hid  all  the 
treasures  of  wisdom  and 
knowledge.      (Col.    2:2-3). 

And  unless  they  possess 
this  knov/ledge  and  wisdom 
and  are  rooted  and  are  built 
up  and  established  in  the 
faith  as  they  have  been 
taught,  those  pagan  philos- 
ophers with  their  worldly 
wisdom  and  artful  decep- 
tion will  rob  them  of  their 
rich  treasures  in  Christ, 
'Tor  in  Him  dwelleth  all 
the  fullness  of  the  Godhead 
bodily."  Paul  wants  them 
to  know  that  in  contrast  to 
man's  philosophy,  Christ  is 
the  embodiment  of  all 
wisdom,  and  in  Him  only  is 
man  complete. 

If  philosophy  is  the  love 
for  wisdom,  then  Christ 
stands  at  the  head  of  phil- 
osophers in  whom  are  hid 
all  the  treasures  of  wisdom 
and  knowledge,  and  the 
Christian  is  a  philosopher, 
for  the  simple  reason  that 
he  is  a  disciple  of  Christ, 
and  his  conduct  will  testify

to  the  truth  of  it.  That 
wisdom  is  from  above,  which 
is  first  pure,  then  peaceable, 
gentle  and  easy  to  be  en- 
treated, full  of  mercy,  and 
good  fruits,  without  partial- 
ity and  without  hypocrisy, 
(James  3:17.) 

Yes,  brethren,  we  are 
philosophers  of  the  school  of 
Christ.  'If  we  walk  in 
Him,  who  is  the  power  and 
vdsdom  of  God.''  Fifty 
years  ago  when  one  sus- 
tained his  position  by  the 
Bible,  that  was  sufficient 
to  settle  a  dispute,  but  not 
so  now.  Why  is  the  Bible 
not  held  in  as  high  repute  as 
it  was  then?  Is  it  because 
of  the  advancement  of 
higher  education?  Because 
man's  philosophy  does  not 
coincide  with  the  Bible? 

The  world's  philosophy 
would  have  it  that  man 
descended  from  monkey,  the 
Bible  says,  God  made  man, 
Which  is  the  most  plausible 
according  to  nature,  that  if 
monkey  left  to  himself 
v/ould  develop  to  a  human; 
or  that  if  a  person  was  left 
to  himself  without  any  edu- 
cation or  culture  whatever, 
would  deteriorate  into  a 
monkey?  The  latter  is  far 
more  reasonable,  yet  both 
are  false  positions,  for  every 
species  of  animal  is  after  its 


kind. 

Philosophy  also  claims 
that  from  the  fossils  of 
animals  that  had  been  found 
embedded  in  rockwhichtook 
millions  of  years  for  the 
rock  to  form,  consequently 
the  world  has  existed 
million  of  years  instead  of 
six  thousand  years  as  the 
Bible  has  it.  Take  it  for 
granted  that  the  fossil  story 
is  correct.  It  only  proves 
the  existence  of  the  eternal 
Godhead.  The  Bible  says, 
"In  the  beginning  God 
created  the  heavens  and  the 
earth."  There  is  a  differ- 
ence in  the  expression,  in 
the  beginning,  and  from  the 
beginning.  In  the  begin- 
ning, points  back  into  the 
eternal  past.  No  human 
mind  can  trace  the  eternal 
past,  no  telling  how  many 
worlds  God  (who  is  eternal) 
has  created  and  destroyed 
before  He  created  this 
earth.  This  earth  was 
vdthout  form  and  void,  it 
may  have  been  the  ruins  of 
another  destroyed  w^orld, 
destruction  does  not  neces- 
sarily mean  annihilation. 
God  is  the  highest  thought 
possible,  and  'In  the  begin- 
ning," leads  one  to  that 
thought- — but  not  back 
of  it. 

So  as  to  what  was  created 
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out  of  that  which  was  with- 
out form  and  void,  was  in 
the  beginning.  Its  founda- 
tion took  place  "from  the 
beginning/'  and  as  to  what 
took  iplace  in  the  beginning, 
one  guess  is  as  good  as 
another. 

Is  it  not  remarkable  that 
a  fossil  of  a  human  body  has 
never  been  found,  neither 
has  the  connecting  link  of 
the  monkey  and  man  been 
discovered.  Just  such 
speculations  is  what  Paul 
was  aiming  at.  He  met  up 
with  philosophers  at  Athens 
who  called  him  a  babbler. 

I  do  not  believe  that  Paul 
meant  to  condemn  the  true 
sciences  but  vain  specula- 
tions in  opposition  to  Bible 
teaching  and  the  time 
wasted  in  searching  after 
knowledge  in  which  there 
was  no  real  benefit. 

In  comparison  of  the 
wisdom  of  God  to  the 
wisdom  of  man  or  of  the 
world,  he  declared  that  the 
wisdom  of  this  world  is  fool- 
ishness with  God.  Isaiah 
said,  "For  as  the  heavens 
are  higher  than  the  earth, 
so  are  My  ways  higher  than 
your  ways,  and  My  thoughts 
than  your  thoughts.  (Isa. 
55:9.) 

Christ's  philosophy  is  so 
far  superior  to  the    philos- 


ophy of  the  world.  The 
knowledge  and  wisdom  of 
this  world  will  fail,  it  Vvill 
vanish,  but  the  knowledge 
and  revelation  of  God 
through  Christ  will  never 
fail,  but  will  continue  to  un- 
fold the  mysteries  of  God 
throughout  eternity. 

Knowledge  puffeth  up, 
(worldly  philosophy). 
Charity  edifieth  (Christ 
philosophy). 

It  is  remarkable  that 
Christ  was  not  persecuted 
by  the  common  people  only 
when  influenced  by  the 
higher  ups,  by  their  leaders. 
When  left  alone  they  heard 
Him.  gladly.  If  any  man 
think  that  he  knoweth  any 
thing,  he  knoweth  nothing 
3'et  as  he  ought  to  know." 
(I  Cor.  8:2.) 

Humility  and  simplicity 
is  a  qualification  for  ad- 
mission unto  Christ's  school 
of  philosophy,  "For  it  casts 
down  imagination  and  every 
high  thing  that  exalteth  it- 
self against  the  knowledge 
of  God."  (II  Cor.  10:5.) 

For  this  cause,  "not  many 
wise  men  after  the  flesh,  not 
many  mighty,  not  many 
noble,  are  called." 

I  wonder  if  our  public 
school  system  is  not  out  of 
gear,  that  atheism  shows 
itself,  and     a     two     years' 
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college  course  is  introduced 
in  connection  witli  the  high 
school,  as  if  the  child  would 
have  to  be  equipped  with  a 
higher  or  college  education 
to  make  a  success  in  life.  If 
so  then  the  public  schools 
should  be  kept  clean  from 
atheistic  instructors.  Is  not 
the  supply  of  collegiates  al- 
ready far  greater  than  the 
demand?  Having  no  white 
collar  employment  many 
will  resort  to  all  manner  of 
trickishness  and  criminal 
acts,  living  on  the  spoils  of 
innocent  victims.  This 
illustrates,  in  our  ecclesias- 
tical sense  what  Paul  meant 
when  he  said,  ''Beware  lest 
any  man  spoil  you  (rob) 
through  philosophy  and  vain 
deceit.  After  the  tradition 
(teaching)  of  men,  after  the 
rudiments  of  the  world  and 
not  after  Christ's.''  (philos- 
ophy). 

Where  were  these 
modernistic  ideas  hatched, 
from  whence  are  they,  that 
made  such  an  inroad  into 
the  churches  and  robbed 
the  simple  faithful  mem- 
bers of  their  faith  in  the 
Bible,  in  the  divinity  of 
Christ,  in  the  simplicity  of 
a  Christian  life,  in  the  sub- 
stitutionary death  of  Christ 
which  is  the  Christ  philos- 
ophy?   It   certainly    comes 


from  the  evil  one,  hatched 
out  in  the  universities  and 
from  there  it  finds  its  way 
to  the  pulpit. 

Some  make  the  plea  that 
they  did  not  believe  in  the 
substitutionary    death      of 
Jesus  because  it  was    con- 
trary   to     their    sense     of 
j  justice.     If  the    gospel    of 
I  Christ  was  based  on  justice, 
I  it  would  fail  to  be  good  news. 
I  It  would  place  us  all  under 
i  the  law  as  transgressors  and 
death  would  be  the  penalty 
instead  of  grace  and  mercy 
and      eternal    life.      'The 
wages  of  sin  is  death,    but 
the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life 
through  Jesus    Christ    our 
Lord." 

If  Paul  were  here  today 
he  would  condemn  such 
philosophy  the  same  as  he 
did  the  pagan  philosophy  in 
his  dav.

Every  day  was  a  day  full 
to    overflowing    of      good 
sound  spiritual  food  for  the 
spiritual      man,      delivered 
with  force  and  power  from 
God-fearing  brethren,    who 
did  not  hesitate  to    declare 
to  the    people     the    whole 
gospel  of  Christ  in  its  purity 
and  simplicity.     Which  re- 
calls to  our  mind  the  words 
of  Paul,  'Tor  I    have    notj 
shunned  to  declare  unto  youi 
all,  the    whole    council    of  I 
God.'^  (Acts  20:27.) 

It  seemed  to  me  that  in- 
terwoven through  all  the 
sermons  which  were 
preached  was  the  thought 
of  holding  fast  to  the  faith 
once  deli\ered  to  the  saints, 
for  the  time  is  fast  drawing 
to  a  close.

As  the  brethren  and 
sisters  took  leave  one  of 
another  at  the  close  of  the 
meetings  it  was  with  the 
thought  that  if  we  don't 
micet  here  on  earth  again, 
miay  we  remain  faithful  to 
the  word  of  God,  so  that  w^e 
with  joy  unexpressably  meet 
each  other  over  on  that 
happy  shore.
